f OBITUARY REFERENCES 

MR. SPEAKER: Hon’ble Members— 
As we meet today after ah interval of 
about two months, it is itty unpleasant 
dttty to inform the House of the sad 
demise of eight of opr friends, namely 
Or. Seth Govind Das, Maulvi Abdul 
Wajid, Shri Jawala Prasad Sharma, 
Shri K. B. Sahay, Giani Kartar Singh,, 
Shri Fremjibhai R. Assar, Shri R. 
Velayudhan and Shri Goawamiraja 
Sahdeo Bharati. 

As you all know, Dr. Seth Govind 
Das was a sitting Member of this 
House from Jabalpur constituency of 
Madhya Pradesh. In terms of mem¬ 
bership of the Central Legislature, he 
was the oldest Member of this House. 
He entered the Central Legislative As¬ 
sembly in 1923. In 1926, he was electr 
ed to the Council of .State; and was its 
Mmhber till 1^ He again became a 
Member of the Central Legislative As¬ 
sembly in 1084 and continued as its 
Member UU 1945. He was a Member 


of the Constituent Assembly and Pro¬ 
visional Parliament from 1949 to 1952. 
He was then elected to First Lok Sabha 
in 1952 and since then he had been a 
Member of all the Lok Sabhas. Pro¬ 
bably known as the Father of the 
House, he was appointed as Speaker 
_protem on four occasions when, the 
Second, Third, Fourth, and Fifth Lok 
Sabhas met after the general elections 
ip 1957, 1962, 1967 and 1971 and he 
presided, over the House for adminis¬ 
tering 6ath to the newly elected Mem¬ 
bers and during election of .Speakers. 
A veteran freedom fighter, be joined 
the Non-cooperation Movement in 1920 
and suffered imprisonment Jive .limns 
for a period of about eight years. A 
true patriot and known scholar, be re¬ 
presented .the generation, which ‘fought 
for Qw freedom of the country. Com¬ 
ing from a weft known family, he was 
noted for his erudition and culture and 
dedication for the propagation and 
enrichment of Hindi He spoke in 
the House only on causes which 
were dear to his heart and Iris speeches 
were marked with forceful arguments 
zeal and sincerity, of purpose* As a 
voracious writer he made outstanding 
contribution, to the Hindi literature. 
He was awarded Padma Bhusban in 
1961. As a parliamentarian he, for 
half a century, contributed through 
his abfljty, integrity and conviction to 
toe growth of parliamentary democra¬ 
cy in the country. Only recently we 
had honoured him in the Central Hal? 
and paid tribute* to him on the golden 
jubilee pf iris dedicated service to the 
Central Legislature and presented frim 
with a plaque in token of his services 
at that function. / V 
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During bis long parliamentary career, 
be served on a number of Committees 
. and delegations. He led the Indian 
delegation to the Commonwealth 
Parliamentary Conference held m NOW 
Zealand in 1950 and attended Com¬ 
monwealth Parliamentary Conference 
held in Canada in 1952 as an Indian 
delegate. He passed away at Bombay 
on the 18th June, 1974 at the age of 
78. In hie death the country has lost 
the oldest parliamentarian, staunch 
supporter of Hindi, a great philanthro¬ 
pist and a luminary of the freedom 
stjugjgte. 

- Maulvi Abdul Wajid who passed 
away at Bareilly on the 15th May, 
1974, was a Member of the Central 
Legisktive Assembly during the years 
19&-41. In 1941 he was imprisoned 
for participating in the freedom move¬ 
ment. After independence, he was a 
Me mbe r of the Uttar Pradesh Legisla¬ 
tive Council for a number of years. 
Be- took keen interest in social activi¬ 
ties and was widely respected by the 
people of his State. 


- Shri Jaw ala Prasad Sharma was a 
Member of the First Lok Sabha re¬ 
presenting Ajmer Constituency during 
the years 1952-57.. A trade unionist, 
be took active part in the struggle for 
dfareedofcn of the country. He was asso- 
xtsted With a number of local bodies 
in Ajmer working for the welfare of 
the people and rehabilitation of refu¬ 
gees. He passed away at Jaipur on 
the 22nd May, 1974 at the age of 63.

Shri K. B. Sahay was a Member of 
the Constituent Assembly during the 
Pfears 1948-50. He was killed in a road 
accident on 3rd June, 1974 at the age 
: of 76. As a student he plunged into 
tla freedom movement and was jailed 
t’ number of times for his participa¬ 
tion .fib' the Civil Disobedience and the 
_*puit India' movements. He served 
®e state of Bihar for a number of 
'is first as a Minister of, Reve- 
nifeand Forests from 1946 to 1957, 
then as a Minister of Planning 
inthe Binodanand Jha Ministry. 


He was elevated to the . position of 
Chief Minister after Shri Binodanand 
jha had resigned under the KaznraJ 
Plan and continued as -Chief Minister 
till 1967. 

An efficient administrator, a great 
Organiser and a strongman of Bihar, 
he was a pioneer in land reforms. It 
was during his terjn as Revenue Minis' 
ter in the early fifties that the Bihar 
Assembly passed the Zamindari Aboli¬ 
tion Bill for the first time in the coun¬ 
try. In his death one of the most 
dynamic personalities has bqen re¬ 
moved from the Bihar politics. 

Giani Kartar Singh was a Member . 
of the Constituent Assembly during the 
years 1946-47. A distinguished son of 
Punjab he had been associated' With 
politics and history of Punjab for over 
50 years. He had been a legislator 
from 1937 to 1967 and during this 
period he served as Minister five times. 

A great parliamentarian and an effec¬ 
tive organiser he was known for his 
genius to tackle every problem firmly 
and cool-headedly. He was a selfless 
leader and impressed whosoever came 
in contact with him with his straight¬ 
forwardness, simplicity and depth of 
thought. He took keen interest - in 
aelioreting thtf lot of the downtrodden. 
He passed away at Patiala after a 
protracted illness on the 10th June, 
1974 at the age of 74.

Shri Premjibhai R. Assar was a 
Member of the Second Lok Sabha 
during the years 1957*62 representing 
Ratnagiri constituency of the erstwhile 
State of Bombay. He took keen inte¬ 
rest in the development of cottage in¬ 
dustries and was associated with a 
number of welfare Organisations. Be 
passed aWay at Bombay on the 16th 
June, 1974 at the age of 61. 

Shri R. Velayudhan was a Member 
of the Provisional Parliament arid 
First Lok Sabha during the years 
1950-57. He represented Quilon cUjfn 
Mavelikkare constituency of the erst* 
while State Of Travancore-Cochin. 'A 
journalist and a social worker he iodk 
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keen interest in thewelfare of Hari- 
jkas. Hepaagedaway in Demi on me 
30th Jude, 1074 at the age of 83. 

Shri Goswamiraja Sahdeo Bbarati 
was a Member of the First Lok Sabha 
during the years 1952-57 from Yeot- 
■maL An agriculturist and a journa¬ 
list, he participated in the struggle for 
■freedom of the country and suffered 
imprisonment. He was associated 
with a number of educational and wel¬ 
fare institutions in his state. He pas¬ 
sed away at Nagpur on the 30th June. 
1974 at the age of 70. 

We deeply mourn the loss of these 
■friends and 1 am sure the House will 
join me in conveying our condolences 
io the bereaved families.

(a) The Indian Council of Agricul¬ 
tural Research has 1 from time to time 
issued guidelines for the efficient use 
of inputs including fertiliser. , ; A 
recent set of guidelines prepared by 

I.C.A.R. was presented at the Confe¬ 
rence of State Ministers to! Agricul¬ 
ture and Local Self-Government held 
on 4th January, 1974 at New Delhi by 
the then Union Minister, for Agricul¬ 
ture. 

(b) The farm technology suggested 
by I.C.A.R. for maximising production 
with the available quantities of fertili¬ 
zer includes the following compo¬ 
nents:— 

1* To taka steps to achieve an .input- 
output ratio of 1:14 in the districts 
classified as those showing a good res¬ 
ponse. This can be done by spreading 
available fertilizer over a larger area 
on the principle of yield targetting and 
detailed attention to non-monetar> 
inputs like time of sowing, density o2 
population etc. 

2. To tailor fertilizer use according 
to the needs of an entire farming sys¬ 
tem and not merely on the basis of 
individual crops and according to agio- 
ecological conditions; 

3. To supplement the nitrogen 
fertiliser by incorporating a legume 
with appropriate bacterial culture in 
the intensive multiple crop sequence 
and also to recycle all organic wastes 
by ensuring an adequate ratio of or¬ 
ganic to fertilizer nitrogen taking care 
not to immobilise the fertiliser or soil 
availably nitrogen to the crop; 

4. To increase the efficiency of nitro¬ 

gen utilization by crops by adjusting* 
the proportion that should" go to basal 
and top dressings according to. the 
period required for maturing toe crop , 
variety, its tillering habit and the 
available nitrogen status of the soil 
and by regulating the rittmbsr of top 
dressings according to the texture of/ 1 
the soil and too risk of disease?

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5. To increase the efficiency of

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SINDE: As 
far as the rock phosphate is concern¬ 
ed, it is now the view of the experts 
that particularly in acidic soils, mostly 
in north-east and coastal areas, If a 
doze of rock phosphate is given, then 
acidicity is lowered and, naturally, if 
the acidicity is lower, the productivity 
will go up. So we have recommended 
to the State Governments thst rode 
phosphite *sshould be used in acidic 
soils, if there' are acidic soils in 
Rajasthan, this will be appliftabi# to 
some of the, soils in Rajasthan also. 
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SHRI NAWAL KISHORR , SttiBA: 
Mail' i know from the hon! blinister if 
he is aware that the technology sug¬ 
gested by the ICAR win not be very 
successful in augmenting agricultural 
production if it is not accompanied 
with proper water supply. There is 
complete anarchy in the matter of 
energy supply in the State inasmuch 
as the farmer does not get electricity 
in hie feeder line at proper time. He 
does, not know when the feeder line 
through which his pumping set is con¬ 
nected will get energy. 

Secondly, is the hon. Minister also 
aware that there! is huge wastage in 
transportation of costly fertilisers from 
the penis to the godo#hS because of 
their being transported in open' wagons 
during rainy season? What does the 
hon. Minister propose to do with re¬ 
gard to these two particular things 
which are costing the nation very 
much? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir, though the points raised by the 
hon. Member are very important, I 
seek your protection and, if you say it 
is relevant to the Question, I am pre¬ 
pared to reply. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question’ was 
very much limited in scope. I thought 
the Minister might consider it proper 
to answer it. But he is not in a posi¬ 
tion to do so. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
At least, he can assure the House that 
there will be no wastage in the trans¬ 
portation of fertiliser.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: As 
far: as the shortage of chemical ferti¬ 
liser is concerned, it is well-known 
to the House. Thp recommendations 
of the ICAR are relating to this. In 
addition, we have also recommended 
to thef State Governments tq take a 
number of steps in this direction. I 
am glad to mention on the floor of the 
House that a number of State Govern¬ 
ments have taken steps to organise the 
use of organic materials, that is, 
by means of compost-making, etc. 
For Instance, in Calcutta, they have 
a very ambitious plaii to use all city- 
waste by processing, etc. So, a num¬ 
ber of steps are being taken by the 
State Governments to organise and 
make use of organic materials. 

SHRI AMRIT NAHATA: May I 
know from the hon. Minister, who, Just 
now stated that the State Govern¬ 
ments have been recommended use of 
rack phosphate for direct application 
for rectification of saline soil, whether 
he recognises that rock phosphate is 
a very rare and costly mineral and 
that the saline soli which is found in 
about 17 million hectares in pur coun¬ 
try could be rectified by direct appli¬ 
cation of gypsum of which we ‘ have 
infinite and immense resources in the 
country, in which we are. surplus. 
Would he tell the House’ whether the 
Government of India has made out a 
scheme for direct application of 
gypsum and for subsidising h<? trans¬ 
port of gypsum so that million* df 
hectares of land which is lying fallow 
could, be reclaimed? 
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SRR! ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 1 
am thankful to the hon. Member, but 
unfortunately he is confusing between' 
addle soil and saline soil. I have not 
suggested use of rock phosphate for 
saJbie soil; that has been recommend¬ 
ed for acidic soil. We have a Salinity 
Research Institute at Karnal and that 
has made a recommendation that 
as far as saline, soil is concerned, 
gypsum could be used. We are not 
recommending the use of gypsum for 
acidic soil. There may be a combi¬ 
nation of acidic and saline soil where 
rock phosphate and gypsum would be 
useful. But as far as improvement of 
addle soil is concerned, our recom¬ 
mendation is rock phosphate and basic 
slag which, is a by product in steel 
industry and which goes waste.

(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 

(a) Former Ministry of Agriculture 
stated on 17th June. 1974 that he anti* 
cipated a shertfaU of only 5 million 
tonnes in the. target of foodgrain pro¬ 
duction fixed for 1973-74 and that ab¬ 
out 107-108 million tonnes of food- 
grains production would be achieved 
in this year. 

(b) The target for the production 
of rice during 1973-74 was fixed at 
45.0 million tonnes and for wheat at 
30.0 million tonnes, 

(c) The targets fixed for Kharif 
Season of 1973-74 have more or less 
been achieved. However, due to 
spells of severe cold in the second half 
of the December 1973 and first week 
of February, 1974, failure of winter 
rains, shortage of fertilise power and 
diesel oil etc., it is expected that the 
production of Rabi crops will fall 
short of the targets. 

(d) The increase in food production 
is sought to be brought about by in¬ 
creasing the productivity mainly 
through increase in area under high 
yielding varieties, adoption of inten¬ 
sive cultivation measures, multiple 
cropping, change in the cropping pat¬ 
terns and efficient use of the available 
inputs like fertilisers, organic manu- 
rial resources, water, pestcides credits 
etc.

According to the information fur¬ 
nished by the Delhi Administration, 
who are concerned with the imple¬ 
mentation of the Delhi School Educa¬ 
tion Act and the rules framed there-' 
under, the following steps have been 
taken so far to ensure proper imple¬ 
mentation of the said Act and the 
rules: 

(i) Soon after the promulgation 
of the Act and the rules on the 31st 
December, 1973, a detailed letter 
was sent by the Delhi Administra¬ 
tion to the Managers/Principles of 
all Government aided/unaided Mid¬ 
dle and Higher Secondary schools 
in Delhi, followed with a subsequent 
letter issued in February 1974, 
bringing to their attention various 
provisions of the Act and the rules 
which were applicable to them with 
specific direction that thety should 
comply with these provisions stric¬ 
tly. Till 8th May, 1974, thirteen 
circular letters in this regard have 
been issued to the private recog¬ 
nised schools requiring them, inter 
alia to submit schemes of manage¬ 
ments, to give an undertaking re¬ 
garding grant-in-aid and to follow 
strictly the provisions regarding 
payment of salaries," allowances and 
other prescribed benefits to the 
employees, charging of fees etc, 

(ii) Under Section 5 of the Delhi 
School Education Act read with 
Rule 59 of the Delhi School Educa¬ 
tion Rules, 1973, managements of 
the private recognised aided and un¬ 
aided schools were to submit sche¬ 
mes of managements within 90 day% 
of the coming into force of the 
Rujes. According to the informa¬ 
tion, furnished by the Delhi Admi¬ 
nistration, so far +184 schools* have 
submitted the schemes of manage- 
gements. These schemes are being 
scrutinised by Dcflhi Administration 
and their detailed observations on 
modifications/alterations to be made 
in the scheme" are being communica¬ 
ted to the schools.

Statement 

Inland water transport is a State 
subject and State Governments are 
primarily concerned with its improve¬ 
ment and development. However, 
Central Government gives 100 per 
cent loan assistance to the State Gov¬ 
ernment for execution of well-defined 
and selected schemes. The important 
schemes so far sanctioned are exten- 
tion of navigation canals development 
and improvement of existing canals 
in different States, construction of 
locks; wharves, jetties, provision of 
landing facilities, acquisition of dred¬ 
gers for dredging the waterways, pur¬ 
chase of survey launches, tugs and 
barges, taking up Pilot projects in 
different waterways for running ri¬ 
ver services, provision of terminal 
facilities at different ghats, acqui¬ 
sition of passenger, cargo and ferry 
vessels, techno-economic survey of 
the waterways, etc. In addition, 
under the Central schemes construc¬ 
tion of inland ports at Pandu and 
Jogighopa, acquisition of tugs and 
barges and dredgers for- operating 
river Services oh the Gangay deve¬ 
lopment Of Rajaleagsm Dockyard and 
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Kulpi Workshop of Central In¬ 
land Water Transport Corporation 
Ltd., resumption of river services bet¬ 
ween Calcutta and Assam, higher 
training scheme at Calcutta, etc., 
have also been taken up. As a re¬ 
sult of this, there has been a general 
improvement in the transport of Pas¬ 
sengers end goods by waterways at 
different parts of the country. In the 
Fifth Five Year Plan, a provision of 
Rs. 40 crores (Rs. 26 crores for Cen¬ 
tral Schemes and Rs. 14 crores as 
loan assistance to the State Govern¬ 
ments) has been made for develop¬ 
ment of inland water transport. The 
provision includes augmentation of 
fleet of Central Inland Water Trans¬

(a) The statutory maximum retail 
prices of imported and domestically 
produced Urea, Ammonium Sulphate 
and Calcium Ammonium Nitrate and 
the retail prices of other fertilisers 
imported and distributed through the 
Central Fertiliser Pool, were increased 
with effect from 1-6-1974. There is no 
proposal at present for a further in¬ 
crease in fertiliser prices. Prices of 
those domestically produced fertilisers 
on which there, is no control, could be 
raised by manufacturers if there is an 
increase in the price of raw materials. 
Further increases in the prices of 
fertilisers in the world markets also 
cannot be ruled out. 

(b) There is likely to be some gap 
between the demand and supply of 
fertilisers in the country in the coming 
years. However steps are being taken 
to ensure that the gap is reduced as 
far possible, by increasing indigenous 
production. 

(c) Constant attention is being paid 
to optimise capacity utilisation in 
the existing units. It is also proposed 
to constitute a team of experts to 
evaluate the performance of various 
public sector fertiliser units, identify 
factors inhibiting fuller utilisation of 
capacity and suggest measures to re¬ 
move the inhibiting factors. In addi¬ 
tion, efforts are also being made to 
develop by 1978-79 a total capacity for 
the manufacture of 70 lakh tonnes of 
nitrogen, (including advance action 
on 10 lakh tonnes of nitrogen) and 17 
lakh tonnes of P t O*.

Dispute between Delhi University 
and its non-teaching staff

THE MINISTER OF EDUCATION,. 
SOCIAL WELFARE AND CULTURE 
(PROF. S. NURUL HASAN): (a) 
and (b). According to the information 
furnished by the University of Delhi,, 
the University and College Karamch- 
ari Union had submitted a charter of 
demands to the University on April 
15, 1974 which inter alia included im¬ 
plementation of the recommendations 
of the Third Pay Commission, housing 
accommodation for employees, loan 
facilities for construction of houses,, 
retirement benefits, etc. Some of the 
demands have already been accepted 
by the University and action to im¬ 
plement the decisions is being taken. 
Other demands are being looked into 
by a Committee appointed by the 
University. Meanwhile on June 6,. 
1974, the Union served a notice on the 
University of its intention to hold 
demonstrations including the wearing 
of black badges by the staff and all 
out strike on June 13, 1974 in sup¬ 

port of its demand for revocation of 
suspension of an employee of the Val- 
labhabhai Patel Chest Institute against 
whom disciplinary proceedings were 
proposed to be taken. The Univer¬ 
sity decided not to pay salary and 
allowances to such employees who 
absented themselves from duty on 
June 13 in pursuance of the strike 
call given by the Union. 

Subsequently the representatives of 
the Union bad negotiations with the 
University authorities. It was agre¬ 
ed by the representatives of the Unless* 
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that they would not interfere in in¬ 
dividual cases of indiscipline and $hat 
they would settle all disputes by nego¬ 
tiations with the authorities. As a 
result of this; the University has 
withdrawn its order for withholding 
the salary end allowances of the ab¬ 
sentee staff. 


Central Assistance for rural housing 
in Bihar 

75. SHRI VIJAY PAL SINGH: Will

(SHRI OM MEHTA): (a) Rural Hous¬ 
ing under the village Housing Pro¬ 
jects Scheme is in the State Sector 
and Central financial assistance for 
all the State Sector programmes, in¬ 
cluding rural housing is released by 
the Ministry of Finance to the State 
Governments in the shape of ‘block 
loans’ and “block grants’. The State 
Governments are free to allocate and 
utilise the block Central financial as¬ 
sistance on the various schemes, in¬ 
cluding rural housing, according to 
the requirements and priorities to be 
determined. Therefore, the question 
of sanctioning assistance to the Gov¬ 
ernment of Bihar by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment for rural housing included in 
the State Sector does not arise. How¬ 
ever, under a Central sector scheme 
for provision of house-sites to landless 
wericers in rural areas, which was in¬ 
troduced in October, 1971, a grant of 
ils. 18.71 lakhs waa released to the 


Government of Bihar upto the end of 
March, 1974. From 1st April, 1974, 
this scheme has also been transferred 
to the State sector. 

(b) According to the information 
contained in the Draft Fifth Five Year 
Plan document of Bihar State, 297 
houses have been built under the 
Village Housing Projects Scheme dur¬ 
ing the year 1973-1974. 2709 house- 

sites are also reported to have been 
developed in Bihar under the Scheme 
for provision of house-sities to land¬ 
less workers in rural areas. The Plan 
document does not contain the infor¬ 
mation about the number of houses to 
be built and house-sites to be develop¬ 
ed by the State Government during 
1974-75.

The Central Government will give 
special assistance to the State Govern¬ 
ments to meet their share of addi¬ 
tional cost involved in adopting the 
revised scales.

The Conference has recommend¬ 
ed the setting up of a National Com¬ 
mission to go into this question in 
depth and make recommendations on 
the policy to be adopted in future. A 
decision on this recommendation has 
not yet been taken. 

Price of wheat, atta, paddy and rice 
In each State

and (b). The Central issue price for 
wheat was Rs. 90 per quintal for the 
Mexican, indigenous common white 
and imported varieties and Rs. 96 per 
quintal for superior varieties upto 

14- 4-1974. The issue price for all va¬ 
rieties of wheat was revised to Rs. 125 
per quintal with effect from 15-4-1974. 
The per quintal Central issue prices of 
rice have been Rs. 125 (coarse), 
Rs. 140 (medium), Rs. 150 (fine) and 
Rs. 160 (superfine) with effect from 
1-11-1973. 

The procurement price for standard 
variety of paddy i s Rs. 70/- per quintal 
for all States. 

Three statements showing the retail 
prices of wheat and month-end whole¬ 
sale prices of paddy and coarse rice 
(Statements I, II, & III) are laid on 
the Table of the House. [Placed In 
Library. See No. LT-7089/74.] Prior to 

15- 4-1974. the per kg. Drice of whole¬ 
meal atta was Rs. 1.01 in the States 
excepting Maharashtra for which the 
price was fixed at Rs. 1.05. From 
15-4-1974, the per kg. price of whole¬ 
meal atta for the States has been fixed 
at Rs. 1.37 except for Maharashtra 
where the price has been fixed at Rs. 
1.43. 

Steps to check price rise in Food- 
grains, Edible Oil and other Essential 
Commodities

It also pro¬ 
vides for summary trial of cases in¬ 
volving offences relating to foodstuffs, 
edible oils and oil seeds and certain 
ether essential commodities. 

Other measures taken to check price 
rise include: — 

(i) Intensification of Agricultural 
production programmes by 
increasing the area under high 
yielding varieties, effective 
utilisation of irrigation, ferti¬ 
lisers, timely provision of cre¬ 
dit and offering incentive 
prices to the producers for 
encouraging production;

Loss to Sugarcane due to Crop 

Disease 

82. SARDAR SWARAN SINGH

alone due to crop diseases and sub¬ 
standard seeds, while India was 
amongst the 10 major Sugarcane 
growing countries;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN TRE

(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) .It is estimated that roughly about 
8 to 10 per cent loss in yield of sugar¬ 
cane occurs due to pests and diseases. 
It is not possible to indicate the less 
in monetary terms due to crop disease 
and sub-standard seed, because there 
are various other factors like inade¬ 
quate supply of irrigation, non-avail¬ 
ability of fertilisers, non-adoption of 
scientific practices which are respon¬ 
sible for reduction in yield, 

(b) The yield per hectare of sugar- 
pane in our country is 48.5 tonnes 
which is considered very low as com¬ 
pared to the yields of 93.3 tonnes in 
UAR, 92.1 tonnes in USA, 89.0 tonnes 
in Taiwan. 80.4 in Guyana etc. 

(c) The Central Plant Protection 
Stations and Surveillance Stations 
under the Dte. of Plant Pro¬ 
tection, Quarantine and Storage 
keep a constant watch on 
the attack on Sugarcane by 
pests and diseases. The State Plant 
Protection Stations also keep a watch 
over the occurrance of pests and dis¬ 
eases in sugarcane. Immediately an 
detecting any such pests and diseases, 
control operations, through spraying 
of chemicals from ground or air are 
taken up by the State Governments as 
advised by the Dte., of Plant Protec¬ 
tion, Quarantine and Storage. Em¬ 
phasis is laid on raising of healthy 
seeds for distribution for commercial 
cultivation. A scheme for the develop¬ 
ment of 2,000 hectares around each 
sugar factory in a sub-Tropical region 
and 1,000 hectares in the tropical re¬ 
gion under intensive cultivation is 
proposed to : .,J>e taken up during toe 
5th Five Year plan period. The pro¬ 
gramme under toe scheme wiii include 
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establishment foundation seed cen- 
tti* fdr Quality seSdprdduCtton, orga¬ 
nisation of demonstrations on plant 
and ratoon cane, imparting of training 
to cane development workers at State 
level, taking up of adequate plant pro¬ 
tection measures etc.

Sri Lanka Sub-Committee on Economic 
Co-operation held in May 1973, it was 
;agreed that assistance would be pro¬ 
vided by the Government of Sri 
Lanka for a period of five years for 
.-setting up. 

*(i) Cattle Development Project in 
the milk-shed area of Colombo; 
and 

'(ii) Sleep Development Project in 
the intermediate rainfall 
zone. 

As a fOllow-up action, an animal 
"husbandry team visited Sri Lanka in 
September, 1973 and submitted its 
report to the Government of Lanka 
through Indian High Commission in 
December, 1973. 

During the 5th meeting of Indo-Sri 
Lanka Sub-Committee for Economic 
Cooperation held between the officials 
of the Government of India and the 
Government of Sri Lanka from June 
3 to 7, 1974, both the delegations 
emphasised the desire to proceed with 
*the implementation of the projects as 
early as possible. It is, therefore, pro¬ 
posed to depute a three-member Team 
•comprising two experts in the fields of 
cattle and sheep development and re¬ 
presentative from the Department of 
Economic Affairs to Sri Lanka to 
draw up a Memorandum of Under¬ 
standing detailing the programme of 
work and the time schedules phased 
out over a period of five years. The 
Team is tentatively scheduled to leave 
for Sri Lanka in the last week of July, 
1974, 

(b) and (c). No agreement has been 
signed so far detailing the programme 
and schedule of work for setting up 
of the cattle and sbeep development 
■projects in Sri Lanka, 
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Groundnut Production 

89. SHRI M. MEHTA: Will the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleas¬ 
ed to state:

The area under Ground¬ 
nut in Gujarat as also on all India 


basis, had been increasing till 1971-72 
as compared to the area during 
1969 - 70 . During 1972-73 due to un¬ 
precedented drought, the Groundnut 
acreage in all States, including Gujarat 
had fallen. The estimates of area 
under Groundnut during 1973-74 have 
not so far become available. 

(c) During the Fourth Five Yesp* 
Plan, a Centrally Sponsored Scheme 
for maximising production of ground¬ 
nut was taken up in Gujarat States 
in the districts of Amreli, Sabarkan- 
tha Bhavnagar, Jamnagar and Panch 
Mahal. The Coverage target fixed for 
1973-74 was 5,00,000 hectares as 
against which an area of 4,45,727 hec¬ 
tares has been covered under the 
scheme. 

(d) In the Fifth Five Year Plan, it 
is proposed to implement an Inten¬ 
sive Oilseeds Development Programme 
in (the Districts of) Junagadh and Raj¬ 
kot in Gujarat. This programme is 
targeted to cover an area of 1,05,000 
hectares during 1974-75 and 5,25.000 
hectares during 1978-79 in these two 
districts. As a result of the Imple¬ 
mentation of this Programme, the 
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yield of groundnut per hectare in the

cane purchased during the current 
sugar season, as reported by the sugar 
factories, amounted to about Rs. 34.72 
crores. This includes a sum of Rs. 11.80 
crores representing the cost of cane 
purchased during the first fortnight of 
June, 1974. Fall in recovery from 
cane and the stringent credit squeeze 
enforced by the Reserve Bank of India 
seem to have rendered the position 
particularly difficult this year. 

(b) The State Governments have 
been advised from time to time to take 
stringent and coercive measures— 
legal or otherwise—and enact legisla¬ 
tion, wherever It does not exist already 
to enforce recovery of cane price 
areas as arrears of land revenue. The 
need for expenditious clearance of 
cane dues was also impressed upon tbe 
State Governments and the industry**

Encouragement to Varalakshmi 
Cotton Seed 

98. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH:

(a) whether the latest variety of 
Varalakshmi Cotton Seed has revolu¬ 
tionised the cotton production pros¬ 
pects in the country;

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 

(a) Varalakshmi Hybrid Cotton variety 
has improved the cotton production 
prospects in our country by its high 
yields and fine fibre quality. This 
variety was released in 1970 and 
yields about 30—55 quintals of Kapas 
per hectare. 

(b) This variety is suitable for the 
Tungabhadra Project area (Raichur- 
BaUery) and Malaprabha Project Area 
(Belgaum and Dharwar). It has also 
been found suitable for Guntur and 
Prakasam districts of Andhra Pradesh. 


The University of Agricultural Scien¬ 
ces, Bangalore, have distributed in the 
current year sufficient parental seeds 
of this variety to Departments of Agri¬ 
culture and the Agricultural Universi¬ 
ties in the States of Andhra Pradesh, 
Gujarat, Karnataka, Maharashtra, 
Madhya Pradesh, Tamil Nadu and 
Rajasthan for multiplication as founda¬ 
tion seed. It is expected that this 
hybrid would cover about 2.4 lakh 
hectares during 1974-75. 

(c) At present, the price of this seed 
is high because of hand emasculation 
and polination to be eifected in every 
one of the individual flowe |9 and 
plants. Reduction in price is possible 
only when male sterile lines becomes 
available for breading programme. The 
All India Coordinated Cotton Improve¬ 
ment Project under the Indian Council 
of Agricultural Research is already 
working to evolve a suitable male 
sterile line. 


Imbalanc e in Supply of Chemical 
Fertilizers to States 

99. SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 

Will the Minister 0 f AGRICULTURE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether there is an imbalance 
in supply of chemical fertilizers to the

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
(a) The requirements of the States 
are assessed for two six monthly 
periods in the year. The quantities to 
be supplied by different manufacturers 
are then allocated. The balance deficit 
is registered with the Pool, against 
which supplies are made from imports 
depending on availability. As far as 
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manufacturers are concerned, instruc¬ 
tions exist that in the event of pro¬ 
duction falling below estimates, sup¬ 
plied to different States should be 
made on proportionate basis. From 
the Pool also, efforts are made to ar¬ 
range allotment and supply of fertili¬ 
sers to the various States normally in 
proportion to the deficit registered 
with the Pool. The actual pattern of 
supplies, however, is not always fully 
in keeping with the allotments due to 
varying operational conditions such as 
actual ship arrivals from abroad in 
the different zones and ports, varying 
position in respect of rail and road 
transportation in different areas, etc. 
The relative position of supplies to 
different States is being watched by 
the Food Corporation of India Zonal 
Offices and also by the Ministry of 
Agriculture and action is taken to step 
up or step down the supplies to States 
concerned to correct the imbalances 
developing from tirm to time, to the 
maximum extent possible, within the 
limitations of the operational para¬ 
meters pertaining to shipping, trans¬ 
portation, etc. 

(b) Internal distribution of Pool 
fertilisers within the States is con¬ 
trolled by the State Government's. It 
is for them to consider the local cir¬ 
cumstances and decide on the need and 
desirability of linking fertiliser supply 
to the cultivators with the procure¬ 
ment of foodgrains in the State. 

Acreage and Production of Sujata 
-extra-long variety of Staple Cotton

(b) It is expected that about 2,000 
hectares will be covered under this 
variety during 1974-75 itself. 

(c) Yes. This variety has been tried 
in Gujarat and Maharashtra State. 
But in view of the popularity of high 
yielding Hybrid-4 cotton, Sujata is not 
likely to be extended on a large scale 
in these two States. 

Conference of Animal Husbandry and 
Milk Commissioners

A Conference of State Secretaries In¬ 
charge of Animal Husbandry and 
Dairying, Directors of Animal Hus¬ 
bandry, Milk Commissioners and 
Managing Directors of State Dairy 
Development Corporations was held 
at New Delhi from 27th to 29th May, 
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1974 in order to ensure a coordinated 
and unified approach for implementa¬ 
tion of the massive and dynamic pro¬ 
grammes contemplated for develop¬ 
ment of Animal Husbandry and Dairy¬ 
ing during the Fifth Five Year Plan 
period. 

(b) The programmes of milk pro¬ 
duction, poultry, sheep and pig pro¬ 
duction through Small Farmers, Mar¬ 
ginal Farmers and Agricultural 
Labourers for supplementing their 
income, were given special importance 
in the discussions. Besides these, milk 
procurement, pricing and distribution, 
Artificial Insemination technique in¬ 
cluding Frozen Semen technology, 
development of Feed & Fodder and 
Pasture resources. Sheep Breeding 
and Wool Production and Marketing,

In 
May 1974 some individual containers

have been reported by the State Gov 
ernment to the Government of India. 
One pertains to the sale of granulated 
mud as fertiliser, by some private 
dealers in Punjab, reported by the 
Punjab Government in July 1973 . 
The other case reported by the Pun¬ 
jab Government in December, 1973 
pertains to the receipt at Bhatinda 
cf fertilisers containing impurities 
from Bhavnagar port. 

In the first case, preliminary en¬ 
quiries made, indicated that, it was 
prima facie a case of some anti-social 
elements in Bombay getting mud 
granulated and selling it as imported 
DAP to some private dealers in Pun¬ 
jab. The case was handed over to the 
Central Bureau of Investigations in 
August, 1973 . The C. B. I. enquiry 
is nearly complete. The accused have 
already been identified and a number 
of persons have been arrested. The 
report from the CBI is expected short¬ 
ly. 

In the second case, regarding the 
receipt at Bhatinda, of fertilisers, 
containing impurities from Bhavnagar 
Port, no formal enquiry was ordered 
but the complaint received from the 
Punjab Government was investigated. 

It was found that some of the fertili¬ 
ser bags received from Bhavnagar port 
during this period contained sweep¬ 
ings and other impurities. This was 
not found to be a deliberate case of 
adulteration but a lack of proper care 
on the part of labour and staff of the 
Food Corporation of India. The Food 
Corporation of India have been asked 
to ensure to that such careless bagg¬ 
ing and despatches are avoided in 
future.

(b) Works like land acquisition, 
fencing, site clearance, demolition of 
buildings, reclamation, project roads, 
overhead and underground water 
storage tanks, drainage facilities, 
temporary water supply system, paint 
store, oil store, training school com¬ 
plex, compressor room, main power 
receiving station, laboratory, weight 
bridge have been completed. Works 
like shipbuilding division office and 
would loft, maintenance shop, out¬ 
fitting warehouse, are nearing comple¬ 
tion. Works such as Hull shop, Build¬ 
ing Dock, Assembly shop, No. 3 Quay, 
Repair Dock, Quay Nos. 1 and 2.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 

(a) to (c). The Government are aware 
of the news item dated 5th July, 1974 
referred to by the Hon. Member. The 
Plant. Quarantine & Fumigation staff 
at Palana Airport under the Director¬ 
ate of Plant Protection. Quarantine 
and Storage of this Ministry had inter¬ 
cepted consignments of 12,000 rooted 
hop cuttings on 19th May, 1974. Ran¬ 
dom samples of the plant material 
were drawn and got examined in the 
Indian Agricultural Research Institute 
and large number of cyst-nematodes 
were found. In some cuttings, root rot 
pathogens had also appeared. If the 
infested cuttings were planted, a large 
amount of inculum would have been 
released in the soil which would be 
difficult to eradicate. In view of this, 
the Directorate of Plant Protection 
Quarantine & Storage burnt the entire 
consignment ef hops afid Informed 
M/s United Breweries Ltd. Bangalore 
who had arranged for its import from 
Australia. 

Under the Destructive Insects and 
Pests Act and the Notification issued 
thereunder, shy plant material which 


is imported into our country should be 
accompanied by a phytbsanitary certi¬ 
ficate from the Plant Quarantine 
Authorities in the country of origin. 
In this particular case, there was no- 
such certificate. M/s United Bireweries 
Ltd., Bangalore held a valid licence 
issued by the Chief Controller of Im¬ 
ports & Exports for the import of the- 
plant material and there was therefore 
no violation of import trade control, 
regulations. No arrests have been 
made.

SHRI 1NDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): I thank you for the permi¬ 
ssion you have given me to register 
our emphatic protest against the lay¬ 
ing of these Ordinances. In particular, 

I refer to those which had been con¬ 
tained in item 4(6), (7.), (8) and (9)*. 
For the time beinf, I am not going 
into the contents and merits of these- 
ordinances although we are categori— 
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cally opposed to all of them which we 
will discuss later on when the occa¬ 
sion arises and when these ordinances 
ere taken up. 

But the point 1 am raising at this 
stage is that these ordinances have 
been promulgated on the very eve of 
the Parliament session. You will re¬ 
call that sometime in 1971—I think it 
-was in November 1971—and subse¬ 
quently again, in November 1973, you. 
4Sir, yourself from that Chair, had 
occasion to observe that you did not 
approve of or rather you disapproved 
of the Government resorting to this 
practice of promulgating ordinances on 
the eve of a Parliament session, when 
only a few days were remaining for 
the Parliament to re-assemble. You 
had an occasion to do it once in 1971 
and again in 1973 made a reference to 
your earliei observations of 1971 and 
you reprimanded the Government for 
this practice which was becoming a 
habit with them. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhraj. Do 
You remember that. Sir? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA; It seems 
that your observations and your re¬ 
primands have just gene over then- 
head. Thir, time they have behaved 
in an absolutely brazen mannf»\ In 
one case you will find that the Com¬ 
pulsory Deposit Scheme (Income-tax 
Payers) Ordinance, 1974 (No. 10 of 
1974) was promulgated only 4 days 
before the Parliament was to assem¬ 
ble. In the case of the other ordi¬ 
nances also, the earliest one is of 
8th July. 

Now, I can see that tnere are occa¬ 
sions—I am not questioning the power 
or the authority constitutional power 
or the author!\y of the Government to 
promulgate ordinances, that is there in 
the Constitution—when it becomes 
necessary perhaps to take such an 
action on som e particular issue without 
any prior notice and where surprise is 
the very essence of the success of that 
-ordinance. For example, any delay 
would mean that some essential com¬ 
modities are cornered in the market 
and some shares are cornered in 


which case the Government may have 
to promulgate ordinahees in the inter- 
session period. 


Here, I would point out to you that 
in particular, for example, the whole 
purpose of this Companies (Temporary 
Restrictions on Dividends) Ordinance, 
although the whole thing is an eye¬ 
wash, in my opinion, it has no effect 
and it is not having any effect already 
whatsoever, already statistics have 
been published to show that out of 
3,000 odd medium and large scale com¬ 
panies, there are only 200 companies 
out of 3,000, which declare dividends 
above 12?f. At the most, it will affect 
those people. But, apart from that, 
the whole purpose of this ordinance 
has been nullified by the fact that 
there was a leakage. Now, it is known 
that a probe has been ordered into 
that. The information leaked out and 
whoever has to do the cornering of 
the shares, has done that already. 

But, apart from that, of the other 
two ordinances, one is a direct attack 
on the salary and wage-earners of this 
country, that is. the workers middie- 
class employees, both of Government 
and the private sector alike who 
are in any case suffering to-day under 
this terrible pressure of inflation and 
price rise to an extent where their real 
wages are going down day after dav 
and this ordinance is aimed directly 
against them. 


Then, there is this Compulsory 
Deposit Scheme (Income-tax Payers) 
Ordinance of 1974. What was there 
which prevented the Government from 
waiting just a few days for Parliament 
to assemble and then, if they wanted, 
to come forward with a Bill for dis¬ 
cussion in the House? I cannot under¬ 
stand this thing at all; nothing would 
have happened if they had waited for 
a few days more. The whole thing 
shows guilty conscience behind the 
whole thing. 18 million wage earners 
and salary-earners are not running 
away. They have not got black money. 
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You are goburrio force them to deposit 
a part of their legal wages and 
salaries. This is white money, this is 
not black money. It is accountable 
money. What would have happened, 
would Heavens have fallen, if you had 
brought it after Parliament reassem¬ 
bled? The same thing with regard to 
deposits of the income-tax payers. 
You are not doing it for the non- 
income-tax payers. That is where the 
real trouble lies. Thousands of crores 
of black money are being utilised and 
this situation creates this monster of 
inflation. No stops have been taken 
to control the prices. But you have 
taken these steps in respect of those 
who have got white money. You have 
brought forward these ordinances deli¬ 
berately violating—I would say, creat¬ 
ing a serious affront—to the very 
dignity and the prestige and the power 
of Parliament. 

Sir, I am not going into the details 
at this stage; we will discuss these 
things in detail when the Bill comes 
up for discussion in the House. But 
sir, I would just like to remine you 
and seek your protection on this issue 
You yourself are on record not once 
but twice in which you have very 
clearly censured the Government, 
reprimanded the Government for this 
dangerous practice. Do they want 10 
rule by ordinances or do they want to 
rule through Parliament? That is 
what I want to know. This is an 
affront and insult to the right and 
authority of Parliament. They have 
set about it in such an unfortunate 
haste that they have to resort to issue 
of another ordinance in order to 
amend the earlier one, I mean, the 
dividend ordinance. There was a 
hallaballoo in the country and doubts 
were expressed whether profits are to 
be after tax or before tax and they 
brought forward another amendment 
on the 15th. one week ago. amend 1 'ng 
that previous ordinance. They want¬ 
ed to present the House with a fait 
accompli; I do not know whether the 
Council of Ministers was also pre¬ 
sented with a fait accompli. There are 
very powerful secretariat bureaucra¬ 
tic experts. Planning Commission 


experts, monetary experts and so op 
Form the utterances and facial appear¬ 
ance of some of the Ministers, they 
seem to be quite ignorant and inno¬ 
cent Of these. things. They only 
rubber-stamp these things. Is Parli¬ 
ament also expected to do that? 
This is an affront to the sovereignty 
of this Parliament. 

I would request you, in view of your 
past utterances, to express yourself 
firmly and strongly against the way 
these ordinances have been promul¬ 
gated and the way they have been 
brought in just a few days before Par¬ 
liament is to meet, which is com¬ 
pletely derogatory to the dignity and 
authority of Parliament.

If I say that they were not afraid of 
your ruling or your observations on 
this matter in this House. 

I have already written to. you what 
my main objections are. My objec¬ 
tion is regarding the ordinance listed 
in item 6 of the Order Paper, because 
these ordinances were promulgated in 
the month of July itself. One of 
them was brought forward on the 
6th July, 1974 itself. One of the ordi¬ 
nances was regarding dividend, 
and another one was regarding the 
freezing of the wages and the dear¬ 
ness allowance of the poor workers 
who have been asked to starve and 
save some money for this Govern¬ 
ments to squander. The ( third ordi¬ 
nance was again an amendment, and 
the fourth was an amendment which 
was issued to the ordinance which 
had been promulgated on the 6th 
July. Just ten days after promulgat¬ 
ing the earlier ordinance, Govern¬ 
ment realised that there was a typing 
mistake, and that typing mistake was 
corrected by a correct typist, and 
again an ordinance was promulgated 
on the 15th July, and again another 
one was issued on the 17th July. I 
have nothing to say against the pro¬ 
posal regarding freezing if it is going 
to apply to people who are getting 
more than Rs. 15,000. 

But my main objection is this. 
When the summons had been issued 
for this session and PaxUamffet was 
to meet on 22nd July, in spite of your 
observations and the observations 
made by your late-lamented prede¬ 
cessor Shri Mavalankar and others. 
Government never cared for them. 
And they promulgated these ordi¬ 
nances, In fact, I was expecting 
another ordinance yesterday, because 
one day was still.left for Parliament 
to meet and they could have passed 
another ordinance yesterday. 

I would request you, ■ Sir, to treat 
this matter very seriously as a con¬ 
tempt of this House. This should be 
regarded as contempt of the House, 
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and contempt preceedings should be 
launched against the Council of 
Ministers including the Prime Minis¬ 
ter. Even how, she is not present in 
the House. Perhaps, she may be 
framing another ordinance. 1 would 
request you, Sir, to ask her to come 
and answer our objections. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Sir, 1 rise on a point of 
order. I want to know what proce¬ 
dure is being followed. A number of 
Members have given notice of statu¬ 
tory resolutions of a substantive 
nature. But i find that the hon. 
Members who are speaking are mak¬ 
ing substantive arguments. So, I 
would like to know what procedure 
is being followed in this regard. At 
what stage are you going to take up 
those statutory resolutions? 

MR. SPEAKER: The position is 
very clear. That is a separate item. 
Now, hon. Members are raising their 
objections at the time when the 
ordinances are being laid on the Table 
of the House. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: On 
behalf of the Council of Ministers, 
the Prime Minister should have apo¬ 
logised and regretted for having 
brought forward these ordinances 
when the session was already in sight. 

I am not discussing the contents of 
the ordinances now. They are well 
known, and they will be opposed in¬ 
side this House and outside and they 
will be met with opposition by all 
these toiling millions who are 
suffering because of the misdeeds and 
misrule of this Government. 

So I would request you to treat this 
as a matter of contempt or of 
privilege of the House. This is a 
privilege of the House. A few 
moments ago we paid homage to 
thofee who are dead, but they consi¬ 
der us to be dead; they do not even 
wait for that. 


1 would request you not to allow 
this Government to express only 
regret and get away with it'. They 
should look at it more seriously. On 
this issue, they should have resigned 
or, I can assure you, I shall resign 
myself on this issue to uphold the 
dignity of parliamentary democracy. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN rose— 

MR. SPEAKER: We have received 
your letter late. The procedure is 
that we had fixed that they should 
come in advance, not at the time 
when it is taken up. Otherwise, 
there will be no end to this. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: This is a irery 
important thing. A spate of Ordi¬ 
nances have been issued and are 
only now presented to the House. 
This is the first occasion when the 
House is seized of this. We want to 
protest against the way in which 
they have been promulgated to cir¬ 
cumvent parliamentary democracy 
and in utter disregard of this House 
and previous pronouncements from 
the Chair. If you permit me, I 
would say a few words; though the 
Government oftentimes do not observe 
it, at least we on this side give all 
respect* to you. 

SHRI DASARATHA DEB (Tripura 
East): Every Member of this House 
must go on record that this Govern¬ 
ment is behaving in this Parliament 
in this fashion. We must protest 
and our protest must be recorded.

SHHI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): I do not recollect any 
session which has not been preceded 
by the issue of Ordinances. The rule 
•by Ordinance, as everyday would 
agree, is almost like a rule by mili¬ 
tary junta. If we had a large num¬ 
ber' of such Ordinances coming, that 
is a negation of democracy and of the 
parliamentary system. 

Now, after having given repeats 
rulings and after having seen the 
persistent flouting of these rUlings, 
there are only two courses open to 
the Chair. Either the Chair vacates 
its earlier rulings or the Chair insists 
•that this thing is not done in future. 
This has become a matter of absolute 
irregularity. Before every session, 
the Government thinks it a matter 
•of prestige to issue Ordinances as a 
matter of show of its grandeur and 
majesty. It wants to show that it 
is mightier than the Parliament of 
India. Otherwise, there can be no 
other reason or justification for com¬ 
ing out with Ordinances just on the 
eve of the session when we do ml 
find that there is any economic or 
other rationale behind it. Even on 
the rationale of expediency they 
cannot convince us that it was so 
very necessary only a few days be- 
iore Parliament met.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MAT¬ 
TER OF URGENT PUBLIC IMPOR¬ 
TANCE 

Reported small-pox Epidemic in the 
Country 

DR. SARADISH ROY (Botpur): 
Sir, i call the attention of the Minis¬ 
ter of Health and Family Planning to 
the following matter of urgent public 
importance and I request that he may 
make a statement thereon: 

“The reported smallpox epidemic 
in the country particularly in Bihar 
taking a death toll of over thirty- 
six thousand human lives.” 

THE MINISTER OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (DR. KARAN 
SINGH): In the first quarter of 1973 
there was a noticeable increase in the 
incidence of smallpox, particularly in 
the States of U.P., Bihar, West Ben¬ 
gal and Madhya Pradesh. An inten¬ 
sive smallpox eradication campaign 
was launched in July 1973 in consulta¬ 
tion with W.H.O. The main emphasis 
was on these four endemic States 
which had been responsible for 94 per 
cent of the total cases, and the ob¬ 
jective of the campaign was to under¬ 
take active search of smallpox cages 
followed by containment of the out¬ 
breaks. During 1973, 88,069 cases 

with 15.417 deaths were recorded. 
From 1 st January to 14th July 1974, 
1,46,034 smallpox cases with 23,095 
deaths have been recorded from the 
various States and Union Territories. 
96 per cent of these have been from 
Bihar, U.P., West Bengal and Assam; 
Bihar alone accounting for 65 per 
cent of tbe cases. The high incidence

of smallpox in 1974 can be attributed 
to accumulated backlog of primary 
vaccination, the lingering superstition 
among sections of the people against' 
vaccination, and the intensive active 
search which is being carried out 
throughout the country for unearth¬ 
ing undetected cases. 

Under the intensive anti-smallpox 
campaign the State Governments, who 
are primarily responsible for the im¬ 
plementation of the health program¬ 
mes, have mobilised health personnel 
and transport for the case-search 
operation. The Central Government 
have taken prompt measures to assist 
the State Health authorities to meet 
the current situation. The number of 
Surveillance Teams headed by senior 
Epidemiologists has been increased 
so far to 73 from 22 and containment 
Teams to 69 as against 15 working 
last year in the endemic States, in 
addition to the normal staff of the 
Smallpox Eradication Programme. A 
number of additional vehicles have 
also been provided to the teams to 
ensure mobility. Adequate quantities 
of vaccine, bifurcated needles and 
health education material have been 
supplied and sufficient quantities kept 
in reserve. 

In regard to Bihar, all its 31 districts 
have been affected. It is estimated 
that there are about 4,000 active out¬ 
breaks. Latest reports, however, indi¬ 
cate that there is a downward trend 
in the incidence. The number of 
cases in May were 35,626 with 5,765 
deaths, in June 14,971 with 2,679 
deaths, and in the first' week of July 
2,342 with 539 deaths have been re¬ 
corded. In addition to the normal 
health staff, 32 special surveillance 
team^ headed by the Senior Epide¬ 
miologists and 29 containment teams 
have been deputed for work in Bihar. 

55 vehicles have been provided by 
the W.H.O. and 30 vehicles are being 
sent to Bihar shortly. Adequate 
stocks of vaccine are being maintain¬ 
ed at Patna and Hanchi. I visited 
Patna personally last week and had 
discussions with the State authorities. 
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My colleague Prof. A. K. Kisku has 
visited Orissa, West Bengal and 
Assam. 

I share the deep concern of Hon. 
Members at the recent spurt in the 
incidence of smallpox. In a matter 
like this remedial measures will na¬ 
turally take time to produce results, 
but it does appeal 1 that the special 
measures organised have started pro¬ 
ducing a favourable impact. We have, 
however, to continue to exercise 
vigilance and maintain intensity of 
efforts until the disease is completely 
under control. I have every hope 
that it will be possible to reduce the 
incidence to a great extent in the 
endemic States in the near future, and 
also to maintain our target of totally 
eradicating this terrible disease in the 
course of the Fifth Plan Period. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: I have 
listened to the statement made by the 
hon. Minister. I would like to point 
out that smallpox can be eradicated. 
Government has taken up the pro¬ 
gramme for the eradication of the 
disease since 1962, and after 12 years 
we have made a world record; in 
the incidence of smallpox in the 
world, our contribution is 80 per cent 
and Bihar contributes more then 60 
per cent. While going into the de¬ 
tails of the incidence of smallpox I 
have found that it is mostly the tribal 
and Scheduled Caste people who 
have been affected. The Minister's 
statement does not mention which 
category of people, whether tribal or 
Scheduled Caste or other people, were 
mostly affected, how far the pro¬ 
gramme of eradication of smallpox 
has been successful and whether the 
people who died did not have even 
primary vaccination. That is the 
point I want to be clear. It has not 
come all of a sudden, I can give the 
figures in respect of the last few 
years: in 1967 the incidence was to 
the extent of 83,940 cases; in 1968 the 
number of cases was 30,000; in 1969 
the number came down to 19,139; in 
1970 it was 12^341; in 1971 the num¬ 
ber was 16,166; in 1972 it was 27,407; 
in the last year it was 87,509; last 
year the deaths were to the extent: 
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of 15,348. Therefore, the incidence 
has increased during the last few 
years. Also the Public Accounts 
Committee in their Report have men¬ 
tioned about the danger of the out¬ 
break of small pox in our country. 
Not only that, the World Health 
Organisation also gave us a warning 
that there is a possibility of an epide¬ 
mic of small pox in our country. The 
Public Accounts Committee in their 
124th Report have stated: 

“The Committee are indeed alarm¬ 
ed over the reports that there is a 
serious danger of outbreak of the 
disease in Uttar Pradesh, Bihar, 
Madhya Pradesh and West Bengal. 
The Committee have been informed 
that an intensive campaign was pro¬ 
posed to be undertaken during the 
months of September to December, 
1973 in these States with a view to 
detecting and reducing substantially 
the smallpox endemic foci during 
the low incidence season to the 
Extent that the programme will 
have a manageable number of re¬ 
maining foci to deal with during 
1974. The Committee are anJfinus 
that constant watch should be kept 
over the endemic States.” 

That is the observation made by the 
Public Accounts Committee. But the 
Minister has just now said that they 
have made intensive effort’s to con¬ 
tain it and eradicate it. But, what 
have they done from September to 
December 1973 when the Public Ac¬ 
counts Committee of this Parliament 
has suggested that intensive ! steps 
should be taken. That they have not 
taken. 

Regarding the Smallpox Eradication 
Programme this very committee also 
made certain observations. I want 
to quote some of them- The Com- 
mifee observed: 

“The Committee are thoroughly 
disappointed at the failure in the 
efficient implementation of the Na¬ 
tional Smallpox Eradication Pro¬ 
gramme which is very important 
for the nation's health. This pro¬ 
gramme which was launched in 


January, 1962 and reorganized in ■ 
1969, is being implemented through | 
Governments of the State and Union ; 
Territory with Central assistance, i 
Upto 31st March, 1972, the Central : 
Government paid Rs. 18.33 crores to 
the States for the implementation 
of the programme.” 

We have received gifts of vaccine 
worth Rs. 7.26 crores from other 
countries. It goes on to observe: 

“It is a matter of great concern 
for the Committee that in spite of 
so much expenditure, India conti¬ 
nues to be one of the endemic 
countries.” 

Sir, this menacing disease is not 
only prevalent in India but in other 
South-east Asian countries, specially, 
the tropical countries which are back¬ 
ward. But, in many countries, they 
have already eradicated this disease. 
For instance, in China which is a very 
big country, it was very much preva¬ 
lent until the liberation and it has 
been completely eradicated now. But, 
in our country, after 27 years of In¬ 
dependence and 13 years of this pro¬ 
gramme under implementation, we 
are facing a calamity and w e are now 
facing the recrudescence of this dis¬ 
ease. 

This very report also states: 

"The Committee are strongly of 
the view that in view of the very 
unsatisfactory progress of the pro¬ 
gramme and its poor impact on the 
eradication of the disease from 
India, it is necessary that an in¬ 
dependent and comprehensive 
assessment of the programme should 
be undertaken immediately in order 
to identify the deficiencies of the 
programme in the past and take 
necessary corrective measures with¬ 
out any delay. In the meantime! the 
committee stress that eradication 
measures should be intensified with 
active cooperation of the State 6ov- 
emmens.” 

I want to know, in spite of this re¬ 
port what steps have been taken so 
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.that this menace may not recur in this 
country. 

Regarding primary vaccination, the 
most important thing is that if it had 
been given to our people, this disease 
.could have been completely eradica¬ 
ted. But the programme of the Gov¬ 
ernment has completely failed. The 
Public Accounts Committee in its re¬ 
port says regarding primary vaccina¬ 
tion: 

“There is a serious shortfall in 
the achievement of primary vac¬ 
cinations. It is estimated that there 
was a backlog of 6.7 crores of peo¬ 
ple to be given primary vaccination 
upto 31st March 1969”. 

•Then it says: 

“Although vaccination units were 
reorganised in 1969 and instructions 
were issued that all efforts should 
be made to carry out - 100 per cent 
successful primary vaccination in 
vulnerable age group 0—14 years 
and eliminate the existing backlog 
in primary vaccinations, the num¬ 
ber of primary vaccinations given 
were only slightly more than the 
estimated births, with the result 
that the backlog was not cleared. 
The backlog has so far been 
brought down from 6.7 crores to 
3.7 crores.” 

-Though it is said on paper that so 
many lakhs of rupees have been spent 
on the programme, but' in actual prac¬ 
tice it is not implemented. It says 
that 3.7 crores of people are still left 
uncovered by the primary vaccination 
programme.

It is found that most of the people 
affected had no primary vaccination. 
Regarding the incidence of smallpox, 
it is curious to note that while, the 
incidence has increased the production 
of vaccine has come down. The pro¬ 
duction target was 158 million doses. 
The achievement has been 132 million 
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doses-in 1972-73 and 123 in 1973-74, 
The production has come down. This 
is what I want to point out. Whilu 
the P.A.C. and the W.H.O. have been 
stressing that the production of vac¬ 
cine should go up, this has actually 
come down. This is the position here. 
Government day inland day out comes 
with statements to the effect that they 
are doing this thing and that thing. 
We are doing so much propaganda 
for family planing programmes. This 
scheme has failed for so many rea¬ 
sons. I want to point out what the 
P.A.C. has stated in its report. It 
says: “In some States vaccination and 
re-vaccination is compulsory. In other 
States primary and revaccinatioiy is 
compulsory when Epidemic Diseases 
Act is enforced and the outbreak is 
anticipated. Proper publicity for 
gaining public acceptance of the vac¬ 
cination is also necessary in consulta¬ 
tion with the Information and Broad¬ 
casting Ministry.”. There is no co¬ 
operation between the Information 
and Broadcasting Ministry and the 
Ministry of Health and Family Plan¬ 
ning. I want to know what percent¬ 
age of scheduled caste and scheduled 
tribe people are affected. There is 
this figure of 23,000 which has been 
given out. 1 want to know the break 
up of this figure. What efforts have 
been made by the Government to 
rehabilitate people turned blind due 
to this disease. What steps the Gov¬ 
ernment have taken in this regard? 
Lastly I want to know whether the 
Government have taken any steps to 
see that those cases are isolated so 
that the desease does not spread 
among other people and timely action 
taken to control it. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: Sir, the hon. 
Member has raised a large number of 
pertinent questions. I would like to 
deal with them one by one. What he 
has said is true that there is huge 
backlog in respect of primary vac¬ 
cination. I agr^e with him and it is 
in a way a matter of shame that 
while some other countries have era¬ 
dicated smallpox completely in India 
we have not been able t‘o d 6 It. The 
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whole problem is this. Primary vac¬ 
cination has not been fully done. For 
that there *are a number of reasons. 
We have given the vaccination; we 
have given the people. In some cases 
the vaccinators have not been ap¬ 
pointed. There are tribal areas which 
are sometimes badly affected. I do 
not have the break up as to how 
many tribals or scheduled castes are 
affected and so on. Of course it is 
true that the tribal areas are more 
vulnerable for two reasons. One is 
they live in certain areas which are 
difficult' to get at. Secondly, the 
vaccination programme in those tribal 
areas are not so satisfactory for vari¬ 
ous reasons. Smallpox can be era¬ 
dicated in this country only if every 
man, woman and child is vaccinated. 
That should be our aim. All efforts 
must be made in this regard to see 
that' any superstitution in this regard 
is overcome even by legislation and 
by force. 

Otherwise, we will not be able to 
solve this problem. The hon. Mem¬ 
ber mentioned the earlier figures and 
said that there has been a rise. I 
have also very clearly stated that. I 
would, however, like to make one 
point. The earlier figures that we 
had were" somewhat misleading. Here 
is the W.H.O. publication, 1972. I 
may tell you what it says. It says:— 

“Surveys conducted since 1967 
suggest that less than five per cent 
of the cases have been reported.” 

This is not only for India but for the 
rest of the world also. So, the point 
I am making is that it is very likely 
that in fact the deaths from small¬ 
pox over the last year have also been 
really very much more than those 
that we have had. This is the point 
I should make.

DK. KARAN SINGH: 

Even today. I must take the House 
into confidence that although the 


accounting is much better and 
our procedures are much better, 
I cannot vouch that the num¬ 
bers are not' higher than that. I must 
be frank that these are the figures 
that I have got and it is likely that 
today it may even be higher. But, 
our sincere and genuine efforts are 
to gear up the machinery, to gear up 
the State Governments and to impress 
upon them the necessity to give this 
a top priority. It is for this reason 
that I have personally gone round. 
The hon. Member has evidently got 
some wrong figures regarding the 
dose of vaccine. In fact, the produc¬ 
tion in vaccine has gone up. It is 
expected to go up to 156 million doses 
this year whereas uptill 1913, . we 
were importing vaccine from the 
Soviet Union. In 1974 we became 
fully self sufficient in that. There is 
no shortage of vaccine. In 1974-75 it 
is going up to 156 million doses. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: Last year 
the production was less. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: We were 
importing some because the produc¬ 
tion was less. Now, we are not im¬ 
porting any more; we are producing 
it ourselves. 

There are two other points that he 
has made. Firstly his question was 
about violating the small-pox cases. 
Small-pox disease is passed on from 
person to person by infaction. For 
that reason, the strategy is that 
wherever the smallpox takes place, 
not only the house itself is fully vac¬ 
cinated but the first thirty houses in 
the area are also vaccinated. And 
then the entire village is vaccinated. 
Our strategy is two-fold. On the One 
hand, Dr. Roy will appreciate it that 
where the epidemic takes place, we 
are sending our surveillance team 
first to study where the epidemic 
takes place. And then the contain¬ 
ment team does the vaccination. 
Along with that we are also under¬ 
taking the general programme of 
vaccinating everybody. I sincerely 
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hope that no hon. Member of Parlia¬ 
ment is unvaccinated because, if any¬ 
body remains unvaccinated today, 
there is a real danger of contacting 
the disease Therefore, I would 
•strongly urge on that. 

It' is true that the P.A.C. warned 
us. Then we started our intensive 
drive in July 1973. I must admit 
that the implementation of the pro¬ 
gramme over the last twelve years 
has left a great deal to be desired. I 
am not denying that. We are now 
taking up the programme as I have 
•said already and I am hopeful we 
shall bring it under control.

WAMI (Nabadwip): There are no two 
opinions that this Government has 
miserably failed in controlling small 
pox, let alone eradication. Why is it 
that in spite of the warning given 
earlier by the WHO and in spite of 
the small-pox eradication program¬ 
me all these years, in April 1973 
there were more than 87,000 cases 
of small-pox in which more than 
1,500 people died and then again in 
1974 more than 1,15,000 cases of 
small-pox in which more than 17,000 
people died? Why is it that the Gov¬ 
ernment did not cope with the situa¬ 
tion? 

The Public Accounts Committee 
in their 124th Report says at so many 
places that they have been thorough¬ 
ly disappointed with the performance 
of the Government. It is stated on 
page 29: 

“While the Committee appreciate 
that the above difficulties in the 
successful implementation of the 
Smallpox Eradication were due to 
insufficient attention being paid to 
the programme by the State Gov- ' 
ernments in spite of the Central as¬ 
sistance, the Committee are strong¬ 
ly of the view that the Central 
Government who pay grants and 
guide the programme cannot ab- 
•solve themselves of the responsibi¬ 
lity for the failure of the program¬ 
me.” 

They say again: 

“The Committee are strongly of 
the view that in view of the very un¬ 
satisfactory progress of the prog¬ 
ramme and its poor impact on era¬ 
dication of the disease from India, 
it is necessary that an independent 
and comprehensive assessment of 
the programme should be underta¬ 
ken immediately_”, 

They add: 

"This shows utter neglect and 
disregard on the part of Central 
Health authorities which the Com¬ 
mittee deprecate,”

I want to know from the hon. Mi¬ 
nister how this has happened. Then, 
referring to the assessment, the Com¬ 
mittee say:

sary corrective, measures without 
any delay.” 

Even though this point has been 
mentioned earlier, no reply has been 
given on this. I want to know when 
this immediate assessment is going to 
be made. Then, the PAC wanted a 
time-bound programme during the 
Fifth Plan. What has happened to 
that plan? 

One thing more about assessment 
and I have done. The population-wise 
calculation does not give us a true 
picture of the situation. Unless the 
population-wise calculation is made 
to show actually what classes of peo¬ 
ple are affected more, what sections 
of people are affected more,, whether 
it is middle-class people or poor peo¬ 
ple, you cannot have a true picture 
of the situation. There are educated 
people, half-educated people and un¬ 
educated people. There is urban po¬ 
pulation, semi-urban population and 
rural population. We should know 
amongst whom the incidence is .more. 
Without that, all these figures, all 
these statistics, will have no mean¬ 
ing. 'y 

There is a mention in the state¬ 
ment that there is superstition to a 
large extent amongst the people. The 
superstition is there because of socio¬ 
economic causes. What are they doing 
about that? What steps are they go¬ 
ing to take against that? 
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So many cases have not been re¬ 
ported still now. I want to know from 
the hon. Minister what they are going 
to do to make the statistics to give a 
real picture of the situation. 

There is a difference between pa¬ 
per work and real field work. The 
most important thing is how and 
when they are going to have total 
eradication of smallpox. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: As I have 
tried to point out in my original 
statement and in reply to earlier cla¬ 
rifications, the main reason why the 
smallpox campaign has not fully suc¬ 
ceeded so far is the backlog in pri¬ 
mary vaccination. I said it clearly. I 
gave the reasons for that. The prog¬ 
ramme has been going now for about 
12 years. But nevertheless, we have 
not been able to gear up the machi¬ 
nery to cover everybody in the coun¬ 
try, particularly those people belong¬ 
ing to more far-flug areas, less acces¬ 
sible areas and more economically 
vulnerable sections of the society. 
Therefore, it is clear that that is 
where we have got to give attention. 

There are four separate inputs, fin¬ 
ance, vaccine, personnel and trans¬ 
port, required to make it successful. 
On each ’ of the four fronts, we are 
seeing that the necessary inputs are 
given. 

As regards the question of statistics 
and their interpretation, education- 
wise, urban-wise, rural-wise, etc. it 
is certainly valid. But I would sub¬ 
mit for the consideration of the hon. 
lady Member that at a time when 
the epidemic is in a very virulent 
form, our main energy has got to be 
directed towards bring the outbreak 
under control and towards actually 
meeting the situation. The details 
with regard to statistical analysis, 
the economic and linguistic break-up 
aqdi all that will also conte. That .will 
take a , little time. At present, it Is 
a fire-fighting situation. We ijtave got 
to meet it. 
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Then, the hon. lady Member rak¬ 
ed the question about time-bound 
programme. As 1 mentioned in my 
statement, we still stick to the target 
of total eradication of smallpox dur¬ 
ing the Fifth Plan. 

As regards the superstition, as to 
what can be done to get rid of supers¬ 
tition, it is not soi&ething that can be 
got rid of through a legislation. The 
superstition will go only when edu¬ 
cation spreads, when public opinion 
is created. In fact, I would appeal to 
the hon. Members of Parliament ir¬ 
respective of all party affiliations, to 
help us in this process, wherever they 
go, to create an awareness and the 
importance of total immunisation* and 
vaccination. I am sure, if M.P.S and 
MLAs all over the country help Us 
in that, the superstition to which I 
referred will go quicker than other¬ 
wise.

STATEMENT RE. UNDERGROUND 
NUCLEAR EXPLOSION EXPERI¬ 
MENT. 

THE PRIME MINISTER, MINIS¬ 
TER OF ATOMIC ENERGY, MINIS¬ 
TER OF ELECTRONICS AND MINIS¬ 
TER OF SPACE (SHRIMATI INDI¬ 
RA GANDHI): Honourable Members 
are aware that at 08-05 hours on May 
18, 1974 our Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion successfully carried out an un¬ 
derground nuclear explosion experi¬ 
ment at a depth of more than 100 me¬ 
tres in the Rajasthan desert. This ex¬ 
periment was part ,of the research 
and development work which the 
Atomic Energy Commission has been 
carrying on in pursuance of our na¬ 
tional objective of harnessing atomic 
energy for peaceful purposes. 

Honourable Members may recall 
that on November 15, 1972, I had 
stated in the Lok Sabha that ‘The 
Atomic Energy Commission is study¬ 
ing conditions^undef which peaceful 
nuclear explosions carried out under¬ 
ground could he economic benefit to 
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India without causing environmental 
hazards”. Exactly one year later, on 
November 18, 1873, I informed Ho¬ 
nourable Members of the Rajya Sabha 
of the continuing interest of the At¬ 
omic Energy Commission' in this field 
and also stated that after satisfactory 
answers to the problems of the possi¬ 
ble effects on environmental and eco¬ 
logical conditions are available, the 
question of actual underground tests 
for peaceful purposes could be consi¬ 
dered. 


I am glad to inform Honourable 
Members that this successful experi¬ 
ment on May 18 ha$ not resulted in 
any way in radio-active contamination 
of the atmosphere. The radio-acti¬ 
vity was so well contained that a 
party of scientists was able to fly 30 
metres above the site and reach upto 
250 metres on the ground within an 
hour of the experiment without en¬ 
countering any radioactive contamin¬ 
ation. The Atomic Energy Commis¬ 
sion is at present engaged in studying 
the result of the experiment. It is ex¬ 
pected that this process will fake 
about six months. In keeping with 
scientific tradition, the Atomic Energy 
Commission proposes to publish pa¬ 
pers giving the results of the experi¬ 
ment for the benefit of the scientific 
world. 

All the material, equipment and 
the personnel in this project were 
totally Indian. India has not violat¬ 
ed any international law or obliga¬ 
tion or any commitment in this re¬ 
gard with any country. 

This experiment has evoked mix¬ 
ed response from various countries. 
While developing nations have, by 
and large, welcomed the experiment 
os a step in. the research and 
•development work carried, cm by . 
India in the field of atomic energy 
for peaceful purposes, advanced 
nations,' with some exceptions, have 
not shown equal. understanding. The

that we have no intention of develop¬ 
ing nuclear weapons. The Govern¬ 
ment of India sincerely hopes that the 
government of Canada will appre¬ 
ciate and understand the background 
of this experiment. I have already 
mentioned in the earlier part of this 
statement the fact tfeat our * temic 
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Energy Commission has been review¬ 
ing the progress in this technology 
from the theoretical and experimental 
angles. This intention was not kept 
secret and was made known to the 
world. If differences of interpretation 
have arisen between the Government 
of Canada and the Government of 
India, it is the Government of India’s 
hope that they will be satisfactorily 
resolved in the discussions which are 
under way between the representa¬ 
tives of the two countries. 

The Government of India is unable 
to comprehend the repeated talk of 
nuclear blackmail indulged in by the 
i epresentatives of the Government of 
l akistan. I have explained in my 
letter to Prime Minister Bhutto the 
peaceful nature and the economic 
purposes of this experiment and have 
also stated that India is willing to 
share her nuclear technology with 
Pakistan in the same way as she is 
willing to share it with other 
countries provided proper conditions 
for understanding and trust are creat¬ 
ed. I once again repeat this assurance 
and hope that the Government of 
Pakistan will accept India’s position 
in this regard. 

The Government of Pakistan has 
also made allegations about radio¬ 
activity having been carried to that 
country. I should like to take this 
opportunity of stating that this was 
impossible as there) was no venting 
of radioactivity to the atmosphere and 
no formation of a radioactive cloud. 
Moreover, the wind was blowing in 
the opposite direction as it normally 
does at this time of the year and even 
in theory, any hypothetical radioacti¬ 
vity could never have gone to Pakis¬ 
tan. The wind pattern on may 18, 1974 
was from, repeat from, the south-west. 

There are several published reports 
by scientists from advanced countries 
on the potential utilisation of peace¬ 
ful nuclear experiments. In 1970, 1971 
and 1972, the Internation Atomic 
Energy Agency Organised Panel 


Meetings on the peaceful uses of 
nuclear explosions and India attend¬ 
ed all these meetings as a Panel Mem¬ 
ber. In the Foreword to the Peace¬ 
ful Nuclear Explosions Phenomeno¬ 
logy and Status Report, 1970 an Indi¬ 
cation has been given of the projects 
lor which peaceful nuclear explosions 
could be used. The following quota¬ 
tion will be adequate itt this regard:— 

“Fully contained nuclear explo¬ 
sions (those not breaking through 
to the ground surface) could be 
used for many projects. On an in¬ 
dustrial level pilot-scale experi¬ 
ments have already been made on 
‘ gas and oil stimulation, wjjth en¬ 
couraging results. In addition,' the 
itse of cavities created by such ex¬ 
plosions appeared to have an econo¬ 
mically attractive future for pro¬ 
jects such as underground gas and 
oil storage, and the storage of 
radioactive wastes from nuclear 
power stations and chemical plant, 
for in situ retorting of oil from 
shale oil deposits, and for in situ 
leaching of low-grade ores broken 
up by the explosion. The latter 
application is of particular interest 
to one Member State, India, who 
could by this means use her very 
large low-grade non-ferrous metal 
ore deposits, thus making her more 
independent of imports of these 
metals and furthering the national 
economy’’. 

In view of the fact that we have 
just novr carried out the. experiment 
and the results will be available to 
us after six months, it is considered 
premature to talk of any particular 
technological application at a select¬ 
ed site. For any project of this nature 
to be considered economical and 
feasible, more experimental data must 
be available. 

Honourable Members will notice 
that in the Panel discussions to which 
I have referred and in which most of 
the advanced countries have partici¬ 
pated, it was emphasised that activi¬ 
ties in the field of peaceful nuclear 
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explosion are essentially research and 
development programmes. Against 
this background, the Govetmment of 
Tnrfia fails to understand why India 
is being criticised on the ground that 
the technology necessary for the 
peaceful nuclear explosing is no 
diff erent from that necessary for a 
weapon^ programme. 

No technology is evil in itself; it is 
the use that nations makc| of techno¬ 
logy which determines its character. 
India does not accept the principal of 
apartheid in any matter and techno¬ 
logy is no exception. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): Sir, 
I want to make a submission that this 
statement should be taken up for dis¬ 
cussion. This subject of Atomic 
Energy is never discussed when we 
discuss the General Budget. So, I 
request that this may be taken up for 
discussion. This is toe submission 1 
wish to make. 

MR. SPEAKER: That could be con¬ 
sidered.

STATEMENT RE. AGREEMENT ON 
BOUNDARY DEMARCATION BET 
WEEN INDIA AND BANGLADESH 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) 
Sir, as the House is aware, certain 
portions of our border with Bangla¬ 
desh have remained undemarcated. 
This is because differences had arisen 
with the Government of Pakistan on 
interpretations of the Radcliffe and 
other Awards and on individual issues 
connected with demarcation.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): This can be laid on 
the Table. 


MR. SPEAKER: You can lay It on 
the Table. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: I place my 
statement and also the copy of the 
agreement on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

As the House is aware, certain por¬ 
tions of our border with Bangladesh 
have remained undemarcated. This is 
because differences had arisen with the 
Government of Pakistan on interpreta¬ 
tions of the Radcliffe and other Awards 
and on individual issues connected 
with demarcation. With the emer¬ 
gence of the sovereign Government of 
Bangladesh the completion of demarca¬ 
tion has. been receiving the attention 
of both the Governments of Bangla¬ 
desh and ourselves. 

2 . In the spirit of goodwill and ac¬ 
commodation that marks our relations 
with the friendly Government of 
Bangladesh, we have been able to 
resolve all the issues that had previ¬ 
ously prevented demarcation and have 
signed on the 16th May, 1974, art 
Agreement' with Bangladesh relating 
to the demarcation of the Indo-Batt- 
glaedesh land boundary. The way is 
now open to complete the demarcation 
of the entire border with Bangladesh 
although naturally the actual process 
of demarcation will take some time. 

3. If I may dwell for a moment on 
the main features of the Agreement, 
\V» have ensured the use of the waters 
of the Muhuri and Feni rivers to the 
nationals of both India and Bangladesh 
and have also secured the water-sup¬ 
ply of the town of Belonia, while re¬ 
cognising Bangladesh’s position in the 
Asalong area. The whole of Berubari 
will remain with India while the Ban¬ 
gladesh enclaves of Dahagram and 
Angarpota will remain with that coun¬ 
try. All other enclaves of the two 
countries will be exchanged. We will 
also lease to Bangladesh an area to 
connect the enclaves of Dahagram anti 
Angarpota with Bangladesh while en¬ 
suring that our nationals retain the 
facility of passage across ihis area. 
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As demarcation takes place, territories 
in the adverse possession of one or the 
other country will come to light. These 
will be exchanged; and we have agreed 
that the people in area which are 
transferred will be given the right of 
staying on where they are as national 
of the State to which the areas are 
transferred. 

4. 1 am sure the House will appre- 
> ciate that it is in our interest that we 

should ensure smooth demarcation of 
the boundary in accordance with the 
Agreement as the advantages that will 
accrue to both countries as a result of 
a friendly atmosphere will far out¬ 
weigh any seeming dissatisfaction in 
any locality. The continuance of un¬ 
settled borders creates problems. As a 
result of the Agreement, there should 
be no reason for such problems to 
arise. 

5. I lay on the Table of the House a 
copy of the Agreement. 

Agreement 

The Government of the Republic 
of India and the Government of the 
People’s Republic of Bangladesh, 

Bearing in mind the friendly rela¬ 
tions existing between the two coun¬ 
tries, 

Desiring define more accurately at 
certain points and to complete the 
demarcation of the land boundary be¬ 
tween India and Bangladesh, 

Have agreed as follows:— 

Article 1 

The land boundary between India 
and Bangladesh in the areas men¬ 
tioned below shall be demarcated in 
the following manner: 

1 . Mizoram-Bangladesh Sector 

Demarcation should be completed 

op the basis of the latest pre-partition 
notifications and records. 

2. fttpuraSylhet Sector 
JO^itnarcation which is already in 

progress in this area on the agreed 


basis, should be completed as early 
as possible. . 

3. Bhagalpur Railway Line 

The boundary should be demarcat¬ 
ed at a distance of 75 feet parallel to 
the toe of the railway embankment 
towards the east. 

'Hi 

4. Sibpur-Gaurangala Sector 

The boundary should be demar¬ 
cated in continuation of the process 
.started in 1951-52 on the basis of the 
District Settlement Maps of 1915— 
1918. 

5. Muhuri River (Belonia) Sector 

The boundary in this area should 
be demarcated along the mid-stream 
of the course of Muhuri River at the 
time of demarcation. This boundary 
will be a fixed boundary. The two 
Governments should raise embank¬ 
ments on their respective sides with 
a view to stabilising the river in its 
present course. 

6 . Remaining portion of the Tri- 

pura-Noakhali/Comilla Sector 

The demarcation in this sector 
should be completed on the basis of 
Chakla-Roshanabad Estate Maps of 
1892—1894 and the District Settle¬ 
ment Maps of 1915—1918 for areas not 
covered by the Chakla-Roshanabad 
Maps. 

7. Fenny River 

The boundary should be demarcat¬ 
ed along the mid-stream of the course 
at the time of demarcation of that 
branch of the Fenny River indicated 
a$ the Fenny River on Survey of India 

Map Sheet No. 79^1 1st Edition 
*5 

1935, till it Joins the stream shown 
as Asalong C on the said Map. From 
that point on, downstream, the boun¬ 
dary should be demarcated along the 
mid-stream of the course of the 
Fenny River at the time of demarca¬ 
tion of the boundary. The boundary 
ht this sector will be a fixed brnw* 
dary. 
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8 . Rett of Tripura Chittagong Hill 
Tracts Sector 

The boundary will follow the mid¬ 
stream of that branch of the Fenny 
River, referred to in para 7 above, 
'upto Grid referend# 009779 (map 
sheet as in para 7 above) from where 
tiie boundary will follow the mid¬ 
stream of the eastern-most tribu¬ 
tary. From the source of this tribu¬ 
tary, the boundary will run along the 
shortest distance to the midstream of 
the stream marked Bayan Asalong, on 
the map referred to above, and thence 
will run generally northwards along 
the mid-stream of this river till it 
reaches its source on the ridge (in¬ 
dicated by grid reference 046810 on 
the map referred to above). From 
there if will run along the crest of 
this ridge upto Boghoban Trig Sta¬ 
tion. From Boghoban Trig Station 
upto the tri-junction of the Bangla- 
desh-Assam-Tripura boundary (Khan 
Talang Trig Station), the boundary 
will run along the watershed of the 
river systems of the two countries. 
In case of any difference between the 
map and the ground, the ground shall 
prevail. The boundary will be a fix¬ 
ed boundary in this sector. 

•9. Beanibazar-Karimganj Sector 

The undemarcated portion of the 
boundary west of Umapati village * 
should be demarcated in accordance 
with the agreed basis of demarca¬ 
tion, leaving Umapati village in India. 

10. Hakar Khal 

The boundary should be demarcat¬ 
ed in accordance with the Nehru-Noon 
Agreeinent of September, 1958, treat¬ 
ing Hakar Khal as a geographical fea¬ 
ture distinct from the Ichhamati 
River. The boundary will be a fixed 
boundary. 

11 . Baikari Khal 

In the Baikari Khal, the boundary 
should be demarcated on the agreed 
basis and principles, namely, that the 
ground sbdtt prevail, i.e„ as per the 


agreement reached between the Dir¬ 
ectors of Land Records and Surveys 
of West Bengal and erstwhile East 
Pakistan in 1949. The boundary will 
be a fixed boundary. 

12. Enclaves 

The Indian enclaves in Bangladesh 
and the Bangladesh enclaves in India 
should be exchanged expeditiously, 
excepting the enclaves mentioned in 
paragraph 14 without claim to com¬ 
pensation for the additional area go¬ 
ing to Bangladesh. 

18. HUH 

The area will be demarcated in ac¬ 
cordance with Radcliffe Award and 
the line drawn by him o n the map. 

14. Berubari 

India will retain the southern half 
of South Berubari Union No. 12 and 
the adjacent enclaves, measuring an 
area of 2.64 square miles approxi¬ 
mately, and in exchange Bangladesh 
will retain the Dahagram and Angar- 
pota enclaves. India will lease in per¬ 
petuity to Bangladesh an area of app¬ 
roximately 178 metres x 86 metres near 
Tin Bigha’ to connect Dahagram with 
Panbari Mouza (P. S. Patgram) of 
Bangladesh. 

15. Lathitilla-Dumabari 

From point Y (the last demarcated 
boundary pillar position), the boun¬ 
dary shall run southwards along the 
Patharia Hills RF boundary up to 
the point where it meets the western 
boundary of Dumabari Mouza. Thence 
along the same Mouza boundary up 
to the tri-junction of Mouzas Duma¬ 
bari, Lathitilla and Bara Putnigaon 
through the junction of the two- 
Mouzas Dumabari and Lathitilla. 
From this point it shall run along the 
shortest distance to meet the mid¬ 
stream of Putni Chara. Thence it 
shall run generally southwards along 
the midstream of the course of Putni 
Chara at the time of demarcation, till 
it meets the boundary between Syl- 
M (Bangladesh) and Tripura 
(India). 
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Article 2 

The Governments of India and 
Bangladesh agree that territories in 
adverse possession in areas already 
demarcated in respect of which boun¬ 
dary strip maps are already prepared, 
shall be exchanged within six months 
of the signing of the boundary strip 
maps by the plenipotentiaries. They 
may sign the relevant maps as early 
as possible and m any case not later 
than the 31st December, 1974. Early 
measures may be taken to print' maps 
in respect of other areas where de¬ 
marcation has already taken place. 
These should be printed by 31st May 
1975 and signed by the plenipotentia¬ 
ries thereafter in order that the ex¬ 
change of adversely held possessions 
in these areas may take place by the 
31st December, 1975. In sectors still 
to be demarcated, transfer of territo¬ 
rial jurisdiction may take place with¬ 
in six months of the signature by 
plenipotentiaries on the concerned 
boundary strip maps. 


Article 3 

The Governments of India and 
Bangladesh agree that when areas are 
transferred, the people in these areas 
shall be given the right of staying on 
where they are, as nationals of the 
State to which the areas are transfer¬ 
red. Pending demarcation of the 
boundary and exchange of territory 
by mutual agreement', there should be 
no disturbance of the status Quo and 
peaceful conditions shall be maintain¬ 
ed in the border regions. Necessary 
instructions in this regard shall be 
issued to the local authorities on the 
border by the two countries. 


Article 4 

The Governments pf India and 
Bangladesh agree that any dispute 
concerning the interpretation or im¬ 
plementation of this Agreement shall 
be settled peacefully through mutual 
.consultations. 


. Article 5 

This Agreement shall be subject to 
ratification by the Governments of 
India and Bangladesh and Instruments 
of Ratification shall be exchanged as 
early as possible. The Agreement 
shall take effect from the date oi the 
exchange of the instruments of Rati¬ 
fication. 

Signed in New Delhi on May 16, 
1974, in two originals each of which 
is equally authentic.

I 
have filed a writ in the High Court 
of Bombay to stop the Maharashtra 
Government from selling the land 
that does not belong to it. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is not the 
stage to make this point. He can 
deal with it in a separate way. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: It is Gov¬ 
ernment of India land they are sel¬ 
ling.

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI D. K. 
BOROOAH): The purpose of the 
Bill is very simple. It is to levy a 
duty of Rs. 60 per tonne on the crude 
that is produced in this country, for 
the development of the oil industry 
in general and exploration in parti¬ 
cular. This had to be done by a 
declaration. Under the Provisional 
Collection of Taxes Act. 1931, the 
excise duty can be collected from the 
day the Bill is introduced in this 
House. We need mor e mobile funds 
for the development of our oilfields 
and other exploration activities as 
well as the development of various 
branches of the industry. The crude 
price in our country has been fixed 
at 3.50 dollars although the interna¬ 
tional price is 11.65 dollars. The pur¬ 
pose is that these Rs. 60 would not 
be put on the petroleum products; 
so, it will not increase the price of 
the crude. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
What was happening to this money 
So far? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: We did 
not' collect it so far. We are now 
going to collect Rs. 60 per tonne for 
the crude produced in our country. 
That would be used for development 
purposes. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: But you 
were not selling your petrol any 
cheaper all these years. Where has 
the money gone? What has been 
happening all these months? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH; Nothing 
has happened except that tbe price 
has gone up. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Sit, there is 
a big fraud in this, because he has not 
been selling his oil at cheaper prices. 


He has been selling his oil at the 
international price. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Shri Mody 
has not kept himself well-informed 
about' this subject. The international 
price is 11 dollars whereas we. have 
kept it at 3.50 dollars. The difference 
comes to 8.50 dollars. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Who has col¬ 
lected this 8.50 dollars? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: We have 
not collected this fund at all. 

SHRI DINESH SINGH (Prafap- 
garh): Were the refineries getting 

the benefit' so far?’ 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The pro¬ 
blem is very simple. If it is intro¬ 
duced today, we ean collect the levy 
from now onwards. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Th e problem is very simple, but you 
are confused. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: I am not. 
The hon. Member has not appreciated 
the problem. The problem is that we 
are in need, of funds for development 
activities. We are collecting it out of 
our own resources. That is the sim¬ 
ple matter. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; I think you 
have understood our question. From 
today or tomorrow you will collect 
the difference of 8.50 dollars. We 
want to know who was collecting if 
in the past.

MR. SPEAKER: It is a matter 

which I will have to go into deeply 
before I give any ruling. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; How has the 
Petroleum Minister got the power to 
increase the tax? It is the Finance 
Minister who should do it.. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN (Kumbakonam): 
Sir, I want to oppose the introduction 
on two grounds. The first is proce¬ 
dural. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
Since this is a secret Bill I want to 
know whether it would be opposed 
openly or secretly. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Just now, 

Direction 19 B was quoted. 

The first proviso says: 

“Provided that Appropriation 
Bills, Finance Bills and such secret 
Bills as are not put down in the 
list' of business. ” 

We want to know the definition of 
secret Bill. Does this come under 
“secret Bill”? This is a taxation 
measure. It' cannot be a secret Bill. 
It should come as a Finance Bill. I 
want to know how the Bill just now 
sought to be introduced by the hon. 
Minister, Shri Borooah, comes under 
the category of “secret Bill”. 

Were you. Sir, convinced about the 
secrecy of this Bill? 

SHRI ATAL BIHARl VAJPAYEE: 
Were you taken into confidence by 
the . hon. Minister? 

SHRI, SEZHIYAN: Who is to 
judge the secrecy? 
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MR. BREAKER; This is the fetter 
which he sent to me: 

“Regarding the oil industry deve¬ 
lopment, you know, the Bill could 
not 1 be introduced on the 10th May. 
Now, we propose to bring forward 
a Bill for introduction on the first 
day of the session. 

The Bill, inter alia, relates to 
levying a cess which is in the form 
of taxation and contains declaration 
under the provision of collection of 
taxes....” 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: How does this 
become a secret Bill? How can a 
Bill levying a cess be a secret Bjll? 

Sir, you are giving him permission 
to introduce it as a secret Bill. In 
this regard, I want to have a procedur^ 
laid down very clearly when a Minis¬ 
ter can introduce a secret Bill. 

MR. SPEAKER: May I request 
the hon. Minister to please explain 
how it is a secret Bill?

MR. SPEAKER: I took it as a 
Bill for taxation. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: Wq want you 
to examine it thoroughly. We will 
be setting, a very bad precedent for 
the future. Instead of giving due 
notice, without circulating the Bill, 
they can simply say, it is a secret 
Bill and introduce if. This should 
not be taken a& a precedent. We do 
not want to set a bad precedent. That 
is why we ar^imploring you Sir, to 
give your reaction, your ruling, on 
this matter* whether this can be call¬ 
ed a "secret Bill”. 
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MR. SPEAKER: My position is 
that because of lack of permission on 
my part, it should not involve loss 
to him. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN; The same argu¬ 
ment could be put forward for a 
Finance Bill. So many levies are 
made there. 

I 

MR. SPEAKER: I am really sur¬ 
prised. How you make it a secret 
Bill? I must also admit my own 
ignorance. I believed that there 
must have been some secrecy in it. 
You have created unnecessary fuss. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH; On rules 
of the House, you are the master, 
Sir, 

MR. SPEAKER: You are very 
much mistaken. I am not the master. 
Even where I am the master, they do 
not permit me to become the master. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
I am on a point of order. The ques¬ 
tion that has to be decided is whe¬ 
ther it would depend on the assertion 
of a Minister that a Bill is secret' or 
it would be decided by the Chair. If 
a Minister chooses to characterise any 
Bill as secret, then would the hon. 
Speaker take it as such? Then we 
would be deprived of the circulation. 
This is one thing to be decided by 
you, whether you would settle some 
definition of this and you would go 
by your definition and not by the 
assertion of a Minister that a Bill 
happens to be secret. 

The second thing on which the 
Chair has to give a ruling is whether 
this Bill should be allowed to be in¬ 
troduced or not. Although the rule 
does allow a Minister to come for¬ 
ward with a secret Bill without pre¬ 
vious circulation of that Bill, it does 
not mean that there should not be a 
simultaneous circulation. There is 
no simultaneous circulation yet. So 
I cannot decide whether I can oppose 
the introduction or not.. 


These are the two points with 
which you must concern yourself. 

MR. SPEAKER: I must admit that 
there are no rules enabling me to 
judge whether a Bill is secret or not. 
I must say that he wrote to me that 
it was of such a nature that it should 
not go out before introduction and I 
believed him. But if you think that 
it needs further requirements of 
conditions and rules, I will put it 
before the Rules Committee. But so 
far the procedure has been very 
vague. It was only when he reques¬ 
ted and in good faith that I agreed. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
What about simultaneous circulation. 
Even now we have no copy of the 
Bill. 

MR. SPEAKER: It will be done.. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
We are in the midst of it. We should 
know whether we should oppose or 
not.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: There 
are two things: procedure as far as 
this House and its rules are concern¬ 
ed and loss to the exchequer in the 
form of new levy if the matter had 
been leaked out outside. ( Interrup¬ 
tions) 1 . Already some time has been 
consumed. The telephones are not 
inactive here; we have not beea 
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able to plug the whole thing pro¬ 
perly. Will the hon. Minister kindly 
tell us in what shape or form people 
would evade this levy if the news had 
been leaked out earlier? Secondly, 
will the hon. Minister kindly tell us 
who is actually going to pay this new 
levy who at the present moment and 
in the recent past have been paying? 

SHRi H. N. MUKHERJEE (Cal¬ 
cutta-North-East) : Before the Minis¬ 
ter can answer, my point of order is: 
you have to decide about the secret¬ 
ness or otherwise of the Bill. This 
is an open forum of the country and 
we cannot have an esoteric procedure. 
We are suddenly foisted with a secret 
Bill. 

Under the Direction you have read 
out to us, a secret Bill appears to be 
permissible under certain circumstan¬ 
ces. But, from what you have been 
pleased to tell us, it seems you havtt 
not satisfied yourself entirely in re¬ 
gard to the exact whereabouts of this 
Bill in regard to its specifications and 
how far it satisfies the criteria of 
secretness and all that. Therefore, 
thci entire procedure is in the melting 
pot. In the meantime, the Members 
made certain observations which have 
gone into the record. At this point 
you are permitting members to ask 
questions of the Minister which I 
consider, is no business of the House 
to listen to at this particular mo- 
mfflit. At this particular moment, 
we are on the question whether the 
so-called secret Bill should be per¬ 
mitted to be introduced or not. I 
beg of you to retire to your Chamber 
and satisfy yourself of the entire 
position and tell us later on. But we 
cannot be treated to this esoteric 
procftdure. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: It is rather 
amazing that we should have just had 
a statement on our atomic explosion 
and that was openly made and this 
Bill about a cess on oil becomes a 
secret. 


SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: Mr. Bosu 
has made..,. 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: On a 
point of order, Sir. I am not going 
to listen to him answering questions 
of Mr. X or Mr. Y or anybody else 
till you have laid down the law about 
the procedure.

MR. SPEAKER: I have proceeded 
under the first proviso to Direction 
19(b). It is based on the communica¬ 
tion which he has sent me which I 
also read out to the House.... 

SHRI H. N. MUKHERJEE: Which 
says that you are not convinced. 
You could have told us that you 
could not understand the implications. 

MR. SPEAKER: He says that it is 
some taxation and that if it goes in 
advance, it may result in certain troub¬ 
les. I read it out to* you and I beliewe 
that it is correct.

SHRI SEZHIYAN: i want to 
make one serious submission. 

I find this Bill which has been 
introduced and a copy of which I got 
from the Table.... 
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MR. SPEAKER: So, it is no more 
a secret now. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: There they 
have taken the recommendation of 
the President under Article 117 of 
the Constitution of India which re¬ 
lates to ‘Special provisions as to 
Financial Bills*. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It is no 
more a secret Bill. This is the ad¬ 
vantage of it. 

SHRI SEZHIYAN: This has been 
introduced with the recommendation 
of the President under Art 117 which 
says ‘Special provisions as to Finan¬ 
cials Bills’. That means that this is 
not a secret Bill and that it is only 
a financial bill. To call it a secret 
Bill is mislc lading the House and mis¬ 
leading the Speaker. Because it is a 
Financial Bill they have obtained the 
permission of the President. 

MR. SPEAKER: I have not been 
misled. He has conveyed it to me. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: We 
have already consumed half an hour 
on this. 

MR. SPEAKER: You go on, it is 
all right. We will go without lunch. 

I know you go out but the Speaker 
keeps sitting. It is only a mattqr for 
me to keep sitting. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI (Gauhati): I feel my friend 
on the Opposition is unduly putting 
the emphasis on the words ‘Secret 
Bill’ to press the point; a secret Bill 
is one whose contents cannot be dis¬ 
closed. If you look to the wording 
of Direction 19B you will see this. 

MR. SPEAKER: That is why I 
am admitting it. 

SHRI, DINESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: There are certain things 

which cannot and should not be 
disclosed. This Bill relates t’o certain 
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financial matters and the indication is 
that it should not be disclosed at all. 
That bating the reason, earlier this 
should not be given. It is a secret 
Bill. You have given clear direction 
in rule 19B. I do not think there is 
any violation involved. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: What I 
wanted to say has already been 
said by Shri Dinesh Chandra Gos- 
wami. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Learned 
colleague.... 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: H e is a 
Lawyer. This bciuig a matter which 
relates to the levy of a tax, which is 
a financial matter, it was thought 
that it should be placed before the 
House, without this period of circula¬ 
tion. This is only for the leave of 
Introduction. After it is introduced, 
there will be discussion and every¬ 
thing. 

AN HON. MEMBER: It is no longer 
secret now.... 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: It is only 
to cut short the period of circulation 
that it has been introduced now. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
It is only cheap dramatisation, if I 
may say so. If you put it together 
^with the ordinances, the Government 
jonly wants to give) an impression to 
the country that they are very serious 
about the economic crisis and we 
would oppose this cheap dramatisa¬ 
tion, and calling it secret. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: It may 
be secret or expressive; it is accord-' 
ing to the rules of the House. I am 
perfectly within my right to place 
before you that this should be treated 
as such, as a secret Bill,—which is 
provided for in the rules. You were 
pleased to consider it' favourably. 
My friend has referred to Direction 
19B. The main crux of the matter is 
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this. Suppose this Bill is not intro¬ 
duced, suppose this Bill is delayftf, 
what happens? We are getting the 
amount from the ONGC and Oil India 
because they are the producers of 
crude. They produce between them¬ 
selves 4 million tonnes of crude. 
Oil India’s figure is 3.00 mill on tonnes 
and ONGC’s figure is 4.5 million ton¬ 
nes. They are the main suppliers. 
You see, they will bear the brunt of 
this levy of Rs. 60 per ton. Now, if 
we introduce the Bill today, then, the 
levy becomes chargeable immediately. 
It is not only done by Oil India; it 
is done by ONGC. 50 per cent of 
this is owned by the British.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: That 
is why exactly you have done this. 
Meanwhile they have changed the 
stock position, etc. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: If you 
allow me to introduce it, immediately 
it will be collected. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Excise 
authority have to give time to their 
field staff. What time is this? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: This will 
be collected from the British com¬ 
pany once you allow me to intro¬ 
duce it just now. There should not 
be a moment’s delay. So, Sir, I 
would submit.... 

AN HON. MEMBER: Please in¬ 
troduce the Bill. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: T may be 
allowed leavci for introducing the 
Bill.

MATTER UNDER RULE 377 
Reported Leakage of Companies 
(Temporary Restrictions on Divi¬ 
dends) Ordinances, 1974 

MR. SPEAKER: Now we take up 
matter under 377. This is regarding 
leakage of Ordinance. There' are 
three motions—by Shri Banerjeel, by 
Shri Madhu Limaye and by Prof. 
Madhu Dandavate. 

Mr. Banerjee’s name is first and so, 
he will be allowed to speak as per 
the practice. Shall we take this up 
in the afternoon? Out of throe Mem¬ 
bers, the first name is that of Shri 
Banerjee. So, he will speak. The 
others have just to say that they have 
also sent in the motions. 

Only the first Member will speak. 
Mr. Banerjeel. 

SHRI S. M. BANEREE (Kanpur): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir. I am happy that 
you have permitted me to speak. 
There is a leakage of Ordinance 
issued in July 1974. Before this was 
issued why the State Governments 
had not been consulted? In the shape 
of ordinance, there is freezing of a 
part of the dearness allowance. I 
have got this letter from the Prime 
Minister which is dated 16th July in 
which she said that this Ordinance 
will not merely apply to Government 
employees but also to the employees . 


•Introduced with the recommendation of the President. 
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in the organised sector. These are 
larger economic issues which could 
not have been discussed in any meet¬ 
ing of the Joint Consultative Com¬ 
mittee Machinery. Therefore, it is 
not correct to argue on why the 
Government has taken this measure. 

Now the question is: Why did 
not the Central Government discuss 
with State Governments and the - 
toiling millions of people and not 
even wih the Central Trade Union 
Organisations? I s it because this 
involves larger issues of parliamen¬ 
tary importance? 


Sir, the Ordinance which was sup¬ 
posed to freeze the dividend was 
promulgated on the same date, that 
is, on the 13th of July, 1974 but it 
was revealed at the meeting of the 
Consultative Committee of Parliament 
to some Members. I do not know 
how that was leaked out. But, many 
people have taktjn advantage of this 
leakage and they have got their 
share. Therefore I charge this Gov¬ 
ernment with the responsibility of 
this leakage. I do not know who he 
is—he is one of the Council of 
Ministers. It is said that the minis¬ 
ters were not in favour of the 
ordinance. Some ministers did not 
know what the Ordinance was. I 
charge the hon. Minister himself for 
this leakage. Many Ministers say 
that they have not been consulted. 

I do not know how it was leaked out 
and by whom was it leaked out. 
Either the Minister has leaked it out 
or his colleagues. I do not know who 
attended that meeting. Probably, 
Secretaries of various Departments 
attended the Cabinet Meeting. 
Luckily the press could not have 
leaked out because the presses could 
not be present at this meeting. Eithctr 
it is the Minister himself or any 
member of the Council of Ministers 
or the Secretary of thc< Department 
who attended that Cabinet meeting 
who had leaked it out. Sir, it is a 
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very serious matter. I know that 
investigation is going on. But, I 
would request you to appoint a Com¬ 
mittee of Members of this House to 
investigate into the leakagq. For, 
this is a serious matter. As regards 
the other ordinance, since it concern¬ 
ed only the poor Government em¬ 
ployees, there was no question of 
leakage. The leakage took place only 
of that particular ordinance or that 
portion of the ordinance which dealt 
with the business-houses and the big 
monopolists. 

I hold the Government responsible 
for this leakage. There should be a 
committee of this House consisting of 
Members belonging to the various 
political parties to inquire into this 
matter. You may kindly nominate 
the Members of that committt|e, and 
they should investigate into the 
matter. If it is found that the Minis¬ 
ter is responsible he should resign in 
right earnest, and if it is found that it 
has been done by the Secretaries of the 
Departments who had attended the 
Cabinet meeting, they should also 
resign gracefully and peacefully.

Sir, I received the papers only yester¬ 
day morning and I gave notice of cut 
motions this morning. . I want your 
guidance. I seek your protection. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let us 
not depart from the rules; you can 
speak, why depart from the rules? 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I have sent cut 
motion, but it is not circulated. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You have 
submitted them only today; you should 
have submitted yesterday itself. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: It is not my 
fault. I received the papers only yes¬ 
terday 'morning.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: How can 
Mr. Mavalankar get them in time and 
not you? If that is so, we will have to 
look info it. But you wil have the 
right to speak. Now, I call Mr. Dinen^ 
Bhattacharyya. 

SHRI DINfiN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Sir, I happened to be at the first Con¬ 
sultative Committe meeting that was 
called after the dissolution of the 
Gujarat Assembly. , My point is this. 

I will be making^ some very concrete 
observations 'oidy. Agitation in Guja¬ 
rat started against corruption of some 
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Minfefiers and high officials. The agi¬ 
tation started and spread throughout 
the State of Gujarat. One Chief Mini¬ 
ster had ,to be removed, Mr. Oza. 
Then another's turn came, Mr. Chim- 
anbhai Patel. The Assembly was dis¬ 
solved. 'Now, I don’t know what 
happened to corruption against which 
all this agitation started. Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi started ruling Gujarat 
from here. Those officials are all still 
there. What steps have been taken as 
to why there was an agitation and 
what was the source of corruption and 
who were resposible for it? Not a 
single case has been started against 
any Minister or even against any 
official. Are we to take it for grant¬ 
ed that there was no corruption there? 
You were forced to dissolve the As¬ 
sembly. Why? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
They wanted Mr. Wanchoo to go 
there! 

SHRj DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
At least there is a drama in West 
Bengal by their appointing Shri 
Wanchoo to investigate into the cor¬ 
ruption . There is none so far as 
Gujarat is concerned. Gujarat is said 
to be the stronghold of the Congress. 
In spite of the fact that the majority 
of the Members there were belonging 
to the Congress Party how is it that 
you had to dissolve the Assembly? 

Therefore the time is joining when 
you will see the writings on the 
wall; the people will not tolerate this 
corruption irrespective of the fact 
whether they belong to your party or 
any other party. I would now request 
Shri Ganesh, whatever the position he 
may hold in Government, that he has 
to see that corruption is removed. 
For that at least you should take some 
steps to remove those officials who 
were responsible for the corruptions. 
It is said that some foodgrains were 
sent to Gujarat. But, from the cut 
motion of Shri Mavalankar you will 
find that adequate food supply was not 
supplied to the rural people*—the 


weaker sections of the people in 
Gujarat. It shows that the basic reason 
for this is that there is shortage of 
foodgrains existing. Though some 
supplies were made by the Centre yet 
you have to take stronger steps to 
see that you send adequate foodgrains 
to that State so that at least the poorer 
sections of the people may get ade¬ 
quate quantity of fbod. 


I do not understand one thing. Of 
course, the policy of the Government 
is now clear that they are propagating 
that they will make our country self- 
sufficient and we will not depend on 
others. The fertiliser company which 
is there in Mithapur is owned by Mr. 
Tata and he has been given a licence 
for expansion. It was a clear under¬ 
standing given here in this House that 
in this sector, private companies will 
not be given any opportunity. It was 
also the undertaking tffat these private 
sector companies would be taken over 
by the State and only the Government 
Uundertaking would be allowed to 
manufacture the fertilisers. Here I see 
that in Mithapur, Tata has been given 
full scope for expansion. Not only 
that. Eeven regarding naphtha, what¬ 
ever quantity of it is available here in 
India is not being properly utilised 
and still you are importing ammonia 
from outside—from the foreign coun¬ 
try. 


THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM AND 
CHEMICALS (SHR! SHAHNAWAZ 
KHAN): There is no fertiliser factory 
of Tata. He was given only a Letter 
of Intent. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Whatever it may be, Tata is a private 
sector to whom you have given a 
licence. 


SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: My 
friend if talking in the air. 
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SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA ; 
I am not talking in the air. Is it not 
a tact that Tata hag been given a 
licence to have a fertiliser factory in 
Mithapur which is within the State of 
Gujarat? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: They 
were given only a Letter of Intent. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
First you will give a Letter of Intent 
and then you will give him a licence. 

SHRI ATAL "BIHARl VAJPAYEE: 
(Gwalior): What is wrong in giving a 
licence to the Tatas? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: In¬ 
stead of going on importing fertiliser, 
we are allowing our own people to 
manufacture it here. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
But they are giving all the licences to 
the big houses only. 

SHRj ATAL BIHARl VAJPAYEE:' 
Does he want India to go on import¬ 
ing fertilisers? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
No, I am totally against it. That is 
why I say that the import of ammonia 
from outside should be stopped. Gov¬ 
ernment must at the same time see 
that the fertiliser plants based on 
naphtha and coal are built up as early 
as possible. 

I shall conclude with this remark.. 

AN HON. MEMBER: He is conclud¬ 
ing so early. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
am concluding early because it is 
no good of saying anything here when 
Government are not taking any steps 
to punish those persons who are res¬ 
ponsible for all the corruption that 
-exists there? 

The next thing that I want to impress 
the House about is in regard to the 
problem of housing, j am very glad 
t 0 find that Shri Mavalankar who has 
been elected from Ahmedabad has 
given certain cut motions relating to 
the housing problems of the industrial 
workers and textile workers and other 
middle income groups. It is a terrible 
problem, because I have seen it my- 
•self. 
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The next question is regarding 
elections. I would like to know when 
Government are going to hold elec¬ 
tions in Gujarat. Why are they delay¬ 
ing it? Why should they not hold it 
before the Presidential election? The 
Gujarat people are being denied of 
the right to elect the President be¬ 
cause there is no Assembly there. 
There is no reason for not holding the 
elections. So, the delay in holding 
the elections is intentional. They are 
not holding the elections not only to 
the Assembly but they are not holding 
elections to the panchayats and muni¬ 
cipalities. So. my point is that Gov¬ 
ernment must take immediate steps to 
hold elections there at the earliest, 
not only to the Assembly but to the 
municipal corporations and anchal 
panchayats. 

I would once again say that the 
hon. Minister must bring to book all 
the corrupt officials who are still run- < 
ning the show in Gujarat, including the 
Ministers. The Ministers have also to 
explain their conduct. Before it be- . 
comes too late. I would request 
Government to see that the cor¬ 
rupt officials are removed and 
deterrent punishment is given to all 
those who are responsible for corrup¬ 
tion and against whom charges have 
been made publicly. 

Then, I would like to know what 
GoVernment have done in regard to 
the police excesses. I have not seen 
anywhere in India curfew being im¬ 
posed in hundreds of places on a 
single day as it was done in Gujarat. 
Police excesses were there, firing were 
there, lathi charges were there and 
people had been killed, and yet no 
inquiry has been ordered so far. After 
the dissolution of the Assembly, the 
Central Government are now ruling 
Gujarat. So, they must set up an 
impartial inquiry to inquire into the 
cases of police excesses, the burning 
of houses and the killing of persons, 
and see that proper compensation is 
given to the families of those who had 
been killed in the police firings. 

With these words, I would like to 
warn the bon. Minister to be cautious. 
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The. order of. the day is that the 
jpeople would not care whether they 
are being ruled by the Congress party 
or any other. If the administration is 
corrupt, if it cannot give the people 
food and shelter, they will remove it 
from the seat of power. So, Govern¬ 
ment must beware of the situation and 
take steps in time. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA 
(Kutch): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, it is 
true that at present there is no 
Assembly in Gujarat and that is why 
this Budget has come over here in 
Parliament. If th e Assembly were in 
session, the representatives of those 
areas would have discussed the 
Budget according to the needs of 
those areas. But we are now doing 
it over here. While speaking on this, 
it will be m y duty to speak about my 
constituency first and then the Gujarat 
State at large. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Charity 
begins at home. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA; This 
is the only opportunity we get to speak 
about it. 

Mine is a constituency which was 
once the most primitive native State. 
Sardar Patel used to say, 'If you want 
to see India of 200 years ago, you 
should go to Kutch’, Not only that, 
it was the most backward. Its area is 
nearly 17,000—18,000 square miles, 
nearly one fourth of the whole of 
Gujarat State. Its population is only 
one million. 

Strategically also it is important. It 
is situated on the border with Pakis¬ 
tan. The people of India came to 
know about it rather late, that a 
territory like Kutch at all existed; that 
was after the Pakistan attack when 
the attention of people was concen¬ 
trated on it. 

On .April 15, 1948, the integration 
of Kutch with the rest of India took 
place. At . that time, it was taken as 
a *C’ State directly under the Centre. 


When we came here in deputation and 
met Jawaharlal Nehru, he said: T 
would like it to become prosperous 
and as good a part of India as the 
rest of India on equal terms’. Sardar 
Patel also promised us about it and 
told us: I would like Kutch to become 
as equal, as strong and as prosperous: 
as the neighbouring areas’. 

But history is different?. I will have 
to go deeply into it if you give me 
some more time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; There 
will not be much time. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA; In the 
First Plan, Kutch got only Rs. 3 crores. 
But the people were happy with the*' 
development process which (started. 
They were very happy. In the Second 
Plan, the allotment was Rs. 8 crores. 
It was granted; the money was sanc¬ 
tioned by the Centre itself; though in 
1956 we went with the bigger Bombay 
State. Out of Rs. 8 crores, Rs. 6.74 
crores were spent that is nearly 88 
per cent. 

In 1960, the State of Gujarat was 
formed. So we were kicked like a 
football from one place to another. 
Nobody cared for the development of 
the area. In the Third Plan, all over 
the country, they got double the allo¬ 
cation of the Second Plan. But con¬ 
sidering the per capita expenditure, 
our allotment was cut to half. It 
came to Re. 4 crores. That is. while 
in the Second Plan it was Rs. 8 crores, 
in the Third Plan it came to only Rs. 4 
crores. It was just sufficient to meet 
the expenditure on officials and gov¬ 
ernment servants. In that way, the 
development plans in that area came 
to a standstill. Not only that. Inten¬ 
tionally, a situation was brought about 
affecting the area advseraely. As you 
know, there is no perennial river' in 
Kutch. In the last 8 years, we have 
had 7 continuous drought years. Con- 
tinuouslv in four years, there has not 
bepn a drop of rabrin that area. Since 
1971, Ure were undergoing an absolutely 
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chronic, cancer-like trouble, with all 
the poor people suffering from mal¬ 
nutrition Mid not getting any essen¬ 
tial commodities at all. 


Not only that After this present 
upheaval, the Chimanbhai Ministry 
came. In 1971-72, relief measures 
were there and they helped to mitigate 
the effect of the drought. But at the 
peak period, the relief works were 
cut down. From 1.20,000 they came 
down to 24,000. So actually no effec¬ 
tive relief works were undertaken for 
the people of the area. \ 3 o what 
happened? Just to get their food, 
hundreds of people crossed over to 
Pakistan which is ‘ nearly. Before 
partition—I am talking about the 
drought situation—Kutch being a part 
of the Indus basin, they used to*Cross 
over there. But when partition came, 
nobody cared about the economy of 
that place, when its dependence on 
Sind and Pakistan was stooped. I a*m 
talking about Banni area. It is a 
unique area in the whole world—680 
sq. miles of only pasture land and 
nothing else. If you visit it once, Sir, 
you will never forget it in your life. 
If the rains are good, not one or two 
but millions of flamingos come from 
foreign countries. The people there 
are called Maldaris. They depend on 
cattle only. They live on milk and 
meat. They ar e 6 ft, high and if you 
see them surrounded by the cattle and 
flamingos with water all around, it is 
a unique ocene. But today what do 
you find there? It is absolutely bar- 
1 ren land. Not a single bird of flam¬ 
ingo type comes there.' You see only 
vultures ‘ gathering round heaps of 
skeletons of dead cattle and skeletons 
of Maldaris with their eyes open, 
mouths open, T.B. stricken skeletons 
of human being?, looking at the sky- 
just praying to God for rain! After 
27 years of independence and 25 years 
of planning, this is the reward the 
prople there have ’got for their sacri¬ 
fice for independence, Is it net the. 
duty of the Government to look after 
these people? * 
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in 1848 Sir Dattar Singh, who was 
Adviser to the Agriculture Ministry, 
came there and gave the scheme for 
Banni development. I am sorry to 
say up to this time nothing has been 
done about it. Only this year Be. 80 
lakhs have been sanctioned for drink¬ 
ing water for cattle. Even this sche¬ 
me has not yet been put into opera¬ 
tion. While replying, the Minister 
may say, “You have got BG line, MG 
line, Kandla port” and so on. That 
does not affect the economy of the 
local people. Kandla port itself has 
not developed to the stage which was 
envisaged. Even free trade zone 
Iooks like a desert All the entrepie- 
neuns had to run away and most of 
the factories are closed. Not only 
that. Kutch is an acutely drought- 
affected area. Water is the main 
thing. If you want to develop any 
part of the country, you will require 
capital, know-how, labour and other 
infra-structure. As far as money is 
concerned, we do not want money. 
There is a village of 5000 people 
which has deposited Bs. 2 crores in 
the Bank of India as fixed deposit. 
Capital is lying idle there and nobody 
cares to utilise it. We do not want 
know-how. Kutch people are every¬ 
where in every corner of the world 
and all over India. What we want is 
only water which is a bare necessity 
for drinking for men and cattle and 
for industrial and agricultural pur¬ 
poses. It is not a luxury or a facility 
which I am demanding from Govern¬ 
ment. 1 am only demanding the bare 
necessity of the people of my consti¬ 
tuency. There is not a single village 
or town where drinking water is 
available as much as they want.

any special responsibility of the 

•Governor for— 

(a) the establishment of sepa¬ 
rate development boards for 
Vidarbha, Marathwada, the rest 
•of Maharashtra, Saurashtra, 
Kutch and the rest of Gujarat 
with the provision that a report 
•on the working of each of these 
■boards will be placed each year 
before the State Legislative As- 
-sembly; 

(b) the equitable allocation of 
funds for developmental expendi¬ 
ture over the said areas, subject 
to the requirements of the State 
.as a whole; and 

(c) an, equitable arrangement 
.providing adequate facilities for 
•technical education and vocational 
•training, and adequate opportu¬ 
nities for employment in services 
uinder the control of the State 
Government, in respect of all the 
said areas, subject to the require¬ 
ment of the State as a whole.” 

Why was this recommended? It was 
recommended to be implemented. I 
would request the Government to 
implement it without the delay of 
.evfn a single day or a single minute. 
It is our birth right to demand it and 
it is their pious duty to implement it. 
But we do not speak the language 
which the Telengana people spoke. 
But you are habituated to hear the 
language of violence. At the same 
time, you are preaching non-violence. 
The Marathwada people are speaking 
some other language. We are not 
speaking that language. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Which is that 
language? 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA; They 
understand it. That is why they have 
got. all the development boards. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER. Now they 
liave understood your language. 


DR. MAHIPATRYA MEHTA: There 
are three development boards now, one 
for Telengana, another for Rayala- 
seema and a third one for rest of 
Andhra Pradesh. I, therefore, request 
Government to implement this recom¬ 
mendation. 

SHRI VASANT §ATHE (Akola): 
The article which the hon. Member 
has quoted has been completely 
ignored by the Governments of the 
States. 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA; The 
author of th e Constitution foresaw the 
necessity for this provision because 
they foresaw the things that are going 
to happen. That i g why this was 
incorporated in the Constitution. 

Sir, through you I would request 
the Government to appreciate the 
plight of the people. I would request 
that a deputation from Parliament 
should be sent to the Kutch area. Th'm 
the only solution of the Narmada 
water is to give Kutch its full require¬ 
ments without delay. There is no alter¬ 
native. That will make that area self- 
sufficient, so far as food is concerned. 

I would say that I must thank 
Pakistan for their attack because then 
we got same roads. Otherwise, there 
were not even roads. 

Then, there is no develoment of tae 
mineral resources. The unfortunate 
part is that it ia an area where you 
have got the largest deposit of 
minerals. The Chairman of the 
GMDC comes from a millionaire 
family and he does not know the M. 
of mineral. Not only that, he is anti- 
Congress. He wants to see that our 
organisation is broken up. There is 
not even one person belonging to 
Kutch in that Board. 

We are really facing an emergency 
situation. If you do not want to 
develop that area, you can use the 
Kutch area for conducting atom bomb 
testa after gettthg ug vacated. That 
would be better than not developing 
that area. It suffered from drought 
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continuously for seven yearn There 
were no relief measures. The same 
famine code which was envisaged by 
the Britishers is still being followed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You have 
■said all these things, and said very 
effectively. Why repeat them? 

DR. MAHIPATRAY MEHTA; So, 
Development Board should be granted 
for the development of that area.

Shri K. S. CHAVDA (Patna): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I woud like to 
deal with the atrocities committed on 
the Scheduled Caste people in the 
State of Gujarat. Two Harijans were 
brutally killed and several others were 
seriously injured in Village Ranmal- 
pur, District Surendra Nagar, in the 
State of Gujarat on the dispute of 
drawing water from the common 
well. The Harijans were drawing 
water from their own well, but it 
• dried up and they started drawing 
water from the village common well 
after giving due notice in the pancha- 
.vat authorities concerned and to the 
State administration concerned. On 
27th May they Parted drawing water 
from, the village common well. On 
the 28th they ware, beateh up by the 
village .peopjte. $her» a complaint was 
lodged i^id iaven persons ]ifare am»- 
*ted,; and released'.'.on, r ■!»&, fitter that, 
•three"or four policemen were posted 
to give protection' to these people. 


Then the village people were not 
drawing water from the village com¬ 
mon well wherefrom the Harijans 
were drawing water. So, t^iey started 
harassing the . Jiarijans and on the 
22nd June, exactly a month ago, they 
attacked the Harijans and two Hari¬ 
jans were killed and two Harijans 
hands were broken. Their properties 
were looted and after that the Gov¬ 
ernor paid a visit to the site of this 
gruesome incident, which was a good 
thing. But these who were accused 
were not put in jail for nearly ten 
days and the accused were not hand¬ 
cuffed also. Over and above that.from 
the 28th May to 22nd June no Police 
officer or PSI or any official visited 
the place. They strated during water. 
That was known to everybody and 
still the administration has not taken 
any action against the antisocial ele¬ 
ments. They showed the courage to 
draw water. Now what has happened? 
They are under a constant fear 
because of the leniency shown to 
these accused which has encouraged 
the anti-social elements and dis¬ 
couraged the Harijans to contitinue 
to draw water from the common well. 


Then, Sir, the Government declar¬ 
ed R's. 2000 ex-gratia payment for the 
families of the two Harijans who were 
killed there, that is. Rs. 1000 to each 
of the family During the Navnirman 
Sarhiti movement, the families of 
those who were killed at that time, 
were paid even Rs 5000 or Rs. 
6000 or 7000 but for these poor Hari- 
jan families who are asserting their 
rights and who are doing a good 
thing for the benefit of the nation, 
were paid only Rs. 100 each and for 
those whp were injured seriously, 
nothing was paid. Those whose pro¬ 
perties were looted got no compensa¬ 
tion. The impresison created round¬ 
about those villages is that atrocities 
can be committed on the Harijans 
with impunity. Atrocities were t com¬ 
mitted in other villages of the Suren? 
dranagar District and in the whole of 
Sadrashtra and it has earned a bad 
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(Shri K. S. Chavda.) 
name for the country, as a whole. The 
Harijans have done nothing wrong 
as to invite atrocities being commit¬ 
ted on them. These atrocities are a 
blot on' the good name of our count¬ 
ry and democracy. 

Therfore, the Government should 
take stern action and set a good ex¬ 
ample so that the Harijans can mus¬ 
ter courage and continue to draw 
water from the common well. 

Secondly, adequate compensation 
should be paid from the punitive tax 
which has been levied there. 

So far as the services are concern¬ 
ed, reservation for Harijans should be 
made according to their population. 
Their reservation made in the State, 
services of Gujarat is only 5 per cent 
though their population is 7 per cent. 
It should be increased from 5 to 7 
per cent. 

The third point is that there is di¬ 
fficulty in cultivating the lands, 
toy Harijans. The people in the 
villages and the village panchayats are 
not allowing these people to cultivate 
the land. Full protection should be 
given to them. There is no Panchayat 
working; only the Governor’s rule 
is there. I am told that the President 
of the taluka Panchayat was there in 
Ranamalpur village two or three 
hours before this gruesome incident 
took place. 

Government should have taken 
action to remove this President of the 
Taluka Panchayat but Government is 
very lenient and has not taken steps 
which will create confident in the 
Harijan population to fake water or 
to assert their right. On the contrary 
they are discouraged. Those who are 
accused of eommiting murder have 
been rleased. They are released on 
bail. The sarpanch and his wife 
who led the mob have been released 
on bail. He is not removed as a sar¬ 
panch of the village which is alao in 
the hands of the Government. Halvad 


taluka panchayat, is not functioning. 
Government can remove the sarpanch. 
and the president of the taluka pan¬ 
chayat and this will set a good exa¬ 
mple and give encouragement to 
harijans. Mr. Swaminafhan, ^he 
Election Commissioner has said that 
due to monsoon the sitting of elec¬ 
tion commission is no£ going to he 
held there If the sitting is to be held 
at Surat, Baroda, Rajkot etc. and 
some other city in the Saurashtra 
region, there is no difficulty at all. 
But lame excuses are given. Enough 
time was given to them to give their 
comment and their suggestions re¬ 
garding the proposal of the constitu¬ 
encies. That has been done. Now 
only this sitting of the Election Cony 
mission at these four places should- 
be held as early as possible and elec¬ 
tion should be held as early as possi¬ 
ble. The same can be said about su- 
perseting the municipal elections also. 
Nothing is coming in the way. 
election are not held. In the same way 
dstrict panchayat elections and talu-- 
ka elections are not held. These elec¬ 
tions should be held as early as pos¬ 
sible. 


SHRI H. M. PATEL: (Dhandhuka): 
would like to make a few observa- 
ions in regard to matters in respect 
,f which ought to have been taken 
iction but in regard to which nothing 
ias been done. Before I could take up 
hose matters, I would like to 
>ne observation on what Mr Chavda 
ms said regarding the atrocities on 
larijans. That is a problem now which 
s not confined to Gujarat only, but 
t is an All India problem; in Gujarat 
a particularly unfortunate incident 
look place at the place called Ramai- 
>ur. While I am in entire agreement 
with any suggestions to the effect that 
strongest steps should be taken to see- 
;hat such atrocities do not occur, and. 
•hat the law in regard to Harijans is 
enforced with the atraost strictness 
and that everything possible should: 
be done to see that they are treated' 
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fairly and justly. What I cannot re¬ 
concile myseflf to, however, is the 
method adopted by the Government 
of Gujarat in order to bring 
to the villages the seriousness of 
particular situation. Is imposition 
of punitive tax on the entire village 
or a very large section of the village 
the right method to adopt in order 
to bring home this seriousness of 
situation? Do you suggest that 
everyone of those householders was 
responsible for those atrocities?

Have the Judiciary Department, 
Police Department, Investigation Or¬ 
ganisations and the administrative 
machinery of the State of Gujarat 
gone completely bankrupt that it was 
feared they would not be able to put 
their hands on those who were really 
the guilty people? Should they, in 
order to save themselves trouble, 
impose punishment upon the entire 
village? If we are going to follow 
this method, then, I dare say that in 
all manner of things, administrative 
problems of the Government may 
monetarily be very much simplified. 
But thi s will provide no solution. I 
consider that the Gujarat Govern¬ 
ment has adopted a barbaric method. 
When this method was adopted by the 
British Government, the ruling party 
was the first to oppose this mode of 
punishment and said that this was not 
a method which should be adopted. 
Some of the most important satya- 
graha movements were launched 
against this kind of method of punish¬ 
ment. I am sorry that the Gujarat 
Government should have had recourse 
to that method of punishment. 

I would now like to refer to some 
of the important matters which have 
not been touched upon at all. One 
relates to the Narmada bridge—the 
present bridge on the river Narmada 
On the National Highway which is in 
a very dangerous condition. In fact, 
all heavy trucks are required to un¬ 
load a substantial part of their load 
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before they are allowed to go on the- 
bridge. This had been the position 
for a number of years. A n ew bridge 
is under construction. That has been 
under construction also for a number 
of years. Now a serious cut has been, 
imposed upon the allotment for the 
bridge this year. The traffic on the 
national highway between Bombay 
and Ahmedabad is perhaps the heavi¬ 
est in any part of the country. Absence- 
of a sand bridge poses a serious 
bottleneck. The attempt of the Gov¬ 
ernment should have been to see that 
this bridge was completed as early as 
possible. Instead, the allocation now 
provided for the construction of this 
bridge shows that the completion of 
the bridge will be retarded by per¬ 
haps two or three years which, T 
think, would be unfortunate to use 
the mildest possible term. 

In the same way, work on another 
most important project undertaken 
by the State Government has begun, 
but the progress is extremely slow. 
That is in regard to the coastal high¬ 
way. Completion of that coastal high¬ 
way is of importance for a variety of 
reasons and, particularly, for the deve¬ 
lopment of coastal villages, coastal 
people and the coast itself. There 
too, roads have been constructed; 
bridges have not been constructed. 
What use is a road without necessary 
bridges? There are a number of 
small bridges which sought to have 
been .completed simultaneously but 
they have not even been taken to* 
hand. I do hope that adequate funds 
would be provided for these as early 
as possible. It may be said that this 
is duq to the fact that the Govern¬ 
ment of India have not provided 
enough assistance etc., etc. That to 
really no excuse at all. Coastal high¬ 
way should ’be taken up first and that 
should be considered a project of the 
highest priority. 

I now come to the question of 
Kandla Port an<| the Free Trade Zone, 
Both these, in a sense, are undoubted¬ 
ly Central Government projects, but 
they affect the prosperity of the State 
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of Gujarat, and in particular of 
Kutch, to which my hon. friend Dr. 
-Mehta referred to. These projects 
■were conceived of in order to help 
this backward portion of the State. 
Kandla Port is regarded as a major 
port and yet, it has not been main¬ 
tained as a major port should be with 
the result that the ships have to 
'remain outside for a very long period 
of time which is a very costly way of 
managing affairs. Particularly, the 
■ships bringing in fertilizers and food- 
grains have had to wait for anything 
from three weeks to two'months. That 
is the situation still. But, what is 
worse is that even after the goods are 
unloaded from the ships, they are not 
transported from the port , to their 
destinations for a considerable length 
of time. This again is an illustration 
■of inefficiency and incompeience which 
I would say, is inexcusable. 


I would have liked to refer to a 
number of other matters which are 
also of an urgent nature. I would not 
refer to the Narmada Project because 
it is now referred back to the tribu¬ 
nal. But I would like to draw atten¬ 
tion to the power problem which faces 
the State of Gujarat. Gujarat expe¬ 
riences a certain amount of power 
shortage today at the commencement 
of the Fifth Plan, because the various 
projects which were designed to make 
available power to meet the growing 
requirements of power of the State 
are still under construction. I shall 
not take each project individually, 
but would merely mention one pro¬ 
ject which should have been complet¬ 
ed at least two years ago and even 
one-fourth of it, which was expected 
to be ready last month, is not yet 
ready; Therefore, although these pro* 
jfects have been sanctioned long ago, 
and they were supposed to be ready 
early in the Fifth Five Year Plan 
-period in order to mike power avail¬ 
able for meeting the requirements of 
the Fifth Plan, the chances are that 
the State would be lucky if tjjey are 
completed at least ljefore the end of 
Fifth Plan. 


The, question then arises:' what 
would the position be in regard to the 
requirements of power of that State 
in regard to the Sixth Plan. There 
is no project in sight and no project 
is even under contemplation. There 
are conversations going on and re¬ 
quests being made .that an atomic 
power station might be allotted to the 
State of Gujarat. All that has hap¬ 
pened in regard to it is that the pro¬ 
cess of selecting th@ site is going on, 
and in regard to that too, we are r ar 
from arriving at a decision. It must 
he remembered that it will take at 
least ten years to complete an atomic 
power station from the date that it is 
taken in hand. Therefore, to ima^ne 
that the atomic power station wdl 
meet the requirements of the State in „ 
the Sixth Plan is out of the question. 
While certainly, a decision should be 
taken early, so that the atomic power 
project could be taken bp at the ear¬ 
liest possible date, what is important 
is to consider measures which should 
be adopted and other projects cor- 
ceived of in order to meet the require¬ 
ments of the Sixth Plan. As I said 
before, it is much too late now to 
consider about the Fifth Plan require¬ 
ments except to say that everything 
possible should be done even now to 
assist the early completion of these 
projects. 

Finally, I would refer to two other 
matters. One is in regafd to drinking 
water. The State was hoping tnai 
the Narmada project would be com¬ 
pleted soon, for when it was complet¬ 
ed it would have solved the drinking 
water problem for. some hundreds of 
villages of the State. That, <rf cowse 

has now been put off y o 

Probably it will take another decade 
or so before that source will be avail¬ 
able. That being so, it becomes im¬ 
perative for the State no longer to 
wait for the Narmada project hut to 
plan independently of that a scheme 
that would ensure that as many bf

Put’even , with ell the tremen¬ 
dous increase in production that it 
has achieved, it is still falls very seri¬ 
ously short of its requirements. This 
is where the difficulty arises. The 
Central supply is. always inadequate 
because t^te Government hitherto and 
th e people have been disciplined in 
their own way. They have asked for 
whatever they have not had enough 
of in polite,, very polite, language. 
The result has been thet <they have 
always been put last in the queue. I 
think it is time the Central Govern- 
• input realised that it is better- to make 
available to the. State its shortfall pf 
foodgraing in time and not force the 
. State, & .State; which has hitherto been 
well-behaved to be ill-behaved. This 
kind of policy is unsound and unde- 
sirable.

everywhere and there is an oveiffiftW 
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of students from primary to univer¬ 
sity level and the budgetary provi¬ 
sions for primary to higher education 
are far from satisfactory. Many of 
the students do not get admission and 
even those who have got admission 
are not given the right kind of atmos¬ 
phere for education. There are no 
buildings, no teachers, no playgrounds, 
no equipment, no laboratories, etc. 
in adequate numbers. If you allow 
this situation to continue, I am afraid 
a greater avalanche of popular dis¬ 
content, much more than what hap¬ 
pened in the early months of this 
year, will overcc ne not only Gujarat 
but the entire country. I would there¬ 
fore like the Government of India to 
look at the problem from a proper 
national perspective. It is not a pro¬ 
blem oi{ one State alone. It is the 
problem of the whole country, but it 
is focussed through the present diffi¬ 
culties seen in Gujarat. 

Rising prices, shortages, inefficient 
public distribution system—all these 
persist with greater vigour. If this is 
going to happen under President’s 
rule, I shudder to think how people 
will tolerate the situation. So, the 
Government of India should look at 
the problem with greater earnestness. 

I want popular rule to be restored to 
the State as early as possible. I am 
sorry the Supreme Court has given an 
opinion-—I know that as per the Con- 
situation, that opinion is not binding 
even on the Supreme Court itself— 
that the entire Gujarat Assembly 
which stands dissolved need not be 
roped in for the Presidential election 
next (month. We are under 1 Presi¬ 
dent’s rule, but we are not entitled to 
decide who will be our next Presi¬ 
dent under whose rule we in Gujarat 
shall continue to live! That is the 
tragic irony of the situation, 

MB. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; That is 
only partially true, because the MPa. 
from Gujarat cam still elect the Presi¬ 
dent. •'* ' 


SHRI P.. G. MAVALANKAR; We 
are only 24 MPs against 182 MLAs 
who have been denied the right to vote. 
So, we are denied double representa¬ 
tion. We are not having popular rule 
in Gujara and we will not have any 
say in the Presidential election. Even 
if a good government is there under 
President’s rule, it can never be a 
substitute for a popfdar Government. 
So, Gujarat must have fresh elections 
soon. The Chief Election Commis¬ 
sioner has gene on record in a press 
statement that elections can take place 
by the end of December and new elec¬ 
toral rolls etc. will be ready by that 
time. Under the President’s rule, the 
administration sometimes become® 
less accountable to popular will *g»d 
popular expressions. It is not the 
fault of the officials. If they find there * 
is no one above them who is having 
a dialogue with the people so to speak 
they tend to become to an extent un¬ 
accountable, if not irresponsible. A 
long spell of unaccountability of any 
administration to the people at largie 
is neither happy not healthy in a 
democracy. 

In a sense it is good that the Nar¬ 
mada issue has gone back to the tri¬ 
bunal because the Prime Minister has 
not given any award. Whenever we 
raised this matter, she never replied 
definitively, probably because she was 
still weighing the political considera¬ 
tions. I want to suggest in all serious¬ 
ness that the Narmada problem is not 
the problem of one State or another; 
it is a national problem. So, the 
longer you delay its solution the 
greater the damage to the national 
economy and .national interests. It is 
from that context that yOu have to 
look at this problem. I hope, there¬ 
fore, that the Tribunal to which the 
matter has been referred back will 
give its award on the basis erf the 
technical data at an early date.

My esteemed* friend, Shri B. M. 
Patel, hag already referred to the 
Narmada bridge. I will giveon* 
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twe fasts. The Government of India 
have allotted for Gujarat Rs. 240 
lakhs fOr national highway works for 
1974-75 covering both new and conti¬ 
nuing works; while the demand was 
Rs. 575.26 lakhs. The result has been 
that only Rs. 109 lakhs could be ear¬ 
marked by the Gujarat administration 
for the Narmada bridge. The current 
year’s requirements are Rs. 27250 
lakhs and the work will have to be 
slowed down unless additional funds 
to the tune of Rs. 163.50 lakhs are 
provided by the Government of India. 
I do hope that Government will pro¬ 
vide the necessary additional funds to 
enable the completion of the Narmada 
bridge in time so that the heavy 
traffic on the national highway— 
Ahmedabad to Bombay—will be ade¬ 
quately and satisfactorily dealt with. 

Then I want to refer to the ghastly 
tragedy at Ramnalpur in Surendra- 
nagar district of Gujarat. After all, 
it is a national problem. Although 
the Gujarat Government have taken 
certain quick and legitimate steps I 
say that it is not sufficient if you 
take certain punitive steps only. 
You have to provide more money 
for harijan upliftment. You have also 
to provide more money to voluntary 
educational institutions doing educa¬ 
tional work of improving the mental 
climate of the caste Hindus, it is a 
question of converting the mentality 
and centuries-old prejudices of the 
caste Hindus. This cannot be done by 
some stroke of legislation. For instan¬ 
ce, Gandhiji was for prohibition. But 
he was not for prohibition by an Act 
alone. He wanted to educate the 
public. But since independence there 
were only Acts of prohibition but 
there was no education of the people. 
Although there is an Act, there is no 
implementation. So, let the Govern¬ 
ment provide some funds to voluntary 
institutions like the Harijan Sevak 
Sangh and other bodies so that they 
can give more attention to these prob¬ 
lems add incidents of this nature, do 
not recur. 

Then, in the Gujarat Agricultural 
University, which is the only Agricul¬ 
tural University of the State, the 
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teachers, lecturers and professors 
should be eligible for the. UGC scales. 
I do not see any reasons Why they 
should be denied that. Moreover, I 
would request the Central Govern¬ 
ment to give more research to 
this new University. AI 30 , it is desir¬ 
able from the point of view of speedy 
and better development of the Agri¬ 
cultural University that the main cam¬ 
pus is kept at Anand. The world 
Bank has also favoured the site of 
Anand. The campus at Dantiwala in 
Banaskantha district should of course, 
continue as one of the campuses. 

Then I want to deal with the hous¬ 
ing problem in Ahmedabad. Last 
Saturday I myself had the unfortu¬ 
nate experience of seeing the old cham- 
paran housing colony which happens to 
be part of my present constituency. 
What I saw wa» a terrible scene. 
There are some 340 families of textile 
workers of Ahmedabad living in that 
colony. They wer<» given the houses 
built by the Gujarat Housing Board 
and they have owned these houses cm 
higher purchase. But Mr. Deputy- 
Speaker, you will be surprised and 
shocked to learn that over their heads 
over their buildings run the high ten¬ 
sion grid wires! Therefore, there is 
always particularly during monsoon 
seasons—the monsoon hag just set in 
—the danger of accidents, blasts, wire- 
cuts and short-circuits. 

A couple of months back, I was 
told by the residents there that two 
young children died because of fal¬ 
ling of electric wires there. 

Now, when the workers went to the 
Gujarat Housing Board and the Mu¬ 
nicipal Corporation authorities of Ah¬ 
medabad, do you know that what they , 
told them? They told the workers,* 
’’You remove the houses. But we can¬ 
not remove the wires”. The houses 
were built after the wires were put 
Should not the Gujarat Housing Board 
and the Municipal Corporation have 
thought it earlier that : this wag a pl® ce 
where the wires Were there ahd the 
houses should not have been built? 

They should atleast do something 
about it. I am not a technical man. 
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P khoW this 11 much that either you 
dQ^SSAiethfiig^ ‘with regard to wires or 
du sbmOthftig by which these acci- 
deHti^dti J not take place particularly 
dtfiw^'ftid tirohsOdh season. Alteroa-

may, call it. But, here, Mr., Patel's 
heart goes in sympathy with those few 
persons who may unjustifiably have to 
pay a portion of the fine; his heart 
ctoes not melt for that particular com¬ 
munity which was persecuted, which 
was harrassed and which was looted 
■ and murdered. Saying is perfectly 
all right. How can you measure up 
the reaction? That is a question that 
I an now putting to you. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
May I now put a question? Why 
don't you punish them. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: I shall not 
yield to him. The punishment will 
take its own course. That is not the 
end of the matter. 'Prosecution will 
be launched afterwards. 

I understand that quite a number of 
eases have been registered. But the 
question is what should be done im¬ 
mediately to give solace to that com¬ 
munity and to give a feeling of con¬ 
fidence to them that justice is being 
done to them and that the power of 
the State has come in to protect them 
against the more powerful community. 
In the matter of social revolution, in 
meeting the challenge which a parti¬ 
cular social force is putting up against 
the depressed classes, the question is 
how the sanction of the Government 
will act and how it will give it pro¬ 
tection and give confidence and reas¬ 
surance that Government are behind 
them. 

This is not something done without 
« legal sanction. This is done under an 
Act which was passed in 1851, name 
ly the < Bombay Police Act, 1951. 
That Act is before me, and under sec¬ 
tions 50 and 51 there is ample sanc¬ 
tion for it. Under that section, it is 
not a punitive tax. The provision un¬ 
der that section is that when there is 
/disturbance in a particular village or 
inparticular area iifd additional 
police forces have to be given to give 
protection, the additional expenses 
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will have to be collected from that par¬ 
ticular afea or that particular Section 
of the community'. So, it has been 
done with the legal sanction of an Act 
not passed by the British Government 
but after Independence, after the Re¬ 
public took its birth. Under section 
52 also, the village or area can be pro¬ 
ceeded against. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: That » a 
hundred years old. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Section 52 
provide for compensation. What has 
now been done is only for meeting 
the expenses. The tax to be paid by 
way of compensation must certainly 
follow. This can be done only by a 
magistrate when the area has been 
declared as such. 

I am proud and happy that the 
Governor of Gujarat took this step. I 
know Mr. Viswanatha as & social re¬ 
former in my State, relentless in his 
fight, ungiving in his fight where the 
Harija n community or a backward 
community is harassed. I have seen 
him fuming up with indignation and 
going out in their defence, even when 
h e was not in the Government. I am 
happy that although he has been 
raised to the bubernatorial position, 
he has taken with him that particular 
spirit which had motivated him right 
through. 

Here, I want to emphasise one thing. 
We speak about blackmarketing and 
hoarding but we hav e been saying 
that we do not have enough power to 
handle It. Here is an instance which 
shows that if the officers and the Gov¬ 
ernment have the will, there ar e en¬ 
ough statutes i n this country which 
ca£ be invoked to battle with the 
situation. If the situations are not 
handled today, it is not because the 
statutory' provisions are lacking, but 
because the implementing agencies or 
the officers of the Government do not 
have the forthrightness and the will 
to battle with it in a crushing spirit. 
This particular instance has throw up 
this important aspect to the fore in 
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the India of today. If the will is there, 
there is a method by which one can 
battle with these things. This is all 
that I want to say about this.

(b) and (c): The Bombay Share¬ 
holders' Association had issued a press 
note advising its members(constitu-. 
ents to remain present in the Annual 
General Meeting in big numbers and 
vote in support of the candidates pro¬ 
posed by the Unit Trust of India. 
According to the press note, the office 
bearers of the Association had an op¬ 
portunity to discuss the policy of the 
UTI about the ’future management of 
the National Rayon Corporation Ltd., 
and the UTI had given an assurance 
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to the Association that they had no 
intention whatsoever ot taking over 
the management of the company, but 
would like the company to be manag¬ 
ed under the leadership of industria¬ 
lists and professionals who prove their 
aptitude for honest and efficient 
management. 

SHBI D. K. PANDA: May I know 
whether it is a fact that the term of 
the two Government Directors expir¬ 
ed on the 30th March and as a result 
the question of election arose?

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE : 1 It is b-ue 
that the term of the Government 
Directors came to an end.

Member is aware, 
under section 408 of the Companies 
Act, on one occasion the appointment 
cannot be for more than three years.

If a fur¬ 
ther appointment for another period 
of two years or three years has to be 
made, Government have to make a 
fresh enquiry, a fresh assessment, an 
investigation as to whether the re¬ 
quirements of section 408 are satisfied 
for the purpose of appointing fresh 
Directors again. That enquiry was 
made, hearing has been given to all 
the parties concerned, including the 
UTI, and a decision of the Company 
Law Board is awaited. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: As far as the 
industrialists are concerned, w® have 
•had enough experience In the oast. 
So far a s Kapadia Brothers, who are 
the field, are concerned, in 1972 
they first wanted to occupy, the post 
of chairmanship. In 1973* wijh five 
of tM* members who are their 


henchmen, they got representation in 
the Board of Directors. 

MR. SPEAKER: You are giving in¬ 
formation yourself. Please ask ques¬ 
tions. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: In this 
background, where js the necessity 
for opening the door for the entry of 
the same Kapadia Brothers who are 
notorious in cheating the Government 
and the people? May I know why 
the two Directors on behalf of the 
Government are not yet appointed? Is 
there a rule to the effect that the two 
previous Government directors could 
be allowed to continue till the elec¬ 
tions were held, in spite of the f§ct 
that their term has expired? * 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I have 
answered all these questions. Sir, if 
you desire, I will repeal and answer. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: Sir, he has 
not answered my specific questions. 
If the Minister could not understand 
me... 

MR. SPEAKER; There is no ques¬ 
tion of understanding. Please ask a 
straight question with no introduction 
or preamble. What is your question? 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: In view of the 
background, which is quite relevant, 
in view of the mischievous machina¬ 
tions of Kapadia Brothers and other 
industrialists, will the Government 
have their own directors and not al¬ 
low Kapadia Brothers to come in? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I have 
answered this. Perhaps, my hon. 
friend did not appreciate what I was 
saying. The Company Law Board 
does not want to hring in or throw 
out anybody. The Company Law 
Board works purely within the *° u * 
corners of the Companies Act. That 
is, Section 408 of the Companies Act.

one occasion, 
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wag made for two years. Since one 
year’s balance was there, it was a gain 
extended by another yea r with the 
result that three years period was 
over. If the fresh appointment of 
directors is to be made, it cannot be 
just an automatic continuation of the 
Directors. The Company Law Board 
has to make enquiries, has to take 
evidence, has to make an assessment 
and then decide whether fresh Direc¬ 
tors should be appointed or not. The 
hearing has been given by the Com¬ 
pany Law Board to all the parties, 
including the Unit Trust of India, the 
representatives of Kapadia group, and 
other parties concerned. I cannot 
anticipate the decision of the Company 
Law Board either way. The Company 
Law Board may come to a conclusion 
that the Directors should be appointed 
again or may com e to a different con¬ 
clusion. The Government does not 
issue any direction to the Company 
Law Board. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD: I 
would like, to know precisely what 
were the reasons that the Government 
found it necessary to re-examine the 
whole case de novo tor the fresh ap¬ 
pointment of Directors. The same 
Board is there; the same law is there. 
The persons are behaving in the same 
manner. The Government has got 
enough interest through the Unit 
Trust. What is the reason for the 
Government or for the Board to open 
the whole case de novo and the Min¬ 
ister says that he cannot anticipate 
either way. Do the Government pro¬ 
pose to give up the Directorship on 
the Board? Why has this been done? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: As I-said, 
under the law, an automatic extension 
of the Directors cannot be made 
when three years period is over. The 
next step is that they have to consi¬ 
der a&esh whether on any material 
which Is available with them the ap¬ 
pointment of Directors should be made 
for another term, whether of one year 
or of two years or of three years. In 
any case, it cannot be more than 
three years. That examination is be¬ 
ing done by the Company Law 
Board. I am awaiting the decision. 


SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: With the 
resignation of Mr. Chinai from the 
Board of Directors of the National 
Rayon Corporation, may I know whe¬ 
ther the Government has taken any 
steps? I would like to know whether 
the election of.the General Body and 
also of the Directors has been done in 
accordance with.law and, if so, whe¬ 
ther the National Rayon Corporation 
has paid anything to the workers and 
small shareholders of the. Company. I 
also want to know whether any new 
confidence has been created after the 
resignation of Mr. Chinai who is res¬ 
ponsible for violating the Company 
law and rules so far as the Corpora¬ 
tion is concerned. Lastly, I want to 
know whether there is any dramatic 
improvement and change in the Cor¬ 
poration after the resignation of 
Mr. Chinai. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE; Mr. Chinai 
did not resign. He was due for re¬ 
tirement and be retired. But that is 
not very relevant. What is relevant 
is that the elections were held and, 
according to our information, three 
persons were fielded by the Unit 
Trust of India and three persons were 
fielded by the Kapadia group. The 
result of the elections is not yet 
known. I do not know whether 
Chinai group is coming back to power 
or whether Unit Trust of India is 
coming to power or whether Kapadia 
group is coming to power. But one 
thing is, there that the share-holding 
of the Company is such that no single 
group of share-holders, either of 
Kapadia or of Unit Trust can on their 
own gain control without the support 
of miscellaneous small share-holders. 
Whether Kapadia group or anybody 
has paid any money to anybody, I 
cannot answer. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: The normal 
practice of re-election of members of 
the Board of .Directors of any com¬ 
pany la a Resolution which say that 
so and so is due to retire and is eligi¬ 
ble for re-election and is, therefore, 
recommended. I want to *?hy in 
the ease of a few Government Direc- 
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tors this hitch has developed. Ili 
should have been an automatic re- 
election if they were eligible for re- 
election, unless, of course, the Gov¬ 
ernment itself on its own account 
wanted wanted to change the Direc¬ 
tors saying “All right; you have 
been given enough partonage; let us 
give patronage to somebody else" and 
thus cannot make up its mind In the 
process, re-electio n of those Directors 
should have been automatic and there 
should have been no break at all. 
Even when it wants to shuffle its pat¬ 
ronage around, what is the cause for 
having a delay of 1-1/2 months or 
whatever is the period during which 
there are no Directors of the Govern¬ 
ment represented on the Board? 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: There is no 
question of election of the Govern¬ 
ment Directors. The Government 
Directors are appointed by the Gov¬ 
ernment under section 408. The 
Directors of the Unit Trust of India 
were in the election and the results of 
the election are to be known.

formulations. 

(ii) Units having tuitn-tov'er not 
exceeding Rs. one crore are alloca¬ 
ted canalised rqw materials on the 
basis of best of past two years* con¬ 
sumption plus 30 per cent towards 
growth. 

(hi) Units haying turn-d^er of 
Rs, one crore or above are allocat- 
ed canalised raw material on the 


basis of best of past two years’ con¬ 
sumption plus 15 per cent towards 
growth.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Eighty per 
cent of the total turnover, that is, total 
sales, in the drugs is in the hands of 
the foreign firms. May I know whe¬ 
ther the Government is going to exe¬ 
mpt small Indian drug units from 
the purview of the Drugs Pric e Con¬ 
trol order 1970? If not, why not? 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KHAN: All 
the drug units whose annual turnover 
is less than Rs. 50 lakhs per annum 
are exempt from the operation of the 
Drug Price Control Act of 1970. 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: My question 
is regarding the exemption of small 
Indian Drug units from the purview 
of this order. He includes both. 

MR. SPEAKER: Why do you use 
the drug for protection! 

SHRI SHAHNAWAZ KKHAN: 
There is no discrimination between 
Indian and Foreign drugs in the mat¬ 
ter of exemption,

units are small manufacturers but 
they are finding it difficult to get their 
basic raw materials from the basic 
drug manufacturers. Government has 
announced the prices for 26 basic 
drugs but the small units ar e not get¬ 
ting the basic raw materials. May I 
know what steps do the Government 
propose or what steps have the Gov¬ 
ernment taken to see that-raw mate¬ 
rial supplies for the basic drugs are 
ensured at' the announced prices.

As 
I said the units having an annual turn¬ 
over of less than Rs. 1 crore are given 
30 per cent in excess of the require¬ 
ments. 

SHRI RAJA KULKARNI: You know 
that small drug units are closed for 
want of basic drugs. 

SHRIMATI PARVATI KRISHNAN: 
The hon. Minister said that the Gov¬ 
ernment are keeping vigilant eyes on 
checking the spurious drug manufac¬ 
ture. I would like to know categori¬ 
cally what steps the Government is 
taking to see that spurious drugs are 
not produced. I would like to know 
the steps that are going to be taken 
to see that the drug industry is pro¬ 
tected from the manufacture of spu¬ 
rious and adulterated drugs thereby 
the lives of the rest of the people are 
saved.

May I know what is the storage ca¬ 
pacity of the Madras Refinery and 
what is the loss incurred by that re¬ 
finery due to the non-lifting of the 
naphtha from the site? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH. Th e storage 
capacity of Madras Refinery is very 
limited because their customers— 
Madras fertilisers—are in the same 
campus. I n our country our storage 
capacity has been somewhat smaller 
than in many other countries be¬ 
cause it costs a lot of money and in¬ 
volves a lot of managerial cost also. 

I do not think the loss will be very 
heavy because it has already been 
disposed of and the problem sorted 
out. 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA: 
May I know w hat is its impact on 
fertiliser production because more 
tha n 80 per cent of fertilisers depend 
on naptha? For want of electricity, 
Nangal Project is shut out. May I 
know whether this naphtha could be 
deviate^ for fertiliser production to 
any other factory other than the 
Madras factory? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOASH; .The acci¬ 
dent was due to the erosion of the 
lining of the pipeline and it was 
closed down only for 21 days. From 
14 th July it has commenced produc¬ 
tion again. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: Last 
time when the Minister was replying 
to the question he said that because 
of the short availability of ; naptha 
certain factories using naptha -have 
been advised to divert to some other 
material.Buttfae other day w« wad 
in the paper's that naptha la being 
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exported. Whe n ou r factories are 
starving because of non-availability 
of naptha, may I know whether it is 
a fact that naptha is being exported? 

MR. SPEAKER: I may inform the 
hon. Member that this is not a gene¬ 
ral question. It is a Very specific ques¬ 
tion about the Madras Refinery. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: When 
the Government have decided to ex¬ 
port naptha, why are our factories 
not being supplied naptha?

htti. Minister the total number of 
railway employees who did not join 
the strike and the total number of 
employees who joined the strike. I 
also want to know the total amount 
spent by way of these concessions 
give n to the railway employees, the 
number of employees who were given 
advanced increments and the num¬ 
ber of persons employed during the 
period of the strike. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA; So far as the 
dedicated railway workers are con¬ 
cerned, we have made our effort to 
fulfil our commitment. As regards 
the financial implications, I cannot 
say what will be the exact amount. 
It will be about Rs. 8-9 crores which 
will go to the dedicated workers’ fa¬ 
milies.

from Assam Fields 

•27. SHRI TARUN GOGOI; 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR:

OH Exploration on Kerala Coast 

*28. SHRI N. SREEKANTAN

Increase tat profitability of Foreign 
Companies In India 

*29. SHRI N. K. SANGHI: 

Will the Minister of LAW, JUS¬ 
TICE AND COMPANY AFFAIRS be 
pleased to state: 

(a) whether during th e last two 
pears, despite any increase in invest¬ 
ment, the profitability of .foreign 
:ompanies operating in India have 
sonttoued to rise; * 


(b) if so, the rate of increase in 
profitability of such companies during 
this period; 

(c) whether American private in¬ 
vestments have earned maximum 

. profits from India; and 

(d) whether this has retarded the 
growth of the Indian* companies and 
if so, Government's reaction in this 
regard? 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE); (a) and (b). The 
last two years for purposes of sup¬ 
plying information on branches of 
foreign companies operating in India 
as asked for in the question would be' 
1971-72 and 1972-73. The requisite 
information for the above two years 
is not readily available since the time 
taken in the preparation of annual 
accounts and in filing the same by 
these companies with the Government 
and the time taken in making overall 
compilations of financial data on these 
companies by the Reserve Bank of 
India who have been making regular 
studies of the various aspects of work¬ 
ing of such companies including their 
profitability, i n normal course would 
result in a time lag of two years or 
so. In view of the above constraints, 
the reply is based on the latest avail¬ 
able information upto the end of 1970- 
71. 


According to the sample studies on 
the Finances of Branches of Foreign 
companies operating in India made by 
the Reserve Bank of India and pub¬ 
lished in the Bank’s Bulletins of March, 
1973 and October, 1973, total assets of 
these companies recorded a fall of 1.5 
per cent to 1969-70 over 1968-69 and 
an increase of 2.6 per cent to 1970-71 
over 1969-70. “Hie profitability ratios 
as represented by gross profits as per¬ 
centage of total capital employed for 
these foreign companies, according to 
the above source ape 7.8 per cent and 
9.8 per cent for 1969-70 and 1970-71 
respectively. 
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(c) As compared with profitability 
ratios for the U.K. companies and for 
companies of other countries, the pro¬ 
fitability ratios for the U.S.A. com¬ 
panies were higher in the two years 
of 1969-70 and 1970-71 according to 
the Reserve Bank of India source. 

(d) No Sir, according to the Reserve 
Bank of India studies as referred to 
in answer to parts (a) and (b) of the 
Question, the growth rate of total as¬ 
sets of Indian controlled public and 
private limited companies has been 
higher in the two years under refer¬ 
ence than that noticed in the case of 
branches of foreign companies operat¬ 
ing in India. 


Contract with American Firms for 
Offshore Oil Exploration 

*30. SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE: 

SHRI S. R. DAMANI: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether any contract has (been 
signed with two American Com¬ 
panies for offshore oil exploration in 
the Bengal and Kutch basins; and 

(b) if so, the main features there¬ 
of? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI D. K. 
BOROOAH): A statement giving the 
requisite information is laid on the 
Table of the Sabha. 

STATEMENT 

During May 1974 two contracts were 
signed, one with M/g Carlsberg India 
Group and the other with M/s Road- 
ing & Rates Oil & Gas Company 
Group, both of U.S.A., for offshore oil 
exploration and production in. the 
Bengal and Kutch Baeins respectively: 

The main terjn* ,of both the con¬ 
tracts «ife: 


(i) the contractor will be given the 
entire fffea of the. besin (approximate¬ 
ly 28,000 sq. kqu. in each case) for 
seismic surveys , and the contractor 
within 2 years will select an area of 
5,000 sq. kms for exploration, opera¬ 
tions and surrender the remaining 
area with data collected and interpre¬ 
ted upto that point of time. By the 
end of the 3rd year the area will be 
reduced to 2,500 sq. kms. and at the 
end of the seventh year the contractor 
will be left with the producing areas; 

(ii) the contractors will commit 
themselves to a work programme and 
a minimum expenditure programme 
for each of the phases backed by 
Bank guarantees; 

(iii) the annual budget and the 
work programme of operations will 
be supervised and approved by a Joint 
Committee of Management consisting 
of three representatives each of the 
contractor and the ONGC; 


(iv) the cost of exploration and de¬ 
velopment will be recovered by the 
contractor upto a maximum of 40 per 
cent of the annual production of oil 
which will be termed as coast ‘oil’ 
subject to the stipulation that amor¬ 
tisation of investment will in any case 
be spread over not less than four 
years. The balance will be ‘profit oil’ 
which will be shared in the ratio of 
65 per cent to the ONGC and 35 per 
cent to the contractor at the lowest 
production slab; this will be increased 
in stages to 80 per cent for the ONGC; 

(v) the contractor will make a con¬ 
cessional supply of a portion of hi t s 
share of the profit oil for meeting 
India’s domestic requirements of oil; 
A special feature of the contracts is 
that the ONGC shall acquire at fair 
market value all the cost oil and the 
contractor’s share of profit oil (ex¬ 
cept for what would be supplied at a 
concessional rate) till India is not 
self-sufficient in' oil supplies; 
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(vi) After the contractor has re¬ 
covered twice his investment 
through the medium of ‘profit oil’, 
the'contractor’s share out of the 
profit will fall sharply to around 25 
per cent of what it would be upto 
that point; 

(vii) on commercial discovery, the 
ONGC can participate upto 10 per 
cent of the venture and there is 
provision for transfer of operator- 
ship to the ONGC by mutual agree¬ 
ment after 11 years from the effec¬ 
tive date of the contracts which is 
1 st August, 1974; 

(viii) in the matter of gas, the 
.first preference will be for Indian 
market and 

(ix) the contract also provide for 
maximisation of Indian personnel 
and for their training as well as for 
the maximum use of Indian goods, 
services efc., subject to competitive 
price, quality and delivery schedule; 

(x) the contracts which are for 
periods of 27 and 24 years would 
be effective from August 1, 1974. 


Production of Crude Oil from Galeki 
Deposits in Assam 

*32. SHRI ISHAQUE SAMBHALI: 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANAN- 
THAM: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether any steps have been 
taken to Commission the Galeki depo¬ 
sits in Assam discovered a s far back as 
1968; 

(b) whether crude production can be 
augmented by two million tonne$ an¬ 
nually if 100 wells are sunk there; 

(c) whether for this purpose the 
Soviet Union has offered the equip¬ 
ment for switching the wells into me¬ 
chanised ones and for their mainten¬

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compressor pipes with special enamel 
coating which eliminates paraffin de¬ 
posits; 

(d) if so, the brqad outlines thereof; 
and 

(e) Government's reaction thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS” (SHRI D. K. 
BOROOAH): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) It Is not possible to make any 
definite assessment at present. 

(c) to (e). The Soviet Union have 
not offered any equipment specifically 
for the Galeki field. Oil field equip¬ 
ment like mobile steam units, com¬ 
pressors, washing units, production 
tubing, enamel coated tubing etc., and 
other handling tools for the Commis¬ 
sion’s various fields have been ordered 
from USSR. Enamel coated tubing is 
to be used in the Assaifi fields on an 
experimental basis to see if paraffin 
deposition can thereby be reduced. 

Impact of Recent Railway Strike on 
National Economy 

*33. SHRI P. NARASIMHA REDDY: 
Will the Minister of RAILWAYS 
be pleased to state: 

(a) the impact of the recent Railway 
strike on national economy; and 

(b) the steps taken or proposed to be 
taken to restore normalcy and viabi¬ 
lity to Railways functioning? 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI L. N. MISHKAJ: (a) Disruption 
of rail transport caused by the recent 
strike not only inflicted losses on the 
Railways but also affected* other sec¬ 
tors of the national economy. It is, 
however, hot possible to assess the 
extent of its impact on the economy 
at this stage. 

(b) Immediately after the with¬ 
drawal pf the Illegal strike on 28th 
May, a vigorous ffilve was launched 
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to restore normalcy to the functioning 
of the Railways knd to make, them 
viable. Besides, a number of conces¬ 
sions have already been announced to 
Improve the lot of railway employees. 

Appointment of Mr. Justice R. S. 

Narnia a* Chief Justice of Punjab 
and Haryana High Court

scheduled labour also will be paid 
either at the local rate, or if the 
same is not available, at the scale 
rate subject to the further provision 
that if either of these rates happens 
to be less than the minimum, then, 
scheduled labour will be paid ,the 
minimum wage fixed by the appro¬ 
priate authority."

The rotor and the 
bearings were airlifted once again to- 
West Germany for repairs. A tho¬ 
rough study of the reasons for the 
repeated failures bad been made by 
the Indian Petrochemical Corporation 
Limited's foreign consultants, the- 
compressor manufacturers and 8 
Professor of University , of A ac H® n .« 
Tlie Indian Petrochemicals Corpora¬ 
tion Limited)Eng4|eers India Limited* 
engineers Were *dao, closely associated. 
After makfri? certain m<riidc*tions to* 
the rotor and the hearings, the com¬ 
pressor was re-commissioned fii March* 
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1874 and the paraxylene unit taw been 
running satisfactorily since then ex¬ 
cept for minor shutdowns due to 
power failures etc.

Optimum Production from Oil Wells 
in Assam by Oil India

(ML) areas in Assam and Aranachal 
Pradesh are concerned. OIL does not 
have any other P.E.L. or M-L. in 
other parts of the country. 

(b) A reservoir simulation system 
(inclusive of computer programmes) 
was purchased by OIL from an outside 
party. This has now been installed/ 
tested satisfactorily in the computer 
at IIT, Madras. The programme in¬ 
volves a number of parameters|factors 
which incidentally do not include 
soil conditions. 

(c) With the help of this 3-dimen¬ 
sional 3-phase model, it is possible to> 
simulate the past performance of the 
sub-surface hydrocarbon reservoir® 
and t 0 predict the future-performance 
of the same with some degree of con¬ 
fidence. This, in turn, will help in< 
proper reservoir management, adop¬ 
tion of remedial measures, fluid injec¬ 
tion programmes, etc. aimed at maxi¬ 
mising the ultimate recovery of oil. 

(d) Yes. 

(e) The simulation model purchased 
by Oil India Limited involves one of 
the most sophisticated computer pro¬ 
grammes presently available in India, 
and Oil India Ltd. was facing difficulty 
i n carrying out the work with the big¬ 
gest computers available in India. 
The successful installation of the- 
simulation model on the IIT (Madras) 
computer towards the end of last year 
obviated the necessity of getting the 
work done oevrseas.

Election Commissi** directed the 
Chief Electoral Officer of the State 
Government of West Bengal to con¬ 
duct an inquiry into the matter and 
the Chief Electoral Officer has sub¬ 
mitted his report 

(b) Groups of youngmen, some of 
them armed with weapons, threatened 
the polling parties either in the small 
hours Of the morning preceding the 
Pall or it different times of the day 
of poll and vitiated dw poH by tam¬ 
pering with the baSotpapers and 
ballot boxes at the eleven polling 


stations in the Gaighata Assembly 
constituency. The Presiding Officers 
were frightened and they yielded to 
threats. At some places, villagers of 
the locality created further disturb¬ 
ance. Thus, the polling arrangements 
at the eleven affected polling stations 
on 24th February, 1974 were disrupted. 

.(c) to (e). in order that such hap¬ 
penings may not occur in future, the 
Election Commission has issued nece¬ 
ssary instructions to the Chief Elec¬ 
toral Officer and the State Government 
to depute adequate police force for 
the safety of polling material, polling 
personnel, voters, etc. The Chief 
Electoral Officer has also been directed 
to carefully instruct the Presiding Offi¬ 
cers about the reasons underlying the 
various rules governing elections so 
that they may fully understand the 
electoral procedure and take neces¬ 
sary action at the appropriate time.

In addition there exists a fairly Strong 
Departmental Welfare Organisation to 
look after the labour and their prob¬ 
lems.

On-rece- 
ipt of such reports the manufacturing 
units ar e contacted and advised o 
ensure supplies of drugs to areas from 
which reports of shortages ** *** 
iv$d and to ensure their continuity of 
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Besides these measures Government ducing formulations unless linked 
have also taken following measures:- with the production of bulk drugs; 


(i) Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals have constituted a 
Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Shri Jaishukhlal Hathi which 
inter alia is engaged in examining 
measures for promoting the rapid 
growth of the drug industry and 
particularly of the Indian and Small 
Scale Industries Sector. 

(ii) Ministry of Petroleum and 
Chemicals h ave also constituted a 
high level group for inter-ministrial 
Co-ordination in the field of drugs 
and pharmaceuticals to resolve any 
problems experienced by the phar¬ 
maceutical industry including pric¬ 
ing of products, production, import, 
availability of raw materials etc.

of drugs in the country.

Starting in 1964 with the 
assembly of Broad Gauge locomotives 
received in knocked-down condition, 
subsequently the production was 
diversified to include the manufacture 
of Metre Gauge locomotives also 
(1968). Along with gradually im¬ 
proving production, progressive indi- 
genization has been introduced. 

(b) A statement showing the tar¬ 
gets of production initially envisaged, 
the revised figures and actual achieve¬ 
ments is placed in the Table of the 
House.

I am persu¬ 
aded that the matter calls far urgent 
attention; and it is in this spirit of 
urgency that my Ministry is currently 
considering the future course of 
action". 

SHRT K. LAKKAPPA: Mr. Speaker, 
Sir, once again I would like to bring 
it to your notice and also the House 
that this is a battle between th e capi¬ 
talist society Of 8 gigantic monopoly 
houses and the weaker sections of 
the country which consisted of 8 
lakhs of weavers. Thesp people have 
been r battling against these, monopoly 
housfg .wlu> -are controlling the. life¬ 
line erf > the weaker sections of the 
society. . Government should take 
hnmediete.aciion to see.that the live- 
lihoedsof thsae 8 tekhs vseav^rs is 
protected from . these-, eight, giant 
hsWWe, who^W^Jpe&vh} con- 
t^pp thf liWiine pi thfSf -eight lakhs 
weaifex;s. who, are- spread ,all over, the 
cp^t^^ hand;

We were apprehending the fear all 
along for considerable length of 
time that these ' handlddrti ■ waivers 
arid powerloohi WeaVd*#- livelihood 
would be affected by the socalled con- 
trof of these 1 monopoly houses. Ac¬ 
tually there was a battle’; gbteg oil 
between the spinners, and the socail¬ 
ed poor weavers. In 1968, the Cen¬ 
tral Government promised to come 
to the help of the poor weavers if, 
as a result of the Control and distri- 
. button of yam Order;' the pinners 
did not behave: Since 1983, the so-¬ 
called spinners and the monopoly 
houses have behaved towards the 
weaker sections of the people and 
have controlled the entire economy 
of the country In such a way as to 
cause anxiety to the weaker sections 
in this country. This has- been 
brought to the notice of the Govern¬ 
ment times out of number; The pro¬ 
fits accumulated by the rayon spin¬ 
ners over a period of three years show 
that eight rayon spinners realised in 
a period of three years Rs. 60 croires 
more than What they could realise 
according to the Tariff Commission’s 
report. Is this not an example of 
Government’s own aid to inflation by 
their inaction? Is it not an aid to 
inflation if Rs. 60 crores more cotild 
be accumulated as profits by eight 
spinners and still no action is'taken 
against them for such accumulation 
of profits at the cost of;the weaker 
sections of the people in this country?

control the situation and they should 
find out how the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner's office is functioning. I do 
not know under whose pay-roll the 
Textile Commissioner’s office is 
working, because the way it is func¬ 
tioning is a big hoak and they have 
deliberately delayed the implementa¬ 
tion of mhny of the agreements en¬ 
tered into by the ,hon. Minister. I 
know that the hon. Minister is very 
eager to tak e steps to ease the situ- ■ 
ation as early as possible, but unfor¬ 
tunately the Textile Commissioner’s 
office at Bombay is not yielding. 

When profiteering by the spinners 
exceeded all limits, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment decided in 1968 to impose 
control after obtaining the recom¬ 
mendations of the Tariff Commission. 
Pending that, Government themselves 
had arranged an agreement accord¬ 
ing to which the spinners had been 
getting from the actual users a price 
well above the rate that was ulti¬ 
mately recommended by th e Tariff 
Commission. 1 would like to point 
out that the latest agreement which 
expired on the 31st December, 1973 
had provided 30 per cent of the total 
production to exporters, 52.5 per cent 
for actual users (weavers) and the 
rest for free sale in the open market 
by the spinners. This was the agree¬ 
ment 'between the spinners and the 
weavers. 

As regards the rates realised by 
the spinners from the free sale, I do 
not find any logic. They have been 
selling it in the blackmarket and 
making a very favulous amount of 
money without any reason or rhyme 
and they have not been controlled by 
any legislation. 

The agreements entered into have 
been only interim arrangements 
greatly benefiting the spinners, while 
the Central Government have^been 
teliia|| Parliament repeatedly that the 
Tarlfp Commission’s report had not 
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been made up to date and that was 
being updated. 

I would like to give another illus¬ 
trious example of how the spinners 
have been behaving towards the 
weavers. Though the weavers had 
started negotiating in e October, 1973 
for a n extension of the agreement on 
very reasonable and Just terms, till 
today, the spinners have been bla¬ 
tantly avoiding the settlement of the 
terms. They have not even agreed 
tc the settlement of the issues put 
forward by the weavers. On no occa¬ 
sion have the weavers’ views been 
respected or their opinion has pre¬ 
vailed, so far as the Textile Commis-# 
sioner’s office is concerned. Every ' 
time, it is only the spinners’ views 
which have 'been prevailing, and the 
negotiations as well as representa¬ 
tions by the weavers have failed and 
every time the poor weavers repre¬ 
sented to the Ministry, they have not 
been given any hearing. 

In regard to the economics that 
has been referred to in the statement 
made by the toon. Minister, I would 
like to point out one thing. Under 
the voluntary agreements between 
th e spinners and the weavers, a part 
of the production was always avail¬ 
able for free sale. Under the last 
agreement, it was 30 per cent. Of the 
remaining 70 per cent, 20 per cent 
was being given to exporters of fab¬ 
rics at an agreed price and 50 per 
cent was being given to other actual 
users at a higher price. This is the 
economics of the partial agreement in 
regard to rayon yarn. 

As regards rayon yarn, I would like 
to point out that the profits that the 
rayon spinners hav e made are very 
huge eve n according.to thefr own 
statement As against 15 per cent on 
capital employed, as recommended by 
the Tariff Commission, the spinners 
have been making ag much as 38 per 
cent as shown by the figures based on 
their own balancflfcsbeets which show 
profits as percentage of capital em¬ 
ployed. I n tbe light of this, how is 
it logical for the hon. Minister to sdy < 
that because of this - production had ■■ 
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been deteriorating? Who is fixing up 
the actual production?' These facto¬ 
ries are running not under the con¬ 
trol but with the connivance of the 
Textile. Commissioner. They will 
never disclose what is the actual pro¬ 
duction. As far as the spinner are 
concerned no agency has . been creat¬ 
ed to assess the correct position as 
to how much they are producing and 
how much they are selling in the 
black market. Is there any indepen¬ 
dent agency set up by the Ministry 
to find this out? This is a most im¬ 
portant thing bearing on the Tariff 
Commission’s report. 

MR. SPEAKER; It is not my 
hobby to ring the tell. It is for your 
attention. Please sit down. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA: I would 
like to complete this part. These 8 
spinners have been operating without 
any regulation of price. In regard to 
nylon, four spinners entered into an 
agreement with weavers only regard¬ 
ing the price. The distribution was 
in their own hands which gives them 
scope to exploit the small weavers. 
JK’s. delivered only about l|3rd of the 
yarn. According to the agreement 
between the spinners an^ weavers, 30 
per cent was left to them for free 
sale* Alt the same time, they have 
withheld what is due to the weavers 
and gold that also in the black mar¬ 
ket. For the last seven months, they 
are deliberately avoiding coming to 
an agreement so that the accumulat¬ 
ed production could conveniently be 
sold b* the black market. They have, 
a huge amount of profit. 


Has any inquiry been made in to 
this? Is the Textile Commission 

organisation behaving properly? They 
are wholly in league with the spin¬ 
ners. So I would like to ask whe¬ 
ther the Minister would take steps to 
see that smooth distribution is 
arranged, a distribution controlled by 
Government and working according 
to a statutory system in order to see 
that there is full implementation of 
the Tariff Commission report Also 
is there a time-bound programme ac¬ 
cording to which Government are go¬ 
ing to streamline the machinery and 
see that these poor weavers who 
have been suffering for a long time 
are meted out justice? X also ask 
whether an inquiry will be made 

against the activities of the 8 big 
spinners who have swindled this 
country and held it to ransom., I de¬ 
mand such an inquiry. 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
The hon. Member has made a lengthy 
comment. I woul<j tak e only the . 
main points from his speech and r 
make my submission briefly on each • 
of them. I admit that because jOf j 
shortage, the spinners in some cases 
made considerable profit, but that is ' 

mainly because of th e conditions of ;

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PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, I have stated that high prices is 
not entirely due to the shortage of 
production. Shortage of production 
is very much there, but it is partly 
also,' perhaps I may say substantially, 
because of the spinners’ refusal to 
play their due role. 

SHRI SATPAL KAPUR: What is 
the duty of the Government? 

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Since the spinners did not play their 
role, therefore, we have evolved an 
arrangement. o n the basis of the 
Tariff Commission’s recommendation. 

O n the question of distribution, as 
I have already referred to, there are 
two views. The constructive sugges¬ 
tions made by the hon. Member will 
bfe taken into account while we take 
the final decision. But it should also 
be borne in mind that some of the 
looms for which the demands have 
been put forward, very strongly and 
loundly, are not geniUne. When we 
make our arangements for distribution 
' to the weavers, we should see that the 
authorised looms rightfully get pre¬ 
ferential treatment. If we treat both 
bogus and genuin e weavers alike, it 
would b e unfair to the genuine wea¬ 
vers. So, the question of distribution 
is not so very simple. I take note 
of the difficulties rightly pointed out 
by the hon. Member. When w e take 
the final decision, we would see that 
the best possible arangement within 
the constraints is evolved.

PROF. p. P. CHATTOPADHYAYA: 
Sir, certain things have already been 
done, li I am asked what I am doing 
to do, I woul<j say that I will try 
to set things right. But, as said, 
there are certain difficulties. The Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner’s role has been cri¬ 
tically referred to. As you will kind¬ 
ly appreciate, these handloom looms 
have to be registered' with the Tex¬ 
tile Commissioner. So, in the matter 
of allotment, he cannot be kept out¬ 
side. He is very much in the picture. 
You will be perhaps, surprised to 
know that out of the total number 
of looms in the country, that is, out 
of 1,50,000 looms, .about 50,000 looms 
are bogus. One lakh and five or six 
thousand are genuine. The demand 
when .it is placed before me for ful¬ 
filment is a demand for one lakh and 
fifty five thousand whereas only one 
Xskh are registered. It is a very di¬ 
fficult situation. If I hav e tq meet the 
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entire demand, then the production 
that is available is not wily inadequat| 
but is hopelessly inadequate. Besi 
des, you will mid that soma of th 
raw materials necessary for the pro 
duction of synthetic yam are nti 
available in the country; for example 
for the production of nylon yarn, w 
have to import caprolactum and ce 
prolactum is as precious as gold; got! 
can be bought but caprolactum carf 
not be. Similarly, viscos filament an] 
rayon filament are not availabl 
There are certain constraints whic| 
are not man-made. These are th| 
difficulties and 1 say these difficulty | 
not to minimise our responsibility <f r 
the responsibility of the Textile Coir|; 
missioned I can repeat what I haw 
already said that we are frying to evo¬ 
lve arrangements where the weave f, 
need not depend entirely on tit, 
whims and caprices of the spinneif;

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are suffering. I entirely agree with 
the Minister that all are not small 
units. There are medium and big 
units. There are three categories, 
small, medium, and big units which 
can be called composite who have 
their own processing plants and 
accommodation for exports. It so 
happens that big units are dominating 
over small units and those who suffer 
are the small weavers I come from a 
constituency where there are not less 
than 20,000 looms working on art silk 
and synthetic yarn. When the question 
of Small weavers’ interest comes the 
Textile Commissioner is having sym¬ 
pathy with the big associations and 
big units. If you adopt 100 per cent 
statutory price control and distribu¬ 
tion control, then, you have to safe¬ 
guard the interest of the small wea¬ 
vers and actual weavers. We have to 
eliminate absentee landlords. We 
have eliminated them in respect of 
lands by legislation. But in the weav¬ 
ing industry this absentee landlordism 
continues. There are units who own 
the looms, hire them out, but retain 
the quota and reap the harvest of 
profits by selling the quota. If you 
enforce the 100 per cent control what 
will happen to the actual users? They 
will not be in a position to get yarn 
from the open market, as it is con¬ 
trolled hundred per cent. If 100 per 
cent price control is imposed on rayon 
yarn then the price control should 
also be enforced on rayon fabrics. 
Art silk fabric is not a luxury now 
Some years back it was a luxury. But 
npw the common . man purchases 
cotton cloth at Rs. 5 or more per 
metre.

So, at the same rate, he buys the 
art silk cloth. So, in that case, the 
price control should also come into 
play on art silk doth, otherwise the 
common man will suffer. I would 
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incumbent upon the Textile Commis¬ 
sioner to see that the agreement' is 
enforced at both ends—spinners as 

well as weavers ends. It happens 
now that the Textile Commissioner 
tosses weavers from pole to pole and 
asks them to meet the spinners and 
come to some agreement Then what 
is the Textile Commissioner doing? Is 
it not his job to see that tbe agree¬ 
ment comes into force? As Shri 
Bhatia, my colleague, rightly pointed 
out if you are supplying raw materials 
to these spinners, it is for you to see 
that they give the production to the 
weavers and see that the same is not 
sold in black-market thereby (^eating 
a parallel black money economy, on a 
very huge scale. At present if he 
sells the yarn at Rs. 10 a kg. on bill 
one has to pay an advance of Rs. 15, 
cash unaccountable. Then only the 
goods are delivered These practices 
should 'be curbed and banned. I would 
now like to ask the hon. Minister 
whether he would think of establish¬ 
ing a cooperative unit in the spinners’ 
section. No more units should be 
allowed to come up in the private 
sector. If new units are allowed to 
come they should be either in the 
public sector or in the cooperative 
sector. 

Recently, in Gujarat, a polyester 
fibre unit has come up in the coopera¬ 
tive sector. Maharashtra and Gujarat 
have combined together and the unit 
is going to be set up very soon. In 
the same way, I think, the Minister 
should also consider this point as to 
whether the weavers’ consumer co¬ 
operative societies can be given a 
licence to put up a spinning plant so 
that the Government, from the experi¬ 
ence of the cooperatives can conveni¬ 
ently enforce the price control on 
private spinners.

I have already expressed that there 
was an unintended delay in submit¬ 
ting the Tariff Commission's . Report 
and in placing the same before the 
House. I must say here that the 
Tariff Commission was asked to make 
it upto-date. Because three years 
have elapsed already in submission of 
the report, the data on the basis of , 
which the recommendations of the 
Commission are made may be out of 
date. We have asked the Tariff Com¬ 
mission to do that quickly. They said 
that they cannot do it quickly. Since 
this is a scientific thing, they said that 
this has to be done accurately and 
precisely. Anyway we have done our 
best. Several other- factors have also 
to be borne in mind. For example, a 
part of the yarn has to be given to 
the exporter at a low price, lower 
than the cost of production even. I 
should say here that the synthetic 
yarn’s price in this country is lower 
than the price prevailing in the inter¬ 
national market. So, our goods 
should be competetive enough so that 
we may earn the foreign exchange. 
Therefore, we have to sell a part of 
our production at a very low rate, 
lower than the cost of production 
even. The Tariff Commission price 
has been fixed on an identical basis 
on the entire production. Because a 
part of it has to be given at the lowar 
price, lower than the cost of produc¬ 
tion, we have to see that a part of 
our total production is set apart and 
sold at the market price so that it can 
compensate the losses incurred on that 
score. I can only say this much.

PROF. D. P. CHATTOPAPHYAYA: 
You will kindly bear with me tot a 
®iuute that though 1 entirely agree 
with.- what you have said, still certain 
factors have got to.be borne in mind. 
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As regards the part of the yam to be 
sold to the exporter, we shall se e that 
that part is taken care of by us. If the 
voluntary agreement has not worked 
as I have admitted, the alternative 
arrangements that we are making 
will be more satisfactory. But as you 
will kindly appreciate, there are some 
legal questions became some writ 
petitions are already before the High 
Court. So, the way the distribution 
control and other sort of control is 
enforced and in what way it is to be 
enforced has to be carefully formu¬ 
lated, so that it does not invite any 
objection from the law court. There¬ 
fore, we are looking into the matter. 

As regards distribution, as you have 
yourself seen, hon. Members them¬ 
selves are not unanimous whether it 
should be distributed through the 
association or through the State Gov¬ 
ernments. So, both views have to be 
taken into account before we take 
a final decision, but the decision will 
be taken very early.

The Palk 
Bay, which constitutes historic waters 
of India and Sri Lanka, is some 18 
miles wide at its entrance through 
the Palk Straits, and has an average 
width of some 28 miles. <

The issue of deciding Indian and 
Shri Lanka claims to Kachchativu 
was closely connected with determin¬ 
ing the boundary line between India 
and Shri Lanka in the waters of the 
Palk Bay. The entire question of the 
maritime boundary in the historic 
waters of the Palk Bay required 
urgently to be settled, keeping in 
view the claims of the two sides, 
historical evidence, legal practice and 
precedent and in the broader context 
of our growing friendly relations with 
Sri Lanka. 

Kachchativu has always been an 
uninhabited island. Neither Sri Lanka 
nor India has had any permanent 
presence there. During the long 
colonial period the question whether 
Kachchativu was part of India or part 
of Ceylon was frequently discussed, 
with the Governments of the day 
putting forward claims and counter 
claims. In recent yean, both coun¬ 
tries had agreed that there should be 
no unilateral action which would seek 
to change the undetermined status of 
Kachchativu, pending a final solution 
to be reached through amicable bila¬ 
teral efforts. 

I would particularly like to draw 
the attention Of Honourable Members

Exhaustive research of historical 
and other records was made by our 
experts on Kachchativu and every 
available piece of evidence collected 
from various record offices in India, 
such as in Tamil Nadu, Goa and 
Bombay, as well as abroad in British 
and Dutch archives. An intensive 
examination of evidenee.and exchange 
of views took place, specially during 
the past year, between senior officials 
of the two Governments. This ques¬ 
tion of Kachchativu, for the reasons 
I have just explained, had necessarily 
to be dealt with as part of the broader 
question of the boundary in the Palk 
Bay so as to eliminate the possibility 
of any further disputes on similar 
matters in these historic waters. 


On the basis of a dispassionate 
examination of the historical records 
and other evidence, and keeping In 
mind the legal principles and also 
keeping in mind our policy and prin¬ 
ciple of peaceful settlement of dispu¬ 
tes, I feel confident that the Agttee- 
ment demarcating the maritime boun¬ 
dary in the Bay, will bo consi¬ 
dered as fair, just and equitable to 
both countries. At the samp time, I 
wish to remind the Hbn'bfelMembera 
that in concluding this Agreement the 
rights of fishing, pilgrimagehhd navi¬ 
gation, which both sides have enjoyed 
in the past, have been fuBy safe¬ 
guarded for the-future.

The coordinates* of the positions 
specified in Article 1 are geographical 
coordinates and the straight lines 
connecting them are indicated in the 
chart annexed hereto which has been 
signed by the surveyors authorised 
by the two Governments, respectively. 

Article 8 

* The actual location of the afore¬ 
mentioned positions at sea and on the 
seabed shall be determined by a 
method tobe mutually agreed upon 
by the surveyors authorized for the 
purpose by the two Governments, 
respectively. 

Article 4 

Each country shall have sovereignty 
and exclusive jurisdiction and control 
over the waters, the islands, the con¬ 
tinental shelf and the subsoil thereof, 
falling on its own side of the afore¬ 
said boundary. 


Having examined the entire question 
from all angles and taken into account 
the historical and other evidence and 
legal aspects thereof.

Member would no doubt be aware 
that in the year 1921 when both Sri 
Lanka and India were under British 
rule, fishery line had been decided by 
the British Government because they 
had control over both Sri Lanka as 
well as India. I am sure that the hon. 
Member know that the 1921 fishery 
line was a line which was about three 
or three and a half miles west of the 
Kachchativu. That is, to {he western 
side of the fishery line was the ex¬ 
clusive fishery right of the Indian 
citizens and to the east of that was 
the right of Sri Lanka fishermen.

*SHRx J. MATHA GOWDER (Nil- 
giris): Mr. Deputy Speaker, Sir, while 
speaking yesterday on the Budget of 

Gujarat State, I was referring 

how the Government of India 
have failed to take effective 

measures to curb the growing corrup¬ 
tion, malpractices, black-marketing 

etc. in the State. Instead, the ruling 
party at the Centre has been trying 
lo perpetuate its hold on the State. 
As an example, I would refer to the 
leakage of provisions of the Ordin¬ 
ance promulgated by the President on 
6th July, 1974 regarding dividends. I 
do not know whether any Minister is 
responsible for this leakage or whe¬ 
ther any highly placed bureaucrat is 
responsible fo- this. But the leakage 
of the provisions of this Ordinance has 
greately helped a few monopoly firms 
in the State of Gujarat. I wounder 
how only a few big monopoly indus¬ 
trial firms in Gujarat were able to get 
prior intimation regarding the provi¬ 
sions of this Ordinance. The Atul . 

Products Company,’Gujarat Fertili¬ 
sers, Baroda Rayon Company and 
Century 1 Mills were able to disgorge 
their shares in the market much in, 
advance of the promulgation of this 
Ordinance and they were able to 
make a profit of more than Rs. 50 
lakhs before the Ordinance was issu¬ 
ed. I am constrained to remark that 
the ruling Congress Party at the Cen¬ 
tre would naturally take advantage 
of the unexpected windfall for these 
industrialists of Gujarat. These indus¬ 
trialists also must be oeholden to the 
Tamil. 
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Government ofdndia tor the timely 
leakage of the Ordinance on Divi¬ 
dends and they would be only too 
willing to contribute substantially to 
the election funds of the ruling Con¬ 
gress Party. It will not be any sur¬ 
prise if the Congress Party wins a 
landslide victory in Gujarat, with the 
financial assistance of these very 
same industrialists at Gujarat. • 

1 will not he fa r from truth if I 
say that the leakage of the Ordinance 
has been intentional "Because the ele¬ 
ctions in Gujarat are fast approach¬ 
ing. I would like to know whether 
this is the manner in which the Gov¬ 
ernment of India are going to tackle 
the rampant corruption and black- 
market in the State of Gujarat. It 
looks as though the ruling party is 
keen to derive maximum advantage 
from corruption and blackmarket. As 
I pointed out yesterday, the ruling 
Congress Party at the Centre is in 
collusion with monopoly industrialists 
for fighting the election battle. Other¬ 
wise, only a few industrial giants 
would not have got prior information 
about the provisions of the presiden¬ 
tial Ordinance on Dividends. 

Sir, the former Chief Minister, Shri 
Chimanbhai Patel, belonged to the 
Congress Party against whom allega¬ 
tions of corruption were levelled at by 
the Congress Party members. Im¬ 
mediately after the fall of his Minis¬ 
try, Shri Chimanbhai Patel was ex¬ 
pelled from the Congress Party, as 
if that is the only action the Govern¬ 
ment of India and the Congress Party 
at the Centre can take against him 
for all his misdeeds.

rect by the following two incontro¬ 
vertible factors. The allocation of fer¬ 
tilisers to the State of Gujarat has 
been reduced by 50 per cent. Second¬ 
ly, during the period January to June,. 
1974, that is to say, immediately after 
the fall of the popular Ministry and 
the dissolution of th#* Assembly, more 
quantities of foodgrains than the actual 
allotment from the Central Pool have 
been rushed to the State of Gujarat, 
as mentioned in reply t<j a starred 
question yesterday I would like to 
know whether this should not have 
been done by the Centre at the time 
when there was massive agitation in 
the State against scarcities of essen¬ 
tial commodities. But, now the Cen¬ 
tral Government would leave no stone 
unturned because of the coming elec¬ 
tions in the State. For the ruling 
Congress Party everything is fair so 
far as fighting an election is concern¬ 
ed. Even, the misery of the people 
will become a handy tool for the 
ruling party to fight an election. 

Coming now to the problem of Guja~ 
rat, the parts of Kutch and Saurashtra 
in Gujarat are chronically backward 
areas. Though the Congress Party 
had been ruling the State since In¬ 
dependence no concrete steps were 
taken for balanced development of 
the State. For example, the Itutch 
area of the State was aflicted by dro¬ 
ught seven times consecutively and 
yet the Famine Code has not been 
made applicable to this -area. I 
wonder whether a short spell of 
President’s rule will be able to do any 
good to the State which has experien¬ 
ced the ineffective administration at 
the Congress Party during the' last 
25 years.

•the people of Gujarat. 

Similarly, Sir/ Kutch area of 
Gujarat is potentially rich in minerals. 
As X pointed out earlier, inspite of the 
iact that Kutch is chronically drought- 
afflicated area and also industrially 
backward, the Central Government 
have not taken, any steps to exploit 
the mineral wealth of Kutch area. 1 
may even term this as criminal act 
of negligence on the part of the Cen¬ 
tral Government. 

Before 1 conclude, I would refer to 
the ghastly atrocities being commit¬ 
ted on Harijans, the children of God, 
in Gujarat. Recently there was 
gruesome murder of Harijans in a 
village in Gujarat. Such atrocities 
should continue to be committed on 
Harijans in the State which gave 
birth to the father of the Nation, 
Mahatma Gandhi by whose name 
the ruling Congress Party swears day 
in and day out is nothing but a cry¬ 
ing shame on the Government of 
India. As we know, the name of 
Mahatma Gandhi is also a political 
•expediency for the ruling party which 
has given a go-by to Gandhism long 
ago. The ruling Congress party does 
not hestitate to exploit the plight of 
Harijans, Scheduled castes and Sche¬ 
duled tribes at the time 0 f elections 
and also to perpetuate its power. It 
looks as though the woeful lot of Hari¬ 
jans and the misery of the millions of 
down-trodden people have become a 
plaything for the ruling Congress 
Party, i am convinced in this view 
of mine when I see the continuous 
repetition of murder and massacre of 
Harijans in Gujarat which gave birth 
tp Mahatma Gandhi. 

Before I conclude, I" would: appeal 
to the Central Government that they 
shobld- come with a hpa%;hand on 
thc>4e who commit such horrors on 
Hairijaria in Gujarat. 

SHRI P. M.. MEHTA (Bhavnagar): 
Mr, .1^ Sir, Gujarat was 

a progresive peaceful State and the 
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Administration Was / good, Xn 197% 
that is, after the Assembly Election, 
there whs a bitter infighting in the 
ruling party which created an adverse 
impact upon the Administration/ The 
dishonest and corrupt approach of the 
Ministers and the highhandedness of 
a few of their favourites demoralised 
the administration. After dissolution, 
the Governor, his Advisers and some 
Secretaries are trying to tone up the 
* administration. But, I have my Own 
doubts whether they would be able 
to do much because the Central Gov¬ 
ernment itself is indifferent, callous 
and negligent enough and it is giving 
step-motherly treatment to Gujarat 
1 can give you an example. Take 
the Cotton Corporation which is un¬ 
der the control of Commerce Ministry. 
The Cotton Corporation purchased 
2,00,000 bales from the State of Pun¬ 
jab and they purchased only 2,900 
bales or so from Gujarat. The stock 
of Gujarat is to-day more than 1 lakh 
bales of cotton. When the Corporation 
can purchase more cotton bales from 
other States why in the case of Guja¬ 
rat, they tell us that there are no 
funds. Take the case of foodgrains sup¬ 
plies. They supply more foodgrains to 
other States. In the same way, they 
supply more furnace oil for industries 
to other States. Z do not grudge that. 
Let them supply adequate quantity 
to other States. Why should they 
give this step-motherly treatment to 
Gujarat in the matter of food supplies, 
cottQn, furnace oil and other things? 

1 now come to some of the Demands. 
First of all, I shall taken up. Demand 
Nos. 40 and 41—Civil Supplies, Food 
and pivil Supplies Department and 
then I shall take up Demand Nos. 
52 and 55—Agriculture, Forests .and 
Cooperation Department. There is 
acute shbrtage of cement, coal, 
tyres and tubes, mobile oil, fertilisers 
and other essential commodities. But, 
all these qommodities are made avai¬ 
lable in plenty if only you pay more. 
That means §11 . these commodities 
are available in plenty in black 
market In that way; the Administra¬ 
tion has foiled to prevent the black- 
marketing. 
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Now, the sowing season is more or 
less over in Gujarat. And farmers 
did not get the required fertilisers 
and seeds inadequate quantity. I think 
that this time the agricultural produc¬ 
tion will suffer and shortages would 
adversely affect the agricultural pro¬ 
duction. For example, shortate of 
fertilisers was of the order of 70 per 
cent. Shortage of seeds was of the 
order of 50 per cent. These will, 1 ' 
am sure, adversely affect the agricul¬ 
tural production. In some of the 
districts of Gujarat, rains are delayed 
and, I think even sowing operations 
have not yet taken* place. I therefore 
demand that immediately work 
should be started so as to provide 
work to the landless labourers to earn 
wages. 


I now come to Demand No. 105 
Psnehayats and Health Department. 
I want to put a question to the hon. 
Minister, Shri Ganesh whether he is 
aware of the strange situation that 
has arisen in the Panchayat Adminisi- 
•tration. There is a vacuum in the 
Panchayat Administration. The term 
of the District Panchayats and Taluk 
Panchayats expired. Fresh election 
were not held at all. Because the 
ruling party was losing ground there. 
Now what has happened to it? There 
are no district panchayats or taluka 
panchayats. There are or1 ^ v P reSi * 
dents but these presidents hold 
very little or inadequate powers to 
cope up with the panchayat pro¬ 
grammes. Similarly, the district de¬ 
velopment officers and taluka develop¬ 
ment officers also do not hold adequ¬ 
ate powers. Therefore, the adminis¬ 
tration is at a stand still and no 
works are going on. Further, there 
is no provision in the Act vest powers 
ip the district or taluka development 
officer and hence there is a complete 
vacuum. So, 1 demand that this posi¬ 
tion should be amended either hy 
ordering immediate fresK elections or 
hy issuing some ordinance voting 
fr&h end adequate powers ift the 
of tite taluka and district pan- 
chayat offices*. 
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Then, j come to DeinkhiS No, 10# 
relating to public health and drink¬ 
ing water supply. The Public Health 
Department has failed to implement 
some of the sanctioned schemes. X 
can give one example in this con¬ 
nection. There was a drinking water 
scheme for the village Kerala which 
is a part of my constituency, and they 
started the work before a long time, 
but that project has not been com¬ 
pleted. They neglected the sugges¬ 
tions and advice of the local people 
represented by the panchayats. Now, 

I demand that some responsible senior 
officer should be deputed to investi¬ 
gate why the village of Kerala could 
not get drinking water today in spite 
of the having been a sanctioned 
scheme for the purpose. The samfe 
is the position in regard to the drink¬ 
ing water scheme for the village of 
Akwada also. The sanctioned scheme 
there also has been delayed. That also 
requires the attention of higher autho- 
rties. 

Now, I come to Demand No. 98 re¬ 
lating tc machinery and engineering 
ir. "udiries. There is a long pending 
proposal for implementation of a 
Machine-Tools project at Bhavanagar. 
The representatives of the HMT and 
the GUC recently visited Bhavanagar, 
and they have come to seme decision 
to implement this project at Bhava- 
ragar, but I do not know what has 
happened. I would like to know the 
progress made so far. I hope that 
the hon. Minister will throw some 
light on it. 

Lastly, I come to Demand No. 122 
relating to the Public Works Depart¬ 
ment. The PWD has started work to 
bridge the missing links on the coastal 
highway near Bhavanagar to construct 
bridges on Bhavnagar creek and 
Sonarai creek. They started the work 
i n 1972, but the progress has been very 
slow. I think that the work has lag¬ 
ged behind by more than 50,per cent. 
So,. I demand that the authorities 
should attend to this ' ' project ahdf 
complete this wSrk as early as possi¬ 
ble. ■ v .. . r ■- ./ ; ■ 

MS. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The horn 

Minister. ■ .-v'.’ : 
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SHRI P. F.JADEJA (Jamnagar): 
There are some more hon. members 
who Would wish to speak on this. 

SHRI NATWARLAL PATEL (Meh- 
sana): Kindly allow us some time. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Pleased 
sit down. I thought since we had ex- 
ceded the time limit, we should being 
the discussion of the No-Confidence 
Motion round about 3 P.M. I have 
seen your names, but if you are very 
keen about it, that mean s we shall 
have to extend the time by a few 
minutes. I ca.. give you five minutes 
each. ' 

SHRI NATWARLAY PATEL: I a m 
very happy at getting an opportunity 
to speak on the Gujarat Budget. Our 
future development and our impor¬ 
tant problems are concerned with this 
Budget. 

At present in Gujarat there are 
many burning problems. My friend, 
Shri P. M. Mehta referred to one of 
them, namely, cotton. You very 
well know that Gujarat grows one 
third of the total production of the 
country’s cotton. Not only that we 
grow staple cotton which we used to 
import from abroad for which we had 
to spend a huge amount of foreign ex¬ 
change. For the last four years we 
have been growing this cotton. Now 
th e difficulty is that there is no buyer 
in the market and as a result, our 
farmers are suffering a lot. About 
1.10,000 bales are lying with Gujarat 
co-operatives unsold. These belongs 
to the farmers of Gujarat. I had been 
to Bombay recently where I -met the 
Managing Director of CCI and reques¬ 
ted him to start purchasing in Guja¬ 
rat. He has agreed in principle, but 
he was telling me that for want of 
funds he is unable to start purchase 
in the State. So we approached the 
concerned Ministry, Commerce, here. 
That Ministry has ultimately referred 
this matter, to the Finance Ministry. 

I understand Shri Ganesh is aware of 
this problem.. ; 

One thing has to be, understood. So 
far as the Cotton Cooperation is con¬ 


cerned) they cannot start purchasing 
unleSsr and until the Government of 
India provide adequate money for the 
purpose. That ia why I would urge 
upon the hon. Minister to taken up 
this matter immediately., and do 
something about it. 

Another point. In Gujarat, there 
are many big organisations like 
ONGC, the petro-chemical complex 
etc. But so far as employment of 
local people is concerned, they do not 
get an opportunity to work in these 
organisations. I am referring specially 
to class IV and class III categories. In 
other States where Jhere are such big 
employer organisations, naturally the 
local people get the opportunity of 
service there. In this connection, we 
have requested the concerned Minis¬ 
ter. He .has assured us that some¬ 
thing will be done in the matter 
But it is not being implemented. 
That is why I would request the hon. 
Minister to do something i n this 
matter. 

Now I would draw attention to one 
important problem not particularly 
concerning my constituency but relat¬ 
ing to Gujarat as a whole. In the 
State, there are a number of tube- 
wells. As a matter of fact, there is 
very little irrigation system in the 
State. That is why, so many tube- 
wells have been dug in the State. Up 
till now the rate for irrigation in the 
Slate wa.3 round about 35P. per 10,000 
litres which is about 2,200 gallons. 
This has been doubled to 70P. These 
tubewells are for the poor people, poor 
marginal farmers, especially the Hari- 
jan s and other economically backward 
people who take water from these 
tubewells. If the rate i s double, 
naturally they would not be able to 
take this water. What will ultimately 
ha open is that these tubewells would 
come to a standstill and Government 
will incur a loss. 

I would like to touch on one more 
point. At present, there is President's 
rule in Gujarat They are functioning 
well, but there is a difference between 
President’s rule end popular rule. In 
President’s rule, they take up some

If there is a popular government, 
•after taking up something on hand, 
they pursue it. (A popular govern¬ 
ment also has to face public opinion. 
So, popular rule should be restored as 
■early as possible. I do not understand 
my friends on the other side. When we 
"had a popular government, they were 
not happy and they wanted Presi¬ 
dent’s rule. Now they are not happy 
with' President’s rule also. I do not 
understand what they want. Perhaps 
they only want chaos in the country, 
but we would not allow them to 
■create chaos at the cost of democracy.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Shri 
Jadeja. 1 hope he will confine himself 
to the Gujarat budget. 

Sffill D. P, JADEJA (Jamnagar): 
Sir, I am grateful to you for giving 
me an opportunity to speak on^the 
Gujarat budget, which X support I 
would like to place a viewpoint which 
has been rather important to the whole 
of Gujarat State in general and my 
area in particular. Some members 
have already spoken on the drought 
Situation. But I would like to men- 
tioh here that the 1 area from where 
I coiiie. and my adjacent districts 
have a ; 'peculiar drought- situation, 
whicih cannot : b6 solved . by the 
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Narmada issue being settled nor by 
the Rajasthan Canal being brought 
into that area. 

We are surrounded by the sea on 
three sides. We have no major irriga¬ 
tion projects. We have no big rivers, 
hardly to call any perennial river. We 
have no source of conserving rain 
water that we get. Let me assure you 
that since 1968 my region has not 
even had 50 per cent of the average 
rainfall that we normally used to get. 

This year, the drinking water is be¬ 
ing made available to people at a cost 
of Rs. 16/- per .barrel. Today not only 
we have got to vacate our areas but 
we have also to tell our guests and 
friends not to visit us. In this area, 
there is no other alternative, there is 
no other way of giving relief to these 
people as far as drinking water is 
concerned except by having desalina¬ 
tion plant. Whenever we talk of 
desalination plant, it is brushed aside 
by the State Government as well as 
by the Central Government saying 
that it is uneconomical and it is too 
expensive. Does that mean that this 
area can never have sweet water? 
Even in conditions like these, we arc 
suffering today. Will the Government 
not think of trying to find an econo¬ 
mical alternative or trying to make 
a survey to see in what other ".va\ 
they can give drinking water to these 
800 to 344 villages covering about 
12—15 lakhs of population. 

Then, I would like to draw the 
attention of the Government, spe¬ 
cially, the State Government through 
the Union Ministry that in this region 
we have the reclamation scheme. Re¬ 
clamation normally means reclaiming 
waste land or reclaiming saline land 
to be used for irrigation purposes or 
to bring it under sweet water. But in 
our area, the reclamation schemes 
have not/been to reclaim the land hut 
to conserve water which would have 
otherwise flown into the sea. .These 
have come to a standstill for 
quifeeome years. I" am sorry to say 
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that even whatever little water had 
been reclaimed hi this area has been 
drained away by unlawful means’ 
This is where the State Government 
should intervene, should come in the 
picture and try to see that this water 
is conserved and that no more good 
land is taken over by the saline area. 
■m 

Another point that I would like to 
raise is about coastal regions of the 
whole of Gujarat State. I do not know 
why in the last two years, there has 
been a sudden rush from all over the 
country to Gujarat region for fishing, 
entering in fishing industry also. 
Now, what has happened is that 
Gujarat fishermen who have been do¬ 
ing fishing under the indigenous ojd 
system by having country-craft, by 
having small boats which do not have 
mechanisation, have got to compete 
with these new landlords of the sea 
who have come into this region with 
mechanised ships and all that. I 
would like to emhasize that these 
small fishermen should be given 
more subsidy. The Gujarat Govern¬ 
ment is giving it. But they should give 
more subsidy to genuine poor fisher¬ 
men who have been doing fishing all 
these generations and are still con¬ 
tinuing in the same trade. These peo¬ 
ple should be given more subsidy. 
They should be given more assistance 
and protection from the State Gov¬ 
ernment so that their area and their 
resources are not exploited. 

All the same, mechanisation should 
not be stopped. Mechanised fishing 
vessels should be allowed. But they 
should be given a limit, beyond a 
few miles, whatever the Government 
decides. > 

I would also like to draw the 
attention of the Central Govern¬ 
ment that -beyond a few miles, with¬ 
in our territorial limits, there are 
international fishing companies, fore-, 
ign companies, which arc flotog 
fishing trade there and exploiting 
our rich sea resources. If the Guja¬ 
rat Government ^o not have the re¬ 
sources to check this, if they cannot . 
patrol this area, the Central Govern- ■ 
meat should intervene at this moswmt 
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and see that, Gujarat sea coast does 
not suffer in the same manner as the 
coast in south India is suffering. 

Sir, I have a lot other points to 
mention. But as you hav e given me 
a very short time, I would only 
request the hon. Minister to see to 
it it that the programmes which they 
have given to us just now, the recla¬ 
mation scheme, the afforestation 
scheme, slum clearance and develop¬ 
ment of tourism which are very vital 
to the people of Guarat and to the 
national economy, are speedily imple¬ 
mented. They should not think in 
terms of this district or that district 
having an equal share from Ihe State 
Government’s exchequer. Whichever 
scheme is more important, more vital 
for that region should be given prio¬ 
rity over others. 

With these words, supj nrt the 
Demands for Grants.

He spoke very 
feettngly about atrocities in a parti- 
cular viltoge thjere. it to a fact that 
these atrocities are happening ttmra 
> and. not only there in Gujarat but w 
o tof r parts of the country, in §#*te 
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of efforts made through the atiti- 
untouchability laws, and this sort of 
thin^ continues and I think the entire 
House would share the concern of the 
hon. Member in this regard that with 
a heavy hand these atrocities should 
be put an end to because for cen¬ 
turies our brethren have been oppres¬ 
sed and now even when we are our 
own masters it is a pity that this 
scourge should continue. 

Sir, everybody will share the feel¬ 
ings with the hon. Member—I think 
Gujarat Government has taken certain 
steps in this, regard. Yesterday there 
was a heated discussion here. Shri 
Stephen very feelingly stated about 
the steps that have been taken. I 
should congratulate the Gujarat Gov¬ 
ernment for using the powers given 
under the Bombay Police Act and 
for having a sort of a collective fine 
or whatever word we may use on the 
villagers who were responsible for 
this heinous crime that was perpe¬ 
trated on the poor harijans. If they 
had not take n the steps and if ordi¬ 
nary law is to take its own course, 

I think it will be years before any 
punishment could be given. I think 
in an atrocity that was committed on 
the harijans, I think that some sort 
of a punishment of this nature is 
required to be given if at all we want 
to make any dent on this.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: He has not 
touched the points raised about the

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Mr. 
Chavda, you must realise that this is 
a blanket demand involving so many 
ministries. As a matter of fact, each 
demand will be discussed separately. 
The Minister of State for Finance is 
not in a position to givgreplies to all 
that you have said. The only thing . 
that I can say here is that all 


you said would be taken n($e of and 
whatever adinirilstration is there in 
Gujarat they will take note of all 
these things and try to implement 
them. But, I would request that you 
do not insist on a reply from him. 
He is not capable of replying. At the 
moment what we are concerned with 
is whether we should make that 
money available to the President for 
running the Gujarat Administration.

A specific suggestion was made name¬ 
ly that in other cases, compensation 
of a more adequate nature '"yvas 
made. Why is that being denied to 
these harijans? Those who suffered 
during Nav Nirman Samiti move¬ 
ment have all been paid compen¬ 
sation. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; You 
hav e made that point. I leave it to 
the Minister. I do not deny that 
this is a specific point. There are 
many other specific points also. Once 
you take any one specific point, where 
do we discriminate in regard to other 
specific points? I leave it 'to the 
Minister. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; I am 
now on a point of order. I would 
only request you to ask him to give 
detailed replies to the various points 
that were raised by various Members. 
Let the. consolidated replies be laid 
on the Table of the House so that we 
know what steps the government are 
going to take. Our point is that 
sinc e Gpjarat is under President's 
Rule, the Central Government should 
implement at least those matters 
which are urgent and most impor- 
•t^nt. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I cah- 
not 'give any direction that replies 
should be given. The ciily thing thijt 
I can say is that due note should Ibe . 
thfcep all the points made, by the 
h6n, Members and then Gujarat Ad¬ 
ministration should try tp ipiplferoeht 
them ar far as possible.* - 
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SHRI P. M* MEHTA: Xt is custo¬ 
mary to reply to all the points raised 
by the hon. Members, 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Here so 
many ministries are involved. How 
do you expect the Minister to reply 
to all the points concerning so many 
ministries? Let him go On now. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: Shri Mava- 
lankar made many points when he 
spoke on the Cut Motion. Those are 
not related to the present situation in 
Gujarat. They cover the entire 
gamut of th e whole of the develop¬ 
ment of Gujarat. I cannot give reply 
to each of the points. But, I can send 
those points to Gujarat Government 
but on some of the-points to which I 
am required to give my reply, I can 
give my reply. I have plenty of facts 
here about the Gujarat budget, about 
the sectoral allotment, about food 
procurement, about the quantity of 
foodgrains that the Gujarat Govern¬ 
ment have got, about groundnut oil, 
about panchayats, about Kandla port 
an<j so on. It is a sufficiently long 
thing. Those notes are here with 
me. It would not take me long to 
read those notes, and I have marked 
those notes also. Therefore, there is 
no dearth of material which the 
Gujarat officers have given to me, 
and I have gone through it and it 
would not take me long to answer the 
points... 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: Then, you 
may direct him to lay them on the 
Table of the House. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH; I was try¬ 
ing to deal with the general question 
of Harijan atrocities which the hon. 
Member had referred to, but before 
I could complete my submissions on 
that, where also the hon. Member 
shares the concern with me, he had 
raised the question about compensa¬ 
tion being given to them. That was a 
very specific question, and if I would 


treated on a par ; with- the riot- 
affected persons to whom the 
Gujarat Government have given 
a certain compensation. Since horn 
Members have raised this point and 
expressed a certain view, this matter 
could be referred to the Gujarat 
Government. Since there is a very 
specific question, there would have 
been no difficulty in referring it to 
them. But before I could say . that, 
the hon. Member had intervened. I 
was only dealing with the general 
question of atrocities on Harijans. t 
can appreciate the hon. Member’s 
position that perhaps this was a par¬ 
ticular point i n which hon. Members 
were mor e interested. 

The problem of the manually 
driven rickasftiaws which Shri Limaye 
had raised is a human problem. This 
problem has been there at Ahmeda- 
bad. This problem was discussed 
there when Gujarat was part of un¬ 
divided Bombay. There was a ban 
on manually driven rickshaws. Later 
on, the Gujarat authorities felt that 
it was not possible to do away with 
them. Now, they have decided that 
at least those manually driven rick¬ 
shaws which have been i n existence 
for some time would continue. Of 
course, there could be two opinions 
on this. I cannot contest the opinion 
which Shri Limaye has expressed 
that it is a human problem. It is a 
human problem and it dhould be 
solved. The reasoning that the 
Gujarat authorities have given is that 
it would lead to unemployment if 
they are banned, and moreover there 
is fuel shortage today, and, therefore., 
these have been allowed. This has 
been welcomed by certain - sections 
except the auto-rickshaw dealera. 
Still," it is a question which requires 
consideration, and I shall refer ihis 
matter again to the Gujarat Govern¬ 
ment. * 

He had also raised certain ques¬

We claim to be a democracy. Some¬ 
times the Government even goes 
through certain drills to impress 
people all around. For example, 
there was the 15 th Labour Conferen- 
ence. What was the Labour Confer¬ 
ence about and who were all present 
I have got a copy of the same. The 
people who were present were Shri 
G. L. Nanda, the then Home Minister, 
Shri Morarji Desai, Shri Jagjivan 
Ram, Shri Lai Bahadur Shastri, 
Sardar Swaran Singh, Shri K, C. 
Reddy, Shri Abid Ali and Shri L. N. 
Mishra. What did they say? With 
regard to the fixation of minimum 
wage it was agreed that the minimum 
wage was a need-based one and it 
should ensure the minimum human 
needs of the industrial workers irres¬ 
pective of any other considerations. 
When was it? It was in the year of 
grace of 1957. After that, the Con¬ 
gress has been so much noted for 
their promise and performance ration- 
We do not have to tell you anything 
about it.

of the Railway Minister and the over- 
lords of the Railway Board. So, there 
is no dearth of money. Hundreds of 
wagons were found to be containing 
sub-standard coal when they were 
bought from the private sector. But. 
only when it comes to the worker, 
there is a dearth of money. 

Sir, I have to-day received some 
telegrams about the casual workers 
and their retrenchment. They ^^e 
still following a serious policy of 
vindictiveness. I would say that the 
Government should stop it at once. 


The Prime Minister has argued that 
the country cannot afford to pay the 
railway workers more. The 'Govern¬ 
ment presided over by the same 
Prime Minister has, however, ad¬ 
judged that the country can afford to 
give a thumping 40 per cent price in¬ 
crease to rich farmers for their pro¬ 
duce, to further upholster the salaries 
and perquisites of the upper bureau- . 
cracy in the public and private sectors, 
to gift away Rs. 100-120 crores to. 
taxpayers by way of a gratuitous cut 
in tax rates. There is no dearth 
of money but money is in dearth when* ; 
the worker wants it, not otherwise. 
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1 have got a report which has been 
laid on the Table of the House. 1 
cannot say anything very much—it 
is being examined now—but it says 
that Rs. 241,65,05.019 was given as 
exemption in customs in one year 
alone. I do not want to go into de¬ 
tails because it is a confidential docu¬ 
ment. 

AN HON. MEMBER; ICICI? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I do 
not know. I will talk about it later. 

They say that there is a Rs. 400 
crores deficit in the Railways. They 
might give you a cooked up balance- 
sheet. But what I can tell you is that 
the Railways are moving faster 
downwards. It cannot be stopped. It 
is headed by a Minister against whom 
most serious charges of corruption 
and malpractices have been brought 
here—most serious charges ... ( In¬ 

terruptions) . 

I want to ask you. There is an 
allegation. Is it or is it not a fact 
that the Railways have a special 
quota and on the strength of that 
special quota two rakes of coal 
wagons are being given by the hon. 
Minister for consideration of 
Rs. 1.20,000. We want that the House 
should know as to how many rakes 
have been given as a special quota by 
the Railway Board in the last one 
year, because this is a very serious 
matter. 

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(Shri L. N. Mishra): Not even one 
rake has been given. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
have been taking Rs. 1,20,000 a day. 
You have been the most dishonest 
man . . . ( Interruptions) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Bosu, you 
are such a nice speaker. I along with 
other Members of the House have 
been listening to you very patiently. 

I will make a request that you should 
not speak in a language which might 


provike the whole House . . . (Inter¬ 
ruptions) Let be say . . . (Interrup¬ 
tions) . 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE (Banka): 
Is this a Parliamentary Democracy? 
On a point of order, Sir. He has a 
right to make provocative speeches. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I» am on my 
leg 1 : . . . ( Interruptions ) 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: You 
can object to unparliamentary langu¬ 
age. 

SHRI MUKHTIAR SINGH MALIK 
(Rohtak): You are not a teacher, you 
are a Chairman. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: ! 
want to know from you whether the 
Chair is within its rights to object to 
any speech that it is a provocative 
speech. All that he can say is that no 
unparliamentary words c'an be used. 
It is the right of the Opposition to 
provoke the ruling party. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I have a right 
to tell the hon. Members to speak in a 
fashion by which and through which 
the House may be run properly. I 
am always within my rights to advise 
the Members. 

Mr, Bosu Please continue. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: May 1 
make a submission? Please don’t 
take it otherwise, I thought it was 
intimidation from the Chair . . . 

MR. CHAIRMAN: No, No intimi¬ 
dation. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
belong to a particular political party. 
Therefore . . . (Interruptions) I 
am within my limits. Why do you get 
identified. . . (Interruptions), 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Bosu, you 
may continue your speech: 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
role of the All < fndia Radio is most 
deplorable, especially during the 
railway strike. Even the staff artists* 
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association there has protested against 
this saying that not only fabricated 
but concocted Government version 
was put on the air which was anti¬ 
people, anti-working class. I would 
request the Government to give up 
its attitude of vindictiveness, to see 
the writing on the wall, to come down 
to brasstacks. In any case you are 
ruining the railways, do not make it 
faster, that is all I would say. Soon 
after the railway strike Government 
took an anti-social action. What is it? 
Government imposed on the working 
classes an ordinance of wage freeze, 
wholly unjustified, I may say. The 
frozen money which they w ,- ll pay 
now will be much dearer at this rate 
new than at the time when you repay 
the money after two years. Who will 
lose money? The poor man will lose 
the money. And I ask Mr. Chavan 
here: Will not the administrative 

cost neutralise the so-called benefits 
of the collection? I asl. Has not the 
money supply gone up? How will 
the small man survive xf you fail to 
check the price rise altogther? Is it 
not a fact that the present wage is 
based on the 1960-61 price index? 
Does not the wage earner excluding 
the agricultural labour, constitute 
only two per cent of the total popu- 
laion? Dr. Rao is looking hard at me. 
Am I not right? Now, by this wage 
freeze wheat benefit you want to 
bring on the economy of 55 crores of 
people in this country? Is it not a 
fraud, Mr. Chairman, Sir? The Re¬ 
serve Bank’s ■ survey has clearly 
shown that the share of salaries and 
wages in gross value of industrial 
production has gone down. In case 
somebody were to dispute me, I look 
the trouble of carrying this volumin¬ 
ous document. This survey has said: 

As may be observed from Table 2 
while manufacturing expenses as 
percentage of value of production 
at current prices of the large public 
limited companies have by and large 
iemained the same at around 55 
per cent during the six years 1965- 
66 to 1970-71 the wage costs in¬ 
cluding employees’ welfare expenses 
fci-ve declined. 
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lhat is the position today and on top 
of it you want to do this. You wanted 
l > link up wage with- productivity. 
What happened to that" Your pro¬ 
duction has gone up as the National 
Labou** Commission has said clearly, 
by 63 per cent and the rest wages 
have remained static. If anybody 
w»nts to see tb's I can show this docu¬ 
ment. According to the Annual Survey 
of Industries salaries as percentage of 
value added have declined from 55.8' 
per cent in 1961 to- 53.3 per cent in 
1969? Can yCt* dispute this? The 
deterioration today is much faster 
and between the drill and the actual- 
trend the gap is as large as ever. 

Your consumer price index formula¬ 
tion is wholly a fraud meant to cheat 
the workers. In West Bengal, a Gov¬ 
ernment Expert Commission has re¬ 
vealed that the workers were cheat¬ 
ed. The trade unions calculated i« 
at Rs. 300 crores through manipula¬ 
tion of base year. On teh one hand 
you are doing this and on the other 
hand you are adding fuel to the fire. 
You are not only allowing the profi¬ 
teers and hoarders to plunder but 
you yourself allow the price rise with¬ 
out any 'justification whatever to 
please the monopoly masters of yours 
on wheat, rice; fertiliser, vanaspathi, 
bread, soap, textile, baby food and 
so many other things that you require 
every day. 

Look at the fantastic profit that 
they have made on fertilisers. They 
were allowed a rise of 90 per cent. 
Here is a Government document and 
in reply to my query it says:

Year ending 30-9-1970 Rs. 282.25 

Year ending 30-9-1971 Rs. 245.20* 

Year ending 30-9-1972 Rs. 737.40* 

Mr. Yadav, it is very near your 
house. They have made such huge 
profits and yet you want to give the 
price rise. Otherwise, you will not 
be able to stay in power. Take vanas- 
pati. 
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Hindustan Lever Ltd., 1970. On 
Soap and Vanaspati—two major 
items: 

Rs. 5,36,72,000. 

It was of a Dutch origin but a British 
subsidiary—a beautiful organisation. 

In 1971 and 1972 the profits earned 
are: 

Rs. 7,45,59,000 
Rs. 10,50,000. 

Now you want to give a price rise 
to dalda. They won't survive other¬ 
wise and Mrs. Gandhi's coffer won’t 
be filled. This is a wonderful marri¬ 
age of Hindusthan Lever with the so¬ 
cialist leader,' Smt. Indira Gandhi. 
Look at their own balance sheet. If 
you read the Chairman’s speech of 
Messrs Shaw Wallace and Co., my 
head hangs in shame. Last year, they 
made a record profit. This year they 
increased it at 99 per cent over the 
1972 profit. Socialism has gone to the 
top on the) dead bodies of the human 
beings of India. 

Take the textiles. You gave a 37£ 
per cent rise in the last session. What 
is the profit margin? I do not want 
to read it. But I may tell you that 
in the last fifty years or so, the 
Bombay Textile people had mfver 
made so much of profit but in one year 
their equity price appreciated to the 
tune of 140 per cent. Mr. Sinha, this 
is the socialism that this Congress 
stands for. What a joke it is—the 
dividend freeze! You are only cus- 
"todying the money for a long time at 
a high rate of interest at the hands of 
both Indian and foreign monopolies. 
This is an era of Mrs. Indira Gandhi. 
It has never been so good. Somebody 
told me in a gathering. Even the 
‘Illustrated Weekly of India’ says that 
■—this is not a C|P!I| (M) paper. It 
■says:— 

’ '“Call it neo-colonialism or use 
• any other word, the fact is that 
forflign firms have bled the country 
white. No one has ever computed 
the cost, let alone taken effective 


measures of control, because so many 
politicians and bureaucrats—along 
with company executives—have a 
finger in the pie. Worse, all this 
has debased morality and turned 
thei elite into zealous torch-bearers 
of a degrading Coca-cola-cum- 

chewing-gum culture.”

There are so many others who are pro¬ 
ducing so many things. They are 
their God-fathers. You cannot touch 
them. I challenge that if you touch 
them, you will be destroyed the next 
day. When the Foreign Exchange 
Regulations Bill came up, I requested 
for a simple thing namely to put a 
ceiling on their remittances. Tint 
was even unacceptable. A senior 
civil servant told me that when Mrs. 
Gandhi presided over a Cabinet meet¬ 
ing, she said "no, it cannot be done’. 

SHRI K. MANOHAR'AN (Madras 
North): Who is that senior officer? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Now, I 
come to black money. The real evil 
today is the parallel economy of which 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi and her Gov¬ 
ernment is a product. Those who run 
that parallel economy must be left* 
untouched because the very existence 
cl this Government depends on black 
money. That is why she has suppres¬ 
sed the Wanchoo Committee’s interim 
report which had insisted on de¬ 
monetisation in 1970 of an estimated 
amount of Rs. 7000 crores. She did 
not show it to her Cabinet colleagues 
in case it leaked out. Now, today’s evil 
is very much based on black money 
and the proteefbr of black' money is 
the Prime Minister herself. In 1970 it 
was Rs. 700 crores and now it must be 
multiplied by some factor. 
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Now, the AICC wants to make black 
; money white. So, the proposal is to 
•take steps to put black money into 
productive use. Wonderful! They want 
‘to open the floodgates. Why then did 
■they wait for so long? They want to 
r do it now so that they can reap the 
harvest of the 1976 elections. I quite 
-understand it. 

Shrimati Indira Gandhi may kindly 
'tell us how if she is so much against 
black money, Mr. Babu Chand Jindal 
has remained director of her son’s 
company, the Maruti; whose premises 
■were raided and whose lockers were 
raided and who had a fight with the 
income-tax people. I want to find out 
•all these things. Why is she telling 
them to ‘maintain black money for my 
sake’ I charge her with this. We sug¬ 
gested cost account audit for the in¬ 
dustry. We suggested detection of in¬ 
flated cost of production and deflated 
sales revenue. But Gjvernment are 
.actually reversing the process. 

The biggest problem, the creation of 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi and her Gov- 
■ ernment today is the price rise caused 
by artificial scarcity. In 1973-74 it was 
the highest ever recorded. On Govern¬ 
ment’s admissions, in 1973-74 on the 
■wholesale basis, the rise was 22.7 per 
cent; in the period 1971—73, the rise 
at the retail level was 52 per cent; in 
one month alone, the rise at the retail 
level was 11 per cent. In many items, 
during Shrimati Indira Gandhi’s reign 
I do not say ‘regime’—during 1971— 
‘.74, it was 300 per cent, 

"They have scuttled procurement and 
public distribution. The total stock in 
this country with the States and the 
Centre is no more than 3.8 million 
tonnes. And they want to make that 
gentleman the President because he 
has procured only this much. The pro¬ 
curement target in the case of coarse 
grains was 16.5 lakh tonnes, "(vhile the 
actuals till 13th July this year were 
-only 3.69 lakhs tonnes. The rabi pro. 
•curement was one-third of last year, 
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although, the production has increased 
this year. The releases to the public 
distribution system are down to half 
that is, five lakhs tonnes each month. 
Two rises are due to the employees ac¬ 
cording to the Third Pay Commission’s 
report. Now, they have come with a 
heavy hand with the wage-freeze 
proposal. I wish Dr. V. K. R. V. Rao 
who is sitting here had opened his 
mouth a little earlier. The people who 
are going to gain from the present in¬ 
flation are big farmers, traders, mono¬ 
polists, big landlords and commodity 
dealers. But Dr. Rao should know that 
they are the patron-saints of his party 
and they cannot annoy them for if 
they did so, they would go out of 
existence. He may ask his Prime 
Minister who is the leader and she will 
tell him. 


Now, they say that they will im¬ 
mobilise 5 per cent of the total money 
supply. Actually,, between April and 
June 1974 the money supply expanded 
by 5.9 per cent, that is. by Rs. 638 
crores as against Rs. 490 crores during 
the same period in 1973. I am sorry 
to use a word which my hon. friends 
opposite may not like; the wind- 
bagged Prime Minister of this country 
savs many things. For instance, what 
did she say? Mrs. Gandhi said that the 
rising prices posed a big problem and 
it was no consolation to say that it was 
a world phenomenon. So long she has 
been constantly saying that it is a 
world phenomenon and so, we need 
not grumble. But suddenly she 
sumersaults. She thinks that she is 
the only person who keeps clippings 
and dissiers on Ministers and Opposi¬ 
tion leaders but we took weep things 
and can produce things. Earlier what 
did she say On 13th October, she 
said ‘that these problems are not only 
being faced by India but by richer and 
more powerful countries like America 
and England. But immediately after¬ 
wards she says that the world pheno¬ 
menon has nothing. to do with us. 
What is wonderful preformance! At 
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the same time, she further said—this 
was on 30th September: 

"Mrs. Indira Gandhi today fore¬ 
warned the nation that there was no 
immediate escape from the rising 

prices-She told the people ‘You 

have waited for many years. Can’t 
you wait for another six months or 
a year’?” 

This was on 30th September 1973. Will 
Shri Shamim kindly calculate if you 
have crossed six months? 

Then 30th October: 

“Prime Minister Indira Gandhi 
said today the worst was over for the 
country’s economy and from next 
month onwards things would im¬ 
prove for the better”. 

What a windbag we have got at the 
top sitting on us? She always talks 
through the back of her hat—she has 
not got a hat, I see. 

The Government of India’s sole 
motto is repression. It is a semi-fascist 
State. You do not have money for 
anything. But for th^ Central Police 
from Rs. 3 crores in 1950 you have 
come to Rs. 169 crores last year. Three 
to 169! The State Police? From Rs. 13 
crores in 1946 when the British were 
here, when there were turmoil and 
communal riots, today it is Rs. 313 
crores. The only difference is of 3—3 
to 313. Mrs. Gandhi should understand 
these things. But I really do not think 
she does. 

Your economy, cut, Mr. Chavan—do 
not go to sleep; is my speech so boring 
that you have to go to sleep—is only 
in education. . . 

SHRI A. K. M, ISHAQUE (Basirhat): 
Do you think it is better? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Your 
economy is only i n education, health 
. rai^spc'*! welfare. Look at this. Your 
■^border problems have been halved. 


But how many battalions have you got 
now? There are 77 Border Security 
Force battalions. They have increased 
by leaps and bounds in the last two 
years. For what? For confrontation 
with the army if there is on uprising, 
dissatisfaction? We want to know why 
you want to give morta'fs and artillery 
to any police battalion? All of us are 
not absolutely nitwits. We understand 
these things. 

§ 

Then the black record in Bihar and 
Gujarat. 

“During the period from 16-3-74 
to 15-4-74, the State Police, the 
CRPF and the BSF units had to open 
fire on 45 occasions. As a consequ¬ 
ence, 35 persons were killed and 233 
persons were injured”. 

Then in Gujarat; 

“Firing was resorted to by the 
units of State Police, the CRP, the 
BSF etc. on 315 occasions during the 
period from 10-1-74 to 15-3-74. A 
total number of 85 persons were 
killed and 319 persons were injured 
as a consequence of the above 
firings”. 

That is why they require more 
money, more money for policing. 

In Bihar, they are forcing colleges 
and universities to open through'force 
bringing violence through agents pro¬ 
vocateur. They have created the Nehru 
-Brigade and the Indira Brigade like 
the SS of Hitler and Black Shirts of 
Mussolini. The Indira Brigade is head¬ 
ed by Jagannath Mishra, brother of 
th|e non-offlfcial .commandant!, against 
whom I am told the Chief Minister 
complained to the Prime Minister, but 
nothing could be done; he has an all- 
powerful brother here. 

The Universities have not held ex¬ 
aminations for two years. Who is res¬ 
ponsible? Now why this insistence? 
Shri Jayaprakash Narayan has given a? 
sense of mission to the students. Re-

suit: attendance is very poor. Students 
are being sent under police escort. 
University and college campuses are 
like police camps. It is a barricaded 
democracy. The BSF and the CRP and 
not the professors are teaching the 
students. Financially and economical, 
ly speaking, half the mineral wealth 
of the country is in Bihar. The people 
are most hardworking. Their contri¬ 
bution during the freedom struggle 
was very great. But today they are 
the poorest in the country with the 
lower per capita income. Today the 
Bihar Government has an overdraft of 
Rs. 60 crores with the Reserve Bank 
of India. Collection of revenue has 
gone down by 50 per cent. Everybody 
in the Government is busy with law 
and order. They are fighting inflation, 
according to Mrs. Gandhi and Mr. 
Chavan. This is a real way of fighting 
inflation! Put them on law and order 
duty. 

What untrue things are said here? 
In Gaya, the non-official Inquiry Com¬ 
mission found that at least 30 were 
killed but Government said 8 died. 
This is the position in Bihar. 

Out of a total of H crores litres of 
spirit for 7 distilleries in Bihar, v 1 
crore litres were given to Shanti Pra¬ 
sad Jain and half crore to six. I am 
told the President of the Congress 
Committee is very much close to that 
person. You can verify it.

Then in the once peaceful State of 
Assam, thd worst police atrocities 
were perpetrated. The Gauhati Uni¬ 
versity Hostel was raided on 25th June 
and they saw the blood hunger of the 
CRP and BSF. They had organised a 
peaceful bundh on Government failure. 
But the SP and the officials invaded 
the hostel. Inhuman, harrowing tor¬ 
tures were inflicted. I visited the place 
Blood stains were everywhere in the 
hostel. All the glasses were smashed. 
Even sick students were not spared. 

A boy in the bathroom in towel was 
not spared. Over IOO Were seriously 
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injured. Even in a remote village in 
Nowgong district, Garbunda, two 
school-going children, teen-agers, were 
shot dead. One was a tribal. 

SHRI YAMUNA PRASAD MAN¬ 
UAL (Samastipur): Nothing happened 
in. the villages in Bihar (Interrup¬ 
tions) 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY] BOSU: During 
the week-end, if we make a trip to a 
nearby place called Riwasa, where the 
police of Haryana, under the Chief 
Minister Shri Bans! Lai, the top¬ 
most favourite of Mrs. Gandhi. 

( Interruptions ). 

MR. CHAIRMAN: If hon. members 
on this side get agitated over every 
incident that is being quoted, there 
will be no end to it. Kindly keep 
order.. 

SHRI B. R. SHUKLA (Bahraich): 
On a point of order, Sir. The House 
is considering a motion of no confid¬ 
ence against the Council of Ministers 
here. The hon. member is going be¬ 
yond the scope of the debate. He i« 
bringing in Bihar Government, Har¬ 
yana Government and other! State 
Governments which cannot be discus¬ 
sed here under our rules of procedure. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is no point 
of order. We have alse got a Home 
Minister in this House. 
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SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: If you 
so to Riwasa and talk to a villager 
there who is not connected with poli¬ 
tics, I assure you your head will hang 
in shame. You blood will boil when 
you hear the police atrocities. A bro¬ 
ther and sister were forced to take 
off their clothes in the police station 
and beaten by the police. (Interrup¬ 
tions). 

The boy had some political dispute 
With the Chief Minister’s son in the 
College Union and so his grandmother 
was beaten to death. A woman of 85 
was beaten to death. This is what 
your police are doing. A Congress 
Minister, Shrimati Chandravati, wept 
in a public meeting and she got the 
reward; she got the sack from the 
Chief Minister and the Prime Minister 
approved the dismissal. She wept in 
a public meeting and condemned the 
atrocities in Riwasa because being a 
woman she could not tolerate a woman 
being paraded in the nude in the po¬ 
lice station in the presence of her bro¬ 
ther, which was given the widest 
publicity by the international press. 
This has happened when we have a 
woman Prime Minister. 

Then I come to corruption. As stated 
by Mr. John Randolph, they buy and 
sell corruption in the gross, and a 
few millions more or less is hardly 
felt in the account. The deeper the 
play the greater their zest for the 
game and the stake which is set upon 
their throw is nothing less than the 
patrimony of the people. Here I would 
like to read what Shri A. D. Gorwala 
has to say: 

“Enquiries into the allegations 
(again Ministers) have sometimes 
been made by senior alj India lea¬ 
ders of the principal political party; 
occasionally their reports have re¬ 


mained secret. Some of the reports 
have exculpated these complained 
against and some have, in effect, 
condemned them. In any case, no 
action has been taken. It is not sur¬ 
prising that when grave allegations 
by responsible parties are made 
against people holding positions of 
high authority and they remain in 
power without being cleared of the 
accusations, the public feel that the 
inffluential always escape punish- 
ment.’’ 

We have instances of escape in front 
of us. I can point my finger at them. 
I have always been saying that Shri¬ 
mati Indira Gandhi is the fountain¬ 
head of corruption in this country. 
Everywhere it is unprecedented. 

Let us take the case of Chie’f Minis¬ 
ter, Shri Bansilal 125 M.Ps signed a 
petition levelling charges against the 
Chief Minister. The Controller and Au¬ 
ditor-General sent from here a special 
audit team to Haryana and they have 
given a report. But the Government is 
sitting pretty over that document. I 
want to lay* it on the Table of the 
House. I present it to the hon. Chair¬ 
man, who has regulated me so well. 
It says very serious things. It gives an 
instance of the purchase of an item at 
a higher price involving Rs. 12 crores. 
Rs. 12 crores of the people’s money 
has been pocketed and a rich share of 
it has come to 1, Safdarjung Road. I 
have no doubt about it. The Audit 
Report talks of “absence of a sound 
system for assessing the requirements 
of purchases, lacuna in placing pur¬ 
chase orders, defective or inadequate 
system of inspection, extra expenditure 
in purchase and inadequate system of 
inventory control” and so many other 
things. It is a valuminous report and 
I have no time to quote it extensively. 
I want to lay it on the Table because

MR. CHAIRMAN: This matter of 
laying it on the Table of the House 
will be decided under the rules. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I will 
authenticate it. 

Then, Shri Nagad Narayan at a 
public meeting in Madhubani said 
that he was willing to face a Commis¬ 
sion of Enquiry. Later on, in a sworn 
affidavit he stated that he does not 
want to face an inquiry. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: That is a 
■different thing. 

SHRI JOTIRMOY BOSU: This en¬ 
quiry is being processed for time im¬ 
memorial. They have been doing it. 
As long as he fulfils the quota given 
.to him, he is saved. That is why the 
'Chief Minister of Gujarat cannot be 
touched. He said that if he is touched, 
he will reveal what he has sent to 
Delhi. He said, this to some people to 
close to him . . . (Interruptions). 
No. 1, Safdarjung Road. 

Then there was the smuggling of 
30,000 tonnes of paddy. Because some 
VIPs were involved, it was not pur¬ 
sued. We want a categorical state¬ 
ment from the Prime Minister, when 
she replies, as to who are they and 
what action has been taken against 
them. 

Now, they are going to have a cut 
in foreign wheat purchase, crude pur¬ 
chase, ship purchase, Boeing purchase, 
etc., An amount of Rs. SO lakhs has al¬ 
ready came to the coffers "of the Gov¬ 
ernment. Mr. C. Subramanian is look¬ 
ing after the Britannia Biscuit Com¬ 
pany very well. 

Can she deny that Rs. 1 crore has 
J>een paid to insr for the price rise of 


They are going in for a gimmick in 
West Bengal—the Wanchoo Commis¬ 
sion. I want to know why is it that 
they do not instiute a Commission of 
Inquiry to go into the bran/yarn scan¬ 
dal? Is it because the Chief Minister’s 
close relative is involved in it? That is 
so. If they talk about honesty and 
stopping corruption, they should set 
up an Inquiry Commission to look into 
the bran/yarn scandal. We want an 
inquiry into that. 

The honourable Prime Minister in 
Lucknow, last year, promised an in¬ 
quiry into the Maruti affair. I kept on 
writing to her almost every fortnight. 
She now turns it down and says that 
there is no point in going in for an 
inquiry. It is because she will not be 
able to stay for a day, if truth comes 
out, if there is an inquiry into the 
Maruti affair, in the letter of intent, 
public sector performance, land grab, 
Defence prohibitory order, Finance, 
cement, steel, coal, etc. etc. 

Is it that the Central Bank has given 
an over-draft of Rs. 7 crores? I wrote 
to her. No reply has come because the 
reply is inconvenient. I also want to 
know if Mr. K, K. Birla has given 
Rs. 50 lakhs to them. 

We should know this Government. 
This Government is a Dwarfish Demon 
in a Giant’s role. Get out while the 
going is good. Don’t ruin the country, 
don’t make it a large grave-yard of 
the world. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Motion moved: 

"That this House expreses its want 
of confidence in the Council of Mi¬ 
nisters”. 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, this No-confidence 
Motion moved by the Opposition has 
become a ritual. The Opposition 
knows what will be the fate of this 
Motion when it will be put to vote. 
It has become more a ritual than a 
motion which can serve any purpose 
in this House . 

I was listening to tfte speech of 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu very attentively 
mid all the time I had a feeling that 
one could not expect anything better 
from Mr. Jyotimory Bosu, than he has 
spoken today in the House. Mr. Bosu, 
from Mr. Bosu, in his peculiar manner 
and i n a jocular , manner, has not said 
a single thing in this House which he 
has net been' repeatedly saying time 
aad again whenever such an occasion 
has arisen. 

Mr. Bosu started speaking on the 
No-Confidence Motion with the so- 
called railway strike. . . ( Interrup¬ 
tions ). I was saying that Mr. Jyotir¬ 
moy Bosu started with the so-called 
railway strike... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
On point of order. Shri A. P. Sharma 
cannot speak on behalf of the ruling 
Party because he is not wearing the 
certified khadi. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: I was say¬ 
ing that Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu started 
with the so-called railway strike. (In¬ 
terruptions). 

AN HON. MEMBER: Why ‘so-call¬ 
ed’? 

SHRI -A. 'P. SHARMA: I shall ex¬ 
plain why I say so. The activities 
carried on during the strike were un¬ 
precedented in the annals of th e trade 
union movement. The strike was full 
of violent activities and sabotage. A 
vast majority of railway workers whom 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu called blacklegs 
stuck to their jobs out of their patrio¬ 
tic favour and patriotic feeling to¬ 
wards the country and service to the 
nation in spite of the holliganism, vio¬ 
lence and intimidation that were prac¬ 
tised by a small section of the people 


on them. Therefore, to call this kind- 
of action as a strike is nothing but 
giving a bad name to the trade union 
movement as a whole. If you examine 
the various activities carried on by 
them, you wil find that these people 
had not only indulged in violence and 
sabotage but they had iftsulted, attack¬ 
ed and humiliated the womenfolk of 
this country. ( Interruptions ) Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu was talking about in¬ 
sult to women. I want to tell him 
what happened in his own State at 
Kharagpur. Every person who has' 
even the least sense of shame will hang 
his head down in shame but not Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu and the people who 
instigated this. ( Interruptions ). I did 
not interrupt Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu- 
when he was speaking. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: What is this run¬ 
ning commentary? It must stop. 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA: In Kharag¬ 
pur what wa s happened I wanted to 
tell this House and this House should 
know that such a thing has never hap¬ 
pened in the history of trade union 
movements in any country, what to 
talk of our own country. Women 
workers and workers who were devot¬ 
ed to the workshop were stripped nak¬ 
ed were made to parade in the work¬ 
shop. You should hang your heads in 
shame. I want that the Government 
should make an inquiry into this inci¬ 
dent and whosoever were involved, 
should be punished severely and no le¬ 
niency should be shown to them. 

Shri Bosu talked about a negotiated 
settlement. Who sabotaged the nego¬ 
tiated settlement? — 
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SHRI A. P. SHARMA: It is you 
•people who never believed in consti¬ 
tutional means and negotiations. 
■They neVe r believed in a negotiated 
settlement. 

What happened? They broke the 
negotiated settlement. While the 
negotiations were going on they sent 
telegrams to the International Trans¬ 
port Federation as also the WFTU 
telling them that the negotiations had 
broken down and they sought help 
from these international organiza¬ 
tions. 
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case of these misguided workers. The 
Ptime Minister immediately took a 
decision and according to that deci¬ 
sion, as I said earlier, the break in a 
service of 60,000 workers has already 
been condoned, and the rest of the 
cases are also being examined, accord¬ 
ing to my knowledge, for condoning 
the break in their service. 

They talked about removal and 
dismissal of the people who indulged 
in violence and instigated the wor¬ 
kers. In those cases, the Government 
made a declaration that those of the 
people who in their individual capa¬ 
city come forward and reaffirm 
their loyalty to the railway service 
of this country, would b e reinstated 
in their jobs. That way, more than 
5,000 have been reinstated in their 
jobs. 


This is the type of people who 
ftalk about a negotiated settlement. 
During that period most of the de¬ 
mands were settled ^excepting the one 
which the Government said is refer¬ 
red to the Commission and the other 
•was about 75 per cent wage increase 
regarding which the Government 
made it absolutely clear that it was 
pot possible tp meet that demand. On 
the top of that they went on a strike. 
Strike—very good. They went on a 
strike. But, now why are they cry¬ 
ing about victimisation? 1 want to 
assure this House that as much as I 
know so far as the Railways are con¬ 
cerned, the Government has taken 
a lenient view in regard to those 
persons who were on the strike when 
they said that they were misguided 
into a bogus strike, in about • 60,000 
cases the break in service was con¬ 
doned. This was done immediately 
after the strike. 'We, the National 
Federation of Railwaymen went and 
discussed the whole question and we 
.came to the conclusion that a good 
number of people were misguided and 
they were prevented by these people 
from going to work. $0 we appealed 
to the Government. We .appealed to 
'the Prime Minister and we leaded 
*for a lenient view to be taken !n the 
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mit all these facts and they are not 
prepared to concede They talk about 
trade unio n unity. They have formed 
L,^ nderful organization known as 
NCCR. Shri Shastri was just now 
shouting. All kinds of peopIe-Jana 
Sangh CPI (M), CPI, all 0 f them 
have combined together. For what? 
Why do they not go to the railway 
workers to-day? Now, they have no 
fac e to go and face the employees. 
They have come to know what da¬ 
mage they have done to 'the cause 
of the workers and to the cause of 
the country. 


During the last days of th e strike 
offer was mad e for negotiation but 
they did not agree. When they found 
it out that railway workers were not 
supporting their strike, when nor¬ 
malcy was almost established in the 
working of th e railways, they uncon¬ 
ditionally surrendered. And no w how 
does it lie in the mouth of them 
people to talk about victimisation, 
when they are wholly responsible 
for this situation? Let Mr. Sarju 
Pandey consider tlhat which I have 
pointed out and I am sure if he hes 
any sense of understanding he would 
bang his head in shame. 
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How I come to the measures which 
the Government have taken. What 
are the measures which they have 
taken in the interest of the country’s 
economy. Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu spoke 
for 45 to 50 minutes. He has not said 
a word about the dividend control 
measure. Does it mean that he wants 
to stand for the interest of the com¬ 
panies and the moneyed people? Why 
does he not mention about this divi¬ 
dend measure? About the compul¬ 
sory deposit sdheme, I would say, 
this is a step taken to improve the 
economic situation in the country. 
For holding the price line if the wor¬ 
kers are called upon 1° contribute 
something in this direction what is 
the harm? 

And what are the exceptions? 
The exceptions are the following: 

Any increment to the employee 
in accordance with the time-scale 
of pay applicable to the post held 
by him immediately before the 
appointed day any consequent in¬ 
crease in any allowance admissi¬ 
ble under any rule or order in force 
immediately (before the appointed 
day; 

Any higher wages payable to the 
employee on his promotion or 
transfer to a post involving higher 
responsibilities and duties; 

Any honoraruim payable for any 
work don e outside office hours; 

Any allowance payable for over¬ 
time work; 

Any increase in wages sanctioned 
in pursuance of the recommenda¬ 
tions made the Third Central 
Pay Commission. 

It is these cases which have been 
excluded from the purview of the 
compulsory deposit of the additional 
wages. 

Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu has been tel¬ 
ling us as usual his cock and bull 
stories and he has not made a single 
suggestion as to how to improve the 
economic situation of the country. 
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You can criticise the Government; 
you can use any language you like; 
that suits you and that behaves you. 
Is it not the duty of the opposition 
to suggest ways and means of improv¬ 
ing the situation? Could he not 
suggest what furthe measures have 
to be taken to improve the situation? 

They never want us to do anything. 
And that is why this.*kind of motion, 
is coming up every now and then. As 
I said at the very beginning, it has 
almost become a ritual. Either it 
comes up in the beginning of the ses¬ 
sion or in the end of the session. 
They are in the habit of bringing 
about a motion like this just to create 
an impression in the country that 
everything is wrong. This is the kind' 
of people who want to interfere and 
to sabotage the very stability of a ' 
democratic government in this 
country by thi kind of a motion. 

Therefore, I would like, to say that 
this no-confidence motion should not 
only be rejected but this should also 
be treated with utmost contempt 
that it deserves by this House. Only 
one appeal I would like to make to 
those friends who always talk about 
likemindedness and, especially, to 
Shri Shastri, that they must keep off 
from the elements like the Jan 
Sangh, the elements like the C.P.M. 
if they have to serve their own cause. 

If these people do this every now and 
then then I shall definitely come to 
this conclusion—I have come to this 
conclusion already—that they hunt 
with the hounds and run with the 
hares. They talk something inside 
and do something outside. Mr. Shas¬ 
tri, if you belive in your party and 
do something outside. Mr. Shastri, if 
you believe in your party and if you 
believe in the progressive measures 
that this Government takes to im¬ 
prove the situation in this country, 
then you must support us and you 
must dissociate yourself from them. 

If you do not dissociate yourself from 
them, there would be no distinction 
between the JanSangh, the C.P.M. 
and so many other democratic parties 
like the Swatantra on the Opposition 
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and then, you are no better than any 
of these parties. Therefore, I request 
that this House should reject , this 
motion. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA (Ali- 
pore): Mr. Chairman, Sir, I hope 
the House will bear with me if I am 
not able to raise my voice at a nor¬ 
mal pitch. That is because I am 
suffering from a rather chronic throat 
trouble. Actually, I am under medi¬ 
cal advice not to speak at all. (In¬ 
terruptions). But, the issue is so 
important that I felt that on behalf 
of our party I should make a few 
observations and then leave it to the 
second speaker from our party to 
speak in greater details. 


16-59 hrs. 

[Shri Dtnesh Chandra Goswami in 
the Chair.] 

Mr. A. P. Sharma gave a tolerably 
good imitation of an old-fashiuned 
steam locomotive trying to puff and 
pant its wav up hill. But, as he 
knows, steam locomotives are going 
out of commission now even on the 
railways. 

And I must say that in our view, in 
my own view at least, the persons 
who exult in the fact that a strike is 
being broken, who are so overjoyed 
and delighted about it, the persons 
who are so delighted by the fact that 
so many workers have been punish¬ 
ed as he would say ‘not victimised’ 
and also the person who is so satis¬ 
fied with the fact that in the name 
of fighting inflation, the workingelass 
in the country is to have a wage- 
freeze inflicted on them, such per¬ 
sons, in my opinion can only be re¬ 
ferred to as so-called "trade union 
leaders.” However, I should not be 
provoked. I agree with him in one 
matter. Let me 'make it quite clear 
that there is nothing to be bewilder¬ 
ed about or to be embrassessed about 
by the lact that so many parties on 
this side, who have got all sorts of 
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differences with each other, some 
very basic differences, happen, to be 
supporting this motion. They may 
be supporting it from their own 
point of view, for their own motives, 
I am not concerned with that in the 
least. But when we have come to a 
pass where we find that it is neces¬ 
sary to censure this Government 
strongly and express our no-conft- 
dence in certain of the major policies 
and major actions which they have 
recently adopted, it is our duty to 
support the non-confidence motion, 
even if it means the company of 
people with whoni we never agree' on 
many fundamentals. 

17.00 hrs. 

Since I do not want to speak at 
length, I wish to confina my remarks 
to two main points. One, of course, 
is the aftermath of the railway strike, 
because I am concerned with the 
violation of assurances given. I am 
supporting the motion b ecause the 
blatant violation of assurances given. 
I am not going into a discussion of 
the strike itsself again, except to 
refer, as I have* to, because my friend 
Shri A. P. Sharma has raised it, to 
the Kharagpur incident, which he 
could have addressed to me, because 
he knows very well that neither Mr. 
Sarjoo Pandey nor Mr. Ramavatar 
Shastri has anything to do with the 
South-Eastern Railway; he knows it 
very well, although he seldom ven¬ 
tures out from Delhi to travel on the 
railway line either during or after 
the strike. In fact, I lost my threat 
in Kharagpur on the 18th May; I can 
tell him this. So, he should have 
asked me about that incident, and I 
am on record also in so many press 
statements. . . 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; 
Mr. Gupta had lost his throat, but 
Mr. Sharma has lost his face. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: As far 
as the Kharagpur incident is concern¬ 
ed, let me just dispose of it in a 
minute or two. The incident which 
took place 'was this. The strike was 
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called off and the people resumed 
worked in the workshop, where, I 
may state with some amount of pride, 
because 1 consider it as something not 
to hang my head in shame about— 
the day the strike was called off, that 
is, on the 27th May, out of 14,M)Q 
people in that Kharagpur workshop, 
13,000 people were still on strike, very 
few people had gone back to 
work. So, you can see what a small 
percentage they were, who were act* 
ing in our eyes as black-legs. Every¬ 
body knows how in the history of 
strike struggles, the striking workers 
do tend to be angry with their fellow- 
workers who go to work during the 
strike and try to weaken their ranks 
and create disunity among them. But 
I do not for a moment for that reason 
approve of the action that some of 
them took when they went back to 
work, in their anger; the anger part 
of their action may be justified, but 
that does not mean that it should 
express itself in this form, not that 
my heart is bleeding for those serike- 
breakers at all. I agree that this was 
a wrong thing to do. I have said so 
in my press statement also that I 
consider it to be very unfortunate 
and regrettable. In case Members 
who do not come from that part of 
the country may be mislead by what 
Mr. Sharma has said and get an im¬ 
pression whidh the newspapers re¬ 
ports also gave and the Chief Minis¬ 
ter who was very excited on the first 
day also gave. . . ( Interruptions ) 

She happened to be in Midnapore 
and so she was able to go to Kharag¬ 
pur when she heard that something 
had happened. But unfortunately, 
the Chief Minister went nowhere 
near the workshop; he was sitting in 
the thana all the time collecting re¬ 
ports there. ( Interruptions ) At least 
I have succeeded in making a lady 
talk, The lady has opened her lips 
at last. That is something that I have 
managed to get done. A wrong im¬ 
pression was given as though made 
worJcerf had gone and stripped some 


women workers of their clothes. 
This is not a fact at all. However, 
regrettable the incident, it was not 
done by male workers. There were 
some women workers in that yard 
where women are employed. Per¬ 
haps people do not know that women 
are employed on the Railways still 
to do unskilled labour in the yards 
of the Railways. Some women strik¬ 
ers who returned to wofk did this 
kind of thing which is quite deplor¬ 
able, in my view. But at least you 
should not have the idea that men 
did it. 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA: Who made 
the naked men and women to go to¬ 
gether? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: One 

was in the yard, the other was in the 
workshop. I do not want to spend 
so much time on this. Anything done 
to women like that is deplorable whe¬ 
ther it is at Kharagpur or whether it 
is done by the police in Kanchrapara 
colony about which 1 find nobody is 
shedding tears or hanging his head 
in shame, or wheher it is done in the 
police lockup at Lai Bazar headquar¬ 
ters in Calcutta, about which I have 
written to Madam Prime Minister re¬ 
cently where young girls, supposed 
to be Naxalite undertrial prisoners 
of the age of 22 and 23 have been 
stripped nacked and beaten with 
their hands tied together in the name 
of interrogation and burnt with light¬ 
ed cigarette ends. These are deplor¬ 
able things. None of these should 
take place and tears should be shed 
impartially also in these matters. 

However, all I wish to say is that 
after this wave of leonine repression 
which was let loose in order to crush 
the strike, there was a period when 
there was a lot of hypocritical talk 
and statements about railwaymen 
being one happy family, why should 
we be angry, they are all our chil¬ 
dren of one family and we want to 
bring them back into one family and 
so on and so forth. All this hypocrisy 
wag indulged in. Some assurances 
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were given to various people who ap¬ 
proached the Railway Minister from 
time to time, some M.P., some trade 
unionists and some people belonging 
to different organisations. They were 
to the effect that for participation in 
'the strike, there would be no victimi¬ 
sation and punishment; only in the 
case of some people against whom 
there may be specific charges which 
are proved of things like sabotage or 
violence or destruction of property 
or something like that the law would 
take its course o r action would fol¬ 
low. This, I have understood, has all 
'along been the type of assurance. If 
I am wrong, I would like to bfe cor¬ 
rected by this Government in this 
debate. 


THE MINISTER OF RAILWAYS 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA): I will do 
it. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: That 

is why I say there has been a blatant 
violation of the assurances going on. 
What has been happening is nothing 
of that kind. According to some 
table of figures the Minister has given 
today in reply to a question I saw, 
nearly 6 lakh workers have had their 
service broken, which means that 
they must have been on strike. These 
could not have a break in service in¬ 
flicted on them unless they were 
strikers or supposed to be strikers. 
Against how many of these people 
are there specific charges ending of 
sabotage or violence or destruction 
of property etc.? Must be just a few. 
The overwhelming majority out of 
these 6 lakh people must be people 
against whom there is no other charge 
than that they merely participated in 
the strike. Why have they not been 
taken back? Where is the assurance? 
What is its worth? What is being 
done is that the whole process of so- 
called review 'or screening of cases 
has been delegated to the level of the 
Divisional Superintendents. The Divi¬ 
sional Superintendents who are the 
real bureaucrats in the railway set¬ 
up have been given powers to do this 
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screening or review, whatever you 
call it. What is being followed is a 
totally vindictive policy based on all 
sorts of other considerations and try¬ 
ing to find out who are the active 
union workers, who are the people 
against whom there are particular 
grudges which some officer may have, 
people against whom some complaints 
have been, made by some other peo¬ 
ple,. by Shri Sharma’s people or any¬ 
body. And in the name of decentra¬ 
lisation, the General Managers and 
Divisional Suprintendents have been 
invested with these full powers of 
screening and reviewing these cases. 
That is the reason why even today 
more than two months after the strike, 
the overwhelming majority of these 
workers against whom there is 
no charge other than mere participa¬ 
tion in the strike, are still out; they 
are not being taken back. Can the 
Minister deny it I want to know 
why. I suspect that the reinstate¬ 
ment figures he has given include 
both the permanent staff—what are 
called regular permanent staff—as 
well as people who are classified in 
the railway books as casual or tem¬ 
porary workers. For those who do 
not know, let me explain that in rail¬ 
way’s parlance temporary workers 
mean workers who have completed 
a certain period of uninterrupted ser¬ 
vice and have attained temporary 
status, i.e. they no longer get daily 

rated wages but have become eligible 
for normal Pay Commission scales of 
pay, and for contribution to provident 
fund etc. Thousands of such tempo¬ 
rary people have been chucked out 
of their jobs and are now being told, 
“You will be taken back provident 
you are enrolled as a casual worker 
on a daily wage of Rs. 3 or 3.50 or, 
4”. All the CPC scales of pay they 
were enjoying, the provident fund 
Utilities etc. were all wiped out and 
they are asked to start from the bot¬ 
tom of the ladder. Is this not victi¬ 
misation? I have been meeting rail¬ 
way officials for the last two months 
on behalf of my' union. They openly 
laugh and joke saying, “This has 
given us an oportunity to get rid of 
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these people. We were trying to get 
rid of them in normal times and we 
could not do it. This has given us 
an opportunity”. Yet, a lot of public 
propaganda has been done that the 
Miabhoy tribunals award has been 
accepte d, according to which in 
future, according to the Minister, all 
casual workers who complete 2 or 3 
months of service will become per¬ 
manent and this is a big concession 
they have made to the railwaymen. 
You are doing just the opposite. Peo¬ 
ple who have served for 5 or 10 or 15 
years an d reached temporary status 
and become eligible for CPC scales 
of pay, provident fund, etc. are told, 
“You get out. If you want to come 
back, you have to start as a casual 
worker from the bottom of the lad¬ 
der.” Is this not victimisation? Is 
this not a vindictive attitude? Thou¬ 
sands who were suspended or dis¬ 
missed are still out. Hundreds are in 
jail. The day Mr, George Fernandes 
and other detenus under MISA were 
released from Tihar Central Jail, I 
read in the newspapers a statement 
made by the Home Minister. Shri 
Dikshit that instructions have been 
issued to all the State Governments 
that those who were arrested under 
MISA should be released forthwith. 

It has not been done. In West Ben¬ 
gal, the overwhelming majority of 
people held under MISA are not be¬ 
ing released to this day. The break 
in service has not been condoned for 
the vast majority of people. Accord¬ 
ing to the figures given, about 6 lakhs 
of employees have had a break in 
service, out of which according to 
Mr. A. P. Sharma, 60,000 have had 
their break in service condoned. What 
about the rest of 5 lakh em¬ 
ployees? In the case of people who 

during the strike period, it was said 
that so long as the review of their 
cases is pending they will not be ac¬ 
tually asked to get out or if they 
have been evicted, they will be al¬ 
lowed to reoccupy the quarters until 


a final decision is taken in their cases. 
But people who have been driven out 
of their quarters and their twniiN 
have not been allowed to go back. 
Is this not a vindictive attitude? 

I find that the Eastern Railway 
authorities have said somewhere that 
there are some appeals for reconsi¬ 
deration from employees which they 
do not propose to consider because 
quite a number of appeals are stated 
to have a “comment cyclostyled text” 
which, according to the railway 
sources, indicates that these must 
have been prepared in bulk by some 
organisations. What is wrong with 
it if the unions have prepared it? 
Who prepared the common cyclostyl¬ 
ed dismissal and removal from service 
forms, which were produced in mass, 
long before the strike began, with 
space left only for the names to be 
filled in, to be pasted on the railway- 
men’s quarters, where fi has been 
written “you have been doing this 
and that”, prepared long before the 
strike, in which only the names were 
filled during the strike? Was that 
not a common cyclostyled bulk pro¬ 
duct? Why should it have more 
sanctity than the cyclostyled appeals 
drafted# by the union? Of course, the 
unions are responsible for drafting 
the replies for their members. What 
is the harm if they are cyclostlyed? 
Yet, some officials say that they can¬ 
not consider them because there is 
some mysterious hand behind the 
cyclostyled appeals. I do not under¬ 
stand what is wrong with it. Please 
tell us that. 

At many places now the railway 
workers are on hunger strike Today 
we have got telegrams from Waltair 
and from Madras, from the Southern 
Railways and South Eastern Rail¬ 
ways. They cannot do anything 
more. They are on hunger strike 
because they have not been reinstat- .. 
ed. In Naihati and Kanchrapara two 
workers have committed suicide be¬ 
cause the assurances that have been 
given are not being carried out In 
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the meanwhile, the strike breakers 
are being rewarded. That is the 
trouble. In this way normalcy, 
which you say you are eager to res¬ 
tore, cannot be restored. 

The Minister is blowing hot and 
cold at the same time. One day he 
talks of a happy family and every¬ 
body being reinstated. Next day he 
says that there will be no amnesty. 
Another day he again says that he 
wants to smoothen out things and 
restore normalcy. The next day he 
says “we will not talk with NCCRS 
under any circumstances". I can tell 
you that officials of even recognised 
trade unions—my union, for instance, 
which is a member of the NCCRS, 
which is also recognised—are not al¬ 
lowed to meet officers. You have not 
yet withdrawn recognition from my 
union. If you want to withdraw re¬ 
cognition, say so. You have not done 
it so far. Yet, the office-bearears of 
various branches of my union are not 
being allowed to tee the officers. 
The officers say ‘you are under sus¬ 
pension or dismissal; so, we would not 
meet you and talk to you’’. In that 
case, why should we be recognised? 
So long as we are a recognised union, 
why should they not talk to the office¬ 
bearers who are employees, who may 
be temporarily under suspension or 
dismissal, whose cases are being re¬ 
viewed. If things are allowed to go 
on like this, all I can say is that 
neither will the railways run pro¬ 
perly nor will normalcy return in 
the working of the railways. If the 
Railway Minister wants to leave all 
the details of the handling of the 
situation to the Railway Board 
and the railway bureaucracy, I am 
afraid things may go from bad to 
worse and there will be all sorts of 
provocation. I would also ask the 
Prime Minister, who was the Gene- 
ralassimo at the time of the strike, 
conducting! the whole operations, 
whether the job is finished srfter the 
strike. Surely not. .She has got to 
see what is happening after the strike. 
Therefore, I have brought these mat¬ 
ters to her attention and to the at- 
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tention of the Government and I hope 
that she will personally look into this, 
matter and see that the assurances 
which have been given will be expe¬ 
ditiously and honestly implemented 
as soon as possible so that normal 
conditions can be restored. 

The second point on which we want 
to focus attention and on which I 
am supporting this motion is this 
chronic habit which has now deve¬ 
loped of ruling by Ordinance, every¬ 
thing must be done by Ordinance. 
You have to see the kind of length 
to which it has been going on now. 

I hope, the hon. lady Member there 
will not get irrigated again. There 
is one Wanehoo Commission set up 
why not beside to be set up in my 
State for going into the charges, of 
corruption and nepotism against Vari¬ 
ous Ministers. I am not going into 
the details of the matter. The Chief 
Minister prevailed upon the Central 
Government, the Government of 
India, to do something which, I 
think, is unheard of. By promulga¬ 
tion of an Ordinance, they amended 
the commissions of Inquiry Act which 
is an Act passed by this Parliament 
under which so many Commissions of 
Inquiry have been set up and have 
functioned in the past and gone into 
the cases of allegations against re¬ 
nowned people, ex-Chief Ministers, 
as we know, in Orissa, in Punjab and 
in so many other places. 

Here, the Chief Minister insisted 
that the Commissions of Inquiry Act 
must be amended so that the Com¬ 
mission is given the powers, in addi¬ 
tion to the existing powers, immedi¬ 
ately to summarily try and punish 
any witness who appears before it 
and who may be giving false evid¬ 
ence or malicious evidence. And this 
Act was amended by an Ordinance 
for which the permission, the line- 
clear, the green signal, was given by 
the Government of India, the Law 
Ministry, here. 

What are things coming to I want 
to know. You have got a mania of 
Ordinances. Has the mania of Ordi¬ 
nances^ gripped this Government? 
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The Commissions of Inquiry Act to 
be amended by an Ordinance. ( In¬ 
terruption ) It is to threaten people. 
You want me to go into the merits of 
it. It is an indirect threat to brow¬ 
beat the witness and say, “If you ap¬ 
pear here, if you speak out here and, 
if somebody’s allegations are not 
proved, you will be summarily tried 
.and punished.’’ 

AN HON. MEMBER: 'Perjury. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It may 
;be perjury. But he is not punished 
always. He has a right to give evi¬ 
dence. If the Commissions of Inquiry 
Act is to be amended on such a vital 
.matter, it has to be amended here, 
not by an Ordinance. What is the 
-sanctity of Parliament then? Noth¬ 
ing. 

The subsequent ordinances which 
have come betray the same mentality. 
When the Ordinances come up sepa¬ 
rately for discussion, we will g 0 into 
the merits in more detail. Here, I 
■ say, only two things. One is, my 
friends are saying that it is not a 
wage freeze. I say it is a wage freeze. 

1 say, it is nothing new, nothing ori¬ 
ginal, nothing novel. In the United 
Kingdom, in the United States, at 
.sometime ©r other, everywhere, those. 
Governments have tried the same 
'thing. . . 

SHRI C.. M. STEPHEN (Muvattu- 
puzha): Have you any idea as to 
-how many Ordinances have been 
passed by the Kerala Government 
'headed by Mr. Achuta Menon in the 
course of 2-3 months? 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: You 

-are a partner in the Government 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: You are 
the head of the Government. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: I won¬ 
der how many Ordinances the Keralg 


Government have issued 5 days be¬ 
fore the Kerala Assembly was due to 
meet. 

The point is this. The Madam 
Prime Minister makes a slight mistake 
when she frequently says that infla¬ 
tion and price rise are a global phe¬ 
nomenon, a world phenomenon. 'It is 
a world phenomenon bfR a pheno¬ 
menon of the capitalist world. There 
is a world outside the capitalist world 
also. There, you don’t see these 
things. It is a phenomenon in those 
capitalist countries. They tried wage 
freeze along with price freeze. But 
they failed. That is why in the 
United Kingdom, it did not work. 
The old Conservative British labour 
movement fought against the wage 
freeze and forced the Government to 
take it back. The coal miners not 
only forced them to take it back but 
managed to overthrow the Tory Gov¬ 
ernment in the process. 


Here, you do not go in for price 
freeze. You go in for the wage freeze 
part of it. It will not work. It is 
not going to help you to reduce infla¬ 
tion at all. The reason is that this 
is a fallacious theory. That is the 
point I want to make. The theory is 
all wrong that prices are determined 
in capitalist society by the wages of 
the workers that the workers have got 
so much money in their hands and 
that is what is pushing the prices up; 
therefore, take the money away from 
them and the prices will come down. 
This theory of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion experts or the Finance Ministry 
experts is a bogus theory. I have 
never worked and it will never work. 
The basic determinant of prices in 
our society is not the wages of the 
workers but the capitalists’ hold on 
the big sectors of the industry where 
they determine the prices for the 
sake of their profits and super-profits 
by creating artificial scarcity, by res¬ 
tricting production. Inflation is the 
thing which helps the capitalists the 
most. This theory was inspired by 
John M. Koynes, the old professor of 
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my old College in Cambridge. I 
thought we had given up this long 
ago. John M. Keynes’ old theory 
is being resurrected again, that the 
safety valve against economic depres¬ 
sion and against the danger of econo¬ 
mic explosion is to create deficit fin¬ 
ancing and inflation, so that by creat¬ 
ing paper money which has no value 
you can boost up the demand for 
goods, inflate the prices and allow the 
capitalists to make higher profits. It 
is a bogus theory; it has never work¬ 
ed in any capitalist country, and it is 
not going to work here also, because 
the real hub of the matter is that 
you are not going in for rice con¬ 
trol; you cannot do it, you have said 
that you have thrown in the towel 
as far as price control is concerned. 
The basic causes of inflation are the 
accumulation of black money and the 
Reserve Bank of India which I con¬ 
sider to be the fountain-head of infla¬ 
tion in this country. What are you 
doing with the Reserve Bank °f 
India? Is it only supposed to an¬ 
nounce from time to time an increase 
in its Bank Rate and will that solve 
the proBTem? It has the old credit 
policy of feeding deficit finance to 
the speculators, hoarders and people 
who are cornoring commodities, build¬ 
ing up inventories of commodities 
and creating artificial scarcities and 
shortages. But nothing is done about 
that. 

I would just end with two quota¬ 
tions. The Economic Times is not a 
paper which is very well known for 
its left wing views, still it is quite 
widely read The Economic Times 
has said on 15th July: 

‘The fears of fresh dose of anti- 
inflationary measures by the gov¬ 
ernment has led to a mad drive to 
comer the goods by traders and 
producers having ' unaccounted 
money. Their preference for real 
estate and precious metals is still 
there, but essential commodities 
especially fast-moving ones, have 
S»e the centre of their attrac¬ 
tion. Among the essential commo- 
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dities, foodgrains, edible oils, van- 
aspati, sugar, kerosene, milk, pow¬ 
der, baby foods, soaps and textiles 
are in great demand by hoarders. 
Black money is also being convert¬ 
ed into steel products, paper, dyes, 
and chemicals, ipedicines, cotton 
textiles and all sorts of raw mate¬ 
rials.” 

This is the problem. And what are 
you going to do about this? It is no. 
longer true to say that it is a parallel 
economy which is functioning. It has- 
become the dominant economy. It is 
no longer a parallel economy, it is 
becoming the dominant economy'— 
the economy of black money. About 
this you have nothing to do. ’ Even 
take your own bourgeois economists. 
140 of them have produced that 
scheme called SEMIBOMBLA. Study 
it seriously. At least there are some 
good things in it: how to get out 
black money and how to immobilise 
at least 30 per cent of the deposits. 

( Interruptions ) But that is not what 
you are proposing. He asks, “Why 
are you not supporting the Dividend 
Restriction Ordinance? Do you want 
to help the companies”. I say that 
this Ordinance is the biggest eye¬ 
wash of all. Out of 3,000 and odd 
companies—the figures have been 
published—not more than 200 com¬ 
panies will be affected by this. And 
‘affected means; what? The money 
they would have distributed as divi¬ 
dends to shareholders will remain 
with them. That means, their liquid 
cash resources will increase. Their 
share value will appreciate. There 
is ijo way of ensuring that this extra 
money in the hands of these compan¬ 
ies will be ploughed into more pro¬ 
duction. They can do anything, if 
they likd, with this. 

In fact some papers, some con- 
conservative papers have expressed 
their concern and apprehension that 
they will use this money for building 
up inventories, for building stocks 
for one year or two years later. So, 
how is it immobilising their funds. 
This is a big hoax whereas the wage- 
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freeze is a reality and these things 
have been done with a cynical dis¬ 
regard of the Parliament by the 
Government because even under the 
compulsory Deposits Scheme, nobody 
is to make the first deposit before the’ 
15th of December, The first date is 
15th December and the next date is 
15th March, next year. Then why 
did you have to hurry through these 
ordinances? Could this not come as 
a Bill before this Parliament? What 
is. the point of making it as an ordi¬ 
nance? Nobody is going to make that 
compulsory deposit now. By your 
own ordinance nobody is required to 
do it before the 15th December. Then; 
why have you brought these ordinan¬ 
ces in this way disregarding the Par¬ 
liament? .. 

AN HON MEMBER: Mania. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: It is not 
only a mania but it is a guilty con¬ 
science. . 

SOME HON. MEMBER: It is be¬ 
cause of the AICC. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: AICC? 

I do not know. AICC is nothing. I 
do not want to say anything about 
the AICC. But because the AICC 
meeting has taken place just now, at 
least people should think seriously 
about these problems. 

Therefore, these are very dange¬ 
rous portents of what the Govern¬ 
ment of India is carrying out. I do 
not know what those ordinances my 
friend, Shri Stephen referred to in 

Kerala, are concerned with_ (in- 

terrptions ) I will find it out from 
you. But, when you are promulgating 
ordinances which are directed against 
18 million wage-earners and salaried 
workers in this country and you pro¬ 
pose to do it just a few days before 
the Parliament is to re-assemble and 
the effect of that ordinance will not 
take shape before the 15th December, 
then why have you done it like that? 
Thisis a gross insult to,the. Parlia¬ 
ment This Parliament does hot 
belong only to the Opposition. More 


of it belongs to you. So much of it 
belonging to you but don’t you feel 
anything for the dignity and prestige 
of the Parliament? You can pass it 
here. You have got an overwhelming 
majority. You can pass it here as 
a Bill. 

So, for all these reasons mainly we 
are supporting this no-confidence 
motion because it is the most effec¬ 
tive way to express our feelings and 
with that I will end, because there 
are many other things to be said, but 
those will come up later on.

SHRI TARUN GOGOI: 

Will the Minister of HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the attention of Gov¬ 
ernment has been drawn to the press 
reports dated 21st May, 1974 under 
the heading “Rebel Mizo Leader in 
China”; 

(b) whether the Mizo Leader refer¬ 
red to therein had two rounds of talks 
with the Mizoram Chief Minister ear¬ 
lier this year; and 

(c) if so, the reaction of Govern¬ 
ment thereto? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS 
(SHRI F. H. MOHSIN): (a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) and (c). Government are aware 
of the informal exchange of views 
between the political leaders in Mizo¬ 
ram and some of the Mizo under¬ 
ground personnel with a view to per¬ 
suading the underground to give up 
their futile path of violence. Govern¬ 
ment, however, have no confirmed in¬ 
formation that the Mizo rebal leaders 
had visited China or had met Pakis¬ 
tani representatives in China. 

SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: I would 
like to know whether it is a fact— 
because there is a press report' in this 
regard—that the Mizo leader, Mr. Lai 
Dinga, is at the moment in Arakan 
area on the Indo-Burma border and 
is trying to have a very big offensive 
in the monsoon time in the Mizoram 
area and if so, how do Government 
propose to counteract this offensive. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): The forces .there are in 
full alert and any Siich 'development 
will he met with serious and adequate 
response. 


SHRI NIHAR LASKAR: I s he at 
the moment on the Indo-Burma bor¬ 
der—in Arakan? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
We have no definite information on 
that. 

SHRI TARUN GOGOI: May I 
know from the hon. Minister whether 
the underground* activities have not 
been contained and it has increased 
and the undergrounds are regrouping 
to make an offensive against the estab¬ 
lished Government? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
After the fairly large number of sur¬ 
renders by the end of 1972, the State 
Government felt encouraged to, take 
a policy of giving them a better-op¬ 
portunity of discussion or dialogue or 
create an opportunity for more peo¬ 
ple to surrender, particularly, the 
moderate elements in the under¬ 
ground. Then, there‘was an inforaml 
discussion with the State authorities 
and the Mizo underground leaders in 
February 1973 but there was no clear 
indication of their mind. Subsequent¬ 
ly, the position remained more or less 
as it was and the status quo was 
maintained. In February 1974 again 
some informal discussion of a more 
serious character took place. Again, 
the leaders of the underground did 
not give any indication of their mind 
and they went' on insisting that they 
would give an indication or make 
clear their intention to the Central 
Government only. Several attempts 
of discussion, of dialogue in order to 
find as to what exactly they want 
really did not end in any easing of 
the situation. Recently, the situation 
has not only not improved but is 
rather moving towards deterioration 
and, In the circumstances, I think we 
will be compelled to review our policy 
in the matter. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I would 
like to know whether the attention of 
the hon. Minister has been drawn to 
a news report'that the rebel Mizo 
leader, Lai Denga is likfely to enter 
Mizoram with some of the rebels and

it so, what is the truth about it and 
if there is any truth, what steps have 
been taken to stop their entry into 
Mizoram? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 

It is not as if at some particular place 
we have to make some specific 
arrangerhents. The entire border 
area is guarded by the Border Secu¬ 
rity Forces and other forces of the 
State and the Central Governments. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I wanted 
to know whether Lai Denga has real¬ 
ty tried to enter this area illegally. 
He never saw eye to eye with the 
ruling government. I wanted to know 
whether this news was correct or not. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: . 
We have no information. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEF: It looks 
as though the Minister does not read 
newspapers. 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUE CHOU- 
DHURY: May I know from the hon. 
Minister whether the son of the Chief 
Minister of Mizoram has joined the 
rebels? 

MR. SPEAKER: It has nothing to 
do with the main question. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Yes, Sir, that is correct. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: I want 
to know why even after the grant of 
statehood and a Territorial Council, 
the Naga and Mizo rebels are not 
happy. May I know whether the 
Government Suspect the hand of any 
outside power or outside help for 
these undergrounds and if so, whether 
if has been found out. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The hon. Member refers to Nagaland 
whereas the question is about Mizo¬ 
ram. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: I have 
put a combined question of both Naga 
and Mizo underground rebels 


SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
There is a hard core among the 
undergrounds who have been taking 
a very unreasonable attitude and al¬ 
though their following has been 
dwindling, the hard core is still in¬ 
sisting on their old basic approach of 
asking for a completely independent 
State. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Is it 
not a fact that the different Central 
forces including the Army, the Border 
Security Force and the CRP have 
been creating havoc in Mizoram area 
for the last so many years and as a 
result, the people are resetting very 
much the central action in that con¬ 
text. As a result the people are re¬ 
senting the Central action very much. 
Will the hon. Minister constitute an 
inquiry by a parliamentary commit¬ 
tee to see as to how the Mizoram 
people are treated by the CRP and 
BSF? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
There has been no such information 
in our possession. If at all these 
forces have recently taken action, it 
was perhaps unduly moderate action. 
In any case the information which the 
hon. Member alleges is baseless and 
incorrect. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This 
hon. Minister is very good at mislead¬ 
ing the people; he is a habitual offen¬ 
der. Last session I saw him apologise 
to the House perhaps three times. He 
should give correct facts. I am cau¬ 
tioning him. There is a reign of ter¬ 
ror in Nagaland and Mizoram. 

MR. SPEAKER: Next question. 
Shri Hazra. 

Smuggling of Films to Foreign 
countries 

*45. SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA: 
Will the Minister of INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that a large number of films are being 
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illegally shown there even before they 
are released in India; and 

(b) if so, what steps Government 
have taken to check this type of illegal 
trade in films? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF INFORMATION AND 
BROADCASTIING (SHRI BHARAM 
BIR SINHA); (a) and (b). The 
Enforcement authorities have been 
taking action against' the smuggling of 
films. Wherever possible, assistance of 
foreign governments and their agen¬ 
cies is sought. 

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA: In 
answer to Q- 45, the hon. Minister has 
given the reply. In connection with 
his reply I want to know this. Has 
the cooperation of he Government of 
Afg hanistan. Nepal and Iron been 
sought because of the fact that the 
laboratory facilities are being given to 
smugglers to print Indian films il¬ 
legally? This is my first supplemen¬ 
tary. 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMA¬ 
TION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
I. K- GUJRAL): He refers to Nepal, 
Afghanistan and Iran. Some of them 
have and some of them do not have 
laboratory facilities. Nepal does not 
have. Afghanistan does not have it 
either. Iran has very developed 
laboratory facilities. But it will be 
unfair to mention these countries as 
a whole in this context. We have 
been seeking the cooperation of these 
countries and they have also been 
very cooperative. For instance when 
we came to know recently that a film 
was smuggled to Afghanistan we 
brought it to the notice of that Gov¬ 
ernment and Afghanistan Government 
not only stopped it, they also confis¬ 
cated the film and they are taking 
legal action against the suspected 
smugglers. Whenever we come to 
know of any smuggling we do take 
immediate action. The help of Revenue 
Intelligence is taken for this purpose 
and action is taken. I have got a 
statement, here with me which gives 
the details of the films seized on va- 
.rious occasions by the Customs Intel¬ 


ligence. In 1972 alone, upto October, 
they seized nine films which means 
110 reels valued at about Rs, 86,000. 
In November 1972 again they seized 
a film in ten packages the value of 
which was assessed at Rs. 3.48 lakhs. 
The Customs Inteligence is very vigi¬ 
lant on this. 

SHRI MONORANJAN HAZRA: My 
second supplementary is: will the hon. 
Minister satisfy this House by reply¬ 
ing my question whether the film 
‘Bobby’ was smuggled into South 
Africa? In that connection even the 
name of the! Minister was involved in 
it. Tell us whether it is true or not. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: We did notice 
i n the papers saying that the film 
‘Bobby* was smuggled to South 
Africa. We have referred the matter 
to the Revenue Intelligence to look 
into this and get at the’facts. So far 
as mentioning my name by some per¬ 
son is concerned, I treat the matter 
with the contempt it deserves. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Mr. Tariq 
was the Chairman of the Impec. May 
I know whether it is true that when 
Mr. Tariq was Chairman for sometime 
in the Films Promotion Corporation, 
ho has submitted any report regard¬ 
ing the malpractice with regard to 
the smuggling of films into the 
foreign countries? Secondly, after 
printing of certain films produced 
here, certain prints were left there 
and then smugled to different coun¬ 
tries. This way they earned some 
foreign exchange but that is not re¬ 
mitted to this country. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: It is a fact 
that Mr. Tariq was the Chfinnan of 
the Indian Motion Picture Export 
Corporation. Also it is a fact that 
when Mr. Tariq laid down the office, 
he demanded that some inquiry 
should be held into the working of 
the Impec of which he was the Chair¬ 
man for five years and the Board of 
Directors has staid that the inquiry 
should be held. The Government has 
initiated action and a preliminary in¬ 
quiry is now being held.

Simplification of Procedure to Advance 
Loans to Scheduled Tribes by Co* 
operatives 

*46. SHBI NAWAL KISHORE 
SINHA: Will the Minister of HOME 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether the Commisgioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes has reported that the Scheduled 
Tribes perfer money-lenders to co¬ 
operatives because the latter have 
cumbersome and time-consuming 
procedure to advance loans; and 

(b) if so, the reaction of Govern- ( 

ment thereto and the steps taken to > 
look into these complaints? | 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE ; 
MINISTRY OF HOME AFFAIRS ? 
AND IN THE DEPARTMENT OF j 
PERSONNEL (SHRI RAM NIWAS j 
MIRDHA): (a) A Study Team of the ; 
office of the Commissioner for Schedul¬ 
ed Castes and Scheduled Tribes was ! 
given these reasons by ‘Sauras’ of 
Gunupur Sub-Division of Koraput j 
District, Orissa and the tribals of j 
Panch-Mahals District Gujarat, for 
their preference to the money lender. 

(b) The whole question of Credit in 
Tribal areas has been examined by a 
Study Group of the Ministry of Agri¬ 
culture and they have recommended a 
simplified credit and marketing struc¬ 
ture for Tribal areas which will cater 
to the needs of the Tribals including 
credit for production, consumer needs 
as also for social purposes. The State 
Governments have been requested to 
adopt this model for preparation of 
schemes for Integrated Tribal Develop¬ 
ment Projects, which will cover all 
areas with more than 50 percent tribal 
concentration. 
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SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
In view of the fact that what the com¬ 
missioner says for these two States is 
as well said for some other States also 
of which we have personal experience, 
will Government take into considera- 
ll'tion the reasons which he has given 
1 1 for the preference of the Adibasis to 
I & moneylanders as compared to the co¬ 
ll operatives? The reasons which the 
||commisioner had given are as follows. 
jl'He says that the.findings are startling,

! ]j SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: The 
jrmain reason advanced by the tribals 
sand others for their preference for the

^mortgage their lands for getting loans 
from the cooperative societies and had 
||;to undergo some complicated formali- 
||; ties which were very trouble some, 

!| and which they wanted to avoid. 
Moreover, the co-operatives generally 
take their owhtime and the loans are 
? | not given at the time they are needed, 
k; These are the reasons which they have 
11 given. The Ministry of Agriculture 
f I which deals with cooperatives is very 
11 much aware of this problem. To study 
; |.the problem in depth they have ap- 
\ | pointed a study group to find out what 
11 -type of cooperative structure there 
% fshould be in the tribal areas and how 
| s tribal cooperatives, should be orgonls- 
fed. They have given their detailed 
^guidelines. One of the things that they 
|have mentioned is that normally co- 
Joperatiye societies give loans only for 


productive purposes, but so far as tri¬ 
bals are concerned they have suggest¬ 
ed that the rules should be liberalised 
to take care of their consumption 
needs as well as social needs so that 
their total credit requirements are 
met and they are not left to the mercy 
of the moneylenders. These recom¬ 
mendations of the Study Group are 
with the State Governments, and 
while formulating schemes for the tri¬ 
bal development areas I hope they 
will be taken into consideration. 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA: 
Will the scheme which the hon. Minis¬ 
ter has referred to be applicable to all 
the States where Adibasis live? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: Yes, 
Sir. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: It has 
been mentioned that the interest char¬ 
ged by the moneylenders radges from 
150 to 600 per cent. Most of the pro¬ 
duce from the land or paddy or even 
the land of the Adibasis in most parts 
of the country is virtually mortgaged. 
In that situation, may I know whether 
it is not a fact that this is an unlaw¬ 
ful activity and if so, whether any 
largescale punitive action against these 
criminals, who are moneylenders 
parading as respectable persons in 
these areas, is proposed to be taken by 
Government and if so, the details 
thereof, and if not, the reasons there¬ 
for? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: What 
the hon. member has said regarding 
the condition of the Adivasis when 
they take loans is more or less correct. 
They are in the hands of these money 
lenders to whom they are virtually 
mortgaged. They are treated even as 
bonded slaves. To meet this situation 
one approach is that they should be 
prevented from going to the money¬ 
lenders which means easy credits 
without irksome formalities to be made 
available to them for which I have 
outlined the scheme formulated by 
Government. 
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The hon. member has raised a wider 
question whether we would treat them 
as ordinary criminals or treat them 
under punitive measures for which 
they would be held liable. I would 
like to say that in regard to money- 
lending, some States have made very 
stringent laws. No one can do money- 
lending without a license. How much 
interest should be charged, how one 
can go to courts of law—on these 
matters some States have adopted 
measures. A s regards treating them 
as criminals and taking punitive action 
against them, if the hon. member can 
give some concrete suggetions, we will 
examine them. 

SHRI KARTIK OR AON; The Gov¬ 
ernment of India know very well, and 
State Governments are also aware, 
that there are tenancy Acts all over 
the country to protect the tribals 
from alienation of their lands. Civil, 
crimial and Judicial courts do not re¬ 
cognise transfer of their lands with¬ 
out the permission of the Deputy 
Commissioner. Even, then, there have 
been violations of these laws and very 
many alarming cases of land alienation 
have taken place all over the country. 
There have been Acts to protect them 
from moneylenders: there have been 
Acts to restore their lands to the tri¬ 
bal’s. These Acts have been passed in 
many States, for instance. Bihar; Oris¬ 
sa and Andhra Pradesh. But it is a 
sad commentary on these State Gov¬ 
ernments that they have not been able 
to do anything on this. It is about 
time the Central Government stepped 
in and gave serious thought to this 
problem I would like to know from 
Government whether they would se¬ 
riously consider in terms of providing 
a revolving fund in the Fifth Han for 
the restoration of tribal lands to them 
and releasing them from the clutches 
of unscrupulous moneylenders *for the 
purpose of uniform development of 
the tribals all over the country. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MtRDHA: The 
hon. member wants to know if we pro¬ 
pose to have a revolving fund which 


would finance restoration of lands 
alienated from the tribals. Actually 
most of the alienations which the hon. 
member has mentioned are illegal. Jn 
the first place they should not have 
been done, and if we have to take back 
those lands which have been illegally 
alienated, there is no need to pay for 
them. The only thing necessary is that 
there should be strict enforcement of 
the tenancy legislation meant to pro¬ 
tect the tribals. But If he hon. mem¬ 
ber feels that in certain areas the tri¬ 
bals are not able to reclaim their lands 
for which legally they have to make 
payments I am not aware of the situa¬ 
tion. If any particular mention is 
made by him, we would certainly go 
into that. 

SHRI BUTA SINGH: Apart from 
the reasons advanced by the hon Mi¬ 
nister as to why the tribals and the 
tribal beliets are more inclined to¬ 
wards private moneylenders, there is 
the non-co-operation of co-operative 
societies. In fact, these co-operative so- 
cieties are nothing but vested inter¬ 
ests of these private moneylenders. 
They are one family chain in the tri¬ 
bal belts. 

In addition to that, the point raised 
by Shrl Kartik Oraon is also a funda¬ 
mental one. The main reason is the 
land alienation of these tribals. Prac¬ 
tically they are bonded with these 
private landowners. Do Government 
propose to have selected pilot projects 
to have guided co-operative societies 
for the tribals and provide a revolv¬ 
ing fund for these pilot projects so 
as to show the Deputy Commissioners 
and Collectors as to how to imple¬ 
ment the land alienation Acts send le¬ 
gislation regarding co-operative so¬ 
cieties? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: We 
have been assured that so far as the 
establishment of co-operatives in‘tri¬ 
bal areas is concerned, whether for the 
forest produce or other things, funds 
would be no problem. The only thing 
is to what extent and in what man- 
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ner the State Governments implement 
the recommendations of the Study 
Group. We are constantly following it 
up with them. If it is felt that these 
schemes are not making headway be¬ 
cause of lack of finance, we would 
see that this impediment does not 
come in the way. 1

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: The matter is 
still under investigation. The Bihar 
Government had asked for assistance 
of the C.B.I. for further investigation. 
The decision has been taken to entrust 
the investigation to the CJB.I. A for- 
mal notification is to be issued and 
will be issued early. 
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AN HON. MEMBER: What about 
Betia incident? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: I have no in- 
formation. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
May I know whether it is a fact that, 
of these 11 persons arrested in Bihar 
so far, as is evident from the Minis¬ 
ter's reply, and eight persons from 
Calcutta, the persons who were ar¬ 
rested in Jameshdpur were connected 
with Tata’s firm and some of the eight 
persons arrested from Calcutta were 
connected with a Birla firm and also 
one Congress Minister in Bihar is 
connected with the uranium theft, and 
if so, whether prima facia on receipt 
of complaint Government have put 
these persons in jail and whether they 
are still in jail or have been released 
on ball? 

SHRI F. H. MOHSIN: A s the Home 
Minister has already pointed out, one 
person seems to be an employee of 
TEI.CO, one Mehboob Khan. Of the 
rest, one was a police constable and 
another was a resident of Jamshedpur 
town. We do not have further de¬ 
tails. The hon. Member seems to 
have more information. I would only 
say that the cases are still under in¬ 
vestigation. The investigation is being 
entrusted to the CBI. Let us await 
the results of the CBI investigation. 
When the investigation is over we will 
be very glad to place all the informa¬ 
tion before the House. 

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: Is any 
Bihar Minister involved? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
.There is no such information. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
As you have just now said, one per¬ 
son is connected with the Tata's firm. 
In the* same way, some of the eight 
'persons arrested from Calctita seem 
to be connected with a Birla’s firm. 


I want to know whether it is a fact or 
not and also whether a Congress Mi¬ 
nister Of Bihar is'also involved. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
My colleague has already said that 
the matter is being entrusted to the 
CBI. Let the CBI investigation beH 
completed.

When a case is entrusted 
to CBI, it is to make a comprehen¬ 
sive inquiry and whether it is busi¬ 
nessmen or professionals or others, all 
will be covered within the Scope of 
the inquiry and we do not know 
whether any Minister or any such 
person is involved. Uptil now we 
have no such information. If you 
merely imagine a happening and ask 
us to answer about' it, it is difficult. 
Let the investigation be completed 
and if there is anybody involved, 
whatever be his station, we will take 
necessary steps.

SHORT NOTICE QUESTION 

Functioning of Calcutta Telephones 

S. N. Q. 1. SHRI SAMAR GUHA: 
Will the Minister of COMMUNI¬ 
CATIONS be pleased "to state: 

(a) whether he assured the House 
that after May 1974. conditions re¬ 
garding functioning of Calcutta Tele¬ 
phones will improve; and 

(b) if so, the facts there-about in 
regard to improvement shown by 
Calcutta Telephones? 

THE MINISTER OP COMMUNICA¬ 
TIONS (SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY); (a) and (b). On the 9lh of 
April, 1974, while replying to a Short 
Notice Question by the Hon’ble Mem¬ 
ber. I had outlined the various steps 
which were taken and were proposed 
to be taken by the Government for 
resolving the problem facing the 
Calcutta Telephones. A number of 
sections were completed by the end of 
May 1974. There has been improve¬ 
ment in the functioning of the Cal¬ 
cutta System. The further progress 
of the various steps being taken and 
the improvements resulting therefrom 
are outlined in the Statement placed 
on the Table of the Lok Sabha. 

Statement 

Progress made in the improvement 
of the functioning of the Calcutta 
Telephones and the various steps 
taken by Government since March 
1974. 

(i) Adequate number of spare parts 
required by the Calcutta Telephones 
for the upkeep and the repairs of the 
exchange equipment and the tele¬ 
phone instruments have been sup¬ 
plied by the Indian Telephone Indus¬ 
tries on Top Priority. 

(ii) Further supply of the required 
spares is being made on a continuing 
basis. 
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(Hi) The over 3,000 switches which 
had been busied out in the various 
exchanges ol the Calcutta Telephone 
System have now been repaired and 
brought into service, 

(iv) All internal equipment has 
been thoroughly checked and over¬ 
hauled and is being routined as per 
schedule. 

(v) All the joints in the exchanges 
have been checked for proper solder¬ 
ing. 

(vi) Installation of additional tra¬ 
ffic relief equipment to handle the 
large volume of traffic has been ex¬ 
pedited. This equipment will be 
brought into service in 5 exchanges 
inz. ‘24’ ‘44’, ‘46’, ‘55’ and ‘66’ by the 
end of this month and in the remain¬ 
ing main telephone exchanges, during 
the next 9 to 12 months- 

(vii) The number of faulty junctions 
between the different exchanges 
which were about 8 to 10% of the 
total number of junctions in March 
1974 have come dow n to 4 to 5% and 
this number is being gradually reduc¬ 
ed further, by understaking special 
cable repair work. 

(viii) By special efforts, the under¬ 
ground cable faults are being hand¬ 
led expeditiously and there has been 
marked improvement in the speed of 
repairs of cable break-downs. 

(ix) The trunk automatic exchange, 
under installation at Calcutta, has 
been partially commissioned. ’ Subs¬ 
criber Trunk Dialling ‘STD’ from 
Asansol to Calcutta was introduced 
on the 26th of June, 1974. SID ser¬ 
vice from the various exchanges in 
Calcutta to Asansol would be intro¬ 
duced progressively during October- 
November this year. STD service 
from Kharagpur t 0 Calcutta will be 
introduced during September 1974 and 
the various exchanges of Calcutta to 
Kharagpur progressively from Novem¬ 
ber to December this year. STD ser¬ 
vice with Bhubaneshwar and Cuttack 
will be introduced by March 1975 and 
with Jamshedpur by end 1976. STD 


service with Delhi is expected to be 
introdured during the Fifth Plan. 

(x) Demand Trunk Service from 
Calcutta to Cuttack and Bhubaneshwar 
was introduced on 5-6-1974. 

(xi) The procedure for giving new 
connections after payment and com¬ 
pletion of formalities has been stream¬ 
lined and a number of connections 
pending since long have been instal¬ 
led. A small number of such connec¬ 
tions is now pending installation. At¬ 
tempts are being made to provide 
these also expeditiously. 

(xii) By special staffing of the trunk 
Record ‘180' and Trunk Enquiry ‘181’ 
switchboard positions, the time to 
answer on these services, has been 
reduced and more prompt service is 
being provided. 

(xiii) The various procedures for 
attending to faults and complaints 
have been streamlined. After the 
adopted of the procedure, comp¬ 
laints and faults are being attended to 
more expeditiously. The duration of 
faults is smaller and the number of 
carried over faults has been reduced. 

(xiv) Centralised service observa¬ 
tion of the calls passing through the 
Calcutta Telephone network has 
shown an improvement by 10% from 
the position in March. 

(xv) Inspection of the installation 
at subscribers premises and private 
branch exchanges is carried out on 
the basis of a special schedule. 

(xvi) Power shedding continues in 
different areas of Calcutta. To meet 
this situation, Direct Power Feeder 
cable has been laid for the ‘47’ ex¬ 
change. The work for laying direct 
Power Feeder Cables t 0 the ‘24’ and 
the ‘35’ Exchanges is in progress. *22’ 
and ‘23’ and ‘35’ and ‘34’ exchanges 
already have direct Power Feeder 
Cables. These exchanges will not be 
subjected to power shedding problems. 
Examination has shown that it Is not 
feasible to provide direct feeders for 
the remaining exchanges. Except in 
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‘58’ and ‘68* exchanges, engine alter¬ 
nators have been provided to take 
over the-exchange load in the remain¬ 
ing exchanges. Action is being taken 
to provide engine alternators in these 
two exchanges also. For two other 
exchangers ‘44’ and ‘41/46', larger 
capacity engine alternators are being 
provided. 

(xvii) After , discussion with the 
West Bengal State authorities, special 
liaison has been established with the 
local law and .order authorities to 
minimise thefts of underground 
- cables. It is expected that soon the 
interruptions to the service due to 
thefts of cables would be minimised. 

(xviii) Close coordination has been 
established with the various agencies 
engaged in road digging operations. 
The damage to underground cables 
by road digging work is being gradul- 
ly reduced. 

(xix) The management setup of the 
Calcutta Telephones has been stren- 
thened and the maintenance work is 
being organised on an Area basis. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I appreciate 
the response of the hon. Minister to 
rather an inconvenient question and 
I am thankful that the Minister has 
shown some earnestness in removing 
the problems facing the Calcutta 
telephones. But, what I am afraid of 
is that after the election of the Presi¬ 
dent, the reshuffle of the Ministries. 
So, before the reshuffling takes place 
I would like the hon. Minister to do 
his best to see that the Calcutta tele¬ 
phones are put in order. 

The reply has given too much of a 
bright picture. You have stated about 
overhauling of the internal equip¬ 
ment, installation of additional traffic 
relief equipment, setting right the 
faulty junctions, commissioning of 
the trunk automatic exchange, etc-, 
etc. in your statement. I am a 
telephone subscriber and X,.am also a 
member Of the Telephone Advisory 
Committee and I would like to draw 
your attention. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please ask your 
question. 


SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am com¬ 
ing. 

My experience is unsatisfactory 
service of 189, 199, 185, 180, 173 and 
the receivers’ complaints, wrong bil¬ 
ling; wrong connection and the negli¬ 
gence at the time of repair—all these 
lead to delay anjJ bribery. I made a 
suggestion saying, let there be a 
complaint and supervision cell insti¬ 
tuted there. The timid managers,— 
three of them were there,—could not 
do anything in the matter. I want to 
know whether a special officer from 
the Centre could be sent there. He 
should at least set up a complaint and 
supervision cell, so that all tlie com¬ 
plaints may be promplty, Quickly and 
adequately dealt with. 

MR. SPEAKER: He is worried. I 
will fix a time limit for you, before 
reshuffling takes place! 

SIIRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY; I am thankful for the hon. 
Member for appreciating the work 
done by way of improvement of the 
telephone system in Calcutta. It has 
nothing to do with the elections or 
the change or otherwise of the minis¬ 
tries concerned? Various steps have 
been taken in various directions. 
Certain deficiencies have been identi¬ 
fied. You will kindly appreciate that a 
special officer has gone there. A very 
senior officer has gone there. I also 
went there. Information is collected 
from time to time and whatever steps 
have to be taken are being taken. An 
Additional General Manager has been 
sent and four Deputy General Mana¬ 
gers have been ordered to be sent. 
Only one has gone and the rest are 
expected to take up their positions 
very shortly. This sort of complaint 
is found not only here but in other 
places too. But I may say for your j 
information that the complaints about i 
overbilling in Calcutta are compara¬ 
tively less than in Bombay and Delhi. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: In 1961 
Calcutta hd& 73,608 telephones. 
Bombay, *47,795 and Delhi, 33,400 but 
at present Bombay has 1,68,000 
Calcutta 1,32,000 and Delhi 99,135. 
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There is provision made in the Fifth 
Plan, but what we find is that this 
provision lags far behind in respect 
Of Calcutta compared to Bombay and 
Delhi. I want to know as to what 
steps have been taken by Government 
to see that Calcuta, which is nerve 
centre of industry, business and trade, 
is brought at par with cities like 
Bombay, for instance. This is my first 
point and my second point is this. The 
66 STD system is introduced all over 
the country and barring Bhuvanesh- 
war and Cuttack, not a single STD 
line is there which has been intro¬ 
duced in the eastern region of India. 
What are the reason? Before 15th 
May the trunk call charge between 
Delhi and Bombay was Rs. 12 and 
Delhi to Calcutta was Rs. 16 but now 
it has been made at par but even 
then because of the STD facilities 
now Bombay is getting prompt and 
urgent call and charge is reduced to 
half. I want to know whether he 
would take action to see that eastern 
region is brought w’lhin the system 
of STD and to see that the charges 
taken for long distance calls are 
reduced pending installation of STD 
system, to see that Calcutta is 
brought at par with cities like Bom¬ 
bay and other towns. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: Calcutta, as all of us know, 
is the most important place in India 
from many points of view. We do 
not deny that. There is no competi¬ 
tion like that in the matter of tele¬ 
phones. It is true that in recent years 
enough attention was not paid to Cal¬ 
cutta partly because of political 
reasons and partly otherwise-to which 
which I need not go into. 

However, Calcutta has been kept in 
mind in regard to expansion of the 
telephone system. It is proposed, 
during the Fifth Plan, to expand the 
Calcutta telephone system by another 
92,000 lines and to expahd the Bom¬ 
bay system more or less by a lakh of 
lines. So far as S.T.D, is concerned, 
it has been mentioned in the state¬ 
ment tbM I have given to you, that 
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STD is already there between 
Asansol and Calcutta and, to Bhub¬ 
aneshwar and Cuttack, it is coming 
up shortly. Between Delhi and Cal¬ 
cutta during the Fifth Plan it is pro¬ 
posed to have'it. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSX: I would like to know the 
hon. Minister, since I belong to that 
part of Calcutta - and since I am 
suffering from that whether he had 
received any fresh complaint about 
the functioning of Calcutta telephone 
especially on the cross-bar system 
was installed recently. There most 
of the people do not get telephone 
lines—at least half of them. From 
my own experience I would like to tell 
you that whenever I make a call from 
Delhi to that exchange, I never get 
my own number. My submission to 
the Minister is to look' ihto the matter 
whether the cross-bar exchange could 
be replaced or not. My second sub¬ 
mission to you is to make an inquiry— 
I am not accusing any political party 
at all—because in Calcutta Exchange 
there is an international line between 
Delhi and Calcutta „but, some Cong¬ 
ressmen have been deliberately not 
given the connection. For the past 
five years, in spite of repeated com¬ 
plaints made by me, it has not been 
replaced. If Congressmen book a 
call they are deliberately not being 
allowed; they are refused straight¬ 
way. I have enquired about it. The 
people are sitting there and they are 
not,giving the lines. I want to know 
from you whether this should be 
rectified or not. The General Manager 
does not even listen to me. They are 
doing it deliberately. And for the 
past, five years if a call is made by 
Congress Members t 0 some Ministers, 
they do not give it. So. let us have 
an inquiry into the whole thing. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: So far as the complaint of 
the hon. Member is concerned, I 
would certainly look into it as to 
what is happening there. So far as 
cross-bar system is concerned, out of 
1.33 lakh lines in Calcutta, only 4.600 
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are in cross-bar exchange and the rest 
of the lines are operated in Strowger 
system. My information is that the 
cross-bar at Calcutta is a little better 
than the one in Bombay. This is my 
information. As you all know there 
are complaints about the functioning 
of this system. Deficiencies are being 
rectified. So many attempts are be¬ 
ing made and we expect that in 
another three to four months’ time 
they would function better. 

SHRI H. N. MUKERJEE; Calcutta, 
thanks to our friends there, has been 
deprived of its pre-eminence in the 
country, but it is pre-eminent in so far 
as its agonising telephone system is 
concerned. I am sure Bombay cannot 
hold a candle to it in so far as the 
excruciating nature of the telephone 
system goes. In view of the fact that 
in spite of Calcutta having a larger 
number of telephones than even 
Bombay right up to the 1960's and 
the money received through hire 
charges levied on Calcutta for local 
and trunk calls having given the 
Government a bonanza of nearly Rs. 
40 crores during the last decade and 
a half or so. this money which was 
additionally extracted from Calcutta 
has been expended for the main¬ 
tenance and improvement of appara¬ 
tus and the introduction of modern¬ 
ised apparatus eleswhere than in 
Ca’-eutta. may I know if Government 
would at least mak e up its mind to 
put Calcutta as first priority item in 
so far as the restoration of a normal 
telephone system is concerned and to 
make a beginning, not only by expe¬ 
diting the STD system which cannot 
wait till the Fifth Plan which is wait¬ 
ing till the Greek calends, but by ex¬ 
pediting it much auicker than the 
period of the Fifth Plan, and to look 
after the Calcutta P&T workshop 
which was till 1947 the largest in 
India, which has been starved of ap¬ 
paratus, which has been deliberately 
killed and which cannot manufacture 
machinery needed for the repair of 
locally employable instruments. Per¬ 
haps, Government can do something 
about it, put Calcutta as priority 
No. 1 in their age and look after the 
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Calcutta P&T workshop so that 
much could be done in the meantime, 
and expedite the STD business. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: Nobody denies it and it is 
obvious that Calcutta occupies a pre¬ 
eminent position, and it is trying to 
maintain that position, and so far as 
the expansion of the "telephone system 
ig concerned, it would not suffer at 
all. 

The rates have been brought on a 
par recently i n the course of the last 
four or five years. Previously, as 
you must be aware, in the 1950’s it 
was in Calcutta that the director 
Strowger system which was then a 
modern one was introduced, and 6er 
cause of that probably some charges 
were made. Now, there is no distinc¬ 
tion between Calcutta, Bombay and 
Delhi. All are uniform. So far as 
STD is concerned, we have not gone 
into yearly priorities so far as expan¬ 
sion of this is concerned. It is pro¬ 
posed to do it during the Fifth Plan. 
But if there is a possibility of expedit¬ 
ing it certainly we shall look into it. 
But no promise can be made because 
many other aspects have got to be 
considered. 

So far as the workshop is con¬ 
cerned, the hon. Member has brought 
it. to our notice, and I shall look into 
that also. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: It 
has been admitted by the hon. Minis¬ 
ter that during the last four or five 
years, the telephone rates at Calcutta 
have remained at par with those in 
other places. By this it has also been 
admitted that for a few years since 
the date of Partition the rates were 
higher or rather there was discrimi¬ 
nation. Shri H. N. Mukeriee had said 
that Rs. 40 crores had been taken, 
and on the last occasion I said that it 
was much more than that and it was 
nearly Rs. 100 crores. Whatever may 
be the figure, £he fact remains that 
some amount of money has been 
realised from the Calcutta telephone 
subscribers, but at the same time they 
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have been discriminated against; 
without being given any facilities 
whatsoever hey have paid higher rates. 
In view of the fact that they are try¬ 
ing to get into this priority list for the 
STD and their programme is to com¬ 
plete the STD conversion between 
Calcutta and Delhi by the end of the 
Fifth Plan, I would request the hon. 
Minister to see whether he will consi¬ 
der if. till the STD facilities and other 
facilities which are going to be made 
available for other important cities 
of India by connecting them to Delhi 
are actually made available, in the 
Calcutta telephone system it would be 
possible to realise the trunk telephone 
system rates between Calcutta Delhi 
and other places at par with the STD 
rates and not at the present rates that 
have been taken? In view of the fact 
that in the past several crores of 
rupees have been taken—it is much 
more than Rs. 40 crores as stated by 
Prof. Mukerjee:—is it proposed to 
compensate Calcutta f .r the same? 


SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: It is an admitted fact that 
the rates were a little higher since a 
long time ago not now. That was pro¬ 
bably due to the introduction of a 
very modem system like the Director 
Strowger System which obtains only 
in Calcutta and nowhere else in 
India. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
No political considerations? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY: There is no politics in it 
that I am aware of. 

To refund or to compensate them 
for what has been collected—from 
speech to speech it has been increas¬ 
ing; from Rs. 14 crores to Rs. 40 
crores and now Rs. 100; next time I 
d 0 not know what will be the figure— 
that question however does not arise. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: 
Appoint a Committee to find out the 
exact figure. 


SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA 
REDDY. The sins of fathers axe not 
visited on the sons. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Shri Samar Guha asked whether so 
long as the STD is not introduced the 
trunk call rates from Calcutta would 
be brought on par with those of 
Bombay. If at the moment you are 
not in a position to say anything 
will you examine it? If I telephone 
from Delhi to Bombay, I have to pay 
something Rs. 2 or Rs. 10 but if I 
make a trunk call to Calcutta, I have 
to pay Rs. 16 for 3 minutes, Are you 
bringing those two rates on par so 
that the Calcutta people have not to 
pay more? 

Secondly, in the Greater Bombay 
and Greater Madras areas, there is no 
toll system; all calls are treated on 
local basis. But in my district which 
is within the Greater Calcutta area, 
we have to pay toll charges which is 
more than double the local charges. 
Will you examine this aspect also so 
as to bring the Greater Calcutta calls 
o n par with the local calls? 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Apart from Calcutta, there are several 
other places where there is no STD 
service even in metropolitan areas. 
After all STD was introduced in 1960 
and now only about 63 routes have 
been covered mainly from the central 
point of Delhi, and a few towns. 
These have to be extended all over 
the country and that will be done. I 
do not want the hon. members from 
Calcutta to feel that they are discri¬ 
minated against. Bombay is overtak¬ 
ing Calcutta for various other reasons. 
Regarding trunk call rates, they are 
the same everywhere depending upon 
the distance. 

MUHAMMED KHUDA BUKHSH: 
Arising out of the answer given that 
line capacity in different exchanges in 
Calcutta will be expanded, may I 
know what would be the possible delay 
in augmenting the line capacity of ex¬ 
changes 43 and 44? 
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SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
I have given the information in the 
statement. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: He is 
giving wrong information to the 
House. Trunk call rates are not based 
on distance. From here to London, for 
a distance of 7000 miles, the rate is 
Rs. 54 but from here to Calcutta it is 
Rs. 16. 

SHRI K. BRAHMANANDA REDDY: 
Inside the country it is dependent on 
the distance.

of various States at New Delhi in 
Jane, 1974

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 

(a) There was a meeting of the North¬ 
ern Regional Electricity Board at New 
Delhi on the 14th June, 1974. The 
Union Minister of Irrigation and 
Power addressed this meeting and at¬ 
tended it for a short-time. 

(b) One of the topics discussed in 
this meeting was the ppower supply 
position and power generation capacity 
in the various States in the Northern 
Region. 

(c) The following decisions were 
taken by the NREB in this meeting:— 

(i) For satisfactory parallel ope¬ 
ration of the various power systems 
in^the Northern Region a frequency 
level of at least 49.7 Herz may be 
maintained. / 

(ii) The NREB should study the 
stability of the system so as to avoid 
frequent tripping of the RAPP unit* 

(iii) The Chairman of all the State 
Electricity Boards would make all 
possible efforts to implement the 
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various suggestions made by the 
Minister, I&P in his address viz., 

(a) No slippages should be al¬ 
lowed to occur in the implementa¬ 
tion of the Fifth Plan projects. 

(b) The generation from the 
existing thermal stations should 
be maximised. 

(c) All powep systems in the 
Northern Region should work in 
an integrated manner. 

(d) Ostentatious use of electri¬ 
city should be curbed. 

(e) The Electricity Industry 
should be suitably restructured 
and the working of the State 
Electricity Boards should be pro¬ 
fessionalised. 


Prime Ministers Award on Narmada 
Dispute 

*47. SHRI ONKAR LAL BERWA:

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) to (c). The Chief Ministers of 
Gujarat, Madhya Pradesh, Maharashtra 
and Rajasthan met in July, 1972, and 
agreed that the waters of the Narmada 
may be taken to be 28 m-a.f and that 
Rajasthan and Maharashtra would 
have O.S and 0.25 million acres feet, 
respectively, of Narmada Waters for 
use in their territories, and requested 
t£e Prime Minister to give a decision 
m regard to the allocation of .the 


balance water between Madhya Pra¬ 
desh and Gujarat and in regard to the 
height of the Navagam Dam in Guja¬ 
rat. It was further agreed that the 
Chief Ministers would finalise the ar¬ 
rangements for power generation and 
distribution. 

The Prime Minister considered the 
question in detail and had a series of 
discussions with a view to arriving 
at an acceptable solution. The issues 
involved were complicated. Neverthe¬ 
less, by January 1974, as a result of 
the discussions, the differences 
amongst the States were narrowed 
down. However a solution to the two 
issues referred to the Prime Minister 
was not reached. The changed politi¬ 
cal situation in Gujarat made the solu¬ 
tion to these issues even more difficult. 
It was accordingly considered that it 
would be better if the dispute were 
decided by the Tribunal. 

The representatives of the four 
States, after a series of discussions, 
reached an agreement on 12th July, 
1974. In accordance with the Agree¬ 
ment, the Governments of Madhya 
Pradesh and Rajasthan will withdraw 
their appeals before the Supreme 
Court. The States concerned will also 
make suitable submissions to the Tri¬ 
bunal regarding the points on which 
agreement has been arrived at. 

The main features of the Agreement 
are:— 

1. The quantity of water available 
in Narmada for 75 per cent of the 
years is assessed at 28 million acre 
feet; 

2 . That the requirement of Maha¬ 
rashtra and Rajasthan are 0.25 and 
0.5 million acre feet respectively, the 
allocation for Rajasthan being with¬ 
out prejudice to the level of the 
canal from the Navagam Dam; 

3. A number of issues that had 
been raised before the Tribunal will 
be deleted ajyi a few will be got 
amended suitably; and 

4. The question of allocation of 
waters between Madhya Pradesh 
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and Gujarat and the height of the 
Navagam Dam aa well as the ques¬ 
tion of sharing of power between 
the States will be left to be decided 
by the Tribunal.

As early, as in 
February 1974, several labour unions 
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2 ave a call for a countrywide railway 
strike any time from 10th April and 
also announced the formation of a 
Coordination Committee to conduct 
the strike. In the course of their pre¬ 
parations for the strike, several reports 
were received jof intimidation and 
assault on workers who did not agree 
to the proposed strike. In Search, 
plans were announced for commenc¬ 
ing a work-to-rule agitation from the 
1st of April and the plan to go on a 
strike any time after the 10th of 
April was also reiterated. Work-to- 
rule, go-slow and work stoppage and 
other similar forms of agitation came 
to notice even prior to the 1st of 
April. The plans for the strike were 
being stepped up and the public state¬ 
ments made by prominent leaders 
made it appear that the strike was in¬ 
evitable. Reports of threats to loyal 
workers as well as threats of sabotage 
and destruction of railway property 
were also being received from different 
parts of the country. Though the Co¬ 
ordination Committee , was due to meet 
on 15th April to take a decision re¬ 
garding the date of the strike, it ap¬ 
peared that the strike would materia¬ 
lise on any day after the 10th des¬ 
pite efforts which were being made 
to avert the strike. Keeping in view 
the widespread repercussions on the 
law and order as well as economic 
fields such a strike would inevitably 
cause. Central Government had to 
keep in close touch with the State 
Governments and plan for all even¬ 
tualities. It was also necessary to 
keep the State Governments informed 
of the developments and coordinate 
measures for maintaining law and 
order and essential traffic. It was in 
this context that the State Govern¬ 
ments were advised to plan in advance 

and get into a state of preparedness 
for effectively meeting the grave situa- 

t 

tion in the event off st strike. The 
correspondence with the State Gov¬ 
ernments was undertaken for this pur¬ 
pose.

According to 
the information furnished by the Delhi 
Administration, so far 155 persons 
have been arrested in connection with 
the Sadar Bazar disturbances of the 
5th May, 1974. This includes three out 
of the four persons who are reported 
to have used fire arms during the 
riots. Action under sections 82 and 
83 of the Cr. P. C. has been taken 
against the person absconding. 

(c) One hundred and Seventy fire 
arms have been surrendered. 

(d) Proposal for setting up a police 
post in the area is under the active 
consideration of Delhi Administration. 
However, armed pickets have been 
posted at strategic points in the area.

The 
Prime Minister recently wrote to the 
Chief Minister, Tamil Nadu stating 
that these tendencies should be curbed 
firmly and suggesting that necessary 
administrative measures to allay any 
sense of fear in the minds of linguistic 
minorities be taken by the State 
Government.

(b) and (c). The crossbar system 
which is a common control system has 
certain inherent advantages for the 
future development of telecommuni¬ 
cations in the country including intro¬ 
duction of nationwide subscriber Trunk 
Dialling. As such, crossbar equip¬ 
ment is being tendered for. 

Certain deficiencies in circuits and 
manufacturing defects have been 
causing failure of calls in the existing 
Penta Conta crossbar exchanges of 
B. T. M. make. These detects are 
under rectification. 

The deficiencies are not such as to 
preclude the use of crossbar systems, 
which are being produced by several 
manufacturers and are in extensive 
use in many countries of the world. 
The important manufacturers of cross¬ 
bar equipment include M/s. Northern 
Electric of Canada, M/s. L. M. Erics¬ 
sons of Sweden, M/s Nippon Electric 
Company of Japan, M/s. B.T.M. of 
Belgium and others. The systems pro¬ 
duced by the different manufacturers, 
though following the basic common 
control principle, are of varying de¬ 
signs. Last year, an order was placed 
op M/s L.M. Ericssons for supply of 
10,000 lines of crossbar equipment.

(d) The functions relating to the 
construction of power projects and the- 
generation, transmission and distribu¬ 
tion of power would largely remain 
with the States as at present. The 
Central Electricity Authority would 
discharge those functions which can 
best be undertaken lit the national 
level and which would ensure the effi¬ 
cient planning and implementation of 
the power programme as a whole.

Relaxation of Ban on Fresh Recruit¬ 
ment

Statement 

No ban on direct recruitment to 
posts under the Government of India 
was imposed in 1955. However a tfan 
was imposed on recruitment to the 
posts of peons in Ministries and 
Attached Offices on 22nd May, 1957 
restricting the filling up of posts of 
peon by transfer of surplus staff from 
one office , to another, either within 
the same Ministry (including its 
attached offices) or between the 
various Ministries (including their 
attached offices). Vacancies of peons 
within the sanctioned strength as on 
22nd May, 1957 in Ministries and their 
attached offices could also be filled 
from amongst the surplus Class IV 
employees registered in the Directo¬ 
rate of Employment and Training 
(surplus cell). However, If no surplus 
peons were available the vacancies 
could be filled through the Employ¬ 
ment Exchange. On 25th February, 
1966, it was decided that direct re¬ 
cruitment to ministerial non-gazetted 
posts like Assistants, Upper Division 
Clerks and Lower Division Clerks in 
all Organisations/Mlnistries/Depart- 
ments under the Central Government 
should not be made, unless a certi¬ 
ficate was obtained from the Central 
(Surplus staff cell) under the Minis¬ 
try of Home Affairs, for each category 
of posts, on every occasion, to the 
effect that the Central Cell had no 
suitable candidate to offer. These re¬ 
strictions were extended with effect 
from 19th June, 1967 to the filling up 
of all Class III and also Class H posts 
in all Government Departments 
whether by promotion or direct re¬ 
cruitment, with a view to ensure 
speedy deployment of surplus staff. 


In view of the imperative need for 
economy a ban on direct recruitment 
to Class HI and Class IV posts was 
initially imposed for a period of one 
year with effect from 7th March. 199, 
on the following conditions:—

Delhi Telephone system has 1,14,000 
connections and a waiting list of over 
1,00,000. Due to the heavy demand, 
the calling rate' Is high. This puts 
extra strain on the equipment causing 
excessive wear and tear. However, 
the functioning of the system is by 
and large 'satisfactory. 


Improvement of the system is in 
hand on a continuing basis. A special 
drive has been initiated for improving 
the performance of the internal ex¬ 
change equipment and the external 
cables, lines and subscribers installa¬ 
tions of the system. A programme for 
the upgradatidn of the crossbar 
exchanges is under*progress and about 
50 per cent to 60 per cent of the up- 
gradation work has 'been completed. 
Considerable improvement in the 
quality of service is expected after the 
completion of this work. 

Additional equipment is being 
installed to handle the high traffic and 
worn out equipment is being replaced. 
During the Fifth Five-Year Plan, 
77,000 lines are proposed to be added 
to the system. 

Shaharghat-Mbdhubani Trunk Line

MOTION OF NO-CONFIDENCE IN 
THE COUNCIL OF MINISTERS— 
Contd. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN (Muvattup- 
uzha): Yesterday I was on the ques¬ 
tion of the railway strike. The point 
I wish to make today is this. We are 
very clear in our mind and very firm 
in our belief that the attempt in the 
context , of the railway strike was not 
to forge a trade union struggle but 
was a conspiratorial attempt for a 
political subversion and political: 
overthrow. 
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The reason is so clear that ill it was 
a pure trade union struggle, certainly, 
an agreement could have been arrived 
at on the 30th of April when six out 
of the eight demands were conceded 
by Government. 

But, instead of that, in order that 
the settlement might be scuttled and 
in order that the show-down might 
be precipitated, the leader of the strik¬ 
ing committee bolted out from the 
scene and wired to the International 
Centres to say that the talks had 
broken down and that they were head¬ 
ing towards a strike. The point here 
is that what they wanted was not set¬ 
tlement but a show-down and con¬ 
frontation that they were after. The 
reason was that looking at the politi¬ 
cal and economic scene of the country, 
with the prices rising and with the 
inflationary spiral moving up and with 
the discontent showing up in certain 
parts of the country and taking a les¬ 
ion from the developments in Guja¬ 
rat which, according to them gave a 
spell of success and, with certain rum¬ 
blings in Bihar with a new found 
leadership under Shri Jayaprakash 
Narain coming forward, they thought 
that the time was ripe for them to 
strike. They chose to strike at the 
nerve-centre of the nation. Not that 
they thought-possibly they could not 
expect it—that the railwayment of all 
the railways would troop in in res¬ 
ponse to their call. They knew that 
the National Federation of Indian 
Railways were against the strike; 
they knew fhat the Indian National 
Congress, with its great moral autho¬ 
rity, was moving against the strike 
and they also knew from the past ex¬ 
perience that the railwaymen would 
not tow the line of sabotage wher¬ 
ever the national interests were in¬ 
volved; but, they drew their inspira¬ 
tion from the experience of the loco 
strike which took place in 1973 when 
out of 70,000 loco men they could call 
In only about 4,000 to strike work. 
Nevertheless, by their Campaign of 
hatred and intimidation, they were 
able, gs days went on, to get more an#, 
morerij^ople from thdr^ ports. -'So ' 
much go, .the striking personnel gra¬ 


dually rose in strength to about 14,000 
out of 70,000 or so. If a mere 4,000 
people could create a situation and 
could make it appear that the railways 
were going to pieces, naturally, they 
had argued among themselves and 
thought that with all the trade unions 
combined with all the political parties 
behind them they could create a situa¬ 
tion in this country which would lead 
to a firstclass political crisis. 

Shri George Fernandes went into 
delirium with the future prospects of 
the developments and he went to the 
extent of saying that the first indus¬ 
trial machinery would come to a 
grinding halt and that more than half 
the population would be faced with 
starvation. That was the declaration 
that he made. 

Now, Sir, with these calculations 
they went on. But, unfortunately, they 
failed to take into their reckoning 
certain basic factors—the factor that 
the N.F.I.R. with a tremendous moral 
authority on the railwaymen was op¬ 
posed *o the strike. ( Interruptions ) 
They failed to appreciate the fact that 
the Indian National Congress was at 
variance with them; they underesti¬ 
mated the patriotic sentiments of the 
railwaymen and the nationalistic 
compulsions of the railwaymen who 
never faltered in their attitude where 
the national interests were at' stake. 
They knew therefore that they would 
not be able to get the railwaymen in. 
Nevertheless, drawing from this ins¬ 
piration they went ahead and, above 
all, they underestimated the moral 
authority that the Prime Minister bfr 
India could wield by the waming that 
she sounded and by the way she was 
able to muster up against the opposi¬ 
tion. I found Mr. Bosu, in angouft

I am appealing to the minister to 
take a lesson from last year. You bent 
to the category unions at the time of 
the strike by the loco staff and that 
put courage into the people to call 
this national catastrophe.

Reference has been made 
to black money Certainly, it must 
be fought against. Assuming that I get 
Rs. 10 crores overnight, unless it be 
that I use it for hoarding operations 
essential commodities by 10 crores of 
rupees can have no pressure on the 
essential commodities, essential for the 
working class, because I as an indivi¬ 
dual, cannot consume more of the es¬ 
sential commodities than I consumed 
yesterday. But if 10 crores are dis¬ 
tributed among one crores of people, 
I have absolutely no doubt that pres¬ 
sure will be felt on the essential com¬ 
modities. 

Therefore, the answer is two-fold. 
One is to increase production and the 
-second is to restrict consumption in 
the. meanwhile. It cannot be restricted 
tu one section only, it has got to be all 
round. This problem has to be 
fought on a war basis and that is what 
is being done. 

Then is talk of wage freeze. I od 
not understand what their concept of 
wage freeze is. Increments are allow¬ 
ed, revision of wages is allowed and 
increased dearness allowance is allow¬ 
ed.

They should tell the higher 
paid workers, “You shall not con¬ 
sume what more you are getting but 
rather put it back so that the lower 
paid workers may also sustain in the 
meanwhile.” The persons who are 
fighting against the Ordinance are 
fighting for the higher paid workers 
disregarding the interest of the lower 
paid workers. We in the INTUC, we 
in the Parliamentary Wing, we indivi¬ 
dually will take up the cause of the 
lower paid workers and will try to get 
protection fer them against the ope¬ 
ration of thi Ordinance.

■There is a fundamental difference 
in thinking and in approach between 
tile Opposition and ourselves. They 
call it a labour strike. 1 dp not call 
it a labour strike.' It was not a trade 
union dispute. I say, it was a political 
adventure planned by political adven¬ 
turists who wanted to cripple the 
economy of this country and to para¬ 
lyse this Government. According to 
their calculations, they thought that 
the industries would get closed, that 
there would be no movement of food- 
grains, that there would be no move¬ 
ment of coal and that there would be 
closure of power houses. All these 
things were behind their move. There¬ 
fore, we should not treat this problem 
as a trade union problem. 

Earlier, we thought that it was a 
trade union problem, We set up a 
Committee. I myself joined the Com¬ 
mittee’s deliberations. Out of eight 
demands, six demands were conceded. 
In the past, I had something to do 
with the trade union working and 
industrial relations. Any union which 
wins six points out of eight points 
will be happy enough and it would be 
a great victory for them. But thi9 
was not acceptable to them. Mr. 
George Fernandes thought that he 
must win all the eight points. Only 
twit points were left. As Mr. Chandra- 
jit Yadav said, one was the question 
of bonus and the other was the ques¬ 
tion of parity of wages with the public 
sector. These two points were obvi¬ 
ously, with the present economic 
crisis, impossible tu be met; It is not 
that we said, we were not going to 
have aiiy discussion. But there ware 
■faculties. We said that these cotfld 
ndt be itpplemented it that stage be¬ 


cause there were already many .com¬ 
plications and we had already the 
problems arising out of the Pay Com¬ 
mission’s recommendations. . It was 
not possible for us to accept. " This 
was the situation when the strike took 
place. And what happened during 
the strike? This strengthens my argu¬ 
ment when 1 say that it# was not a 
trade union dispute. Large scale vio¬ 
lence took place. Officers were beaten 
up, workers were intimidated, fires 
were dropped, the dedicated workers 
were thrown on the streets, their 
children were beaten up and their 
families were terrorised. In no trade 
union strike such things take place. 
We have known of many trade union 
strikes. Only yesterday Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu was talking of the coalmen’s 
strike in Great Britain and the result 
that followed, i.e., the fall of Mr. 
Heath’s Government. Her e it was a 
much bigger struggle. Perhaps, as I 
was told this morning by my senior 
officers, nowhere in the world labour 
agitation had taken such a big dimen¬ 
sion. This kind of struggle was really 
difficult for the Government to handle. 
But I must compliment the administra¬ 
tion, the State Governments, the 
policemen and all my senior and junior 
officers and the railwaymen who stood 
firm to their post. Out of 17 lakh 
workers that we have on the railways 
—14 lakh permanent and three lakh 
casual —54 lakh workers did not go to 
work. This happened on the 8th. By 
the 27 th, 3 lakh people came and 
joined the work. Therefore, only two 
and a half lakh workers out of 17 
lakh workers remained outside and 
did mot come to join duty till the 
strike was called oft on the 27th. 

' I would like to narrate some of the 
incidents. that took place. This h 
only to prove how these organisations 
have behaved themselves during this 
period. It is very easy to throw imM. 
on Mr. A. P. Sharma or Mr. .Stephen, 
but I must $ay that their organisation .

This is how they have behaved. I 
will ask these people to tell you whe¬ 
ther it is permissible under the‘trade 
union law. Is it a trade union- dis¬ 
pute? gome of the workers... .(In¬ 
terruptions) I will later on come to 
sabotage cases. I am only trying to 
prove that it was not a trade union 
dispute. It was. an illegal strike. It 
is a mild expression to call it only an 
illegal strike. It is much more than 
that—a conspiracy or whatever you 
call it, but it was never a labour dis¬ 
pute and to meet*that, we had to take 
very firm and severe measures and I 
will say that if such a situation again 
arises, we will have Jo act stronger 
still— (Interruptions).

I again 
tell my trade union friends that be¬ 
cause oU these activities you lost the 
public support. If you had conducted 
the strike on trade union lines, you 
would not have lost th© public support 

Then, Sir, I come to the question of 
victimisation. Shri Indrajit Gupta was 
very very vociferous about victimisa¬ 
tion.. He, was telling that there were 
large-scale victimisations. Before 1 
come to that, h© said that there were 
a large number of evictions. The 
actual number of staff who have been 
evicted from their quarters is only 34 
and of them 32 were employees who 
. have been removed from service for 
various offences but they were given 
the quarters and they came back. 

Then, with regard to disconnection 
of electricity and water supply, no 
disconnection has taken place and if 
this is the information that Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu has received from 
somebody, it is not correct. No dis¬ 
connection has taken place. 

Then, about the question of break 
in service, I said ‘No work, no pay*. 
The only thing I said in Calcutta as 
also in Delhi was this that the rail- 
waymen are like members of my 
' family and what I did say was that if 
they have not worked and if they 
were absent, they could not get the 
salary. There will be break in service. 
This cannot be helped. On these 
points there cannot be any question 
of compromise at all. The opposit'or 
only creates confusion and they tak< 
the time of the House unnecessarily. 
Those of the people who have not 
done their work will not get the salary 
for the period of their absence. Let 
me make it clear. For that absence 
they will not get salary and that will 
be treated as break in service. On 
this point we will not comproTOlse.Wt 
do not want to hide, anything: the^aw 
is very dear. If they want they can 
go to the Library and see for ifiim* 
selves what break in airvlce means.

They said that lakhs of workers 
have bee n arrested. I am coming to 
the figure. I want to tell you how 
many railway workers have been 
released also. The total arrests were 
19,883. The numbers # who were 
released, were 19.20& upto the 17th of 
July. That is to say 878 people are in 
prison today, and, not more than 40Q 
to 500 persons under MXSA are in 
prison. Number of staff who have 
been taken bade to work is 15,000 
against 19,000. The number of rail¬ 
way staff convicted is 1,005. In 
respect of number of rail¬ 
way employees who have been termi¬ 
nated, their number Is 18,749. The 
number out of this which has been 
reinstated is 4,923. Regarding the 
number of casual labour—don't con¬ 
fuse this with the regular .workers,— 
the casual labour who are discharged 
is 18,500 aproximately. Those who 
have been taken back subsequently 
comeg to about 7,000. The number of 
staff who will have break In service 
will come to 2.5 lakha Break in 
service does not mean losing the Job. 
They will get the other benefits etc. 
apart from break in service. They 
will not lose their Jobs, as I hgvf 
alreadv pointed out. Their number is 
2.5 lakhs. 


The other day I was aqked about the 
loss to the railways. In terms of revenue 
loss to the railways. In terms dt reve¬ 
nue loss to railways thi would come 
to Rs. 60 crores. But the loss to the

In order to keep k 
the records straight, I will read out^i 
the procedure for the allotment oft 
wagons for coal. The distribution of/ 
coal to different consumers is based on 
a programme sponsored by the dif¬ 
ferent Ministries of the Central Gov- 
eminent, State Governments and f 
other authorised agencies. The rail¬ 
ways allot wagons in accordance with"* 
these sponsored programmes received 
by them. For instance, the coal Con¬ 
troller programmes for the movement 
of coal to different steel plants as also 
for the hard coke. The Linkage 
Committee consisting of representa¬ 
tives of the Ministries of Mines, Rail¬ 
ways, Irrigation and Power and In¬ 
dustrial Development make out pro¬ 
grammes for movement of coal from 
different coalfields to power houses 
and industries. Movement of steam 
coal to industries and of soft coke etc. 
are sponsored by the State Govern¬ 
ments and other bodies authorised for 
issuing such sanctions. State Govern¬ 
ments also sponsor the rake pro¬ 
gramme for the movement of brick- 
burning coal to different areas in the 
States and determine the priority to 
be observed in the allotment of these 
rakes.

| I want to know from the Government 
$vbat were the records that were 
^consulted and what was the evidence 
|that was produced. A number of 
^documents have been given to the 
^Government of India by the Govern- 
fnent of Tamil Nadu and nothing has 
i§!ome out of this. At least for 150 
jf/ears we have got the records. The 
Island was owned by the Raja of 
Jfosmnad it was a part of Ramanatha- 
puram’s zamin. There are records 
Available. I have here a copy of 
me of thos e lease deeds registered 
in Ramanathapuram Sub-Registrar’s 
ffice. From 1824 onwards we have 
'got the records. In 1882 the East 
India Company entered into an agree- 
fment with the Raja of Ramnad under 

I sthimirar Sanad. We have a record 
<t that Again there is a lease deed 
f 1880: there is also a lease deed of 
1885. I have a copy here. Till 1849, 
'ill the abolition of zamindari, there 
jvere lease deeds between private 
Citizens and the Raj a of Ramnad. It 
proves absolutely that we had our 
bvn sovereignty and suzerainty over 
ihe island. But what is the claim of 
Sri Lanka? Let the Minister tell the 
douse. Sri Lanka has no claim on 
t. They had published a map in 
880, authorised by the Government 
j>f Ceylon. Kachchativu is not a 
wrt of it. AH the small islands are 
Mentioned in it including the Delft 
Inland which is the closest to Kach- 
iativu but Kachchativu is not a part 
i>f that map. Not only that, a former 
Secretary ofthe Cabinet oi Ceylon, 
kr. B. P. Heriir says: 


“I remember coming across this 
problem when 1 was Assistant 
Legal Draftsman. I bad to deal 
with the file for the purpose of 
verifying some of the boundaries 
of the northern districts. In the 
process of revising the draft Proc¬ 
lamation issued probably in |be 
time of Queen Victoria, indeed the 
islands of Kachchativu is excluded 
from the Norther n Districts as it 
belonged to the Raja of Ramnad.”

Sir, the country is confronted 
with a number of burning problems, 
the topmost of which is the problem 
of unemployment. It is increasing 
by leaps and bounds and What has 
the Government done about it? 
During the period I960—1971 unem¬ 
ployment increased in this country 
by 20 per cent. But what has 
happened after 2-3 years? Now, it is 
going up by 42.85 per cent. According 
to Mr. B. K. Nehru, every 24 hours, 
6000 people are added to the list of 
unemployed. I will give you some 
statistics to show how this problem 
is growing in our country. The New 
Delhi Bank of Baroda advertised 
for 2,000 posts and there were 
1,25,000 applicants. En Haryana, the 
State Electricity Board which is 
famous—Shri Jyotirmoy Boau talked 
about it—advertised for 3,000 posts 
and the applications received were 
60,000. In the Punjab, a ' bank 
advertised for $ posts and there were

It is always the poor and the fixed 
income group who suffer; others 
somehow always escape. This is 
what happens. A rampant inflation 
in a stagnant economy is the most 
regressive form of taxation that I 
can think of. That is what the 
economists^are telling Us also. What 
efforts have been taken to relieve 
the sufferings of the poor whom 
Gandhiji used to call the Daridra- 
narayanas? When there was the 
United Congress the Prime Minister 
toi^ us that thiWe were road blocks 
like Nijalingappa, Kamaraj, Atulya 
Ghosh. S. K. Patii, Sanjiva Reddy 
and others; all them have beep, re¬ 
moved. Such road blocks were 
removed in I960: . Then die told the

In 
1974 they started consulting the 
economists, about the evil effects of 
inflation. I want to know this from 
the Prime Minister.

Rao who is sitting here; she could 
have consulted him; he could have 
suggested a few measures to tackle 
the evil effects of inflation. But he 
has not bee n consulted.

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: What 
is' the net result now? Even after 
four five year plans, what has happen¬ 
ed? Even now nearly 60 per cent of 
the population of the country live. 
below the poverty lin e and the P er | 
capita income has gone down year! 
after year. This is the present posi¬ 
tion. This was Rs. 348 in 1970-71 
and this came down to Rs. 346 in 
1971-72 and Rs. 333 in 1972-73. Money 
supply is increasing month by month. 
Government only resorts to printing 
money in Nasik printing press with 
the imported paper. According to 
the Reserv e Bank bulletin, the 
present increase is on the top of the 
rise of Rs. 424 crores during April 
1974 and this has pushed U P the 
total money supply with the Gov¬ 
ernment to Rs. 11,294 crores and in 
May 1974 the money supply witb the 
Government increased by Rs. 112 
crores. This is being done in April 
to May. Due to mostly unproductive 
expenditure Government is resorting 
to deficit financing. And this itf to 
the tune of Rs. 700 to 850 crctres 
during the last three years and fbis 
xg " particularly added to the infl- f 
LbpfFlfc trend in the counlarfc i 
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.After Wanchoo Committee reports 
all of us expected that some drastic 
action would be taken to unearth 
black money but no actio n has been 
taken, nothing has been done in this 
regard. Government brings stringent 
laws; we pass stringent laws; but 
what happens after that? Nothing 
is implemented. Take $>r example 
the case of the Adulteration , laws. 
Now th e Planning Minister comeB 
forward and says ‘Inflation will be 
curbed in 6 months’. This is what 
Mr. D. P. Dhar has said. Already 
one month is over. Now, within the 
remaining 5 months what are you 
going to do about it? Now they say, 
we have come up with tihese ordi¬ 
nances; this will solve the problem. 
You hav e brought one ordinance to 
amend another ordinance; I say this 
is sheer non-sense; on the eve of the 
Parliament session they are bringing 
out ordinances which action is, to 
say the least, undemocratic and de¬ 
serves universal condemnation. 

An Ordinance on wage freeze was 
promulgated which was misconceived. 
Of course it was diametrically oppos¬ 
ed to the interests of the working 
class and the poor people. The Gov¬ 
ernment has no right to freeze the 
wages so long as they cannot freeze 
th e prices. If you go on producing 
ordinances, it is only a fiscal squeeze 
applied in the wrong direction and 
will cause excess suffering to the 
people who are already affected by 
th e inflation and the rising prices. 
There is another ordinance on divi¬ 
dend. No doubt this is a step in the 
right direction. But, it is not going 
to solve the problems. It will apply 
only to 200 Arms in this country. It 
is not going to touch even the fringe 
of the problem. There is another 
ordinance on compulsory deposits. It 
also covers only those who are al¬ 
ready paying income-tax and whose 
income and expenditure are accoun¬ 
table. But, what about those whose 
income and expenditure which is 
not accountable? What jjave you dond„ 
in that direction? How is the money 
going to, be used even, if the monies 
are deposited with the banks? is 
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the Finance Minister going, to justify 
the anti-inflationary measures? 
There is an ambiguity about this 
ordinance. ( Interruptions )..;. If Mr 
Salve is going to -sit in the Treasury 
Benches and if he is going to give a 
reply, I shall accept it. Government 
is afraid to take drastic measures 
against th e vested interests—tax-eva¬ 
ders, hoarders and black-marketeers. 
Government i s willing to strike but 
afraid to wound. Unless compre-' 
hensive steps are taken to cut downi 
the deficit financing whidh is going r 
on year by year and unearth the 
black money and to increase the 
production, this country cannot be 
saved. The Government has for¬ 
gotten for many years the agricultural 
sector and now they feel the im¬ 
portance of this. At least now I 
hope they give to top priority to 
agriculture and increas e the agricul¬ 
tural production so that we need not 
go to country after country with a 
begging bowl to get frc^n milk 
powder to wheat. 

Now, some of th e economists led 
by Prof. Rao have submitted pro¬ 
posals to contain inflatio n or to curb 
inflation. There is another set of 
economists led by Shri Vakil who 
have given a formula called ‘Semi- 
bombla’. I do not know why Gov¬ 
ernment has not considered all these 
proposals seriously. They all 
wanted partial demonetisation. f 
think this was what Prof. Vakil and 
other economists have suggested. Ih 
this country, from food-grains to 
baby food, steel, cement, suga r and 
paper and everything is scarce. 
People gi v e this Government an<j the 
Prime Minister full support. But. 
you have let them down. They could 
not be fooled for ever with your 
slogans. They cannot be fed with 
slogans. This great country should 
be freed from Congress misrule.

violence against the- Constitutian, 
against democracy, against morality, 
decency and other good values. That 
is his attitude, and that attitude . is 
reflected in this House. He was talk¬ 
ing of the condition of women under 
the woman Prime Minister of India. 
The Prime Minister of India never 
said that because she is a woman, 
therefore, no injustice was being done 
to the women in this country. I want 
to ask Shri Bosu what happened to 
women when their party wa* ruling 
in Bengal.

H. K. L. Bhagat just now talked about 
democracy, talked about violence on 
democracy.

Any sort of strike becomes unpatrio¬ 
tic. Who the hell owns this country? 
I begin to ask; Is it only the Congress 
Government or is < it all the people of 
this country?

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 

1 have been listening to the discussion 
on the no-confidence motion for the 
last four or five hours. When I was 
asked to speak at five O'clock I was 
wondering about what points I was 
going to reply to, because most of the 
important speeches have been made on 
this side of the House. Now, I find 
that Shri Indrajit Gupta’s speech has 
been added to by that of Shri Piloo 
Mody. I thought that they were go¬ 
ing to make a proposal for the un¬ 
making of the Ministry. But here is 
a speech which has made some sug¬ 
gestion for making the Ministry. That 
shows their confidence and that 
shows their own attitude about it. 

Sir, I hav been in parliamentary life 
lor a pretty long time, for nearly 28 
years, and I have been brought up 
in a tradition where no-confidence 
motion is considered as a very serious 
proposition. I have never seen a no- 
confidence motion being treated so 
Iightheartedljr by those who move.it. 
1 thought that the Communist Paris' 
(Marxist) was a very serious politi¬ 
cal party in India. At least I take it 
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very seriously. I do not know whe¬ 
ther the leaders of that party would 
really take the (speech that Shri 
Jyotirmoy Bosu had made as a re¬ 
presentative speech from their party. 
It is a very tragic situation that in 
our country in a Parliament of this 
stature, one of the Members repre¬ 
senting a political party-certainly he 
has every right to criticise us, and 1 
do not deny that right—has sJJoken in 
that fashion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Your 
certificate is really impressive.

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
But the way abusive epithets were 
fiung and allegations were made did 
not become the party. This is one 
thing I wanted t 0 point out that if 
at all you have to make criticisms, 
certainly they are welcome and we 
are here to answer them, we are here 
to explain them. May be perhaps we 
may succeed in convincing you; may 
be we may not. That is a different 
matter altogether. But I would cer¬ 
tainly at least make an appeal to the 
other political leaders who are very 
distinguished politicians in this coun¬ 
try and leading their own parties 
whether they are doing any service 
to democracy, particularly parlia¬ 
mentary democracy, in associating 
themselves with a no-confidence 
motion of this type of motivation. 
This is a serious question I want to 
pose before both Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu and also the other political lea¬ 
ders before I come to actually what 
has been said in the debate on this 
no-confidence motion. 


Two or three main grounds have 
been raised in this debate on the no 
confidence motion. One is about the 
railway strike, of which notice has 
been taken by ; the Railway Minister 
himself. He has participated in the 
debate aqd has replied to most of the 
points. The other was about - v'^the 
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issue of Ordinances and then the 
question of prices and the present eco¬ 
nomic situation* ' particularly the 
inflationary situation. Naturally, X 
.am speaking briefly to intervene to 
explain government policies about 
the "latter parts namely the present 
economic situation, particularly the 
inbationary situation, and why is it 
that' in that context, the Ordinance 
.have become necessary. 

The House will pardon me if 1 
repeat some of the things I have al¬ 
ready said either here or outside be¬ 
cause when you are talking about the 
realities of the economic situation, 
you cannot invent arguments or 
situations. You have to . deal with 
the realities as they are. It is a 
truism to say that the present econo¬ 
mic situation is something very seri¬ 
ous of which we have to take note. 
As a matter of fact, we are in a 
serious grip of inflation which is thre¬ 
atening to be a runaway inflation 
and therefore, we have to think very 
seriously about this matter. We are 
thinking seriously about this matter 
and, therefore, we are taking certainly 
some serious steps in this matter. 

But it is not enough merely to des¬ 
cribe a situation. Merely describing 
-a situation does not lead to any solu¬ 
tion. We will have to find out why it 
is so. We will have to diagnose the 
situation. According to us, the infla¬ 
tionary situation has been gradually 
accentuating in the last couple of years- 
The basic reason for that of course— 
-again to repeat the same theme—is 
that there is that imbalance between 
the agreegate demand in this country 
-and the availability of essential goods 
and services that are needd to meet 
that demand. This is, really speaking, 
the basic reason for the present in¬ 
flation. 

Now we have to deal with this pro¬ 
blem. How do we deal with*; this 
prajble/rn? If we haya to. deal with 
this problem, then naturally people 
ask: how ate you , going, to deal with 
this; question- of demand? May X say 
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to that that it has been said not by 
Government only: but it*has been: 
said for the last two- years .by a 
number of economists ip this, coun¬ 
try, by a number of parUmentariahS 
and politicians in this country, that 
this is because there is a rather un¬ 
usually large money supply in the 
country? It has its many facets— 
money supply. There are many emi¬ 
nent economists here who possibly 
may ..speak about it more authoritati¬ 
vely. Of course, the reasons for that 
may be different. 1 admit Govern¬ 
ment’s deficit financing was also one 
of the vtery important contributory 
factors to this. I do not deny it; it is 
there. There was certainly despite 
our efforts at credit controls, selective 
credit controls, a certain money ex¬ 
pansion which came from that side. 
There is certainly the usual rise in 
incomes; it is not merely wages but 
general rise in inoomes unrelated to 
the availability of goods. That has 
certainly created an imbalance and 
we have to deal with this problem. 

It is not enough merely to deal with 
the problem of money supply. We 
have also to deal with the other side. 
That is, the side of production in the 
industrial and agricultural fields- 
There w e hav e to deal with many 
other facts of the problem. There is 
another field of money supply com¬ 
ing from unaccountable, illegitimate, 
illegal sources, which is the result of 
evasion of taxes, both direct and in¬ 
direct. If direct taxes are evaded, it 
becomes the. nucleus of black money. 
In the case of indirect taxes, it is eva¬ 
ded by producing more and showing 
less in terms of commodities and 
those commodities become the mother 
of more black money. We have to 
deal with this entire problem. 

Let me first explain what we are 
not doing. ? I heard . Mr. Indrajit 
Gupta’s speech very carefully. 
Possibly that v^as the one serious 
speech t beard in this entire debate. 

AN HCiN, MP&HBKI: You mean 
from thktslcfc V 
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SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Of course. I began by saying that 
I heard some very good speeches' 
from this side. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
During none of your interventions 
have you failed to say this. 

SHRI YESHW ANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Possibly I would have heard some 
more serious speeches if I had delay¬ 
ed my intervention for some time. I 
do not deny that. ( Interruptions). 

Mr. Indrajit Gupta made two 
point's while criticising the ordinances. 
He said that we are saying something 
which exactly we are not doing. He 
made a reference to his famous Pro¬ 
fessor in Cambridge, Prof. John 
Keynes. I quote him: 

‘The basic determinant of prices 
in our society is not be wages of 
the workers but the capitalists’ 
held on the big sectors of the in¬ 
dustry where they determine the 
prices for the sake of their pro¬ 
fits and super-profits by creating 
artificial scarcity, by restricting 
production, Inflation is the thing 
which helps the capitalists the 
most. This theory was inspired by 
John M. Keynes’ the old Professor 
of my old college in Cambridge. I 
thought we had given up this long 
age. John M. Keynes’ old theory is 
being resurrected again”—he means 
by this Government—“that the 
safety value against economic de¬ 
pression and against the danger of 
economic explosion is to create 
deficit financing and inflation so 
that by creating paper money 
which has no value you can boost' 
up the demand for goods, inflate 
the prices and allow the capitalists 
to make higher profits. It is a bo¬ 
gus theory; it has never worked in 
any capitalist country and it is not 
going to work here also... 

He says as if we have issued these 
ordinances to create more money. Is 
that what he means? It is precisely 
the opposite that we are trying to do. ( 
t would like to emphasise that we 


have never belived that the inflation 
in this country 4s basically the result 
of action on the part of the working: 
classes. I do not want to dwell on 
the causes of inflation which are 
basically rooted in, the slackness of 
agricultural and industrial production* 
We have issued these ordinances not 
because we believe that wages are 
going to increase the pricey We have 
done this to prevent possible infla¬ 
tionary pressures on the run away 
prices. I really do not know what 
could have been the size of the infla¬ 
tionary pressure if we had allowed, 
things to go as they are and not 
taken any steps to prevent them. 

So, the steps that we have taken 
so far are in the nature of preventive 
action. We never claimed that by the 
issue of these. Ordinances, immedia¬ 
tely there is going to be some fall in- 
prices. We never claimed that. 
Then, these are not the only, steps 
which ultimately will give us that 
result. We will have to take a series 
of steps. This is the first package we 
have .given in the form of three Ordi¬ 
nances. I will explain later why the 
three Ordinances were considered 
necessary. So, the main point is that 
Shri Indrajit Gupta was trying to 
attribute things which we never said.. 
Really speaking, this is part of our 
policy, the policy that has been im¬ 
plemented and the policy that has 
been explained recently in the ten- 
point programme, by the Prime 
Minister, namely, to reduce deficit 
financing, trying to reduce Govern¬ 
mental expenditure on the non-plan 
items. And the steps that we took 
last year and the steps that we pro¬ 
pose to take this year also to econo 1 
mise shows our faith i nthe prog¬ 
ramme of minimsing unnecessary ex¬ 
penditure on non-Plan items. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: We will 
show you all this by your own figures, 
tomorrow,

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tioning them atthe end? If he had 
devoted his speech to that, I would 
have welcomed it. 

This Is exactly what we are trying 
to do, and that is why the Ordinances 
haVe become necessary. This was the 
tim*> to act. If this is not the time to 
act, may I ask him what was the time 
to act?

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like my friends to consider - 
this problem. We adopted the policy 
of dearness allowance with a view 
to solving the problem of the wage 
earners. But we found that it is nob 
solving the poblem - of inflationary 
forces. I quite agree that it is a 
rather extraordinary step that we 
have taken. But when we face an 
unequal situation we have to take 
unusal steps. 


Some hon. Members very legitima¬ 
tely raised the question why the Ordi¬ 
nances were necessary. I certainly 
owe an explanation to this House, and 
possibly we will discuss this in more 
detail when we discuss the Bill to re¬ 
place the Ordinance. Then I will be 
hearing more about this ..from the 
opposition side. But I would like to 
explain in the beginning why we 
thought the Ordinances were neces¬ 
sary. If we take the Ordinances in¬ 
dividually, one by cme, that is a 
different matter. Certainly, it was a 
package. The Ordinance limiting the 
dividend, the Ordinance compelling 
the deposit of 50 per cent of the addi¬ 
tional dearness allowance and the 
Ordinance compelling income-tax 
payers above a certain level to 
deposit a percentage of their income, 
it is really speaking a package in 
order to reduce the monetry supply 
and reduce the inflationary pressure 
on demand. It was thought that these 
are the important sections which can 
make this contribution. When I say 
“contribution”, it is not a gift; it is 
not in that sense that I am using the 
word “contribution”. Then, we are 
not taking away the present wages 
of the employees. It is only 50 per 
cent of the additional wages and 
dearness allowance that is covered 
by this measure. This increment is 
meant for the purchase of consumer 
goods.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOStJ: Food. 

; SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Yes, food, clothing and iiiany other 
Items also. The idea is dot to deprive 
. theri* of their deceases.! would - 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE. 
(Rajapur): Is it not a fact that the 
package was not comprehensive en¬ 
ough and that is why your colleague- 
like Shri Dharia opposed this Ordi¬ 
nance? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
You better ask that question of Shri 
Dharia. Please’‘listen to me now. 
The package can certainly be more 
comprehensive. But the package 
that we have produced is, in a way, 
a linked package. It is an inter-linked 
package. It is a deposit operation 
which the Government of India can 
through its own legislation bring into- 
existence. This is the most impor¬ 
tant thing. 

About dividend distribution, may I 
ask: Was not the Ordinance neces¬ 
sary? Could we have brought this 
proposition or this proposal merely in 
the form of a normal law? It had to 
be done by an Ordinance. In a pa¬ 
ckage, when one item has to be en¬ 
acted through an Ordinance, the 
others become inevitably linked up 
with that. Mr. Indrajit Gupta gave 
an argument that in the case of per¬ 
sons who were supposed to deposit 
money sometime in the month of 
December, why was* it necessary to 
issue am Ordinance? It is not in that 
mechanical sense that you could 
judge these issues. These are very” 
important issues. 

-- J 

There is something like psycholo¬ 
gical aspect of inflation also. When 
an approach ha^ been, accepted, it is 
necssary to . put the entire approach 
in a package before the country in a 
comprehensive form. Therefore, when 
one Ordinance becomes necessary, it 
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.is absolutely inevitable that all the 
other proposition organically linked 
-with it be brought in the form of 
.Ordinances. Nobody likes Ordi¬ 
nances. Don’t we know that if we 
come with Ordinances, the House 
.does not like it? We also know it. 
But we had to do it. We had no 
other option. We thought that there 
were compelling reasons for us to go 
in for Ordinances. Therefore, I would 
request' this House to appreciate the 
compelling reasons and the reasons 
why we thought that this was going 
to help the economy of the country. As 
far as the Ordinances are concerned, I 
have tried to explain my own reasons 
for the issue of Ordinances. Utimate- 
ly, the Ordinances on thei r merits 
will be considered by the House. 

The other issue of ' administrative 
problems, their implementation. is 
also an important one. 1 do not deny 
that administrative problems are very 
many; 1 do not minimise the difficul¬ 
ties in implemenation. But some of 
■the difficulties have to be accepted 
knowingly. You cannot merely 
push away a task only because it is 
difficult. It is difficult and it is 
necessary and, therefore, it has to be 
performed. We have undertaken 
this difficult task because we believe 
that it is ultimately going to help the 
economy of this country. 

Now, the question comes up as to 
what are the other things that we 
want to do about black money. 
Everybody asks a question, a legiti¬ 
mate question, as to what we propose 
to do about it. I would like to say 
that for the last two years, we have 
been consistently taking steps to con¬ 
trol the problem of black money. 
Some people just stick to one thing 
and try to find out what we are doing 
and what we are not doing. The 
hon. Member, Mr. Indrajit Gupta, 
made a reference to the memoranda 
submitted by the economists and 
asked as to what we are going to do 
about those memoranda. He, parti- 
. culariy, made a reference to this 
popular name “SEMlBOMBl*A” and 
asked' What we are going to do about 
it Let me take this appro ftunity to * 


express our deep appreciation of the 
cooperation that the economists of 
this country are giving to 
the Government. We are really 
greateful to them that in , the 
present difficult economic conditions, 
they are applying their mind indivi¬ 
dually and collectively and giving us 
very important constructive sugges¬ 
tions which we are also considering 
from time to time. 

They are also giving us suggestions 
in a package. It is not only one sug¬ 
gestion or two suggestions. The 
Memorandum which they have sub¬ 
mitted to the Prime Minister is a very 
important document. There is no 
doubt about it. I would like to say 
that' a number of their suggestions are 
very useful and constructive. We have 
already accepted some of them. I 
can mention some of the suggestions 
that we are implementing. A* num¬ 
ber of suggestions listed by econo¬ 
mists in their Memorandum, stfch as. 
rationalisation of Government ex¬ 
penditure, involvement in the work¬ 
ing of public sector undertakings, re¬ 
duction of governmental subsidies, 
increased in the rate of interest-only 
recently, the Reserve Bank of India 
increased the bank rate—the use of 
fiscal instruments to reduce consump¬ 
tion improvement in foreign ex¬ 
change reserves, building up of ade¬ 
quate buffer stocks of foodgrains. 
reduction in non-developmental ex¬ 
penditure and increase in production 
are already under implementation. 
Most of those suggestions w e have 
certainly accepted. But at the same 
time I must humbly point out that 
their mai n suggestion is reducing, by 
30 per cent, through stamping by 
designated authorities the face value 
of currency notes of th e denomina¬ 
tion of Rs. 100 and abov e held by the 
public and the issue of Special Gov¬ 
ernment of India Certificates equal to 
the reduction, ic. of 30 per cent, it; 
the face value of the currency notes; 
the Special Certificates will have 
a maximum maturity period of ten 
years and .they will be«r eft annual 
rate of interest of ten P®r cent. etc. 
Also their idea la tq reduce the Value 
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of deposits in banks. We in the 
Finanee ldihistry lhave examined very 
carefully this suggestion. The Re¬ 

serve Bank of India has also applied 
its mind to it. And I must frankly 
State that we have given all the 
weight to the suggestion but 

we. do not favour this be¬ 

cause it is not likely to help 
the economy as we understand it. If 
you reduce the value of th e deposits 
in banks, you are really speaking, 
undermining the faith of the people 
i n the banking system itself. There¬ 
fore, we do not favour this sugges¬ 
tion. I only want to tell the hon. 
Member, Shri Indrajit Gupta, that 
we have given a very serious thought 
to the suggestions made by the 
economists. As I said, we are very 
grateful to them for their suggestions. 
Some of the suggestions which are 
acceptable we are implementing, but 
some of the suggestions which are not 
acceptable w e are not implementing. 

I was coming to black money. As I 
said, some members really go by 
some slogan here and there. But I 
have repeatedly said that through 
legislative action we have taken a 
number of steps. Ultimately, as I 
said, black money is generated by 
evasion of taxes and also in certain 
monopoly in commodity distribution 
like steel.... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Why 
did you suppress the interim report 
of Wanchoo Commission? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Again you are talking about demo¬ 
netisation. We have made our posi¬ 
tion very clear, many times, about 
this, we have said that we have not 
accepted this. What is the use of pub¬ 
lishing 'the report about it? There is 
no use doing it. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You 
appoint a,Commission and then you 
suppress it report. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
At the present moment also there id 
a very important Bill before a Select 
Committee. A large number of mean- 
hers of this House.* are members of 
that Select Committee. I Hopethe 


Select Committee will submit its re* ■ 
port seem for the consideration of the ■ 
House so that it becomes a statute. 

A number of steps have been taken 
there! The most important part of : 
that recommendation is that we want 
to treat the economic offences very 
seriously. According to me, that is 
the most important part of it and I 
wish that it becomes a law. 

Another outlet for black money was 
investment of money in urban pro¬ 
perties or other properties in an un- 
dercalued manner. You know about 
that Act. That Act has already been, 
implemented and more than 4,000 
notices have been issued. I learn that, 
in respect of nearly 38 proparties, 
final orders have already been issued. 
May be, they may go on appeal to 
tribunal, etc. But my main point is 
this. This number ‘38’ or ‘4,000* is 
not important. What is important is 
that a new process has started about 
economic offences in 1973-74. Nearly 
a hundred prosecutions have been 
launched. As I said, it is not the 
number of prosecutions that is im¬ 
portant. The main point is that a 
new way of dealing with this problem 
hag 'Started. A large number of raids 
have been organized. It is a question 
of creating a fear in the minds of 
these people for using black money, 
for their anti-social activities, not to 
resort to these things. It is again this 
atmosphere.. ( Interruption *) Merely 
crying hoarse about black money does 
not help either you or me or anybody. 
We ought to change that atmosphere 
in the country. Let us do that. Mere¬ 
ly trying to accuse one Party or one 
individual or one section of people 
does not help us or the party. These 
are some of the steps we are taking in 
the case of’ black money as well. 

I tried to point out the measures 
we have taken in the case of produc¬ 
tion also. I have taken a series of 
measures even last year in the case of 
agriculture as you very rightly know. 
As we said in our AICC meeting, we 
think that the production of the last 
year was certainly had enough for us. 
Unfortunately, we have not been 
stjccesafpl to effectively bring the 
necessary produce into the distribu- 
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tion system.,,. (Interruptions) That 
is the effort we have to do this 
year also..'.. (Interruptions) Why 
we are not successful, we are certain¬ 
ly thinking about it. You also give 
sbme co-operation in this matter. 
This is a national problem. Let us 
think about it. If you want to think 
about the economic problems in a co¬ 
operative manner, you are welcome. 
But when we are considering the na¬ 
tional problem in its national perspec¬ 
tive, what is your contribution? Strike, 
more strikes and more strikes. That 
is the way you are talking about. 
This is the way you are talking about 
a serious matter of a no-confidence 
motion in the country. The most im¬ 
portant and serious problem before 
the country to-day is this economic 
problem. What is your offer of co¬ 
operation to solve this problem ins¬ 
tead of merely criticising us? ( In¬ 
terruptions ,). 

AN HON MEMBER: It is your own 
certain. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
That would not absolve you from 
your responsibility as leaders of this 
country if you are leaders of this 
country. Merely saying that this is 
your creation or his creation would 
certainly help you make a speech, but 
certainly it would not help you to go 
back to the people. 

Therefore, I make an appeal to the 
hon. Members here, both on this side 
and on that side, that if at all we are 
serious about the problems of this 
country, let us not think in negative 
terms. Let us not think in terms of 
anti-this and anti-that. Fortunately 
we have got a very offective leader¬ 
ship of Madam Gandhi as the Prime 
Minister of this country. I think it is 
our duty in this difficult time of the 
history of the nation that we give 
our best co-operation to her and thr¬ 
ough her to the nation.

(Mr. Deputy-Speker in the Chair] 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): The point of order re¬ 
lates to a letter which is said to 
have been written by some person in 
Haryana stating that there is a cons¬ 
piracy to kill Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan. It is has been alleged that 
the Chief Minister of Haryana said 
to the General Secretary of his party 
that he is' hatching some such cons¬ 
piracy and it would not be difficult 
to kill a person like Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan. Shri Janeswap Misra made 
this remark during the course of his 
speech to whidh objection has been 
taken. If any hon. member receives 
a letter of that kind, what is his 
duty in-the matter? If unfortunately 
it cornea about and Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan is killed, the person who had 
received the letter will be hauled up 
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before an enquiry. We had seen that 
during the course of the tiral of per¬ 
sons who had killed Mahatma Gandhi, 
so many things had been brought in, 
the letter to Mr. Jain and things 
like that. I think it is the bounden 
duty of any hon. member to bring it 
before the House. I should have 
tlhought that the Government ben¬ 
ches would have welcomed this in¬ 
formation. They could have contra¬ 
dicted it the next day. The Govern¬ 
ment benches should solemnly con¬ 
sider it. I think nobody can prevent 
us from bringing such letters to the 
notice of the House. We receive so 
many letters from so many constitu¬ 
ents and we are bound to bring them 
to the notice of the House. So, if 
what the hon. member has said is 
expunged, it would be a grave in¬ 
justice to parliamentary procedure 
and also to the hon. Member who has 
to discharge certain duties. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
not totally ignorant of what happen¬ 
ed. I was listening to th e debate in 
my room. I think it was Mr. Ravi 
who raised the point of order. What 
exactly he wanted to be done, he did 
not make it quite clear. Later on a 
submission was made that these re¬ 
marks should be expunged. We 
should not make this point into a 
mini debate. If we start making too 
many submissions, it becomes a 
debate within a debate. I am pre¬ 
pared to hear three or four more per¬ 
sons and after that I shall give my 
ruling. Let us do it in an orderly 
way. I am prepared to hear you all. 
Why are you excited? I will not hear 
those who hav e already made sub¬ 
missions. Let us clarify the issue. 
Let us not throw mud at each other. 
The main point is whether all these 
things that have been said should be 
on record or not. That is the only 
point. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Frnaku- 
lam): When an hon. Member re¬ 

ceives information alleging a cons¬ 
piracy of the type that was mention¬ 
ed here, involving persons of the 
stature of' Shri Jaiprakash Narayan 
or the Chief Minister of Haryana, has 
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not the hon. Member a responsibility 
to enquire into it and authenticate 
the records before bringing that 
matter here and character is assist¬ 
ing several persons and creating so 
much of tension? When such itifbr- 
mation is available,, if it is not authen¬ 
ticated, it should be expunged from 
the proceedings, 

SHRI C. M. STEFHEftT (Muvattu- 
puzhe): I take my stand strictly 
under the rule' and I insist that the 
rule must be enforced. Rule 353 
says: 

“No allegation of a defamatory 
or incriminatory nature dhall be 
•made by a member against any 
person unless the member has given 
previous intimation to the Speaker 
and also to the Minister concerned 
so that the Minister may be able to 
make a n investigation into the 
matter for the purpose of a reply: 

Provided that the Speaker may 
at any time prohibit any member 
from making any such allegation if 
he is of opinion that such allegation 
is derogatory to the dignity of the 
House or that' no public interest is 
served by making such allegation.” 

M y submission i s that whatever 
Shri Mishra has said will not invali¬ 
date the point raised by us. You will 
have to decide firstly whether what 
was said here would amount to an 
allegation of an incriminatory nature; 
secondly, whether the plea that he 
received a letter is enough of an ex¬ 
cuse or a cover to put forth this alle¬ 
gation o n the floor of the House and, 
thirdly, if an incriminatory or defa¬ 
matory statement which is not in. con¬ 
formity with th e rules of the House 
has been made what exactly is the 
relief to be given. I suppose that to 
make a statement that the Chief Min¬ 
ister of' Haryan a is hatching a cons¬ 
piracy for assassinating a particular 
person is certainly incriminatory. 
That he received an anonymous letter 
from somebody will not make. iL the 
less incriminatory, ®)ere are so 
many sources whereby you can get 
information. To sey that he could 
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not get the source would hot give 
him the right to air it on the floor of 
the House, except in conformity wit.i 
the procedure that is specifically sti¬ 
pulated in the rule. He made a state¬ 
ment in violation of tlhat. Therefore, 
that should not b e allowed to remain 
in the records of this House under the 
rules. The expunction is not merely 
of what he has stated but the entire 
statement wher e this allegation is 
directly or indirectly put forth so 
that the records of the House would 
not carry a single word whidh may 
indicate that an allegation has been 
made on the floor of the House. 1 
want a ruling on that point of order.

SHHI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Delhi): Sir, Mr. Stephen has quoted 
the relevant rule. This is not an 
ordinary matter; this is a very seri¬ 
ous matter. The most serious charge 
has been made by the hon. Member, 
Shri Janeshwar Misra. He was say¬ 
ing that he had received a letter and. 
therefore, it was his duty to bring it 
to the notice of the House. It is amaz¬ 
ing fqr me to hear that any letter 
which io absolutely without any 
basis should be read out in the House 
without verifying it. It was the first 
duty of Mr. Misra, if he has received 
the letter of the kind, to satisfy him¬ 
self and then hand it over to the 
police; In this House, if a Member 
makes a defamatory and incrimina¬ 
tory allegation—this House is open to 
the press—the damage is done. What 
happens to the person affected? Jf 
you allow this House to develop into 
what it is developing, any person can 
get up and say anything. 

There are certain rules and restric¬ 
tions on the Members’ right to speak 
in the House. We receive hundreds of 
anonymous letters. If we try to do 
what he has done, there will be no 
end to it I would aay that the alleged 
letter has been written, obviously, 
with i a political motive. It is a conspi¬ 
racy to create a fabricated allegation. 
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Therefore, in the interest of proper 
functioning of Parliament, this sort 
of a thing should not be allowed. 

This is a very serious matter. I 
would request you to see that the 
rules of procedure of the House are 
properly followed and that these 
things are not allowed, and the peraon 
affected is protected.

It is just to revive their memory. 
Thi s is what happened in the House. 
I read out a letter which was written 
by someone. He wrote that he will 
be killed because he did not support 
anti -go-hatia movement. The Speaker 
allowed me. I read out the letter. 
( Interruptions ). 

The Speaker, in his wisdom re¬ 
ferred the entire matter to the Home 
Minister and he wsa given protection. 
There ar e several instances like this. 
Here he has read out a letter. I do 
not agree with the piJitics of Mr. 
Jayaprakash Narayan. But the point 
is this. The statement which has been 
made by the hon. Member on the 
basis of some information may be right 
or wrong. It should not be expunged 
now. It should come on record. An 
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investigation should be made and if 
the letter is false or fabricated or 
is meant for political purposes, then 
he will face th e consequences. If it 
is true, it will stand. I would re¬ 
quest you not to expunge this in 
the larger interest of Parliamentary 
democracy. 

I would also like to point out that 
often name s are mentined in this 
House by Ministers or members of 
those outside, of those who are not 
here to defend themselves. I would 
request them not to mention such 
names since this is a consequence of 
that. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH 
(Pupri): Sir, I want to make a sub¬ 
mission .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We 

have heard enough. There is no more 
fresh point. Please sit down. I think, 
all the points that are to be submit¬ 
ted have been made. If you want to 
convert this into a mini-debate, it is 
left to the pleasure of the House. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Two more 
from here. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Two 

more from here, two more from there, 
if it goes on like this, it becomes a 
mini-debate. (Interruptions) Order, 
please. Whenever Pandeji speaks, I 
am attracted by him, more particu¬ 
larly by his beautiful moustache. 
Will you kindly keep quiet for some 
time? 

The limited question is whether 
what Mr. Janeshwar Mishra had said 
and every thing that the members have 
said after that relating to this should 
form part of the record or not. That 
is the point. Now I will first go by 
the rules. Mr. Stephen has drawn 
my attention to two rules; one is 353 
and the other is 380. I will first go 
to rule 353 which reads like this: 

“No allegation of a defamatory 
or incriminatory nature shall be 
made by a member against any 
person unless the member has 


given previous intimation to the 
Speaker and also to the Minister 
concerned so that the Minister may 
be able to make an investigation 
into the matter for the purpose of 
a reply.” 

Then there is a provision, 

• 

“Provided that the Speaker may 
at any time prohibit any member 
from making any such allegation if 
he is of opinion that such allega¬ 
tion is derogatory to the dignity of 
th e House.” 

“-or that no public interest is 

served by making such allegation.” 
Now, there are two aspects of it here. 
The first is prohibition that this kind 
of a defamatory statement should not 
be made. But despite everything,—I 
am not saying defamatory or not— 
despite everything the statement' has 
been made by Mr. Mishra and it has 
been strongly refuted, strongly con¬ 
tradicted from this side—both sides 
are there. Now the only thing that 
is open to the Speaker is that if a 
Member makes a statement and he 
continues after he has prohibited him, 
then only he comes in and can say 
now that I have prohibited you, you 
cannot continue and from that point 
onwards whatever is said will not 
form part of the record. But what¬ 
ever has been said before in spite of 
efforts, once it has been said, it forms 
part of the record. This is the inter¬ 
pretation of this Rule. And, I think 
Mr. Stephen, if you read this rule 
very carefully you will see that the 
scope of the Speaker is limited only 
after he has prohibited. That is 
about this rule.... 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar): Not 
from that point of view. (Interrup¬ 
tions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order 
please. Why are you gutting excited? 
I know that th e Chairman has not 
prohibited and, therefore, whatever 
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has been said under this Rule cannot 
be expunged.. (Interruptions), 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Th e point of 
order raised was... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am 
giving the interpretation of the rules. 
Now, I come to Rule 380.... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; If you 
permit me, before you go to .Rule 380, 
the point of order raised is that he 
has violated this rule. I want a ruling 
on that point of order whether he has 
violated the rule or not. Then, we 
come to relief... (Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, I 
come to Rule 380. It says; 

“If the Speaker is of opinion that 
words have been used in debate 
which are defamatory or indecent or 
unparliamentary or undignified, he 
may, in hirs discretion, oider that 
such words he expunged from the 
proceedings of the House.” 

Let us come there. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
You use your discretion and expunge 
it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will take 
the first of the first part, to use my 
discretion but nay discretion also will 
be the discretion of all of us. 

We have to consider..... 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE: Also 
the discretion of the earlier Chairman. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, the 
question w: if the Chair, in its dis¬ 
cretion, thinks that these words are 
defamatory, indecent, unparliamentary 
and undignified, he may expunge. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: It is not 
‘and’, it is ‘or’, ‘or’. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Perhaps 
you aae right, it is “or”. Not all of 
them together, any one of them. 
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SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; The term 
‘Khaneka Bacha’ i s defamatory and 
derogatory... (Interruptions). 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; ; They 
say that the entire speech should be 
expunged. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, I 
would like to refresh the memory of 
the Members of what happened only 
yesterday. I read in the papers and 
records—correct me if I am wrong— 
and it was published in the papers 
this morning, On e of the speakers in 
the debate—I need not name him—had 
made very strong statements relating 
to the Prim e Minister herself yester¬ 
day. Allegation was made that Rs. 
One crore was brought to her resi¬ 
dence because of the consent... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Don’t 
mention it, Sir, it will again come on 
record... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; It is 
already in the papers. It came out in 
all the national papers. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN; No 
objection wa>3 taken. (Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Order 
please. He said, with the rise in the 
price of the cars—as a result of that— 
so much money hag been brought and 
all that. Now, will the House not 
consider whether an uncorroborated 
statement like that—because, in any 
case it was a statement made, and no 
proof had been produced. (Interrup¬ 
tions) Why don’t you listen to me? 
Order please. When I finish perhaps 
you will be the happiest person. Why 
do you get excited? Now, in respect 
of that kind of uncorroborated state¬ 
ment—I would put it to the House— 
whether it may be considered as 
defamatory or not. (Interruptions) 
Order please, please sit down. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN; No¬ 
body objected from that side. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur): That thing i$ not before 
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the House. That was what happened 
yesterday. You can give your ruling 
about what happened today. But 
please do not put that statement of 
Mr. Jyotirxnoy Bosu which happened 
yesterday. You need not do that. 

Dr. HENRY AUSTIN: It was some 
other issue; today it is not relevant. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will 
hear you all again, but kindly hear 
me in peace. Please sit down. That 
statement yesterday was allowed to go 
on record. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; Nobody 
challenged it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Kindly 
sit down. Let me finish... 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; We 
want t 0 hear you only on this part 
which has arisen today. Yesterday 
you were not there We have not 
anked for your decision on that state¬ 
ment of yesterday. We have asked 
you about what happened today only. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
coming to that. Please resume your 
seat. Order please. 

Please sit down. And listen to me. 
I am going to hear you. 

According to me. any unsubstan¬ 
tiated allegation of a serious nature 
against any person in high authority 
—ther e is nobody in higher authority 
than the Prime Minister—is of a 
defamatory character. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: No, Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why 

don’t you understand me? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: On a subs¬ 
tantive motion, that allegation was 
made. Under Rule 353, no allegation 
shall be made_(Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Stephen, will you kindly sit down? 
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SHRI C. H. MOHAMMED KOYA 
(Manjeri): Mr. Stephen is i*ot the 
Speaker. Mr. Speaker should give his 
ruling. You see the pitiable condi¬ 
tion of the Deputy-Speaker—he is still 
standing. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Now you 
will please hear me. I had said that 
every Member of this Hoifse has to 
speak with a great sense of responsi¬ 
bility. And unless and until he has 
completely satisfied himself that any 
statement that he makes has a basis 
of truth, he should not make that 
statement and any unsubstantiated 
statement of whatever nature is of a 
defamatory character. 

Now you will say ‘yes’ but, some 
time ago, you all shouted. Now, 
kindly sit down. When the Speaker, 
in his discretion, decides that a certain 
allegation is of a defamatory nature 
and when that decision is taken, we 
have also to bear in mind the kind of 
repercussion, whatever decision is 
taken here, that it has o n the country, 
on the nation and on the minds of the 
people. That has to be taken into 
consideration. 

Therefore, I think that this House 
should make own decision here with 
extreme seriousness. I would, there¬ 
fore, appeal to you sincerely to listen 
to what I say; you may or may not 
agree. Now, here, an allegation has 
been made, a letter has been Tead by 
Mr. Janeshwar Mishra..... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Copy of 
the letter. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Or a copy 
of the letter has been read by him. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It is 
addressed to Government. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What¬ 
ever it is, he has read a letter, 

AN HON. MEMBER: H« did not 
read but he referred to it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER-: It may 
be that he referred to it. I was not 
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here, and so I am not sure. I do not 
know because I was not here. It may 
be that he read it or it may be that 
he read it or it may be that he refer¬ 
red to it. But the meaning of it was 
that a certain conspiracy was hatched 
in which the name of the Chief 
Minister of Haryana was mentioned. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Miserable 
fellow. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; .... that 
the respected leader Shri Jaya Prakash 
Narayan will, be done away with. That 
is the meaning of what hejsaid, and 
that has been strongly refuted... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: How can 
vve refute? We cannot refute. We 
object to that. We do not refute. 
How can we? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I -shall 
quote the words of Mr. H. K. L. 
Bhagat just now. He said ‘This is a 
fabricated conspiracy’. Those are the 
words of Mr. Bhagat. They are on 
record and 1 am repeating it. Those 
are his words. Mr. Bhagat has nodded 
hi s consent that h e said this that this 
is a fabricated conspiracy. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara); But the point of order is 
On something else. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; If that is 
not' refutation, then I do not under¬ 
stand what refutation is. It has been 
strongly refuted by the Members of 
th e ruling party with a big majority, 
and there have been strong protests 
against it that this is utterly false arid 
that is a fabrication. They have said 
that. 

Now, I would like hon. Members to 
consider the role of thi-s House. I had 
said on more than one occasion that 
this House is not only a reflection of 
the country but it is also a barometer. 

It registers the moods in the country 
and it registers the kinds of tensions 
and other things that happen in the 
country and they find a reflection here. 
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PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
had said also that that is why the 
mercury goes up. 


MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 

question is whether we would like 
mis House to act really as an instru¬ 
ment of the nation which it should be, 
to reflect what is happening in this 
nation, right from the people who are 
some of the most intellectual in the 
world down to people who do not 
know how to read and write, whether 
we would like this House to be a 
sensitive instrument to measure the 
•mood of the nation, and whether we 
would like this House to serve that 
purpose and to impress upon the 
people of this nation that whatever be 
their difficulties, whether their diffi¬ 
culties are solved or not, at least this 
Ilnuse is sensitive to their problems? 
Or would we like the House to be 
used as a kind of sledge-hammer so 
that whatever happens in this country 
may be tamped down and must be 
suppressed? I would like hon. Mem¬ 
bers to consider what should be the 
real role of this Hou-se. 


We are living in convulsive times. 
The times are changing in the country. 
The question is whether we should 
reflect that and whether we should 
measure that or not. Now, things are 
happening in this country. Shri Jaya 
Prakash Narayan is involved in a 
movement, rightly or wrongly; it is a 
matter of opinion; many people think 
that it is not right. These things are 
there and have been mentioned. Many 
kinds of things may happen or may 
not happen. A certain thing has been 
said and objection has been raised. I 
think even if We say that it will go 
out of the record, it means that only 
the papers cannot publish it, but 
people ca n talk about it that this thing 
has happened here, and this can be 
done by word of moyth. 

Therefore, according to me, an 
allegation, has ten made, a wild 
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unsubstantiated allegation has been 
made, and it has been refuted very 
strongly. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
Not only allegation, but grave infor¬ 
mation has been given. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Yes—put 
it that way—information which has 
not been investigated. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Are you 
giving your ruling or giving your 
personal opinion? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
giving my ruling. I will finish it now. 
Information which ha s not been sub¬ 
stantiated has been given. Therefore, 
there is no difference between infor¬ 
mation arid allegation. 


SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
For investigation by Government. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I feel 
that this House as a responsible body, 
should take note of all these things. 
These things have been alleged. This 
kind of information has been passed 
on. The House should take note of 
it. The Government should take 
note of it. Everything is on record. I 
do not think that anything should be 
expunged. 

The House stands adjourned till 
11.00 A.M. tomorrow.

(Mr. Deputy-Speker in the Chair] 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): The point of order re¬ 
lates to a letter which is said to 
have been written by some person in 
Haryana stating that there is a cons¬ 
piracy to kill Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan. It is has been alleged that 
the Chief Minister of Haryana said 
to the General Secretary of his party 
that he is' hatching some such cons¬ 
piracy and it would not be difficult 
to kill a person like Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan. Shri Janeswap Misra made 
this remark during the course of his 
speech to whidh objection has been 
taken. If any hon. member receives 
a letter of that kind, what is his 
duty in-the matter? If unfortunately 
it cornea about and Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan is killed, the person who had 
received the letter will be hauled up 
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before an enquiry. We had seen that 
during the course of the tiral of per¬ 
sons who had killed Mahatma Gandhi, 
so many things had been brought in, 
the letter to Mr. Jain and things 
like that. I think it is the bounden 
duty of any hon. member to bring it 
before the House. I should have 
tlhought that the Government ben¬ 
ches would have welcomed this in¬ 
formation. They could have contra¬ 
dicted it the next day. The Govern¬ 
ment benches should solemnly con¬ 
sider it. I think nobody can prevent 
us from bringing such letters to the 
notice of the House. We receive so 
many letters from so many constitu¬ 
ents and we are bound to bring them 
to the notice of the House. So, if 
what the hon. member has said is 
expunged, it would be a grave in¬ 
justice to parliamentary procedure 
and also to the hon. Member who has 
to discharge certain duties. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
not totally ignorant of what happen¬ 
ed. I was listening to th e debate in 
my room. I think it was Mr. Ravi 
who raised the point of order. What 
exactly he wanted to be done, he did 
not make it quite clear. Later on a 
submission was made that these re¬ 
marks should be expunged. We 
should not make this point into a 
mini debate. If we start making too 
many submissions, it becomes a 
debate within a debate. I am pre¬ 
pared to hear three or four more per¬ 
sons and after that I shall give my 
ruling. Let us do it in an orderly 
way. I am prepared to hear you all. 
Why are you excited? I will not hear 
those who hav e already made sub¬ 
missions. Let us clarify the issue. 
Let us not throw mud at each other. 
The main point is whether all these 
things that have been said should be 
on record or not. That is the only 
point. 

DR. HENRY AUSTIN (Frnaku- 
lam): When an hon. Member re¬ 

ceives information alleging a cons¬ 
piracy of the type that was mention¬ 
ed here, involving persons of the 
stature of' Shri Jaiprakash Narayan 
or the Chief Minister of Haryana, has 
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not the hon. Member a responsibility 
to enquire into it and authenticate 
the records before bringing that 
matter here and character is assist¬ 
ing several persons and creating so 
much of tension? When such itifbr- 
mation is available,, if it is not authen¬ 
ticated, it should be expunged from 
the proceedings, 

SHRI C. M. STEFHEftT (Muvattu- 
puzhe): I take my stand strictly 
under the rule' and I insist that the 
rule must be enforced. Rule 353 
says: 

“No allegation of a defamatory 
or incriminatory nature dhall be 
•made by a member against any 
person unless the member has given 
previous intimation to the Speaker 
and also to the Minister concerned 
so that the Minister may be able to 
make a n investigation into the 
matter for the purpose of a reply: 

Provided that the Speaker may 
at any time prohibit any member 
from making any such allegation if 
he is of opinion that such allegation 
is derogatory to the dignity of the 
House or that' no public interest is 
served by making such allegation.” 

M y submission i s that whatever 
Shri Mishra has said will not invali¬ 
date the point raised by us. You will 
have to decide firstly whether what 
was said here would amount to an 
allegation of an incriminatory nature; 
secondly, whether the plea that he 
received a letter is enough of an ex¬ 
cuse or a cover to put forth this alle¬ 
gation o n the floor of the House and, 
thirdly, if an incriminatory or defa¬ 
matory statement which is not in. con¬ 
formity with th e rules of the House 
has been made what exactly is the 
relief to be given. I suppose that to 
make a statement that the Chief Min¬ 
ister of' Haryan a is hatching a cons¬ 
piracy for assassinating a particular 
person is certainly incriminatory. 
That he received an anonymous letter 
from somebody will not make. iL the 
less incriminatory, ®)ere are so 
many sources whereby you can get 
information. To sey that he could 
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not get the source would hot give 
him the right to air it on the floor of 
the House, except in conformity wit.i 
the procedure that is specifically sti¬ 
pulated in the rule. He made a state¬ 
ment in violation of tlhat. Therefore, 
that should not b e allowed to remain 
in the records of this House under the 
rules. The expunction is not merely 
of what he has stated but the entire 
statement wher e this allegation is 
directly or indirectly put forth so 
that the records of the House would 
not carry a single word whidh may 
indicate that an allegation has been 
made on the floor of the House. 1 
want a ruling on that point of order. 


18 hrs. 

SHHI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Delhi): Sir, Mr. Stephen has quoted 
the relevant rule. This is not an 
ordinary matter; this is a very seri¬ 
ous matter. The most serious charge 
has been made by the hon. Member, 
Shri Janeshwar Misra. He was say¬ 
ing that he had received a letter and. 
therefore, it was his duty to bring it 
to the notice of the House. It is amaz¬ 
ing fqr me to hear that any letter 
which io absolutely without any 
basis should be read out in the House 
without verifying it. It was the first 
duty of Mr. Misra, if he has received 
the letter of the kind, to satisfy him¬ 
self and then hand it over to the 
police; In this House, if a Member 
makes a defamatory and incrimina¬ 
tory allegation—this House is open to 
the press—the damage is done. What 
happens to the person affected? Jf 
you allow this House to develop into 
what it is developing, any person can 
get up and say anything. 

There are certain rules and restric¬ 
tions on the Members’ right to speak 
in the House. We receive hundreds of 
anonymous letters. If we try to do 
what he has done, there will be no 
end to it I would aay that the alleged 
letter has been written, obviously, 
with i a political motive. It is a conspi¬ 
racy to create a fabricated allegation. 
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Therefore, in the interest of proper 
functioning of Parliament, this sort 
of a thing should not be allowed. 

This is a very serious matter. I 
would request you to see that the 
rules of procedure of the House are 
properly followed and that these 
things are not allowed, and the peraon 
affected is protected.

It is just to revive their memory. 
Thi s is what happened in the House. 
I read out a letter which was written 
by someone. He wrote that he will 
be killed because he did not support 
anti -go-hatia movement. The Speaker 
allowed me. I read out the letter. 
( Interruptions ). 

The Speaker, in his wisdom re¬ 
ferred the entire matter to the Home 
Minister and he wsa given protection. 
There ar e several instances like this. 
Here he has read out a letter. I do 
not agree with the piJitics of Mr. 
Jayaprakash Narayan. But the point 
is this. The statement which has been 
made by the hon. Member on the 
basis of some information may be right 
or wrong. It should not be expunged 
now. It should come on record. An 
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investigation should be made and if 
the letter is false or fabricated or 
is meant for political purposes, then 
he will face th e consequences. If it 
is true, it will stand. I would re¬ 
quest you not to expunge this in 
the larger interest of Parliamentary 
democracy. 

I would also like to point out that 
often name s are mentined in this 
House by Ministers or members of 
those outside, of those who are not 
here to defend themselves. I would 
request them not to mention such 
names since this is a consequence of 
that. 

SHRI HARI KISHORE SINGH 
(Pupri): Sir, I want to make a sub¬ 
mission .... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We 

have heard enough. There is no more 
fresh point. Please sit down. I think, 
all the points that are to be submit¬ 
ted have been made. If you want to 
convert this into a mini-debate, it is 
left to the pleasure of the House. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Two more 
from here. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Two 

more from here, two more from there, 
if it goes on like this, it becomes a 
mini-debate. (Interruptions) Order, 
please. Whenever Pandeji speaks, I 
am attracted by him, more particu¬ 
larly by his beautiful moustache. 
Will you kindly keep quiet for some 
time? 

The limited question is whether 
what Mr. Janeshwar Mishra had said 
and every thing that the members have 
said after that relating to this should 
form part of the record or not. That 
is the point. Now I will first go by 
the rules. Mr. Stephen has drawn 
my attention to two rules; one is 353 
and the other is 380. I will first go 
to rule 353 which reads like this: 

“No allegation of a defamatory 
or incriminatory nature shall be 
made by a member against any 
person unless the member has 


given previous intimation to the 
Speaker and also to the Minister 
concerned so that the Minister may 
be able to make an investigation 
into the matter for the purpose of 
a reply.” 

Then there is a provision, 

• 

“Provided that the Speaker may 
at any time prohibit any member 
from making any such allegation if 
he is of opinion that such allega¬ 
tion is derogatory to the dignity of 
th e House.” 

“-or that no public interest is 

served by making such allegation.” 
Now, there are two aspects of it here. 
The first is prohibition that this kind 
of a defamatory statement should not 
be made. But despite everything,—I 
am not saying defamatory or not— 
despite everything the statement' has 
been made by Mr. Mishra and it has 
been strongly refuted, strongly con¬ 
tradicted from this side—both sides 
are there. Now the only thing that 
is open to the Speaker is that if a 
Member makes a statement and he 
continues after he has prohibited him, 
then only he comes in and can say 
now that I have prohibited you, you 
cannot continue and from that point 
onwards whatever is said will not 
form part of the record. But what¬ 
ever has been said before in spite of 
efforts, once it has been said, it forms 
part of the record. This is the inter¬ 
pretation of this Rule. And, I think 
Mr. Stephen, if you read this rule 
very carefully you will see that the 
scope of the Speaker is limited only 
after he has prohibited. That is 
about this rule.... 

SHRI A. P. SHARMA (Buxar): Not 
from that point of view. (Interrup¬ 
tions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Order 
please. Why are you gutting excited? 
I know that th e Chairman has not 
prohibited and, therefore, whatever 
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has been said under this Rule cannot 
be expunged.. (Interruptions), 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: Th e point of 
order raised was... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I am 
giving the interpretation of the rules. 
Now, I come to Rule 380.... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN; If you 
permit me, before you go to .Rule 380, 
the point of order raised is that he 
has violated this rule. I want a ruling 
on that point of order whether he has 
violated the rule or not. Then, we 
come to relief... (Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, I 
come to Rule 380. It says; 

“If the Speaker is of opinion that 
words have been used in debate 
which are defamatory or indecent or 
unparliamentary or undignified, he 
may, in hirs discretion, oider that 
such words he expunged from the 
proceedings of the House.” 

Let us come there. 

SHRI K. LAKKAPPA (Tumkur): 
You use your discretion and expunge 
it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will take 
the first of the first part, to use my 
discretion but nay discretion also will 
be the discretion of all of us. 

We have to consider..... 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE: Also 
the discretion of the earlier Chairman. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, the 
question w: if the Chair, in its dis¬ 
cretion, thinks that these words are 
defamatory, indecent, unparliamentary 
and undignified, he may expunge. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: It is not 
‘and’, it is ‘or’, ‘or’. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Perhaps 
you aae right, it is “or”. Not all of 
them together, any one of them. 
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SHRI K. LAKKAPPA; The term 
‘Khaneka Bacha’ i s defamatory and 
derogatory... (Interruptions). 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; ; They 
say that the entire speech should be 
expunged. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, I 
would like to refresh the memory of 
the Members of what happened only 
yesterday. I read in the papers and 
records—correct me if I am wrong— 
and it was published in the papers 
this morning, On e of the speakers in 
the debate—I need not name him—had 
made very strong statements relating 
to the Prim e Minister herself yester¬ 
day. Allegation was made that Rs. 
One crore was brought to her resi¬ 
dence because of the consent... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Don’t 
mention it, Sir, it will again come on 
record... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; It is 
already in the papers. It came out in 
all the national papers. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN; No 
objection wa>3 taken. (Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Order 
please. He said, with the rise in the 
price of the cars—as a result of that— 
so much money hag been brought and 
all that. Now, will the House not 
consider whether an uncorroborated 
statement like that—because, in any 
case it was a statement made, and no 
proof had been produced. (Interrup¬ 
tions) Why don’t you listen to me? 
Order please. When I finish perhaps 
you will be the happiest person. Why 
do you get excited? Now, in respect 
of that kind of uncorroborated state¬ 
ment—I would put it to the House— 
whether it may be considered as 
defamatory or not. (Interruptions) 
Order please, please sit down. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN; No¬ 
body objected from that side. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD 
(Bhagalpur): That thing i$ not before 
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the House. That was what happened 
yesterday. You can give your ruling 
about what happened today. But 
please do not put that statement of 
Mr. Jyotirxnoy Bosu which happened 
yesterday. You need not do that. 

Dr. HENRY AUSTIN: It was some 
other issue; today it is not relevant. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I will 
hear you all again, but kindly hear 
me in peace. Please sit down. That 
statement yesterday was allowed to go 
on record. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN; Nobody 
challenged it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Kindly 
sit down. Let me finish... 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; We 
want t 0 hear you only on this part 
which has arisen today. Yesterday 
you were not there We have not 
anked for your decision on that state¬ 
ment of yesterday. We have asked 
you about what happened today only. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
coming to that. Please resume your 
seat. Order please. 

Please sit down. And listen to me. 
I am going to hear you. 

According to me. any unsubstan¬ 
tiated allegation of a serious nature 
against any person in high authority 
—ther e is nobody in higher authority 
than the Prime Minister—is of a 
defamatory character. 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: No, Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why 

don’t you understand me? 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: On a subs¬ 
tantive motion, that allegation was 
made. Under Rule 353, no allegation 
shall be made_(Interruptions). 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Stephen, will you kindly sit down? 
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SHRI C. H. MOHAMMED KOYA 
(Manjeri): Mr. Stephen is i*ot the 
Speaker. Mr. Speaker should give his 
ruling. You see the pitiable condi¬ 
tion of the Deputy-Speaker—he is still 
standing. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; Now you 
will please hear me. I had said that 
every Member of this Hoifse has to 
speak with a great sense of responsi¬ 
bility. And unless and until he has 
completely satisfied himself that any 
statement that he makes has a basis 
of truth, he should not make that 
statement and any unsubstantiated 
statement of whatever nature is of a 
defamatory character. 

Now you will say ‘yes’ but, some 
time ago, you all shouted. Now, 
kindly sit down. When the Speaker, 
in his discretion, decides that a certain 
allegation is of a defamatory nature 
and when that decision is taken, we 
have also to bear in mind the kind of 
repercussion, whatever decision is 
taken here, that it has o n the country, 
on the nation and on the minds of the 
people. That has to be taken into 
consideration. 

Therefore, I think that this House 
should make own decision here with 
extreme seriousness. I would, there¬ 
fore, appeal to you sincerely to listen 
to what I say; you may or may not 
agree. Now, here, an allegation has 
been made, a letter has been Tead by 
Mr. Janeshwar Mishra..... 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Copy of 
the letter. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Or a copy 
of the letter has been read by him. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: It is 
addressed to Government. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: What¬ 
ever it is, he has read a letter, 

AN HON. MEMBER: H« did not 
read but he referred to it. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER-: It may 
be that he referred to it. I was not 
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here, and so I am not sure. I do not 
know because I was not here. It may 
be that he read it or it may be that 
he read it or it may be that he refer¬ 
red to it. But the meaning of it was 
that a certain conspiracy was hatched 
in which the name of the Chief 
Minister of Haryana was mentioned. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: Miserable 
fellow. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; .... that 
the respected leader Shri Jaya Prakash 
Narayan will, be done away with. That 
is the meaning of what hejsaid, and 
that has been strongly refuted... 

SHRI C. M. STEPHEN: How can 
vve refute? We cannot refute. We 
object to that. We do not refute. 
How can we? 

DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I -shall 
quote the words of Mr. H. K. L. 
Bhagat just now. He said ‘This is a 
fabricated conspiracy’. Those are the 
words of Mr. Bhagat. They are on 
record and 1 am repeating it.

I had 
said on more than one occasion that 
this House is not only a reflection of 
the country but it is also a barometer. 

It registers the moods in the country 
and it registers the kinds of tensions 
and other things that happen in the 
country and they find a reflection here.

THE MINISTER OF HEAVY INDUS¬ 
TRY (SHRI T. A. PAI):'HMT has the 
capacity to make 6 lSkh'sof watches 
per year.

SHRI T. A. PAI: The three firms , 
have been licensed to make 9 lakhs of 
watches. When the HMT reaches its 
maximum production of 8 lakhs of 
watches, we will be able to have 17 
lakhs of watches in three of four years. 

I admit by that time the demand will 
go up further, from the present 
demand of 5 million watches a year. 
Unless we go in for the manufacture 
of the main components in a very big 
way, I am afraid it would not be 
possible for us to go into larger pro¬ 
duction by merely depending upon 
import of some of these parts from 
abroad.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: As far as public 
sector production is concerned, whether 
it is steel or watches both the Plann¬ 
ing Commission and I think the con- 
cei..e:i Ministry of Steel and Heavy 
Industries have come to the conclusion 
that the production of the public 
sector undertakings and their pricing 
with reference to demand has got 
to be re-assessed or revised. The 
hon. Minister has sltated that he 
is helpless as to what to do in the 
present context of black-marketing of 
public sector product. May I there¬ 
fore know whether his Ministry is or 
is not revising the prices of watches 
along with other commodities? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: At present, we 
have not raised the prices of watches. 
The suggestion, obviously, is to revise 
the prices upwards. As long as the 
demand is do great, you cannot pre¬ 
vent it from being black-marketed. 
But seeing the economics of sale and 
trying to realise more profits I shall 
certainly take that suggestion into 
consideration.

We have gone into another line of pro¬ 
duction of automatic watches which 
are priced very much higher, to the 
extent of about 2 lakhs. But these 
Janta watches will continue to be made 
about 3,60,000 in Bangalore and another 
about 3 lakhs in Kashmir. Regard¬ 
ing the complaint that he has made 
about Patna stores I shall certainly 
look into why the complaints are aris¬ 
ing and whether even the present dis¬ 
tribution system can be improved. 


SHRI CHANDRASHEKHAR SINGH: 
The hon. Minister has stated that the 
HMT watches are sold at higher prices 
than those fixed by the HMT. The 
hon- Member, Shri Ram Avtar Shastri 
has stated about Patna consumer cor 
operative society. In view of this fact 
that these cooperative societies do not 
sell watches at fixed prices, will the 
hon. Member, Shri Ram Avtar Shaslri, 
open Government shops at all places 
and stop selling watches through these 
agencies? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: If w e had adequate 
number of watches to sell, we would 
have opened our own shops and. gone 
in for large-lcale distribution. As re¬ 
gards the cooperatives which are now' 
distributing watches, if there are any 
deficiencies, I shaft certainly see ht>w 
best they can be set right.

*62. SHRI S. C. SAMANTA: 

SHRI KUSHOK BAKULA: 

Will the Minister of EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS be pleased to state: 

(a) the reaction of the Government 
of India in connection with the wish 
of the Sikkimese people for being as¬ 
sociated with India, even to the ex¬ 
tent of finding some representation in 
Indian Parliament; and 

(b) whether any such wish or 
demand has been officially communi¬ 
cated to the Government? 

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL 
AFFAIRS (SHRI SWARAN SINGH) 
(a) and (b). In Chapter VI of the 
Government of Sikkim Act 1974, pro¬ 
mulgated on 4th of July 1974, there is 
provision for the Government of 
Sikkim to seek closer association with 
India in political, social and economic 
fields. This Act also provides for the 
Government of Sikkim to “seek parti¬ 
cipation and representation for the 
people of Sikkim in the political insti¬ 
tutions of India”. 

The Government of Sikkim have not 
so far approached the Government of 
India in this matter. 

SHRI gs, C. SAMANTA: May I know 
whether any such proposal pame from 
the team of newly elected members of : 
the Sikkim Assembly durlAfe their Iasi 
visit here? 
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SHRI SWARAN' SINGH: AH the 
elected members of the Sikkim, Assem¬ 
bly aid visit Delhi, and amongst other 
things they also made a reference to 
this provision of the Sikkim Act about 
which I have given a reply. 

SHRI S. C. SAMANTA:- What 
efforts are being made at present by 
<our government to. see that-the demo 
cratic set up in Sikkim succeeds and 
what is the shape of our involvement 
in men and money in this regard? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: The House 
is no doubt aware that the Sikkim 
Assembly has adopted a Constitution. 
.Elections have been held and a new 
Ministry has been installed and I am 
sure that this hon. House wishes the 
Assembly aU success and the demo 
cratic institutions to succeed. 

In the matter of our commitment 
ior the development of Sikkim, we 
have been participating in their 
development plans in a very signifi¬ 
cant manner. In fact all the monies 
for the development of Sikkim have 
been provided from India’s budget. 

I would also like to say that there 
are special scholarships for Sikkimese 
students and Sikkimese candidates arc 
allowed to enter employment in Indian 
Government services even State ser¬ 
vices, almost at par with the Indian 
citizen. So, there is this continuing 
association of the Sikkimese with 
India. 

MR. SPEAKER: We all wish them 
success. He wished them all success 
and I on your behalf, wish them all . 
success and I also wish their Speaker 
a peaceful time. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
You should also wish that their Mem¬ 
bers will be as vigilant as we are. 

MR. SPEAKER: Not-so irresponsi¬ 
ble as you are sometimes’. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL- 
DER: I would like toknow from the 
Minister whether there is any provision. 


in our Constitution to. take .their re- 
presentatives in our Parliament, lithe 
Sikkim Assembly decides to send Mem¬ 
bers to this Parliament. 

S W Sly ARAN SINGH: l have 
said already that the Act provides for 
the government of Sikkim to seek 
participation and representation for 
the people of Sikkim in the political 
institutions of India. We can take 
further action when we receive a pro¬ 
posal to this effect. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA. 
The question was whether our Con¬ 
stitution provides for that. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: I think 
you have studied the Constitution as 
well as I have done and, obviously, 
there is no provision at present and if 
and when such a request is received, 
it will be for this Parliament to decide 
what they want to do. 

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN; May 
I know from the hon. Minister whether 
there is a strong sentiment among the 
Sikkimese people and their movements 
for a closer association with India and 
whether he is also aware of the strong 
propaganda tirade that has been let 
loose by the People’s Republic of China 
calling us expansionists and attiibut- 
ing motives to India and if so. what 
is his reaction to it? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: I would 
not say. that there is a virulent pro¬ 
paganda on the Chinese side. It is no 
doubt correct that in the Chinese news 
media some newspaper reports from 
other countries have been reproduced 
the Chinese in newspapers and for 
some time now. this has become quiet. 
We should take this in our stride. 

MR. SPEAKER: ’I think we should 
pass on to the next question. 

SHRI H. M: PATEL: May I ask the 
Minister to tell us as to what is the 
precise responsibility or the role that 
the Chief Executive (Officer plays in 
that new Constitution? 
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SHRI SWARAN SINGH: The Con¬ 
stitution is a published document and 
I will supply the hon. Member a copy 
ol it and after he has studied it—he 
if a very experienced administrator 
and a great politician—we can have a 
meeting. 

MR. SPEAKER: I think you should 
accept this reply. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
Mr. Piloo Mody’s stand is vindicated 
by the reply given by him. 

MR. SPEAKER: There is no other 
answer except the answer that the 
Minister has given. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Under the 
leadership of Kazi Londoph they have 
fought for the sovereignty of the people 
and development of democratic institu¬ 
tions there and they have succeeded. 
Bui now I want to know from the 
Government about this- The present 
Chief Minister or Prime Minister, 
whatever you may call it, has expressed 
great concern about the people there, 
because the people there are neglect¬ 
ed and they are very poor.

MR. SPEAKER: Where are you 
drifting? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am putting 
the question.

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: Mr 
Speaker, Sir, Shri Bhutto is adhering 
to the Agreement as long as it serves, 
the interests of his country and the 
moment the interests of his country 
are over and whenever bilateral talks 
are held, he is not at all talking any 
care. In view of this, I want to know 
whether the Government is going to 
take any steps to negotiate with him

SHRI SWARAN SINGH; Obvious¬ 
ly, the Agreement which is a bilateral 
agreement has to be adhered to by 
both sides. Our efforts are to ensure 
that bilateral implementation is really 
effective. We should continue our 
efforts to ensure that implementation 
takes place. I would like to say that 
at the present stage, what we can 
say is that part of the Simla agree¬ 
ment has been implemented, and in 
that implementation there was co¬ 
operation from both the sides. 

SHRI ATAL BIHAjRI VAJPAYEE: 
Because it suited Pakistan. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: Further 
steps have still to be taken to imple¬ 
ment the remaining part of the Simla 
agreement, and in pursuance of one 
of the agrements which were entered 
into between the foreign Ministers of 
India and Pakistan, an official level 
meeting was to take place in Pakis¬ 
tan. That meeting has been postpon¬ 
ed, not cancelled. So, I would like to 
say that there has been some impedi¬ 
ment in the process of implementa¬ 
tion, but we should not treat it to 
mean that the two sides have given 
up the Simla agreement. Our effort 
should be continuously to bring Pakis¬ 
tan back to the negotiating table so 
that the remaining parts of the Simla 
agreement should also be implement¬ 
ed. 

SHRI P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: 
'May I know whether recently Mr. .

Bhutto is reported to have said that 
‘If a Sikh like Ran jit Singh could 
conquer Kabul, why not Pakistan? 
and if so, whether by that stretch of 
fanstastic imagination, he is laying 
claims to India # because once Aurang- 
zeb ruled India? 

SHRI SWAiRAN SINGH; I have 
seen the press report about the state¬ 
ment made by Prime Minister Bhutto 
which certainly Is, if I may say so, 
unjustified. His idea that he can plant 
the Pakistani flag in Kabul is a fan¬ 
tastic idea, and that means that ho is 
not interested in maintaining peace in 
this region. Obviouiy, there would 
be great resentment, if this reported 
statement is correct, against this bel¬ 
licose and aggressive attitude indicat¬ 
ed by Prime Minister Bhutta against 
their neighbour on the West, namely 
Afghanistan, with whom as this House 
no doubt is fully aware, we have 
excellent and friendly relations, and 
therefore, our sympathies are entirely 
with Afghanistan. 

SHRI PRABODH CHANDRA: May 
I know if it is a fact that Pakistan 
has given practical shape only to 
those parts of the Simla agreement 
that were in favour of Pakistan while 
he has refused to go by those parts of 
the agreement which benefited India? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: We have 
to keep in mind the situation as it 
prevailed after the last Indo-Pakistan 
war when Pakistan had started ag- 
gresion against us. The situation was 
one in which he had nothing to give 
us, because really you know that the 
Indian Army had succeeded, and. 
therefore. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
What about Chaamb? We could have 
claimed Chaamb. 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH; But that 
is not the question now. 

SHRI ATAL BlHARr VAJPAYEE: 
How is it a separate question? He 
ceded more territory, to Pakistan and 
he asks what Pakistan was to give. 
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SHRI SWARAN SINGH; With re¬ 
gard to Kashmir, the agreement is 
that the new line of control which 
was established as a result of the 
changes at the time of the conflict, 
has been agreed upon and has been 
actull^ delineated, and the agreement 
Is that it will be mutually respected, 
-which I believe is in our national 
interest. 

Coming back to the other point, 
the agreements are to the mutual 
benefit of both countries. They are 
in the interests of peace and we are 
as much interested in peace and in 
maintenance of peace and the estab¬ 
lishment of durable peace as Pakistan 
should be. In such matters, parti¬ 
cularly after the situation that pre¬ 
vailed in the sub-continent, we have 
to take a total view and should not 
view the problem in the spirit of what 
we get or what they get. We have to 
see whether the agreement is such 
that it holds out the hope for estab¬ 
lishment of durable peace, and this is 
the objective, which was the predomi¬ 
nant feature of the Simla agreement. 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: I would like 
to know from the hon. Minister whe¬ 
ther the Government of Pakistan is 
responsive to the protest of India 
against the violation of the Simla 
Agreement. If yes, in what manner? 
If not, what measure do Government 
propose to take? 

SHRI SWAjRAN SINGH: I think 
the hon. member was not present 
here when a similar question was 
replied to earlier. I have said that 
we have been taking up with Pakistan 
from time ; to time whenever there 
are violations, particularly serious 
violations, of the Simla Agreement. 
We have sent notes through the chan¬ 
nel of the Swiss Embassy. I have 
also written letters to the Ministry of 
State for Defence and Foreign Affairs 
of Pakistan. 

SHRI & k. MEHTA: Jftr question 
wa* specific, whether Government 
have, found Pakistan responsive to 
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their protest. If so ( in what manner? 
If not, what measures do Government 
propose to take? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH; We have 
bee n getting replies from Pakistan to 
our notes and also to our letters. 
Sometimes they have been satisfac¬ 
tory and sometimes they are evasive. 

SHRI INDER J. MALHOTRA; From 
time to time and even recently, the 
Prime Minister of Pakistan has been 
saying so many things regarding the 
of Jammu and Kashmir. May I know 
whether at any time during any con- 
conference or through correspondence 
we have ever pointed out to Mr. 
Bhutto that he should keep his hands 
off the Pakistan-occupied Kashmir 
area and should not politically or 
otherwise interfere in that area? 

SHRI SWARAN SINGH: In the 
course of talks as also in several 
public statements, we have made 
India's position quite clear that 
Jammu and Kashmir is part of India 
and. therefore, Prime Minister Bhutto 
should desist from saying anything 
which would amount to interference 
in our internal affairs. Having said 
that, we should also keep in mind 
that there is a clause in the Simla 
Agreement wherein India and Pakis¬ 
tan have agreed that the question of 
Kashmir will also be discussed bet¬ 
ween the two sides and a final settle¬ 
ment will be arrived at. We must 
always keep, in mind that there is a 
fairly large area of Jammu and Kash¬ 
mir which continues to be in the 
illegal occupation of Pakistan and, 
therefore, to that extent, Pakistan is 
a party to 'any final settlement on 
Kashmir. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: Prime 
Minister Bhutto 'has been saying 
recently that India’s nuclear ex¬ 
plosion is against the spirit of the 
Simla Agreement and *will affect the 
security of bis country. What steps 
have been, taken to allay, his fears? 
Secondly,, is the Minister aware of the 
Simla type of agreement which has

been proposed by Prim# Minister 
Bhutto to Afghanistan? If so, what 
is his reaction? 

SHRI SWA.RAN SINGH; It i s true 
that Prime Minister Bhutto and other 
Pakistani leaders have been critising 
India's nuclear explosion ior peaceful 
purposes. But I do not recollect 
having seen any such statement 
wherein he might have said that this 
is in contravention of the Simla 
Agreement. What the hon. member 
may have noticed is the statement 
which he has made that the process 
of normalisation of relations agreed 
upon in Simla and partial implemen¬ 
tation thereof has received a setback 
on account of the nuclear explosion 
by India. Our Prime Minister has 
pointed out that this plea is without 
any basis, and we have rejected it. 
It is quite obvious that nuclear explo¬ 
sion for peaceful purposes does not 
pose any danger or threat to Pakistan 
and if in an imaginary manner Pakis¬ 
tan *ries to invoke our nuclear explo¬ 
sion for slowing down the process of 
normalisation of relations, this cer¬ 
tainly is not in their interest and is 
totally irrelevant. Our Prime Minis¬ 
ter took the earliest opportunity to 
write to Prime Minister Bhutto and 
reiterated what was publicly stated 
that this is for peaceful purposes and 
technological and scientific achieve¬ 
ment by India is not directed at hav¬ 
ing any nuclear weapon. 

This is a matter which has been fully 
explained. 

About the second part df his ques¬ 
tion. that will be a matter between 
Afghanistan and Pakistan. We should 
not comment on it. 

Registration of vans as commercial 
vehicles 

*64. SHRI D. B. CHANDRA 
GOWDA;

Permission has been given to the ear 
manufacturers to set apart certain 
portion of their chassis production to 
manufacture drive away chassis for- 
conversion and use as commercial, 
vehicles. Instructions have been 
issued that the vehicles built on the- 
drive away chassis should be regis¬ 
tered as commecial vehicles, except 
where permission has been given by 
the Controller of Motors Cars for their 
registration as Station Wagons, 

SHRI D. B. CHANDRA GOWDA r 
I wanted to know whether the State 
Government are doing it or it is* done 
by way of instructions issued by the- 
Government o? India and what is the 
percentage split between commercial, 
vehicles and other vehicles? 

THE MINISTER OF HEAVY IN¬ 
DUSTRY (SHRI T. A. PAI): When 
permission was granted for conver¬ 
sion of some of them—20% of the 
manufactured cars—into commercial' 

chassis, it was precisely for the pur¬ 
pose of being utilised as commercial 
vehicles. So long as they are regis¬ 
tered as commercial vehicles, we have 
no objection whatsoever. We stepped 
in when we found that the power was 
being abused, chassis being sold out 
and being used as private cars. We 
wanted to prevent its being used as a 
private car and so we brought it 
under the control of distribution. But 
when we found that there were people- 
who had registered this vehicle with 
the idea of putting up a station wagon 
body and Government and public sec¬ 
tor bodies wanted to use these for 
transportation and some industries- 
wanted to convert them in view of thg ... 
petrol shortage, we said, we are Will¬ 
ing to examine them end give , them 
permission even to Use them ag cars i 
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SHRI D. B. .CHANDRA GOWDA: 
Is there.any proposal to convert them 
to diesel and give them tor the use of 
the common man? 

SHRI T. A, PAI: Some people are 
still experimenting with some of the 
diesel engines that are available to 
see whether they are suitable. We 
are trying to find out whether it 
would be possible to convert some of 
these chassis on diesel. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE; The hon. 
Minister has referred to certain wrong 
uses and certain malpractices which 
compelled them t 0 revise the orders 
and attitude. I want to know what 
measures he is going to adopt to bring 
about some sort of quality control, be¬ 
cause for want of quality the abuses 
are far loo many and every day the 
vehicles are deteriorating. Sir, I do 
not know if you are using one of the 
Indian vehicles. If you are using, you 
would have seen that they a; a plenty 
of tins and every day the price is 
going up. Therefore, never mind 
whether they are registered as com¬ 
mercial vehicles or as private vehicles, 
they should be at least vehicles. For 
the prices which we are paying we 
could buy a dozen of the much better 
vehicles In foreign countries. May I 
know from the Minister whether he. 
with his professional approach and 
attitude, will take very stringent 
measures for quality control? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: We have brought 
larger and larger number of compo¬ 
nents under the control of the Indian 
Standards ■ Institution. Now we have 
ordered that the vehicles will be pick¬ 
ed up from the assembly line and sent 
for tests so that we may continuously 
watch the performance of these vehi¬ 
cles with special reference to the 
•specific parts which are giving trouble. 
All complaints that we receive in res¬ 
pect of particular parts used are also 
gone into. If the hon. Member brings 
to my notice what exactly is the 
trouble with the vehicles, I will look 
into them. Because, I do not think 
~there is any upper limit to the im¬ 
provement of the performance of any 


vehicle. I shall certainly do my best 
to see, Within the limitations of raw 
materials we have and the problems 
we have in this country, our cars are 
manufactured to the best standard 
possible. 

MR. SPEAKER: It was a question 
about the registration of commercial 
vehicles and Shri Salve asked a ques¬ 
tion about quality control. This comes 
from an eminent lawyer who can very 
well know the relevancy. Before I 
could make up my mind the Minister 
had already got up and both of them 
did not look at me.

KISKU); (a) During the period from 
January to 14th July, 1974, 96,793 
cases and 15,807 deaths due to small¬ 
pox are reported to have occured in 
Bihar. 

(b) While smallpox disfigures be¬ 
cause of pock marks, cases of blind¬ 
ness are rare. 

(c) and (d). The Central Gov¬ 
ernment have taken prompt measures 
to assist the State Health authorities, 
who are primarily responsible for the 
implementation of the health pro¬ 
grammes, to meet the current situa¬ 
tion. The measures already taken are 
as follows:— 

1. Priority is being accorded to 
. Primary vaccinations (which 
include neonatal vaccinations 
also.) and to active search for 
, even suspected smallpox 
- eases. 


2. The implementation of Small- 

pox Eradication Programmer 
in Bihar is reviewed regularly. 
Deficiencies detected in the 
implementation of pro¬ 
gramme are brought out so 
that remedial measures may 
be taken immediately. 

3. Adequate quantities of potent 1 

Freeze Dried Smallpox Vac¬ 
cine and Health Education 
material are being supplied' 
and stocked at Patna and' 
Ranchi. 

4. Under the National Smallpox 

Eradication Programme, which 
is a Centrally Sponsored 
Scheme, 100 per cent Central 
assistance is provided to the 
State for implementation of 
the Programme. 

5. In addition to the normal health- 

staff 32 special surveillance 
teams headed by Senior 
Epidemiologists and 29 con¬ 
tainment teams have been de¬ 
puted for work in Bihar. 

6. Civil authority is being used to 

assist the health staff in their 
efforts. In many districts, 
village level workers and 
Panchayat Sewaks are put on 
duty along with health staff' 
to perform containment vac¬ 
cination. 

7. Apart from the supply of 

bifurcated needles and print¬ 
ed proformae, WHO is also 
assisting the programme by 
making available services of 
WHO Epidemiologists. 55 
vehicles have been provided 
by the WHO and 30 vehicles 
are being sent to Bihar 
shortly. The per-diem allow¬ 
ances of these Epidemiolo¬ 
gists and the members of the' 
containment teams and the 
petrol charges for ihe vehicles- 
are borne .fey WHO. 
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■Production of Steel In Public Sector 

Steel Plants during 1974 

537. SHRI P. GANGADEB: 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL

Sir. The production of saleable steel 
from the three public sector steel 
plants of Hindustan Steel Ltd. during 
the period, January to June, 1974, 
'Was 1.377 million tonne s against 1.477 
million tonnes in the corresponding 
period last year. 

(b) The production during the 
quarter, January—March, 1974, was 
affected adversely mainly due to dis¬ 
location in the movement of coal and 
other raw materials and of finished 
products, necessitating the imposition 
of drastic cuts on production in keep¬ 
ing with the minimal flow of raw 
materials. Having regard to this si¬ 
tuation and the possibility of a strike 
by Railway employees, the production 
targets for the first quarter of 1974-75 
were kept low so as to build stocks 
•of raw materials before resumption 
of normal operations. While the pro¬ 
duction was restricted throughout 
April, 1974, the plants had to be ope¬ 
rated at the minimum level permis¬ 
sible on considerations of technologi¬ 
cal safety of plant and equipment 
from the beginning of May, 1974. This 
was done by resorting to planned 
blanking of some coke ovens and 
stopping some of the blast furnaces 
and. steel making and rolling units to 
avoid any sudden stoppage on account 
•of the Railway strike. 


(c) The targets of production for 
1974-75 have been drawn up in con¬ 
sultation with all the appropriate 
agencies after making an assessment 
of the requirements of power, other 
essential inputs' and rail transport. 
Close and constant liaison is being 
maintained with these agencies to 
ensure that production do^ not suffer 
on account of shortage in fhe supply 
of these requirements. 

Accord between India and Bangladesh 
on Farakka and Enclaves

(b) The Border Demarcation Agree¬ 
ment of the 16th May, 1974 provides 
for exchange of all Indian enclaves 
in Bangladesh with Bangladesh en¬ 
claves in India, with the exception 
of Dahagram and Angarpota which 
are to remain with Bangladesh in 
exchange for Berubari remaining 
with India. A copy of the Agreement 
was placed on the Table of the House 
on the 22nd of July, 1974. 

On Farakka, during the visit of 
Sheikh Mujibur Rahman to India . in 
May, 1974 the two Prime Minister?? 
noted that the Farakka Barrage pro¬ 
ject would be commissioned before 
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the end of 1974. They recognised that 
during the lean months there might 
not be sufficient water to meet the re¬ 
quirements of Calcutta port and of 
Bangladesh in full. They decided 
that the best 'means of augmenting the 
fair weather flow of the Ganga in the 
lean months, through optimum utili¬ 
sation of the water resources of the 
region available to the two countries, 
should be studied by the Joint Rivers 
Commission which would make suit¬ 
able recommendations to meet with 
the requirements of both the countries. 
Meanwhile, both Governments are 
determined to arrive at a mutually 
acceptable allocation of the available 
water during the periods of minimum 
flow.

Since the economic and employment 
rtrends vary from area to area, State 
Governments have bee'n directed to 
carry out diversification in the train¬ 
ing programmes based on the Stand- 
-■ardised popular trades, for which emp¬ 
loyment opportunities are available 
locally. They have been further ad- 
wised to start new training program¬ 
mes based on local needs of the area 
in which an Industrial Training Insti¬ 
tute is located. A proposal to convert 
about 75 ITIs into ‘Captive’ ITIs has 
ialso been mooted for th e Fifth Plan 
•period. Under this programme it is 
visualised that ITIs located in an 
'industrialised area would cater to the 
training needs of a group of indus¬ 
tries by organising special integrated 
training programmes for them. 

(c) The existing training capacity of 
“the ITIs in the country is about 1.56 
lakh seats. The trainees after comp¬ 
letion of training may take to self 
•employment, or paid employment .or 
join as Apprentices in the industry 
under the Apprentices Act, 1061. 
Figures of the extent of their employ¬ 
ment are not available. 

(d) and (e). (i) The progress of 
industrial training programme is, no 
doubt, linked with the employment 

•opportunities. Of late, the admission 
position under this programme has 
considerably picked-up, 

(ii) The National Council for Train¬ 
ing in Vocational Trades has recom¬ 


mended raising the rate of stipend 
from R s. 25 p.m. to Rs, 40 p.m. and 
percentage of beneficiaries from 33-1/3 
per cent to 50 per cent of the total 
trainees in an ITI.

The Institute at Ranchi will 
have three Regional Institutes, one 
each at Asansol, Dhanbad and Nag¬ 
pur to be set up in two phases, during 
the Fifth Five Year Plan. The exist¬ 
ing Planning and Design Cell of the 
National Coal Development Corpora¬ 
tion Ltd. forms the nucleus of the 
Central Institute at Ranchi and the 
Planning and Design Cell of the 
Bharat Coking Coal Ltd. would form 
the nucleus of the Regional Institute 
at Dhanbad. 

The Central Institute at Ranchi is 
carrying out the work of project Plan¬ 
ning and designing in respect of 
minesAninefields under its jurisdic¬ 
tion, as well as those connected with 
standardisation, typification, coordina¬ 
tion and integration of applied re¬ 
search and development of new tech¬ 
niques of coal mining industry, pers¬ 
pective planning and limited coal ex¬ 
ploration work. The Institute will in 
due course undertake planning and 
designing of new mines and modemi- 
sation/reconstruction of the existing 
mines for the achievement of the 
coal production targets.

of raw materials before resumption, 
of normal operations. While the pro¬ 
duction at the plants was restricted 
throughout April, 1974, the plants had 
to be operated at the minimum level' 
permissible on considerations of tech¬ 
nological safety of plant and equip¬ 
ment from the beginning of May, 1974 
to avoid any sudden stoppage on ac¬ 
count of the Railway strike and a< 
number of units were blanked or- 
stopped. Consequently, the aggregate' 
production of saleable steel from the 
Bhilai, Durgapur and Rourkela Steel 
Plants in May, 1974, came to 1,69,000’t 
tonnes as against 2,10,000 tonnes in' 
April, 1974. The supplies of coking; 
coal to the steel plants were, however,. 
maintained at a satisfactory level 
during the strike period resulting in., 
appreciable improvement in stocks. .

KISKU): . (a) Since last year there 
has been a noticeable increase in the 
incidence of small pox in the country 
particularly in the States of- Uttar 
Pradesh, Bihar, West Bengal and 
Madhya Pradesh. 

(b) The high incidence of small 
pox can be attributed to accumulated 
back-log of primary vaccinations, the 
lingering superstition among sections 
of the people against vaccination, and. 
the intensive active search which is 
being carried out throughout the 
country - for unearthing undetected 
cases. 

(c) A statement containing the re¬ 
quisite information is laid on the Table 
of the House. [Placed in Library. 
See No. LT-8041/74]. 

(d) Under the intensive anti-small¬ 
pox campaign undertaken since last 
year the State Governments, who are 
primarily responsible for the imple¬ 
mentation of the health programmes, 
have mobilised health personnel and 
transport for the case-search opera¬ 
tions. The Central Government have 
taken prompt measures to assist the 
State Health authorities to meet the 
current situation. The number of 
Surveillance Teams headed by Senior 
Epidemilogists has been increased so 
far to 73 from 22, and Containment 
Teams to 69 as against 15 working 
last year in the endemic States, in 
addition to the normal staff of the 
Smallpox Eradication Programme. A 
number of additional vehicles are also 
being provided to the teams to ensure 
mobility. Adequate quantities of vac¬ 
cine, bifurcated needles and health 
education material have been supplied 
and sufficient quantities kept in re¬ 
serve.

States has been much heavier than 
their due proportionate share in the 
past. Nevertheless, these States will 
continue to enjoy a higher proportion 
of share of recruitment to the Army 
than their due share based on the 
proportion of the recruitable male 
population as majority of the recruit¬ 
ment reserved on the basis of castes 
or class is done from these areas.

Subjects discussed during Finance 
Minister’s Visit to U.S.S.R.

*81. SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: 

SHRI C. K. JAFFER SH4RIEF: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
b e pleased to state: 

(a) whether he recently visited 
U.S.S.R. and discussed problems of 
mutual economic interest; 

(b) if so, a gist of the matters dis¬ 
cussed; and 

(c) the results of the discussions? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTiRAO CHAV AN) 
(a) to (c): Yes, Sir. The visit to 
U.S.S.R. was in the nature of a ‘good¬ 
will’ visit. Opportunity was. however, 
taken of holding discussions with 
U.S.S.R'. authorities on matters of 
mutual economic interest, like, soften¬ 
ing of the terms of Soviet credits, new 
line * f credit for financing develop¬ 
ment protects in India, financing of 
projects by the COMECON sponsor¬ 
ed International Investment Bank, 
etc. The discussions were of an 
exploratory nature; further discussions 
are expected- 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: In 
his answer the Minister has stated 


that he had discussions with the 
International Investment Bank of the 
COMECON. In view of the fact that 
COMECON countries are countries 
which are out of the gri» of inflation, 
price-rise and other manifestations of 
capitalist economic crisis, and are 
having a stable currency, may I know 
whether the Minister had discussion 
with them, taking into account our 
difficult situation and the economic 
crisis, for more fruitful economic 
cooperation, so that we will be able to 
avert the economic crisis to some 
extent? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
As 1 told you, when the discussions 
with the Chairman of the Inter¬ 
national Investment Bank were held, 
Mr. Koul who accompanied me had 
general discussions with the Finance 
Minister there. They were of a 
general nature in the sense that we 
wanted to know the nature of the 
work that they are doing, the type of 
assistance that they can give etc. The 
idea was to established a link with 
these institutions. I must say that 
these discussions were useful on the 
basis of which further steps can 
materialise. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: Sir, 
he has not positiyely answered. While 
answering my question he may please 
throw some light on the aspects 
which I wanted. When Mr. 
Khrushchev.... 

MR. SPEAKER: After all there is 
somebody to remember him! 

SHRI C. K. CHANDIL^PPAN: 
Mr. Brezhnev visited our country, 
India had entered int© several’ econo¬ 
mic agreements. And when our 
Finance Minister visited the Soviet 
Union whether he had discussed with 
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the Soviet authority about the follow¬ 
up actions to be taken so that this 
economic cooperation will be further 
strengthened and we will be benefited. 
I hope he will answer my first question 
now. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The discussions held were not speci¬ 
fically meant for implementation of 
any particular Article. But, certainly, 
they were in the spirit of a follow-up 
actions in some aspects of the Agree¬ 
ment. As you know there is a Joint 
Commission between the Soviet Russia 
and India for economic cooperation. 

I think that the Joint Commission is 
likely to meet in Soviet Russia itself 
to discuss some of the specific 
matters arising out of these things. 
As I said one aspect of the Agreement 
itself was about improvement of trade 
and economic relations. ‘Economic 
Relation’ is one of the specific Articles 
of the Agreement and with reference 
to which, we had discussions. Some 
aspects of the problem mentioned in 
my reply were also discussed from 
that point of view. In his first ques¬ 
tion he raised a question about the 
inflationary conditions of non-socialist 
world and enquired whether we had 
discussed this particular aspect or 
not. I cannot say that this particular 
aspect was discussed. Naturally this 
background was in my mind all the 
time. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Since during these discussions, a 
number of matters of mutual economic 
interests must have been discussed I 
would like to know from him whether 
the problem of import of food, particu¬ 
larly, wheat, during our difficult posi¬ 
tions on the repayable basis also came 
in for discussions and whether the 
Finance Minister realised the fact 
that mi the basis of this Agreement 
if we were to repay the imports made, 
in that case, a higher price in terms 
of value will have been payable by 
us therefore, on that particular 
basis, i!i any relaxation called for 
regarding the import that we b^vj* 
made tilready? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I did not specifically discuss the price 
aspect or the repayable terms and 
conditions aspect. Of course, the 
supply of important commodities like 
fertilizers, steel and wheat came to 
be mentioned in the discussions. But 
generally the question of softening 
of the terms of repayment was one of 
the major aspects of discussion. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
While discussing for reaching a mutual 
understanding whether the interest 
aspect of any loan that may be given 
by the Soviet Union to India was com¬ 
pared with the World Bank loan or 
the other capitalist countries loan 
that we are taking? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
There is no question of any compari¬ 
son and it did not come up for dis¬ 
cussion. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I want to 
know while having discussions with 
the Government of USSR regarding 
mutual economic interest between the 
two countries whether the hon’ble 
Minister had drawn the attention pf 
the Soviet Government to the reports 
that kerosene, fertilisers and some oil 
products which are sold to India are 
sold at a higher price than are sold to 
the East European countries. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry. The 
question is much beyond the scope. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I did not raise this question because it 
was not right for me to raise this 
question.

mitted a scheme to Government for 
controlling inflation; 

(b) if so, Government’s reaction 
thereto; and 

(c) whether Government have react¬ 
ed favourably to the suggestion about 
index linking of the currency? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANT RAO CHAVAN): 

(a) Yes, Sir. A group of Economists 
headed by Professor C. N. Vakil sub¬ 
mitted to the Prime Minister in Feb¬ 
ruary, 1974 a Memorandum on a 
Policy to contain Inflation. In a sup¬ 
plement to the Memorandum, the 
Economists have presented a detailed 
plan in June, 1974, setting out the 
mechanics of the scheme for immo¬ 
bilisation of money under the name 
of Semi bombla.. 

(b) The methods suggested by the 
Economists for the immobilisation of 
money supply are not favoured by 
Government. The other suggestions 
are either already under implementa¬ 
tion or are under details^ examina¬ 
tion. 

(c) The technique of index link¬ 
ing is not considered suitable for 
implementation under the prevailing 
conditions in India. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: Apart from 
fiscal measures for controlling ex¬ 
penditure and monetary tools for im¬ 
mobilisation of resources, I would 
like to know what direct measures 
have been taken so far or will be 
taken now in terms of providing re¬ 
lief to the vulnerable sections of the 
society on whom there is direct and 
severe incidence of this inflation. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I thought we were discussing the 
particular scheme suggested by Prof- 
C. N. Vakil. If it is a part of it, I 
can answer it. Otherwise, it is a 
general type of question which I can 
go on answering. 


SHRI P. GANGADEB: In view of 
the fact that the real value of the 
rupee is going down and there is 
little likelihood of a return to the old 
value of the rupee, may I know whe¬ 
ther Government have considered 
afresh the question of linking the 
values of the LIC policies, provident 
fund schemes and gratuity schemes 
to the index of wholesale prices so 
that at the time of retirement, the 
fixed income groups are not put to 
hardship, and if so, what action they 
are going to take in this regard? 

MR. SPEAKER: The main ques¬ 
tion is about the report of the econo¬ 
mists. Does this supplementary ques¬ 
tion arise out of it? I think h e is ask¬ 
ing a general question. 

SHRI P. GANGADEB: This ques¬ 
tion comes within the ambit of the 
main question. That is what I feel 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
In a way it does arise because it one 
suggestion which is a part of the re¬ 
commendations of the SEMIBOMBLA 
scheme of index linking of the cur¬ 
rency and the savings. This is one 
of the schemes that they have sug¬ 
gested. In principle, one can say that 
this question does arise out of it. 
But as I have explained, it is very 
difficult for us to accept it because 
Government do not favour index 
linking. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: In view 
of the fact that during the three 
months following the last budget pre¬ 
sented by the hon. Finance Minister, 
the price index according to Govern¬ 
ment has gone up already over 10 per 
cent, may I know whether some of the 
other specific proposals which have 
been contained in t'hjs SEMIBOMBLA 
scheme such as that there should be a 
five per cent ceiling on the growth 
rate of money supply every year and 
secondly that the public distribution 
system should be strengthened and 
for that purpose buffer-stocks should 
be built up and compulsory levies 
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should be imposed, have been consi¬ 
dered by Government? What is Gov¬ 
ernment's thinking about such speci¬ 
fic measures indicated by this group 
of economists? Are they really consi¬ 
dering them on an emergency basis? 
What do they propose to do about 
such proposals? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
As I have said, there are many sug¬ 
gestions in the scheme of Prof. C. N. 
Vakil which are such that in principle 
they have been accepted already by 
Government, and some of them are un¬ 
der examination As for the specific 
suggestion about confining the money 
supply to five per cent, it is a part 
of his package scheme. He wants 
the money supply to be frozen at five 
per cent level. We accept it in 
principle that we must make an effort 
to reduce the money supply and 
balance it with the level of production 
in the country. That policy has been 
accepted, and the different steps that we 
are taking in the monetary field and 
fiscal field and production field are 
aimed at that. But it is very difficult 
to say that we accept the proposal 
that' it should be fixed arithmetically 
or quantitatively at five per cent. It 
is very difficult to accept it. 

As far as the other suggestion is 
concerned, it is a fact that we are 
committed to strengthening the distri¬ 
bution system. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: But in¬ 
stead of its being strengthened at 
present it is being dismantled to some 
extent. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Simply because there is a change in 
some of the steps that we took in re¬ 
gard to the t’ake-over it does not fol¬ 
low that we have dismantled the dis¬ 
tribution system. It was a change 
meant for making it effective. There¬ 
fore, there was no question of with¬ 
drawing from that position or dis¬ 
mantling it. We are committed to 
this position that there will have to 
be a build up of a buffer stock of 


some of these essential goods and their 
balanced distribution so as to help the 
vulnerable sections of society. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: The 
hon. Finance Minister talked of the 
public distribution system. Is that 
system intended to supply essential 
commodities to the entire population 
or to only 30—40 per cent below the 
poverty line? If it is meflnt to cater 
to the poorer sections, is Government' 
going to continue nationalisation of 
the wholesale trade in foodgrains as 
without it a public distribution system 
will have no meaning? What are the 
objectives of Government? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The objectives is to reach essential 
commodities to the vulnerable sections 
of society. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO: Not to 
the entire population? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
It is difficult to accept this commit¬ 
ment. The basic point is to see that 
we reach the vulnerable sections. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Prof. 
Vakil and his fellow-economists 
submitted a memorandum in February 
this Year and followed it up with the 
SEMIBOMBLA in June. Govern¬ 
ment themselves have accepted that 
to a large extent the scheme contains 
in principle many good things. The 
Prime Minister and the Finance 
Minister also said the other day dur¬ 
ing the No-Confidence Debate that 
people should co-operate in terms of 
tackling economic problems. In view 
of this, may I know whether Govern¬ 
ment are thinking in terms of having 
these economists roped in in’ some 
kind of active advisory capacity so 
that they could be brought face t° 
face across the same table for dis¬ 
cussions instead of their merely send¬ 
ing to the Government the various 
representations or memoranda? In 
other words, have Government any 
scheme whereby * these economists 
can be roped in in an active advisory 
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role thereby making it possible for 
the economists to reply to the Minis¬ 
ter when he says that Government 
are nc.t able to accept this or that 
point? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
This is a suggestion. Normally we do 
ine^t economists and take their views. 
When there is a public debate on pub¬ 
lic issues, it is done. The memoran¬ 
dum was very carefully examined in 
the Economic Affairs Department and 
the Reserve Bank also. I do not 
know what he exactly means by rop¬ 
ing them in because we cannot rope 
in people like that. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Be¬ 
cause they are academically-minded 
independent people. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
It is good that they should give their 
views freely. There is no question of 
not having a dialogue. If necessary, 
we can discuss with them. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: What 
are the reasons for Government’s re¬ 
jection of their suggestion of 30 per 
cent immobilisation of the total money 
or partial demonetisation? What is 
tile alternative of Government if they 
are going to reject the SEMIBOM- 
BLA? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The alternative is the policy we are 
following. I can certainly give you 
a large number of reasons, but I do 
not think I should go into all the 
technical reasons. I mainly said that 
this would certainly weaken faith in 
the currency and banking system 
That is the major reason. 

SHBI NIMBALKAR: Is Govern¬ 
ment not willing to accept SEMIBO-' 
Mbla completely because it thinks 

will lead to complete BOMRLA? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN:

SHRI K. R. GANESH: The hon. 
member had asked about the num¬ 
ber of searches made between April 
and June and I hive given it. He 
said there is delay in finalising this. 
When searches are made, documents 
are seized, cash, assets and jewellery 
are seized. The ITO has to deter¬ 
mine whether the seized assets be¬ 
long to the assessee or are unaccoun¬ 
table. Under section 132 (5) of the 
I.T. Act, within 90 days of the search, 
the ITO has to determine it and make 
a summary assessment. When he 
makes a summary assessment, he 
will keep a part of the seized assets 
which is equal to the value of the tax 
determined. Later on, other pro¬ 
cesses will follow. You, will have to 
find out whether there is falsification, 
fraud etc. As far as the searches 
made from April to June are con¬ 
cerned, there is absolutely no delay.

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I have 
already said that for summary dis¬ 
posal, for summary assessment, the 
time limit is 90 days. It has to be 
made within 90 days. You are seiz¬ 
ing somebody’s assets or somebody's 
property. It has to be determined 
whether the property really belongs 
to him. The assessee should be given 
an opportunity to explain whether he 
can account for the property. I do 
not think it is the intention of the 
hon. Member that the income-tax 
officer should seize the property 
without following the proper pro¬ 
cedure.

SHRI K. R. GANESH: A s far as the 
question of intelligence in the In¬ 
come-tax Department is concerned, 
there is the Directorate of Intelligence 
and Investigation and there are vari¬ 
ous other regional officers appointed 
under this Directorate. It is as a re¬ 
sult of the collection of this intelli¬ 
gence that the income-tax authorities 
have been able to conduct this raid. I 
agree with the hon. Member that the 
generation of black money mainly 
emanates from commodities. There¬ 
fore, all agencies of the Government 
which are concerned with this, the 
income-tax authority, the Central Ex¬ 
cise and Customs, the Import Trade 
Control authority and various other 
regulatory agencies will have to keep 
a close watch over this speculation and 
black market that takes place in 
commodities. 

SHRI B. S. BHAURA: May I know 
from the hon. Minister, if I am not 
mistaken, whether the Jindal Group 
Works,—the list of 22 firms is given 
here—belong to the same man who 
was given the President’s award and, 
if so, will he inquire into the whole 
matter as to how he made such a huge 
property within a few years? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: As I indi¬ 
cated, so far as the Jindal Group is 
concerned, that is steel raid and that 
has been a very big raid. A lot of 
information has been collected by the 
Income-tax authorities in relation to 
not only black-marketing in steel but 
also in relation to accumulation of 
property, accumulation of assets and 
various other things. As a result of 
the processing of all this information, 
it will indicate how these people have 
made the property. Whatever action 


under the law is necessary in relation 
to prosecution and penalty will be 
taken. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL. 
DER: I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister how many places of 
Jindal Group Works were searched 
cles were sezied from there. I would 
further like to know whether, when 
the search was made, at that time 
there was resistence and they attack¬ 
ed the Income-tax authorities who 
went to search different places. Also, 
I want to know whether one of the 
Directors of the Maruti Car project is 
from the Jindal Group or not. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH; The raids 
were conducted in Delhi, Calcutta, 
Hissar and a few other places. As far 
as the jewellery and cash seized from 
the Jindal Group is concerned, the 
jewellery seized is worth Rs. 16,75,500 
and the cash seized is Rs. 19,46,804 in 
currency notes, fixed deposits, etc. It 
is a fact that in one of the raids, some 
persons tried to assault the Income- 
tax authorities. The matter has been 
reported to the police. The case has 
been lodged against them. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Any arrest made? 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: All those 
who were involved in the assault of 
the income-tax authorities were 
arrested by the police. 

About the other question, I have no 
information. 

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI): Since the Finance Ministry 
seems to actually find out the sources 
of black money and raid all the places, 
may I know whether it"^s not a fact 
that whenever Income-tax authorities 
decide to raid the places, in most of 
the cases the big business houses get 
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the prior information that the Income- 
tax authorities are coming. I would 
like to mention here a specific case. Is 
it not a fact that in Calcutta, when the 
houses of Birlas, specially, B. M. Birla 
and M. P. Birla wer e searched, last 
year and the year before last, at the 
same time, the house of Mr. Badri 
Prasad Podar was also raided and the 
information was given and, automati¬ 
cally, it was suspended the very next 
day. I have my personal information. 

I would like to know whether any 
alternative arrangement or machinery 
can be found by the Finance Ministry 
without the help of the Income-tax 
authorities to raid the houses of big 
business men because the Income-tax 
authorities inform the big business 
houses. They come to know each and 
every thing. They get all the infor¬ 
mation. How can the raids be con- 
ducated? So, I want to know whether 
any alternative arrangements can be 
made by the Finance Ministry so far 
as the raids of big business houses are 
concerned. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: With all my 
respect to the hon. Member, so far as 
his knowledge is concerned and he is 
a leader.... 

MR. SPEAKER. It is not a question 
of knowledge. He is giving you 
information. 

SHRI K. R. GANEISH: A little bit 
of explanation is also required be¬ 
cause I am going to contest his state¬ 
ment. 

MR. SPEAKER: I think, he does 
not need to be set up in his mood to 
get the information. He is directly 
concerned with the information. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I do not 
agree with the hon, Member that, 
when the income-tax authorities con* 
duct the raids, they do in collusion 
with them. If the hon. Member is 
prepared to give me specific informa¬ 
tion, we will look into it- Many raids 


have been conducted in big business 
houses also, and as far as my impres¬ 
sion goes, actually no raids have been 
conducted by the income-tax authori¬ 
ties against these people. Perhaps he 
is referring to the enforcement wing. 
As far as I know, during the last two 
or thiee years, no particular raid has 
been conducted against these people 
as far as income-tax is concerned. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL; As the list 
itself shows, the income-tax authori¬ 
ties appear to have acted on very 
sound information, but there are one 
or two cases in which nothing was 
seized. I would like to know, in 
such cases, when they find that the 
raids have been conducted on wrong 
information, whether the Department 
go further into it to see what was the 
reason for this, whether the source 
which gave the information was satis¬ 
factory, whether they should have ac¬ 
ted in this way, because raid means 
a certain amount of loss of reputa¬ 
tion, etc. As I said, it is satisfactory 
to find that, except in two or three 
eases, information on which they had 
acted was sound and they have found 
something to take action' on. I want 
to know what they do in the excep¬ 
tional cases, whether they take the 
trouble of seeing that the information 
is good before they proceed to raid. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: As the hon. 
Member himself has indicated, out of 
150 raids, there have been only one 
or two cases in which nothing was 
found. If there is harassment of the 
person or if there is any negligence of 
duty, the higher authorities look into 
it. I would like to point out that, in 
making a dent in this problem of 
black money, raids and seizures play 
a very important role. I think if will 
be necessary to conduct these raids 
with the assurance and satisfaction 
that these are not conducted for the 
sake of harassment.

MR. SPEAKER: So many questions 
have been asked, still you are not 
satisfied?

I must congratulate the officers and 
staff who had the courage and con¬ 
viction to raid a big business-house 
like the Jindals who were enjoying 
the patronage of this Government, 
some of the officials of the Govern¬ 
ment and some of the Ministers. 

I would like to know whether 
there is any truth in the report that 
at the time when the raid took place, 
there are several people who co¬ 
operated, but in this particular busi¬ 
nessman’s house even certain valu¬ 
able documents were burnt by cer¬ 
tain members of the family and if so, 
what positive action has been taken 
against them in this regard, apart 
from search warrants and other 
things. 

Is it also a fact that after this raid 
was conducted, some sort of a recom¬ 
mendation is going to be made to the 
President' to withdraw the Padma 
Sri award from this man who is 
proved to be an antisocial? 

AN HON. MEMBERS: A criminal. 


SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is cbr* 
rect to say, as the hon. Member said, 
that in one of the houses of this group, 
a lady locked herself up inside a bath 
room when the raid was going on and 
tried to destroy certain books of ac¬ 
counts and documents. But some 
books of accounts have been salvaged 
and further action, in regard to prose¬ 
cution, elc., as far as this lady is con¬ 
cerned, is also being looked into. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Will the 
lady be arrested? 

SHRI P. M. MEHTA: Nothing

Expansion in Money Supply 

*86. SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA:-Will 
the Minister of FINANCE be pleased 
to state: 

(a) whether between April and 
June, 1974 money supply in the 
country has expanded by Rs. 638 
crores; 

(b) whether out of this amount 
credit to the commercial sector ac¬ 
counted for Rs. 437 crores; and 

(c) if so, the reasons for the failure 
of the Reserve Bank’s declared policy 
of curbing the growth of money sup¬ 
ply so as to check galloping inflation 
in the economy? 


THE! MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 

(a) to (c). The principal objective 
of the credit policy of the Reserve 
Bank of India in recent years has been 
to restrain the expansion of money 
supply to the extent possible consistent 
with the growth of essential production 
mid exports. The explosion both in 
money supply and bank credit to the 
commercial sector during this period 
(March 28 to June 7, 1874) was broad¬ 
ly governed by these objectives. The 
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expansion in money supply wos Rs. 638 
crores and while the expansion in gross 
bank credit to the commercial sector 
was Rs. 437 crores, on a net basis, it 
amounted to Rs. 252 crores only. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: According 
to the hon. Minister, the credit policy 
of the Reserve Bank has been adher¬ 
ing to the guidelines or the policy 
which the Government has indicated 
to it. 

I would like to know from him whe¬ 
ther, in view of the fact that this cre¬ 
dit policy of the Reserve Bank has in 
fact led to this tremendous growth in 
money supply which is unprecedented 
and, as a rerult of that, inflation and 
price-increase is now going completely 
out of hand would he consider that 
some of kind of a radical restructing 
of the Reserve Bank’s administration 
itself is necessary or not, in the sense 
that it is time that the Chairman of the 
Reserve Bank should be the Finance 
Minister of the Government of India 
itself? Is it not time that the Board 
of the Reserve Bank should be com¬ 
posed in the main of nominees of the 
Government, elected representatives of 
the employees, some economists and 
only one or two representatives of 
these various Chambers of Commerce 
under the Chairmanship of the Fin¬ 
ance Minister himself? Would he 
consider whether it is not high time in 
this critical condition when radical 
steps have to be taken to see that the 
Reserve Bank does not go on pursuing 
a credit policy which subserves the 
interest of big business and monopoly 
houses, the hoarders and the specula¬ 
tors in this country? 


they are handling these problems with 
as much awareness of the problem 
and the national requirements. I do 
not think there is anything basically 
wrong necessitating entire restructur¬ 
ing of the kind suggested by him. 
That is not being contemplated by 
Government. 

As far as the Directors on the Board 
are concerned they are appointed by 
the Government and there are eminent 
economists on it. There are eminent 
social workers on it. There are one or 
two representatives of Commerce and 
Industry as well. But I think their 
eminenence cannot be doubted. 

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: Is he 
aware of the fact that the elected re¬ 
presentative of the bank employees 
who are sitting as directors on the 
Boards of the various commercial 
banks and nationalised banks have 
been consistently, over the years, in 
that capacity as directors, making pro¬ 
posals to see that credit is not given 
to parties indulging in building up 
their inventories speculation, hoarding 
and all that, but that such proposals 
are not' taken into account and are 
only rejected? What is the use of this 
kind of a Board and what is the use 
of this kind of participation of wor¬ 
kers in management if their proposals 
are not to be accepted and acted 
upon? They are only a minority, 
among the many. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
If it is said that only representatives 
of employees should be the directors 
and nobody else, that is a different 
matter altogether. But I do not think 
that the proposals are never consider¬ 
ed. That is not so. According to me 
they are doing useful work. According 
to me the representatives of workers 
at the moment are doing useful work. 
May be in one or two instances the 
decisions may not be fully accepted 
but you cannot say that they are not 
totally considered. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESHMUKH: 
Mahatma Gandhi is o n record for 
having said that a cultivator’s son 
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should be the Prime Minister of India- 
I have no doubt if he would have been 
alive today he would have said that the 
Governor of the Reserve Bank should 
be a cultivator's son. Because, every 
credit squeeze which the Reserve Bank 
enforces in the name of fighting infla-. 
tion affects only the public sector 
bodies and cooperative institutions of 
the cultivators and practically leaves 
untouched the private trade, black- 
moneyed people and hoarders. Re¬ 
cently the Maharashtra Government 
imposed monopoly trade in cotton 
from this season. The Reserve Bank of 
India under the thumb-rule of credit 
squeeze have denied credit for the pro¬ 
curement of cotton forgetting that 
guaranteed price is twenty per cent 
less than the macket price last year and 
that out of the guaranteed price only 
eighty per cent is paid in advance and 
fifty per cent of the total price is ap¬ 
portioned towards payment of dues. 
(Interruption). 

MR. SPEAKER: I am asking you not 
to make a speech. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESMUKH: 

Is it or is it not a fact that the credit 
squeeze of the Reserve Bank invariably 
and only applier to the cooperative 
institutions of cultivators? 

SHRI PILOO MODY: He is a culti¬ 
vator's son and so, you should reply 
properly. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 

I do not think that such a categorical 
conclusion can be drawn from what 
the hon. Member has said. I have no 
information on that. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK; The hon. Minister 
has given figures about the money 
supply. It Is conceded that there has 
been an increase in the money supply. 
The money supply at any particular 
point of time is also affected equally 
by the velocity of the money that is 
in the money market. May I know— 
the money supply has been conceded 
to have been increased—what steps are 
taken by Government to curb the velo- 
rtf., nt money in this country? 


SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
Both these things are really so inter¬ 
linked that the velcocity of the money 
and shortages of commodity also force 
the pace of velocity of money. Natu¬ 
rally, both these things have to be 
taken together. 

Implementation of Recommendations 
of Ra] Committee by States 

*89. SHRI MADHAVRAO 
SCINDIA: 

SHRI M. C. DAGA: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
b e pleased to state: 

(a) whether he had recently written 
to the State Governments that the 
recommendations made by the Raj 
Committee regarding ‘Tax on agricul¬ 
tural holdings’ should be implemented 
within specified period; and 

(b) if so, the main features there¬ 
of and the reactions of State Govern¬ 
ments thereto? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
(aj The State Governments have been 
advised to raise additional resources 
from the agricultural sector through 
imposition of an Agricultural Holdings 
Tax as recommended by the Raj Com¬ 
mittee or through a mix of other mea¬ 
surer like withdrawal of concessions 
on land revenue, levy of progressive 
surcharges on land revenue, lietter- 
ment levy, cess on commercial crops, 
revision of water rates etc. 

(b) Haryana and Himachal Pradesh 
Governments have decided to imple¬ 
ment modified versions of the holdings 
tax suggested by the Raj Committee. 
Other State Governments have the 
matter under consideration. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA: It 
has been reported in the press that the 
Madhya Pradesh Government, in reply 
to the Finance Minister’s latter, in 
mid-May, has expressed its inability to 



implement the Raj Committee propo¬ 
sal due to political reasons. Govern¬ 
ments silence in this regard seems to 
imply that it has accepted the stand of 
the M.P. Government. I would like to 
know how this is compatible with the 
statement made by the Prime Minister 
yesterday in reply to the No-confidence 
Motion when she said that her Gov¬ 
ernment would not hesitate to imple¬ 
ment the measures beneficial to the 
country even at the risk of unpopulari¬ 
ty. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
I do not know why these two things 
have been linked up together. The 
question of implementing the recom¬ 
mendations of the Raj Committee is 
before the State Governments for a 
long time. So much so, I do not think 
any State Government has said that 
there is any political difficulty about it. 
But, I find that many State Govern¬ 
ments have pleaded about the comple¬ 
xity of the scheme of holdings tax, that 
comes in the way. Even then many of 
the State Governments have not given 
their final view about it. We did not 
stop at that. We said that i£ if is r.ot 
possible for them to implement this 
particular scheme of holdings tax as 
such, they can possibly think of having 
some other resource mobilisation effort 
i n the agricultural sector by increasing 
the rates of water cess, electricity or 
some sort of a surcharge on the com¬ 
mercial crops and so on and so forth. 
The State Governments including the 
Madhya Praderh Government have 
made some efforts in this direction. 
So, what the Prime Minister said yes¬ 
terday is exactly what is being done 
in the State Governments. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA; The 
hon'ble Minister has just said that 
thought has been given to raising other 
additional resources so as to cover the 
budgetary deficits of the States. I 
would like to know that if the States 
do succeed in covering a major portion 
of their budgetary deficit is the Gov¬ 
ernment thinking of completely aban¬ 
doning the recommendations fhade f>y 
the Raj Committee and completely 


abandoning their attempts to imple¬ 
ment these recommendations? 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
The idea Of Raj Committee arose out 
of certain discussions held by the 
Central Government with State Gov¬ 
ernments with a view that some major 
effort be made to raise resources in 
the agricultural sector. It is on that 
basis that the terms of reference of the 
Raj Committee were formulated and 
the Raj Committee made recommenda¬ 
tions. Some of the recommendations 
of the Raj Committee have been ac¬ 
cepted by the Government. As for the 
other matters are concerned some of 
the State Governments with little modi¬ 
fication have accepted the scheme. As 
such, there is no question of rejecting 
the Raj Committee report. It is before 
the State Governments and they ere 
still considering it. 

SHRI MADHAVRAO SCINDIA: I 
think thp majority of the State Gov¬ 
ernments have already rejected these 
oroposals. I think that is what the 
Press reported in the month of June. 

SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN: 
It is true most of the State Govern¬ 
ments have pondered over the com¬ 
plicity of the scheme and, as such, 
they have not implemented.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

C. GEORGE): (a) Yes Sir. 

(b) and (c). Government are alive 
to the need for affording practicable 
and appropriate reliefs to the tea 
industry for boosting tea exports and 
this is kept under constant review. 


Financial Assistance to Orissa 

*87. SHRI BANAMALI BABU: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state:

(b) The business and residential 
premises and bank lockers of 4 
groups of iron and steel manufactu¬ 
rers and dealers including the mem¬ 
bers of their families were searched 
recently by the Income-tax authori¬ 
ses. Searches covered Delhi, Hissar, 


Ghaziabad, Gurgaon, Faridabad Kot- 
war and Calcutta. At Bangalore, a 
survey operation of a manufacturing 
Unit belonging to one of the group 
was also carried out u/s 133-A of 
the Income-tax, 1961. In the course 
of the search 33 bank lockers at 
various places wdre sealed. Jewellery 
worth Rs. 29,08,830 and cash, promis¬ 
sory notes, fixed deposit receipts aud 
share scrips amounting to Rs. 39,97,035 
have so far been recovered in these 
searches. Besides, a large number df 
incriminating documents have been 
seized. 3 of the 4 groups searched 
appear to have stocks of iron and 
steel products in excess of the quan¬ 
tities entered in the stock books. 
These are being verified. 


The seized materials are under 
scrutiny. Necessaiy proceedings 
under section 132(5) of the Income- 
tax, Act, 1961 for passing orders for 
estimating the undisclosed incomes 
in a summary manner have been 
initiated, wherever necessary. Fur¬ 
ther investigations are in progress 
both from tax evasion and prosecu¬ 
tion angles.

Shipping difficulties and competition 
from substitute products, also con¬ 
tributed to the decrease in export of 
mats, rugs and carpets. However

THE MINISTER ' OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YES H W ANTRAO CHAVAN); 
(a) Yes, Sir. An Indo-Swedish De¬ 
velopment Cooperation Agreement, 
1974 was signed on 5-6-1974 which was 
further supplemented by an exchange 
of letters on 15th July, 1974. 

(b) A total aid of Rs. 

61.39 crores 


(Skr. 335 million) has been provided 
in the main Agreement. This aid in¬ 
cludes assistance of Rs. 32.07 crores 
(Skr. 175 million) for year 1974-75 and 
Rs. 29.32 crores (Skr. 160 million) for 
year 1976-77. A- special feature of the 
development ■ assistance from Sweden 
is that each year an indication is given 
of assistance extending over a three- 
year-frame, which is helpful to India 
to plan for optimum utilization of the 
resources made available. Thus in 
1972-73 Agreement, an indication had 
already been given that assistance to 
the extent of Rs. 25.65 crores (Skr. 140 
million) would be available for 1975- 
76. Similarly in the 1972 Agreement 
. the indication given for 1974-75 was 
Rs. 21.99 crores (Skr. 120 million). 
This has been improved upon to 
Rs. 32.07 crores (Skr. 175 , million) as 
mentioned above. 
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Out of the assistance of Rs. 32.07 
crores (Skr. 175 million) for 1974-75, 
an amount of Rs. 18.32 crores (Skr. 100 
million) will be available for general 
• imports by India. These resources will 
be in the form of a loan repayable 
over a period of 50 years with an 
initial grace period of 10 years. The 
loan 1 is interest-free and, unlike the 
previous loans, carries no service 
charge. The loan is untied and can 
be used for financing imports from any 
part of the world to India's best ad¬ 
vantage. 

A provision of Rs. 6.41 crores (Skr. 
35 million) has been made in the 
Agreement to finance imports of goods 
and services from Sweden. This will 
be in the form of grant.' As in the 
past, this amount is expected to be 
utilized for import of bulk commodi¬ 
ties such as fertilizers, paper, special 
steels, etc. as also for capital goods 
and services from Sweden. 

The Agreement provides for techni¬ 
cal assistance to the extent of Rs. 7.33 
crores (Skr. 40 million) which will be 
in the form of a grant. This amount 
will be utilized for the implementa¬ 
tion of several projects in the fields 
of family planning, health, fishing, 
forestry, scientific and technological 
.research, export promotion, etc. 

The resources made available by 
Sweden in the year 1976-77 will com¬ 
prise of Rs. 15.58 crores (Skr. 35 
million) for general imports and 
Rs. 13.74 crores (Skr. 75 million) for 
imports from Sweden.. As in the past, 
the amount of technical assistance to 
be extended by Sweden in 1976-77 will 
be decided later at the time of the 
annual discussions for that year. 

In response to U.N. Secretary 
General’s appeal for emergency mea¬ 
sures for countries most seriously 
affected by the unfavourable inter¬ 
national price rise, the Swedish Gov¬ 
ernment decided to allocate an amount 
ot Rs. 4.58 crores (Skr. 25 million) as 
extra assistance to India in the form 
of credits for imports of goods and ‘ 


services required for Indian develop¬ 
ment purposes. This was given effect 
to by an exchange of letters on 15-7- 
1974, referred to in part (a) of the 
answer. Thus the amount of Rs. 18.32 
crores (Skr. 100 million) available for 
general imports during 1974-75 has 
increased to Rs. 22.90 crores (Skr. 125 
million).

The Swedish aid is not ear-marked 
tor any specific industries. This aid 
supplements our own resources of 
foreign exchange. The amount under 
ihe General Imports Segment is us¬ 
ually allocated for import of capital 
goods from anywhere in the world on 
competitive basis. The amount under 
the Swedish Imports Segment is used 
mainly to import bulk commodities 
from Sweden such as special steel, 
fertilizers, paper and chemicals.

1973-74 there has been decrease in the 
import ol : raw cashewnuts both quan¬ 
tity-wise and value-wise, while in the 
case of export of cashew kernels there 
has been an increase value-wise while 
quantity-wise there was a decrease. 

(d) The value of exports are esti¬ 
mated to have gone up by Rs. 5.80 
crores but the quantity declined by 
13.955 tonnes during 1973-74. The 
quantity of raw nuts imported during 
1973-74 decreased by 43,916 tonnes as 
compared to 1972-73 and value of these 
imports decreased by 1.63 crores. The 
reasons for quantitative decline both 
in exports and imports wa s the smaller 
quantity of raw cashew nuts that was 
available for import. 


Interest subsidy in Financing of Small 
Handloom Factories from Banks

Commercial banks do not 
give any interest subsidy for advances 
to handloom factories and also no such 
proposal is under the consideration of 
Government. Currently working capi¬ 
tal funds to primary weavers’ societies 
are provided by the Central/State 
Industrial Cooperative banks, at con¬ 
cessional rates of interest for their 
production and marketing activities. 
These cooperative banks are eligible 
for interest subsidy from the State 
Governments under the Handloom De¬ 
velopment Scheme of the Government 
of India and also for refinance facili¬ 
ties from the Reserve Bank under its 
scheme for handloom finance. Primary 
urban cooperative banks providing 
working capital funds to handloom 
factories, which are small scale Indus¬ 
trial units, are eligible to seek refin¬ 
ance from the Reserve Bank of India. 
These banks are, however, not eligible 
for the interest subsidy from the State 
Governments, as the subsidies are 
limited to handloom units in the co¬ 
operative sector only. 


Decline in Export of Tassar Silk 
Goods to France

2. The Joint Commission considered 
broadly the following subjects:—

sectoral agreements like cotton 
textiles, jute etc. 

(b) Efficient utilisation of General¬ 
ised Scheme of preferences 
(G.S.P.). 
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(c) Trade liberalisation measures 
including tariff adjustments pro¬ 
posed by India and improve¬ 
ments in the Community’s GSP. 

(d) Economic cooperation linked 
with trade, especially trade pro¬ 
motion and trade development. 

3. The Joint Commission has set up 
two specialised sub-commissions. The 
first sub-commission will deal with 
sectoral agreements according to the 
specific mandates approved by the 
Joint Commission. The second sub¬ 
commission has been given mandate 
covering cooperation measures con¬ 
cerning liberalisation of trade in pro¬ 
ducts of interest to India, study of 
particular measures including techni¬ 
cal assistance for trade promotion, 
joint research etc. 

4. The sub-commissions have started 
functioning and the studies made and 
work done by them would form the 
basis of further discussions in the 
Joint Commission.

(1961-02=100) for All Commodities 
shows a rise of 16.5 per cent between 
December 1973 and June 1974. 

(b) Does not arise. 

(c) For checking an undue rise in 
prices and the build-up of inflationary 
pressures, Government have, from 
time to time, adopted several measures 
monetary, fiscal as well as other and 
have as part of their anti-inflationary 
drive, recently promulgated three 
Ordinances providing for restrictions 
on dividends, compulsory deposits of 
additional emoluments and 50 per cent 
of additional D.A. and also by self- 
employed persons in the higher income 
groups. Another Ordinance was also 
issued in June 1974 to ensure more 
effective enforcement of the provisions 
of the Essential Commodities Act and 
checking profiteering and hoarding in 
respect of some commodities of mass 
consumption.

Air-India had, 
with the permission of Government 
cancelled the order for the Sth Boeing 
747 last year. Now as the fuel situa¬ 
tion is showing signs of stabilisation 
and traffic demand and fare levels 
have gone up. Air-India have reviv¬ 
ed the proposal. 

(c) The Airlines endeavour their 
utmost to rationalise the deployment 
«of aircraft on the various routes de¬ 
pending upon landing rights (applic¬ 
able largely in the case of Air-India 
■only) load offerings and runway and 
other operational facilities available.

titled to duty free allowance of article 
upto a value of Rs. 500 provided the 
articles are for the use of the pas¬ 
senger or his family or for making 
gifts and souvenirs. The concession 
does not cover a few costly luxury 
articles listed in the Baggage Rules. 
A calculator of a value less than 
Rs. • 500 can be brought free of duty 
under the Baggage Rules. Delhi is act¬ 
ing accordingly. 

(b) The above Baggage Rules have 
been operative from June, 1.970. It is 
only during the last one year or so 
that electronic calculators of a value 
less than Rs. 500 have been brought 
by passengers. 

(c) Baggage Rules, 1970, apply to 
passengers coming at any port or air¬ 
port in India including Bombay. The 
practice obtained at Bombay is being 
checked.

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND

steep increases in' the price of avia¬ 
tion turbine fuel and excise duty, and 
in some States in the incidence of 
sales-tax have imposed a very heavy 
financial burden on Indian Airlines. 
The additional expenditure due to 
increased excise duty and tax 
on aviation fuel during 1973-74 was 
of the order of Rs. 143 lakhs. Jn con¬ 
sequence on the increases in fuel 
prices; the fuel bill of Indian Airlines 
will go up by about Rs, 27 crores over 
a full year’s operations. 
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(c) Indian Airlines has made repre¬ 
sentations to certain State Govern¬ 
ments for a reduction in the rate of 
salaa-tax and to the Central Govern¬ 
ment in respect of fuel prices includ¬ 
ing the excise duty component.

Yes, Sir, the meeting of 
the Aid India Consortium was held on 
13th and 14th June, 1974 in Paris. At 
the meeting members agreed that for 
the year beginning April, 1974, com¬ 
mitments of non-project assistance, 
including free foreign exchange pre¬ 
dominantly in the form of debt relief, 
of about US $ 800 million and of Pro¬ 
ject Assistance of about US $ 600 
million, would be desirable. Most 
members indicated the contribution 
they would be able to make subject 
to necessary approvals. Others ex¬ 
pected to be able to do so later in the 
year and gave their support to the 
Overall programme. Ibis is higher 
than the corresponding figures of 
commitments for the year 1973-74 of 
$700 million of non-project aid and 
$ 300 million of project kid which the 
Consortium meeting had cOnsidered- 
desirable for the year 1978-74.

While Canada has sus¬ 
pended further supplies in the field 
of nuclear energy development, its 
assistance to India in the areas of food, 
fertilizers and agricultural develop¬ 
ment remains uneffected.

Scheme for Cotni Government 
Employees

(a) The Commission has recommend¬ 
ed that all existing permanent em¬ 
ployees and temporary employees 
with one year’s service on regular 
establishment should be given the 
option to be governed by this scheme, 
and it should be made compulsory 
for all such categories of employees 
who enter Government service in 
future. 

(b) The L.I.C. have suggested a 
group insurance scheme to the Delhi 
Administration in respect of their em¬ 
ployees which is somewhat different 
from the scheme recommended by the 
Third Pay Commission. 

(e) and (d). The scheme recom¬ 
mended by the Third Pay Commission 
has been discussed with the represen¬ 
tatives of the Staff Side in the Nation¬ 
al Council of. the J-C.M.. They, have 
not favoured it on, the groundtliat the 


scheme covers only the risk of death 
during service and does not provide 
any benefit (apart from the return of 
the principal amount) on retirement. 
They want a scheme which may pro¬ 
vide equal benefit both at the time of 
death in service as well as at the time 
of retirement. The benefit of Rs. 500ft 
on death during service will natural¬ 
ly get reduced under any such sche¬ 
me. The alternatives worked out in 
this connection will now be 
further with the representatives of the 
Staff Side shortly before taking a 
decision in the matter.

Of the reports 
received, twentyeight indicated nor¬ 
mal performance while nine stated 
that the performance of the glide path 
component was unsatisfactory. The 
ground checks carried out by Director 
Genera! of Civil Aviation have con¬ 
firmed that the Instrument Landing 
System was working satisfactorily and 
so have the debriefing reports * re¬ 
ceived subsequently from the various 
airlines. Even so the Instrument 
Landing System would be kept under 
strict check and supervision to ensure 
its infallible and dependable func¬ 
tioning ns a landing aid.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRl 
K. R« GANESH): (a) to (c), To com¬ 
bat the inflationary situation, in the 
country, a series of measures have 
been taken by th^ - Government oyer 
the past year. ' , 
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2. In 1973-74, strict economy 
measures were Introduced In the non- 
Plan expenditure of Government, with 
a view to restricting the extent of 
deficit financing:— 

1 Economy in contingencies and 
travelling allowances; deferment of 
construction of non-functional build¬ 
ings which have not proceeded be¬ 
yond the plinth level, deferment of 
annual repairs and maintenance' of 
Government buildings except a few 
prestigious buildings; ban on crea¬ 
tion of new posts which have re¬ 
mained vacant for more thau six 
months; deferment of rotational 
transfer of officers in various bran¬ 
ches of Government to save on 
transfer allowances; savings in 
petrol consumption by departmental 
vehicles and on telephone calls; 
economies in expenditure on enter¬ 
tainment and foreign travel; econo¬ 
my in expenses involved in holding 
of conferences; seminars and meet¬ 
ings keeping to a minimum invita¬ 
tions for holding international 
gatherings; directing the public sec¬ 
tor undertakings to minimise their 
cash losses by generating more in¬ 
ternal resources through efficient 
functioning; etc. 

In addition, it was found neces¬ 
sary to effect some reductions in 
Plan expenditure as well. This was 
done in such a manner that progress 
of key projects and programmes 
which are critical to the economy 
and are in an advanced stage of 
completion was not affected, while 
projects and schemes which were 
less essential and would require a 
relatively long period to mature 
were slowed down. 

3. It was expected that the introduc¬ 
tion of the measures outlined above 
would result in an aggregate saving 
of Rs. 400 crores. These economy 
measures have been implemented, by 
and large, by the different Ministries/ 
Departments. The assessment of sav¬ 
ings made in 1973-74 in the different 
Ministries/Departments is given in the 
enclosed Statement. 


4. Many of the .economy measures 
relating to the nowplan administra¬ 
tive expenditure of Government are 
being continued in 1974-75 also. In¬ 
structions have been issued for strict 
implementation of the measures relat¬ 
ing to deferment of construction of 
non-functional buildings, annual re¬ 
pairs and maintenance of Government 
buildings, ban on creation of new posts 
and filling up of posts which* have re¬ 
mained vacant for more than six 
months and savings in use of paper 
and petrol consumption by depart¬ 
mental vehicles and on telephone catls. 
Orders have also been issued for 
economies in building construction 
programme through adoption of tem¬ 
porary specification and reduction in 
plinth area wherever possible, and 
avoidance of exterior and interior 
ornamentation. Recently, orders have 
been issued for effecting 20 per cent 
reduction in the number of telephones 
under each Ministry/Department in 
Delhi and State capitals. 

5. In addition, a review of the Plan 
and non-Plan budgets has been under¬ 
taken to locate possible areas of addi¬ 
tional economy.

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tjonary process. The decision .to im¬ 
pound additional wages and 50 per 
cent of dearness allowance is a part 
of the package programme intended 
to reduce the money supply and 
thereby arrest the price spiral. The 
package of measures will no doubt en¬ 
tail certain sacrifices for a temporary 
period by different sections of the 
community. However, it is Govern¬ 
ment's expectation that these measures 
will impart a certain stability to the 
economy and will bring lasting .enefit.s 
to all sections of the community.

The amount of overtime 
payment made by public sector.banks 
during the years 1972 and 1973, as 
furnished by them, is shown in the 
enclosed statement. 

The banks have generally reported 
that while it is not possible to elimin¬ 
ate completely the grant of overtime 


Payment to the employees, all efforts 
are made by them to “restrict over¬ 
time work by adopting various mea¬ 
sures including tightening of super¬ 
vision, Axing of ceilings on overtime 
per office as well as per individual* 
employee, a more effective deploy¬ 
ment of manpower, and having a 
dialogue with the union leaders, etc.

At the same time, Gov¬ 
ernment’s responsibility in this regard 
has increased necessitating fuller ex¬ 
ercise of its discretionary powers by 
proper directional control over the 
nationalised Insurance Corporations. 
Against this background, it has been 
decided to gradually wind up the office 
of the Controller of Insurance and to

C. GEORGE): (a) to (c). Statutory con¬ 
trol over prices and distribution of 
cotton yarn was endorsed in March 
1973. Demands for supplies under the 
control scheme received from various 
States were far in excess of the pro¬ 
duction. Besides, various mills obtain¬ 
ed stay orders from courts against re¬ 
lease orders issued by the Textile Com¬ 
missioner. A&otments/supplies of 
cotton yam to different States could 
not accordingly be made during 1973-74 
as per their demand. It may also be 
added that prices and distribution con¬ 
trol over cotton yam was gradually 


relaxed from July, 1973, onwards and 
un-controlled varieties had to be pur¬ 
chased by weavers .from the open 
market. 

Price and distribution control over 
cotton yam were lifted completely by 
March, 1974. Only nominees of State 
Governments, Apex Co-operative So¬ 
cieties and State Han'dloom/Power- 
loom Corporations are now assisted 
to lift their requirements direct from 
Mills. In turn, these organizations 
are expected to meet the demands of 
weavers to the best-possible exent. 

The West Bengal Government had 
indicated their requirements during 
1973-74 at 15.24 lakh kgs. of hank yarn 
and 22.14 lakh kgs. of cone yam per 
month. During 1974-75, they have re¬ 
vised their requirements to 39.18 lakh 
kgs. of hank yarn and 84.37 kgs. of 
cone yarn per month. 

Appointment of a Committee to 
Suggest Economies in Govern¬ 
ment Expenditure

Steps to check inflation 

600. RAJA KULKARNI: 

Will the Minister of FINANCE 
be pleased to state: 

(a) what were the measures, fiscal 
monetary' an^ others, which were 
taken by Government to control in- 
fiatiofiary trends and rising prices of 
essentia) commodities during the years 
1972, 1973 and 1974; and 

•(b) why these measures have failed? 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
(a) A statement is attached. 

(b) Several factors such as fall in 
agricultural production during 1971- 
72 and 1972-73, near stagnation in in¬ 
dustrial production during 1973, a 
steep rise in import prices of major 
goods like petroleum and petroleum 
products, fertilisers and metals, hoard¬ 
ing and speculative tendencies have 
aggravated the price situation. But 
for the measures adopted (as per 
enclosed statement) the. price rise 
might have been steeper. - 


Statement 

The principal monetary measures 
taken since 1972 ijave been as fol¬ 
lows:— 

(a) The Bank Rate was raised 
from 6 per cent to 7 per cent 
with effect *from May 31, 1973 
and to 9 pgr cent with effect 
from 23rd July, 1974. 

(b) The statutory cash reserve 
ratio was raised thrice in 
1973—from 3 per cent to 5 per 
cent with effect from June 29, 
1973; from 5 per cent to 6 
per cent with effect from Sep¬ 
tember 8 , 1973; and from 6 
per cent to 7 per cent with 
effect from September 22 , 
1973. This ratio has, how¬ 
ever, been reduced from 7 per 
cent to 5 per cent with effect 
from June 29, 1974. 

(c) The statutory liquidity ratjo 
was raised four times between 
1972 and 1974 (so far)—from 
28 pea cent to 29 per cent 
with effect from first Friday of 
August' 1972; from 29 per cent 
to 30 per cent with effect 
from November 17, 1972; from 
30 per cent to 32 per cent 
with effect from December 8 , 
1973; and from 32 per cent to 
33 per cent with effect from 
June 29, 1974. 

(d) The net liquidity ratio was 

stepped up from 34 per cent 
to 40 per cent in four stages 
between 1972 and 1974 (so 
far)—from 34 per cent to 36 
per cent with effect from 
November 17, 1972; from 38 
per cent to 37 per cent with 
effect from March 30, 1973; 

from 37 per cent to 39 per 
cent with effect from June 29, 
1973; and from 39 per cent to 
40 per cent with effect from 
September 8 , 1973. 

. <e) The minimum lending rate 
, ,. (except fop exempted catego¬ 

ries) of .scheduled commercial 
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banks was Axed at 10 per 
cent w,e.t 1st June 1073. The 
rate was raised from 10 per 
cent to 11 per cent from De¬ 
cember 1, 1973. It has been 
further raised from 11 per 
cent to 12.5 per cent w.e.f. 
23rd July, 1974. 

(f) In order to discourage hoard¬ 
ing and speculative activities, 
the minimum lending rate on 
bank advances against com¬ 
modities covered by selective 
credit control has been raised 
by 2 per cent from 13 per cent 
to 15 per cent or from 12 per 
cent to 14 per cent as may be 
applicable to various catego¬ 
ries w.e.f. 23rd July, 1974. 

(g) With effect from April 1, 
1974, the rate of interest on 
savings account was raised 
from 4 per cent to 5 per cent, 
and for other categories of 
deposits, the increase ranged 
from 0.25 to 1.00 percentage 
points. Corresponding in¬ 
creases were also applicable 
on post office saving, time and 
recurring deposits as also on 
saving certificates, and pub¬ 
lic provident' fund balances. 
The deposit rates on the time 
deposit have been further 
raised with effect from 23rd 
July depending upon their 
maturity period, the maxi¬ 
mum rate being 10 per cent 
on deposits of more than 5 
years duration. 

2. The accent of Government’s fis¬ 
cal policy ih recent years has been 
towards raising resources both for 
developmental and non-developmen- 
tal expenditures, in a non-inflationary 
manner through increased taxation 
effort, larger market borrowings, in¬ 
crease in small saving collections, etc. 
Simultaneously, steps were taken to 
effect economies in Government ex¬ 
penditure with a View 1 to contain the 
level of deficit financing. The speci- 
where non-Pl&i expendi¬ 


tures have been curtailed are econo¬ 
mies in contigencies and travelling; 
allowances; stopping of the construc¬ 
tion of non-functional buildings which, 
have not proceeded beyond plinth 
level; ban on creation of new posts 
and non-filling of posts which had re¬ 
mained unfilled for more than, 
six months; deferring 0 of ro¬ 
tational transfer of officers; 
savings in petrol consump¬ 
tion of departmental vehicles; savings, 
on phone calls; economies in expendi¬ 
ture on entertainments and foreiga 
travel; curtailment' of house building 
advances to Government employees; 
economies in expenditure involved in 
holding conferences etc.; keeping to a 
minimum invitations for holding in¬ 
ternational gatherings; and asking 
various Ministries/Departments to 
direct the public undertakings under 
their control to minimise their cash 
losses by generating more internal 
resources through efficient functioning 
so that the budgetary provision on 
this account could be curtailed. 

3. An important step taken in 1972 
related to the stopping of the over¬ 
draft facility from the R.B.I. to the 
States. Beginning May 1972, no State 
is permitted to run an overdraft with 
the Reserve Bank except for a purely 
temporary period of seven working 
days. In a major move to contain 
deficit financing, the Government took 
a decision in August, 1973 to curtail 
its expenditure (both Plan and non- 
Plan) by Rs. 400 crores in 1973-74, 
but at the same time, enough care 
was taken to see that the core pro¬ 
jects and the projects which are in an 
advanced stage of completion were 
not affected by paucity of funds. Fur¬ 
ther. the 1974-75 budget limits the 
level of deficit financing tb only Rs. 
125 crores, and every effort, is toeing 
made to adhere to this limit. 

4. Recently, the Government have 
taken a number of steps to tnop Up 
the' excess IktbHttty in the systete. 
These *** (t) inuttoblUsalSbd'bf the 
increases in ■ wafeg%hd salaries for 
due year, and half of the Increase in 
Dearness Allowance ftnr two ' years 
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payable after 0th July, 1974^ (ii) re¬ 
striction oil the distribution of divi¬ 
dends by companies and (iii> compul¬ 
sory deposits by all income-tax payers 
who are individuals, Hindu undivided 
families or trustees of private dis¬ 
cretionary trusts, and whose aggre¬ 
gate non-agricultural income and 
agricultural income, if any, exceeds 
Rs. 15,000 in a year. The proceeds 
from such compulsory deposits will 
also be immobilised, and will not ac¬ 
crue to the Government as a budge¬ 
tary resource. 

5. Apart from these fiscal and mone¬ 
tary measures, other steps were also 
taken to check the rise .in prices. Ad¬ 
ministrative controls were imposed 
to contain the rise in the prices of 
essential commodities, a n d to secure 
their proper distribution, particularly 
to vulnerable and weaker sections of 
the population. Wherever possible, 
dual price policy, as in the case of 
sugar, was adopted. For evolving an 
efficient system of distribution, a 
Committee was appointed by the 
Planning Commission. This Commit¬ 
tee has since submitted its Report 
which is under examination by the 
Government. Measures were also 
taken to secure increases in produc¬ 
tion both of agricultural and indus¬ 
trial commodities, and as far as possi¬ 
ble to secure imported supplies to 
augment domestic availabilities. In 
June, 1974 an Ordinance was promul¬ 
gated with a view to ensuring more 
effective enforcement of the provi¬ 
sions of the Essential Commodities 
Act so as to deal with hoarding and 
profiteering in respect of main arti¬ 
cles of mass consumption, viz., food¬ 
stuffs, edible oils and oilseeds, drugs, 
cotton and woollen textiles.

THE MINISTER OF TOURISM AND

Indian 
Airlines have estimated that due to 
the very steep rise in the prices of 
aviation turbine fuel, they will incure 
a loss of Rs. 16.5 crores during 1974- 
75. This would mean a loss of ap¬ 
proximately Rs. 4.52' lakhs per day. 

(b) With the introduction of seve¬ 
ral measures for eliminating wasteful 
work practices, the sanctioned stren¬ 
gth has been considered adequate in 
some departments while surpluses 
have been located in some others. 
The extent of such surpluses is being 
assessed by a high .powered commit¬ 
tee called the ‘Organisation and Sys¬ 
tems Group’.

Plastic Factories functioning in 
South Delhi

As regards sales tax, presently, 
proceedings against two plastic manu¬ 
facturers in South Delhi are pending 
in Sales Tax Department of Delhi 
Administration. No other instance of 
non-payment of saleis tax has come 
to notice. That Department is also 
conducting enquiries and if any 
dealer is found, who has not got 
himself registered, he will he dealt 
with according to law. -

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August, 1073 to restrict the cdi»amp- 
tion of petrol in staff ears sod other 
departmental vehicles ’ which are not 
used for operational purposes or for 
flefia duties, to 75. per cent of the 
quantity consumed during 1072-73. 
During 1973-74, however, the consump¬ 
tion was to be restricted to 85 per 
cent as the restriction was to apply 
only to a part of the year. There is, 
however, an inherent dement of un¬ 
certainty in controlling overall ex¬ 
penditure because of various inescap¬ 
able demands, and the orders them¬ 
selves envisage exclusion of special 
activities such as fairs, conferences, 
visits of foreign delegation. Also the 
prices of petrol and lubricants have 
increased substantially since the orders 
were issued. 

(b) and (c). The comparative figures 
available in respect of staff cars of 
the various Ministries/Departments 
for 1972-73 and 1973-74 show that the 
quantitative restriction imposed in 
August, 1973, has, by and large, been 
observed. There has been an estim¬ 
ated saving of about 1.40 lakhs litres 
of petrol in 1973-74 compared to 1972- 
73. But for this saving, the total ex¬ 
penditure on petrol would have gone 
up in 1973-74 by about Rs. 5.51 lakhs, 
but as a result of the orders referred 
to, it has been possible to contain the 
increase in expenditure and limit it to 
Rs. 2.41 lakhs (or about Rs. 20,000 per 
month)

THE MINISTER 1 OF STATE TN

Manikgarh were so pronounced and 
tragic that even a cursory report of 
these tragedies would move any sensi¬ 
tive heart. When forest officers went 
to destroy a hut, a pregnant woman 
|ust to about to'deliver was dragged 
out by the forest officer and both the 
woman and the new born baby died. 
When advasis and scheduled castes 
men were removed in a truck, one 
child was left by a Harijan woman. A 
forest officer jumped from the truck 
and trampled a small baby under his 
feet and the child died. When sche¬ 
duled castes men were taken to the 
Andhra border and left in the lurch, 
one thirsty child died for want of food 
and water. This is the manner in 
Which they have been treated. , The 
Home Minister is not able to give us 
the details. Fortunately, a prominent 
newspaper in Bombay, the Maharash¬ 
tra 33mes, sent a special representa¬ 
tive, Shirt Dinu Ranadive to Manikgarh 
and he has written two special des¬ 
patches in the Maharashtra Times 
dated l?th and 18 th July. They have 
Shown the houses that are destroyed 
and burnt. They have given the 
details of the interviews they had 
with those oil whom the _ atrocities 
were committed by the police. .

There is another instance. In 
Dhulia district of Maharashtra there 
is a powerful movement led by the 
Socialist Party, the CPM and the CPI, 
which movement is growing in volume 
and intensity. In Dhulia district, 
which is the north Adivasi belt of 
Maharashtra, 4,000 Adivasi families 
have been evicted from 20,000 acres 
of Government forest land. I am 
seeking specific information on this 
point. Is it not a fact that in this 
particular belt the Maharashtra Gov¬ 
ernment bed appointed two Special 
tehsildars to survey the transactions 
in lands of the Adivasis and that they 
have given their finding? Deliberately, 
the Maharashtra Government have not 
brought forward the finding of the 
survey because they know that if the 
findings of the survey are made known 
to the country, the lethargy of the 
Government would be thoroughly 
exposed end the atrocities committed 
by the police and the landlords on 
the Adivasis would -be : throughly 
exposed.

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: I 
will consult the Commissioner. He 
is a dignitary under the Consitu- 
tion. There are certain things which 
he writes to the State Governments. 

I will consult him, how much of that 
he would like to include in his Annual 
Report in the light of the comments 
received from the State Govern¬ 
ments ( Interruptions ). 

MR. SPEAKER: The position is 
like this. You asked a question. The 
Minister replied, and in hia reply he 
gave a very categorical assurance that 
the Act is being amended. You said 
that the Commissioner was not con¬ 
sulted. You read out the statement 
made by him. The Minister in his 
reply has said that he had already 
contacted the Commissioner and even 
this morning he was in touch with 
him. Now what should be the pro¬ 
cedure? Should he read out the State 
Government’s reply and then also the 
State Commissioner’s reply? After 
all. he will be replying on behalf of 
the Government. In this report it is 
expected that he got the information 
from the available sources, and he has 
Sfid that he contacted the Commis¬ 
sioner also. Besides that, what else 
do you want? , D you ‘think ‘that, 
w hil e replying on behalf of the Gov¬ 
ernment, he should say that this is 
Maharashtra Government’s reply—or 
Government of India’s reply or this is 
the Commissioner's reply and this is 
this officer’s reply or that officer's 
118 ? L.S .—9 
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reply? So far as the procedure'of this 
report is concerned, it is a report which 
has already come to this House. Now 
I will have to settle this. The proce¬ 
dure 1 accept once will become appli- 
cable in future also.

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; Mr. 
Speaker, Sir, you have missed a point. 
There is no reference to th e Maha¬ 
rashtra Government's attitude. He 
has said nothing either about the 
Maharashtra Government’s attitude 
nor the Union Government’s attitude 
as far as Manikgarh is concerned. 
There is no reference in the statement 
at all. 

MR. SPEAKER: That you can ask. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: As 
far as Manikgarh is concerned, you 
have given nothing of either Mahara¬ 
shtra Government’s attitude nor that 
of the Union Government. 

MR. SPEAKER: The hon. Member 
should not shift his ground. If he is 
saying that part of the information 
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has not come, I would not take a 
minute to allow you. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: You 
please go through the proceedings. I 
have said it. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: As I 
have myself said, this statement con¬ 
cerns Dhulia, Because that is a recent 
occurrence we thought that the hon. 
Members would be interested in know¬ 
ing the facts about it. But we were 
aware of the point the hon. Member 
raised in a previous session. In fact 
the visit of the Commissioner is with 
respect to Manikgarh and not - Dhulia. 
Therefore, I have given all the infor¬ 
mation saying that as desired by the 
hon. Members, the Commissioner visit¬ 
ed the spot and he made inquiries and 
he was in touch with the Government 
of Maharashtra and also in touch with 
us and we are pursuing everything 
that flows from that report. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka) 
Ask for the report of the Commis¬ 
sioner. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): My 
friend. Prof. Madhu Dandavate, has 
given a brief description of th e barba¬ 
rous atrocities committed on the peo¬ 
ple of Manikgarh. I want to submit 
that just at the moment the hon. 
Minister admitted that he had no idea 
that the Deputy-Speaker had given a 
special directive to him to consult the 
Commissioner, Scheduled Castes and 
Scheduled Tribes and then inform the 
House about the matter of consulta¬ 
tion. 

I want to know from the hon. Minis¬ 
ter whether he will henceforth con¬ 
sult the Commissioner about this spe¬ 
cial matter raised by my friend, Prof. 
Madhu Dandavate and whether he 
will place a report of the discussion 
held between him and the Commis¬ 
sioner on the floor of the House. You 
will remember that you admitted this 
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motion on Tuesday, today is Friday 
and they might have had a telephonic 
talk with Calcutta. Central Minister 
Prof. Kisku comes from that area and 
Mr. Subodh Han-sda another Central 
Minister also belongs to that area and 
Mr. Mohato, the West Bengal Minister, 
visited jhargram area. Atrocities arc 
being committed there and agitation 
is going on. Many of the adivasi 
leaders have been arrested. Their 
meetings are not allowed to be held. 
I have visited that area. Cannot they 
get information by telephone? I 
think, Sir, you should pull them up 
for these things. They are trying to 
treat adivasi people very callously. In 
the All India Congress Committee they 
passed any number of pious resolu¬ 
tions in support of socialism, but is 
this the way of doing about it? This 
community is being oppressed and are 
exploited. They -should get a better 
treatment. Only that will be real 
socialism. But what i.s this" This 
Jhargram area was inhabited by adi¬ 
vasi people; it was a forest area; 
hundreds of them lost their lives there 
while reclaiming the land there be¬ 
cause of the wild animals. A Raja 
was given zamindari of that area an- 
he brought, many landowners here to 
oust the adivasi from these lands. This 
is what happened. Now, because of 
the new Land Act passed by the West 
Bengal Government many of the share- 
croppers are being ousted to deny 
them the right to enlist their names in 
the settlement records for these lands, 
■so that they cannot get the land as per 
the land Settlement Act. The Police 
is Shieldin'! them. In the name of 
Yuv congress or youth congress local 
MLAs cooperate with the police to 
throw out adivasi sharecroppers from 
the land. This is plantation time but 
they are .stopped from sowing. Their 
saplings are uprooted. 

The Congress talks about the pro¬ 
cess of land reforms and the law pass¬ 
ed by the West. Bengal Government, 
but I want to ask you whether this is 
the way in which a model law is to be 
evolved and implemented. Is this the 


way of doing such things? The adi¬ 
vasis are th e most exploited commu¬ 
nity. 

Sir, the adivasis were cultivating 
these lands for the last 10 or 15 or 20 
years. In the name of afforestation 
these adivasis are being driven out 
and they are not allowed to sow. Sap¬ 
lings are being spoiled, saplings are 
being uprooted. I can understand 
all this provided alternative land is 
given to them. But the Government 
have not done that. How can you 
deprive them of the land that they 
were cultivating for the last ten or 
twenty years? 

First of all the Government said 
that they do not have any informa¬ 
tion. I mentioned to the hon. Minis¬ 
ter the other day that agitations were 
going on in this regard. If you do 
not take any steps there will be fur¬ 
ther agitations. I want to know from 
the Government whether they are 
issuing instructions to the West Bengal 
Government to see that these adivasis 
are allowed to enlist their names in 
fie settlement records as land-owners 
and to -see that oppression by the 
Police and M.L.As. should be stopped. 
Also, are you giving any instructions 
to the West Bengal Government that 
unless and until alternative land is 
provided to the adivasis no eviction of 
adivasis should take place from their 
land;: which they have been, cultivat¬ 
ing fo r many years? Sir, they talk a 
lot of about socialism; they talk a lot 
about thy exploited community—adi¬ 
vasi community. The proof of the 
pudding is in the eating. What kind 
of pudding are you placing before the 
adivasis—the most exploited commu¬ 
nity? 

SHRI RAM N1WAS MIRDHA: Sir, 
we have not received any information 
from the West Bengal Government. 
We sent them 1 a wireless message and 
we even telephoned- to them, Uvcn 
before the calling attention notice 
came, we‘ saw a statement by Sbri 
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Samar Guha regarding eviction of adi¬ 
vasis in the Midnapore District. On 
the basis of that report we approached 
them to give us all the facts of the 
case. Ag regards .eviction notices issu¬ 
ed by West Bengal Government, we 
shall convey to the State Government 
atid shall pursue this matter with 
them and if and when we receive de¬ 
tails about the eviction from them, 1 
tan convey it to the hon. Member per¬ 
sonally and see that they take steps 
to go ahead with the land reforms. 
This is exactly what the hon. Member 
Has said. This is the policy that the 
Central and State Governments have 
been following with respect to advasis 
and we would impress upon them the 
necessity of pursuing all these things 
in the proper spirit.

The three places where this reign 
of terror has 'been let loose are— 
Nagri, Navadpur and Sahadal. The 
Adivasis tilled these lands for three 
to twenty years and this area is only 
technically forest They have been 
paying occupation for decades and 
there are government receipts for the 
same. The Congress Government very 
recently decided to evict them syste¬ 
matically. Even sowed lands have been 
ruined and they have a'so been pre¬ 
vented from further sowing. Frequent 
atrocities are being committed and 
even cases of rape of Adivasi women 
have taken place. Government .have 
filed 198 cases against Adivasis to divert 
the public mind. The District Collec¬ 
tor made a propaganda that there is 
a parallel Government but he had 
to withdraw it later. They have de¬ 
ployed 500 State Reserve Policemen 
and they are playing havoc. They 
Shave demolished hundreds of huts be¬ 
longing to scheduled castes. 

They have taken to indiscriminate 
arrest; and they have not spared even 
boys aged ten to twelve and they have 
kept in jail for two months without 
trial. On the one side you have these 
starving, decaying and stripling. 
Adivasis and on the other hand foere 
is tho mighty police raj Of the M&fia- 
rashtr a Congres Government plus the 
mighty Purushottam Sena. 

As regards the Purushottam Sena, 
there are 39,000 acres of land under 
sugarcane; for each acre of laiid, the 
owners paying Rs. 1 per acre; the 
owners of 45,000 acres of irrigated land 


’Expunged as ordered by the Chair. 
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are paying Rs. 5 per acre, and the ba¬ 
lance at Rs. 4 an acre. All thin is 
collected to maintain the big Purushot- 
tam Sena, named after Shri Purushot- 
tam Patel, Congress leader and the 
headman of the co-operative bank fi¬ 
nance sugar tycoons. They have em¬ 
ployed 12 commanders. 100 havildars, 
1300 watchmen, 200 horses, 120 rifles, 
jeeps and motor-cycles. Rs. 19 lakhs 
is their annual budget. 

In Dhulia in Maharashtra, the mat¬ 
ter under reference, the landless peo¬ 
ple are numbering about 2,61.000, 
fanners 2,19,000; 37 per cent of the 
tribals. 

MR. SPEAKER: The question is ab¬ 
out the eviction of the Adivasis- 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Yes. 
Adivasis in Maharashtra. We are talk¬ 
ing about Maharashtra and West Ben¬ 
gal. If you like, I can bring a map 
and an encyclopaedia and show you. 

MR. SPEAKER; No, I do not need 
his guidance in this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: What 
does the call-attention notice say? Let 
us read it- It says: 

“..forcible eviction of Adivasis 

from their agricultural lands in 

Maharashtra....” 

What am I talking about? 1 am 
talking about Maharashtra. ( Inter¬ 
ruptions .)

It is not a 
question of saying “You Jyotirmoy 
Bosu”. I say you are derogatory in 
your language. (Interruptions). 

IS hrs. 

MR. SPEAKER; Kindly sit down. 

SHRI MAINORANJAN HAZRA 
(Arambagh): On a point of order. 

Mr, Jha has provoked this House. 

MR. SPEAKER; Nothing of this un¬ 
pleasant incident should come on re¬ 
cord. We will ensure that. Nothing 
unpleasant will come on record. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): There is nothing un¬ 
pleasant, 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: On a point 
of order What Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu 
**id is on record; you confirm it. He 
said nothing unparliamentary. Why 
110 you allow this wasting of time 
°n this important call attention? 


SHRI A, K. M. ISHAQUE (Baadr- 
hat): Unparliamentary words may 

be expunged. But words do not mat¬ 
ter; it is the mode and manner of 
expressing them that is being object¬ 
ed to. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is not a ques¬ 
tion of being unparliamentary. He 
is unnecessarily provocative. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Bhag- 
wat is a friend of mine. If he has 
■not been able to take a joke, I am 
sorry. 

SHRI BHAGWAT JHA AZAD; He 
is not th e wisest man here. We 
understand joke. But it is the tone 
and demeanour that is being object¬ 
ed to. You are derogatory. You say 
“You Congressmen”. If I say “You, 
Madhu Limaye,” he will understand 
it better, l understand jokes. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; In Dhu¬ 
iia district in Maharashtra, landless 
peasantry comes to about 2,61,000 as 
against 2,19,000 farmers and 37 per 
cent are tribals. That is the largest 
tribal concentration. There are 3.6 
million Bhils out of 6 millio n tribals 
in the district. Besides there are 
Pawras, Gavits and Konkams. No 
real land ceiling has been imposed. 
Land reform is unknown in that 
area. The scheduled tribes and acli- 
vasis lost land in two ways—one by 
slave labour in their own land ana 
another on the false pretext, on 
medical grounds and putting up docu¬ 
ments showing fictitious loans at a 
very high rate of interest. Even un¬ 
lawful legal ownership has been 
managed. In other areas also like 
Manikgarh i n Chandrapur district 
near Nagpur and in Thana District 
evictions hav e taken place. In Thana 
District one scheduled tribe was kil¬ 
led. In Sutrakar, eviction had taken ' 
place on a large scale at the instance 
of a man called Chandu Halvai of 
Gopalan Samithi one person was kil¬ 
led and another injured. We damand 
that the SRP should be withdrawn 
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at Once and ownership ot Adivasi tilled 
land should ibe regularised in their 
ffiVouf. Inputs for development of 
agriculture should be given and a 
crash programme of afforestation 
should be started, because the Gov¬ 
ernment-appointed forest officers have 
destroyed the adivasis sources of 
livelihood. 

In West Bengal, there has been re¬ 
pression of Adivasis in Purulia in 
Ranibundh area. Thousands of tri- 
bals have been evicted from the 
Kausabati project area and have been 
rendered nomads and beggars. In 
Jhargram in North Bengal, West Di- 
najpur, Malda and 24 Parganas the 
same fate is facing the tribals. In 
Tripura Gomti Project, 15,000 evicted 
persons are starving. In Ranchi 
big projects have come up and people 
have suffered most. For reporting 
the fate of the tribals and the atro¬ 
cities committed on them in Banda 
district, the local correspondent of 
Times of India was recently arrested 
by ihe district authorities. There is a 
news item in today’s Times of India: 
“Graft exposure lands newsma n in 
jail”. He has been handcuffed and 
piuraded because he has been high¬ 
lighting the atrocities inflicted on the 
sdneduled castes and scheduled tribes. 
It is a very shameful matter. 

I want clear and categorical replies 
to my questions. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA- As 
regards allegations of rape on adivasi 
women, we asked the State Govern- 
meftt wherther these allegations are 
true. We have received a report which 
s#ys that neither the concerned Wo¬ 
men appeared before the District 
Magistrate nor any complaint was 
given. The District Magistrate asked 
them to make a complaint. 

figUU JYOTIRMOY BOSU; What 
about Puru&hottaitt Send? 


(C.A.) 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: As 
regards the para military forces he 
ha s referred to, he raised it last year 
in the consultative committee also. 
This was gone into by us in consulta¬ 
tion with the Maharashtra Govern¬ 
ment. They say they are taking all 
precautions to see that this force does 
not come into being. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It is al¬ 
ready in existence. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: The 
Maharashtra Government have report¬ 
ed that the planners of the scheme 
have not taken any concrete steps 
for putting the scheme into operation 
nor any proposals have been sub¬ 
mitted to the district authorities for 
approval. As a precautionary mea¬ 
sure, the State Government have di¬ 
rected the district police authorities 
not to recommend to the District 
Magistrate, Dhulia, any application for 
grant of fresh arms licences. 

The District Magistrate, Dhulia, has 
also directed the licensing authority 
not to grant fresh arms licence to the 
applicants in Shahadara and Talode 
taluks. 

SHRI JOYTIRMOY BOSU: Do not 
take us for a ride. What about the 
Sena named after Purushotham Patel, 
which consists of 12 commanders, 100 
havildars, 1,300 watchmen, 200 horses 
and 120 rifles besides jeeps and motor 
cycles? It was started by Purushotham 
Patel. Kindly give specific replies. 
Then, what about the evictions and 
demolitions of hutments? 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: Re¬ 
garding the Purushotham Sena, the 
Maharashtra Government themselves 
have said that they will not issue any 
licence to this sena or any other para 
military force. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BORU; I was 
talking agout . 
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MR. SPEAKER: Why do you inter¬ 
rupt him all the time? Let film give 
his reply. If he goes on interrupting 
like this at every stage, let the Minis¬ 
ter not give any reply. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: That 
should apply to everybody. 

SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA; The 
proposed amendment to the land laws 
will take care of the difficulties that 
the hon. Member has mentioned. 

The last point mentioned by the 
hon. Member was about those persons 
who have been displaced as a result 
of irrigation and other projects. There 
is a clear policy regarding the reha¬ 
bilitation of the Adibasis and others 
who are evicted as a result of this 
and I hope that under that policy 
these Adibasis would be proper 1 y re¬ 
habilitated. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Thi s Calling Attention Notice is of a 
general nature dealing with atrocities 
on harijans and Adibasis in West 
Bengal and Maharashtra. Kindly look 
into the statement that the Minister 
has given. According to that, 2,023 
acres of land were encroached with 
the help of the State Reserve Police 
and the Adibasis were removed, and 
that no Adivasi .family was evicted 
from their residences. 

What is the basi s of this report? 
When you have evicted Adivasis from 
the agricultural land covering 2,023 
acres, how could you say there were 
no residential houses from which Adi¬ 
vasis were evicted? I say, categori¬ 
cally, it is a wrong statement. The 
Minister must verify it. 

The Adivasis live wherever they till 
the land. They make their home¬ 
steads nearby. How cap, it be that 
Adivasis were only evicted from lands 
and not from their homesteads and

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that their homesteads were n ot demo¬ 
lished? I do not know from where 
the Minister got this report. I want 
to have a categorical reply to that. 

Only yesterday, the Prime Minister 
categorically said that their Govern¬ 
ment is going stronger and stronger 
every day. This is the picture that 
you get every day. Daily, whe n you 
open any newspaper, you find there 
are atrocities committed somewhere 
on Harijans, Adivasis and other wea¬ 
ker sections of the people. Every¬ 
where it is happening. Even today, 
the Patriot has given a ‘news item 
entitled “Police atrocities on Adiva¬ 
sis”. Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu has already 
mentioned that one Mr. B. D. Gupta, 
the Correspondent of the Times of 
India was arrested for the news item 
given in the Times of India because 
he correctly reported about the atro¬ 
cities committed on the Harijans 
which will affect the Congress party 
in elections in several States. That is 
why he was only not arrested but he 
was manhandled and insulted in 
every way. 

That is how the Government is run 
by Shrimati Indira Gandhi. There 
are terrible things happening in 
almost all the States. What have you 
done in Tripura? In Tripura, the 
tribals have been extinct. Their lands 
have been taken away. Who is res¬ 
ponsible tfor that? Have you ever 
tried to ascertain the report from the 
Tripura Government as to how many 
tribals are still there and who evicted 
them from their lands? Your Govern¬ 
ment is responsible for all this. 

As regards West Bengal, wherever 
you go, you find there ar e atrocities 
committed on Harijans and Adivasis. 
Shrimati Indira Gandhi should feel 
ashamed. She made a false statement 
that during the U.F. regime, the Peo¬ 
ple could n ot go from one place to 
another. But here afe some people 
whp will corroborate me that during 
the U.F, regime, not a single Adivagi

was evicted from any land. Now, 
throughout West Bengal, you see that 
Adivasis and Harijans are being evict¬ 
ed frofm their lands. There is no 
guarantee of their land. Not only 
their share of crop but even those who 
have their own land are being evicted 
by money-lenders and others. What 
are you going to do about it? 


You have one Parliamentary Com¬ 
mittee on Scheduled Castes and Sche¬ 
duled Tribes and one Commissioner 
for Scheduled Castes and Scheduled 
Tribes. What is that fellow doing? 
What is the Commissioner of Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes 
doing? He is not appointed, by the 
Speaker. Mr. Basumatari, the Chair¬ 
man of the Parliamentary Committee 
is nominated by the Speaker. What 
is that fellow doing? Th e allegations 
have been made here on several oc¬ 
casions. I know, hundred and one 
times the issue has been raised here 
in the House. It is a matter of shame. 
But in spite of all these, the Prime 
Minister, Shrimati Indira Gandhi, 
never feels ashamed. Only yesterday 
she was very loud in saying that the 
nation was going ahead. 

He must answer to all my questions. 


SHRI RAM NIWAS MIRDHA: It is 
most unfortunate that the hon. Mem¬ 
ber has used such disparaging langu¬ 
age against the Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tri¬ 
bes. Shri Mane, who is the present 
Commissioner, is a very devoted and 
dedicated person. The cause of Sche¬ 
duled Castes and Scheduled Tribes is 
very dear to his heart, and his reports 
on various matters have helped the 
Governments at the Centre and in the 
States in improving the state of 
affairs. I do not think the hon. Mem¬ 
ber was justified in making the reflec¬ 
tion, that he did. On the one hand we 
expect the Commissioner to be effec¬ 
tive, tp |p to the spot and then make 
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reports, and on the other hand, with¬ 
out knowing the facts or without any 
basis for their observations the hon. 
Member makes such wild and highly 
derogatory remarks against such a 
high dignitary.

As regards the hon. Member’s con¬ 
tention as to how is it that the Adi¬ 
vasis were evicted from their land and 
not from their homesteads, this infor¬ 
mation has been specifically given by 
the State Government that they were 
only encroaching upon land and when 
they were evicted from them, there 
were no homesteads or other things. 
Therefore, there was no question of 
evicting them from their homesteads. 
This ha s been ascertained from them. 
This is what they have informed us. 

As regards the general question of 
Tripura Adivasis and other Harijans 
and Tribals, all I can say is that the 
policy of the Government in this res¬ 
pect is very clea r and everything is 
being done by the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the State Governments to 
see that all the difficulties and atro¬ 
cities are removed and the Adivasis 
are properly protected.

the Minister of parliamen¬ 
tary AFFAIRS (SHRI K. RAGHU 
RAMAIAH): With your {permission, 
Sir, I rise to announce that Govern¬ 
ment Business in this House during 
the Mveek commencing 29th July, 1974, 
will consist of:

MR. SPEAKER; I will go in the 
same serial order in which I have re¬ 
ceived them. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA (Contai): I 
want to draw your attention to the 
report that has appeared in the States 
man of Calcutta of 25th July. In this 
report they have published the report 
of the Netaji Inquiry Commission and 
has given a two-column report. 

A few dayg ago I met the Prime 
Minister as also the Minister of Home 
Affairs. Both of them declined to 
disclose the findings of the Netaji 
Inquiry Commission, but - I n°w find 
that a Calcutta paper having anti- 
Netaji background ha s been chosen 
to leak out the findings of the Com¬ 
mission. And, the reason is obvious. 


I do not Know whether Mr. Khosla 
has also supported the findings j>f the 
Shawnawaz Khan Committee. ~ But 
in the course of the proceedings of the 
Commission, Mr. Khosla observed 
about Shawnawaz Khan Committee: 

“The report of th e Shawnawaz 
Khan Committee is non-existent for 
the Kho9la Cohimissidn.’’ 

Again, he observed: 

“Mr. Shawnawaz Khan came be¬ 
fore the Commission to plead his 
own case. 4 ’ 

Further, he observed: 

“Of course, Shri Shahnawaz Khan 
told lies.*’ 

But, I am now surprised to find that 
it is totally correct that he has dittoed 
the findings and proceedings of the 
ShahnaWaz Khan Committee. 

It was not surprising that Mr. 
Khosla, after retirement as Chief 
Justice of the Punjab High Court, was 
presiding over and over again cease¬ 
lessly over commissions after com¬ 
missions and strange enough, when 
he was conducting the Inquiry Com¬ 
mission’s work he wrote a biography 
of the Prime Minister . . . 

MR. SPEAKER: This is about the 
business for next week. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am com¬ 
ing. He wrote a biography of the 
Prime Minister an unusual thing, euo- 
logising her and also bringing gifts 
from abroad for the Prime Minister, 
While going abroad as the Chairman 
of the Commission and it was not un¬ 
expected. Judge of such devalued inte¬ 
grity that he will act as a puppet and 
submit a dictated report. 

I am more ■ than definite from all 
the inquiries that I have made and 
informations that I have, that Netaji 
did not die in that plane crash. 

I have many reasons to believe 
that Netaji is still alive. Through 
you, today, I am giving an ulti¬ 
matum to the Home Minister that if 
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the Netajl Inquiry Commission’s re¬ 
port is not submitted next week, I 
have to take a stand which may not 
b e in conformity with the ordinary 
propriety or norms of parliamentary 
behaviours and if it means, I remind 
you, Sir, a heavy cost I have to pay. 
Four years have passed. Now one 
month after the report was submitted, 
it has bee n leaked out and I am not 
going, nor the country i s going, to 
tolerate if it has not been released. I 
repeat, whatever be the price I have 
to pay, next week if it is not submit¬ 
ted, I have to take some positive 
stand. 


SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN (Telli- 
cherxy): I want to raise a matter con¬ 
cerning the Delhi University where a 
serious situation has been created by 
the management of the Shamlal Col¬ 
lege who has illegally dismissed three 
teachers of the college. The Teachers’ 
organization came out protesting 
against this. Students also came out 
in protest of this. The strange thing 
is that the University authorities and 
the Acting Vice-Chancellor himself 
had come out saying that the action is 
illegal. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please try to relate 
it to the next week’s business. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: The 
Education Minister himself gave an 
assurance that no action against the 
teachers will be taken without the 
concurrence of the University, but the 
Management is somehow very strong, 
it appears and very corrupt too. Not 
that I am levelling any wild allega¬ 
tion. The PAC report itself has point¬ 
ed out that this management had 
swindled the money which was given 
by the UGC. Now, they ^wanted to 
take Rs. 60,000 from the management. 
The point is this. We want to raise 
a discussion here whereby we could 
discuss all these points. The Univer¬ 
sity should be given sufficient powers. 
If necessary the University Act should 
be amended to give powers to firmly 


deal with the management. Govern¬ 
ment should come forward with a 
statement saying that the suspension 
of teachers is withdrawn, forthwith. I 
want to raise this matter by Way of a 
short-duration discussion next week 
and I would also request the Govern¬ 
ment to come forward with an amend¬ 
ing Bill of the Delhi University Act as 
soon as possible providing sufficient 
powers to the University* i n this 
matter. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): Sir, 
we have received very distressing 
reports which have appeared in the 
papers regarding the semi-famine con¬ 
ditions prevailing in the State of Orissa 
because there is absolutely no rain in 
this month. This is the planting sea¬ 
son. Many of the seelings have com¬ 
pletely withered, paddy fields prac¬ 
tically cracked; the Hirakud reservoir 
and Jalapur reservoir hav e not been 
filled up with water yet and. this in 
turn has affected the electricity sup¬ 
ply. Because of these semi-famine 
conditions there has been distress sale 
of utensils and various labourers who 
used to be engaged in agriculture ope¬ 
rations have left their homes and they 
have migrated elsewhere. The Orissa 
Government say s that 839 gram pan- 
chayats have been declared as distress 
areas. The Government of Orissa 
have moved the Centre i n this matter. 
A Central team should be sent there 
to assess th e position there. The 
Minister should com e out with a state¬ 
ment. This is my respectful submis¬ 
sion. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; (Kanpur): 
Sir, I raise an important issue which 
agitates the minds of more than 22 
lakhs of Central Government emp¬ 
loyees and State Government em¬ 
ployees in the country and I wish to 
point out that as per the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Central Pay Commission, 
whenever there is a particular rise of 
cost of living index, the Central Gov¬ 
ernment employees are entitled to a 
slab of dearness allowance. The 
Minister has agreed ami he has declar¬ 
ed that from 1st April 1974 the Cen- 
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tral Government employees are en¬ 
titled to two slabs of D.A. The first is 
from 1st April 1974. Another accord¬ 
ing to us is from 1-5-74 but according 
to the Government from 1-6-74. This 
dearness allowance has become due to 
the Central Government employees 
long before the ordinance has come 
into existence. Once it is admitted 
that their recommendation is accepted 
it is clear that they will be entitled 
to this slab of dearness allowance as 
and when this thing takes place. The 
Cabinet Secretary made a statement 
in the press conference that it is not 
the Government’s intention to withhold 
the dearness allowance. Mr. Ganesh 
is here and 1 am happy about it. He 
should make a statement that this 
D.A. would be paid immediately and 
this will not come under the mischief 
of the ordinance which has been pro¬ 
mulgated in the month of July. 

There is another matter and this is 
about the Provident Fund employees. 
They are entitled to a wage revision 
and this has been agreed by the Board 
of Trustees. The Labour Minister has 
okayed the thing. 

Both of them were parties to this. 
But, this was not okayed by the Fi¬ 
nance Minister. 

Lastly, I want a statement from the 
Home Minister regarding the atrocities 
committed on the harijans in U.F. and 
other places. My hon. friend has 
quoted a statement that the Times of 
India repreaentativa has been arrested 
under D.I.R. because of the heinous 
crimes committed by him by the dis¬ 
trict authorities. I want the Home 
Minister to make a statement in this 
regard. 

I would like the Finance Minister to 
immediately declare that th« further- 
instalments of C.A. already due would 
be paid to the employees without any 
reduction.

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Paten): Sir, 
the Report of the Commissioner for 
Scheduled Castes and Scheduled Tu¬ 
bes for the year 1970-71 has not yet 
been discussed uptil now. As a matter 
of fact this should have been dis¬ 
cussed in 1972. The motion regarding 
this report has b**tn admitted by you. 
And that is why the discussion on this 
report should be held in the next 
week. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhanduka): 
Why not we discuss the remaining re¬ 
ports also? 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA: They are lag¬ 
ging behind; the reports have not yet 
come. They talk" a lot here and out¬ 
side the House regarding uplifimcnt 
of the S.C. and S.T. But. in actual 
practice the report of the Commis¬ 
sioner for the year 1970-71 was receiv¬ 
ed in 1974. And we shall be discussing 
the reports like calling attention dis¬ 
cussion. What is the use of discussing 
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the report of 1970-71 in the year 1974? 
The unfortunate part of it is that that 
report is still not being discussed. 


My last request is regarding inclu¬ 
sion to and exclusion from the list of 
scheduled castes and scheduled tribes 
order. A bill in this regard should be 
introduced in Parliament. Even the 
assurance of the Minister to Shri 
Kachwai was not implemented. I 
demand that the Bill should be 
brought in at least in the next session.

in the Chair ] 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Chairman, Sir,'I am grate¬ 
ful to you for permitting me to raise 
one serious matter pertaining to my 
home city and constituency—Ahmeda- 
bad—where the housing conditions are 
at present deplorable and even danger¬ 
ous. 

In textile areas, particularly Old 
Chamanpura colony more than 360 
families are living in blocks built by 
the Gujarat Housing Board. These 
blocks are built in such a way that on 
the Colony’s town planning road on 
both sides right above that road—the 
high tension grid wires pass. Parti¬ 
cularly in the monsoon season there 
are blasts, short-circuits and wire-cuts. 
Because of this kind of hazard, two 
young children died last year. There¬ 
fore, these grid wires should either be 
removed or the people who are living 
there should be given permission to 
build their houses in such a way that 
they can provide some security against 
this danger. 

Then there is the problem of slum 
dwellers, and unfortunately their num¬ 
ber runs into lakhs. Now, particular¬ 
ly in areas like Gulbai Tekra, these 
people are being forcibly evicted and 
many of them are finding a lot of diffi¬ 
culty during this monsoon period. No 
proper amenities exist for these slum 
dwellers. It is a veritable hell. It is 
said about the Moghul Emperor 
Jehangir that when he was in Kash¬ 
mir he was so enhanted the place that 


he quoted one Persian couplet ending 
with the words “Hamin Asto; Hamin 
Asto; Hamin Asto” (This is heaven; 
this is heaven, and this, is heaven). 
But one can say about the slum called 
“Kolaba”, for example in Ahmedabad 
that it is a veritable hell where not 
even essential amenities have been 
provided for the last so many years. I 
want the Minister for Works and 
Housing and the Slum Clearance Board 
of Gujarat to look into this matter. 
The Government should give more 
funds to the Slum Clearance Board of 
Gujarat to tackle this problem. 

Finally, the lower middle class 
people living in areas in the walled 
city of Ahmedabad are also finding 
housing difficulties. Some of them 
live in precarious buildings. If they 
are not given certain facilities like 
cement they would be on the road. 
They require only a bag or two of 
cement. Their requirement for 
cement should be fulfilled. These 
houses may collapse any minute if 
there is big rainfall. These are some 
of the problems of the poor and mid¬ 
dle class people and the under-dog in 
my constituency and, I hope, the 
Gujarat Administration under the 
direct supervision of Centre will do 
something quickly both in terms of 
helping and also in.terms of finding 
more money for these poor house 
dwellers so that they may be able to 
live without any danger to their life 
and property, particularly during the 
monsoon season. 


SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA 
(Serampore): I join with Shri S. M. 
Banerjee in demanding that the 
Government must immediately make 
an announcement regarding the pay¬ 
ment of dearness allowance. Two in¬ 
stalments are already due to the lakhs 
of Central Government employees. If 
the Central Government play this mis¬ 
chief with their employees, the State 
Governments will also do the same 
thing. But we find that the prices 
are still rising. I would request the 
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hon. Minister of Parliamentary Af¬ 
fairs to convey our feelings to the 
Government. Shri K. R. Ganesh is 
here and he should make an immedi¬ 
ate announcement. 

My next point is regarding nationa¬ 
lisation of textile mills, at least those 
mills which have been taken over by 
the company. In my State of West 
Bengal, 14 mills have been taken over. 
The condition of all these milk 
is very precarious. Government had 
assured us at the meeting of the con¬ 
sultative committee attached to the 
Ministry of Industrial Development 
that a Bill would be brought forward 
for the nationalisation of the textile 
mills. But I do not know wheher 
any Bill is going to be 'brought for¬ 
ward in that connection during this 
session or not. I would request Shri 
Raghuramaiah to convey this to the 
hon. Minister concerned. 

Lastly, the power position in West 
Bengal is precarious. You will be 
astonished to know that throughout 
West Bengal, specially in the indus¬ 
trial belt as well as in the agricul¬ 
tural areas, the people are becoming 
mad for want of power. The big in¬ 
dustrialists, the medium one and also 
the small ones are all finished. Es¬ 
pecially the small industrialists have 
been finished. Even the ordi¬ 
nary consumers are not getting 
power. Yet no promptness is 
being shown by the State Govern¬ 
ment or the Central Government in 
dealing with this issue. So, I would 
(request the Government to come 
forward with a statement on this.

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAH3 
(Bhubaneswar): I must congratulate 
that the Ministry, in their wisdom, 
had introduced this Wage Board 
which is a welcome measure. 

The point I want to put forth before 
the House and the Minister is that 
this Wage Board recommendations 
which came into force in on 1.11.1969 
are being implemented very slowly. 
In Orissa it was implemented in 1970 
though it came into force on 1.11.1969. 
In some other States, it was imple¬ 
mented in 1972 and in some others in 
1971. Therefore, if the Government 
and the labour Ministry wanted to 
confer some benefits oh the working 
class, they should see to its imple¬ 
mentation. uniformly from the year 
1969.

It is necessary that the workers 
should get the benefit In some States. 
it was implemented one year after 
and in some States two years after 
that.

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
(Serampore): It is a very important 
Bill concerning not only sugar fac¬ 
tories. This relates to the whole 
policy of the Government. Wage 
Boards after Wage Boards have 
given recommendations. They are 
not implemented by factory owners. 
Government had come forward say¬ 
ing that on this question they will 
make a legislation so that wage board 
awards will be made compulsory on 
such matters where it is recommend¬ 
ed. Here in this case the recommen¬ 
dation was given on 8-7-1970. This 
is to be implemented from 1-11-69. 
In many cases I know the sugar mill 
owners did not implement it in spite 
of the repeated representation of 
trade unions. They never, on their 
own, implemented it unless compelled 
by strike action or come other direct 
action by sugar factory employees. 
In some cases this is implemented 
from 1870; in some cases from 1971 
and in some cases from 1972. In Orissa 
there is one Raigada factory; where 
it has not yet been implemented 
where your Nandini Satpathi Is the 
Chief Minister and Mr. Panda has 
brought the Bill. He is in alliance 
with the Government. But still it has 
not yet been implemented there. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI: 

I request that Dinen Babu should not 
try to break the. alliance. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 

X did not break; it broke of its own 
accord In West Bengal. 

MR DEPUEY-SPE AKER: I hope 

your alliance is not so bitter. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
So, my point is that the Minister 
rnuirt take Very seriously. From 1969 
this ,has to be*implemented. But, the 
poor workers of Orissa are not getting 
that. Wliy cannot the arrears be paid 
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to them? You are'now bring forward 
some ordinance freezing the wage 
throughout the country. Now, the 
workers will not get their full Dear¬ 
ness Allowance. Fifty per cent of it 
will go into the pocket of Govern¬ 
ment. On the other hand, the prices 
will go up.

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Mr. 
Bhattacharyya, how, does it go to the 
pocket of the Government? 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
It does not either come to your 
pocket. 

MR DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I think 
the Government has only impounded 
this money. This money will not be 
used for the productive purpose. How 
does it go to the government pocket? 
You will kindly update your 
information. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
My next point .is this. The other hon. 
Member from the Congress Bench, 
Shri Panigrahi, a progressive Mem¬ 
ber from the Congress/Party, raised 
a very pertinent point. Why don’t 
you bring out that Bhargava Com¬ 
mittee Report? Why are you sup¬ 
pressing that report? If that is

In Spetember. 1-970 the Government 
constituted a high-level Commission 
to enquire into the sugar industry in 
a comprehensive manner.

During last inter-session as 
many as 9 Ordinances were issued. 
I would like to know why the Govern¬ 
ment have never thought it appropri¬ 
ate to promulgate a presidential Ordi¬ 
nance for the recovery of arrears of 
Rs. 54 crores due to the sugarcane 
growers and also for the implemen¬ 
tation of the Wage Board recommen¬ 
dations so far as the sugar workers 
are concerned. 

I am sure that ruling party mem¬ 
bers will unhesitatingly agree with 
me in my demand for immediate 
nationalisation of sugar industry. If 
the Government feel that this question 
will take some more time at least it 
must ibe ensured that the sugar work¬ 
ers get their -wages as per the, recom¬ 
mendations of the Wage Board, and 
if necessary the Government must 
introduce in this very session a Bill 
for this purpose. It is not merely 
the demand of the Opposition Party 
Members. Shri Barbara Singh, who 
is a member of the All India Con¬ 
gress Committee, has ibeen demand¬ 
ing this. I hope that the Govern¬ 
ment will at least pay heed to the 
demand of its own Party Members. 

Supporting the Bill of Shri D. K. 
Panda, I conclude my speech. 

SHRI K. SURYANARA-YANA 
(Eluru): Sir, I want to raise only 
two points. The wage board recom¬ 
mendations made in 1868 have still 
not been implemented. We do not 
know why they are delaying it. What¬ 
ever legislation we pass, we ate not 
seriously implementing them. That 
is the real reason for the set-baek. 
We are doing well but now add then 
we are forgetting our responsibilities 
to implement our policies and Act?. 
Our friend from Bengal referred to 
the Rayajguda sugar factory in Orissa 
.There is a similar imit in my ccmsti- 
tuency, also. They brouf$t ?onte 
scrapped "factory. ■ 
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my district, with a capital of 25 lakhs. 
They have taken deposits from the 
farmers to take the cane. When we 
askgd them to convert the. deposits 
into share capital, they never agreed. 
It costa now Rs. 3crores. I am surpris¬ 
ed to hear that the Government has 
given, permission for the expansion 
of the capitalist companies without 
any policy or basis or public know¬ 
ledge. In my district there are near¬ 
ly 70,000 acres where cooperative 
sugar factories are coming up. It took 
me 14 years to get a licence for a 
sugar factory. I failed thrice, al¬ 
though I was a members of Parlia¬ 
ment from 1052-58. It is only under 
the Government of Shrimati Indira 
Gandhi that I got the licence and it 
is going to fee commissioned. I am 
seriously implementing the wage 
board recommendations. Why was the 
Government not asking the other 
factories also to implement, them? 
One unit has been purchased by a 
karodpati from Madura in South 
India. He has got several mills there. 
He has got sufficient money to im¬ 
plement the wage board award. But, 
instead, he has given up the factory. 
Government have now taken over 
that sugar factory and auctioned it 
to realise some tax arrears. He has 
to give Rs. 10 lakhs to 15 lakhs to the 
farmers. I am fighting with the Gov¬ 
ernment and the company to get the 
farmers their due. This is a unit 
started by a trust and yet this is the 
fate of the farmers and the labourers 
in the sugar industry. 

We are expecting every day that 
the government will come forward 
with a policy of nationalisation or at 
least cooperativisation so that the 
workers and farmers will become the 
proprietors. Why should the govern¬ 
ment think that nationalisation will 
result in loss? By nationalisation you 
will have marketing, distribution, price 
fixation everything in your hands. 
Take the case of the existing sugar 
mill owners. , They start in small 
way and make a, tot of money. 
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I understand that the report of the 
Bhargava Committee, on which the- 
Government have spent nearly Rs. 20 
lakhs, has gone to the Cabinet. The 
Cabinet should take a decision Im¬ 
mediately. Where is the necessity for 
delay in this. The nationalisation of 
the sugar industry is in accordance 
with our party programme and also 
the policy of the Government. So, I 
want the Minister in charge of the 
sugar industry to implement it at an 
early date.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LABOUR (SHRI Bal- 
govind Verma): I have listened very 
carefully to the speeches made by 
the hon. Members when the Bill, was 
discussed in this House on 3rd May 
1974 and also to-day. 

pie sole object of Shri D. IG. 4 Pan¬ 
da’s Bill .is to make the recommenda¬ 
tions of the Sugar Wage Board sta¬ 
tutorily enforceable on the industries. 
They, laid stress on this point and I 
am told that the Wage Board ’ sub¬ 
mitted its'report in February 1070 
and the Government’®’ resolution 
thereon was issued on 7tfe July 1070. 
The Board watka non-statutory body 
and the implementation of its recom¬ 
mendations has toibe secured mainly 
through persuasion and 1 advice. 
The State Governments wens in 
charge^ of-the work of implementa- 
tion as they are* the appropriate 
governments in regard to this Indus- 
try sunder , the industrial Disputes Act. 
So, the slow pace of implementation 
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arid also in phases is one important 
factor which may have possibly led 
to the introduction of this Bill by 
Shri D. K. Panda in July 1971. 

Since then many developments 
have taken place in regard t 0 this 
sugar industry. I may tell the House 
that in December 1971, the then 
Labour Minister, Shri Khadilkar 
•wrote to the State Labour Ministers 
requesting them to take effective 
steps to ensure the implementation of 
the Wage Board’s recommendations. 
I do not have the details and uptodate 
statistics to show the number of sugar 
mills which have implemented the 
Wage Board recommendations and 
those which have not implemented 
them. I have reasons to believe that 
the present .position of implemen¬ 
tation is iby and large very satis¬ 
factory. 

SHRI DINEN BHATTACHARYYA: 
Nobody has paid the arrears. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: I 
might mention that demands have 
been made or revision of the existing 
wage structure in the sugar industry. 
In this connection we had meetings 
with the representatives of the em¬ 
ployers and the workers on 27th Nov¬ 
ember 1973 and 6th December 1973. 
In both these meetings which was 
attended by , almost all major trade 
unions, there were no complaints 
about the non-implementation of th 
Wage Board’s . recommndaions. To¬ 
day, I am really very much surprised 
when Shri Dinen Bhatacharyya has 
brught to our notice that one sugar 
mill at Raigarh has not implemented 
the Wage Board recommendations.... 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: That is also 
the case even in Andhra. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: In 
Andhra, Shri Suryanarayana has 
pointed out a different thing that one v 
mill Is running into arrears:'of Rs. 15 


Second Wage Board 2*J2 
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lakhs to the cultivators on account of 
non-payment of price for sugar cane 
supplied to the mill and not that it 
has not paid wages to the workers.! 

An. Hon. Member: When was it 
implemented? , 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: That 
is quite a different thing. I may tell 
you that these things were never 
brought to our notice even when we 
held discussions with the representa¬ 
tives of the trade unions. Now, that it 
has been brought to our notice, we 
will certainly take up the matter with 
the State Government to see that 
these recommendations have been 
carried out. 

There were no complaints about 
non-implementation of the Wage 
Board’s recommendations but there 
were strong demands for the revision 
of the wage structure through a bi¬ 
partite committee. This was the em¬ 
phasis which was laid by all the trade 
union leaders and they also wanted 
grant of interim relief. 

A demand was also made for the 
payment of a suitable retainer al¬ 
lowance because I know in most of 
the mills this retainer allowance is 
not being paid, particularly, in the 
South and elsewhere. I am glad to in¬ 
form the House that agreed conclu¬ 
sions have been reached both in re¬ 
gard to the payment of interim relief 
and retainer allowance. All - this 
means a substantial benefit to the 
workers.’ So, this agreement has 
been reached so far as this matter is 
concerned. 

Then, Sir, as regards the interim 
relief, I may say, this was to be en¬ 
forced only up tp the 30th June, 1974, 
We have written to the State Govern¬ 
ments about this and requesting them 
to advise the sugar mins to give the 
interim relief , for July also, arid to set 
it off against, the dearness allowance 
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scheme for the month of July to be 
computed under the wage Board’s 
recommendations. I am sure they 
are paying this amount to the work¬ 
ers also. It has been suggested by 
some speakers that some machinery 
should ,be set up to revise the present 
wage structure for the sugar indus¬ 
try. I would like to mention the name 
of Mr. Narsingh Narain Pandey who 
specially stressed this point. This 
question is being considered by the 
Government. A decision may be ex¬ 
pected very shortly. 


Then, certain suggestions were 
made by Shri Pandaji, Shri Narsingh 
Narain Pandey, Shri Darbara Singh, 
Shri Ialnue Sambhali, Shri Pani- 
grahi and Shri Dinen Bhattacharyya. 
Most of the Members who have 
spoken have laid stress that the 
sugar industry should be nationalised 
I regret, I am not in a position to 
deal with this issue since the matter 
concerns the Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture. but I am sure they are looking 
into the matter and they will do 
what is necessary. It is under active 
consideration of the Government. So, 
now all that I can say is that the 
situation which is sought to be reme¬ 
died by Shri Panda’s Bill no longer 
exists and it does not require the 
enactment of any special legislation 
and more so in the context of the 
increasing emphasis on bipartite set¬ 
tlement of wage matters, the need for 
statutory support for implementation 
of Wage Board recommendations does 
not arise at all. Of course there may 
be some stray cases of non-imple¬ 
mentation here and there and if I am 
informed about it, I assure you, I will 
take a necessary action in the matter 
and I will request the State Govern¬ 
ments to take suitable action in fhe 
matter. 

In view of this, I am sure that Shri 
Pandaji will withdraw the Bill.

SHRI SHIVAJIRAO S. DESHMUKH 
(Parbhani): I would like to draw 
the attention of the labour. Minister 
to the fact that there are many fac¬ 
tories ip the joint sector which are 
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in arrears of the Second Wage Board 
awards. They are yet to implement 
the wage board award. I wish to 
draw the attention of the Minister to 
this fact that there are thousands 
and thousands of agricultural workers 
basically but they are declared as 
casual workers. In Maharashtra, 
there are sugarcane workers. They 
have been declared as factory work¬ 
ers and they are subjected to the jur¬ 
isdiction of the wage boards. There 
are lakhs of rupees remaining in 
arrears. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAK SR: The 

Minister will take due note of it and 
necessary action will be taken by 
him. 

SHRl D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I am thank¬ 
ful to the hon. Members of the Trea¬ 
sury Bench as well as the other side 
for taking part in the debate. There 
is absolutely no difference of opinion 
for effective implementation of the 
recommendations of the Second Wage 
Board. But, I got a reply from the 
hon. Minister which still remains un¬ 
satisfactory reply. The point is how 
this can be effectively implemented 
with retrospective effect. That is a 
simple question. The hon. Minister 
could have come forward with the 
answer if at all they were serious in 
implementing the reommendations 
either by the method of persuasion 
or by requesting those sugar tycoons 
at least. By that process, to a certain 
extent, have they implemented these 
recommendations from 1st November, 
19®? That is the crucial date from 
which they come into effect. My 
friend, Shri Narsingh Narain Pande 
and several other Members have cate¬ 
gorically stated that in many sugar 
industries, especially in U.P., Orissa 
and in M.P. thev have not implement¬ 
ed. from that date from which they 
were directed to implement the re*- 
commeiiations. What does the Gov¬ 
ernment do? They simply requested 


those industries to implement them 
by the method of persuasion. 

Now, what I wish to bring to the 
notice of the Minister is that if they 
are not paid from 1st November, 1969 
why should they not be paid at least 
from 1st November, 1970? Through¬ 
out the country, statewise, if you take 
into consideration the specific circular 
issued by the very Cooperative Fede¬ 
ration of Sugar Industries, that says 
this will come into force from 1 st 
November, 1970 and it will be im¬ 
plemented. Even in cooperative 
sugar industries, in certain cases— 

I have given an example—it was im¬ 
plemented from 1971 only and not 
from 1970. With regard to this as¬ 
pect of the matter, I want to know 
whether Government have called for 
the reports from the State Govern¬ 
ments. This question has to be ans¬ 
wered by the Minister to the satisfac¬ 
tion of all the Members present. My 
second point is this. If you have im¬ 
plemented it, that may be a general 
implementation. I want that should 
be a specific implementation. My 
friend from Maharashtra said that 
casual workers have been totally neg¬ 
lected. They could not be brought 
within the purview of the Second 
Wage Board reommendations. I want 
to know whether these wage arrears 
are going to be collected by making 
these recommendations statutorily 
binding on them. Or will the Gov¬ 
ernment go on making only a request 
or go on begging those sugar tycoons 
to implement them. They have al¬ 
ready got enough money. 

The hon Member Shri Suryauava- 
yana has made certain point with re¬ 
gard to expansion of ertain sugar in¬ 
dustries. Some sick mills have been 
given crores of rupees. They have 
been given development rebate, e* 7 , 
cise dutjy rebate eta* ettc. running , 
to crows o£ rupees. • Shri Su?yan^rar 
yana hasmade 

cost of levy- sugar as Worked out by 
the Tariff Commission. What. is it? 
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The Government policy itself has in¬ 
creased the price of sugar—hot with 
regard to levy sugar alone. The 
sugar magnates are creating black- 
money because you have allowed 
them to sell 30 per cent in the open 
market. So, they have been given 
so many opportunities to fleece die 
consumers. They are also allowed to 
keep an arrear to the tune of 
Rs. 52.25 crores regarding cane price. 
All these things have given them a 
good handle to exploit the entire nation 
and bring about crisis in the sugar 
field. Therefore, I want to know why 
this should not be made statutorily 
binding. I want the hon. Minister to 
give an assurance to the effect that 
they will bring forth a Bill—in this 
Session itself—because it is only ad¬ 
ding one line that this should be sta¬ 
tutorily binding. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He has 
already said it is not necessary. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: Inspite of 
all the declarations against the ty¬ 
coons till today we have not taken 
any steps to punish them. Why 
rupees seven to eight crores should 
be left in the hands of sugar barons 
against whom the Congress is com¬ 
mitted to nationalise. Therefore, 
they should not again write to the 
State Governments as it is not within 
their powers to see that it is imple¬ 
mented. The State Governments can 
merely persuade the tycoons and 
mere persuasion would not do. There¬ 
fore, I demand that immediately an¬ 
other Bill be brought by the Govern¬ 
ment in this direction. 

A calculation has been made and 
it has been found that these tycoons 
including sugar barons are in arrears 
to the tune of Rs. 833 crores on account 
of tax and electricity charges, etc. 
Altogether, it would come to about 
Rs. 20G0 crores.. But we have allow¬ 
ed them all this money and now the 
wage freeze ordinance hag also been 
brought forward* So, my appeal to 


the hon. Minister will be that at least 
the retaining allowance which had 
been promised should be given. . . 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Why 

can he not round up Ms arguments? 

SHRI D. K. PANDA; The hOh. 
Minister himself had referred to the 
retaining allowance. The decision 
taken at the bipartite negotiating 
committee has not been implemented, 
though it was a decision taken under 
the chairmanship of the hon. Minister 
at that particular meeting of the 
trade union representatives. At that 
time, there was no occasion to bring 
up all these points because the main 
point was that the sugar workers 
were paid very poorly and the wage 
level was the lowest so far as the 
factory workers were concerned. 
Thus, the question of the revision of 
the wage became a prominent thing 
at that time. The retaining allow¬ 
ance was to continue till June, 1974, 
but that period has already expired. 
Therefore, I now demand that the 
bipartite machinery for negotiating 
on wage revision has to be brought 
into existence once again. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 

question is: 

"That the Bill to provide for 
implementation of the recommen¬ 
dations, of the Second Wage Board 
for Sugar Industry in India and to 
make it statutory with a view to 
maintain industrial peace in sugar 
industry in the country, be taken 
into consideration.”. ' 

The motion was negatived. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER): The 

motion is lost. Now, we shall take 
up the next Bill. 

SHRI D. K, PANDA: May I make 
one appeal?

•SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA 
HALDER (Ausgram): Mr. Chair¬ 

man, Sir, on behalf of my Party the 
Communist Party of India (Marxists) 
I wholeheartedly welcome the Bill 
introduced by Dr. Laxminarain Pan- 
dey. Before I discuss the provisions 
of this Bill I would like to draw your 
.attention Sir, to the reference which 
has just now been made by the hon. 
Minister. A little while ago the hon. 
Minister referring to the observa¬ 
tion of Dr. Pandey said: “Aap jhoot 
bole raha hai”—you are teling lies. 

I would like to know from you Sir, 
whether in Parliamentary parlance 
the word “lies” is parliamentary or 
jnot and if not whether it behaves a 
Minister to use it. I would request 
the Minister to withdraw the word 
and only after that I will commence 
my speech. 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: I did not use the word to 
anything that Mr. Pandeya had said. 
Since he had not referred to Article 
19, I pointedly drew his attention to 
that. And when Mr. Kachwai said 
that he had said that, I said: Mr. 
Kachwai, don’t speak lie. I did not 
say a word that Mr. Pandeya had 
said anything wrong. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL¬ 
DER: With respects to the Minister, 
what I would say is this. You Mr. 
Chairman, may kindly go through the 
tape-record and you will find that he 
used the word jhoot —that means, lie. 
That is unparliamentary. Although 
do not believe in Parliamentary 
democracy, I must say that. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: Let us straightesit 
out the matter now. The hon. Minis¬ 
ter ‘said that he did not deliberately 
use the word lie to anything that 
Mr. Pandeya had said., 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAD- 
DHARY: He did not refer to Article 
19. When Mr. Kachwai said he refer¬ 
red, I said no. He had not referred 
to it. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL¬ 
DER: You said, lie. 

SHRI NITIRAJ SINGH CHAU- 
DHARY: I want the debate to be 
complete. Therefore I got up and 
drew his attention to it. Mr. Kach¬ 
wai intervened and said something. 

I said, don’t say like this. Mr. Pan¬ 
deya had not referred to it. 

MR CHAIRMAN: The point is, 
whether you have said the word lie. 

I understand the position of the Min¬ 
ister that he did not mean that. He 
only drew the attention of the Mem¬ 
ber to the fact that he had not re¬ 
ferred to Article 19, although it is 
very relevant for purposes of discus¬ 
sion. 

Now, I just want to take the sense 
of the House whether they accept this 
view. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): He used -the word “lie” 
when he wanted to say “wrong”. Let 
us leave it at that. I am sure he 
does not mean that. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Of course, the 
word lie is unparliamentary. The 
Minister says he did not mean that. 
He meant it as ‘wrong.’

CHAIRMAN: If it is used as 
‘lie’ in the sense in which it is nor¬ 
mally understood. I think that is un¬ 
parliamentary. But the Minister 
says he has not used that in that 
sense.

•wrong* Sb, let us accept that. Mr. 
Haider has also agreed to this. Mr. 
Haider, now you go on with your 
speech. 

SHRI KRISHNA CHANDRA HAL¬ 
DER Mr. Chairman, Sir, l have al¬ 
ready stated that on behalf of my 
Party I welcome the Constitution 
Amendment Bill which has been in¬ 
troduced by Dr. Pandey. Even after 
27 years of independence the autho¬ 
rities in power are afraid of giving 
the right of vote to the boys of 18 
and they are reluctant to reduce the 
voting age from 21 to 18. They have 
no courage and they don’t trust the 
youth of this country. But I would 
like to remind the gentlemen opposite 
who are occupying the seat of power 
that during the days of British impe¬ 
rialism in West Bengal hundreds and 
thousands of young men below the 
age of 21 had not only come forward 
to participate in the non-cooperation 
movement but they had shed their 
blood and given their lives in revolu¬ 
tionary activities in their earnest bid 
to end the British rule and to free 
mother India from the shackles of 
slavery. We cannot forget the Chit- 
tangong, Armoury raid case. In this 
historic event a boy of 17—Shri 
Tagore Ball fought bravely and laid 
down his life fighting against the 
British, rulers. Day before yesterday, 
this august House paid its homage to 
Shri Hare Krishna. Konar. Shri Konar 
bad participated in non-cooperation 
movement at the age 14 and at the 
age of 17 be joined the revolutionaries 
to bring about a fall of the British 
Ing^malistlc power in the country. 


there are many such incidents in. 
other States also where youngmen 
had gladly given their lives for the 
cause of freedom of our country. It 
is indeed very strange Sir, that hav¬ 
ing won the freedom which was pos¬ 
sible because of the contributions oi 
youngmen below the age of 21, today 
we refuse to consider them as respon¬ 
sible and are utterly reluctant to 
give them the right of vote. It is an 
irony that those who are enjoying, 
the fruits of freedom and are instal¬ 
led in power conveniently forget the 
sacrifices made by the youngmen of 
our country and they are trying to> 
perpetually debar the 10 crores 
youngmen of India from their legiti¬ 
mate right to vote under flimsy 
grounds of their not being res¬ 
ponsible. Sir, we talk g hoarse- 
about students unrest in the 
country. No doubt our youngmen 
of our country today, under the cir¬ 
cumstances created by this country 
are beoming more and more restive. 
They are suffering from frustration, 
and the only way out, to my mind, is 
that they have to be given a share of 
the responsibility which is hitherto 
been denied to them. We have to- 
consider the inclusion of students re¬ 
presentatives in the University Coun¬ 
cils. What is the contribution of these- 
youngmen of our country to the 
country’s economy? Can you really 
deny that these young men below 31' 
are contributing their head labour in¬ 
fields and factories and are trying- 
their best to take the country ahead 
towards prosperity? Can we deny 
that these young men in other essen¬ 
tial spheres of life are equally impor¬ 
tant and they have been acknowledg¬ 
ed by law to be important and if it 
is so, how can you possibly deny 
them their precious right to vote; . T 
do not want to repeat the arguments 
put forward by Dr. Fahdey, though 
all of them are very good but! would 
only .refer to the 

mittee of. this Parliament on Eleriioa 
Law' Afeendhusd IMRhSd - 
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its report on I3th March, 1972 through 
its Chairman Shri Jagannath Kao, 
had you unanimously recommended 
that the voting age should be reduc¬ 
ed frqm 21 to 18. The Joint Commit¬ 
tee was a representative body of all 
the political parties in Parliament 
and hence it was the unanimous opi¬ 
nion of all tiie politial parties. What 
would be the consequence if we con¬ 
cedes this right to the young men of 
our country? Ten crores more young 
men will be on the voters list. How 
much are you going to spend extra 
for these extra voters? It is true 
that we have to set up a few more 
polling booths and it may be that 
we have to spend a little more in 
conducting the elections. But is it 
not a fact that whether we include 
them or not the voters list is even 
otherwise inflating and is it also not 
tragically true that crores of rupees 
are going down the drain through 
the Government exchequer. If it 
be so why should we not give our 
young men a right which legitimately 
belonging to them. Eut I am afraid 
Sir, that the political party in power 
today is hesitant, reluctant and ada¬ 
mant not to give this power to the 10 
crores young men of our country be¬ 
cause in that case they cannot re¬ 
main any longer in power and the 
complexion of this House will change. 
Those in power today may not be 
there tomorrow and this is the pre¬ 
cise reason why during the last 3-4 
years despite repeated efforts made 
in this House, the Government have 
refused to give this right to the young 
men of our country who are 18 years 
of age. Before independence we had 
given a call to the young men to make 
sacrifices to the freedom. They came 
forward, they struggled for the free¬ 
dom suffered, harassment, torture, 
and even many laid down their lives 
in the progress of tine struggle and 
today we refuse to acknowledge their 
r6)e and give them their share of 
right. When the independence actu¬ 
ally earne and evep 27 years there¬ 
after. It js equally grange that when 
Bli the youth organisation# of .the 
different political parties in the court- 
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try are one in their demand for redttc- 
tog the age to 18, it is really toeop*^ 
ceivable rather lamentable that 
Government should remain, imperVl** 
ous and try to flout the common Wiu.' 
What is that unsurmountable difficul¬ 
ty? What is that prevents the Gov¬ 
ernment to act to the face of such 
unanimous demand. Very often in 
this House We refer to British Parlia¬ 
ment whenever there is any contro¬ 
versy about any parliamentary pro¬ 
cedure. We have taken that Parlia¬ 
ment as our model even though per¬ 
sonally I subscribe to the view that 
we cannot bring about a change in 
our social order through to partia¬ 
mentary institution. Yet I must say 
that even that country has given a 
right to vote to young men of 18. In 
U.S.A., the leader of all capitalist 
countries, young men of 18 have a 
right to vote. In USSR and to other 
Socialist countries this has right has 
also been given and of late even 
Bangladesh has given this right to 
their young men of 18. If it be so 
how and on what moral grounds can 
we deprive our young men of the 
right. Very often we talk of our 
young men in hyperbloic terms and 
we call them the future citizens of 
India. We look forward to them as the 
future about saviour of our dema- 
cracy but when the question franchise 
is raised we forget them totally. A 
right to vote will* instill in them a 
greater sense of responsibility and 
with this added responsibility • they 
would be better able to contribute 
their mite for the development of the 
country. It has another advantage, 
Sir, the ruling party is in habit of 
manipulating bogus names to the 
Voters Lists and this chronic menace 
will to an extent be mitigated if' we 
give the right to vote to our young- 
men of 18. Many of the social .ills 
and social unrests can be. remedied 
if the young men are given this right 
to vote. Sir, I have come across a 
news item In Hindustan times dated. 
1st October, 1972 whereto the former 
Election Commissioner Shri S. P, Sqn , 
Verraa is reported to have stated that 
there will be no administrative ffiffi*

culty if the voting age is lowered to 
18. This further proves that the de¬ 
mand is not only legitimate but it is 
also administratively feasible. 


It is therefore my earnest request 
to the Government that when it has 
been recommended by a Parliamen¬ 
tary Committee ajqd when there is 
unanimity on this issue among the 
youth organisations of all political 
parties there is no reason why it 
should be withheld any longer and 
I will hope that the Government will 
accept the amendment to articles 19 
and 326 as suggested by Dr. Pandey 
and confer this right' to our young- 
men in this very session. If we re¬ 
fuse to do it we shall be doing it 
only at our own cost. The country 
is sliding from crisis to crisis. The 
Plan has failed and the economic 
policies of Government have failed to 
mitigate the difficulties of the peolpe 
and already the country is witnessing 
agitations in Gujarat, Bihar and in 
West Bengal. We are sitting on a 
valcano and the time is not far off 
when it will erupt and engulf us all. 
If we deny this right to young men 
of our country even today we can¬ 
not withhold it for ever. They will 
rise in revolt and will earn their own 
right in their own way. They will 
struggle for it and lead the country 
to the path of a struggle. 

I once again support the Bill and 
conclude my speech. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, Mr. B. V. 
Naik. Before he begins his speech, 

I would like to inform hon. Members 
who would like to participate in this 
debate that there are ll more speakers 
left in this list, and we have to close 
this discussion at 5.30 p.m. when we 
have to take iip the half-an-hour dis¬ 
cussion. So, I would like hon. Mem¬ 
bers to co-operate with me and make 
brief speeches and take only five to v 
seveii jninutes each. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK; I rise to op¬ 
pose this Bill. One of the most essen¬ 
tial factors {of youth which is not 
connected essentially with this is a 
frame of mind which is not hypocriti¬ 
cal. With Dr. Laxminarain Pandeya, 
I would like to confess that I have no 
doubt at all in my mind that this 
Bill coming at this time is* inoppor¬ 
tune. If what we call as eligibility to 
vote or participate in the political pro¬ 
cesses of this country has got some¬ 
thing to do with what is called as 
maturity of mind, I do not think that 
the previous speaker, Shri K. C. Hai¬ 
der is having much to do with that, 
because you witnessed that he got 
absolutely upset over the use of a 
word which was made inadvertently 
when the hon. Minister concerned 
was trying to be helpful to the Mover 
of the Bill.

That, I do not think By any stretch 
of imagination, could be called as a 
mature outlook. If this is at the age 
at which we are, if we cannot be 
mature in our outlook, I wonder, 
with due deference to the hon. mem¬ 
bers as well as the Mover, how we 
can expect our younger generation to 
be so mature. 

Time being limited, the other point

Because an hon. member 
from a rightist faction and another 
hon. member from the leftist faction 
join together under a common plank 
with a common programme of de¬ 
mands that does not mean that these 
demands have got any ideological 
backing. What is it that the youth 
of the country want today? Do they 
need jobs, spcial security, a productive 
part in the country’s economy or do 
they need the right to put their Votes 
in the ballot box? On the basis o* 
the competing priorities before the 
youth today, what is it that they need 
immediately? I wish Dr. Pandeya had 
gone to the youth in recent months. 
If in all sincerity, we So to the youth 
and ask them they will say, voting is 
a hypothetical right, one vote among 

the xhillions I 
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eft at a particular point of time, 
you can get a plebiscite in favour of 
anything and against anything. It is 
possible to manipulate. We politicians, 
are capable of all the trickery that 
the human mind is capable of.... 

If we see article 56. we see that 
the President of India should have a 
minimum age of 35.. Whey do not 
give that righet to a person who is 
21? (Interruptions.) 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Please conclude 
now. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: I am only urging 
that although it is well-intentioned, 
whatever is fashionable for the rich 
countries which he has referred to,. 
Australia, Canada and others, it is not 
relevant here. We have other priorit¬ 
ies. I think we should be able to de- 
politicalise the minds of our younger 
generation to the extent possible and 
put it on constructive lines and see 
that they are not seduced or abused 
by unscrupulous political organisa¬ 
tions. 

SHRlP. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Sir, I welcome and support 
this Bill moved by Dr. Laxminarain 
Pandeya. In fact, I was myself 
thinking on those lines. But then l 
found that a Bill on this subject was 
already on the anvil and only it had 
not received priority in the ballot so 
far. That is why 1 myself did not 
introduce a new Bill on this subject. 

* , » 

I would perhaps only say at the on¬ 
set that the age could have been 18 
instead ofl8, because from 13 to 19— 
Winston Churchill once said: “13 to 
l 4 r*fe* hire the years!*'—ene is. sup- 
be in oneV teens when one is 
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in the high school or college. By the 
time one reaches 19 one is 
At for exercising the 

right of voting . In any case,' I 
feel that the age of voting has to be 
lowered. What are the objections of 
Government to that? But before I 
come to those, may I say this, Mr. 
Chairman, Sir? On a debatp like this, 
as a matter of fact, on any debate in 
Private Members’ Business, do you not 
think, Mr. Chairman that it would 
be right and proper for the Ministers 
concerned to be present, instead of 
leaving the matters to their colleagues 
or deputies? I have the greatest res¬ 
pect of Shri Nitiraj Singh Chaudhuri 
But if the Private Members’ Business 
is to be given sanctity and respecta¬ 
bility, then a full-fledged member of 
the Cabinet should be present when 
such matters are being discussed. Sir, 
I am making this point for your consi¬ 
deration. 

Now, let us see what can be the 
objections of Government to this 
Bill? One would be that the expenses 
would go up because there would be 
more voters and the other would be 
that the number of voters would go 
up. Both these objections can be rul¬ 
ed out by saying that even without 
the lowering of the voting age, the 
expenses are going up and the num¬ 
ber of voters will also go up. But the 
real difficulty, and it is true not only 
of this Government but of many 
other governments which of late have 
accepted this amendment and reduced 
the age from 21 to 18, is that they 
are afraid of youth organisations and 
youth power. They feel that if the 
youth at 18 are given their right to 
vote, they will not vote for the estab¬ 
lished government of the day. That 
is why there is an inherent, almost 
built in, fear or complex on the part of 
various governments in democratic 
countries as well as non-democratic 
countries against giving the right of 
vote to the younger people at the 
of 18. ' , 

, ft’ 

Moreover, there may he the qPpK 
tien or a debate whether w^thoed 
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and responsibility are possible at the 
age ol 18. My hoh, friend, Shri 
Nayak, at least at the end of his 
speech made some valid point that 
in the Indian climate our youth at 
the age of 18 are not so better off 
compared to the youth of western 
countries, so far as their intellectual 
and mental development is concerned. 

I do concede the point that what is 
happening in our colleges and uni¬ 
versities today shows a certain amount 
of immaturity in the young boys and 
girls. But it is not their fault. To¬ 
day the colleges and universities are 
such that the boys and girls are not 
able to think independently, stand on 
their own legs and solve their own 
problems. There is too much of se¬ 
curity in our society. Parents are 
afraid that their children may go 
wrong, if they are given more free¬ 
dom. Therefore, they prohibit them 
from doing many things. .In the 
foreign countries, on the other hand 
the youth are given the freedom 
to commit mistakes. The youth in 
foreign countries psychologically,, in¬ 
tellectually and mentally are more 
active, responsible and advanced. But, 
then, that is not to suggest that be¬ 
cause the Indian students or youth 
lag behind, so they should be denied 
this privilege. They should be given 
the right to get involved in the de¬ 
mocratic set up at the age of 18. 

It is very difficult to say whether a 
person becomes an adult at 18 or 21. 
But there should be some pierce where 
to draw the line. I personally be¬ 
lieve that 18 years is good. If at this 
age one could join the army, or de¬ 
cide to marry and choose one’s life’s 
partner, or achieve majority for hand¬ 
ling financial, transactions, I do not 
know why the age of 18 is not good 
for choosing as to who will be the 
elected representative, MX.A., or M.P. 

SHRI NIMBALKAR (Kolhapur): 
no difference between choos¬ 
ing a wife and choosing an %HJP. 


SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAB: Both 
require a delicate judgment. In the 
case of choosing the wife or the hus¬ 
band perhaps there is no remedy. But 
in the case of choosing an MLA .or, 
MP, there is a remedy at the end of 
five year. 

Now, Sir, Dr. Pandeya has given 
several examples of countries like* 
U.K., U.S.A., Canada and other wes¬ 
tern European countries and also of 
countries in the developing world 
where the voting age has been re¬ 
duced from 21 to 18 years. If some 
of the countries in the developing 
world can take th e experiment bold¬ 
ly, I do not know why we in India 
cannot take this experiment and do* 
it boldly. I must say that, if you 
do not give this right to vote at the 
age of 18, it means that you are deny¬ 
ing a large number of young men and 
women of this country the rightful' 
privilege that they have got for in¬ 
volvement and participation in the 
democratic set-up of this country. If 
the right to vote is given at the age 
of 18, I am sure the intellectual 
climate and the mental make-up, about 
which I have made a reference a 
little while ago,, will eventually go 
up. After all, it is a question of which- 
must come first. Should you first 
make the young people more mature 
at the age of 18 than at the age of 
21 and then give them the right to- 
vote or should you give them first 
the right to vote at the age of 18,. 
thereby automatically and simultan¬ 
eously giving them the facility of bet¬ 
ter equipment in terms of mental 
make-up, better equipment iq terms 
of intellectual ability? Obviously, t 
prefer the latter. 

I want to conclude by suggesting . 
that the young must be able to parti¬ 
cipate meaningfully in aU tRe¬ 
activities of our country. Today* Sir r 
the tragedy is this: Before Indepen¬ 
dence, people of my generationhad 
the privilege of actively participating 
in freedom movement, in public fife, 
Izi public affairs, but t find, of late, 
particularly from the beginning of 
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our Independence till at least 1970 or 
1971, a large number of our youth, 
boys and girls and men and women 
of this eountry, shun politics, shun 
public life; they despise any kind of 
involvement in public life and try to 
keep aloof from it. If, however, we 
want them to be involved fully and 
meaninfgfully in the public and 
political life* of our democratic 
Republic, the starting point is giving 
them the right to vote at the age of 
18. It is good that Dr. Pandeya has 
not mentioned that the age in respect 
of MLA or MP should also be reduced 
to 18 years. He has not mentioned 
it. Therefore, I take it that he wants 
that the age in respect of MLA to 
remain at 21 and above, in respect of 
the Member of Lok Sabha at 25 and 
above, in respect of the Member of 
Bajya Sabha at 30 and above, in respect 
of the President of India at 35 and 
above. Ours is a country of young 
people. Majority of the people of 
new India are young people, vibrant 
with youthfulness and enthusiasm, 
and denying them the right to invol¬ 
vement and participation in the demo¬ 
cratic set-up is neither just nor fair 
■nor equitable nor decent nor right. 

In conclusion, I would say that this 
House, by a large majority, should 
support this valuable measure. I 
hope Government themselves will 
come forward with the proposal to 
reduce the voting age from 21 to 18 
years, so that the younger people 
who feel frustrated, who do not feel 
like joining the public and political 
life, will have a chance and opportu¬ 
nity to make themselves active to ex¬ 
press themselves both through the 
ballot-box and otherwise. Only this, 
can the country’s democratic set-up 
be further strengthened. 

PR, V. K. R, VARADARAJA RAO 
(Bellary): I rise to support this Bill. 

X am sorry I have to disagree from my 
colleague in Parliament from my own 
State, but I have some experience 
with the student community; I have' 


started teaching first in the year 1929 
and I know that the students to-day 
are in a state of great ferment and all 
sorts of things are being done by them 
and all sorts of things are being attri¬ 
buted to them. 

I do not think the question of Guja¬ 
rat or Bihar is relevant in ttfe context 
of the particular proposition that we 
are discussing, whether the voting age 
should be lowered from 21 to 18 or 
not. Nor must I say is there any re¬ 
levance in the speculation on the 
possibility of whom will these 18—21 
vote for if they are given the vote, 
whether they will vote for Congress 
or Communists or Jana Sangh or Swa- 
tantra or whether they will abstain 
from voting. It is a question of 
whether we should lower the voting 
age from 21 to 18 or not. I am not 
impressed by the question of ex¬ 
penses and so on. Elections are 
expensive and elections are bound 
to be more and more expensive 
in future unless you find some other 
way of curbing the cost of elections. 

I am not also wanting to bring in the 
fact that so many countries have done 
it. ■ If so many countries have done 
it, it is a good thing. If so many 
other countries have not done it, that 
also does not bother us. This is a 
question on which we have to take a 
decision ourselves. 

This country took a very historic 
decision when we decided to confer 
adult franchise on all men and 
women of the ag e of 21. But at that 
tim e there had been arguments about 
it. Many people could have said: the 
vast majority of this country are 
illiterate, they are superstitious, they 
are living in the medieval ages and it 
would not be possible to have any¬ 
thing like a parliamentary democracy 
in this country. But what have we 
found in actual fact? As a matter of 
fact, almost in the first factions, if I 
am not mistaken, in thd 1952 elec¬ 
tions, there was an orgaJfization called 
Hindu Mahasabha which put up candi¬ 
dates. Hindu Mahasabha obviously * 
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should have appealed to the illiterate, 
superstitious and medieval masses of 
this country and yet what did we dud, 
then? The Hindu Mahasabha was 
represented in thi s House by one or 
two Members while the vast majority 
of the electorate voted for people who 
did not go and talk only in the name 
. of Hindus or Hindu Maha Sabha. 

So, maturity is not something that 
is linked with literacy or, if I may 
say so, with the age of 21 or the age 
of 18. If the people of 18 are imma¬ 
ture, then I would say people of the 
age of 21 are also immature and I 
would go further and say that the 
people of the age of 60 and above 
are also immature. If you are going 
to have a limit of 21 for voting age, 
1 think there is some logic in also 
saying that people over a particular 
age should also be denied the right to 
vote... 

SHRI MOINUL HAQUB CHOU- 
DHURY (Dhubri): Professor, don’t be 
afraid. 

DR. V, K. R. VARADARAJA RAO: 
I am not afraid. It is Mr. Choudhury 
who should be afraid because he wants 
to stay longer in the Parliament. 
Therefore, let us not go into all these 
irrelevant questions. 

2he real question to-day seems to 
me that the students are being politi¬ 
calised. No question of their not 
being politicalised. They are being 
politicalised by th e back door. They 
are being politicalised by the Parties 
not openly expressing themselves. You 
have organization amount the students 
which are not branches of the political 
parties. They have different names 
and affiliations and connections. What 
kind of the connections—I do not 
know. Politicalisation is" some¬ 
thing which cannot be avoided 
and it seems to me that in terms of 
the growth of the students community 
in this country, whatever may be the 
resort they may b« taking recently to 


violence—-there are many reasons and 
this is not the time to talk about them, 

I would say this that the youfc$ltf. 
generation of to-day know more than 
the younger generation of my age or 
even of subsequent ages. It is so not 
only in this country, it is so all over 
the world. I would say that if we 
give them the vote, then they can 
become properly political. Political 
does not mean in the sense that they 
spend all their time in politics. A» a 
matter of fact, those who have got 
their vote at the age of 21 and above 
are not spending all their time in 
politics. Some of them are in busi¬ 
ness. some of them are in teaching, 
some of them are farmers and some of 
them are agricultural labourers. They 
are not spending all their time in 
politics but they have a sense of parti¬ 
cipation and responsibility in the gov¬ 
ernance of the country. They can 
take an intelligent, rational interest in 
what is happening in the country and 
come to informed judgments op the 
basis of their own evaluation and 
analysis as to what should be done 
as far as the country's problems are 
concerned. 

It seems to me that 18 is a good age. 

I do not know why oUr friend, Pro¬ 
fessor Mavalankar should be so apolo¬ 
getic and why he wanted it to be 19 1 
and he gave some reasons. Actually, 
18 means college-going population. 18 
divides th e Higher Secondary School 
and the so-called Junior College. It is 
really the dividing line from the regu¬ 
lar college. Students of the colleges 
ar e interested in politics. They dn 
not get opportunity to get political 
education by getting speeches, from 
active political workers and having 
the opportuity to Cross-examine ‘ 
them. It happens in Oxford and: 
Cambridge. I went from Bombay to 
Cambridge for my further education. 
In Cambridge there is the Cambridge 
Labour Club, the Cambridge Conser¬ 
vative Association, the Cambridge 
Liberal Associatiori and the Cambridge 
Marxist Club. Members of those 
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parties including Ministers would 
come to theij- functions and they will 
be cross-examined by the students. 
Thus the students are enabled to culti¬ 
vate political judgment instead of 
merely being taken in by political 
propaganda. And incidentally it gave 
them good training and it was a good 
training ground for those w ho went 
later on to take part in active public 
services and so on. 

Sir, I do not want to take more 
time because, I understand that there 
is one more speaker before 5-30. So, 
I would like to conclude by saying 
this. I do not say that this is going 
to solve the students’ problem; not 
at all. I am not saying that. 1 am 
not saying that giving vote to the 
Students will solve the problem of 
unemployment. Well, what happens is 
this. You have to give the vote to the 
people of the age of 21 and over. I do 
not want to reel out before you the 
statistics of unemployment. But I can 
assure you that the vast majority of 
literate registered unemployed in this 
■country are voters. They are over the 
age of 21. Therefore, having the vote 
and being unemployed has no connec¬ 
tion at all. I think, Sir, if we give 
the right to vote to students, to young 
men of 18 and over, it will bring a 
Tittle greater measure of political res¬ 
ponsibility among the younger gene¬ 
ration, Rightly or wrongly, the 
younger generation are taking part in 
politics. They did take part in the 
Gujarat agitation; they are taking part 
in the Bihar agitation. It is no good- 
sitting in this House and making 
speeches is not going to stop them. 
One should go to Bihar if one wants 
to stop them or argue with them. 

So, what I want to say is this. It is 
not merely a question of taking part 

agitations or not. Students are 
political. They are being politicalised. 
But they are not being politicalised . 
oh right lines. And X suggest that if/ 


they are made voters, then, the politi¬ 
cal parties will take more sefiaua inte¬ 
rest in them, more responsible interest 
in them, more open interest in them, 
and we will have better informed 
political judgment on the part of the 
students. Therefore, whole-heartedly 
support the intention behind this Bill 
that speedier action should *be taken 
to lower the voting age in this coun¬ 
try from twenty-one to eighteen. 
Thank you.

HALF-AN-HOUR DISCUSSION SET- 
ING UP OF SHIPYARD AT HALDIA 
PORT 

PROF. SAMAR GUHA (Contai): Me. 
Speaker, Sir, I wish to draw the 
attention of the hon. Minister in regard 
to the necessity of having a shipyard 
at Haldia port. 

As the report goes, the Government 

have almost decided that in the Fifth 

’ • 

Five Year Plan they are going to set 
up two additional ship building yards 
and have already been allotted for 
that of Rs. 50 crpres. Out of . three 
existing shipbuilding yards—one at 
Bombay, one at Cochin and' one -at 
Vizag and the additional one at 
Cochin—we find that three are in the 
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vest coast and one in the South. 
Naturally, the question of having one 
or two more ship-building yards as 
proposed in the Fifth Plan may be 
considered somewhere near the eastern 
region or eastern coast. I do not make 
a proposition from any regional con¬ 
sideration but from distributive point 
of view to help the industrial complex 
of the Eastern region. So, at least one 
shpuld be in the east coast. That 
would be in keeping with the policy 
of the Government to have a ship¬ 
building yard in the eastern region on 
the east coast for the benefit of the 
eastern region as well. 

Sir, in 1973. the Government have 
set up one techno>economic committee 
under Brig. Narula to go into it and 
study in depth where the locations of 
the two additional shipbuilding yards 
should be. It appears a number of 
claims were put forward before this 
Committee by different States. This 
Committee have gone carefully into 
these claims. It appears that the 
whole report has not been placed 
Haldia, Paradeep. Hazra in Gujarat, 
Culavangi a nd Gangra were selected 
as durable projections. 

As I have already said, out of these 
two additional ship-building yards, at 
least one additional shipbuilding yard 
should be in the eastern region. As 
regards Culavangi, the question does 
not arise. 

17.34 hrs. r . 

[Dr. Henry Austin —in the Chair] 

Naturally the choice is between 
Paradeep and Haldia. Whether it 
would be established at Paradeep or 
at Haldia, I do not want to have it 
examined from any regional point of 
view. If the shipbuilding yard is at 
Paradeep, T Shall consider it as a 
national shipbuilding yard for the 
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whole country. If it is dt' Haldia, 
certainly, my friends from Orissa will 
consider this as much as a part for 
Orissa also. Thousands of Oriya 
workers are working at Kharagpur 
will be benefited. I am not going into 
the merits at all from any regional 
perspective. But, as it appears to me 
from the report in the presf, that three 
models for shipbuilding have been 
proposed by the Expert Committee— 
Model No. I for 36,000 to 60,000 DWT, 
Model No. II for 1,20,000 to 1,80,000 
DWT and Model No. Ill for 2,25,000 
to 3,60,000 DWT. Sir, for model num¬ 
ber one four and five probable sites 
for setting up the new ship-building 
yard were considered a nd all those 
sites were found suitable for this 
model. For model number two Cula¬ 
vangi, Paradip and Hazra were found 
suitable and for the third model only 
Haldia and Hazra were found suitable. 
Hazra is on the West coast whereas 
we want to set-up the new ship¬ 
building yard on the East edast. So, 
on merit also the Haldia site is the 
most suitable. Also, according to the 
suggestions made bv the techno-expert 
committee Haldia is the site where a 
ship building yard for the three 
models suits. As regards Paradip 
model number two fits in. 

In 1971 another committee was set¬ 
up by the Government to go into the 
issue as tot whether a shipbuilding 
yard can be set-up at Haldia and that 
Committee report was in favour of 
having a ship building yard at Haldia. 
In 1972 a Working Group was set-up. 
The Working Group also considered 
the various issues involved and favour¬ 
ably placed the report in favour of 
Haldia. In November last year the 
hon’b 1 " predecessor of our present 
hon’H Minister almost disclosed hie 
mind quite favourably, in this House 
in regard to the suitability of having 
a ship building yard at Haldia and ft 
also appeared from the Pres* reports 
that the Defence Ministry atso favour¬ 
ed from defence considerations* to 
have a ship ^uftding yard at Haldi*, 
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There are other considerations 
that hav e to be taken into 
account from the point of 
view of infra-structure required for 
setting up such a ship building yard. 

It is known to everybody that Haldia 
has developed a new port and its 
capability of handling ships of 
different DWT is not only greater 
than Paradip or any other sites sug¬ 
gested but also a helpful new indus¬ 
trial complex is going to be built up 
at Haldia. There is another advantage. 
Haldia has the transport not only of 
rail and road but alscT inland river 
transport. This facility is available 
only in the case of Haldia. Also Cal¬ 
cutta which is a major terminal port 
has an easy connection with Haldia. 

For ship repairs, for getting spares, 
for getting other facilties etc. you can 
easily have such a mojor terminal 
port to assist the shipbuilding yard at 
Haldia. The steel and the f«.el plants 
complex is also very near Haldia and 
the transport is also very easy. Fur¬ 
ther, engineering facilities, spare 
parts, repair facilities are also very 
easily available for Haldia because of 
the Greater Calcutta complex of the 
industrial belt. In regard to pilotage, 
towage, cargo handling dredging faci¬ 
lities also, Haldia provides almost an 
ideal site for having a shipbuilding 
yard. 

I have already said that if you want 
to have a shipbuilding yard, you must 
have a very good hinterland with 
all the facilities that I have already 
referred. This hinterland which can 
provide the necessary infrastructural 
aids and assistance is already there, 
because the industrial development of 
Greater Calcutta is known to one and 
all. 

Further, the West Bengal Govern¬ 
ment have already offered a big piece 
df land for having a shipbuilding yard. 
I have been told Government have 
sent th« Narnia Committee report for 
prepare in. the project report with 
foreign consultancy. I shall be happy

if the hon. Minister will tell u# what 
foreign consultancy is there what 
type of projects they are going to pre¬ 
pare and submit. 

My only concern is that the decision 
should not be delayed. The more you 
delay the decision, the higher the cost 
of construction of the shipbuilding 
would become. If we can start as 
early as possible, th e cost can be kept 
at a lower level. For this reason I 
would like to know when the foreign 
consultancy report and project report 
would be ready, when Government 
are going decide where the site would 
be and so on. There is no regional or 
any other question involved here, but 
if is purely a question of merit. I 
hope the hon. Minister will agree 
that Haldia is a suitable site for hav¬ 
ing a shipbuilding yard and the work 
will be taken up early without fur¬ 
ther delay lest the cost should go up.

at the very outset I will like to tell 
the hon. Minister that the two pro¬ 
jects viz. the consrtuction of the Hal- 
di* Port and tile construction of Hal- 
dia Shipyard are somewhat inter-

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linked. Since it has been finally deci¬ 
ded that the Haldia Port will be cons¬ 
tructed as a subsidiary of the Calcutta 
Port, I would like to know what steps 
are proposed to be taken for fiesilting 
and dredging the shallow strip bet¬ 
ween the Sagar Island and the Cal¬ 
cutta Port so that big ships are en¬ 
abled to approach this port without 
difficulty. I would further like to 
know whether the decision that was 
taken at the time of sanctioning the 
Haldia Port Project regarding the 
maximum tonnage of the ships that 
will v be able to anchor at this 
port has since been revised. What 
will be the maximum tonnage 
of the ships that' will be able 
to come up to this port according to 
the latest calculations and estimates 
of the Government? Sir, it hag been 
estimated that in 1978-79 the volume 
of ships to be handled at th e Haldia 
Port will be almost three times the pre¬ 
sent traffic. I would like to know 
whether Government kept this aspect 
in view in the planning and construc¬ 
tion of the Haldia Port. 


Sir, the first phase of the work of 
construction of the Haldia Port was 
originally scheduled to be completed 
by June 1974. But I am sorry to learn 
that this time scheduled has been 
extended by one year after the first 
visit of the hon. Minister Shri Kamla- 
pathi Tripathi to the site. I will like 
to know why the time has been ex¬ 
tended, I fail to see any justification 
for this. I will further like to know 
from the hon. Minister why a final 
decision has not yet been taken for 
the construction of the Shipyard at 
the Haldia Port although this was 
strongly recommended by the Nural 
Committee long back. When will the 
Government take a final decision in 
this regard and work will commence 
On the project? 

It has been very rightly pointed out- 
by the him. Member Shri Samar Guha 
that the mere delay is there in taking 
the final decision, the cost of building 
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this shipyard will go higher and 
higher. The cost will go up immensely. 
We are already seeing that as the 
completion of the Haldia Port is tak¬ 
ing more time, the cost of its construc¬ 
tion is going up very fast 

Sir, I am speaking from h national 
perspective and on behalf of my 
brethem, whether he lives on the East¬ 
ern Coast or the Western Coast or the 
Southern Coast, that there is a great 
need for more and more ports on our 
vast and extensive coastland. The 
demand for more ports are growing* 
Let more ports and Shipyards be cons¬ 
tructed in all the regions. 

Sir, I want to know when the work 
on the Haldia Shipyard will finally 
start and when wil it end? How much 
time will it take to be completed and 
what will be its final capacity?

No delay is being made. We ourselves^ 
are very particular to go ahead as soon 
as possible. It is a very big invest¬ 
ment; it wil be more than Rs. 60 to 
2 Q 0 crores invested in two shipyards. 

It will be a very big investment. So, 
there should be proper and detailed 
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project reports, site, etc., all these 
should be considered very seriously 
before we take up the project. We 
are going to have our .reports within 
five or six months and then Govern¬ 
ment will take a decision. 

So far as Haldia is concerned, Mr. 
Samar Guha has already said so many 
things in favour of Tfeldia. I myself 
have visited Haldia this time. When 
I went to Calcutta, I went up to Haldia. 
The port is going to be completed and 
then it will be able to receive bigger 
ships of the size of 1,80,000 DWT. I 
told those people that it should be 
completed by the middle of 1875. 
They say that perhaps by the end of 
March or April that Port will be comp¬ 
leted. In the meantime, the reports 
will be available from the consultants 
and then Government will take a de¬ 
cision and go ahead with the job. 
As I had said in Calcutta and it was 
all published in the Press that Haldia 
has a very good case. But we cannot 
make any commitments to-day because 
the reports are to come five or six 
months hence and after that, a final 
decesion is to be taken. But, as far 
as tfie points in favour of Haldia are 
concerned, we have already stated and 

I know these points are there. So, 
there will be no unwarranted delay 
and we are ourselves particular about 
it and we shall try to go ahead as 
early as possible.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; I 
have given this information in the 
main part of the reply. We found 
that as a result of irregularities with 
regard to Vanaspathi oil, hydro¬ 
genated vegetable oil, cement, sugar, 
etc. 46 licences have been conceited. 
The total number of people prosecut¬ 
ed is 290. Out of that 22 are under 
DIR and 268 are under Essential 
Commodities Act. That means, 290 
people are being prosecuted. About 
the other commodities, I require some 
time because I will have to collect the 
information. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Taking into 
consideration the main action that was 
taken, I must compliment them for 
the good work that they h3ve done. 

But at the same time I would like 
to offer an advice to the Government 
that a regular campaign of these 
anti-hoarding activities should be 
undertaken. The people should be 
told about these things that the 
severest punishment would be meted 
out to them who indulge in these 
anti-social activities; such sorts of 
country-wide campaign must be un¬ 
dertaken. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We are bestowing our attention in 
this respect and it is a, continuous 
process. In the present conditions of 
distress, nobody sEhouid hbld, 8ny 
quantity exceeding the requirements.

Minister kindly tell us (a)/ 
whether the wheat Control Order was 
amended on June 17 on the- represen¬ 
tation made by Foodgrain dealers to 
the Union Minister with the result 
that the police were not able to raid 
the - hoarders’ godowns themselves 
unless they had taken prior permis¬ 
sion of the Food Commissioner which 
delayed the whole thing; if so, what 
is the reason for this thing? If not 
why did they not contradict it in the 
Press? And secondly is it a fact that 
Mr. Radha Raman has said that he 
was not very satisfied about the 
manner of the raid as the information 
on the raid has apparently leaked out 
to important traders, and, as a result 
of these things, big dealers got away 
and small ones were trapped? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Some order was amended on 17th 
June, 1874 but, to say that it was 
amended at the instance of the 
traders or somebody else is not 
correct. Again, as a result of the dis¬ 
cussion between the Delhi Adminis¬ 
tration and the Government of India, 
it has been decided to have status quo 
ante. His point is that the police in¬ 
spector should have the right to 
search etc. even without consulting 
the civil supplies commissioner. The 
Delhi Administration amended the 
order end they have taken our con¬ 
currence. Perhaps the notification 
would be issued in a day or two that 
the police inspector, without consult¬ 
ing the Civil Supplies Commissioner, 
is authorised to make searches. 

SHRI JOYTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, he 
has not replied my main question 
the power from raiding i s taken away 
from the police. Why 1; it that the 
police is required to consult the Civil 
Supplies Commissioner? Now you 
say that it has been amended. That 
was amended primarily on 17th June, 
This is what I want to ask. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE; 
As regards the remaining part of his 
question namely that the news leaked 
out, I would say that Shri Radha 
Raman himself contradicted and has 


stated that this press report is not 
correct. And actually raids were 
carried out so secretly that* nobody got 
the news. To say f that somebody- 
some big parties—escaped is not cor¬ 
rect. I may tell the hon. Member that 
of all wholesale dealers in wheat not 
a single one was excluded from this. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Sir, be 
has not replied why the order was 
amended. 

MR. SPEAKER: You will please 
sit down. Now, Shri Tiwary. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: May I know- 
from the hon. Minister out of 292 
persons, how many have been let oft 
on bail and how many are still in jail7 
Has any instruction been sent not to> 
release them? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We cannot send instructions once it 
becomes a judicial case. It is withinr 
the competence of the magistrates to 
release or not to release. The hon. 
Member is now aware that the 
Essential Commodities Act has been 
amended by an Ordinance and strin¬ 
gent punishments have been incorpo¬ 
rated in the Act itself. And naturally, 
the law would take its own course and 
those who are guilty will be given an 
exemplary punishment; That is our 
expectation.

SHRl INDRAJIT GUPTA: Is the 
hon. "Minister aware that in Delhi 
some non-official bodies like the 
Citizens Committees and certain orga¬ 
nisations set up by various mass 
organisations and political parties 
have offered to cooperate by supply¬ 
ing the volunteers and so on in this 
de-hoarding drive and also by supply¬ 
ing information regarding the con¬ 
cealment of hoarded stocks at various 
places? Is it also a fact that the 
Delhi Administration is not showing 
any enthusiasm to cooperate with 
these non-official agencies? What is 
the Government’s policy in this 
regard? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I can only say that if comments are 
required about Delhi Administration 
they should be complimented. So 
far 1,601 raids had been conducted by 
the Administration i n such a small 
area. It shows their earnestness. 
Therefore, it would not be right 
to say at they have not been acting. 
If there are any other suggestions, we 
welcome those suggestions from the 
public as well as from the hon. Mem¬ 
bers which we shall pass on to the 
Delhi Administration. The very fact 
that they carried such by raids 
which had a solutary effect on making 
available in ttui market the foodgrains 
shows that the Delhi Administration 
deserves a compliment. 


. SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Delhi is a deficit area. Whatever 
wheat comes here it comes under 
licence from Punjab and Haryana. As 
a result of these raids wet find the 
tendency to hoard is less. The market 
available of foodgrains is there. Delhi 
being a large city almost 35,000 
tonnes of wheat and 4,000 tonnes of 
rice are being allotted from the 
Central Pool. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: Sir, the 
Minister is totally incorrect when he 
says that the premises of almost all 
the big dealers of foodgrains were 
raided. I can give a number of names 
of such dealers in Narela, Najafgarh 
and Mehrauli where hundreds of 
foodgrain dealers are reported to 
have stocked large quantities of 
wheat and their premises were not 
raided at all because of their having 
political backing. I want to know 
from the Government what action 
they propose to take against them? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I referred to all wholesale dealers in 
wheat. Their number is 280 and all 
these establishment were checked. I 
stand by that -statement.

(SHRI B. P. MAURYA) (a) to <c>: 
A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House. 

STATEMENT 

(a) Yes, Sir. 

(b) Vanaspati industry has ex¬ 
pressed its dissatisfaction with the 
increase in vanaspati prices ranging 
from Rs. 1,800 to Rs. 2,200 per tcr.me 
at producer's level in the different 
zones sanctioned by the Government 
on the 15th June 1974 as it fell short 
of its expectation by about Rs. 500 
per tonne; The industry hat; pointed 
out that unless, the vanaspati prices 
are de-controlled or alternatively, 
allowed to fluctuate in step with the 
prices of indigenous oils used in its 
manufacture based on fortnightly 
tevieWs, the production of vanaspati 
will fluctuate, rising or falling, 
according as the prevailing oil prices 
are lower or higher than the oil base 
in the vanaspati prices. 

(c) Though the production of 
vanaspati has noticeably picked up 
after the last price increase, shortage 
is continuing to be felt. Vanaspati 
production can be improved princi¬ 
pally by augmenting the availability 
of edible oils. Government’s attempts 
ore Concentrated at increasing the 
production of traditional, and na.i- 
traditional oil seeds like soyabean and 
sunflower seeds, and encouraging the 
industry to use more of cottonseed 
oil, rice gran oil etc. by continued 
grant of fiscal incentives. 

SHRI TARUN GOGOL* May I 
know from the hon. Minister that 
there is scarcity of availability of 
Vanaspati at the controlled price 
while it is uot so at the black-market 
price which it round about Rs. 14-15 
per kilo, Is it a fact that this scarcity 
Is especially created in order to pot 


pressure oh the Government So that 
the Government may accede to their 
demand for de-control? If so, What 
steps have been taken? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: In the 
month of June the total production , 
was 17,600 tonnes while the need of 
the day is about 60,080 tonnes per 
month. So, it is not correct to say 
that' there is artificial shortage. 
Secondly, it is an admitted fact when 
there is shortage of any article some 
portion of it goes in Hie blackmarket. 
It is correct there are some cases 
when the vanaspati 'was available in 
blackmarket and not on the controlled 
rate but this blackmarketing is there 
only because of short production. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY: Would 
the hon. Minister kindly tell us 
whether there is in fact a shortage 
of vanaspati or not in the market? 
Can we get our facts straight in the 
beginning? Is there a shortage or 
not? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: Yes, there 
is shortage. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY: If there 
is shortage, the answer that my 
colleague was wanting was whether 
Government were taking any steps to 
control the blackmarketing that was 
obviously going on. 

SHRI B.'PT MAURYA: So far as 
the Government of India is concern¬ 
ed, there is control on vanaspati and 
we have fixed the prices. But unfor- 
uttatSly, because of acute shortage, 
that vanaspati is not available at that 
price, 

SHRI J. MATH ^ GOWDER: What 
is the present total production of 
vanaspati in the country and what is 
the estimated demand? 

SHRI B, P. MAURYA: The. esti¬ 
mated demand k something, ttke-i.0 
lakh tonnes per yaa* Tbe total pro* 
duction last year Iras of the order «f 
4.40 lakh tonnes, .Id ApfiJ this ^ear 
it was 40,400 tonnes; in May it came 
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down to 35,200 tonnes and fci June, 
it came down to l7,600 tonnes. 

SHRI S. H. D'AMANI: While re¬ 
plying to a supplementary question, 
the hon. Minister had said that the 
demand was 8.5 lakh tonnes ner 
aiinun while the production had come 
down to 17,600 tonnes and therefore, 
there was shortage. May I know the 
reasons why production is not in¬ 
creasing? Is there shortage of raw 
material? What are the main reasons 
why production is not coming up, and 
what ere Government doing about it? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The price 
of the edible oils which are used in 
the manufacture of vanaspati, and 
especially groundnut oil and other 
oils is almost higher than the oil base 
in vanaspeti price. 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI C. SURAMANIAM); If I 
may supplement the answer, I would 
say that in the past, the production 
of vanaspati was mainly based on 
imported cheap oil. In the interna¬ 
tional market also, the prices have 
shot up, and we are not in a position 
to import tftfese oils for the purpose 
of their bring sold to the vanaspati 
producers. This is the real difficulty. 
Therefore, we have to mainly depend 
upon purchases in the market within 
the country where the prices are 
ruling high. The raw material for 
vanaspati is itself an edible raw 
material, and that is why unless there 
is some relation between the two, the 
processing cannot he done. If, as has 
been suggested to us, we decontrol, 
that would mgan that there would be 
a raid oh the raw oil here, further 
pushing UP the prices, here. That is 
why we want to control it.

SHRI PILOO MODY: I heard a 
most peculiar policy statement from 
die Cabinet Minister cm this subject. 
He says that the raw material fpr 
vanaspati is also edible and that the 
pnice of this raw material would go 
up if vanaspati was made. - f There¬ 
fore, ft appears that it is the policy 
of Government to. stop vanaspati 
from being made because the install¬ 
ed capacity of vanmqM# ft* this 
county, is 2} tiinee dtft; 
this country, the installed,' capacity 
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being something more than 15 lakh 
tames and the demand being in the 
neighbourhood of 6i lakh tonnes. The 
Minister says thait they were sub¬ 
sidising imports and imports are no 
longer available. It is not a question 
of subsidy. Would it, not, therefore, 
be logical fo come to the conclusion 
that vanaspati cannot be made in this 
country unless they decontrol vanas¬ 
pati and allow the price to be at least 
in keeping with that of the raw 
materials put into it? 

MR. SPEAKER: It is a suggestion. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I want to 
know the policy. Is it the policy of 
Government to stop manufacturing 
vanaspati? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: It is 
not the policy to stop production of 
vanaspati, but certainly it is not the 
policy of Government to allow them 
to exploit the situation. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: What is ex¬ 
ploitation? Exploitation is non¬ 
availability. Just because they get 
ghee from Parliament House, they 
do not want vanaspati to be made.

SHRI INDRAJIT GUPTA: He did 
not reply to the last part of Sbri 
Madhukar’s question. What prevents 
Government from taking the stocks 
from the manufacturers at the con¬ 
trolled rate and distributing them 
through the public distribution agen¬ 
cies? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: I have sub¬ 
mitted it is a question of policy and 
needs consideration. It can be con¬ 
sidered. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: It may not 
be a deliberate, wilful policy to cause 
harassm 0 . 1 t to the consuming public 
who are exasperated on account of 
the shortage of vanaspati. The in¬ 
stalled capacity is more than double 
the demand, the only thing correctly 
stated by Shri Piloo Mody in his 
question. May I, therefore, know of 
the Minister whether or not this year 
the position of oil in the international 
market is far better than what it was 
i n the preceding year? If so, will the 
Government assure the House that 
they will import adequate oil not to 
enable larger profits in the hands of 
those who have been exploiting people 
but to take up the working of the 
vanaspati units at a nominal rate of 
one rupee per year and manufacture 
vanaspati and remove the curse under 
which the whole country is suffering 
today? 

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: There 
is a programme for importing Mine 
oil, but not adequate, to meet oil the 
demands because of the OOtuttetete of 
foreign exchange, With rijjp^to 
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taking over vanaspati units, it is a 
policy question and certakily the hon. 
Member does not expect a statement 
during the Question Hour. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: One of the reasons why 
there is shortage of vanaspati is that 
refined oil and vegetable butter are 
Riot controlled. Most of them refine 
the oil because they get the benefit. 
Similarly they are producing some 
kind of butter. That is why produc¬ 
tion is less. Are the Government 
iconsidering the control of the prices 
of The refined oil and vegetable butter 
so that the units may make more 
vanaspati ghee. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: So far as 
fixation of price of edible oil is con¬ 
cerned. it is very complicated. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: They are refining oil. 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: That can 
'be considered. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: I want to know whether 

they will consider controlling the 
prices of refined oil and vegetable 
butter. 

MR. SPEAKER: His answer is 
that it will be considered.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It is true that there is a gat> betweer 
demand and supply of ferti.isers in 
this country. According to cur 
opinion—there may be two opinions 
on it—the gap would be about 25 pe; 
cent. But if we take into considera¬ 
tion the actual demands put up bv 
he State Governments, the gap is 
much wider—more than 40 per cent. 
But the impression should not go round 
that the fertiliser availability this 
year would b e lower than in previous 
years. Actually it would be larger. 
Last year, we distributed 27 to 23 
lakh tones. This year the likely 
availability would be 32 to 33 lakhs

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
It would be difficult to say whether 
there would be complete parity- 
between prices of industrial produc¬ 
tion ar.id agricultural production. 
Regarding the question whether the- 
increase in fertiliser prices would be 
reflected in the prices of of agricul¬ 
tural commoditiejs, naturally this will 
be taken into consideration. We refer 
it to au expert body like the Agricul¬ 
tural Prices Commission. We consult, 
the Chief Ministers also. Then we 
come to a conclusion. Our approach 
is that the farmer’s interest has to be 
protected, of course taking into con¬ 
sideration the overall economic situa¬ 
tion and reconciling the interests of:

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SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Administratively ii.wiil bedifficult 
to operate twopcket, tor small 
farmers and another tot others. It 
will lead to malpractices. As to what 
needs to be. done togive relief to the 
poo®. farmers, I think availability of 
adequate credit in time is the solu¬ 
tion and that is our approach. 

SHRI SHIVAJI RAO S. DESH- 
MUKH: For the last so many years, 
before the increase in petroleum 
prices, price of fertilisers had been 
continuously falling all over the 
world while in India it has been in¬ 
creasing. What is the rationale be¬ 
hind this? JThe Indian farmer, who 
is the poorest in the world, has to 
pay the highest price for fertilisers. 
The mixture Suphala has been ad¬ 
judged by experts as unsuitable for 
grain production in Maharashtra and 
yet the price of suphala is equal to 
lhat of urea. What is the rationale 
behind this? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHIND: 
By and large, about 50 per cent of 
our requirement of fertilisers is met 
by domestic production and 50 per 
cent by import. As a result of the 
energy crisis, the prices of crude 
which is’the raw material or naphtha, 
which in turn is the raw material for 
fertilisers, had increased throughout 
the world and not only in India. 
Secondly, the international price of 
fertilizer in 1972 was Rs. 500 per 
tonne which rose to Rs. 800 per tonne 
in 1973. Now the landed cost is 
Rs. 2,800 to 3,000 per tonne. So, you 
can imagine how many times the 
price increase has taken place. If we 
would not have increased the price, 
then Government would have been 
required to pay a very big amount to 
the tune of Rs, 470 crores as subsidy 
and that amount would have to be 
raised either by additional taxation 
or deficit financing, Which is not 
desirable in the present state of our 
economy. $fberStore,. Government 
had, to’ talfe this decision Uhder fire 
present compelling circumstances. As 
far as- supheda is- concerned, it cannot 
be used Ju sorpe particular soils. So 


far as other soils are concerned, it 
is a very useful complex mixture, t 
do not think the Observations of the 
hon. Members are correct.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I quite appreciate the question put 
by the hon. Member. Taking into con¬ 
sideration the difficulties experienced 
by the small farmers, we advise ail 
the State Governments that on the 
basis of the production programme 
the fertilizer should be made available 
to the small farmers also so that only 
some farmers are not in a position to 
mop up the fertilizer. The other 
difficulty for the small farmers is the 
availability of credit in time. If it 
is tied up. 1 think this problem can be 
solved. But I do concede the point 
that it is a very difficult problem 
which will require continuous atten-. 
tion from the State administration 
and from all of us. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: If the 
Government is going to argue that 
beeausei of the inflation they have 
withdrawn the subsidy on fertilizers, 
how iM 'it going to ft&lft the jdttsatibn. 
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ibecause when they increase the price 
•of fertilizers ultimately the market 
price of foodgrains is going to go up? 
3 do not know how you justify it on 
the ground of inflation. 

SHltl ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
I had already explained why the 
Government of India had to take 
this very unpleasant decision. In the 
prevailing circumstances there is no 
other alternative. Any subsidy in 
fertilizer would have brought in more 
problems of distortion in the economy 
“That is our understanding of the 
problem.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
First of all, I would like to dispel 
the impression of the hon. Member 
that the charges of the public sector 
organisation are High. This impres¬ 
sion is totally incorrect. We had 
asked the All-India Foodgrains Dea¬ 
lers’ Association to submit to us a 
statement as to what are their inci¬ 
dental and other charges. They have 
given the figures—it is under the 
signature of Shri Bhani Ram Gupta, 
Secretary of the All-India Foodgrains 
Dealers’ Association. The statement 
shows that the cost of incidentals and 
handling charges comes td.Rs. 30.80 p. 
As compared to that, it is a much 
lower figure in the case of Food Cor¬ 
poration of India. Thereiore. 'his 
impression should not be there. 

As far as other part of the hon. 
Member’s question is concerned, 
whether any norms have been fixed, 
I am prepared to give the break-up. 
The close examination of the cost of 
incidentals and other charges shows 
that, as far as whetat is concerned, 
about 70 per cent of the cost is be¬ 
yond the control of the Food Corpo¬ 
ration of India because they are 
mandi charges, sales tax, gunny bag 
charges, transport charges, freight, 
etc. I have got all the details- I did 
not give the details because I did not 
want to take much time of the House. 

Secondly, as far as rice is concern¬ 
ed, 79 per pent of the cost of inci¬ 
dentals and other charges is beyond 
the control of the. Food Corporation 
of India due to pertain factors which 
are beyond their control. 

As regards remaining 30 per cent 
in respect of wheat and 21 per Sent 
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in respect of rice, recently, a study 
has been rpade by a Committee and 
certain repommendations have been 
made. It has been suggested as to 
what extent there is a possibility of 
reducing the coat of incidentals. The 
main thing that has dmerged is that 
more than Rs. 76 cror’es are arrears 
with the State Governments— 

MR. SPEAKER: May I request 
hon. Minister to be brief in his re¬ 
plies? He makes a regular speech; 
the hon. Member makes a regular 
speech. It is very difficult to dispose 
of the Question within a reasonable 
time. You should be brief. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB. P. SHINDE: 
On this I can only say that, if the 
hon. Member wants any details from 
me, I am prepared to furnish.

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
The general approach of the Gov¬ 
ernment of India is to charge the 
consumers the economic costs of 
foodgrains. Even then we find that 
there are a very large number of 
poor consumers in this country, and 
despite our efforts to charge economic 
costs, the subsidy involved comes to 
more than Rs. 100 crores, as has 
happened even this year. 

SHRI DJNESH CHANDRA GOS- 
WAMI: Whether it he that the 

handling charges of. FCI are more or 
less than in thet private sector, one of 
the allegations Is that the loss during 
handling in th* case of FCI by wax 
of wastage is much more than in the

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is a fact will the Minister tell Us 
whether any study has been made in 
that direction?

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as shortages are concerned, 
the figure which the traders have! 
given comes to one Kg. per quintal, 
and our storage loss during the last 
three years is broadly the same. 
There is no difference in that. 

As far malpractices and concern¬ 
ed, we are trying to strengthen our 
enforcement machinery, and vigilant 
public can also help us in this. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: The handling 
charges according to the statement 
given are somewhere Rs. 25. The 
procurement price Of wheat is 
Rs. 105 per quintal. I am told—and 
the Minister is aware of the fact— 
that the selling price of wheat in the 
south is anywhere between Rs. 350 
and Rs. 400 per quintal.

non-starter. If further blames the 
Government and says that it is due 
to faulty planning. 

I would like to know from the 
hon. Minister whether there is any 
truth in what he has said. If there 
is truth, what measures are the 
Government going to take to bridge 
the deficit and if there is no truth 
in the statement, has the Government 
dcfcied it? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The hon.

Minister whether since the beginning 
of the experiment of this foreign 
breed any improvement has taken 
place during all those years dhd if 
so< what is the improvement in the 
average milk production per cross¬ 


breed cow compared to the production 
of the indigenous cow? 

SHRI B. P. MAURYA: The cross¬ 
breed programme is a success. In 
general, if we get one Haryana cow 
or Sindhi cow or any other indige¬ 
nous cow giving one litre per day, 
crossdd with an exotic bull, which is 
from the mother giving 20 litres per 
day, the formula is twenty plus one 
divided by two and that means the 
cross-breed cow should give some¬ 
thing in the neighbourhood of 10 
litres per day. So, far as the pro¬ 
duction of the milk Is concerned, that 
is on the increase. The ratio of milk 
production to the population is as 
follows. The increase of the pro¬ 
duction of milk is 1.9 per cent, 
whereas the increase of the popula¬ 
tion is 2.3 per cent. So fai as the 
cross-breed programme is concerned^ 
there! is nothing wrong with that and 
it is a complete success.

2 kg. tins during the period between 
16th June, 1974 and 15th July, 1974 
was 7,187 tins and 2,715 tins, respec¬ 
tively. There was no production of 
vanaspati in tins of any other capacity. 

(b) It is a fact that vanaspati was 
packed in a larger number of 4 kg. 
tins than in 2 kg. tins. This is because 
the packing facilities are on the same 
filling machine, and the production is 
maximum within the installed facili¬ 
ties, if more 4 kg. tins are produced 
daily. No packs with one kg. capacity 
were produced because this factory 
does not have facility for packing of 
vanaspati in 1 kg. high density poly¬ 
thene packs. 

(c) There is no question of compen¬ 
sation to the shop-keepers who sell 
vanaspati loose by breaking the seals 
of the tins, because the price of vanas¬ 
pati and the empty tins has been fixed 
by the Delhi Administration ip such 
a way that there is no loss either to 
the shop-keeper or to the purchaser.

loaning procedures and policies of both 
cooperatives and commercial banks 
have been under continuous review in 
order to assist the weaker sections of 
the ..farming community to obtain cre¬ 
dit with greater facility. The role of 
commercial banks is supplementary to 
the resources of the cooperative credit 
structure. In a number of States com¬ 
mercial banks are providing finance to 
fanners through primary cooperative 
societies. Coordination between the 
two agencies namely, cooperatives 
and commercial banks, is effected by 
Coordination Committees both at the 
district and the State levels which are 
attended by the representatives of 
both commercial banks and the coope¬ 
ratives. At the national level also 
such a coordination is ensured through 
meetings convened by the Government 
of India and the Reserve Bank of 
India. 


Special concessions like liberalised 
share capital requirements in the case 
of cooperative credit; loans without 
instance on mortgage security; lower 
margin and longer repayment schedu¬ 
les, a continuous review of the flow of 
credit to the weaker sections and acti¬ 
vities of agencies like Small Farmers 
Development Agencies which avail of 
the services of both cooperatives and 
commercial banks are all designed to 
facilitate substantial flow of credit to 
the small and marginal farmers. The 
flow of such credit has been increasing 
as a result of these efforts. Thus 
loans advanced by primary Agricul¬ 
tural Credit Societies to small farmers 
having holdings upto 5 acres tenant- 
cultivators and agricultural labourers 
have increased from Rs. 131.00 crores 
in 1969-70 to Rs. 181.00 crores in 1971- 
72. The loans (outstundings) against 
farmers withholdings up(to 5 acre 
from State Bank Group and other 
Nationalised Banks have gone up 
from Rs. 40.55 crores at the end of 
December 1970 46.72 crores at the end 
of December, 1971.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER 1 IN THE 
MINISTRY OF SHIPPING AND 
TRANSPORT (SHRI PRANAB KU¬

Rationalisation of the entire route 
structure of Delhi Transport Corpora¬ 
tion on a scientific basis is proposed 
to be effected in a phased manner. As 
a first step, ‘Green Line Service’ (now 
known as ‘Sugam Seva’) was started 
in March, 1974 with a ten minute 
frequency. This was followed by in¬ 
troduction of ‘Mudrika Seva’ on Ring 
Road from 22nd May 1974, the fre¬ 
quency in this case also being ten 
minutes. A few feeeder services have 
also been introduced to link the Sugam 
Seva/Mudrika Seva. It is proposed to 
establish one Central Terminal each 
at Central Secretariat, Karol Bagh and 
Mori Gate.

Besides, 
some more major terminals will be 
provided on Ring Road where quick 
change over facilities will be avail¬ 
able. The object of the whole scheme 
is to enable fast transit along straight 
routes with quick change-overs at one 
or two points.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE (SHRI

(b). Some representations have been 
received from the Scientific and Tech¬ 
nical Staff Association of the I.AJLI. 
relating among others to the working 
conditions of scientists of the I.A.R.I. 
The main points represented by them 
are as under: — 

(i) Rationalisation of tHe grades/ 
cadres for research staff—Merger of 
the posts of Research Assistants, 
Senior Research Assistants and Class 
II with Junior Class I posts. 

(ii) Promotion of existing scientific 
staff irrespective of vacancies. 

(iii) Reservation of 50 per cent va¬ 
cancies in Junior Class I and 100 per 
cent upto Class II to be filled by pro¬ 
motion. 

(iv) Adoption and implementation of 
U.G.C. Grades. 

(v) Revision of pay scales. 

(Vi) Setting up of the Grievance 
Cells, Staff Councils and Joint Consul¬ 
tative Machinery. 

(vii) Discipline-wise placement of 
Junior Research Staff. 

(viii) Shortage of residential accom¬ 
modation. 

(ix) Liberalisation of study facilities 
in the I.C.R.I. and admissions out side. 
Withdrawal of fees levied on the de¬ 
partmental students admitted in the 
Post Graduate School of the I-A.R.L 

(x) Expediting the preparation of 
seniority lists and Quick finalisation of 
confirmation and quasi-permanency 
cases. 

(c) The following is the position re¬ 
garding the action taken relating to 
the above mentioned grievances:—- 

Items (!) and (Ii): The question of 
rationalisation of structure and pay 
scales of scientists in the 1CAW and 
their opportunities for career advance* 
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ment have bene dealt within the pro¬ 
posal £or New Per*omiei System- for¬ 
mulated for adoption in the Council. 
The proposal has been tent to the con¬ 
cerned Ministries and Departments of 
the Government of India for heir com¬ 
ments. After their comments are re¬ 
ceived. a final decision will be taken 
with-the approval of the appropriate 
authority. 

(iii) The ICAR Inquiry Committee 
recommended that 25 per cent of the 
vacancies in Junior Class I Scientific 
posts should be filled by Promotion. 
Orders have already been issued to the 
effect that 25 per cent of the vacancies 
in scientific posts in Junior Class I 
should be reserved for promotion from 
the lower grades. This applies to all 
Junior Class I posts lying vacant as 
on 31st March 1974. Director, I.A.R. 
I has been requested to implement 
immediately the decision. 

(iv) The question of grant of U.G.C. 
grade of pay has also been dealt with 
in the aforesaid proposal on the New 
Personnel System formulated for adop¬ 
tion in the Indian Council of Agricul¬ 
tural Research. Please see remarks 
relating to items (i) and (ii) above. 

(v) The Third Pay Commission did 
not examine the pay scales of I.C.A.R. 
However as per the Bye-laws of the 
I.C.A.R., the scales of pay applicable 
to the officers and staff in the service 
of the Society shall be the same as 
those prescribed by the Government of 
India for similar personnel except in 
cases where specially permitted. Re¬ 
vision of pay scales in the I.C.A.R. 
consequent on the Govt.’s decision re¬ 
garding scales of pay in rerpect of 
Class U, III and IV employees of the 
Government of India notified on 
13.11.1973 has already been given 
effect to and the arrears of pay to be 
paid in respect of these categories of 
employees as a result of the revision 
of pay scales have also been disbursed. 

In respect of Class I Officers in the 
common categories of pay including 
SUettfUltf,. ‘OfBqtea In the pre-revised 
scales at m 400-950 and Rs. 700-1250, 


revised p ay scales have been prescrib¬ 
ed and in respect at those officers who 
have opted for revised scale,; pay at 
the revised rate is being disbursed 
in the month of July, 1974 paid in 
August, 1974. The arrears of Pay «° B * 
sequent on this revision would be 
disbursed in August, 1974, As regards 
other Class I Officers a detailed pro¬ 
posal has been put up to the FJV. 
(Ministry of Finance} for their con¬ 
currence. This proposal is receiving 
the attention of the Financial 
Adviser. 

(vi) Instructions have already 
been issued to the Director, Indian 
Agricultural Research Institute for 
constituting Grievance Cells for each 
Division of the I.A.R.I. and also for 
the Institute as a whole to deal with 
the individual grievances t»f the 
officials of the Institute. In addition, 
a Staff Council Scheme has been 
drawn up for the Indian Council of 
Agricultural Research and its Insti¬ 
tutes. The Scheme was referred to 
the Department of Personnel and 
Administrative Reforms for their 
Administrative Reforms for their 
the scheme will be finalised with the 
approval of the Governing Body of 
the Council.

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(b) The Archaeology Review Gom- 
mittee, set up by the Government- of 
India in 1965, had recommended, that 
excavation and exploration activities 
should be removed from the functions' 
of the Circle Superintending Archaeo¬ 
logists of the Survey, so that they might 
be able to concentrate their efforts 
more effectively on the preservation of 
monuments. Furthermore, the Com¬ 
mittee had felt that in view of the 
heavy administrative responsibility of 
the Circle, the Officers undertaking 
excavations were unable to devote 
adequate time for the preparation of 
excavation-reports, which led to the 
reports falling in arrears. It was 
further recommended by the Commit¬ 
tee that in the Survey, excavation 
work may be undertaken by the 
Excavation Branches independent of 
the Circles, and had, acordingly, re¬ 
commended separate staff for this 
work. Major excavations, therefore, 
are now being undertaken by the 
Excavation Branches of the Survey. 

So far as exploration is concerned, 
due to limited allocation under the 
Fourth Five-Year Plan, the Survey 
found itself unable to carry out the 
large scale programme of Village-to- 
Village Survey of Antiquarian Re¬ 
mains. The Committee had, however, 
expressed the hope that the Universi¬ 
ties should be able to develop their 
resources, so that they might partici¬ 
pate more energetically in the pro¬ 
gramme of excavations and explora¬ 
tions. Keeping this in view, in the 
Fifth Five Year Plan it is proposed 
to undertake the Scheme of Village- 
to-Village survey with the active co¬ 
operation of the Universities and the 
State Departments of Archaeology.

techniques of fertilisation including 
foliar spray and adoption of latest 
plant protection techniques. Besides 
these, the programme of animal hus¬ 
bandry deluding supply of improved 
milch cattle, poultry and piggery 'de¬ 
velopment were also undertaken to 
benefit the participating farmers. As 
the farmers of the dryland areas are 
generally poor, incentives in the shape 
of Ipana and subsidies were provided 
to the farmers under the project areas 
during the Fourth Plan. This scheme 
is being continued during the fifth 
Five Year Plan' also, with an outlay 


of. Rs. 10.9 crores, so as to bring the 
farmers of the dryland areas more 
close to the new technology of dry-,' 
land farming through demonstrations 
and educational approach. 

A large number of demonstrations 
laid out on farmers fields have Indi¬ 
cated that by following the improved 
dry farming techniques, the increased 
agricultural production' is of the order 
of about 4 quintals per hectare, which 
is generally 50 to 100 per cent more 
than by growing crops with tradi¬ 
tional methods. 

Cash crops of cotton and oilseeds 
such as groundnut, sunflower, 
.safflower, castor, etc. which occupy a 
large acreage under dryland areas, are 
being developed through the introduc¬ 
tion of high yielding, short duration 
and drought resistant varieties, with 
package of practices including the use 
of fertilisers. Incentives in the form 
of subsidy are given for the introduc¬ 
tion of high yielding varieties of seeds 
and also for the use of fertilisers and 
pesticides on all crops including cash 
crops. Field demonstrations at full 
cost are also being laid at fanners 
fields in order to educate them about 
the new techniques for the .growing 
of these crops. It is hoped that with 
the vigorous efforts made under these 
projects, the farmers win be able to 
increase their production significantly 
not only in project arena but also in 
the neighbouring dry farming areas.

The provision 
mainly includes augmentation of fleet 
strength of Central Inland Water 
Transport Corporation Ltd., moder¬ 
nisation of Rajabagan Dockyard, 
running of river services on the 
Ganga, development and improvement 
of important waterways including 
ancillary facilities in different States, 
schemes for providing loan assistance 
to private entrepreneurs for acquisi¬ 
tion' and modernisation of vessels.

(b) Government does not acquire 
ships directly. Ships are acquired by 
the shipping companies-both in the 
public and private sectors. The total 
shipping tonnage in operation' and on 
order as at the end of 1st July, 1974 is 
3.54 million GRT and 1.75 million 
GRT respectively. Certain fiscal and 
other incentives are provided by the 
Government to the shipping companies 
for acquisition of ships, e.g. release oi 
free foreign exchange up to 20 per 
cent of the cost, of the ship, rupee loans 
at concessional rates from the Shipping 
Development Fund Committee, previ¬ 
sion of guarantees/counter-guarantees 
by the S.D.F.C. for raising foreign 
exchange loans, etc.

cases at roughly more than Rs. 26 
crores. A study has been carried out 
by the National Commission on Agri¬ 
culture on this subject and its final 
assessment has not yet become avail¬ 
able. 

(b) . Scattered livestock population 
spread over large number of small 
villages and inadequate means of com¬ 
munication accounted mainly for non¬ 
utilisation and inadequate utilisation of 
carcases. Ignorance of the flayers and 
lack of scientific means also leads to 
under-utilisation of car cases. 

(c) . Khadi and Village Industries 
Commission, Animal Husbandry and 
Industries Departments in various 
States Have set up flaying and carcass 
utilisation centres. State Governments 
have been requested % set up more 
carcass utilisation centres to ensure 
better utilisation of carcasses.

It was on this account that the Union 
Department of Agriculture had pre¬ 
pared a Model Bill for Regulation and 
Control bf groundwater development 
and had circulated to the State Gov¬ 
ernments after getting it vetted by the 
Union Law Ministry. 

(c) Steps taken in the matter in¬ 
clude: 

(i) insistence on technical scrutiny 
of the schemes from the ground- 
water availability angle before 
they are approved for financial 
assistance; 

(ii) setting up and strengthening

In the meantime, due to financial 
stringency and the imposition of a ban 
on the construction of all new non¬ 
functional buildings, a sum of Rs. 6.37 
crores has been provided for the cur¬ 
rent year for expenditure only on 
continuing schemes, residential and 
non-residential. The success achieved 
is, therefore, not significant. 

(c) In view of the difficult financial 
position, it is not possible to indicate 
any definite time limit. 

(d) The proposal sent to the Plan¬ 
ning Commission envisaged a capita] 
outlay of Rs. 183 crores, of which 
Rs. 150 crores was for residential pur¬ 
poses in the general pool.

The last review 
meeting was held on 24th June, 1974, 
under the Chairmanship of Union 
Works and Housing Secretary. 

(b) Although in some of the sectors 
of development, the targets could not 
be achieved due to various constraints 
including strike of engineers overall 
performance of the C.M.D.A. has been 
fairly satisfactory.

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Food grains lost carried through Rail¬ 
way Wagons 

974. SHRI SAMAR GUHA; WiU the 
Minister of AGRICULTURE be pleased 
to state:

When the wagons so diverted 
do not reach the destination Stations 
to which they were originally booked, 
the destination stations technically 
term them as ‘‘Missing’’. On the other

'and 1972-73, 41,999 wagons were re¬ 
ported as ‘Missing’. As against this, 
37,281 wagons were linked/traced and 
the transactions regularised. Efforts to 
trace other wagons are continuing, 
even though claims for ‘missing’ 
wagons have already been lodged with 
the Railways.

Yes; some Wheat Breeders 
as many other scientists of this coun¬ 
try, have taken up assignments abroad 
with the F.A.O. and other Organisa¬ 
tions; however, not all of them have 
emigrated. Those who have joined 
the F.A.O. and similar United Nations 
agencies have been recommended by 
the Government as part of the policy 
of assisting the other developing coun¬ 
tries. One of the primary reasons for 
Indian Scientists seeking and accept¬ 
ing foreign jobs is the attractive 
salary and facilities offered by foreign 
agencies which this country is not in 
a position to afford. However, in 
several cases where our scientists get 
jobs in International Agricultural Re¬ 
search Centres such as the Interna¬ 
tional Rice Research Institute, Phil- 
li pihes and the International Wheat 
and Maize Research Centre, Mexico, 
the presence -of our scientists in lop 


positions in such Institutes is of 
mutual benefit. 

(c) New personnel policies are cur¬ 
rently under development by the 
Indian Council of Agricultural Re¬ 
search which would give greater op¬ 
portunities for promotion and career 
advancement to the Agricultural Scien¬ 
tists in India. The salaries in our 
country will however, not compare to 
salaries in some of the developed coun¬ 
tries and the international organisa¬ 
tions/institutions in the foreseeable 
future and some of our scientists are 
likely to continue to accept jobs 
abroad in preference to jobs at home.

The 
details of implementation of the 
scheme are being worked out and 
these are likely to be circulated to all 
the State Governments shortly. State 
Governments are expeeted to take a 
decision after the detajjs are circulate 
ed. The Government of India have 
further decided that the State Gov- 
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ernments, which adopt these scales in 
the Universities and Colleges will be 
assisted from the Centre for a period 
of five years to the extent of 80 per 
cent of the additional expenditure in¬ 
volved in giving effect to the revised 
scales of pay on the conditions that (i) 
the State Governments will bear the 
entire balance of expenditure and will 
not pass on the liability for any por¬ 
tion of it to the Universities or the 
Managements of private-colleges; and

over the entire responsibility for 
maintaining the revised scales with 
effect from January 1, 1978. 


Scheme for Development of small port 
at Balasore

—to promote social cohesion and 
national integration, the Common 
School System as .recommended by 
the Education Commission should be 
adopted. All special schools like 
Public Schools should be required to 
admit students on the basis of merit 
and also to provide a prescribed 
proportion of free studentships to 
prevent segregation of social classes. 
This will not, however, affect the 
rights of minorities under article 30 
of the Constitution. 

As Education is a State subject, the 
State Governments and Union Terri¬ 
tory Administrations have to imple¬ 
ment the Primary Education Policy. 

The Education Systejn of the country 
includes, of schools maintained by 
Government, local bodies and private 
managements. Apart from the Con- 
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stitutional provisions giving right to 
minorities to establish and administer 
educational institutions of their choice, 
most State Governments have found 
that private managements if properly 
regulated can play a significant role 
in the provision of educational ser¬ 
vices in the country.

In order to 
supply this additional' allocation, it 
was necessary to obtain further con¬ 
tribution of rice to the Central pool 
from the surplus States which might 
not be forthcoming unless all avail¬ 
able stocks of fertilizer were imme¬ 
diately allotted to these States. This 
position was brought’ to the notice of 
Kerala Government and they were 
informed that unless immediate steps 
are taken to intervene and have the 
stocks moved- out of the FACT unit 
at Cochin it would not be possible for 
the Central Government to make the 
additional quantity of rice avail¬ 
able for the month of July. On this 
the Central Government was advised 
that necessary arrangements have 
been made for the transportation 
of urea stocks. There has been no 
stoppage of rice supply to Kerala.

SHRI JYOIRMOY BOSU: (Dia- 
mon Harbour): This is a very 
serious matter. 

MR. SPEAKER: May I ask the 

Minister to make a statement? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; No, 
Sir. Let me make a submission be¬ 
fore the House. I have been inform¬ 
ed by your Secretariat that my name 
is there. I thought you had called me 
I shall make a brief submission. 

MR. SPEAKER: One or two minu¬ 
tes. You have also mentioned in the 
motion. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Let us 
go by the usual drill that’ I make a 
submission: 

•‘This is the second occasion im¬ 
mediately preceding the presenta¬ 
tion of supplementary budget on 
31-7-74 that senior government’s 
spokesmen have said things which 
amount to a breach, of privilege as 
well as leaking out of budget sec¬ 
rets. I have an apprehension that 
this is being done purposely to 
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make people acept a stiff dose of 
taxation which would undoubtedly 
accelerate further price rise. 

“It has been widely publicised in 
the press that while addressing the 
aforesaid meeting Sardar Swaran 
sing has stated the following: 

“In fact I had this information 
sent by presses even verbally stat¬ 
ing that there will be further taxa¬ 
tion and price rise on steel and 
cement. 

“Mr. Swaran Sinjjh, External 
Affairs Minister when he said that 
further restrictions would be im¬ 
posed within one- week on the 
supply of cement and steel for buil¬ 
ding construction purposes, clearly 
hinted on a dual pricing policy. It 
is also to soak up some of the black 
money in the construction and 
real estate business. 

I further read in the same news 
items that his remarks had an obvious 
pointer towards a supplementary 
budget to be presented in the Parlia¬ 
ment next week. 

The Government has for some time 
now been considering hiking up steel 
and cement prices to wean the build¬ 
ing industry from luxury constructions 
and wasteful designing to low cost 
building. Then it is also an anti- 
inflationary measure. A largely cir¬ 
culated Calcutta daily—Jugantar—has 
also published the same news. 

I take it the whole news has gone 
to the entire length and breadth of the 
country. As I have already said, by 
saying the second time ‘in seven days’ 
be has given an opportunity to expose 
himself to criticism. He has taken 
liberty with the budget and it is a 
clear case of breach of privilege and 
if should be sent to the Privileges 
Committee.

MR. SPEAKER: How do we know 
about the budget? 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
That is in the reports. 

MR. SPEAKER: The budget is yet 
to come. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The budget is yet to come, but the 
report says that it was in an obvious 
teference to the budget which was go¬ 
ing to be presented; so, it has got re¬ 
lation to the budget. That is very 
clear from all the reports which have 
appeared in the newspap ;r<s, secondly, 
it is also mentioned that that is going 
to be achieved within a particular 
time horizen, that is, within a week.

SHRI SE2HIYAN: Dual pricing 
policy. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
The Dual pricing policy would have 
an element of taxation. That also, 
therefore, means that it raises a 
fundamental question. Who is going 
to impose taxes, whether the Minister 
in a market place or the Parliament 
the hon. Minister was taking this op*- 
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portunity to -express his opinions or 
the opinion of the Government. Ob¬ 
viously he is speaking on behalf of 
the Government. So it affects to the 
basic right of Parliament in matters 
financial and matters relation to 
taxation. Therefore, my submission 
is that such a statement makes a 
nonsense of the rights of Parliament 
in such vital matters as financial and 
taxation.

THE MINISTER OF EXTERNAL

SHRI AJIT KUMAR SAHA (Bish- 
nupur): Sir* I call the attention of 
the Minister of Agriculture ^to the 
following matter of urgent public 
importance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon:— 

“Reported starvation deaths and 
distress sale of children in different 
parts of Assam, particularly in 
Uttar Taram area bordering Naga¬ 
land, Goalpara and Kamrup dis¬ 
tricts.” 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
A news report about starvation deaths 
and distress sale of children alleged 
to have taken place in certain parts 
of Assam, has come to the notice of 
Government, The State Government 
has reported that no cases of starva¬ 
tion death or distress sale of children 
have taken place, particularly in the 
Goalpara and Kamrup districts of 
Assam, as alleged. However in order 
not to leave any doubt in the matter. 
State Government is making thorough 
enquiries in the cases reported in the 
press. 

The overall food availability in 
Assam, which is generally surplus in 
rice, is reported to be normal, 
though the prevailing level of prices 
of foodgrains is high and recent 
*3ods have also caused some distress 
in the affected areas. During thefirst 
half of 1974, the State Government 
had distributed about 1.31 lakh toft* 
nes of foodgrains through “the fair 
price shops. The availability of 
coarse grains and wheat in the 
market has also improved this year, 
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as' soppte ptocks have already mbved 
and wfe moving on trade account. 

With a normal mohsbon,‘ khhrif sow¬ 
ings have taken place under favour¬ 
able conditions, The conditions, of 
standing crops is also reported to be 
satisfactory in Assam. The food 
situation, however, is being kept 
under constant review in consultation 
with the State Government and assis¬ 
tance to the extent required will be 
extended to the State Government 
to meet the situation as and when 
necessary. 

*SHRI AJIT KUMAR SAHA: Mr. 
Speaker, . Sir, , the hon. Minister in his 
statement has said that there has been 
no starvation deaths. I am really sur¬ 
prised, because we read every day 
about it in the newspapers. After all 
what definition the hon. Minister would 
like to attribute to the term? Starva¬ 
tion deaths are not party matters nor 
they are political weapons to be used 
by one party against the other.* Why 
should not the Government make a 
clean breast of the matter. Now, peo¬ 
ple are dying because they are being 
forced to eat weeds and other uneat¬ 
able things and as a consequence they 
are dying. What is this? Is it not a 
starvation death, if not, what is it 
exactly please tell me? ( Interrup¬ 
tions ).

.ceases to exist. People are eating tree 
leaves , and weeds and many are dying 
as a result of this. "Main Stream” in 
its issue July 20, has stated ( ‘In West 
Bengal one boy was found eating 
dog’s meat". This is the situation pre¬ 
wailing in West Bengal. 

Sir, both the Government of Assam 
nnd West Bengal have totally failed 
to procure enough foodgrains as per 
their targets. But these foodgrains 
have been conveniently cornered by 
the Jotdars and profiteers and they are 
being assisted by the local Ministers 
.and MLAs. The Government is totally 
helpless and the poor people are at 
.the merey of profiteers and black 
.marketeers. 


There are reports of starvation and 
semi-starvation conditions prevailing 
even in pockets within ' surpfbs dis- 
tricts. The situation is worse in such 
deficit districts as Bankura Puru- 
lia. The State Government is thinking 
of opening gruel kitchen in some areas. 

Paucity of funds has, however, been 
a major constraint. In some parts of 
Bankura and Purulia, hundreds of 
men, women and children are going 
round villages looting food from afflu¬ 
ent houses, Congress legislators recent¬ 
ly told the Chief Minister Mr. Siddhar- 
tha Shankar Ray. Every railway 
platform is crowded with migrant 
destitutes from villages. Crime is on 
the increase.” 


I would now like to quote from some 
newspapers to show you Sir, how 
alarming and serious is the situation. 
The Indian Express in its Issue dated 
.the 26th July, 1974 has stated: Reports 
-of ‘starvation deaths’ and ‘distress 
-sale’ of children continue to pour in 
from different parts of Assam... .This 
situation is particularly alarming in 
Goalpara and Kamrup districts with 
fair price shops even at Gauhati having 
to go without stocks for weeks at a 
•stretch and the price of course variety 
of rice in the open market rising to 
Rs. 4/- per kilogram." This is the 
situation prevailing in Assam which 
speaks truly of the distress of Ihe peo¬ 
ple there. Now, I will come to West 
"Bengal. The Times of India in its 
issue dated 27th July, 1974 have stated, 
"The State Government is itself to be' 
blamed tot this neat-desperate situa¬ 
tion because the quantity of paddy 
tt had procured is no more than a 
■third of the target. Even so to fail In 
Its aid immediately may have ditast- 
tfotfs consequences, according to official 


Sir, Bengali newspaper Ganashaki 
in its issue dated the 14th July 1974 
while describing th condition of the 
people Bankura has stated that already 
40 persons have died of starvation in 
the different places of the district. In 
the city of Vishnupur, those who have 
committed suicide are Shrimati Nidhu- 
basini Bosu, Shephali Chatterjee, 
Bibhuti Nandy, Shri Kiritidutt and 
Prahlad Nandy. In the Municipal 
area a lady from Rajgram sold her 
three year old child for Rs. 5/- and a 
saree. This is how the people of Assam 
and West Bengal are Suffering Sir.

SHRI AJIT KUMAR SAHA: How 
can you deny reference to the eastern 
’region, Sir? The whole of the eastern 
region comes in this connection. You 

cannot help it. 

MR. SPEAKER: You have taken more 
^time. Kindly conclude. 

’ *SHRI AJIT KUMAR SAHA: Yes, 
Sir, I am now concluding. I would 
now put the question. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister as to 
what urgent steps are being taken by 
the Central Government to, rush ade¬ 
quate food grains to deal with dreadful 
situation that has arisen; what steps 
are being taken to run efficiently the 
rationing system both In urban and 
rural area; whether the Centre has 
directed the State Government to open 
free kitchen in Asisam and in West 
Bengal particularly, in Bankura 
and Purulia and to give doles to 20 
per cent of the population and whether 
Government would declare all those 
areas as famine areas wherefrom re¬ 
ports of starvation deaths have been 
reported in newspapers? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 

I will coniine myself to Assam. 

MR. SPEAKER: This is a Motion 
about Assam.... 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
Sir, the hon. Member made a number 
of observations which are not borne 
out by facts. The point is this. The 
Government of India went into the 
matter and wheu the report appeared 
in the Press, this was referred to the 
Assam Government. The Assam Gov¬ 
ernment enquired and they reported 
to us that , there are no starvation 
deaths. But even then, in order to. 
remove any doubt, they are going 
further into the matter. If any 
additional information is availably 
we will be glad to share the informa- - 

•The original speach was delivered 
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tion with the House. Our present 
information shows that these news¬ 
paper reports are not true. 

Then, the hon. Member made a 
statement that there are no fair- 
price shops. I may tell this for hi* 
information that there are about 
11,500 fair-price shops operating in 
Assam. 1 may also say that the public 
distribution system; is on the slime 
level as compared to any pre¬ 
vious year' or any previous month. 
And, even the local stock position 
with the Food Corporation and with 
the State Government is of the order 
of 85,000 tonnes. The stock with the 
Food Corporation is 52,000 tonnes; 
the stock with the State Government 
is about 33,000 tonnes. This is the 
position as on 1-7-74. The normal 
distribution is 20,000 to 25,000 tonnes 
monthly and therefore this shows that 
the stock position is satisfactory and 
this will take care of the immediate 
requirements. 

But there is one difficulty, and that 
is, that the prices are high. But thi3 
is a part of the general phenomena 
in the country and n ot confined to 
Assam only. Although I can appreciate 
the concern of the hon. Member and 
the other Members about the high 
once. 

The hon. Member also made a 
statement which, I think, he sho'uld 
not have made about the M.L.As. and 
Ministers supporting the black- 
marketeers. It is a very unfair 
statement. Actually, in Assam, the 
wholesale trade in rice has been 
taken over by the State Government 
and, therefore, to make such state¬ 
ments against those policy-makers 
who have taken a decision is very 
unfair. ( Interruptions ). 

The hon. Member wanted to know 
what steps are being taken. We are 
in constant touch with the State Gov- 
ej*meut. When the Chief Minister 
came over here, he met my senior 
colleagues. Also he met me and we 
reviewed the position. We are con¬ 
stantly in touch with them and as 

in Bengali. 
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and when required, we shell try to 
see what maximum help can be given 
to the Assam Government. 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE 
(Howrah): The statement made by 
the Minister here is the usual state¬ 
ment regarding starvation deaths 
which we were accustomed to get 
from the British period. Whenever 
there had been a news of starvation 
deaths, the Government used to deny 
it. This is also the same steoreotyp- 
ed reply. This shows the compla¬ 
cence on the part of the Government 
and the bureaucracy to hide the 
reality for which this type of state¬ 
ment is made. This is not our 
report—the report of the Communist 
Party (Marxist)—in order to dis¬ 
credit the Government in making 
this statement that there are starva¬ 
tion deaths. This is the paper which 
is the supporter of the ruling party. 

It is they who are publishing this 
statement. ( Interruptions ). 

It is the monopoly controlled press 
which always supports the ruling 
party because it is the ruling class 
which is the defender of the mono¬ 
polists. ( Interruptions ). It is 
obvious. This is the report publish¬ 
ed in the Indian Express—Starvation 
Deaths in 1 Assam. ( Interruptions *). 
Whenever they publish the report of 
starvation deaths, they become the 
supporters of the Opposition and 
whenever they support the Govern¬ 
ment that they are fairing well. In 
relation to food and other policies, 
they do not support us. The reality 
cannot be suppressed for every 
concrete name is given—not general 
accusations. I have the names before 
me who have died of starvation. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI (Kokra- 
jhar): Not at all.

(Mr, Deputy-Speaker in the Chair ) 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: The 
position In Assam is very serious. If 
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you go through the statement made- 
by the Minister, it is clear that there- 
is no crisis in Assam. The statement 
says ‘No cases of starvation deaths or 
distress sale of children have taken, 
piece*—a categorical reply. That 
means everything is all right—good. 
This is the statement of the Govern¬ 
ment. 

SHRI D. BASUMATARI: Who sav* 
that? 

SHRI SAMAR MUKHERJEE: You 
do not know it. You are comment¬ 
ing. 

The second part of it says: 

‘Overall food availability in 

Assam is reported to be normal*. 

So, the situation is normal. This is 
the attitude on the crisis affected' 
people of Assam. The attitude of the 
government is that everything is nor¬ 
mal. The rice is selling at Rs. 4/-. 
It is also normal. This is the attitude 
of the government that everything is 
normal; foodgrain is available in the- 
market. So, everything is bright and' 
nothing is abnormal. But, the press 
report's of starvation deaths and dis¬ 
tress sale of children continue to pour 
in from different parts of Assam. 
The latest in the series is the alleged 
starvation deaths of women and two- 
children in Uttar Taram area 
bordering Nagaland. This shows 
crisis in leadership. You are even 
not reacting to the reality of the 
situation. The report says in greater 
Gauhati card-holders get a meagre 
2.8 kg. of rice ' and 2 kg. of atta per 
head per month. This is the situation- 
in Gauhati where there is rationing 
system but the situation in the vill¬ 
ages is worse where the entitlement - 
is 300 gms. of ric e and equal quan¬ 
tity of atta per month per head.

What in effect the Assam Govern¬ 
ment did was take-over of wholesale 
trade linked only with the public 
distribution system which caters to 
barely 5 to 7 per cent ,of the total 
requirements of 1.60 crore people of 
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;the State from 616 private dealers 
if or banding over to 666 gaon pancha- 
yet level wholesale cooperative soci¬ 
eties. Thus in reality the Government 
took an insignificant 3 to 7 per cent 
•of rice and paddy trade. In one of 
.the replies the Minister for Food 
.stated that in Assam the Govern¬ 
ment has completely taken over the 
'ric e trade. As I stated earlier what 
is the actual position of taking over? 
It has made no change in the situa¬ 
tion. The Government procurement 
is absolutely a failure. Their target 
of procurement was 24 lakh quintals 
•whereas the actual procurement was 
16 to 17 lakh quintals. If they had 
achieved th e procurement target they 
would have covered 6 to 8 percent of 
the population but even that target 
.has not been reached. So, it is 
. obvious that food crisis is bound to 
be accentuated. There is no fixed 
supply to tea garden workers. It is 
•true the production last year was 24 
lakh metric tonnes. Had there been 
procurement and proper distribution 
system then 1.60 crore people of Assam 
would have been supplied with 500 
gms. of ration daily. As the State 
machinery is in the grip of the 
hoarders and the profiteers despite 
this production they failed to 
achieve the procurement target. I 
can quote the names of cases where 
starvation deaths have taken place. 
In their issue of 25th May the 
Times of India reported that Shri 
Abdul Mannan of Fatacharkuchi vill¬ 
age in Kamrup district of Assam died 
•of starvation. A report received here 
said that villagers had submitted a 
statement to the authorities about 
•the alleged starvation death. It was 
•further reported that this was the 
second starvation death in the locality 
this year. Several persons of the 
area are reported to be starving. The 
Hindustan Times, New Delhi, Nove¬ 
mber 24, 1973 reports of starvation 
deaths. The Tribune, Chandigarh, 
November 24, 1973 also speaks of 

starvation deaths. 89 persons died Of 
starvation in Goalpafa and Kamrup 
districts. This statement has been 
mdde the floor of the F Asset* 
Assembly by Mr. Pulal Berua also.; 
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My own information is that Nirode 
Das of village Bagbahar Fart II 
(Bonbasto), P. O. Bagbahar, F. & 
Silchar, District Cachar, died of star¬ 
vation during the last week of April, 
1974. Thirdly, Dhan Kha n of village 
Bupoirbali, P. S. Lakhimpur, Dis¬ 
trict Cachar, died of starvation on 
20th June, 1974 after at protracted 
illness. There are various other re¬ 
ports in detail, and I do not want to 
mention all of them. 


Then, I would like to refer to the 
Supply Minister’s statement which has 
been published in New Age dated 
July 7, 1974. The report is: 


“The Supply Minister said that 
the Government will continue to 
supply as at present only 750 gms. 
of rice per head per week in the 
urban areas and 150 gms. per head 
per week in the rural areas and 
there was no possibility of raising 
this quantity till November next.”. 

This was the Supply Minister's state¬ 
ment in the Assam Assembly. But 
the hon. Minister here has told us just 
the opposite. 

So, I would like to ask Mr. Shinde 
whether Government will take it 
seriously and investigate into all the 
concrete cases to verify whether there . 
were actually any starvation deaths 
or not. The reports that are coming 
in should also b e attended to. The 
hon. Minister has stated there that 
the required supply is not there. 
Will Government take into considera¬ 
tion the total need of Assam and rush 
the supply as required so that so 
many lives can be saved? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHIND1S: 

I would appeal to the good sense of 
the hots. Member not to introduce an 
element of polities, , in .the food, 
management of Assam, because by 
exaggerating things fijthktf fc going 
to begehsed and that blackmarketeers 
will benefit out of it. I have mention- 
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ed earlier tn ray statement that we 
have requested the Assam Govern¬ 
ment to furnish us the details about 
these things, and they have informed 
us that the reports which have ap¬ 
peared in the press are not true. 

The hon. Member also made a re* 
ference to procurement, we know, 
and we are aware that their procure¬ 
ment was not according to expecta¬ 
tion. Even then, to say that it was 
an utter failure as compared to the 
last few years is not correct. For 
instance, in 1970-71 they procured 
83,000 tonnes, in 1371-72, 87,000 

tonnes, in 1972-73, 89,000 tonnes, and 
in 1973-74, they had procured 112,000 
tonnes. 

So, it is correct to say that' procure¬ 
ment was a total failure, and that 
would be a wrong assessment 
•of the position. As I had 
mentioned tarliar the distress 
appeared to be mainly because 
of high prices, and the fact that 
recently there hav e been some floods. 
In Assam, floods are not unknown. 
Every year, because of the fury of the 
Brahmaputra, there is some distress 
and some difficulties do develop. But 
the Assam Government is in touch 
with the situation and they have been 
providing relief wherever required. 
As I said earlier while replying to 
the other hon. Member, Government 
would like to be in constant touch 
with the Assam Government and 
review the position from time to 
time, and if any help is required by 
-the Assam Government, we shall not 
fail to help the Assam Government. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The 

Assam Government’s reply is in 
respect of each of these individual 
-cases mentioned in the papers or just 
a blanket statement that there was no 
truth in all that? 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
As far as the Times of India report 
about Abdul Mannan is concerned, 
they have specifically gone into it arid 
they have said that this is not true 
and he had died due to some other 
reason. One more case had also been 
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referred to by the Times of India. 
They have enquired into it and said 
that he had died due to lung disease. 
So, they have gone into the indivi¬ 
dual cases and given the report. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA (ftdzabad): 
It is a sight to see the leaders of the 
ultraleft parties discovering virtues 
of companionship with the editors of 
right reactionary papers which have a 
design to plant a JP-type movement 
to every State in India. The pro¬ 
prietor of the Indian Express is also 
an illustrious member of this House. 
They are determined to give publicity 
to JP-type movements; they give 
publicity to starvation deaths thereby 
trying to create a certain trend 
against the Government in this coun¬ 
try. I would likg to read to you the 
news item in the Indian Express and 
analyse it. Our godfathers of leftism 
in this House have said that the pro¬ 
curement target_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: ‘God¬ 
father’ in the American context bag 
a special sense. 

SflRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dia¬ 
mond Harbour): Whe n Shri R. K. 
Sinha speaks with his topi on his 
heed, he is off his head and he talks 
through the back of his hat. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: You talk 
through the front of your hat. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
only trying to point out the mean¬ 
ing of the word ‘godfather’. In the 
American context, it has a very 
special meaning. Nowadays we are 
not sure whether w e are speaking 
English English or America# English. 
Therefore, we should avoid words 
which may have different connota¬ 
tions. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: If is stated 
that against the khariff procurement 
target 0 f— 24 lakh quintals ; of paddy 
only 17 lakh qqintalji wer© achieved. 
The national target last, year of food 
procurement was achieved by half and 
that was a success. Here the Assam 
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fShri R. K. Sinha] 

Government must be grilled because 
out of 24 lakh quintals target only 17 
lakh quintals were achieved. It is 
made out as if telegrams are pouring 
into the Indian Express office, that 
there is a flood of telegrams. But no 
names are mentioned, no particulars 
are given. But it is said that these 
things are happening, in Nagaland 
this is happening and in some other 
place that is happening. It is stated 
in the body of the news: 

“In greater Gauhati, card-holders 
get a meagre 2.8 kgs. of rice and 2 
kgs. of atta per month-\ 

which compares with t'h e situation in 
Bombay or Galcutta. It ■ is a very 
interesting story of condemning the 
Government. The first speaker spoke 
as if there was a famine in India no 
one in India was alive and everybody 
was dying. I would like to ask my 
friends: Are you speaking against 

the takeover of foodgrains in India? 
Are you against the food distribution 
system in India? Are you speaking 
against the co-operative system in 
India? Or are you opportunists who 
want the people of India to die.... 
(Interruptions). This news has been 
fabricated out of all proportion in 
order to malign Government. 


I understand the situation is diffi¬ 
cult I understand prices have gone 
up. I understand that this has to be 
fought. Opportunism should not have 
a price. If Government want to take 
over foodgrains, it must be condemn¬ 
ed. If the co-operatives sell food 
through their agencies, that must ba 
condemned. If the Assam Ministry 
succeeds, it has also to be condemned, 
if i n the fair pride shops 2.8 kgs. of 
rice and 2 kgs. of atta are given per 
head per month, that has also to be 
condemned. The sinister design of 
these people must be understood in 
jrder to understand the basic mean- 
ng of all this. The basic purpose of 
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all this is to create a scare in the 
country, the Indira Gandhi Govern¬ 
ment must be attacked right and left 
and Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan's- 
movement must succeed. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 
have refuted them. Any questions? 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: Will Govern¬ 
ment take the necessary steps to- 
fight such fabricated news items? 
Will it be vigilant enough to fight 
these publicity items because as 
against the bourgeois-reactionary 
forces who are in the company of 
ultra-left vested interests we find 
ourselves in this difficulty. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: That is 
for Shri Gujral. Can you fight this 
kind of publicity? I am asking the 
Minister whether it is his responsibi¬ 
lity or Shri Gujral’s responsibility to 
fight against this publicity. He 
happens to be in the House. Anyway, 
you can answer if you want. 

SHRI R. K. SINHA: This is all a 
motivated speech. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P- SHINDE: It 
is true that scare stories do create 
and spread panic and will do harm to 
the interests of ihe poorer sections. 
But I would say only to our CPI(M) 
friends: since the Assam Government 
took the decision to take over rice, we 
expected co-operation, from them and 
not opposition- Even in the news item, 
which has been published, there is a 
lot of political overtones. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; You 
are a Purushottam Sena man. 

SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We are in touch with the Assam, Gov¬ 
ernment. In regard to procurement, 
they, have done a good job, though 
not to our satisfaction. Our interest 
is to see that the public distribution 
system continues -to function, ■ •

(ii) Reported attack By B.R.T.F. 

PERSONNEL ON PEOPLE IN MEGHALAYA 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; Sir, a 
telegram has been received which is 
in fact very alarming that 18 days 
have passed and unspecified number 
of deaths have taken place in a region 
near Shillong. 

The following telegram was receiv¬ 
ed yesterday from Shri Pohshna, a 
Congress Member of the Meghalaya 
Legislative Assembly and President of 
Jaintia Hills Movement: 

“Jaintia people by Resolution of 
Twentyfifth July last demand judicial 
enquiry into wanton brutal attack by 
Pioneer Company. of Border Roads 
Organisation on innocent local people 
while celebrating annual festival on 
eleventh July at Eighty, mile Jowai 
Bull Fighting Ground killing two per¬ 
sons and wounded many.” 

The facts of the case as could, be 
gathered are as fbllolvs. On the lith 
of July there was; a> bull fight at a 
itfac* sight, mfl*f .from. Jqwsi, the 
headquarters of Jaintia Hills District 
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of Meghalaya on the Jowai-Badatpur 
tRoad. Since the year 1971-72 this road, 
has been under the control of the 
Border Road Organisation and a num¬ 
ber of camps of the Border Road 
Task Force were set up along the- 
road. Members of the Border Road 
Task Force are centrally recruited 
from elsewhere and organised into 
work gangs. Owing to the high¬ 
handedness, misbehaviour and disres¬ 
pect of local customs, feelings and 
susceptibilities on the part of the 
Border Road Task Force gangs, their 
relationship with the villagers had 
never been good. 

Bull fight is a very popular sport 
with the people of Jaintia Hills and 
on this day, the 11th of July, a good 
number of villagers had collected to 
watch the fight. Members of the 
Border Road Task Force were also- 
present in good strength. It was 
reported that after the bull fight was 
over these BRTF personnel misbe¬ 
haved with girls and women who 
were selling tea at the place. This led 
to a fight with the local villagers in 
which an unspecified number of deaths 
and injuries took place on both sides. 
Even though 18 days have passed, we 
are in darkness. Parliament is in 
darkness and newspapers have not 
given any news. 

The occurrence has ' raised the 
resentment of the local people against 
the Border Roads Organisation to a 
new pitch and is fraught with grave’ 
consequences. It is now 18 days since 
the above unfortunate event took 
place. We would like to know the full 
facts of the case and what the Minis¬ 
try of Defence, which exercises ad¬ 
ministrative control over the Border 
Roads Organisation, has dene in the* 
matter. Have any of the culprits of 
the BRTF been apprehended and 
punished? Since this organisation is 
reported to have achieved practically 
nothing in improvingthe road in ques¬ 
tion but, on the other han^has created 
fresh problems in this sensitive areas- 
where the people are peaceJoving. 
will the Government consider the with- 
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•drawal of the Border Road Organisa¬ 
tion and hand over the roads back to 
the civil PWD, as it was before the 
'.Border Roads Organisation took it over 
in 1971-72? They have to punish the 
•culprits in an exemplary manner. 

The progress made by the Border 
iRoads Task Force is very little, as 
agains a very big target, and the 
.result is that a number of traffic acci¬ 
dents are taking place. What I am 
trying to highlight with all the e.n- 
phasis at my command is that an ex¬ 
plosive situation has been created by 
the behaviour of this force towards 
the peace-loving people of that area 
when they were enjoying a festival 
.and that should be condemned by 
this House. We want a statement to 
be made by the Defence Minister. 
This is happening repeatedly over the 
border areas. There were incidents 
the other day in Manipur, Naga Hills 
cand other areas. This is the second 
time it is happening. In the whole 
of the north eastern region there is 
complete darkness of the crimes com¬ 
mitted by the Central Forces. I would 
like the Government to make a state¬ 
ment on this. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: We can¬ 
not expect the Minister of Defence 
'to make a statement in short notice 
on a question like this. If the facts 
as stated by Shri Bosu are correct, it 
is very unfortunate and it is surpris¬ 
ing that the House is not aware of 
this, the country is not aware of this. 

If it is true, then there has been a 
■conspiracy of silence. It is a matter 
which not only wounds the feelings 
of'the people in that area but poses 
rproblems of a security of this country. 
'We know very well that the borders 
of our eastern areas are already an 
insurrection belt, in Manipur in 
Nagaland, in Mizoram. But there are 
certain areas which, because of the 
wisdom of the leaders or because of 
the, combination of fortunate driftm- 
■stands,'.have been insulated from this 
•belt. ■ 
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Now, by these alleged high-handed 
activities of para-military forces from 
here, if it creates that feeling and 
extends that , belt to this area also, it 
is very unfortunate. 

I would request the Minister of 
Parliamentary Affairs who, is here , to 
kindly take note of whatever Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu has said and what¬ 
ever has been observed and to paas 
on to the Minister of Defence. In . the 
interest of the country, in order to put 
at rest any kind of feeling i n that 
part of the country, 1 am sure, if this 
House takes note of that, it will act 
as a kind of tranquilliser in the minds 
of the people there. I am saying this 
with a certain amount of responsibi¬ 
lity that it is in the interest of the 
country that the Defence Minister 
should come forward at the earliest 
opportunity to make a statement as to 
what the facts of the case are, what 
action has been taken and what is 
posed to be done.

Mr. P. G. Mavalankar. 

SIIRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, 

I am sorry that this Bill has had to 
wait until this Session for considera¬ 
tion and final passing. But I am glad 
that it gives me now an opportunity 
to speak briefly on some of the provi¬ 
sions. 

This House will recall the debate, 
interesting and instructive as it was, 
on the various provisions of this Bill. 
Many hon. members expressed their 
views on subjects ranging from cen¬ 
sorship and the duties and functions 
of the Board of Censorship to what 
kind of problems are faced by the film 
producers and so on. 1 feel that the 
job of censorship is, of course, impor¬ 
tant in any decent and civilised so¬ 
ciety, but it is very difficult in any 
such democratic and free society to 
determine where exactly the Board 
of Censorship should stop and let' the 
public taste and public opinion play 
a dominant role over the Board of 
Censorship. After all, the Censorship 
Board is there to determine that cer¬ 
tain things are good for public taste 
and certain things are not good for 
public taste. But if you, in that an¬ 
xiety and enthusiasm, let this Cen¬ 
sorship Board do somethings which 
ought to be governed by public opi¬ 
nion and public taste and public edu¬ 
cation, then, I am afraid the Board 
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of Censorship will have much vaster 
powers and there will be areas where¬ 
in the Censorship Board's intervention 
would be rightly and legitimately 
termed as interference. Therefore, I 
feel that many important and delicate 
questions and issues arise out of the 
functioning of the Censorship Board 
and I hope the Minister with his usual 
skill and enlightenment and under¬ 
standing. of the problems and issues 
involved, will see to it that both in 
terms of the enactment of the Parlia¬ 
ment and in terms of rules and regu¬ 
lations and conventions which are 
much more important—than the first 
two, conventions and traditions—good 
films are exhibited in this country and 
good films are produced which is 
much more important, and the func¬ 
tioning of the Censorship Board is 
arranged in such a way that although 
it is bound to keep good, rather rea¬ 
sonable, restraints on the production 
and exhibition of various films, in 
doing so, the individual citizen’s free¬ 
doms and fundamental rights are in 
no way jeopardised. So, this diffe¬ 
rence or distinction between liberty 
and licence is always very thin. One 
can always take the argument that 
one is for liberty and one can go on 
extending that argument and stretch 
it' to the logical and which may per¬ 
haps result into some sort of a licence. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, it is 
not only that this dividing line is thin, 
it has become blurred altogether. 


SHR'I P. G. MAVALANKAR: I think 
is very important that we do main- 
in this distinction between liberty 
d licence and I remember it was the 
eat poet Milton who in his epic poem 
aradise Lost’ also said—I think I am 
most right in quoting his couple of 
les. He was talking about the people 


“Licence they mean when they 
cry liberty.” 


So, after all one can really degenerate 
info a sort of a licentious position in 
the matter of freedom and funda¬ 
mental rights. 
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All the same, I do believe that the 
function of the Censorship Board is 
very delicate, responsible and as I said, 
although it must put reasonable rest¬ 
raints on these matters, it should not 
do anything whereby the liberties and 
the fundamental rights of the citizens 
of this Republic will be curtailed. 

The functions of the Censorship 
Board, to an extent, are negative. It 
is asking the people not to see certain 
things and prevents them from seeing 
certain things, it is asserting that 
certain things are not good for public 
taste. I realise these negative func- 
itons are not always popular or palat¬ 
able to some, sometimes even to many. 
Nonetheless, these functions they do 
perform. But I do feel that the Board 
will not be concerned merely with the 
negative functions and certainly when 
the Film Censorship Board is being dis¬ 
cussed, we shall be able to assert in 
our debates on the functioning of the 
Board, that these responsibilities and 
challenges of the new times, the 
modem times are being realised, 
accepted and implemented by the 
Members who belong to the Board of 
Censors. There is what is called a 
generation gap all the time. In fact, 
the generation gap is there from the 
times of Socrates onwards. It 
is not something which is new 
to us today. But since the 
end of the Second World 
War in 1945, we see tremendous 
strides recorded and registered in 
science and technology, and the 
world has become so vast, so quick is 
the pace, ideas move so fast, fashions 
move so fast and fashions die also 
so fast, new fashions come in rapidly 
and so also tastes change very fast! 
Therefore, what you considered good 
or bad yesterday may not be consi¬ 
dered good or bad today. Therefore, 
in a sense, the Censor Board’s job is 
difficult because the people who sit 
on the Board of Censors, as they are 
experienced and seasoned, people, may 
be having ideas which have become 
out of date, if not out of tune with 
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the accepted ideas of public morality 
of the day. 

Therefore, what' I was telling is 
that the Censorship Board will have 
to face these challenges and responsi¬ 
bilities with greater awareness. 

We have also come to a stage in 
our country and the world, and our 
country is not to be excluded in this 
matter particularly, and that is, where 
permissive society has also been a 
matter of not only discussion but is 
a matter for experience. Parents, 
professors and teachers, leaders and 
social workers and even party politi¬ 
cians wherever they go, especially 
when they are confronted with the 
youth, they find quite often this phe¬ 
nomenon. One of the important rea¬ 
sons for this confrontation is that 
there is a different approach to what 
can be called permissive and what 
cannot be tolerated as permissive and 
permissible. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Even 
that is passing out. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
feel that if we live as we do in the 
modern times, there is this permis¬ 
sive society where all our ideas about 
novels, short stories, films and all 
kinds of human exercises, cultural 
exercises, and intellectual exercises 
undergo a radical change. Of course, 
I do not like in the name of decency 
and morality t'o do anything which 
would thwart the legitimate aspira¬ 
tions of younger generations, younger 
minds. 

About youth and films, a lot has 
been said; there are films which can 
be seen by adults only and there are 
films meant for universal exhibition. 
Where if is a case of films which are 
meant for adults only, we find per¬ 
sons who are not adults, are also go¬ 
ing there to see those films. That is 
because there is a certain lacuna in 
the general film which they try to 
get by going to such films. What I do 
feel is that we should he a little 
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more free in our understanding of 
our youth, more liberal in this regard. 
Some persons seem to think in this 
light, ‘when we were young we did 
not do like this; therefore you should 
not do like this’ ‘you should do this’ 
etc. .1 think there is a certain ele¬ 
ment of jealousy also in this respect. 
There is a sort of dichotomy between 
what the younger generation gets now 
and what the older people got when 
they were young and this creates a 
soft of jealousy, if I may say so. 
Therefore, what I feel is that our 
youth must be enabled—not permit¬ 
ted—to view the films which they like 
barring of course some of the basic 
limitations because the impact of the 
films on the young minds is tremen¬ 
dous. 

SHRI R. R. SHARMA (Banda): 
What are those basic limitations? 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Basic 
limitations are those limitations which 
will stop us from destroying our basic 
principles, our basic values, and in 
domestic parlance, these are called 
Satyam , Shivam, Sundaram. I do not 
want to enter into an argument 
because my time is short. My esteem¬ 
ed friend, the hon. Minister, Shri 
Gujral, is knowledgeable and he 
knows how films have a tre¬ 
mendous impact on young minds. 
People in the country who 
are by and large illiterate 
get tremendous impact through the 
media of films and television. I want 
to ask him: Have we really made any 
effort seriously to enquire in regard to 
the educational planning of the tele¬ 
vision programmes? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I wonder 
whether that comes within the scope 
of this Bill. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: Sir, 
it is only as an illustration that I 
refer to this. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There 
are some limitations. 


SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I 
only wanted to convey that this 
aspect cannot be ignored. Creativity, 
art and imaginativity are the things 
which must never be curbed by any¬ 
thing which the Board of Censors do. 
Civility, decency and integrity must 
never be allowed to be passed over. 
Films and television have a special 
value and significance that must be 
never lost sight of. These are the 
point's which I wanted to express. 
Thank you. }•

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH (Inner 
Manipur): I support this Bill. I 
fully support what my hon. friend 
Shri Rudra Pratap Singh has said. 
This Bill is very comprehensive and 
elaborate, and as such the amendment 
cannot be considered to be in any 
w&y a casual approach. This indi¬ 
cates the serious thinking on the part 
of the Government 0 f India. 
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The hon. Minister has introduced 
certain measures to introduce new 
committees and also to restructure 
certain committees for proper cen¬ 
soring of the films. The question is 
whether more restructing of the 
committees or the introduction of new 
committees will be sufficient' or not. 

* 

My hon. friend Prof. Mavalankar 
has very rightly referred to public 
tastes. Now, we are ih a very 
serious dilemma. We have to re¬ 
examine where we stand so far as the 
film industry is concerned. It is 
very good that we are aware of it, 
and the Government have shown 
their awareness of the problem. The 
film industry has been left to itself 
for a number of decades. Over the 
decades, it has developed into a tradi¬ 
tion of its own. It looks as if a hybrid 
taste which is neither Indian nor 
foreign, and sometimes a very bitter 
and hostile taste is imposed on us. 
It may look as if we are uncon¬ 
cerned. Those of us who have 
reached middle age or those who 
have become adults may look very 
unconcerned about, but it concerns 
our own children. What we see in 
the films concerns our own children. 
The generation gap is being reflected 
in our own society and in our own 
families. Naturally, the question be¬ 
comes a very relevant one before we 
consider any measure for amendment 
of the main Act. 

While welcoming the measures 
taken, I would like to suggest a 
few very salient measures which 
require the serious attention of 
the Government. I think it is time 
that Government re-examine the 
desirability of declaring a national 
policy on film industry. The ques¬ 
tion has been asked whether we 
would like to nationalise the industry. 
I would submit that this cannot be 
considered in isolation. We have to 
consider the need for nationalisation 
of the industry in relatiofi to the social 
demand, the preservation of certain 
values and the need tor introducing

new standards in our films. When 
we compare our films with foreign 
films, I do not know what percentage 
of the standard that we see in the 
foreign countries is reflected in the 
few films that have access to our thea¬ 
tres. Only a small percentage of 
foreign films are being shown in 
India, but then from these few films 
that we get, it is not merelly the mo¬ 
ral aspect, not merely the taste, but 
it is also the technical perfection of 
the films displaying the standard of 
the scientific and technological deve¬ 
lopment's in different countries that 
have to be taken into account.

When we talk of censorship, natural¬ 
ly we are conscious of our orthodexy. 
We have been orthodox in many 
ways. It is right that we should be 
orthodox. Only by orthodoxy, we 
preserve our tastes and values, but' 
there is a limit to orthodoxy. £ long 
with the need for preservation of our 
values and tastes, we have to see that 
censorship must be directed to see or 
emphasise the aspect of scientific per¬ 
fection. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Who 

will direct? 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: Govern¬ 
ment. I am urging them through 
you and Parliament. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The Bill 
proposes to give Government very 
limited powers, only to revise in res¬ 
pect of sovereignty, integrity, public 
morality and things like that. What 
direction? 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: With due 
respect to your views.... 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am 
mentioning the aspect of the Bill, not 
my views. 

SHRI N. TOMBI SINGH: This co¬ 
vers widely and comprehensively cer¬ 
tain aspects. While Government would 
like to restructure certain committees 
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which aims at inducting certain whole¬ 
time incumbents in the censorship 
committees so that they will maintain 
a sort of continuity in the examination' 
of films, the question is whether we 
should allow the present trend to go 
on. As I have said earlier, the film 
industry being in the private sector 
they require to fun the industry? Our 
themselves and they have developed 
a tradition of their own thereby giving 
rise to a number of problems on the 
side of production and distribution. 
These problems mingling together have 
just confounded our generation and it 
is time we gave serious thought to it. 

There is one aspect, of the produ¬ 
cers versus censors who always appear 
hostile an cruel. The producers have 
to see the commercial aspect, the box 
office aspect. This is very true but 
who are who run to the box offices 
and contribute the necessary money 
they require to run the industry? Our 
own children who are set against us. 
So when a film is produced and cen¬ 
sored, how can we separate the two, 
namely the industry and ourselves? 
In this view the question of nationalis¬ 
ing the film industry has to be re¬ 
examined. I would, therefore, sug¬ 
gest that if Government cannot with 
the existing machinery protect the 
tastes and introduce further develop¬ 
ment in the film industry to suit the 
development of the younger genera¬ 
tion we have to examine the question 
of nationalising films. A committee 
should examine the gap that exists 
between what is on the stage and shat 
we find in reality in our society. Per¬ 
haps a random survey will tell us. 
Prom what we have heard of the ex¬ 
perience of other countries, I feel that 
there is not as much difference or gap 
in those countries as we find in our 
countiy between our films and our 
real life. Why is it so? This gap has 
to be narrowed down and in order to 
do so perhaps the Government will 
require control of the industry inten¬ 
sively and extensively and perhaps 
nationalisation should, sooner or later 
be done. I invite the attention of the 
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Government to this aspect of the mat¬ 
ter. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: The mare 
and more I listen to the speeches, the 
more and more confused 1 become my¬ 
self! 

*SHRI J. MATHA GOWDER (Nil- 
giris): Mr. Deputy Speaker Sir, I 
rise to say a few words on the Cinema¬ 
tograph (Second Amendment) Bill on 
behalf of my party, the Dravida Mun- 
netra Kazagam. 

Sir, in this introductory speech Shri 
1. K. Gujral, the Minister of Informa¬ 
tion and Broadcasting stated that on 
the basis of recommendations contain¬ 
ed in the Khosla Committee which 
was constituted to examine the work¬ 
ing of the film censorship law he has 
come forward with this Bill- This Bill 
seeks to revise essentially the set-up 
of the Central Board of film Censors. 
Besides the Khosla Committee, the 
hon. Members belonging to the Ruling 
Party, while participating in the dis¬ 
cussion on this Bill during the last 
session stated unequivocally that the 
performance of the Board of film cen¬ 
sors so far had been appallingly dis¬ 
mal. The hon. Minister of Information 
and Broadcasting in his reply to the 
debate will no doubt say that the 
Central Board of Censors which would 
be set up under this Bill would defini¬ 
tely prove more effective in its func¬ 
tioning. But I am sceptical about it. 

I am of the view that this legislative 
measure is nohing more than putting 
old win e in a new bottle. 

You will agree with me when I say 
that the Central Board of Censors has 
so far been the refuge for the retiring 
ICS and IAS Officers. One may not 
take any exception if the political lead¬ 
ers and the bureaucrats and entrusted 
with the responsibility of administering 
the country. B ut, the c ult ure, mora- 
~~*The originai speech was delivered 
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lity ideals of decent life etc., from the 
basic element of social life. An indi¬ 
vidual is more concerned about it than 
a political institution or a governmen¬ 
tal organisation. It is more a social 
responsibility than a governmental res¬ 
ponsibility. The society can exert 
greater authority on these things than 
the Government. It is inextricable to 
me how an Officer who has dealt with 
administrative matters throughout his 
career can be in a position to sit on 
judgment over matters connected with 
morality and culture and that too after 
his retirement. I. have no hesitation 
in saving that the appointment of these 
people as the guardians of culture 
and morality will be lea'ding both cul¬ 
ture and morality to an unfathomable 
grave. I plead with the hon. Minister 
that this responsibility should not be 
entrusted to retired ICS or IAS 
officers in the new Board 
Similarly, I would also like to say 
that the censorship of films should not 
also be in the hands of the Central 
Government. I would substantiate my 
argument with cogent reasons. India 
is a land of variegated culture. The 
peopie of our country have so many 
different languages as their mother- 
tongue. Is it possible for the Chair¬ 
man of the Central Censor Board to 
censor a film in Tamil language, with¬ 
out knowing that language? The hon. 
Minister might counter this by saying 
that a Member knowing Tamil lan¬ 
guage would be associated with the 
Board at the time of censoring the 
Tamil film. But I am not prepared to 
accept this kind of counter argument. 

I have to say that justice is not done 
to the Tamil film or Telugu film or 
Malayalam film by this kind of ad hoc 
arrangement. The basic point to be 
borne in mind, besides the question of 
language is that Tamil culture is diff¬ 
erent from Bengali culture or Oriya 
culture. What is acceptable in Bengal 
may not be acceptable to the people 
nf Tamil Nadu. That is why our Chie f 

"in Tabiil. * 
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Minister, Dr. Kaiaignar Karunaaidhi, 
has been emphasising the need for 
handing over the responsibility of film 
censorship to the State Government. 
The Censorship Board set up at the 
State level alone will be able to do 
justice to a film of that State. Just 
because the Chief Minister of a State 
ruled by he Dravida Munnetra Kazha- 
gam demands this, it should not be 
intermidately misconstrued as the de¬ 
mand for State autonomy. It is only 
the Tamil Nadu Film Censor Board 
which can do justice to a Tamil Film 
and similarly the Film Censor Boards 
of other States for the films of those 
concerned States. We do not object if 
there is a Central Film Censor Board 
for Hindi films. 

I should say that the Central Film 
Censor Board does not in any way help 
the films in regional languages. A 
Tamil Film is exhibited in the Capital 
only on Sunday mornings. Tamil films 
are r.ot shown in the theatres of the 
Capital in regular shows. One has to 
rush to see a Tamil film early on a 
Sunday morning. Likewise, the Ben¬ 
gali films of word-renowned Director, 
Satyajit Ray are shown very rearely 
in the Capital. For that matter, this 
is the fate of all regional language 
films in the Capital. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY (Ni- 
zamabad): You can see them in Vig- 
yan Bhavan. 

SHRI J. MEHTA GOWDER: Once 
a year in Vigyan Bhavan, yes. My 
point is that the Certificate of the 
Central Film Censor Board does not 
in any way help the regional langua¬ 
ge films in other centres excepting 
those in the Stat'e. When this 
is the situation, a State Film 
Censor Board can as well do 
this job and there is no need 
for a Central Film Censor Board so 
as regional language films are concern¬ 
ed. 

Unless the Government ” 61 India 
constructs a chain of art theatres all 
over the country, the regional language 
have no facility of being screened all 
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over the country. That is why our 
Chief Minister, Dr. Kaiaignar Karuna- 
nidhi, has been demanding that the 
censorship of films should be the res¬ 
ponsibility of the State Government. 

I am sure that the hon. Minister will 
concede that there is sound argument 
in his demand. 

I will also refer to a proviso in 
in Clause 11(c) which reads: 

Provided further that nothing in 
this sub-section shall require the 
Central Government to disclose any 
fact which if considers to be against 
public interest to disclose. 

Sir, this means blanket power in the 
hands of the Central Government. 
The Central Film Censor Board can a 
film without attributing any reason 
whatsoever. Similarly, the phrases 
like public order or decency or mora¬ 
lity are beyond the confines of ade¬ 
quate explanation. This clearly prov¬ 
es my point that the Central Govern¬ 
ment want to concentrate all powers 
in their hands. My party Government' 
in Tamil Nadu objects to this kind of 
unreasonable powers being concentrat¬ 
ed in the hands of the Central Gov¬ 
ernment. I hope that you will not 
treat this a s an untenable argument. 

It is not that only the Members of 
Opposition have referred to the ineffi¬ 
cient functioning of- the Central Board 
of Censors. The ruling party members 
have vehemently criticised the func¬ 
tioning of the Central Film 
Censor Board. In the light of 
views expressed by the Mem¬ 
bers belonging to all sides of the 
House, I appeal to the hon. Minister 
that he should take back this Bill and 
hand over the responsibility of cen¬ 
soring films to the State Governments. 

With these words I conclude my , 
speech.

SHRI GIRIDHAR' GOMANGO (Ko- 
raput):. Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I 
rise to support the Bill which is be¬ 
fore the House. The hod. members 
who participated in this debate have 
given their opinion. Now I would 
like to give some suggestions to the 
Minister. 

The Estimates Committee last year 
took up this matter and submitted a 
report about film censorship. There 
are some recommendations which are 
very essential for the Government to 
act on immediately. 

There is the question about vulga¬ 
rity and vilence in films, which is good 
and which is bad. One author has 
said that nothing is good or bad but 
thinking makes it so. We say that 
this is good and that is bad. There 
are two -kinds of films which make 
impact on our society and life the 
story films and the documentaries: 
one is imaginative and other is rea¬ 
lity; a film is based on a story or novel 
which is only an imagination, and a 
documentary tells Us the day-to-day 
affairs of the Government and what 
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is happening in the country. It is said 
that there is no reality in films. But 
the point is this. Though it is imagi¬ 
native, when we see the reality of life 
in a film and compare and see, we 
think that the film is bad or good. 
The next question is whether the film 
is of educative value to the masses. 
Thi s is a media of mass, communica¬ 
tion. The question for the Govern¬ 
ment to consider is that they should 
produce more and more documenta¬ 
ries by which Government can have 
quality control on films. 

There are producers on the one side 
and Government on the other side. 
The producers say that, unless they 
produce films with vulgarity and vio¬ 
lence, they will not be a success in the 
box office and they cannot earn money. 
They said that the Government should 
check this vulgarity and violence and 
this controversy was going on. A 
number of committees were appointed 
but due to the Government not taking 
immediate steps the vulgarly and vio¬ 
lence in our films continue. Under this 
Bill the Board will be reconstituted 
and it will have six wholetime Mem¬ 
bers including the Chairman. Here I 
want to draw your attention to the 
recommendations of the Estimates 
Commitee of Lok Sabha (1973-74), 58th 
Report which says: 

“The Committee would, however, 
urge the Government that while ap¬ 
pointing members to the new Board 
of Film Censors and Appellate Tri¬ 
bunals they should ensure that only 
persons with proven integrity and 
knowledge of this industry are in¬ 
cluded. The Committee would also 
like that proper representation should 
be given to the film industry also 
on these bodies.” 

There were so many reports. There 
is that famous Khosla Committee re¬ 
port. So, whle amending this law, 
unless w e give some powers to this 
Board, the undesirable things cannot 
be checked.

Now the question is: alter this Bill 
is passed, whether the Government 
will have an effective control. 

Now, one of the objectives is t 0 con¬ 
fer on the Central Government a limi¬ 
ted revisional jurisdiction even in res¬ 
pect of order* passed in appeals. Such 
jurisdiction can be exercised only in 
the interests of certain specified over¬ 
riding considerations, namely the so¬ 
vereignty and integrity of India, secu¬ 
rity of the State, friendly relations 
with foreign States and public order, 
decency or morality. It should be 
‘and’ and not ‘or’. While sovereignty 
and integrity are essential, decency and 
morality are also equally essential. 

Lastly, a word about the moral ques¬ 
tion. One cannot definie what mora¬ 
lity is. As I said earlier, nothing is 
bad or good but thinking makes it 
so» * * * 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER': You are 
yet to experience that. 

SHRI GIRIDHAR GOMANGO: 
Lastly I support this Bill because even 
though we are passing It after a year 
of its introduction, I hope it will help 
in curbing violence and vulgarity in 
our films.

THE MINISTER OF INFORMATION 
AND BROADCASTING t.SHR I. K. 
GUJRAL): I am grateful to the House 
for debating this issue with so much 
interest. You will recall that we had 
debated this in February last and I 
wa s feeling that pershaps it might be 
difficult for us again to link up the dis¬ 
cussion we were having five months 
ago but fortunately Members have 
kept their minds so fresh that even 
after five months’ break the link was 
not broken and the discussion was 
worthwhile. 


Let me recall that five months back 
some leading Members of the House 
took part in the debate, namely Shri 
Sreekantan Nair, Shri Salve. Shri 
Hazra. Shri Daga, Frof. Mukherjee Dr. 
Karni Singh who was a member of 
the Khosla Committee also though the 
attended only one meeting—Prof. 
Dandavate and some friends spoke to¬ 
day and they have all enriched the 
discussion very much. 


What become obvious' was the con¬ 
cern about the present situation re¬ 
garding films because everybody rea¬ 
lises that this is a very powerful me- 
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dium which could be used for good or 
for bad. Particularly in a society like 
ours, we have to keep in mind the 
impact on minds, especially young 
minds. Visual media, particularly the 
film have come to occupy the centre 
of stage in our cultural life. It is a 
fact, whether we like it or not, that 
today all performing arts, forunately 
or unfortunately I think rnore unfor¬ 
tunately then fortunately, derive their 
inspiration more from the films than 
vice versa. I say so because I feel 
that the performing arts should set the 
standards for films and not vice versa. 
particularly when the tradition and 
heritage of our performing arts is so 
rich from which we can draw a lot. 

I feel that our children in particular 
have to be somewhat, if I may say so, 
saved from the impact of the films as 
they are at the moment. We have not 
realised how mudh impact this me¬ 
dium. is having on the making of 
minds. In this regard, the^ Khosla 
Committee has done very good work. 

It was a committee composed of learn¬ 
ed people who gave their time and ap¬ 
plied their mind to study the various 
aspects of the film and it came to some 
conclusions the result of which is this 
Bill. It is important to remember not 
only the impact the film has on adults 
and grown-ups but the deep impact it 
has on the minds of the children and 
the younger people. The Khosla Com¬ 
mittee has exhaustively quoted from 
the book Our Movie Made Children 
by Forman. I shall take a few minutes 
to quote some very pertinent quota¬ 
tions which the Khosla Committee has 
given from that book. I quote from 
page 61 of the report: 

“5.5 Forman states that children 
retain 70 per cent of what the adult 
retails upon seeing a film and that 
the impression of a film lasts for a 
considerable time. Indeed some of 
the impressions mature and become 
clearer with the passage of time. 

The film, therefore, makes a very 
strong imoact imon children, far 
stronger than adults are prone tb 
believe. Experiments made witlr 
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educational films show that know¬ 
ledge increased 20 per cent to 40 
per cent more on screening a film 
than on communicating the same 
knowledge through other means. The 
author adds that a scene in a film 
shapes tha attit.des and social 
values of children. Any kind of 
medium which employs visual as 
well a s aural communication makes 
a deep and lasting impact upon an 
impressionable mind.” 

“5.6 Forman points out that the 
mental make up of a criminal in the 
film is not explained. It is not till 
the very end that he meets his 
punishment and m the meantime a 
great deal of sympathy is aroused 
for him. The part of many crimi¬ 
nals in films is taken by popular 
stars who are well dressed, hand¬ 
some and often rich. In the same 
way, love without marriage consti¬ 
tutes a disproportionately large part 
of film themes, and the actors are 
usually popular film stars. There¬ 
fore in the minds of the audience, 
particularly the young and impres¬ 
sionable part of the audience, a mea¬ 
sure of synmathy and approval is 
aroused....” 

“5.P The author says “Imagine the 
children from the ago of six on ex¬ 
posed to the flood of movies pouring 
across the screen, loaded chiefly with 
the well-known movie trinity of love, 
sex and crime with all the violence, 
vulgarity and false values that so 
many movies have. It is a question 
whether the child will have become 
so excited as to lose sleep for a week 
or will sleeD so drugged or exhaus- 
ed by emotional fatigue that his 
sleep will be a kind of stupor. 
Whichever of the two happens the 
price paid is exorbitant.” 

This is the basic background in which 
we have to examine the film scene as 
such. 

ns well know, leaves a great 
deal of impression.. As I have said 
just .pow, it is not only on the child 
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but also on the adult mind. I, there- [ 
fore pose a question to this august f 
body and, through this, to the society ' 
as a whole whether it is a matter of ; 
social concern or not. Can society ' 
ignore thi s powerful medium? Up till: 
now have we or have we not let the \ 
film alone to do whatever it can to the 
society at .arge? We have let the fate ; 
of the society, the shape of the society,; 
the future of the society particularly, 
the future of the tender minds in the < 
hands of those whom we may choose' 
to call by and large, financial adven- J 
tures. These financial adventurers 1 
have not taken cinema either as an ' 
art, or as a contribution, or as some- > 
thing which we may call culture. They ■: 
have taken to it for the purpose of , 
digging gold. They have not gone for 
the purpose of reforming society and 
realising the responsibilities that so¬ 
ciety imposed on them. But, unfortu¬ 
nately, a substantial section of them ; 
have looked upon it for making quick 
money by the shortest possible methods 
and possible means. I do feel that at : 
least sometimes my friend, Shri Jyotir- 
mov Bosu should agree on something, 
because I am talking of culture and I ‘ 
hone he is interested in culture more 
than politics, at least sometimes. 

I do feel that society, unfortunately, . 
as such has turned a Nelson's eye to 
this very important happening within 
the society as a whole. Sometimes we 
have bee n motivated by puritanism. 
We have felt that in our puritanism we • 
ran wish the film out but the film could 
not be wished out. The film has come 
and the film has invaded our cultural 
Mfe; rather, it is now part of the entire 1 
life of the society a s a whole. There- , 
fore, when we have continued to have 
an ambivalent attitude towards the 
film as such the film has gone further ' 
and made its impact. I, therefore, feel > 
that today at least the time has come ' 
when we should realise that this 
nowerful force has to be controlled not . 
in the political sense but in the social 
sense and used for social purposes. 

I do feel that people who have social 
consciousness and social responsibility 
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should he given more and more 
opportunity to mane films. 1 also leel 
that this sense of responsibility ha s to 
be the basic ingredient for any cinema 
policy that we may choose to follow in 
this country as a whole. We should 
also face the fact that this medium in 
today’s context has to be dealt with 
and cannot be wished out. I do feci 
therefore, that towards this powerful 
visual medium which can shape the 
society as a whole particularly in our 
country where educationa and cul¬ 
tural inputs are so much needed, we 
should have a positive atitude be¬ 
cause the film can be used to a great 
deal of advantage. 

I would also lik to point out again 
going back to the Khosia Committee, 
because they have made a very in¬ 
teresting observation-- they have 
quoted from the same book to which 
I have just now referred : —the author 
claims: 

‘We pay for our school system. We 
pay for our water supply. We also 
pay for the motion pictures. What 
would we say if nnv questionable 
character were to be allowed to 
come in suddenly and take charge 
of our children’s school? Or, if sus¬ 
pected water were even occasionally 
turned into our mains? What an 
outcry goes up if the milk supply in 
a town is suddently discovered to 
be in the least degree tainted. The 
vast haphazard promiscous so fre¬ 
quently ill-chosen, output of pic¬ 
tures to which we expose cur 
children’s minds for influence and 
imprint, is not this at least of equal 
importance?” 

This is the basic issue. 

Unless we are able to treat and 
decide to treat the cinema on the same 
basis as we treat our text-books and 
literature, till then the cinema scene 
as suck will not improve. This can 
improve not by censor alone. I am 
not going to claim that after this Bill 
is passed and after the new Censor 
Board is set up, the cinema scene will 
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change. That can change only if we 
decide that social investment has to 
be made. 

SHRI MANOEANJAN HAZARA 
(ARAMBAGH); It has no connection 
with the Bill. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I think, if 
you will use more of your imagination 
and less of your speaking-power you 
will find the connection. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU t DIA¬ 
MOND HARBOUR); Be relevant. 

SHKI I. K. GUJRAL: I am glad 
Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu is interested in 
relevance. 

1 do fee.' (hat unless we decide as a 
society that social investment has to 
be made and cannot be delayed, we 
wi ! i only face a social peril. Unless 
we are rer>.‘ ; y in a position to evolve 
and turn our eyes fully on the contri 
bution that film has been making, a 
stage is fast arriving when we can 
face, like some of the Western societies 
a social catastrophe. 

1 think, for some time now I have 
pleaded here and outside that the mam 
method ui improving film is that society 
as a whole and the Government as 
such mast decide to make substantial 
investment in film. In today’s context, 
as I have said we see that films are 
made by those who are the worst type 
of profiteers. I am not condemning 
everybody in fil n industry. I am 
talking of the financial structure of 
film industry as such. Unfortunately, 
that section of finances have gone 
into the film industry which charge 
very heavy interest. Not only they 
charge heavy interest but they dictate 
their terms also. Even the best of the 
scripts and the best of the stories get 
destroyed because healthy finance Is 
not available. 

I have had the opportunity of study¬ 
ing the systems of some ..of those 
countries which we may cal! as 
developed countries particularly in 
that sense of freedom of expression 
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about which my hon. triend, Shri Daga, 
i g concerned and in those countries, 
we have seen that the Governments 
there have made massive financial in¬ 
vestments. Unless we make healthy 
finance available, unhealthy finance 
and healthy films cannot co-exist. It 
is just not possible. Unfortunately, we 
have treated films as a “Kamadhenu 
cow”. We have only tried to get en¬ 
tertainment tax out of it. We have 
not tried to feed back any money into 
it. The result of it is that the film 
scene in totality is degenerating. 

Recently, we have made a small ex¬ 
periment in setting up the Film 
Finance Corporation. Although the 
contribution has been very meagre in 
15 years of the Film Finance Corpora¬ 
tion’s existence we have been able to 
find about Rs 1 crore of investment 
even then we have seen that the film 
scene has changed considerably. Be¬ 
cause of intervention of the Film 
Finance Corporation, because of a new 
wave of films and the emergence of 
the regional cinema, there has been a 
contribution which directly and 
indirectly has been good even by 
small investment. I am very certain 
that unless we decide that a percentage 
of the earnings of the entertainment 
tax will be fed back ino the film 
industry, the cinema scene will not 
improve. 

Every day the technology of film-mak¬ 
ing is becoming expensive. Raw film 
has 'become expensive; cameras have 
become expensive. The production of 
film has become expensive and because 
it ig becoming expensive, the eye is on 
the profits as such. That is why all 
the nostalgia we have about the older 
films has fadded out. AH those who 
were mostly motivated by the creative 
instinct could not stand the pressure, 
of finance. Very fortunately, since the 
coming in of the Film Finance Cor¬ 
poration and also of persons like Shri 
Satyajit Ray and others in the film 
industry, a new type of school if I 
may say so. a minority cinema has 
also been simultaneously built This 
minority cinema to a great extent has 
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contributed to the change of the attitude h 
of the people. | 

I am speaking in this August House • 
where the whole country is represented. ; 
I do wish to appeal through this House • 
to the society and policymakers that 
we must decide to invest in the cinema 
indusry as such and that only then 
we can possibly create what we may 
choose to call an Indian cinema. 

SHRI NOORUL HUDA (Cachar): ', f 
Are you appealing to change social } 
values? ! 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Social values • 

I feel, cannot change only by wishes. 
For changing social values through a 
medium, investment is needed, and in¬ 
vestment should be made by us. I do 
not exonerate the responsibility of the 
Government. I am trying to say that 
the responsibility of the Government ; 
is considerably more because rot only 
the Centre but also the Slates keep •' 
on crying that films are doing harm. 
But what are we doing about it, how 
much have we decided to invest, I 
like to ask. The States earn on an 
average about Rs. 60 crores annually 
on entertainment tax. But in 15 years 
we have invested only Rs. 1 crore 
through the Films Finance Corpora¬ 
tion. Naturally, you cannot change the 
scene as such. I make appeals be¬ 
cause sometimes my own heart breaks; 

I feel that, in spite of my best efforts, 

I have not get succeeded in finding 
money or even in convincing my col¬ 
leagues in the Government. My senior 
colleague is sitting here. Without in- 
vestmesnt the medium of cinema can- i 
not be used to advantage, and disad¬ 
vantages can be considerable .... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: If you , 
project the image of the ruling Party > 
through cinema, you will get a lot of , 
money. 

SHRI I. K. 'GUJRAL: My friend, Mr. 
Jyotirmoy Bosu, eats, drinks and . 
sleeps with politics. > Nothing else ever 
crosses his mind. For some time, for 
a chanee, he should remember that he 
comes from the rich land of Bengal

We pro¬ 
duce the maximum number of films 
compared to any other country, and 
jf I am not mistaken—I hope I am 
right in saying so—that, in spite of 
everything, it is a very fortunate thing 
ifthat our creative genius in the cinema 

8 s ® has emerged and asserted itself com¬ 
pared to the creative genius in the 
world. We have seen that in many 
.competitions and many festivals our 
film-makers have made their mark and 
they have been able to show to the 
;world that better films can be made 
and have been made in spite of all the 
difficulties that they have been facing. 
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arouse that public opinion. To an 
extent a change has come. I will give 
one or two indications. For instance, 
till about last year whenver the Cen¬ 
sorship Board gave ‘A’ Certificate to a 
film, the film-makers were generally 
very happy because they thought that 
it would dig more gold. But ndlv we 
have seen a change in the course of the 
last year or so. Whenever ‘A’ Certi¬ 
ficate is given, there is now always a 
hue and cry and the demand is more 
for U' Certificate. This itself is indi¬ 
cative of the change. Another indica¬ 
tive is this. The regional language 
films for instance. Malayalam films, 
Kannada films and Bengali films, the 
new ones that have come up in these 
three or four States, have made a place 
for themselves; they are based on 
classics, on social investigation, social 
issues. And this scheme is new being 
respected more and more. But I‘do 
feel that even then.... 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad); If you are building a case for 
quality films, let us spend more cn it.

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
j (Gwalior); Where'is the public opi- 
gnion? 

SHRI I. It. GUJRAL: That is what 
; I am appealing for. You and 1 should 


SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I do not invest 
anything on it. You are talking of 
more and more. I say, let us invest 
something on it. Unless we decide to 
invest something on it the cinema 
scene will not change. I do not know 
whether you were here when I was 
speaking on this point. Perhaps you 
had been out. I am not accusing you 
but on this I have spoken at length 
because I am one of those who would 
like you to feel—it is not a question 
of this side or that side—that it is a 
matter of common concern for all of 
us. This is a powerful medium which 
makes and shapes the minds of men 
and so it needs investment like the 
books. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE 
(Gwalior): Where are the cinema halls 
even if you make better films? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Not only 
cinema halls but better films have to 
be produced, more and more specialis¬ 
ed films for children and young men 
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need to be made and all this needs 
investment. I think the stage has 
come when the country should apply 
all its mind whether we can or we 
cannot at least part with 50 per cent 
of the entertainment tax to see that 
l etter cinemas come in and even Ihe 
number of cinema theatres that we 
have in our country as our friend 
Shn Vajpayee has drawn our attention 
to, is only about 7,800. Can you ima¬ 
gine that the Soviet Union with a po¬ 
pulation of one-fourth of ours, has 
1,40,000 cinemas. The UNESCO some¬ 
time ago had laid down norms for 
cinemas. Even if we follow those 
norms in the developing countries, we 
should increase our cinema halls by 
three times because what is hap¬ 
pening to-day is not that cinemas 
are few but the cinemas are ex¬ 
pensive. The lowest cinema ticket plus 
Ihe entertainment tax has become so 
expensive that a lower middle class 
man or a poor man just cannot a Cord 
to go to cinema at all. It is not a 
question that he cannot be influenced 
but he is kept out of the contact v/ith 
the cinema and entertainment is denied 
to him. In urban areas more and 
more we are finding tensions which 
are not. only economic tensions but 
non-economic tensions also because 
there is no release from those tensions. 
We have made some exoeriment in 
Delhi recently by starting an open air 
cinema in the Rabindra Rangashala 
where we have kept the ticket at 50 
paise and Rupee one. We have 8000 
•seats and you will be surprised that 
every day every seat is sold and every 
day 3000 people come who, I must say. 
never go to cinemas otherwise and 
people from Juggis arid jhopris who 
cannot just otherwise afford to go to 
a cinema. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU. It creates 
a law and order problem. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: That problem 
■will always be there whenever people 
get together. But that does not mean 
that we can afford to throw the baby 
with the tube water. Therefore, I do 
*eel that we should possibly think in 
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terms of having something in this 
cpntext. 

Some of my friends talked about the' 
criteria followed by the Censorship 
Board in rejecting the films. In the 
last couple of years I am particularly 
keen that films that preach violence... 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Wbat 
happened to the Member who was 
caught red-handed taking a bribe in 
Bombay? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: 1 do not know. 
Perhaps Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu knows 
better. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Jyotii* 
moy Bosu gets the information. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I would have 
appreciated if the hon. Member gets 
up and speaks. The hon. Member did 
not participate in the debate. He was 
busy writing his notes for something 
else. Suddenly something flashes ac¬ 
ross his mind and he starts interrupt¬ 
ing. ... 

SHRI JYTIRMOY BOSU: I am pri¬ 
vileged to sit on the same bench as 
the Chairman. Please do not carry 
coal to New Castle. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I am prepared 
to give the floor to Shri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu to give us some worthwhile sug¬ 
gestions. But he does not apply his 
mind to matters of culture. That, is 
the tragedy. That is the real diffi¬ 
culty. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU; At the 
present moment I am worried about 
the stomach culture in 1hi3 country. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I hope your 
negative approach will fill that soon. 

As I was saying that we have been 
trying to assert and curtail violence 
and vulgarity in the cinema. In the 
last year f°r instance, we denied certi¬ 
ficates to 15 films. In this year in the 
first 5 months, the Censorship Board 
refused to certify 3 films. Also the 
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metreage of cuttings has conderably 
increased. In 1973, apart from the 
films which were not permitted to be 
shown, about 15,000 metres were cut 
from the various films. But cuts do 
not solve any problems. As I have 
said just now, all these are negative 
methods. Positive methods have to be 
found. 

Then I come to the points made by 
Shri Sreekantan Nair who said that 
the set up is being made more cum¬ 
bersome in respect of the Film Censor 
Board for that, I would say. it is not 
cumbersome but it is being made sim¬ 
plified in the sense that now we are 
going to have six whole-time members 
and the result would be, since every 
film will have to be seen by at least 
one whole-time member uniformity 
in regard to the application of the 
rules will be there and it is far more 
easier for them to sit with the assessors 
of a particular language and take a 
view on the film at the moment. With 
the help of the honorary committees 
we are not able to make the impact 
and that is why we have accepted the 
recommendation of the Khosla Com¬ 
mittee and we are going in that direc¬ 
tion. 

Now I come to another point which 
was raised by my friend Mr. Salve and 
it is this. He spoke about the various 
asDects of the films and he had parti¬ 
cularly drawn my attention to the film 
Bobby which was worrying him very 
much. I have drawn the attention of 
the Film Censor Board to the remarks 
made by Mr. Salve. 

Mr. Manoranjan Hazra talked about 
the fate of the Cine-workeis who do 
need attention. I may tell him that 
we are at the moment at the stage of 
drafting of a Bill ior protecting the 
salary etc. of these persons and I do 
hope I wifi be in a position to come 
to the House very soon with that Bill 
to help them to occupy a useful place 
In the cinema industry as su*;h. 
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Now, Mr. Daga made a long speech 
and he wa» particularly worried about, 
the words censor, about the older 
people, about the dangerous trends and 
so on. He said in the course of his 
speech that films had not made any 
impact. I think Mr. Daga’s speech 
was very classical, because, he is one- 
of those people who feel that cinema 
is seen and forgotten sooner than one 
thinks. But if you sit wittf Mr. Daga 
he will even tell you what film he 
saw some twenty years ago and what 
was the story there, and still he feels 
that the impact of the film can be- 
easily forgotten! Mr. Daga also quoted 
Khosla Committee Report, and Mr. 
Daga said that they had talked 
of liberal approach. I agree. Liberal 
and licentiousness are two different 
things. I am all in favour of laberal 
approach. I am not a conservative 
and I am not for a conservative ap¬ 
proach at all but I am for a more 
responsible approach. I do agree with 
Mr. Daga that_ 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): What 
you do is this. When it comes to prac¬ 
tical things, what you are doing is, 
you are not going to introduce good 
films, but you are going to cut the 
bad films. That is to say, it is only a 
negative function. The hon. Minister 
is very sensible and I am sure he will 
give greater thought to it. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I am grateful 
for the credit you gave for being * 
sensible one; you can say sensitivity, 
as well, because in art values I have 
sensitivity as well. We have changed 
the approach the methodology etc. and 
I have told time and again what all 
things we have done to change the 
scene. That is why 1 have spoken with 
regard to a comprehensive film policy. 
Elsewhere I had also spoken of the 
cess. I have spoken on the Film Coun¬ 
cil. I have spoken of art tbreatres. I 
have spoken about film societies. I 
have spoken of children’s fllm« j have 
spoken about setting up of the corpo¬ 
ration which in totality is going to 
change the scene. 
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SHRI B. V. NAIK: What all you can 
do wita the censors is to take a scissor 
and cut the negative part but you 
cannot substitute a good part. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I have said so. 
My friend, Prof. Mukherjee is not here. 
He also had talked of the need for a 
se'rible national films policy which I 
have tried to enunciate just now and 
also the Cine Workers’ Bill. He had 
also talked about the Metro Cinema 
and Shri Bosu is interested in that also 
and because Mr. Bosu is keen that 
something should be said about the 
Metro Cinema. I would only like to 
say hetre that we have set up a negoti¬ 
ating committee from the various in¬ 
dustries together and some represen¬ 
tatives of the owners are also here 
and the documents are being examined. 

I hope we shall be in a position to 
settle this issue soon. ( Interruptions ). 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You sup¬ 
port Messrs. Gupta Brothers ir Bom¬ 
ba}'. And you, Mr. Ganesh, have given 
him support. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: He has given 
me full support. I also feel that Shri 
Nahata, particularly, had talked of the 
good films and the people’s demand for 
a good film. He had asked for a Film 
Corporation. I am glad to say that 
only two days ago the Cabinet had 
approved of the setting up of a national 
film corporation. I think we shall be 
setting it up very soon. With the 
setting up of that we shall be able to 
start at least a new phase in import 
and export of films also and earning 
some money to finance the films cor¬ 
poration to perform the responsibili¬ 
ties more adequately. 

Dr. Kami Singh had emphasised 
about the need for a family film. I 
could not agree with him. But. I do 
feel that healthy and helpful family 
films are needed. Prof. Dandavate, 
sitting here, has made a speech which 
is very useful and learned. He has 
talked about the generation gap in 
the government thinking. I do not 
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think that there is generation gap in 
the government thinking. I think that, 
the generation gap is not in the con¬ 
text that we are against what the new 
generation wants. I am all for the 
films which are youthful in' approach, 
which are youthful in their comprehen¬ 
sion, which are youthful in their art 
films and which are youthful in their 
sensitivity. But, I think t hat all that 
is sold in the name of the youth is* 
not that either Prof. Dandavate or I 
would wish. I think it is not in that 
sense that we have any generation gap 
problem. I think Prof. Dandavate also 
had asked a question which needs a 
reply. He has asked whether the ele¬ 
ments which are extraneous to arts are 
judged by the art form. I think it 
would be too much if we say that all 
the films are in art forms although 
some of the makers do believe in them. 
Do you know', Prof. Dandavate that 
out 100 films which were started in 
India, seventy per sent of the films 
fall under it because people who are 
adventurists and who have earned 
money in something else—in stock ex¬ 
change or something else—do want to 
venture into the films? The result of 
all this for making a good film. In 
that they are neither interested in the 
art films nor in aesthetics. We have, 
fortunately, as I said just now, some 
leaders who have a deep commitment 
to the art films and the things of that 
kind. I do not think that there is any 
difficulty coming from the censors or 
from those who are certifying the 
films as such. 


Before I finish, I must compliment 
Prof. Dandavate for his very very 
beautiful speech on the art and the 
enunciation of the art film. 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): I would like to ask; is it 
not true that even in those societies in 
some of the countries where efforts 
are made to control and regiment art, 
there not only the freedom of the artist 
Is lost but even the creative mind is 
disturbed? 
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SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I am not able 
to say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ because this is a 
discussion in which, if Prof. Dandavate 
wants me to say ‘Yes’ or ‘No’ I would 
not like to reply. I can assure you of 
one think and that is that no attempt 
whatsoever on our part will be made 
•either to regiment the art or to try to 
•control the art- We are only trying to 
eliminate those things to be urhealthy 
and known to be perverse to debase 
human values which, not only acts as 
a poison to our society but is now 
■acting as a lava to our basic and cul¬ 
tural art value. We are now trying to 
fight against this and not against the 
-art films as such. 

Shri Mavalankar has naturally and 
rightly asked that we must be always 
-conscious of the difference between 
the freedom and licence and the liberty 
-of the people that is involved in it. I 
think that it is in that context only 
that we are thinking of the present 
meaesures because corelations of these 
three only make the validity to the 
present Bill definitely useful. Shri 
Budra Pratap Singh has complained 
about the lack of uniformity of the 
■censors. I think with the appointment 
■of whole-time members we will be able 
"to achieve that uniformity. He talked 
at length about nudity and kissing. 1 
think I have made my views known 
on this subject in the meetings of the 
consultative committee. If is in the 
broad context as Khosla Committee 
has tried to see these things that they 
have to be seen. Covered nudity and 
covered vulgarity can be worse than 
nudity. That is what is happening 
today. 

Shri Tombi Singh has drawn our 
-attention and rightly sio that we must 
declare our national film policy. I 
have said just now how I am looking 
at the seme and what are the ingredi¬ 
ents of the national film policy. Shri 
Gowder has talked about censorship 
by the State Governments. This issue 
was discussed at length in the Consti¬ 
tuent Assembly when censoring and 
films were made central subjects and 
taken from the Concurrent List. I 
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might quote a little from the speech of 
Dr. Ambedkar*. 

“Mr. President, Sir, the object of 
bringing this entry which was orgi- 
nally in the Concurrent List to the 
Union List is two-fold-. 

Firstly, to prescribe as* far as 
possible a uniform standard 
for sanction of films; and 

Secondly, to prevent an injury 
being do?ie to any producer of 
a film whose film may not be 
sanctioned by any particular 
province for reason of some 
idiosyncracy or some standards 
which are extra-ordinary char¬ 
acter and do not conform.. 

I think this speech holds good even 
today and particularly in his State 
politics which is dominated by 
cinema. I think the present situation 
where censorship is a central subject 
is correct but while appointing six 
members we are going to post two of 
them at Madras and they must know 
the local languages of the region be¬ 
cause only then the censorship will ■ 
be possible. Since India is making 
many films we have provided in the 
Bill assessofs to assist the whole¬ 
time members. Our policy will be 
to have the Chairman and two mem¬ 
bers in Bombay; two members in 
Madras and one member in Calcutta 
so that they are able to look after 
all the films made in those areas.. My 
friend Mr. Beddy had asked me to see 
that people knowing various languages- 
are appointed on the censor Board. 
Well, we will try to do that as far as 
possible. Some friends have asked me 
about the pre-censorship of the scri¬ 
pts. It is not an impracticable sugges¬ 
tion but It does not serve much pur¬ 
pose because films are not made by. 
scripts. They are made as films deve¬ 
lop.

SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA: I 
agree with Mr. Daga that' there should 
not be so many committees, but i 
disagree with him regarding the num¬ 
ber of honorary members. I have 
proposed in my amendment that 
there should be five other whole¬ 
time members and 12 honorary mem¬ 
bers appointed by the Central Gov¬ 
ernment to look after the perform¬ 
ance of the regional committees in 
Calcutta, Delhi, Bombay, Madras and 
Gujarat, where five regional commit¬ 
tees shall be constituted. I have 
given my amendment from the practi¬ 
cal point of view so that the cause 
of the cine industry might be served 
better. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL; Mr. Daga 
has not fully read the whole thing. 
Up till now we had a wholetime 
Chairman and a board of honorary 
members. Then we have the exa¬ 
mining and revising committees. At 
present these committees comprise of 
panels of honorary members, drawn 
from various sections of the society. 
Naturally the responsibility they owe 
to the board is limited. We call upon 
them to sacrifice a part of their time 
to come and see a film. The result 
is, the composition of the committees 
varies from film to film and there is 
no uniformity in the application of 
policy. That is why sometimes a film 
is rejected and another more licenti¬ 
ous film gets through. How we are 
changing it'. We are going to have 
a Chairman and 5 wholetime mem¬ 
bers. We are making it compulsory 
that every film must be seen at least 
by one wholetime member, who will 
be primarily responsible to enforce 
uniformity of the policy. Then we 
have 7 assessors drawn from various 
language areas. Every film will be 
seen by one wholetime member and 
2 assessors. If there is difference, pf 
opinion between the wholetime meih- 
ber and the assessors, it will be re¬ 
ferred to the revising committee 
where at least two wholetime mem¬ 
bers will sit. Our basic approach - is 
that responsibility should be fixedo

The composition of the Board will 
be Chairman, five wholetime mem¬ 
bers, 3 more from the industry and 3 
more drawn from educationists and 
people with cultural sensitivity. This 
Board will lay down the policy. The 
real work will be done by the whole¬ 
time members. 

Coming to the volume of work, on 
an average, the board examines 450 
films a year, i.e, 40 to 50 films a 
month, i.e. 2 to 3 films a day. It is 
not very light work. As a matter of 
fact, one of the suggestions made to 
the Khosla Committee was that there 
should be 20 whoietime members be¬ 
cause they thought the load was so 
much. In order to save money we 
have thought of only six for the time 
being. I hope they can cope with the 
load. 

So far as the methods and proce¬ 
dures which should be followed are 
concerned, kindly keep one thing in 
mind. The procedures are laid down 
in detail in the rules and directives. 
My attention has been drawn to the 
total load. India makes about 450 
feature films. It' also makes 1,000 
short films. India will be importing 
approximately 200 foreign films, 
which we had stopped for some time. 
So, the total load of films to be seen 
is about 1,500 to 2,000 films a year. 
This is the dimension of the problem. 

I hope my friend will appreciate this 
ba^ic issue. 

SHRI JYOT1RMOY BOSU: Impor¬ 
tation of American films is another 
scandal. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: I have a 

great deal of weakness for Shri Jyo- 
tirmoy Bosu. But' he looks too heavy 
when he sits and talks. If he stands 
and talks, it will be good for his 
health and I can reply better. 

Shri Hazra has also raised more or 
less the same point why we should 
not stick to the honorary people. I 
have said just" now that our experi¬ 
ment has not succeeded and the en¬ 
tire spirit of the Khosla Committee 
import is that this experiment of

SHRI M. C. DAGA: Here a new sec¬ 
tion 3A is being inserted. Here it is 
said: 

“Foe the purpose of enabling the 
Board to efficiently discharge its 
functions.... the Central Govern¬ 
ment may appoint.” 

Who should make the appointment?

“At each regional centre, there 
shall be two paid members (whole¬ 
time) of the Board, who have got 
profound knowledge in literature, 
history, culture and customs of the 
region concerned and not less than 
two regional officers who shall consti¬ 
tute the regional Committees to¬ 
gether with the honorary Mem¬ 
bers.” 

The idea is clear. 

My third amendment No. 22 is: Page 
3 omit lines 13 to 20. 

These are my amendments. I want a 
categorical answer from the Minister 
and I hope* he will enlighten me in this 
respect. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: So far as my 
friend, Shri Hazra’s amendments are 
concerned, they are more or lesg re¬ 
petitive. As I have already explained, 
the scheme of the Bill is to try to 
introduce the element of whole-time 
members because ota the basis of the r 
Khosla Committee recommendations 
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we have come to definite conclusions 
‘that it is hot possible lor us to func¬ 
tion as it is, on the basis of honorary 
members only. That Is why all the 
amendments. But what Mr. Hazra’s 
amendment suggests will defeat the 
scheme itself. Therefre, I regret 1 
cannot accept it. 

Shri R. R. Sharma’s amendment 
also is similar to the one of Shri Hazra. 
We have experimented over a num¬ 
ber of years on the basis of honorary 
members and we have not succeeded. 
Thpt is why we have set up the Khosla 
Committee on the basis of whose re¬ 
commendations we are amending this 
law. W© want to introduce an element 
of whole-time members. My friend 
; Mr. Daga was very much worried 
about one thing: Why this legal quibble 
as to whether assessors should be paid 
or not paid? It is made clear that 
assessors are not going to be whole¬ 
time members; assessors are going to 
be there whenever they are called to 
assess a film; they will get allowance. 
That is the main spirit behind the Bill. 

SHRI R. R. SHARMA: He is confused 
with the word ‘salary’ and ‘allowances’. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Mr. Daga 
has a legal mind.

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): The 
hon. Minister has given certain data 
in'reply, and I find that the biggest 
recipients of food are his home State 
of Maharashtra, which has got 25 per 
cent of the total allotment in the coun¬ 
try* and then the little State of Delhi 
from which my hon. friend Shri 
H. K. L. Bhagat hails. One is very 
near )he seat of bureaucratic power, 
namely the Government of India, and 
the other is very near the other seat 
of political power, namely Mr. Shinde. 
I would recall that the other day, I 
had rightly remarked that Shri Ram- 
avatar Shastri should be properly 
briefed. The other day, when we had 
raised this question, the hon. Minister 
did not find time to reply to our 
question; I would not say that he did 
not have the courtesy to reply. Even 
<3he proceedings have not recorded 
what we had heard. After all, we 
take this as an opportunity to urge 
certain local issues. 

I am referring to the summary of the 
proceedings that is given. 

Reverting to the point which has 
been put forth by the Minister that 
the allotments are made keeping in 
.view -the availability of foodgrains in 
the central pool and the requirements 
bf the deficit States and Other relevant 
factors, what are the objective consi¬ 
derations? Is it on the basis of quan¬ 
tification of a particular problem or of 
.assessing the need? ‘Availability’ may 
mean something. You cannot distri¬ 
bute more than what we have. Then 
S&|Te is reference to ‘other relevant 
impart fa) of the statement.

I would, therefore, v like to; know 
from the hon. Minister how .file deficit 
in a particular State is assessed. Do 
you assess it on the basis of the prices 
ruling in a particular State? In the 
State of Tamil Nadu, rice is selling at 
Rs. 1.50 and in Karnataka it is selling 
at Rs. 2.50. Is the deficit calculated on 
the basis of the prices ruling in a 
particular State of a particular staple 
dietary commodity? Otherwise, this is 
going to be an absolutely unfair dis¬ 
tribution. 

The only other point I would like 
to urge is this. In September 1973, 
when there were food riots in our 
State, it was the MPs who were ghar- 
oed. We were the ones who had to 
face the mob. We know we had 
absolutely no control over the distri¬ 
bution which is done by the State 
Government. Since we vote the De¬ 
mands of the Ministry of Food and 
Agriculture at the Centre, can we 
know how these people control the 
distribution below the State level, 
because in many of the States where- 
ever there is a defective distribution 
machinery, the amount of grains com¬ 
ing from the Central pool or whichever 
pool or local procurement tends to go 
those influential urban prosperous 
sections, and the weaker sections of 
the society, particularly In the rural 
areas are invariably left to the wolves? 

I have to say with regret that with 
regard to distribution in the villages 
much below the level of the district 
and other points, the performance of 
Krishi Bhavan has been absolutely 
lamentable. Since the people are 
directly holding us responsible, will 
the, hon. Minister tell us how he..is 
going to control the distribution at the. 
village, the last outpost with regal’d to 
. fopdgrains? —

I shall confine myself to only two 
questions or two parts of the queation.

What did they demand and what total 
quantity of foodgreins was given by 
the Central Government in 1973 and 
till now in 1974? Is he also aware 
that the Chief Minister made a pro¬ 
mise to nearly 50,000 employees who 
were manufacturing biscuits? In UP 
in the small scale industrial sector 
there are) units manufacturing bis¬ 
cuits which are almost facing closure 
because of non-availability of maida 
which has not been supplied by the 
UP Government on the ground that 
they demanded 10,000 metric tonnes as 
extra quota from the Central Govern¬ 
ment meant but the Centre has not 
been kind to them and it has not been 
given to them. I am told that a dele¬ 
gation which came from Kanpur and 
other places in UP met the hon. Minis¬ 
ter Shri Shinde. He was kind and 
courteous to them. But perhaps again 
he shifted the ball to the court of the 
Chief Minister. These people 50,000 
people with their family members 
come to more than 5 to 6 lakhs of 
people—who depend on biscuit manu¬ 
facture for their living are facing 
starvation. Those persons are facing 
starvation. I should like to know 
from the hon. Minister what promise 
was given to the state Chief Minister 
or Food Minister regarding the sup¬ 
ply of foodgrains and whether that 
promise had been fulfilled and if not, 
when it is likely to be fulfilled.

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF AGRICULTURE 
(SHRI ANXASAHEB P. SHINDE): 
Sir, I am thankful to Shastriji for 
bringing up this discussion because 
sometimes lack of communication or 
misunderstanding can create a prob¬ 
lem. In the case of Bihar, there 
seems to be a considerable amount 
of misunderstanding among members 
regarding central help to that State. 
At the outset, I would like to submit 
that it will <be our endeavour and 
continuous effort to give the maximum 
assistance to Bihar in regard to the 
management of its food economy. 
But in the present political situation 
in Bihar, some interested parties are 
trying to exaggerate and add to the 
difficulties of the management of its 
food economy at the moment. Per¬ 
haps I will not be misunderstood if 
I say that the food shortage in Bihar 
is not to acute as is being mention¬ 
ed, not by hon. member here but by 
somebody else outside, who are in¬ 
terested in political agitations. 

For instance, Shri Shastri made the 
point that the deficit of Bihar is abOut 
10 lakh tonnes a year. That is to say, 
if one lakh tonnes of foodgrains are 
supplied every month, according to 
him the deficit can be made up. 1 
may say that the actual inflow' of 
foodgrains to Bihar is very close to 
one lakh tonnes; it is about 75,000 
to 8T ( 000 tonnes. When the new 
wheat policy was adopted, we had to 
reduce the allocation to all other 
State Governments because there 
would naturally be some inflow on 
trade account in all the deficit States. 
But we did n<R reduce the alloca¬ 
tion to Bihar. In fact, in the month 
Of August ■ we have increased the 

raj* LS— J 3 
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allotment to Bihar from 40,000’ to 
45.QQ0 tonnes. The information which 
I am giving is the most up to date 
and the figures which the hon. Mem¬ 
bers may have will be a little out 
of date. In addition to that, wheat 
permits have been issued for. 84,000 
tonnes to be taken to Bihar and ac¬ 
tually 47,000 tonnes have been put 
on rail. So, by and large, 25,000 to 
30,000 tonnes a month would be 
moved to Bihar on trading account 
for meeting the requirements of flour 
mills and other industry. In addi¬ 
tion to this, there is no ban on the 
movement of coarse grains and so 
quite a large quantity of maize and 
other things are moving on trade 
account. So, 70,000 to 80,000 tonnes 
per month, including Government 
allotment from the Central poo), are 
moving to Bihar. Therefore, it should 
not be very difficult for Bihar to tide 
over the situation. 

1 remember that when the United 
Front Government In Bihar had some 
political differences with us, they 
were pressing for the allotment of 4 
lakh tonnes a month. Ultimately, the 
Government of India judiciously 
came to • the conclusion that 1,80,000 
tonnes should be enough to meet the 
requirements, though it was a very 
difficult situation. Actually, an allot* 
ment of that level did help them to 
meet the situation in 1966-67. 

I really feel very sorry for Bihar 
because ultimately the problem of 
foodgrains of any State can be solved 
only by attending to the problems 
of production and by identifying the 
factors which are coming in the way 
of production. North Bihar is very 
fertile in soil in the whole sub¬ 
continent but the yield per' acre in 
North Bihar is the lowest. So, we 
have to look into the problem, Kqq. 
Members should appreciate that des¬ 
pite difficulties the production of 
Bihar is coming up. The production 
in 1976-71 was 78 lakhs which rose 
to 90 lakh tonnes in 1971-72 end 93 , 
lakh tonnes in 1972-73. The current 
year's production is quite higher 
compared to the {iroduction 
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1970-71. So, with the sizable allot¬ 
ment from the Central pool, it should 
be possible for Bihar to meet the 
requirements of the situation. X can 
assure hon. Members that we are 
constantly in touch with the State 
Government, We are continuously hav¬ 
ing dialogue with them and continu¬ 
ously reviewing their position. We 
shall' extend all necessary help to 
the Bihar Government to tide over 
the lean months, to which the hon. 
Member made a reference. 


There is some misunderstanding 
and there is an impression that some 
arbitrary allotments are made by the 
Government of India. We do not 
make any arbitrary allotments. There 
are some very heavy deficit pockets 
in India like Kerala, West Bengal, 
Maharashtra, and Gujarat and then 
comes Bihar. Delhi is of course in 
a different category because it is not 
a producing area; it is an urban area. 
These, are the five problem States 
from the point of view of food econo¬ 
my. Almost 80 per cent of our food 
allotment goes to these five States of 
Maharashtra, Gujarat, Kerala, West 
Bengal and Bihar, dependhng on their 
difficulties. For instance, almost 20 
-lakh tonnes of foodgrains were given 
to Bihar in 1967. We do take into 
consideration the level of production 
in different areas. 

Unfortunately, in this country, the 
level of per capita consumption differs 
from State to State. In 1965, the 
Foodgrains Enquiry Committee which 
went into the problems of food 
management in the country suggested 
a food budget and. working of a num¬ 
ber of details. When we went into 
details in consultation with the Chief 
Ministers, we found that this exercise 
was not likely to lead us anywhere. 
For example, in Haryana, the per 
head consumption is 220 to 240 Kgs. 
annually. How can you reduce it* 

- We camu^^edviefi - the per head, con¬ 
sumption. 'll' a farmer of a labourer 
hag' Mkm&* annually, we cannot re- 
ducjpr ration, though rationally. 
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it may appear to be a very sound pro¬ 
position, in fact, it is a very diifictdt 
proposition, in thfi country, the 
lowest per capita consumption is in 
Kerala and the highest is ia 
Haryana Punjab, Himachal Pra¬ 
desh and J. 4 K. Therefore, it 
would be very difficult to think of 
distributing foodgrains on per head 
basis, or on the basis of equal quan¬ 
tum. It ft a very difficult exercise to 
do due to different climate conditions, 
different habits of the people diffe¬ 
rent economic conditions of the peo¬ 
ple in different States. But the Gov¬ 
ernment of India’s effort is that 
through public distribution system, 
we are. trying to reduce the disparity. 

I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to dispel an impression as if 
the Government of India is thinking 
of reducing public distribution sys¬ 
tem. I would like to assure the hon. 
Members from Bihar and other States 
that our intention is to sqe that 
public distribution system is aot 
reduced in any way. On the con¬ 
trary. we propose to strengthen ft. 
Of course, we are having various ex¬ 
periments. We learn through experi¬ 
ence. But our Intention is that the 
level, of public distribution system 
in the country should not be reduced. 
My own understanding of the situa¬ 
tion is, whether the preseht economic 
difficulties are there or not, that to 
this country, the public distribution 
system of a very high size is a must. 
Therefore, ft will have to be linked 
with procurement. 


What is necessary is to lay equal 
emphasis on procurement. Unfortu¬ 
nately, what happens ig that we go 
on making demands. With due res¬ 
pect to bon. Members here, there is 
nothing wrong in that. Bpt *at the 
same, we have to lay equal emphasis 
on procurement also. Unless we pro¬ 
cure and substantial quantities come 
to central pool, hoar is it posable t*

SHRI RAMAVATAR SHASTRI:

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: What 
about OP.? 


Today morning, there was a Ques¬ 
tion on minimum standard of (nutri¬ 
tion which did not come up and 
which was to be replied by Prof. 
Nurul Hasan. According to the medi¬ 
cal standard prescribed, the availa¬ 
bility of cereals in this country is 
almost equal to our requirements. 
But the difficulty is that we do not 
get adequate amount of vegetables, 
adequate amount of fats and proteins 
in the country. The entire consump¬ 
tion is predominently cereal-oriented. 
We consume too much of cereals, 
the problem. I need not dwell on 
them now. 


I would only like to assure the 
House that the Government of India 
does go by certain principles. Of 
•course, we have to take certain prag¬ 
matic decisions because we have to 
-consider the central stock position. 
But other issues are taken into con¬ 
sideration on the basis of certain 
principles. We make allotments on 
the basis of local production, on the 
basis of State production. The con¬ 
sumption patterns are also taken 
into consideration. The population is 
also taken into consideration. I 
would like to assure the bon. Mem¬ 
ber that we will continue to make 
efforts to help Bihar. 


The position of Bihar is being com- 
plicated ’by the present political agi¬ 
tation. We mould not try to exagge¬ 
rate the problem. I have no ffimbt 
ha my mind that there would not be 
starvation in Bihar. We shall be able 
to manage tRe foOd economy. The 
inflow ifito Bihar, pf food during the 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
This year U.P. had some difficulties. 
There was some setback to production 
and there were some difficulties. 
But the prospects of kharif crop in 
U.P.; because of very good rainfall, 
are very good.... 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: 1 have 
raised specific question about bis¬ 
cuit-manufacturing companies. Peo¬ 
ple have lost their jobs. 


SHRI ANNASAHEB P. SHINDE: 
We make the allotment to the State 
Governments and it is entirely left 
to the discretion of the State Gov¬ 
ernments how much they will allot 
to various classes of consumers. For 
no part of the country have we 
assumed responsibility lor making 
allocation to particular categories of 
consumers. That is entirely the res¬ 
ponsibility of the State Governments. 
They can ask tor more quota from us. 
That is a different thing, the point 
is that it is their responsibility. We 
do not take the responsibility tor 
inter se distribution as between the 
various categories of consumers.

THE MINISTER OF RAILWAY 
(SHRI L. N. MISHRA): (a) and (b). 
A copy of the resolution adopted at 
the National Coordination Committee 
for Railwaymen’s Struggle meeting 
held on June 26, 1974 Has been recei¬ 
ved. As Government does not recog¬ 
nise National Coordination Committee 
fox Railwaymen’s Struggle no cogni¬ 
sance has been taken thereof. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
The reply given by the Minister 
appears to be an after-thought I would 
like to know this from the Minister. 
Is it not a fact that notwithstanding 
the provisions of the permanent 
negotiating machinery and the joint 
consultative machinery, independent 
of these provisions, negotiations were 
conducted with representatives of 
railwaymen till 30th April, till the 
arrest of Shri George Fernandes? 
Why is it that only after that, only 
now, instead of resuming negotiation 
which were conducted till the arrest 
of George Fernandez now a reference 
is being sought to be made to the 
permanent negotiating machinery and 
the joint consultative machinery? 
Therefore I would like to know 
whether the same negotiations which 
were conducted till 30th April will be 
resumed and if you do not propose to 
do that what are the special reasons 
that have arisen after the withdrawal 
of the strike. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: W e conduct, 
ed negotiations with AIRF to which 
the hon. Member belongs and with 
the NFIR. My Colleague Mr. Qureshi 
was there and I also participated in 
the discussion. There was agreement 
on 6 points. On 2 points we could 
not agree. And we dispersed. After¬ 
wards strike took place. Mr. George 
Fernandez was arrested and today 
the position is that 6 points have been 
acceded to and on remaining two 
points, 'bonus and parity, we are not 
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going to accept. Therefore we feel 
like this. There is nothing to 
negotiate. We did not negotiate with 
NCRS, or whatever name it is; we 
negotiated with AIRF and NFR as my 
invitation and the letter to the gentle¬ 
man will show. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 

I want a clarification. He %ays, on 
six points there was agreement and 
on two points no agreement could be 
reached. He says there is nothing 
further to be negotiated. It is a very 
sonsitive issue. Is it not true that 
even the six points have not been ac¬ 
cepted by the All India Railwaymen’s 
Federation and other representatives 
who accompanied the Federation? 
The Government might have decided, 
but the point is, the Federation has 
not accepted them. How do you say, 
there is nothing to be negotiated? 
Therefore I would like you to clarify 
your answer to the first question and 
then I will put m y second question. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: The discus¬ 
sion was obvious but there ie nothing 
to clarify. These six demands were 
accepted by Government and the 
minutes were to be finalised and re¬ 
presentatives of the two organisations 
participated in the discussion. When 
these minutes were being finalised 
and they were about to be adopted on 
the 2nd morning meeting, in between, 
something happened. The meeting 
was held. AIRF people did not parti¬ 
cipate. Of course, the N.F.I.R, people 
were there. Of course, the Govern¬ 
ment’s decision was announced. I 
am prepared to say that these demands 
were acceded to and there might have 
been some reservations here and 
there. By and large, they were 
accepted. Even though they do not 
accept them to-day when six demands 
were accepted, nothing more can be 
done. ( Interruptions). 

MR. SPEAKER: Kindly sit down 
I do not accept violation of the rule* 
by a responsible professor like your¬ 
self. I would not mind if you strai¬ 
ghtway put your supplementary. Do 
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not ask for clarifications by way of MR. SPEAKER: No, please. You 
another supplementary and all that, will kindly sit down. 


PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Because I respect the Chair, I now 
put my supplementary. 

MR. SPEAKER: It is much better 
to ask straightway your question. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
Not accepting my first question for 
clarification, my second supplementary 
is this. In part (b) of his answer, 
he was required to discuss under 
the provisions of the permanent nego¬ 
tiating machinery or under the provi¬ 
sions of the joint consultative machi¬ 
nery. Is it not a fact that even under 
the provisions, already agendas were 
prepared but, in spite of that, and 
even, after the strike, when the All 
India Railwaymen’s Federation had 
already sent their agenda, no discus¬ 
sions were held? As far as the pro¬ 
vision under the joint consultative 
machinery is concerned, as early as 
February, an agenda was sent to you. 
Even as late as in April, a meeting 
was supposed to be held. But, for 
some reasons or another, the meeting 
was not held. Why do you make a 
reference to the provisions of the joint 
consultative machinery at all? Is it 
only to delay the negotiations and 
postpone them? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: There is 
nothing to negotiate so far as six 
demands are concerned. There may 
he many more demands. I do not 
say that all their demands have been 
fulfilled. I never said that and I never 
claim it. There might be several 
questions. I am told the meeting was 
held. That is a regular feature. The 
meetings are to be held at three 
levels. I am not opposed to that. 
What I said was that negotiations on 
those points cannot be held. ( Inter¬ 
ruptions ). 

MR. SPEAKER: Now you will 
please sit down. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: 
My second supplementary is this. Why 
negotiations were not held?

ISHRI MADHU LIMAYE; Who has 
signed the minutes? Which organi¬ 
sation has signed to the minutes? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I have said 
a number of times that the NFR 
people have accepted the signing of 
the minutes; the minutes were read 
out and they all accepted it. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: The hon. 
Minister says that they had accepted 
the signing of it. How is it possible? 
Kindly ask the hon. Minister to state 
who had signed the minutes? The 
question was straight namely whether 
any of those things was signed. But 
he only says that they were accepted. 
He has not said whether they were 
signed or not. That is the most 
relevant question. He has not 
answered it. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: I do not 
understand why they are beating 
about the bush. I say that all those 
who were present there accepted the 
minutes of the meeting; they were 
read out by the Chairman. I cannot 
remember who signed it; the member 
of four or five delegations were 
present. They may better ask the 
NFIR people whether they accepted 
it or not. I would say that I am not 
going to give out the names, because 
I shall be embarrassing by friends by 
doing so. But I might sav that there 
were a number of Members of 
Parliament in the delegation of the 
AIRF also who had accepted the 
minutes of the meeting. ( Interrup¬ 
tions ) 

(SHRIMATI FARVATBI KRISH- 
NAN: He is misleading the House 
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SHRI DTtfESH CHANDRA 
GOSWAMI; In order to avoid an 
impression in the minds of the 
workers that there has been 
victimisation, I think the cases of 
termination of service should be 
disposed of as early as possible. One 
of the difficulties experienced by the 
General Managers in this connection 
is that they do not have the power 
of reviewing their own orders. This 
has to be done by the Railway Board. 
If these cases come to the Railway 
Board, it will mean a lot of delay 
in their disposal. In this view 
of the matter, have Government any 
proposal to confer the power of 
review on General Managers or have 
Government in view any other 
measures to see that these roses are 
disposed of as early as possible? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA; So far as 
break in service is concerned, the 
people affected were 5.5 lakhs. Out 
of them, 60,000 eases have been 
disposed of and their break in service 
has been condoned. All the Zonal 
Managers are going through them 
and I think it should not take long 
to dispose of them. On an individual 
basis, each case is being considered. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA 
GOSWAMI: In the NF Railway, the 
General Manager is saying that he 
has no power to review his own cases 
under the rules. Are you conferring 
on him the power to review these 
cases or are you following any other 
procedure to see that the cases are 
disposed of speedily? 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: We have 
decentralised. We want quick dis¬ 
posal of the cases. Zonal Managers 
will have the power, and have got 
the power.

that they revert again to the status 
of casual labourers on daily wage 
basis. 

SHRI L. N. MISHRA: Shri Indrajit 
Gupta had raised the point during the 
debate and in Calcutta also when he 
met me. I had stated that within 
the purview of the recommendation 
of the Miabhoy Tribunal casual 
workers would be taken back on the 
lines suggested by them. I shall try 
to find out if temporary Workers are 
being treated as casual workers; I 
have not come across such cases. 
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There is one thing which Mr. Gupta 
will appreciate. There has been a 
break in service in almost all the 
cases of persona who had gone on 
strike because of the no-work-no-pay 
and we are not going to condone it. 
Therefore these difficulties are there 
but I shall look into them....

Demand from Ministry of Agriculture 
for allocation of mor e diesel 
oil to States 

*127. SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: 

SHRI D. D. DESAI: 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to 
state: 

(a) whether Agriculture Minister 
had asked his Ministry to alocate 
more diesel oil to the States: and 

(b) if so, action taken thereon? 

THE M T NISTER OF PETROLEUM 
and ‘ CHEMICALS (SHRI D. K. 
BCROOAH): (a) Agriculture Minis¬ 


ter has requested for adequate pro¬ 
vision of diesel oil to agriculturists. 

(b) Arrangements are being made 
to ensure supply of diesel on priority 
for the agricultural sector. 

SHRI RAGHUNANDAN LAL 
BHATIA: On 30th June the minister 
made statement that the requirements 
of the States with regard to diesel oil 
will be fully met.. May I know if any 
request was made by Punjab for die¬ 
sel oil and if so what quantities have 
been supplied to Punjab? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: It is a 
fact that a statement was made that 
so far as diesel for agricultural pur¬ 
poses is concerned, we will try to 
meet the demands. Punjab is a 
highly developed agricultural State. 
Their demands are large and there¬ 
fore, pressures from Punjab are also, 
very strong. From time to time they 
have been coming to see us for die-, 
sel oil. We are happy to say that 
they have said that their require¬ 
ments have been met by and large 
and they have no complaint on that 
score. That is what the Chief Minister 
and other ministers told me. This 
year their requirements are 1,17,996 
tonnes of HSD and 81,225 tonnes of 
LDO. I do not know how much has 
been given to them. But they have 
made no complaint. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: May I know 
whether it is a fact that the supply 
of diesel to Bihar is a very meagre 
quantity and so the agriculturists are. 
suffering for want of diesel and, 
therefore, the fields are withering 

SHRI D. K, BOROOAH: Bihar agri¬ 
culture is not highly mechanised. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: I protest. 
Bihar is the second largest Slate in 
the whole of India. 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: I referred 
to mechanisation. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: He should 
know about Bih$r b$pause he was. 
the Governor there once. 
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SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The esti¬ 
mated demand for diesel oil from 
Bihar this year is 10,907 tonnes and 
LDO 45,390 tonnes. 

SHRI D. N. TIWARY: What part of 
it has been met 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH; There is 
an arrangement by which they are 
sent from time to time. I have not 
heard any complaint from the Bihar 
Minister whom I met only day be¬ 
fore yesterday.

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: Punjab and 
Haryana are two States which always 
come to our rescue in times of scar¬ 
city. I am not concerned with whe¬ 
ther the Chief Ministers are satisfied, 
or not. What was ’.he precise quan¬ 
tity required by them :;nd how much 
of it was met? 


SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: I would 
like to make one slight amendment. 
Diesel is used both for pumps and also 
for tractors, though it is mostly for 
pumps. The figures I gave relate to 
pumps. There is demand for diesel for 
tractors as well. If you see the 
statement which indicates the pattern 
°f consumption in each State you will 
‘ind that we have been able to fulfil 
the- demand by and large, without 
having too many complaints. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY; The hon. 
Minister lias answered Ihe question 
put by somebody rise and not my 
question. I am not bothered whe¬ 
ther the Chief Minister of Punjab or 
Haryana is happy or noi.

SHRI BHOGENDRA JHA: The hon. 
Minister seems to be satisfied that 
by and large, he has mot .be demands 
of all the States in the com' dry and 
that there is no grievance on the part 
of the State Governments. Despite 
that, may I know whether it is a

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: So far as 
diesel and LDO for agricultural pur¬ 
poses is concerned, we have not only 
given the same supply—there are 
shortages of other products—but also 
increased it. Therefore, there should 
be no shortage so far as diesel and 
LDO for agricultural purposes is con¬ 
cerned. There have been cases where 
sometimes there has been misuse of 
diesel oil and they have used it for 
the purpose of other agricultural-... 

AN HON. MEMBER: How do you 
stop it? 

SHRI D. K. BOROOAH: The State 
Governments have already taken 
certain steps. They are giving cards 


to agriculturists on the basis of their 
tractors and pumps also. They collect 
it from the neighbouring outlets. 
There is, of course, a chance of some 
of it being used for non-agricultural 
purposes, as the hon. Member said, 
for trucks. But it is mostly done in 
those areas where agriculture is not 
highly advanced. In those areas where 
agriculture is highly advanced, they 
are getting diesel not c.nlv from their 
own source, what i s meant for them, 
but also from other sources, it de¬ 
pends upon the development of agri¬ 
culture. If the agricultural standard is 
high and their demand is greater, 
they get it from other sources also. 

What has been decided now is that 
Ihe State Governments control it by 
issuing diesel card 5 : to agriculturists 
and the agriculturists collect both 
diesel and LDO from neighbouring 
v< tni 1 outlets Thai is the arrarsge- 
mmt ’.Ve have mac!'

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: As I said, 
the Election Commission is dealing 
with the question in fact, that is the 
question here—whether the limit of 
expenditure which is fixed should be 
raised because of the inflation, in¬ 
crease in the prices of petrol and 
other things. This question had been 
raised earlier in the House and I had 
said in the House that we were not 
rigid about this matter and that we 
would bring it to the notice of the 
Election Commission—because we do 
this after consulting the Election 
Commission. The Election Commis¬ 
sion have informed us that they are 
considering the matter from all angles 
and that, in any case, they will con¬ 
sult the political parties before com¬ 
ing to a decision. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: This is a ques¬ 
tion in which they have asked f° r 


enhancement of the election expenses. 
I think, they are absolutely out of 
tune with the time. May I know from 
the hon. Minister how he is going to 
see that the Parliamentary or Assem¬ 
bly seats will be such and the ex¬ 
penses will be such that they will be 
within the reach of the common man 
of this country—and that is not Rs. 
35,000?

Prices have been rising for quite some 
time. Even before the U. P. elections, 
prices had risen very high; but why 
did not the Election Commission 
think it fit then to fix a higher ceiling 
for election expenses in view of the 
rising prices? Secondly, is there any 
idea to institute an arrangement by 
which the political parties would also 
be called upon to file returns in* res¬ 
pect o* expenses incurred on behalf 
of candidates. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: So far as 
the second part of the question is 
concerned—I will answer this first— 
this question was discussed in the 
Joint Committee and Joint Commit¬ 
tee have not recommended this; they 
are not in favour of this proposal. In 
any case, when the Bill which has 
already been introduced comes before 
Parliament, it is for Parliament to 
decide what should be done. 

So far as the first part of the ques¬

in June, 1971. However, pending the 
modifications, the refinery started 
processing small quantities of import¬ 
ed Iraqi crude, from 1972 onwards. 
Subsequently, a reassessment of the 
production possibilities from the 
ONGC’s fields in Assam early in 1974 
indicated increased availability of 
crude oil which could sustain the 3 
million capacity 6f Barauni Refinery 
as well as meet the full requirements 
of the Assam refineries. Following 
this development and also on amount

•crude pil. it has been decided to

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THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM

NAWAZ KHAN): (a) and (b). There 
have been some reports of adultera¬ 
tion of petrol. Technically, however 
the possibility of petrol adulteration 
with Motor oils is remote. Adultera¬ 
tion with kerosene oil or solvents is 
more likely. Oil Companies have 
instructions to take firm action 
against dealers in specific cases of 
adulteration brought to their notice. 
State Governments also take action 
against complainsts of adulteration. 

Supplies of lubricants to retail out¬ 
lets are made by the Oil Companies 
in sealed containers and in barrels and 
the quality of products is checked 
before the containers are filled and 
sealed. 

Lubricating oils sold in tins are 
therefore generally tested products. 
Oil Companies are not however in a 
position to exercise any rigid control 
on the quality of lubricating oils sold 
loose. Action in such cases can 
therefore be taken only if specific 
cases of malpractices are brought to 
notice. 

(c) and (d). No, Sir. The proposal 
to add a blue dye to kerosene has 
been under the consideration of Gov. 
ernment. Importing a dye for this 
purpose would mean foreign ex¬ 
change outgo and this is the reason 
why colouring of kerosene has not 
been undertaken so far. Possibilities 
of developing the dye indigenously 
are being explored. Some manu¬ 
facturers have already made offers 
and these are being examined. 
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Suspension of drilling oil at first 
location in Bombay High

Drill¬ 
ing in first well on Bombay High was 
completed after reaching a depth of 
1786 metres. The drilling vessel 
‘Sagar Samrat’ has not been able to 
move to the second location due to 
adverse weather conditions. 

(b) The well was not suspended. 
The well was tested but the technical 
appraisal indicated that the test data 
was inconclusive. 

(c) It is not possible to estimate 
oil reserves on the basis of one dis¬ 
covery well. One million tonnes 
production of crude oil is the likely 
target under most favourable cir¬ 
cumstances in the coume of the next 
two years.

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Nationalisation of drug Industry to 
check production of sub-standard 
medicines 

1050. SHRI B. R. SHUKLA; 

Will the Minister of PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
of increasing trend of adulteration of 
drugs and medicines and their sub¬ 
standard quality; and 

(b) whether Government propose to 
nationalise manufacturing of drugs 
and medicine industry to ensure purity 
and standard? 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN 
THE MINISTRY OF PETROLEUM 
AND CHEMICALS (SHRI SHAH- 
NAWAZ KHAN): (a) Government are 
aware that the prevalence of spurious 
and adulterated drugs has assumed 
significant proportions recently. 
Action is being taken to combat this 
problem and steps taken in this regard 
ar e indicated in the attached state¬ 
ment. 

Besides these measures Committee 
on Drugs and Pharmaceutical Indus¬ 
try constituted by the Min. of P&C to 
examine various aspects of drug 
industry have submitted its report on 
quality control on drugs and related 
matters on 25-5-1974 to this Ministry 
and the Ministry of Health and Family 
Planning. The report is receiving the 
attention of Government. 

(b) Considering the highly techni¬ 
cally oriented nature of this industry, 
the large number of units, the range 
of their operations etc. Government 
do not propose to nationalise the drug 
industry as such. As a schedule ‘B’ 
industry under the Industrial Policy 
Resolution of 1958, it can be develop¬ 
ed both in the Public and the private 
sectors. 

Statement 

1. To eliminate unlicensed manu¬ 
facturers of drugs, who usually indulge 
in manufacture and sale of spurious 
drugs—-an "All India List of licensed 


drug Manufacturers” has been com¬ 
piled and brought upto date. This 
list hae been circulated to the Asso¬ 
ciations of drug manufacturers and 
dealers, and State Drugs Control 
Organisations. 

2. The Drugs and Cosmetics Act has 
been amended and the extent of 
penalty for manufacture and sale of 
adulterated drugs and manufacture and 
sale without licence has been raised 
from 3 years to 10 years. Provision 
has also been made for the confisca¬ 
tion of equipment and implements 
employed for manufacture of such, 
drugs as also the means of transport 
of such drugs. A proposal to amend 
the Act for further tightening up the 
system and to make the punishments 
more deterrent is also at present under 
consideration. 

3 . The States have been advised to 
maintain close liaison with the Police 
authorities for the compaign against 
spurious drug s to be carried, o n inten¬ 
sively. 

4. Whenever reports of spurious 
drugs are received by the Central 
Drugs Standard Control Organisation 
and whenever a racket is supposed to 
be of Inter-State character, special 
precautions are taken to alert the 
States concerned and advise them to 
take necessary action with the assist¬ 
ance of the State Police. 

5. The States have been requested 
to augment their Drugs Inspectorates 
and the testing facilities so that the 
scale of sampling is increased and 

, quick test reports are obtained. 

6. Zonal Offices of the Central Drugs 
Standard Control Organisation have 
been set up at Bombay, Calcutta, 
Madras and Ghaziabad to bring about 
a close liaison between the Central 
and State Organisations. One of the 
functions of the Zonal Officers is to 
investigate the movement of sP ur l° us 
drugs, particularly in Inter-State 
commerce and to ensure that the 
Standards of drugs moving in Inter- 
State commerce are stringently obser¬ 
ved. The Zonal Officers are assisted 
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in their task by Central Drugs Inspec¬ 
tors who work in close liaison with 
th e State Drugs Inspectors. 

7. The help and cooperation of 
Associations representing the inte¬ 
rests of drugs manufacturers and 
dealers are being enlisted to ensure 
maximum compliance with the good 
manufacturing and sale parctices and 
their cooperation in the compaign 
against spurious drugs is also being 
GOUght. 

8. A training programme for Drugs 
Inspectors and Analysts has been 
arranged under the aegis of the Cen¬ 
tral Drugs Standard Control Organi¬ 
sation. These Training programmes 
will help in more stringent enforce¬ 
ment of Drugs Standard Control. 

9. The States have been requested 
to constitute State Drugs Advisory 
Boards on which representatives of 
the drug manufacturers, dealers, 
medical profession and consumers are 
associated to advise the State Gov¬ 
ernments on the measures to be taken 
for effective enforcement of the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act. 

10. The Health Minister has written 
to the State Health Ministers drawing 
their attention to the prevelance of 
spurious drugs and to the measures 
that could be taken by the States in 
combating this evil. Th e assistance 
that can be rendered by the Central 
Drugs Control Organisation in train¬ 
ing D*ugs Inspectors and Analysts has 
also been stressed.

QUESTIONS OF PRIVILEGE

THE MEETING! OF N.B.O. re. CEMENT 
AND SUEEL 

MR. SPEAKER: Yesterday, a 
question of privilege was sought to 
be raised by Sarvashri Jyotirmoy 
Bosu, Era Sezhiyan, Shyamnandan 
Mishra and G. Viswanatihan against 
Sardar Swara n Singh, Minister of 
External Affairs, regarding the fol¬ 
lowing news reports appearing in 
certain daily papers:— 

( 1 ) “The Minister for External 
Affairs Mr. Swaran Singh said to¬ 
day that there would be further 
restrictions ‘within one week’ in 
the supply of cement a n d steel for 
building.” 

(Sunday Standard , July 28, 1974) 

(2) “Mr. Swaran Singh, who 
was inaugurating a meeting to 
mark the completion of two de¬ 
cades of the National Buildings 
Organization, said that in the new 
policy the emphasis would be on 
functional buildings.” 

(Economic Times, July 28, 1974). 

(3) “In an obvious reference to 
the supplementary budget to be 
presented to Parliament next week, 
he said engineers and building con¬ 
tractors should take into account 
the present economic conditions in 
the country”. 

( Patriot, July 28, 1974) 

(4) “Mr. Swaran Singh, Minister 

of External Affairs, when he said 
to-day that further, restrictions 
would be imposed “within one'week* 
on the supply of cement and steel 
for building construction purposes 
clearly hinted at a dual pricing 
policy.” % 

(Hindustan Times, July 28. 1974). 
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Sardar Swaran Singh made a state¬ 
ment in the House explaining the 
position, The Members contended 
that this matter should also be refer¬ 
red to the Privileges Committee on 
the analogy of the previous case 
referred on 25th July, 1974, to the 
Privileges Committee in which the 
Chairman of the Central Board of 
Excise and Customs was concerned. 

I informed the House yesterday that 
I would study the proceedings in both 
the House cases and give my ruling. 

I have since studied the previous 
case as well as the proceedings of yes¬ 
terday. The House will recall that in 
regard to the previous case I had cate¬ 
gorically stated that there was no 
question of privilege involved in the 
statement alleged to have been made 
by the Chairman of the Central Board 
of Excise and Customs. I quote below 
my decision which I gave that day. In 
the very beginning I said this “No 
question of privilege is involved”. This 
is what I at the very outset ..aid: 

“Mr. Jyotirmoy Bosu, I have seen 
your privilege motion. No question 
of privilege i® involved”. And again 
later I reiterated: 

“No question of privilege is in¬ 
volved .... I have studied this very 
carefully this morning, and, before 
the Minister replied, I had my views 
definitely on it. After the Minister’s 
reply, even if I ignore it, t.e., the 
Ministers reply—and take the posi¬ 
tion as it existed before his reply, 
in my view, though this cannot be 
a subject of privilege, it is definitely 
a case of impropriety. It is highly 
improper... 

This Officer is sitting in his offi¬ 
cial advisory Committee... .He did 
not make a public statement. But 
he might have been discussing with 
his advisory Committee, and they 
might have been asking questions 
and he might have been replying... 
The Minister is denying it on behalf 
of the officer saying that the officer 
did not say that—When I said it is 


not a privilege, I was about to say 
something. Now, after this denial, 
much confusion has arisen.” 

—because, he brought in the Press- 
also; he brought in the other state¬ 
ment also. I said: 

‘ I think it is much better if it is' 
sent to the Privileges Committee to 
examine it.” 

—When the Speaker sends it he sends 
for examining it. When the House; 
sends if, it is sent for their report. 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
(Gwalior): Whether it is referred by 
the Speaker or the House what is the 
difference? 

MR. SPEAKER: I get the report— 
to the Speaker.... 

SHRI ATAL BIHARI VAJPAYEE: 
There is a denial in this case also- 

MR. SPEAKER: He has not denied. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: He has. 
Sir. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please do not in¬ 
terrupt me. I said: 

“I think it is much better if it is 
sent to the Privileges Committee to 
examine it, instead of this contro¬ 
versy being allowed that he said 
this or he did not say this. I will 
ask them to examine it also in the 
light of the denial on behalf of the 
officer by the Minister.” 

It will thus be seen that the matters 
complained of in both the cases, in 
my opinion, do not involve a question 
of privilege. In the previous case the 
matter was referred to the Committee 
because there was a denial on behalf 
of the Chairman of the Central Board 
jf Excise and Customs and the House 
said that the matter was reported in 
the Press. As there was a conflict of 
version, the matter was referred to 
the Committee of Privileges, under 
Rule 227, to find out what the facts 
were. 

In the present caw, the Minister has 
not denied the facte. .He has explain- 
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ed the circumstances in which he 
made the statement. Therefore, as 1 
said previously, on the basis of the 
tacts, thexe is no question of privilege 
and I, therefore, hold that no breach 
of privilege has been committed by 
the Minister of External Affairs.

SHRI K. P. UNNIKRISHNAN 
(Badagara): On 23rd April, 1974, I 
had brought forward a motion of pri¬ 
vilege against the Organiser } the RSS 
<<■ gan published from Delhi, which in 
its issue dated 20th April, 1974 in a 
story entitled ‘Lok Sabha intruder be¬ 
longs to the Youth Congress: Chor 
nachaye Shor had clearly according 
t... ;nc and ether Members of this 
Ih.ust. bcmi guilty 0 f a grave con¬ 
tempt of the House. I say this be¬ 
cause ,t < learly referred to the con¬ 
duct myself and some other mem¬ 
bers, ,Shri Sat Pal Kapur and Shri 
Shashi Bhushan and a few others. It 
specifically mentioned that at another 
corner of the Parliament House we 
were alleged to have spread falsehood 
within the precincts of the House and 
concocted a story within the precincts 
of the House, which according to the 
directions of the Speaker clearly in¬ 
cludes the Central Hall .and Lobbies. 
We were also accused of spreading a 
malicious story in collusion with the 
Watch and Ward Staff. 

In his reply which one Mr. Malkani, 
who is editor in chief of this paper, 
addressed to the Lok Sabha Secreta¬ 
riat on 30th April, 1974, he says in 
paragraph 3 that “there has been no 
authentic version of the intruder inci¬ 
dent to this day”. It was specifically 
on a motion moved by Shri Raghu 
Ramaiah, Minister of Parliamentary 
Affairs, on this incident that the House 
was seized of the matter and the House 
thought it fit to proceed with the mat¬ 
ter and went on sentencing the intru¬ 
der. So nobody can claim that there 
was no authentic version of the inci- 
dertt. Some of these people may have 
different versions or they are trying 
to impute motives to us. That is 'a

‘■There was thus no breach ox pri¬ 
vilege of the House or u f any mem 
ber thereof. If we have, neverthe 
less, inadvertently hurt anybody’s 
amour prop re, we are sorry for it’ ; . 

According to the Oxford Dictionary, 
‘amcinr propre means sensitive self¬ 
esteem. When the matter is one of 
privilege and he was asked to explain, 
he has the temerity to say like this. 
He further says that he has no corres¬ 
pondent here and he is seeking facili¬ 
ties proper correspondent. 

All this clearly shows that a concoct¬ 
ed version was printed without any 
basis and with a total wilful intent to 
defame certain Members .of Parlia¬ 
ment who are alleged to have done 
certain things within the precincts of 
the House. So I would submit that if 
our conduct within the House or with¬ 
in the precincts of the House is to be 
protected, this matter must be refer¬ 
red to the Committee of Privileges.

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. THE MINISTER OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (DR. KARAN 
SINGED: There has been no secrecy 
with regard to any of the research 
projects being carried out by the 
, Government of India through any of 
its agencies in collaboration with WHO. 
All these research projects are °f 
•direct relevance and importance to the 
country and are in our national 
interest. These projects have 
been initiated on our request. In the 
formulation of these projects our 
•experts have been involved from the 
very beginning, and the projects have 
been periodically reviewed by appro¬ 
priate project committees including 
representatives of the Ministry of 
Health and Family Planning and the 
Indian Council of Medical Research. 
The results of these researches have 
been published from time to time in 
appropriate scientific journals. 

Two such projects relate to the 
genetic control of mosquitoes and the 
•efficacy of insecticide application by 
ultra-low volume machine. These 
two projects are of special contempo¬ 
rary importance in the context of two 
•difficulties in our malaria eradication 
programme, viz. resistance of mos¬ 
quitoes to insecticides and difficulty 
in getting adequate supplies. The re¬ 
sults, cm genetic control are being 
published from time to time in scien¬ 
tific journals. A comprehensive cover¬ 
age, including the latest results, 
is being brought out shortly 
by the Indian Society for Malaria and 
Other Communicable Diseases in a 
special issue of their journal. As 
soon as it is published. I shall place 
a copy in the Parliament Library. The 
entire work on genetic and biological 
control has been carefully reviewed 
by a Task Force set up by the Gov¬ 
ernment of India composed of repre¬ 
sentatives of the Ministries of Health 
and Agriculture. Their report was 
submitted to the Government of India 
in 1973, arid.-I am placing a copy in 
the Library of Parliament. 

' This approach to genetic control is 
a well-eitablished one. In fact spec¬ 


tacular success has been reported 
with this technique in the matier oi 
eradication of ' screw-worm jfiy, V*. 
cattel pest in the Americas, and tKe 
fruity-fly in the Mediterranean areas 
and in Mexico. The use of genetic 
control against mosquitoes appears 'to 
be a promising one, but considerable 
research is necessary to establish its 
feasibility under natural ^conditions. 
Research on this aspect is going on in' 
many countries. 

The application of insecticide, by 
ultra-low volume machines is in con¬ 
nection with the control of malaria in 
urban areas, for which purpose a 
portion of Jodhpur City was selected. 
Through this machine it is possible to 
apply insecticides in extremely minute 
droplets from outside the houses. 
Preliminary results from the reduction 
of mosquito density indicate that this 
strategy seems to be effective. Further 
work is in progress. This lias no 
connection with genetic control and Is 
only an improved technique for the 
application of insecticides. 

WHO was interested in the study on 
the role of birds disseminating insect- 
borne virus diseases. In India, the 
Bombay Natural History Society was 
actively conducting investigations on 
bird migrations and their possible role, 
as disseminators of viruses. At the 
request of the Society, the WHO 
contributed a total amount of US 
$ 22,000 from 1959 to 1969. In this 
field of study a valuable contribution 
has also been made by Dr. G.I. Metz- 
kay of the USSR who visited India in 
1962. His investigations were carried 
out under the general guidance of the 
Institute of Poliomylitis and Virus 
Encephalitis of the Academy of 
Medical Scienes (Moscow) with the 
participation of the Bioligical Institute 
of Siberian Department pf the 
Academy of Sciences of the USSR 
(Novosibirsk) and in co-operation 
with the Bombay Natural'. H&ttory. 
Society. It is, ther^ore, clear thad

“In this respect Aedes Aegypti 
could be extremely useful as germ 
carriers because its eggs can bo 
dried, put on a piece of paper in 
an envelope and mailed to any 
part of the country wherj they can 
hatch. Eggs of other mosquito 
species cannot be dried.” 

These are serious issues that are in¬ 
volved in this and therefore I would 
like to know from the hon. Minister 
as to what has been done in Jodhpur 
in the malaria eradication station. 
There is a project here and our ex¬ 
perts are looking into this. I do not 
want to blame the bureaucrats or 
officials in this country for this. 
There are blacksheep. I can quote for 
an example the case of ITI collabo¬ 
ration.

If there is a certain 
technique that we are using against a 
disease—for example, we put a n ncleur 
iblast for peaceful purpose We have 
used nuclear technology and our scien¬ 
tists have taken advantage of the in¬ 
formation available elsewhere—our 
approach very clearly is to fight 
against these diseases. Theoratically, 
1 suppose, it is possible for somebody 
to take advantage of the findings 
available in the anti-malaria cam¬ 
paign and use them for nefarious pur¬ 
poses. But it is hardly to believe that 
any civilised person would choose to 
do that. Our interest in this is direct¬ 
ly for eradication of malaria. As far 
as we are concerned we are dealing 
with W.H.O. We have no agreement 
with U.S. Army or U.S. Government 
regarding this except that some U.S. 
government funds are made avail¬ 
able Uhder the general PL480 agr‘ee- 
nijefit .

knowledge. In fact, we want to share 
our expertise. 

The second point that he has made*" 
is that members of the Health Min¬ 
istry fish for jobs there or use their 
influence.

I also want to know whether it is 
true that many of our officials are 
often sent to Geneva. I want to know 
how many top officials of the Health 
Ministry have been receiving the hos¬ 
pitality of the WHO to visit Geneva- 
during the last five years and how 
many of them have been going very 
often during the last two or three 
years. Finally, I want to know whe¬ 
ther it is true that the WHO is pay¬ 
ing about Rs. 205 per day for some 
of the top health officials as bonus 
to their anti-small-pox campaign in- 
Bihar. I want to know who are the 
officials who are getting this money 
from the WHO. Finally, I want to- 
ask the hon. Minister whether he 
will agree to .send all these projects' • 
at least, to the Public Accounts Com¬ 
mittee for inquiry and examination. 

DR. KARAN SINGH: The results of 
research done in bur Country are first 
available to us before they are %vaiKv 
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able to anybody elae.. I would take 
very strong objection tf I And . that 
results ol research done in Ih,di» are 
cither hidden from us Or made avail¬ 
able to foreign agencies. So to the 
best ,of my knowledge, the results are 
available to us first. 

As"research is open and not secret, 
there is no question of preventing it 
going to any country. It is not totally 
banned. Once research journals pub¬ 
lish them, it will be better to have 
wider dissemination and have no 
desire to hide any such research 
results. 

/-■ 

With regard to Pantnagar, I also 
saw that report. This is under the 
U.P. Government. I have been trying 
to get in touch with them. I have not 
been able to do so. Here again, as 
far as I have been able to understand 
the project, it is directed against these 
insects. 

I think the hon. Member made one 
point which is very valid. All these 
strange experiments could conceivably 
have certain effects which are not 
immediately envisaged and which 
could hav e long-term effects. This is. 

I suppose, an occupational hazard in 
all scientific experiments. But we 
have got to ensure that the experi¬ 
ments which take place are such that 
as far as we know within our present 
stage of knowledge, they do not have 
any deleterious effect upon our popu¬ 
lation. 

It is true that Dr. Diesh. who was 
Additional Director General. Health, 
and Commissioner for Rural Welfare, 
joined WHO recently on a 6-year 
assignment.

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: You do- 
not consider WHO to be a subsidicry 
of the US Government? 

DR. KARAN SINGH: No, no. I 
think that would be unfair to say. I 
am not sure about -China, but the 
Soviet Union and all the socialist 
countries are members of the WHO. I 
would very strongly say that thi? sort 
of thing should not be said. 

As for DA rates for those working; 
in the small pox areas, I do not know 
what exactly he means. But under 
WHO ouspices, a number of epide- 
mislogists are working" in the small, 
pox areas in Bihar and elsewhere. 
Naturally, as they come under WHO,. 
they are going to be paid at WHO* 
rates. But as I said, this is something 
which is very valuable for us and 1 
definitely in our national interest. We • 
are taking advantage of it—I have just : 
now got a bit of information. The 
daily allowance of Rs. 200 is paid to - 
all the employees in the epidemiology ; 
team. Most of them are State Gov¬ 
ernment emDloyees also who have- 
come from other States who ore work— 
ing in it. This is a WHO project:. 

John Hopkins was running two 
projects, one in Calcutta and onein 
Narangwal. These two , projects have

MATTERS UNDER RULE 377 

(i) Reported Atrocities on Hapjjans 
in a village in Madhya Pradesh 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA (Patan): Sir, 

I am thankful to you for permitting 
me to raise this very important and 
urgent matter under rule 377. 

I am raising a shameful, barbaric 
and inhuman incident of repression 
on harijans at Bhadoli ka Pur a, 
Ambah District, Madhya Pradesh. 
The General Secretary of the Bhar- 
tiya Harijan Adivasi Yuvak Sangh, 
Madhya Pradesh, has circulated a 
printed letter where he gives all the 
details. On 12th June 1974 some Tha- 
kurs and other caste Hindus in a 
gathering decided to crush these hari¬ 
jans completely. On 13th July 1974 the 
matter was reported to the police. 
The Dy. S. P., Ambah and S. O. along 
with four constables rush to the said 
village. Instead of controlling the 
notorious mob and protecting the 
harijans, they joined hands with 
Thakur s and allowed them free 
hand to loot the whole village. With¬ 
in no time the belongings including 
ornaments and cash of villagers were 
snatched away and other properties 
were destroyed ruthlessly. The entire 
village was set on fire in the presence 
of police force. The widow of Kalyan 
Singh, Smt. Bithla Bai, running away 
with her belongings, was caught and 
thrown into the Are- She was burnt 
alive. * 

The entire village has been burnt 
into ashes and the Harijan inhabi¬ 
tants of the said village are still left 
without shelter and protection. It 
has been brought to notice that 
such harijans of nearby villages who 
render some help to the affected hari- 
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ms have bden warned that they will 
e taken to task and they will be 
uined. I say that the hon. Home 
ilinister should .make a statement on 
his.

“(1A) Any person desiring to 
export any film for exhibition out¬ 
side India shall not be allowed to 
do so if the film has not been cer¬ 
tified already by the Board.”

Sir, this is the most important 
clause in the Bill in respest of export¬ 
ing firm outside the country. Sir, I 
do not see any reason why a film 
would be certified for the purpose of 
exporting if it is certified already by 
■he Board existing in the country. A 
film within the country would be 
rested in a certain manner and out¬ 
side the country in a different 
nanner—that is nothing but an un¬ 
justified thing. 

Somebody or some stalwart in the 
■ Government may say that in the 
film world there should be a home 
policy and a foreign policy like a 
Sovereign Government. I think that 
would be as ludicrous as it would be 
on the part of Government and in 
my opinion that has been done in 
this clause. Of course, you know 
that if there is any political motive 
behind it, the Government has got 
no alternative than to do it and only 
ihen in the name of sovereignty and 
integrity, a ny progressive film would 
banned. I ask the hon. Minister 
categorically whether he will allow 
film to 'go abroad in which a shot 
IS inserted of famine stricken men 
and women and they are seen 
Peking up their food from dustbin— 
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I think he would hesitate to do it 
because it is contrary to the econo¬ 
mic and political outlook. 

So, Sir, I want to say that this 
clause must be amended and hence 
I moved my amendment. We know 
that a paradox is there and every 
now and then we hear on the floor 
of this House that the economic 
crisis is a world phenomenon. But 
in this connection, for exporting 
such a film with a shot inserted in 
it of famine-otricken people, the 
Minister would hesitate to allow the 
film to go abroad, and so he would 
not be able to do justice at least to 
that film, This is the paradox. So, 
I request the hon. Minister to accept' 
my amendment which I have moved 
already. 

THE MINISTER OF INFORMA¬ 
TION AND BROADCASTING (SHRI 
I. K. GUJRAL): Sir, my friend is 
under one wrong impression. Even 
to-day the films which are exported 
have been subjected to checking and 
certification by the customs authori¬ 
ties. What we are trying to deal with 
in this Bill is to simplify the proce¬ 
dure rather than an exporter getting 
two certificates one from the Censor 
Board and another from the Customs 
authorities. This should be easier for 
him if we simplify this procedure and 
he only exhibits the film to the Censor 
Board. 

Generally speaking, our intention is 
that the endorsement will be done on 
the basis of the original certificate 
given to the producer and not to ask 
him to go through once again the same 
procedure. This will, as a matter of 
fact, simplify the procedure and will 
make it easier to the exporter. 
My friend naturally and rightly talked 
about the progressivism and all other 
things; we never were bothered about 
progressive films going outside. I hope 
and I wish more progressive films do 
go outside. If my friend can point out 
to me of any progressive film which 
was made but, which has not * been 
allowed to go out, I shall be grateful 
to know about it. *■'.

Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I cannot be a 
cynic to say that there should be no 
pre-censorship, nor can I claim to 
have the privilege to sa y that there 
should be rigid censorship. One 
should have an independet approach 
based on hard realities of our social 
life, and any approach which is bere r t 
of appreciation and realisation of 
such realities would not help oim way 
or the other. I would also not go into 
the question where morality ends and 
immoiality does not begin or where 
decency ends and vulgarity does no* 
replace it, or whether in the name of 
art we are seeing plenty of pornogra¬ 
phic trash in various films—because 
the Minister, I regretfully submit, 
seems tg. be relishing some of tnem..

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: You 

Should have spoken m the First Read¬ 
ing. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE; I am com¬ 
ing immediately to Clause 10 which 
contemplates amendment of the exist¬ 
ing section 5C. It is a typical legisla¬ 
tion which we are making, which will 
be observed only in its breach, so far 
as both letter and spirit are concern¬ 
ed. By this amendment it is contem¬ 
plated to constitute Appellate Tribu¬ 
nals where the members are going to 
work free for us. First of all, why 
should Government expect that cons¬ 
cientious and honest people will come 
and work free? 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Five 
members will be permanent. They 
will be given some allowance; they 
will not be serving free. 

SHRi N. K. P. SALVE: A s far as 
I understand, they will not be remu¬ 
nerated; they will not be employees 
of the Government. They are entrust¬ 
ed with an extremely important task. 
Where a producer feels aggrieved by 
a n order of the Board refusing to 
grant the certificate or feels aggriev¬ 
ed over not being given a certificate 
of a proper category, he will appeal 
to these people. See the constitution. 
Tremendous qualifications are being 
prescribed—which are being described 
in generality and vagueness and 
which cannot be more equivocal—as 
to who should be the persons. “A 
person who is familiar with social, 
cultural or political institutions.” Ex¬ 
cepting the Minister I cannot under¬ 
stand in the 560 million people, is 
there any person who is not familiar 
with the social, cultural and political 
institutions? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL; Mr. Salve is 
the only person. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I can be 
the second exception because I am 
his friend. Can you think of a 
thing like this? Can you say that 
anyone above the age of 6 is not 
familiar with the social, cultural 
and political institutions of India? 

The second requirement is: ‘who 
have special knowledge of the 
various regions of India’. What is 
this special knowledge’—one never 
knows. 

Thirdly, ‘who have special interest 
in films and their impact on sor : ety*. . 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: You qualify 
all the three. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I a m very 
grateful to the Minister. Everytime 
the House is a witness to his saying 
that Mr. Salve qualifies for all the 
three. Only recently_ 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Perhaps 
he had you in mind. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE; I never 
shall be able to serve on it because 
I do not have time to work free on a 
job.... 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: You get 
allowances.

ibundant loopholes with the ultimate 
rnrpose of the maker to corrupt the 
ninds of the people on the one side 


and thereby, to make a certain 
amount of money and profit. What I 
am saying is that if the contempor¬ 
ary history not only of India but 
elsewhere is to be seen, if the Holly¬ 
wood movie industry has bee n des¬ 
troyed, it has been destroyed by the 
arrival or the advent of the televi¬ 
sion on the modern scene. There are 
strong reasons to believe that *the 
Indian movie industry has a vested 
interest in seeing that the television 
i n this country does not find a place 
for itself because it is going to be a 
challenger and competitor for the 
Indian movie industry. Therefore, 
leaving aside all this talk about cen¬ 
sorship, the morality cr the lack of 
it, when we see so many things hap¬ 
pening in our country. I would sub¬ 
mit, Sir, that the competing claims 
and priority of the Indian Television 
Industry should be recognised. Yes¬ 
terday the Minister said that he is 
going to raise a fund to set up "a 
movie industry. I would in all sin¬ 
cerity and humility submit this. 
Raise a fund by all means, but at the 
same time, help to set up a television 
industry in this country by this fund. 
Help the television industry to see 
that the films that are exhibited are 
proper. I say this because it is a 
powerful communication medium.

SHRI DINESH JOARDER (Malda): 
Sir, I would suggest that the Bill be 
withdrawn. It is not necessary since 
we have already got a statute. Yes¬ 
terday, the Minister told us that he 
would not be accepting the sugges¬ 
tion of pre-censorship of film-scripts. 
At the same time he also told us that 
last year to the extent of 1& feature 
films were rejected by the Board of 
Censorship. Also this year three 
films have been rejected within this 
period. We see certain films and 
they are all full of vulgarity and 
obscene sequences and similar other 
things. Ther e are also certain films 
with sequences and stories of crimes, 
violence and murder. They simply 
consume a lot of foreign exchange 
in the form of imported raw films. 
This is a sheer wastage. All these 
colour films are wasting away a lot 
of foreign exchange consuming raw 
films, both black and white films and 
coloured films, and other raw mate¬ 
rials also. Actually they are creat¬ 
ing such an atmosphere i n our so¬ 
ciety that these vulgar films and other 
crime films only propagate immedi¬ 
ately violence and criminal activities 
in our society. These films should not 
at all be allowed to be produced. For 
this purpose at least there should be 
provisions for pre-censorship of the 
scripts and also controlling the pro¬ 
duction. There should also be cer¬ 
tain provisions and Jaw for control¬ 
ling the influence of heroes and hero¬ 
ines whose activities are predominent 
in the film industry. A handful of 
heroes and heroines are exploiting 
and enjoying the cream of the in¬ 
dustry and controlling the economy 
of the Film Industry. They accumu¬ 
late a lot of black money. 1S0, in 
this field, at least there should be 
some' provisions to see that such 
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activities could be controlled. So, I 
request the Minister that such films 
which propagate vulgarity and por¬ 
nographic stories etc. should be con¬ 
trolled and not be allowed to be pro¬ 
duced, The films which are award¬ 
ed some prize s by Government, 
journalists and other institutions 
should be allowed some facilities so 
that they can be screened and exhi¬ 
bited throughout the country so that 
large sections of common people can 
see those films. Certain provision 
should have been there to encourage 
those films to be screened through¬ 
out the country. 

I suggest that the Minister should 
accept my suggestion in view of what 
I have stated. 

•SHRI MANORANJAN HAZRA 
(Arambagh): Mr Deputy Speaker, 
Sir, at the third reading stage uf this 
Bill, 1 will urge upon the Minister to 
withdraw this Bill. If we consider 
whether the Cinema Industry will 
be benefited by this legislation, I will 
say ‘No’. Whether our tradition and 
culture will be benefited by this? 
Again the answer is ‘No’. Will we 
be able to provide for mass education 
through this legislation? The answer 
remain s ‘No’. Therefore, I say that 
this Bill should be withdrawn as it 
serves no social purpose. Yesterday, 
the hon. Minister during the course 
of his speech had referred to Rabin- 
dra Nath Tagore. Sir, I will mention 
about a couplet written by Tagore 
which, when translated reads “Clouds 
are thundering in the sky in torren¬ 
tial rain while I sit on the bank 
without hope”. The hon. Minister is 
also in the same predicament. We 
are in the midst of chaos and crisis 
all around us at present. There is 
crisis in the cultural sphere and there 
is economic crisis. The Hippie cul¬ 
ture, which I consider as negation of 
culture is spreading its influence all 
round. The Minister has brought 
this Bill at this critical time. The 
hon. Minister had in in his speech yes¬

terday mentioned about ‘entertain-' 
ment tax’. I will draw his attention, 
to the performance on stage and drama 
and in this connection, I would, cite; 
an instance, A play was being stag¬ 
ed in a park.

Sir, in this Bill in the name 
of ‘Censor’ i n th e name of law in the 
name of examining and revising 
Committee and in the name of appa- 
late tribunals what is really sought 
is that the Government wants to 
portray its own class character and 
image through this cultural medium. 
This Bill is only the first step to¬ 
wards that end. Therefore, I oppose 
this Bill and demand that it must be- 
withdrawn.

the mdment, all the fllnis vyhfcb are 
exported are re-censored by the cthr- 
toms authorities, but we think that it 
is cumbersome because a film need not 
be censored twice.

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: It has general¬ 
ly surprised me that he is interested 
in things which are overground. 

About Metro Cinema, I had tried to 
give the details yesterday that the 
negotiations were going on. He had 
drawn my attention to some litigation 
that was going on between the man¬ 
agement and the workers to which 
Government were not a party. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan); On a point of information. 
I had the privilege of appearing in 
the matter. The Central Government 
were a party to it. Repeated notices 
wer e sent, and I am sure the hon. 
Minister’s recollection not that poor 
that he does not remember it. Re¬ 
quests were repeatedly made to him 
that the Government should intervene. 
But the Government did not choose 
to intervene on the pretext that the 
Law Ministry did not advise them to 
do so. Therefore, what he says is not 
correct. Let him not say something 
which is not correct. His recollection 
may not serve him right now, but the 
Government was a party; he may 
kindly recall how many times Prof. 
Mukherjee and myself had requested 
him that the Government should ap¬ 
pear. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: My friend 
Shri Hiren Mukherjee did ask me that 
we should become, a party because the 
workers wanted us to become a 
party .... 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Only to appear. 

SHRI L K. GUJRAL: But the Law 
Ministry advised us that we need not 
directly involve ourselves in this. We 
have enough , Off our headadhes rattier 
than get involved in jlthings where 


Mr. Jyotirmoy Bogu wants us 
involved. ,xv 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: im 
it a matter of law only or is it a ques¬ 
tion of policy also? Who will decide* 
the question, the Law Ministry or file 
Ministry? 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: J am decid¬ 
ing the matter of policy, so far as pur¬ 
chase is concerned, in consultation 
with the Ministry of Finance and the^ 
Reserve Bank and the Ministry of 
Law. We are negotiating the pur¬ 
chase of these two cinemas. At this 
stage, I should not be asked to explain 
it further. 

Shri Naik has also rightly pointed' 
out that censorship law, howsoever 
good, will always have loopholes. I 
quite agree with him. That is why I 
said yesterday, and I repeat, that cen¬ 
sorship at the very best is $ negative’ 
measure. It cannot really serve a 
positive purpose. That is why I tried 
to visualise yesterday what I chose tO' 
call a positive social intervention on 
the cinema scene by having healthier 
finance, by having a positive attitude- 
by having enlightened public opinion. 
These ar e the things which will ulti¬ 
mately change the scene, but censor¬ 
ship has a limited role to play. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: Not doing a 
negative is also considered positive, 
logically. 

SHRI I. K. GUJRAL: Unless it is a 
new philosophy because knowledge is 
changing. When I was a student in 
my earlier days I used to hear the 
philosophy that two negatives make a 
positive. 

He raised the issue of TV which is 
a subject by itself. But I agree with 
him that TV is a media which this 
country should build and invest in. 
It is. neither a luxury nor something 
which a country like ours can afford 
to miss because with the helpofthiff 
powerful visual media we can do a lot 
for our cultural uplift and social 
transformation, * v 
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Mjt: Mend,. Shri Madhukar, has 
djawp nay attention to the same points 
regaining the profit motive and the 
speculative motive and regarding the 
motive of those who by and -large 
operate on the cinema scene. This 
needs to be changed. I could not 
agree with him more. But unfortu¬ 
nately this Bill particularly has a 
limited purpose. But I am working 
through various methods to usher in 
what I have chosen to call a compre¬ 
hensive film policy. 

Shri Joardar has again drawn my 
attention to the misuse or abuse of raw 
stock in the foreign exchange on films 
which are not needed, which are social 
poison. I agree with him. But I 
have my limitations. One of the 
methods of getting over those limita¬ 
tions is this Bill itself. I hope when 
I come with other measures, perhaps 
he will have more satisfaction. 


Shri Hazra has drawn our attention 
to certain things. He is divided 
in two worlds. He is worried about 
the cultural crisis which. is being 
affected very much by the cinema. At 
the same time, he is also worried 
about the small expenditure which 
we might incur for correcting this 
thing. He wants that everything 
shoo'd be had free. He wants the 
cinema to be corrocted, but it should 
not cost; he wants that there should 
be censorship, but it should be inex¬ 
pensive. He wants the censorship to 
be more effective, but it should be 
free of cost. To some extent, society 
has to pay if it wants to intervene in 
a powerful medium like this. I have 
been pleading for more intervention, 
not less intervention; I have been 
pleading for positive intervention, 
financial intervention so that this cul¬ 
tural input ca n be made use of to 
serve a positive purpose of society.

The ruling party is. as ever, using 5 
President’s rule to serve its own 
interests. They hold elections just, 
when it suits them and they per- . 
petuate the rule as long as the situa- ■ 
tion continues to be unfavourable 
to them. ;

During the last session the Govern- * 
ment had introduced a Bill to prevent f 
defection and the Government was 1 
very keen that it should be passed | 
early. The Bill was subsequently re- | 
ferred to the Joint Select Committee 
of both the Houses and the report is | 
yet to come. Therefore, the House I 
and the Government stands commit-* | 
ted to the principle of the Bill i.e- 
they are against defection. But what 
have we seen in Manipur? Only a few 
weeks ago the Government in Mani¬ 
pur fell and every oph knows that 
the Congress Party through copspi- 
■ racy and by encouraging defections 

in Bengali. 
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for the rights of tbe people of Pondi¬ 
cherry. the elections should be held 


from other political parties engineer¬ 
ed and brought about a fall of the 
Government and now a Congress sup¬ 
ported Government is in power. 
Last May when the Bill was intro¬ 
duced in this House the Prime Min¬ 
ister Shrimati Indira Gandhi and 
Shri Dikshit, the Home Minister, had 
very clearly told this House that 
ihey were interested in the early pas¬ 
sage of the Bill to ensure that a elec¬ 
ted representative was not able to de¬ 
fect from one political party to an¬ 
other and they were also eager to pro¬ 
vide safeguards so that none could 
benefit from such defections. But 
assurances given by the ruling party 
have no sanctity because soon after 
this Pondicherry Government was 
ousted through defection. The ruling 
Congress party makes lot of high 
sounding promises which are mostly 
tor public consumption rather • than 
.mplementation and much less by their 
>wn party. 


The President’s rule in Pondicherry 
is a rule by the oureaucrats there. It 
is but natural Sir, that under such a 
rule educational, social and other re¬ 
forms which should have been usher¬ 
ed in long ago are not being introduc¬ 
ed and this can never be introduced 
unt il and unless a popular Govern¬ 
ment comes in power. It is from this 
ang l g also it is necessary that elections 
should be held immediately in Pondi¬ 
cherry failing which Government's as¬ 
surances will have no meaning and 
value and people will judge them on 
their merits. Therefore, Sir, in the 
aackground of the discussion on the 
Budget demands for Pondicherry, and 
more so when the Deputy Minister 
and other Ministers of the Congress 
ire present here in the House I would 
ike to demand on behalf of my party 
that if this Congress Government 
attaches least sanctity to their own 
assurances, if they have the least re- 
Sard for parliaipentary democracy 
which they' claim to uphold and about 
vhich they speak loudly so much and 
o often and if they have any, regard 


and the Presideut’3 rule should 1 
be brought to an end. 1 also 
demand that the elections must' be 
held. During the next two months 
i.e., September or October the Presi¬ 
dent’s rule which does not take into 
account the people’s aspiration^ should 
be replaced by a popular Govern¬ 
ment which will work and uphold the 
interests of the workers, cultivators 
and other poor people of the State. 
With this I conclude my speech. 

SHRI K. GOPAL (Karur): Mr. 
Chairman, Sir, I rise to support the 
Pondicherry Budget. When I say so, 
my ADMK friend opposite locks at 
me curiously as to how I can support 
the Budget when we opposed it when 
it was presented by them in Pondi¬ 
cherry. 1 would like to tell him that 
it was not the Vote on Account that 
we opposed but it was just that there 
was a Budget leakage and we felt that 
when a Goverment, a party which is 
in power, cannot keep the Budget sec¬ 
ret. what else can it do. That is the 
reason why we opposed the Vote on 
Account. 

Coming to the situation there in 
Pondicherry which was ruled by 
ADMK with CPI as a partner, I say, 
they only created a mess. The damage 
would have been much more if my ' 
CPI friends, even though we differ in 
many respects with them, had not kept 
them in check. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash): Do you differ with them? 

SHRI K. GOPAL: Politically, in 
some respects. When they fount^, that 
they were beyond redemption, they 
had to pakt company with DMK. 1 
do not have to tell you how the elec¬ 
tions came and how the present rule 
came. 

During the rule of DMK or even, 
now, I am sorry to say,, no serious 
effort is being made to raise resources ; 
For example there is very^good scope, 
for that in bus transporL . Why is a . 
transport Corporation npt being. 
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formed so far? At least for long dis¬ 
tance routes, the bus transport can be 
nationalised. . This is one way of rais¬ 
ing resources- 

«v 

Secondly, Pondicherry is a place of 
great tourist importance. I am sorry 
to say that, even though the Union 
Government came forward with a 
proposal to start a youth hostel, the 
land that was required, namely, two 
acres of land, was not' allotted by that 
Government or even now. 

It was promised that a University 
would be established in Pondicherry, 
but nothing- has been done so far. I 
would like the Government' to go 
■ahead with this immediately. 

About port development, I do not 
have to tell the hon. Minister how 
much congested is the Madras Port. 
Even though Tuticorin is declared a 
major port, still the traffic ic very 
heavy. The Pondicherry Port can be 
utilised for the benefit of all the 
southern States. 

As far as food position is concerned, 
the State which was self-sufficient 
some years back, has now to depend 
on other States. I would like to see 
that the present administration or the 
administration that is to come there 
pay? attention to this aspect. 

Another point is about thermal sta» 
tion. Aj it is, Pondicherry is getting 
power from Tamil Nadu and Tamil 
Nadu is getting power from some 
other State. A thermal station is im¬ 
mediately necessary and I request the 
Government to allot special funds for 
this. 

Finally, as far as economy measures 
are concerned, I understand that' in 
the present administration the over¬ 
heads are too much.. I would request 
the hon. Minister, Shri K. R. Ganesh, 
to see that the overheads are kept to 
the minimum and the economy mea¬ 
sures hre implemented. . 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU (Dla- 
woiid. Harbourl; Mr. Chairman* Sir 
ey talk about economyjand reduc¬ 


tion in unproductive expenditure, etc, 
etc. You are a knowledgeable person, 
Mr. Chairman. You would sCe from 
page of the Annual Financial State¬ 
ment that, for police, the amount had 
risen from Rs. 45,47,000 to Rs. 50,78,000 
for a tiny State like Pondicherry; the 
administrative expenses have risen 
from Rs. 8,02,000 to Rs. 9,47,000. 
These are productive expenditures! 
But in the matter of labour and em¬ 
ployment. it has gone down from 
Rs. 9,40,000 to Rs. 8,94,000. 

Mr. Chairman, you know that the 
conditions are changing. I have here 
a very vital document. This is about 
National Wage Board: 

“As a first step, the Government 
may, on the basis of our recommen¬ 
dations, adopt a Resolution on Wage 
Policy. It may then set up a high- 
level statutory National Wage Board 
to implement this policy_” 

SHRI MOHANRAJ KALINGA- 
RAYAR (Pollachi); Which is that 
document he is reading from? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: This is a 
documents from the Planning Com¬ 
mission, Perspective Planning Divi¬ 
sion. 

SHRI MOHANRAJ . KALINGA- 
■ RAYAR: Is it a published document? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY JBOSU: No. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Then how did. 
you get it? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I a m 
not obliged to divulage the source. 

SHRI G. VISHWANATHAN: You 
should place it on the Table of the 
House. s 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Yes, X 
can. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: Before you quote 
from it, you should place it-on the 
Table. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BC^Ui; “Objec¬ 
tives of Wage Poilcy. In ‘Approach to 
the Fifth Plan’, remoyel*-:dt,. poverty 
and attainment of economic self-re¬ 
liance have beeq. set ag the-two major 
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tasks. Wage policy, as all other poli¬ 
cies, must derive it's rationale from 
these basic tasks. Proceeding from 
this premise, the appropriate objec¬ 
tives of wage policy may be: to ensure 
minimum wages—” 

f0L' CHAIRMAN: You cannot take 
advantage of Pondicherry Budget to 
guote something which is not relevant 
to the debate. You always try to do 
anything on atty Bill. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA: 
(Begusarai): The integration in the 
Ashram at Pondicherry takes place at 
a higher level, 

SHRI JYOTtRMOY BOSU: The 
point is: how the allocation has come 
down from Bs. 9 lakhs to Rs. 8 lakhs. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: You may please 
leave the document here. The ques¬ 
tion of its admissibility will be decided 
later. 

SHRI JYOTTRMOY BOSU; Let the 
Minister not come and try to dictate 
to the Chair. The Chair would not 
listen to the Ministers. We know it. 
It says: 

“ 2 . to ensure the workers and 
employees a due share in fruits of 
growth; 

3 . to rationalise inter-occupational, 
inter-industrial and inter-regional 
wage differentials and reduce dis¬ 
parities in a phased manner, 

4 . to eliminate, progressively, un¬ 
justified wage -differentials between 
the organised and the unorganised 
sectors.” 

Further on, it says: 

“The objectives pf wage policy 
cannot be realised if wage determi¬ 
nation is left to the market forces. 
This is very important and very 
interesting. 

MR, CHAIRMAN: How is 4 rele¬ 
vant? 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: It is *11 
about the labour policy and the Gov¬ 
ernment's wage policy. 
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MR. CHAIRMAN: We are on Pondi¬ 
cherry budget. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: Is it 
outside India? This for the whole 
country. It is a document produced 
by the Planning Commission. If says: 

"In order that the ^workers and 
employees may have incentives to 
work... 

MR. CHAIRMAN: I hope you will 
not read the entire report. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: I was 
quoting: 

“...enthusiastically aftd thus pro¬ 
mote national growth, they should „ 
directly share the fruits of this 
growth. An appropriate arrange¬ 
ment for growth sharing by the 
workers and employees should be 
an important element’ .of wage 
policy.” 

These are very important things 
and I am delighted that I have been 
able to get a copy. It goes on to say: 

“Besides a share in the benefits of 
overall growth of the economy in 
the form of a growth, the worker 
may also be provided with an in¬ 
centive to higher productivity and 
co-operative industrial relations by 
giving him a share in the profits of 
„ the concern where he is employed. 
Since the subject is being studied in 
depth by the Bonus Review Com¬ 
mittee, while recognising its im¬ 
portance, we are not making any 
comments” 

Further on they say: 

“The main components of such a 
profit policy should be the follow¬ 
ing: 

1 . to eliminate and, if that is not 

fully practicable, take over through 
fiscal, devices price and distribution 
controls, and other methods, . the 
excessive profits, resulting from the 
exercise of monopolistic and oligo¬ 
polistic power; "•/ 

2. t;o reduce excessive profits % 

■ sweated Industrie# ;> responds 
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levels by eliminating the exploita¬ 
tive features of these industries— 

6. to appropriate a reasonable 
proportion of profits into the na¬ 
tional fisc through direct taxation;” 

Then they say: 

\ 

“The wage policy conceived by us 
requires the Government to play a 
key role in implementation. Mini¬ 
mum wages for different centres 
and regions have to be estimated 
and enforced. An appropriate spec¬ 
trum of skil] grades has to be 
worked out on the basis of proper 
evaluation of skill differentials and 
premium point for each grade 
determined.... 

As a first ctep, the Government m?iy, 
on th e basis of our recommendations, 
adopt a Resolution on Wage Policy. It 
mav then <=et up a high-level statutory 
National Wage Board to implement 
this policy.” 

This is the interim report graven by 
the Planning Commission dated 7th 
March. 1973 The Oove-nment is sit¬ 
ting over it. Mr. Raghunalh Reddv 
was asked in the other House, he de¬ 
clined. I will not say Rajya Sabha. 
Therefore, with your permission, I 
lay* on the Table.... 

MR. CHATRMAN: You please give 
It to me. You cannot lay it on the 
Table. The question of laying it will 
be decided later on. 

SHRI JYOTIRMOY BOSU: The 
Chair has accepted it. Let the Gov¬ 
ernment show their face and explain 
their conduct as to why thev are sit¬ 
ting over this report from March 1973 
till to-day and why the interim re¬ 
port Is not implemented. We want 
an explanation from the hon. Shri 
Ganesh. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: This is an ingeni¬ 
ous wav of bringing up a document on 
some other Bill. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM 
(Tiruchira^alli): As Finance Minis¬ 


ter, the hon, Minister who is hoW go* 
ing to reply may not. be in a position 
to reply to all the points that we may 
raise here, but I want the Home Mi¬ 
nister to take note of all the points; 
and examine them and send us their 
replies. 

First of all I would like to say that 
there is no justification at all for the 
continuation of the President's rule 
in Pondicherry. The delimitation 
work is over. Electoral rolls are 
ready. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOS HI 
(Shajapur): But the defection work 

is not still complete! 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
That is what I am coming to. After 
all, the previous speaker pointed out 
this that it. is a very small State, 
smaller then a corporation; there are 
only 30 assembly seats and election 
can be held within no time; what is 
required is only issue of notification; 
the machinery is ready for holding 
election; the people also are eager to 
have election. This is the present 
position. They are tired of Gover¬ 
nor’s rule. They are getting disgust¬ 
ed with the way administration is run 
there. My friend Mr. Gopal was tel¬ 
ling us about some misuse or what¬ 
ever it is. As per the experience of 
the Pondicherry people, ' worst popu¬ 
lar Government even would have 
been better than the Governor’s rule 
I should say; that is the position. I 
am not making this statement just to 
answer Mr. Gopal. That is a fact. 
Election must be held as early as pos¬ 
sible. Before holding election for 
Assembly there is no meaning for - 
taki"? action for holding election for 
municipality and panchayat bodies. 
If i am correct, the Governor is ins¬ 
tructed to hold election for municipa¬ 
lity and panchayat bodies. There is 
a new Act. Formerly these ^were cal¬ 
led communes. One advantuge of the 
earlier French admtfiistratkm was 
this. The whole are^ of Pondicherry, 


‘The Speaker not having subse qusntly accorded the necesj^y/.'pe'r- 
missiav the document was not treated as laid on the Tab|$ ^ 
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Karaikal, Mahe and Yenara was 
covered with communes including 
smallest villages. They had given 
greater powers to the Commune 
mayors. An Act has been passed re¬ 
cently and that Act is being given 
effect to. While giving effect to that 
Act the Governor has dispensed with 
the Mayor but the council continues. 
Under the new Act the Mayor’s func¬ 
tion has been taken over by officials 
and as a protest the councillors are all 
boycotting and there is some element 
of noncooperation between officials 
and elected representatives of these 
local bodies. Government must give 
proper instructions and they should 
elect them from among the members 
according to the Act. This is pro¬ 
vided in the Act. Why this is being 
evaded or subverted is something I 
cannot understand. The Governor 
must be instructed on this point also. 
Sir, I understand, the Governor is 
being guided from here to create pro¬ 
per conditions for holding of elections 
in favour of these two congresses. I 
can assure the Government here and 
the leadership of the Government 
here that however much they might 
try and however much they might use 
the Governmental machinery there is 
no possibility of Pondicherry getting 
any stable Government under the 
leadership of the Congress—either 
singly or both congresses together. 
That is the position there. Don’t 
waste your time and energy and tire 
the people with this experience. Don’t 
prolong it any longer. 

They think they can give a stable 
Government there. The Governor is 
of courss there. ' I do not know why 
this Governor was chosen there. His 
experience as an officer of the Modern 
Bakery will not be adequate for run¬ 
ning a State of that type. The poli¬ 
tical parties are very active there. 
He wants to show that he can run 
the Government better than the poli¬ 
ticians. That is where the trouble 
comes and he comes into clashes with 
the politicians. He is actively indulg¬ 
ing in oo'itt<'s further there is an 
'VshraJn—Aurobindo Ashram—-which 
is visited by. each Central Minister 


very frequently. 1 do not want to go 
into details: The Aurobindo Ashram 
is like a State within the States- They 
misguide the administration to the de¬ 
triment of the interests of the people. 

I may tell you that it is to the detri¬ 
ment of the Congress itself. Congress¬ 
men cannot create an image there by 
these methods. I do not know whe¬ 
ther the Lt. Governor is aided by his 
Chief Secretary. He comes 1 from 
Andhra—from big landlords’ family. 
And both these people are running 
the administration and ruining the 
lives of the people. Earlier they are 
recalled the better it is for th<» State 
and for the people of that State. 

SHRI JAGANNATHRAO JOSHI: 
There is a demand from many States 
for the recall of the Governors. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
This reminds me of those leaders who 
say that there should be democracy 
without political parties. He seems 
to have a regard for this ideology. 
Let them take him to Bihar or any¬ 
where else. I say that the food situa¬ 
tion is very bad. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): Why don’t you get 
some food from Tamil Nadu? 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
There also food riots are going on. If 
what is happening in Tamil Nadu 
and Pondicherry is any indication, 
this would happen and you will have 
t:» import even paddy from the foreign 

untries. You will have to go with 
a begging bowl to the foreign coun¬ 
tries for paddy. Tamil Nadu is a 
surplus State in rice. Similarly, 
Pondicherry is also surplus rice. 
Their requirements for the whole year 
may be less than about 75,000 tonnes. 
Th y produce 1,70,000 tonnes of rice 
an'I other millets of which rice alone 
ac iunts for 1.60 lakhs tonnes. In 
sp.te of that the Government have 
failed to procure in time. What is 
happening to-day is that rice is being; 
sold at Rs 5 a kilo. I can understand 
the difficulty of the D.M.K.. here. 
Whit happens in Pondicherry ii thi& 
; Tfw‘ smiagglers .^r<w fathii Hadii'-'-go'. 
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and loot rice and take it to the other 
areas;* , 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: D.M.K. 
represents the Tamil Nadu Govern- 
enent and not 'Shri Kalyanasundaram. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM' 
You are in power and not Shri Kalya¬ 
nasundaram. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN: You 
will never be in power. 

SHRI K. GOPAL: Both of you wiT 
not be in power. We are going to 
be in power. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
Let it be. You are not going to re¬ 
main in power after 1976. Let us 
see where you are. We will take the 
challenge. Go on. The people will 
decide. It is not Shri Gopal or Shri 
Kalyanasundaram who will decide. 
It is the people of Tamil Nadu who 
will decide that. 


So, Sir, rice is not available in that 
State leave alone the price of it. Long 
queues are there and the people have 
to wait for the whole day and return 
without rice after the whole day. That 
is the position in Pondicherry. That 
is the position with regard to rice. 
Something must be done to rush 
stocks to Pondicherry for the public 
distribution machinery. They have 
exhausted the stocks. Now, whatever 
stocks of kerosene, cement, sugar, efo. 
are allotted to Pondicherry the same 
are disposed of outside Pondicherry 
itself. They do not “ven take it to the 
limits of Pondicherry. They dispose 
of these things either in Madras or 
elsewhere. 

Now, I take up milk. Milk was avail¬ 
able in plenty in Pondicherry. Actually 
milk was being supplied to Nevyli 
firom Pondicherry. Earlier the produc¬ 
tion wgs 17.000 litres a day whereas 
ifbw it has come down to 7,000 litres. 
Milk ls sfojjr feiabee'in Pondicherry and 


the people are facing a lot of hardship. 
How did it happen! The ;Gbyetnor 
bungled with the system of collection 
and distribution of milk. For this 
bungling it is the Governor and the 
Chief Secretary who are responsible, . 

Sir, witir regard to the funds allot* 
ted, the Centre must watch and^fol- 
low up and see that they are Spent 
for the purpose for which they are 
earmarked. Funds were allotted 
for the construction of quarters 
for NGOs and officers. I thirds the 
foundation-stone was laid by Mr. 
Gujral about two years ago, but 
the buildings have not yet come 
up. Instead, those funds have been 
used to construct some posh bun¬ 
galows for the I.A.S. officers at a 
distance of 8 kins, from the office, and 
for going home and returning to the 
office they are using the Govrnmer t 
cars. Their cars are used by the 
Ministers and the entire expenditure; 
is borne on Government account. 
This is how they misuse the funds. 
Thus, they are diverting the funds 
according to their whims and fancies 
and misusing the funds earmarked for 
this purpose. I can give several ins¬ 
tances, but for want of time, I shall 
not do so. 

The hon. Minister has said that *»y 
way of grants-in-aid a sum of Rs. 4 7 :s 
crores has been, allotted to Pondi¬ 
cherry. It is for meeting the financial |j 
requirements of the State. That ^ 
grants-in-aid are to be given. This i 
territory is directly under the Union i 
Government. So, grants-in-aid mean 
matching the financial needs of the 
State. But here the financial needs 
of the State have been cut to, thatch, 
the grants-in-aid which this Govern¬ 
ment i s granting. So, the sum- allot-*] 
ted in this regard is not adequate. ;S, -So | 
many Ministers go to Pondicherry. 1,: 
do not know \dhether they go by bell--: 
copter or they travel by (At':, Tt is I 
very difficult to, travel inside ; Fondi-| 
cherry city because of the very badt 
condition of the roads.. The roainte-? 
nance of the, roads, is very poor, and ! 
the maintenance qf drainage if rotten, 
and the supply of drinking water a,*J 
inadequate. They are going down 
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every day. A sum .of Rs. 15.45 lakhs 
has been allotted for urban develop¬ 
ment But in the explanation it is 
said that the increased provision in 
the budget is meant for expanding 
assistance to the recently constituted 
Panchayati Raj institutions. But Pan- 
chayati raj institutions are not found 
in urban areas. The amount is allot¬ 
ted for urban development but it is 
given to the villages. I do not mind 
if the villages also need development 
or the rural areas also need develop¬ 
ment. But here the urban areas have 
also been brought down to the leve 1 
of rural areas. I would request Gov¬ 
ernment to do something to develop 
both Pondicherry and the rural area?. 

The civic amenities in Pondicherrj 
are in a very bad State. The Minis¬ 
ter and big dignitaries often visit 
Auroville Ashram. So, even if they 
do not have any consideration for the 
people of Pondicherry, at least for 
the sake of the several visitors ‘hat 
visit that town, let Government do 
something. Otherwise, they will form 
a very bad opinion about the state of 
affairs in the union territory unde? 
the Union Government itself. 

The State Government employees 
working in the State Government art- 
eligible for the same scales of pay as 
the Central Government employees 
according to the recommendations o * 
the Third Pay Commission. Mv hon. 
friend Shri Jyotirmoy Bosu has al¬ 
ready explained how funds have been 
allotted for the police and other ur- 
remunerative purposes. But even 
though five months have elapsed sine'' 
the orders were issued for giving effect 
to the recommendations of the Third 
Pay Commission, the State Govern¬ 
ment emp^yees have not been oaid 
those scales. Several categories are 
vet to k^nw what grades they are 
going to be fixed in. Even that is 
left ; n doubt. The State Government 
employees’ organisation has decided 
[o protest and they may not receive 
them pay cm the 1st August ‘as a 
nark of o: otest. From 12th August, 
bey want to go on a hunger-strike. 
Vby should we jinvi’te Suctf agitations? 
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Let Government pay to thejtt their 
dues as early as possible and avoid 
these unwanted agitations. 

I have to make some suggestions 
also for the consideration of Govern¬ 
ment, Although I oppose President’s 
rule, thanks to it we have h?.d an 
opportunity to discuss the whole af¬ 
fairs of Pondicherry in this House. 

Some judicial reforms are neces¬ 
sary for the Territory so that they can 
have their own judiciary. Now it ■ 
is within the jurisdiction of the 
Madras High Court. Clients have to 
go to Madras for revision, for appeal 
and writ petitions. In the case of 
writ petition. I can understand be¬ 
cause there are not so many of them. 
But now even for revision and for 
appeal and other things they have to 
go to Madras. So T would suggest 
that a Bench be located in _ Pondi¬ 
cherry which will sit for at*least a 
week in a month or so or as the cases 
require so that these matters can be 
disposed of locally. 

SHRI JAGANNATH RAO (Chatra- 
pur); It is 100 miles from Madras. 

SHRI M. KALY *.NAPU\DARAM: It 
will be easy for the High Court to 
move there rather than ask the people 
to move to Madras. Otherwise, how 
can the poor man get justice? 

SHRI K. GOPAL; The territory goes 
uplo Kanyakumari. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
There is an agitation for locating a 
Bench at Tiruchi or Madurai, You 
should support it. 

SHRI K. GOPAL; In every district 
headquarters. 

SHRI M. KALYANASUNDARAM: 
The Land Ceiling Act has been na0 
sed. Another Act has so been pti& ■ 
sed to provide house sites for ajnfljr.J 
cultural labourers. But theft 
are being sabotaged* they are J*# 
being given effect to. Even Use 
vision made for providing house sites 
for Harijja&i is very meagre. Wbal- 
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ever turn was allotted earlier has 
not been spent.. properly. There is 
not a single village where Harijans 
heve been provided with house sites. 

> Although the Lt. Governor proclaims 
himself to. be a Harijan and he is 
all out for Harijans, the Harijans in 
the Territory are not at all looked 
after. Whatever funds are provided 
for Harijan welfare are diverted. So 
at least see that these two Acts are 
given effect to as speadily as possible 
and steps are taken to implement 
them. 
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The Government has promised to 
locate a University in Pondicherry. 
Tamil. Nadu also will be inetrestod in 
the development of Pondicherry 
because whatever is done for Pondi¬ 
cherry, Tamil Nadu will also benefit. 
So even if you do not agree to give 
another University for Tamil Nadu— 
on the strength of its population, it is 
entitled to one or two - more—kindly 
see that Pondicherry University ’s 
inaugurated as early as possible. 

The Territory has good possibilities 
of maritime fishing and also inland 
water fisheries. But this department 
is neglected. There need not be any 
food shortage at all in this small Ter¬ 
ri. ory. Ttley have plenty of fish and 
plenty of rice. They can live on 
these. Not only that. They can 
supply fish to adjoining towns also. 
But they are not properly exploited 
and utilised. So attention should be 
given to fisheries. 

I know Shri Ganesh cannot reply to 
all these points. I want him to con¬ 
vey all these things to the concerned 
Ministries. I would urge upon the 
Home Minister and the Prime Min¬ 
ister to take early steps for holding 
elections to the Territory. Until 
elections are held to the Assembly> 
there, is no question of holding elec¬ 
tions to . the Municipalities ancl 
Panchayats under the new Act. A 
Popular Ministry must take charge 
there and they should hold the Muni- 
Clpal and panehayat elections.

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SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PA JANOR 
(Pondicherry): Mr. Chairman, Sir, so 
■far as the elections are concerned, I 
do not think there can be any other 
opinion except asking the Government 
to conduct elections immediately. 
When the hon. Minister moved the 
Appropriation Bill in the month of 
April, so much heat was produced 
here and I honestly believed that they 
will conduct the elections before five 
months so that there will not be any 
necessity for the second stage of pre¬ 
senting (he Pondicherry Budget before 
this House. ’ 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the House to what took place at 
the time of elections. The other day, 

I was listening to the honourable 
Prime. Minister patiently and I was 
surprised when she advised the Oppo¬ 
sition parties to behave properly and 
to conduct themselves in' a manner 
exacted of ip a parliamentary demo¬ 
cracy. what has taken place in 
Pcmdtchoery is a peculiar" thing. They 
Were put in the. position of Opposi¬ 
tion. They; Were saying that it was a 
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question, of minority Government. 
BecaUsd of the lacuna in the Election 
law, there was a minority Govern¬ 
ment. If we take the election of the 
parliamentary candidate, thht it, my¬ 
self, as it is explained there, (here ere 
30 constituencies in Pondicherry State 
and out of the 30 constituencies! ' in 
21 constituencies the people have 
voted only for Anna DMK-CPI 
alliance. That means, the popular, vote 
was only for Anna DMK-CPX alliance* 
When that was explained to them, to 
the ruling party, to the other parties 
and the previous ruling party at 
Madras, they expressed openly that 
they will behave as a responsible 
Opposition. It was made known to 
the press and the public also. Only 
after that, Anna DMK CPI took the 
responsibility of forming the Govern¬ 
ment. 

Immediately on the second day, they 
voted the Government out. 1 just 
wonder how far the platitudes expres¬ 
sed by the honourable Prime Minister 
regarding the conduct of Opposition 
parties, to conduct themselves as a res¬ 
ponsible Opposition, are applicable in 
their case. I say this not with any 
olitical motive. But when you bring 
this Budget before this August House, 
you must remember that you have not 
conducted election,during the past five 
months for reasons best known to 
you. I think, as a some hon. Mem¬ 
bers said, perhaps, they are expecting 
some party defections. It is for them 
to look, not for us. 

The people are merely interested, itt 
having a popular Government Many 
things have been said about the 
present rule there. I do not want to 
add anything more. The only thing 
I would like to bring to the notice Of 
the House is, that the people there are 
not having a popular Governmeht fftd 
they are not having their representa¬ 
tives to whom they can go with their 
grievances and get them redressed. * 

It is unfortunate that the previous 
speaker said that Mahi, KatOm^ attd 
Yamen can ,be merged. 
bouring States. / Perhaps, 
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aware of the 'situation and the cul¬ 
tural heritage of the State of Pondi¬ 
cherry. If h e expresses his opinion 
there, I hra sure, he will be voted out. 
Perhaps' he has not got the personal 
experience there. Those Contwars 
are spread over in- four Stales. They 
are not in a position to meet the 
often and the Governor is also not 
able to get the opinion of these people 
often; therefore, it is impossible for 
the Governor to give solutions to their 
various problems. That is the reason 
why there is scarcity of rice there. 
That State was never in deficit so far 
as food materials are concerned. But 
today I got letters that rice is sold at 
Rs. 5 50 per kilo in Pondicherry and 
at Rs. 4 59 per kilo in Karaikal. Karai- 
kal is on the delta of Cauvery and it 
is Supposed to supply rice to the 
entire State. But even in Karaikal 
rice is sold at Rs. 4.50 per kilo; one 
bag of paddy is sold at Rs. 75 today; 
two months back it was only Rs. 451- 
Frotn this you can infer that the ad¬ 
ministration is responsible for this 
kind of misdeeds. The only solution 
is elections. I do not know why the 
Government at the Centre is feeling 
say, to have early elections there, if 
you. have only politics in your mind 
and not the interests of the people, 
then you can postpone the elections 
upto 1976 or even beyond that. If you 
have any respect for democracy—which 
I fail to note in this august House 
sometimes—let us have the elections 
in Pondicherry as early as possible. 

Secondly, so far as administration is 
concerned, as one of the hon. mem¬ 
bers pointed out, there are anomolies 
in the pay scales of government 
servants in the State. You can have 
a good Government only if the needs 
and grievances of the government ser¬ 
vants are properly looked into. We 
tallc so much about corruption. It is 
all because of the mistakes we commit 
and the injustice that we do to the 
government servants at every, stage. 
I would not blame the government 
servants, it is a question of out own 
mistake, When this /. small pocket 
merged with the Indian Union in the 


year 1954, the former French govern¬ 
ment servants were assured that theit 
interests would be protected. But, 
subsequent to that, nothing has been 
done. So many departments have 
oome up, and the pay scales were 
fixed according to their whims and 
fancies, without following any norms. 
Because of this, the pay Shales at 
various stages are in different lines. 
The Second Pay Commission recom¬ 
mended certain things, but they were 
not implemented. When the Third 
Pay Commission came, they -wanted 
to hav e a uniform system in Ponndi- 
cherry. In fact, it has created the 
maximum discrimination among the 
government servants and they are all 
very much annoyed and displeased 
over this. I will give one instance. 
Take the case of Veterinary Depart¬ 
ment. You will find that the doctors 
there are very poorly paid compared 
to the doctors in other Union* Terri¬ 
tories who are given a much higher 
scale of pay, and no reason has been 
given why these people i ,r -’ discrimi¬ 
nated against and are given a lower 
pay. This is not the only case. Take 
the case of JIPMER which is directly 
governed by the Central Govern¬ 
ment. There also the position is the 
same. The position is the same in 
Education Department also. There 
are many anomalies. Daily we get a 
number of petitions from them. 
Because there is no popular Govern¬ 
ment there, they are sending them to 
Members of Parliament. We have 
submitted them to the Governor and 
the Department concerned and have 
suggested to them to hav c a Commit¬ 
tee to look into all these things and 
make suitable recommendations to 
the Central Government to have uni¬ 
form scales of pay in respect of all 
Union Territories. But tnat is not 
being done. I would request the hon. 
Minister to look into this matter and 
do some justice-to those people^ 

A number of members ate pleased 
to talk to me beesugfe T represent a 
place which is rather attractive. Not 
only .it is a state whieh was onCe nil«3 
by the cultured people of France t ut 
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the great values of equality and fra¬ 
ternity still prevail. 1 know the 
Arvind Ashram is there which is a 
great attraction. My name is alsj 
Arvind. I believe l too can attract 
your attention. The Arvind Ashram 
is there and attracts number of 
people from Centre. Yet, the State 
capital is like a small village. Only 
the Ashram is beautiful but if you go 
outside the Ashram, everything is in a 
rotten condition because the State has 
not taken so seriously that it is also 
a territory directly governed by the 
Central Government under the con¬ 
trol of an Administrator. Because of 
this the State is in a poor state. 


Karaikal is another village which is 
day by day deteriorating and if th<- 
Government take it seriously and if 
they want to develop the agricultural 
part of it, they can hove a small agri¬ 
cultural unit or a fertiliser unit where 
they can mix up fertiliser*- from the 
SPIC or and Mad-as fertilisers. That 
also they are not contemplating. The 
late Shri Mohankumaramangalam 
assured the people of Pondichefrry 
that he would bring down one heavy 
industry. Unfortunately he passed 
away and I cannot say that I am fortu¬ 
nate that I have com* to take his place 
but I would like 'c submit to the 
Government to consider this very 
seriously to start one heavy industry 
at Pondicherry. 


Finally, I would like to submit one 
other fact. The Pondicherry territory 
may be upgraded to the state of a sub- 
State. Many people complain that it 
is not financially possible. But I 
would like to bring to the notice of 
this august House that in Pondicherry 
there are. 3000-4000 people who are 
receiving French pensions by which 
the Government of India get a sum 
of Rs. 4.5 crores every year as foreign 
exchange because these people's 
services are considered as services 
rendered to France and the amount is 
paid -in Francs and naturally they 
are. converted foto 'rupees and paid' 
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here. I think this aspect also must, 
be • Considered. 

Another thing, when they develop 
roads, they do not understand ! the 
difficulties of the villages there. They 
only develop the roads in towns. Even 
the main streets of Pondicherry, as 
Mr. Kalyanasundaram explained, are 
in a rotten condition. Still worse are 
the l'oads in Yenam and you cannot 
travel in Mahe. The same condition 
prevails in Karaikal also. I do nob 
remember the name of the bon.. 
Member who said that to solve all 
these problems the areas be merged! 
with the neighbouring States. That 
is a way of developing the parochial 
feeling and of linguism. We forget 
the unity of this country and I am 
very much proud to represent a 
State in which four languages are 
merged and I am able to represent 
four different and far-flung areas. This 
unifying factor is there and it is very 
bad for us to suggest merger of these 
small parts with the neighbouring 
States juflt for the sake of pleasing 
certain communal ideologies... (Inter¬ 
ruptions). 

AN HON. MEMBER; What is com¬ 
munal there? 

SHRI ARAVINDA BALA PAJA- 
NOR: My friend, Shri Gopal was refer¬ 
ring to the South hostel which was 
proposed to be started at ondicherry. 
That should be encouraged. We 
should go a step further and encour¬ 
age a four-star hotel in Pondicherry* 
Daily great number of foreigners are • 
visiting Pondicherry as also visitors.,- 
from other States. The main com- 
plaint they make is that they are 
unable to get a decent place to stay * 
for a day. If you get into the Ashrapi. 
it is all right. But if you want to stay 
outside the Ashram, it is impossible • 
for them to sav as there is no decent • 
hotel to <say. I would, therefore, appeal ’ 
to the Centra and- the State adminis¬ 
tration to take it very seriously add ’ 
encourage people to construct a four- - 
star hotel there which will promote* 
tourism. * 
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Then, Mahe js in Kerala. That can 
be developed like Kovalam which is 
a tourist attraction centre. Mahe also 
can be developed as a tourist resort 
on the lines of Kovalam. 

So far as the housing schemes are 
concerned, the Government of India is 
not taking it seriously the difficulty 
of the Government servants. As Shri 
Kalyanasundaram expressed, six bun¬ 
galows have been constructed at a 
. heavy cost and 'the Government ser¬ 
vants are appealing daily at least to 
grant them loans to construct their 
own houses, but it is not considered. 

Now like the old ICS, the IAS cadres 
are there and a class mentality is 
building up there and this was a thing 
which was not at all prevalent during 
the French rule in Pondicherry. This 
is a thing which I would respectfully 
bring to the attention of the Govern- 
•ment. There was complete amity 
•among all the Government servants. 
There Was not at all any difference 
among the Government servants, but 
now what has happened is this. I 
have received a large number of 
complaints from the subordinates 
there. When they approach the 
secretaries or other officials to 'give 


the needful;. let them face fac^g. hen* 
curably and honestly and conduct the. 
elections there immediately. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Amnedabadl: I am glad to be able to 
participate i n this Debate. My friend 
Mr. Piloo Mody is wondering why I 
am speaking on Pondicherry as well 
Although we are elected from this Or 
that constituency, we represent the 
nation as a whole. We cannot say, we 
shall speak only on this or on that 
region. 

I had visited Pondicherry in August 
1967. I stayed there for a week. I 
was there in connection with one inter¬ 
national conference. The impressions 
I got are still vivid in my memory. 
What the hon. Member Shri Aravinda 
Pajanor said has great relevance. The 
region of Pondicherry has. special and 
significant place in this country. The 
attraction is two-fold. Number one, 
it was under the French colonial admi¬ 
nistration and it had a distinct culture 
of its own. Second, it has this great 
attraction of Shri Aurobindo Ashram 
*nd the stay there of Sri Aurobindo as 
well as of the Mother for many 
decades. 


their grievances they are asked to go 
out like small urchins. Because of 
this kind of attitude they have formed 
a large number of associations. This 
is being encouraged by the top level 
people also. Numerous associations 
have sprung up and are creating dis¬ 
unity among Government staff. Now 
they propose to have joint consulta¬ 
tive machinery and compulsory arbi¬ 
tration for Government servants. If 
that is so recognised these grievances 
can be sorted out in their common 
meeting. 

Although Pondicherrv is a, small 
State it is Part and parcel of this 'great 
country of ours. It hao a number of 
great attractions. Let them not do 
whatever suits the whims and fancies 
of the Central Government. Let them 
ni>t treat this as a small pocket. Let 
■Government take it seriously and do 


There is one fact which I cannot 
help mentioning in the very beginning 
and that is that the whole area looked 
more or less desolate in and around 
Pondicherry. There was not much of 
development in terms of roads or 
buildings or houses or residential 
accommodation for poorer people. I 
was aghast when I saw in the same 
city of Pondicherry a kind of existence 
of double worlds; there was tremen¬ 
dous contradiction and even appalling 
contradiction between the one and the 
other! When on one side this region 
could offer so much to the rest of the 
country and also to the rejt of the 
world, on the other side what I.&Hpd 
was that there were pockets of dire 
poverty and malnutrition and di rt - 
absence of legitimate condition^, pf 
law and order and decent andcivlliscd 
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living in terms of planning etc. of the 
roaoa, ouumngs, senoojs ana so on. 

I do feel that while the State of 
Ponaicherry is under the Central 
Administration now, the Government 
ox India will look at this region with 
particular care and interest. X under¬ 
stand that Mr. Aravinda Pajanor has 
given notice of several cut motions. 
One of them is about the proposed 
Central university in Pondicherry. 
Th e fact that such a Central Univer¬ 
sity is going to be set up in Pondi¬ 
cherry means that the Centre has 
already shown considerable interest in 
this region. They should not only 
take interest in the educational and 
cultural fields, but they should also 
take interest in respect of providing 
the basic necessities and amenities to 
lakhs of people who are living there. 

Let it not be said that these people 
who lived at one time under one 
colonial rule now live under a rule— 
not, of course, a colonial rule—which 
is not caring for thei r primary needs. 
Therefore, I feel that something has 
to be done. I also support very 
strongly the demand for an early 
election in Pondicherry. 

If I mistake not, the President’s rule 
was promulgated in Pondicherry on 
28th March this year, whereas in 
Gujarat, as you all know, the Presi¬ 
dent’s rule was promulgated on the 
9th February this year. Some hon. 
friends from Pondicherry and other 
areas have said—I too have to say 
so—that when a State is under Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule, there is a peculiar diffi¬ 
culty which the people of that State 
experience. They are not able to 
represent their grievances and pro¬ 
blems actively almost daily and regu¬ 
larly to their elected representatives 
because they do not exist there. Now, 
whenever they try to represent their 
problems through their elected repre- 
sentatives of Lok Sabha and Rajya 
Sabhe, bbViously that also becomes 
somewhat difficult. ■ The; time here i* 
also, limited. There are *»any P* 0 " 
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plums that are cuscussd in t b v t 
national Jt*ariiament, ana, it the State 
were to remain under President's ruxe ■ 
lor a long spell, you wilt appreciate 
that the people pi those areas where 
there is President’s rule for more 
six months are bound to suffer be¬ 
cause there is no direct accounta bi lity 
of that Administration to the elected 
people. Officialdom grows. Even if 
there is a popular or democratic rule 
in other States or in the whole coun¬ 
try, we find that again and again there 
are complaints about the ever growing 
bureaucratisation and officialdom. You 
can, therefore, weir imagine that 
where there is no popular rule, the 
officialdom would increase all the 
more! That is what is happening, 
whether it is in Pondicherry or in 
Gujarat. 


Before I come to my final points, I 
want to put on record one thing that 
merely because a State is under Presi¬ 
dent’s Rule, therefore the officia l* 
need not necessarily be considered as 
not accountable. There is accountabi¬ 
lity of course, but there is no higher 
level body of elected representatives 
who are directly in touch with the 
people and who understand the peo¬ 
ple’s problems. Because they are with 
the people in the constituencies, they 
go back to the Legislators or to the 
Ministers or to Government of the 
dav or the Chief Minister and so on 
and so forth and ask for a review of 
their cases. Therefore, the people feel 
that what they feel and what they 
aspire in terms of their problems and 
points and anxiety is being under¬ 
stood, heard and listened to and & 
being cared for and is being looked 
into. That vital aspect remains, un¬ 
fulfilled in the President’s Rule,This 
i s what -is unfortunate. That ill why 
I feel from that angle as well: that 
elections in Pondicherry shOuM alao 
be held as early as possible. I ' had 
made a similar demand fear having art 
early election in Gujarat 'v: ivjbeh' ■ ■*« 
discussed the Gujarat Budget last 
week.

try to reply. I do not blame Shri 
Ganesh if he cannot reply to all 
points, because he does not know 
tries are involved. But you are aware, 
Sir, that many problems are not 
attended to immediately. I shall give 
everything. He cannot give replies 
for everything because so many minis- 
one instance. I am sorry I have to 
give the illustration of Gujarat. For 
th e last one year and more, as many 
as three out of five labour courts are 
not functioning in Ahemdabad. That 
is because the three labour court 
judges are not appointed. That means 
that over 8,000 cases are pending !n 
labour courts. Every day 200 cases 
come up and hardly two or four or 
six cases are disposed of. Labourers 
in hundreds wait there day Jong and 
go back disheartened. Ts this not 
serious? Occasionally, I can bring up 
th e problems here. But. W e cannot 
do go everyday in the Lok Sabha. 
After all Parliament is for the whole 
country. At the same time, would you 
lik<» the neoole of that particular State 
whether in Pondicherry or in Gujarat 
to wait for one year? 

The point is that elections may be 
postponed by another six months. In 
that case the people may have to wait 
for another spell of six months to get 
rice at cheaper price. Will the people 
of Pondicherry have to wait for a long 
time for the popular rule there to 
enable them to get better conditions 
in terms of housing, municipal ameni¬ 
ties and so on and so forth? 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Mr. Mavalankar, 
it is quite ingenious on your part to 
bring in the grievance of Gujarat in 
Pondicherry budget like Mr. Bosu 
which has no direct relations. 


SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR; In the 
beginning itself I said I am sorry to 
give an illustration from Gujarat. One 
can repeat examples for Ponicherry 
also. I am not repeating the examples 
of Gujarat. I am only saying that if 
you go on indefinitely postponing the 
elections, you will only deny to these 
people their rightful claim of having 
a popular rule there. This is what it 
comes to. « 

Therefore, I want to conclude hy 
saying that Pondicherry as also 
Gujarat should have a popular rule 
again as early as possible.because our 
Constitution does not provide tor 
President’s rule as a kind of long¬ 
term luxury to be thrust on the people. 

The President’s rule has been pro¬ 
vided in the Constitution so that when 
a democratic machinery fails you have 
to inject a dose of greater democracy. 
Until that is implemented in the interim 
period you have to have President's 
rule. But of necessity that period 
should be the shortest possible. It is 
from that angle I want to oppose the 
Pondicherry Appropriation Bill which 
is before the House. 

SHRI G. VISWANATHAN (Wandi- 
wash); Mr. Chairman, it is unfortu¬ 
nate that Pondicherry Budget is being 
discussed in Lok Sabha and not in the 
Pondicherry Assembly. The fall of 
last ADMK-CPI coalition Government 
has led to the President’s rule in Pon¬ 
dicherry. Pondicherry is the most 
neglected Union territory in India. As 
Mr. Ganesh comes from one such neg¬ 
lected union territory he must be 
aware of the difficulties which the 
people of such \jpion territories face. 

When I went though the Budget a 
etrdnge thing odeurrbd to- me.; .Whan 
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there '■toa'. yevieeA' e*tiihate wider all 
headings tt Ja indicated revised estl- 
mates butwhen 1 look at the grante- 
in-ald from the Central Government 
for the year 1973-74 the .original esti¬ 
mates was Rs. 487 lakhs but strangely 
the revised estimates have gone down 
no#' and it is only Rs. 394 lakhs. Why 
has it been cut down? As the grants- 
in-aid given at present are not enough, 
J would like the Government to raise 
it to Rs. 8$ crores or Rs. 7 crores so 
that all programmes started already 
could be completed. I join' with all the 
earlier speakers in condemning the 
excessive expenditure on police. There 
is not much law and order problem as 
far as Pondicherry is concerned. The 
most urgent problem facing Pondi¬ 
cherry at the present moment is short¬ 
age of power as a result of which 
both agricultural and industrial sec¬ 
tors have been affected. Pondicherry 
used to be a surplus State in agricul¬ 
ture but because of shortage of power 
food production is going down. Half 
of the single industrial estate which 
Pondicherry has is vacant. Even 
though there are some industries they 
are not functioning at all. Central 
Government must take it up on its 
own and a thermal power station be 
given to Pondicherry immediately so 
that they may get at least some power 
for industries to be run in Pondi¬ 
cherry. Unemployment, no doubt, is 
there throughout the country but as 
far as Pondicherry is concerned it is 
on account of there being no Single 
major industry in Pondicherry. So, 
one of the heavy or defence industries 
should be located in Pondicherry. 

Sir, a Central university has already 
been promised but when Is it going 
to he inaugurated. No doubt, some 
committees have been'coming and go¬ 
ing but we are not hearing anything 
about the inauguration of the univer- 
sityfrom the Education Mbffster. The 
Tourism Ministry is not doing any¬ 
thing;}^ Pondicherry, They must take 
sw^^jtetest' inj.

In the 
total plan outlay including centrally- 
sponsored schemes, in the sector-wise 
division also, emphasis is given to de¬ 
velopment programmes as well as so¬ 
cial services. For instance, out of the 
total budget estimate of Rs. 1501.44 
lakhs, education gets Rs. 262.78 lakhs, 
making a percentage of 17.5 per cent. 
I am not citing these figures to prove 
that Pondicherry is very developed;

OBITUARY REFERENCE 

MR. SPEAKER: Honourable Mem¬ 
bers, I have to inform the House of 
the sad demise of one of our dis¬ 
tinguished colleagues Shn M. B. Rana, 
who passed away at New Delhi early 
this morning at the age of 70. He 
was admitted to the hospital on the 
19th July, 1974, when he sustained a 
heart attack. He had been progress¬ 
ing satisfactorily and no one could 
ihink that he would pass away so 
soon, 

Shri Rana was a sitting Member of 
■his House and the Minister of State 
for Industrial Development. He had 
a long career devoted to public life 
and served this country in various 
and diverse capacities and held many 
important offices. He got his law de¬ 
gree from Government Law College, 
Poona, apart from the Middle Temple. 
He started his career as an advocate 
and then entered public life in Bom¬ 
bay and extended' his activities to 
Gujarat State. He was also a distin¬ 
guished parliamentarian. He was a 
Member of the Legislative Assembly 
of the erstwhile Bombay State during 


the years 1946-52 and 1956-60 and then, 
of Gujarat Legislative Assembly dur¬ 
ing the years 1960-67. He was Spea¬ 
ker of the Gujarat Legislative Assem¬ 
bly during the years 1960-62 where I 
had the privilege of associating with 
him in the Speakers’ Conference 
while I was Speaker of the Punjab 
Assembly. Ho prsented the Gujarat 
Branch at the Commonwealth Parlia¬ 
mentary Conference held at London 
in 1960. 

Shri Rana was elected to Lok Sabha 
in 1967 and was re-elected in 1971 
from Gujarat—Broach Constituency. 
He was a member of the panel of 
Chairmen during the years 1969-70. 
He held the office of Chairman of the 
Committee on Public Undertakings 
during the years 1969-1972 with dis¬ 
tinction and imbued the Committee 
with a sense of common purpose to 
improve its working. He served on a 
number of Select/Joint Committees on 
Bills. He entered the Central Gov¬ 
ernment as Minister of State for Ship, 
ping and Transport in 1972. Early 
this year, he took over as Minister of 
State in the Ministry of Industrial 
Development. 

Besides his public and parliament¬ 
ary career, Shri Rana was a promin¬ 
ent sportsman and was associated 
with many sports clubs and associat¬ 
ions. He was keenly interested in 
rifle shooting and as President of the 
M.Ps. Rifle Association I came in close 
touch with him and was acquainted 
with his great love for sports. He 
had also written a couple of books bn 
sports. 

Unassuming, soft-spoken and very 
affable, Shri Rana was not behind 
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even in philanthrophy and donated 
400 acres of land for the Bhoodan 
movement and remitted Rs/ i lakh to 
clear the debt of the farmers of his 
area. 

We deeply mourn the loss of this 
friend and I am sure the House will 
join me in conveying our heart-felt 
condolences to the bereaved family. 

The House may stand in silence for 
a short while to express its sorrow.

STATEMENT ON NEW TAXATION 
PROPOSALS 

MR. SPEAKER: Shri Y. B. Chavan 
to make a statement. 

SHRI SHYAMNANDAN MISHRA 
(Begusarai): I have sought your per¬ 
mission already to raise a point of 
order under rule 376(2) with regard 
to the statement I am raising a point 
of order under rule 376(2) which re¬ 
lates to the business before the House. 
According to the Order Paper, Shri 
Y. B. Chavan is to make a statement 
on the new taxation proposals. That 
is the title of the subject with which 
the hon. Finance Minister is going to 
deal „ % 
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Now, my submission is that it is for 
you, for the Chair to tell us whether 
- there, has been any practice in the past 
that a statement is made on the tax¬ 
ation proposals, and if there has not 
been any practice in the past, that 
has got a certain sanctity. Tnere are 
one of the main reason^ being that 
even a few minutes should not pass 
between the taxation proposals and 
any announcement made thereabout. 
Otherwise, even during this interval, 
a lot of advantage might be taken by 
the persons concerned. 

So, in the past, what we have been 
accustomed to is that the Finance 
Minister makes a statement on the* 
estimated receipts and expenditure for 
the year. We have not been accus¬ 
tomed to any other title, and that 
statement is called the budget. Now, 
that has not been done. The budget 
has got a certain sanctity. Them are 
certain traditions and conventions 
relating to a budget. It cannot be 
treated in all manner possible. 

Therefore, it is for you to say whe¬ 
ther the statement should not be made 
in the manner which is in consonance 
with the budget that has been pre¬ 
sented in the past, whether the title 
should have been like this or the same 
title as had appeared earlier could not 
have been given to it. Why is the 
hon. Finance Minister or for that mat¬ 
ter the Government shying away 
from plainly, saying that they are pre¬ 
senting a supplementary budget to 
the country? That would have been 
fair to the House and fair to the 
country. But it seems to me that like 
the traditional Hindu wife, the 
Finance Minister would not take the 
name of the husband. That seems to 
be the position. 

So, it is for you, Sir, to say whe¬ 
ther it has been ^in keeping with the 
traditions that have developed round 
the budget, whether it is a supple¬ 
mentary budget or it is not a supple- 
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mentary budget, .and whether the title 
that has been given is again in keep¬ 
ing with the interests of the people 
lor if he is going to make a statement 
in advance of the taxation proposals, 
probably I cannot anticipate, but I can 
only generally say—he is thereby go¬ 
ing to explain the taxation proposals. 
And if he does so, then within the few 
minutes or even an hour that might 
elapse between the Finance Bill which 
is going to follow later on and the 
statement that he will be making just 
now, there would be exploitation of 
the consumers throughout the coun¬ 
try. 

AN HON. MEMBER: Very wrong¬ 
ly briefed.

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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
With your permission, I would like to 
support what has been said by Shri 
Mishra. I have read with keen in¬ 
terest the heading. It seems new tax¬ 
ation proposals are going to be an¬ 
nounced by the hon. Finance Minister 
without declaring that it is a supple¬ 
mentary budget. This is the first time 
perhaps in the history of Parliament 
that a Finance (No. 2) Bill is going 
to be introduced to fleece the starv¬ 
ing people (further. We Slave seen 
in this House.... 

MR. SPEAKER: Not a speech on 
this. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am not 
speaking. I shall speak later. 

MR. SPEAKER: What are you do¬ 
ing then? 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: I am simp¬ 
ly mentioning the points. 

MR. SPEAKER: On a point of order 
or anything else? 
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SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My point 
is that he cannot make a statement 
cm 

The first point is whether this is 
permissible under our rules and con¬ 
ventions. Secondly, as pointed out 
vary ably by my hon. friend, Shn 
Madhu Limaye—he also quoted a cer¬ 
tain ruling by Shri M. A. Ayyangar— 
I would like to know whether that 
ruling is being superseded now. We 
do not know what the proposals are. 
This is secret. I am told that he was 
keeping his colleagues in his room at 
4.30 P.M. and no Cabinet Minister 
was allowed to go out till 5 P.M. 

I would only request you that you 
kindly give your ruling or reserve 
your ruling and consider this matter 
so that these budget proposals con¬ 
taining further taxation which break 
the common man can be postponed 
so that he can escape further taxation 
for a day at least. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Kindly see the item: 

"Shri Y. B. Chavan to make a 

statement on the new taxation 

proproposals”. 

Therefore, what he is seeking to place 
before the House are certain taxation 
proposals which will have no effect 
unless they are embodied in some 
statute. So far as the practice of 
making a statement is concerned, a 
copy has to be given to the hon. Spea¬ 
ker earlier. This statement will have 
no effect. The statement is to be 
made in the House for the information 
of the members of the House and of 
the general public. The taxation pro¬ 
posals will have no effect unless they 
are embodied in a statute. They do 
not call it budget proposals; they do 
not call it estimated receipts and ex¬ 
penditure. Therefore it cannot serve 
the purpose of a budget. It is only a 
statement. The Rules of Procedure 
have not been followed. No copy had 


been circulated or given to youi 
Therefore, in the garb of making' a* 
statement on taxation proposals, a 
supplementary budget estimate can¬ 
not be given. I also support the 
points made by other hon. Members. 

THE MINISTER OP LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY APBAIRS (SHRI 
H. R. GOKHALE): Sir, the question 
is simple. It is a misnomer to call it 
a budget or supplementary budget. 
The hon. Members know that in the 
Constitution they do not find the word 
‘budget’ used anywhere. The word 
‘budget’ was used in the 1915 Act in 
the marginal note, but it was abandon¬ 
ed in the 1935 Act and not repeated 
in the Constitution. Generally it is 
understood to mean the annual finan¬ 
cial statement which gives an esti¬ 
mate of receipts and expenditure for 
the ensuing year. This is not what 
the Finance Minister is proposing to¬ 
day. It is a simple piece of legislation 
to impose taxes or levy or increase 
excise, customs or such other duties, 
which he will explain. 

It is also not right to say that this 
is the first time that a Second Finance 
Bill is introduced. It had been done 
in 1956 in which year, if I remember 
a right, not only the second but the 
third Finance Bill was also introduc¬ 
ed. It was done in 1965 also. What 
is being done is not at all irregular, 
in my submission. 

MR. SPEAKER: A point of order 
was raised by Mr. Mishra, and other 
Members followed it up. I had, as a 
matter of precaution, put it before 
the Business Advisory Committee also 
where the hon. Members were 
present. 

SHRI MADHU LIMAYE: My point 
of order is not covered by anything 
that happened in the Business Ad¬ 
visory Committee. 

SHRI SHYA1&ANANDAN MISHRA: 
May I remind you that at that time 
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■whe n we met • in the BC we dis¬ 
cussed the form in which it was sought 
to be placed on the agenda paper. 
At that time it was in the form of 
introduction of the Second finance 
Bill. Strictly speaking, there cannot 
be , any statement by the Finance 
Minister. 

MR. SPEAKER: You may talk like 
that, but I had taken all of you into 
confidence, and it is only after con¬ 
sulting you that I allowed him to make 
a statement. According to the rules 
the Minister can make a statement 
any time. I think even the Speaker 
should not know it till it comes up 
before the House. That is the general 
principle, and therefore, it was allow¬ 
ed. How can I see the Finance Bill? 

1 cannot see the budget when it is 
presented regularly in the budget 
session. How can I know about it 
now? It is expected to be very con¬ 
fidential. How does it make any dif¬ 
ference if immediately after the 
statement the Bill is introduced. 

SHRI PILOO MODY (Godhra): 
Why this deviation? 

MR. SPEAKER: No question of de¬ 
viation. It was the same pfactice 
which was followed earlier. As far as 
Mr. Limaye’s point of order is con¬ 
cerned, when we were sitting yester¬ 
day if he had mentioned it, I could 
have seen it. Whether measures of a 
permanent nature should not be 
allowed or there is some distinction 
between temporary and permanent, 
that could be known only after they 
are presented.

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THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YESHWANTRAO CHAV AN): 
Sir, the presentation of fresh taxa¬ 
tion proposals only five months after 
I presented the regular annual bud¬ 
get for 1974-75 has not been an easy 
decision for the Government It is 
an event of unusual significance and 
derives its justification from the fact 
that we are faced with a difficult eco¬ 
nomic situation. I am, however, con¬ 
vinced that not to act in the present 
situation would amount to fiscal irres¬ 
ponsibility, with serious consequen¬ 
ces for the economic health of the 
country. Thus the decision to come 
forward with these proposals is not 
only an indication of the seriousness 
of the economic situation, but also a 
measure of the Government’s deter¬ 
mination to grapple with it effective¬ 
ly. 

2. It is self-evident that controlling 
inflation is today the single most im¬ 
portant task facing the country. The 
measures adopted so far by the Gov¬ 
ernment to curb inflation have had a 
limited impact and the upward pres¬ 
sure on prices has persisted There is 
a general expectation of continued 
price increases, which itself has con¬ 
stituted an inflationary factor. 

3. The thrust of the Central Budget 
for 1974-75 was to restrain the growth 
of Government expenditure, mobilise 
additional resources bn a substantial 
scale, and to reduce reliance on deficit 
financing. This was part of the over¬ 
all anti-inflationary strategy. How¬ 
ever, judging by price trends in the 
last four or five months, there has 
been no visible reduction in the 
strength of inflationary forces ope¬ 
rating in the economy. Over the 
three months April to June, 1974 the 
rise in the general price level was of . 
the order of 7.8 per cent yielding an 
average monthly increase of about 2.6 
monthly increase of 2.7 per cent dur¬ 
ing the three months January to 
March, 1974. This continuing dete¬ 
rioration on the price front has been 
a source of the greatest concern to 
Government. 
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. 4. I do not wish to dwell at length 
on the causes for the persistence of 
inflationary pressures. I have talked 
about these often enough in this 
House. I would venture to say that 
these are basically rooted in the slug¬ 
gishness of agricultural production. 
The recent wheat crop has not been 
up to original expectations. As a re¬ 
sult, the tendency on' the part of pro¬ 
ducers to hold back supplies seems to 
have strengthened. Despite a very 
sizable increase in procurement pri¬ 
ces, procurement so far has fallen 
short of expectations. The produc¬ 
tion of oilseeds in the rabi season has 
also been inadequate, and this has 
strengthened bullish sentiment in the 
markets in regard to vegetable oil¬ 
seeds and oils. Industrial production 
which remained virtually stagnant in 
1973 continues to be inhibited by 
shortage of power. 

5. All these factors point to the 
persistence of a sizable imbalance 
between aggregate demand and sup¬ 
ply. As a result, Government have 
considered it necessary to come for¬ 
ward with a fresh package of mea¬ 
sures designed to reduce the imbal¬ 
ance. The basic objective of the 
three recent Ordinances, involving 
temporarily restrictions on declara¬ 
tion of dividends, immobilisation' of 
50 per cent of additional Dearness Al¬ 
lowances and of increase in wages 
and salaries, and compulsory deposits 
by income tax payers in higher in¬ 
come groups, is to reduce the pres¬ 
sure of demand and decelerate the 
rate of growth of money supply. In 
any appraisal of these measures, we 
must not lose sight of the narrow 
options open to the Government. In 
the present situation, the only other 
feasible course of action would be a 
drastic cut in all developmental ex¬ 
penditure. This would entail severe 
adverse effects on the future growth 
of, the economy. 

6 . A large expansion in bank credit 
in recent ttjontbs has led the Reserve 
Bank to tighten further its credit 
controls. Instructions have been issu- 
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ed tc each, commercial bank, to-scruti¬ 
nise the top 50 accounts "in order to 
ensure that, bank credit is ho£ used 
for excessive accumulation of inven¬ 
tories or diverted for non-productive- 
purposes. More recently, an' increase 
of 2 per cent in the Bank rate, ac¬ 
companied by an increase in both the 
minimum lending rate and in depo¬ 
sit rales of commercial banks, an¬ 
nounced on July 22, 1974, will help to- 
reduce further the incentive to accu¬ 
mulate inventories with the help of 
bank credit; it will also facilitate mo¬ 
bilisation of deposits. 

7. The measures that we have re¬ 
cently adopted are steps in the right 
direction. Let me be clear,: by them¬ 
selves they cannot stabilise prices. 
Fundamentally, the imbalances that 
now exist in our economy can be re¬ 
moved only through a sustained in¬ 
crease in agricultural production, 
though this is not going to be an easy 
task because of inadequate indigen¬ 
ous production of fertilizer and steep 
increases in their import prices. We 
are purchasing as much fertilizer ab¬ 
road as we can inspite of the formid¬ 
able nature of the import bill which 
is likely to be over Rs. 450 crores. 
The ample provision that we have 
made for the core sector in' the an¬ 
nual plan for 1974-75 should also en¬ 
able us to secure a significant in¬ 
crease in the production of coal and 
steel. Improvements in the produc¬ 
tion and transport of coal are already 
visible. Mainly because of power 
•shortages and’ transport difficulties, 
the overall outlook for industrial pro¬ 
duction is however uncertain. 

8 . Fortunately, our foreign ex¬ 
change reserves have held up fairly 
well. This is due mainly to borrow¬ 
ings from the International Monetary 
Fund, continuity of external assist¬ 
ance, and particularly to a rapitf 
growth in oiir export earnings during 

1973- 74. As a result we have been- 
able to finance sizable imports of 
foodgrains though at very consider¬ 
able cost. The export outlook for 

1974- 75 is however not equally carv- 
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cour aging., The prices of some of our 
export products have declined in re¬ 
cent months. In addition, the high 
current rate of inflation"constitutes a 
serious threat to the maintenance of 
the competitiveness of our exports, 
which may threaten the viability of 
our balance of payments. This only 
underlines the pressing need to con¬ 
trol our rate of inflation. 

9. Against this background, the 
need for further measures to reduce 
the pressure of demand in our eco¬ 
nomy is self-evident. In the present 
inflationary environment, it is essen¬ 
tial to contain the size of the budge¬ 
tary deficit. This we are determined 
to do. However, a number of factors 
have upset our original calculations 
and are threatening to push up the 
Central Government's budgetary defi¬ 
cit well beyond the original budgetted 
figuie of Rs. 126 crores. Let me men¬ 
tion some of these. 

10. As the House is aware, Govern¬ 
ment have recently increased the 
issue prices of wheat in or:'or to scale 
down the burden of the food subsidy. 
Currently, there is only a small ele¬ 
ment of subsidy in the procurement 
of indigenous wheat and coarse grains. 
However, on account of unsatisfactory 
production and inadequate procure¬ 
ment of wheat during the last rabi 
season, the Go imminent is having to 
import, as I mentioned earlier, sizable 
quantities of foodgrains in order to 
maintain the public distribution sys¬ 
tem, As imported wheat costs much 
more than indigenous wheat but has 
to be sold at the same price, the bur¬ 
den of the food subsidy will be much 
higher than the original provision of 
Rs. 100 crores. 

11. The weak financial position of 
the railways is well known to the 
Honourable Members. Because of the 
higher burden of pay and allowances 
of the staff and the disruption of 
traffic caused by the recent railway 
strike, the deficit in the railway bud¬ 
get will ..increase substantially beyond 
the original provision of Rs. 52 cro¬ 
res. 
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1*. Additionally, we, must reckon 
with the fact that by reasonpfthe 
continuing increase in prices, the bud¬ 
getary provision for additional dear- 
ness allowance will have to be- subs¬ 
tantially increased. There isaiso 
likely to be some increase in expendi¬ 
ture on defence because of rising costs 
and further improvements in the 
emoluments of defence personnel. 1 

13. On the Plan side, the continued 
increase in prices has led to an es* 

. calation of project costs accompanied 
by a further erosion in the internal 
resources of some of our public sec¬ 
tor enterprises. 

14. Taking both Plan and non-Plan 
outlays together, it seems clear for 
reasons I have just mentioned that 
unless a number of remedial steps 
are taken, the gap between aggregate 
expenditure and the total resources 
in sight in the current year will be 
very much larger than the deficit of 
Rs. 126 crores which was estimated 
when presenting this year’s budget. 
While expenditures have been going 
up sharply, the trend of yields from 
taxes at their present levels does not 
suggest that there will be any subs¬ 
tantial excess over the estimate of 
revenue made in the budget. It is in 
this context that I have come before 
this House with proposals for mobil¬ 
ising additional resources by way of 
taxation. 

15. I should like to say, however, 
that the potential deficit can by no 
means be covered 'by fresh taxation . 
only, and that there is clearly need to 
take other complementary steps to 
reduce the deficit. 

16. We have undertaken a compre¬ 
hensive review of all Government ex¬ 
penditure, in a search for possible eco¬ 
nomies. This is not an easy task be-L 
cause this year’s budget was framed 
after, eliminating- many Plan schemes 
which were considered postponable. 
Moreover, it. would be a self-defeat¬ 
ing exercise if a reduction in current 
outlays were to result in keyprojecta 
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in the core sector being refused the 
funds necessary for their early com¬ 
pletion. To the maximum extent pos¬ 
sible, we have to maintain the rate of 
investment in such core sectors of the 
economy as power and fertilizers. At 
the same time, we are seeking to 
effect economies not only in all non- 
developmental expenditure, but also 
on development schemes which have 
a somewhat lower priority. We are 
also exploring the possibilities of in¬ 
creasing the profitability of our public 
sector enterprises and departmental 
undertakings. An exercise to cut ex¬ 
penditure drastically is now under 
way. Until this has been completed 
and the results of other measures 
taken by us are known, it would be 
difficult to indicate precisely what the 
final position would be. In view of 
the acute inflationary situation pre¬ 
vailing we fully intend to contain the 
Central Government’s budget deficit 
to the level indicated in this year’s 
Budget and Government will take all 
necessary steps to this end. 

17. Before I unfold my specific pro¬ 
posals, I would like to explain to the 
House the rationale underlying these 
proposals. In the background of the 
great hardships being endured by the 
common man, there is clearly no case 
for Imposing fresh levies on articles of 
mass consumption. Accordingly, in 
my choice of commodities for taxa¬ 
tion, I have avoided imposition of new 
taxes on the basic necessities of life. 
At the same time, the need to dis¬ 
courage conspicuous consumption and 
to effect maximum economy in the 
use of scarce materials is implicit in 
my proposals. . In addition, I have 
made an attempt to mop up the wind¬ 
fall gains currently being made by 
producers and middlemen in certain 
sensitive commodities, often in the 
form of undeclared and untaxed pro¬ 
fits. I am sure the House will agree 
with me that in the present inflation¬ 
ary situation, accumulation, of inven¬ 
tories far in excess of normal require¬ 
ments of production, must be dis¬ 
couraged. Some of the recent mea¬ 
sures announced by the Reserve Bulk 
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of India seek to achieve this objec¬ 
tive by raising the cost of bank cre¬ 
dit, and by restricting credit only for 
the genuine needs of essential pro¬ 
duction. One of the fiscal proposals 
I. shall outline in a few moments 
seeks to complement the action al¬ 
ready taken by the Reserve Bank on 
the monetary front, while at the 
same time helping in' raising resour¬ 
ces needed by the Government. 

18. I would like to take this oppor¬ 
tunity to impress upon State Govern¬ 
ments that they have no leas a vital 
role than the Central Government in 
contributing to greater fiscal disci¬ 
pline. In order to reduce their defi¬ 
cits without affecting the pace of de¬ 
velopment, they ought to exploit fully 
the potential offered iby agricultural 
taxation. At the same time, there is ‘ 
urgent need for a more realistic pric¬ 
ing of services tike irrigation and 
electricity. I would strongly urge 
them to take steps in these direc¬ 
tions, 

Direct Taxes 

19. I shall now explain my tax 
proposals, dealing first with pro¬ 
posals in the field of direct taxes. As 
a part of the anti-inflationary pack¬ 
age, I propose to levy a tax on the 
gross amount of interest received by 
scheduled banks on loans and ad¬ 
vances made in India. The banks 
would be expected to adjust their 
functioning to this tax and reimburse 
themselves to the extent necessary 
by making appropriate adjustments 
in interest rates charged from bor¬ 
rowers. The proposed tax will have 
both a monetary and a fiscal impact 
in that it will serve the purpose 
both of raising the cost of borrowed 
funds and of supplementing Govern¬ 
ment revenues. The proposed tax 
will ibe levied at the rate of 7 per 
cent of the gross amount of interest 
earned by the banks. Hits would 
imply on an average an increase of 
about 1 per cent in' the cost of bor¬ 
rowings from the banks. Interest on 
Government securities, as also deben¬ 
tures and other securities issued by 
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local authorities, companies, and sta¬ 
tutory corporations will not be in¬ 
cluded in the tax base. Interest re¬ 
ceived on transactions between sche¬ 
duled banks will likewise be exempt¬ 
ed from the proposed levy. Interest 
accruing to scheduled banks before 
1st August, 1974- will be outside the 
ambit of the proposed measure. The 
proposed tax will be allowed as a 
deduction in computing taxable in¬ 
come under the Income-tax Act. I 
propose to introduce a separate Bill 
shortly to give effect to the proposal. 
The yield from this measure will be 
of the order of Ha. 60 c-ores in a full 
year. For the remaining part of the 
current year, however, the revenue 
will be about Rs. 25 crores. 


20. In view of large unearned in¬ 
comes accruing as a result of the in¬ 
flationary situation, I propose to in¬ 
crease the tax on capital gains. The 
deduction from long-term capital 
gains allowed in computing the tax¬ 
able income of non-corporate tax¬ 
payers is being reduced from 35 per 
cent to 25 per cent where such gains 
relate to lands and buildings. In rea¬ 
ped of gains arising from transfer of 
other assets, the deduction is being 
reduced from 50 per cent to 40 per 
cent. 


21. The incidence of tax on long¬ 
term capital gains is also being in¬ 
creased in the case of companies. 
This increase is being brought about 
by raising the rate of tax from 45 per 
cent to 55 per cent in respect of gains 
relating to lands and buildings. A 
lower rate of 47 per cent will be ap¬ 
plied in the case of widely-held com¬ 
panies whose taxable income, exclud¬ 
ing long-term capital gqins, does not 
exceed Rs. 1 lakh. The rate of tax 
applicable on capital gains arising 
from the transfer of other assets is 
being raised from 35 per cent to' 45 
per cent in the case of all companies. 
These alterations in the provisions re¬ 
lating to the capital gains tax will 
yield about Rs. 5 crores tn a full year. 
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22.1 now come to my proposals ro¬ 
uting to indirect taxes. In order to 
raise the needed resources, I have no 
option but to increase Central Ex¬ 
cise duties selectively. In doing so, 
it has been my endeavour to keep to 
the minimum the impact on the poor¬ 
er sections of the community. I have 
also tried to raise duties on those 
items where the middleman ia today 
retaining a large margin, to the detri¬ 
ment of both the consumer and the 
primary producer. These duties will 
help to mop up unintended gains 
accruing to the trade. 


23. At present eopper and copper 
alloys in crude form, and wire bars, 
wire rods, etc., carry a basic excise 
duty of Rs, 1500.00 per metric tonne. 
Specified manufactures of these car¬ 
ry a rate of Rs. 2000.00 per metric 
tonne, while pipes and tubes are as¬ 
sessable at 10 per cent ad valorem. 
The international prices of copper 
have been soaring. Even now the bulk 
of our requirements have to be im¬ 
ported. The indigenous producers of 
copper have also been selling their 
products at prices on par with the 
prices of imported goods, and thus 
enjoy a substantial benefit as their 
own cost of production Is lower. To 
siphcu off a part of this fortuitous 
profit, I propose to increase the basic 
excise duty on copper in crude form 
and on* wire bars, wire rods, etc., to 
Rs. 4000.00 per metric tonne; on spe¬ 
cified manufactures of these to Rs. 
4500.00 per metric tonne; and on 
pipes and tubes to 20 per cent ad 
valorem. The existing provisions for 
collection of duty at the rate of Rs. 
500.00 per metric tonne on plates, 
sheets, circles, strips and foils made 
out of duty-paid metal, or metal 
made out of specified types of scrap; 
will continue. A lower rate has also 
been fixed lor sheets and circles clear¬ 
ed in untrimmed condition. The pro¬ 
visions for set-off of duty paid on 
copper in crude form if used for the 
manufacture of copper pipes and 
tubes will also continue. Through 
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these propo^Jfi,jI expect to secure 
additional revenue to the extent of 
Rs. 8.40 orores, inclusive of the conse¬ 
quential accrual of increased auxiliary 
duty, which is determined as a per¬ 
centage 'of the effective basic duty 4 

24, On similar considerations, I pro¬ 
pose to increase the basic duty on un¬ 
wrought zinc from Rs. 500.00 to Rs. 
1500.00 per metric tonne;'on* specified 
manufactures of this from Rs. 800.00 
to Rs. 1800.00 per metric tonne, and 
on pipes and tubes from 10 per cent 
to 20 per cent ad valorem. Zinc 
plates, sheets, circles, strips and foils 
made out of duty-paid unwrought 
zinc, or specified types of scrap, or 
their combination, will continue to 
pay duty at Rs. 300.00 per tonne. The 
additional revenue accrual from this 
will be Rs. 5.07 crores, inclusive of 
the auxiliary duty component. Im¬ 
ports of copper and zinc will not, 
however, be liable to any additional 
countervailing duty as a result of the 
increases now proposed on the basic 

excise duties. 

■ », 

25, With the rise in prices of rayon 
and synthetic fibres and yarn, the 
incidence of duty, based on specific 
rates, has gone down. I, therefore, 
propose to step up suitably the speci¬ 
fic rates in respect of nylon filament 
yarn and staple fibre and filament 
yarn of cellulosic origin. This will 
provide an additional revenue of Rs. 
11.38 crores. The concessional rate 
available to nylon yarn for use in the 
manufacture of fishing nets and para¬ 
chute cords will, however, continue. 

I am also not bringing acetate yarn 
within the purview of these increases. 

26, With the objective of reducing 
the gap in the incidence of the duty 
at the yarn stage on fabrics manufac¬ 
tured by the composite mills and the 
powerloom units, I .propose to raise 
the specific rates of duty on cotton 
yarn normally gQing into the manu¬ 
facture of superfine, fine and medium 
—A fabrics manufactured by power- 
looms.. Tbs increased, rate® MU also 
apply to yarn of corresponding counts 
.used in the manufacture of hosiery, 


sewing thread,.et^. ,|^»k^yarn in 
straight i#els used by handjooms will 
remain phaiifected; . These chafes 
will thus prpvide gome ^timvfins. ta 
the handloom industry. These in¬ 
creases will yield an additional reve¬ 
nue of Rs. 9,70 crores. Honourable. 
Members will be happy -to know that 
yarn of lower count groups normally 
used in the manufacture of medium-B 
and coarse fabrics is being, left un¬ 
touched. • 

27. Due to production constraints, 
shortages have developed in the avail¬ 
ability of tyres, and on certain cate¬ 
gories high premia are being charged 
by the middleman. As a mopping-up- 
measure, and to raise revenue, I pro¬ 
pose to step up by 5 per cent the ad 
valorem duty on tyres, other than 
those meant for scooters, motor cycles* 
and mopeds, which will continue to 
carry the present concessional rate. 
This will yield an additional revenue 
of Rs. 8.8 crores. Tyres and tubes 
for cycles, and tyres specially design¬ 
ed for use in animal-drawn vehicles 
will, however, cpntinue to be wholly 
exempt. 

28. Honourable Members are aware 
of the general scarcity of cement, and 
the windfall gains being reaped by the 
dealers. To absorb at least a part of 
these gains, and to raise additional re¬ 
venue, I propose to increase the basic 
duty on cement from 25 per cent to 
30 per cent ad valorem. Inclusive of 
the consequential increase in accruals 
from the auxiliary duty, this proposal 
will add Rs. 29.37 crores to the reve¬ 
nues. 

29. The present' tariff rate of basic 
excise duty on cigarettes is 200 per 
cent ad valorem. By a notification, 
basic duty has been prescribed at 75 
per cent ad valorem, if the value of the 
cigarettes does not exceed Rs. 10.90 
per thousand. In respect of cigarettes 
having a value higher than Rs. 10,00 
per thousand, this duty is increased 
by 3’percent ad val&rem for every 
^additional' rupee or part, thereof in 
excess of Rs. 10,69 per thousand; As 
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a revenue measure, I propose ; tp raise 
the rate of; basic at the base- 
point (iJfei cigarettes "Of which the 
value does , not exceed Rs. 10.00 per 
thousand),, from.75 per ceut ad 
valorem to 85 per cent ad valorem. 
The incremental, rate of 3 per cent ad 
valorem for every additional rupee 
br part thereof in excess of the value 
of Its. 10.00 per thousand will, how¬ 
ever, continue. 

30. As the ceiling of 200 per cent 
ad valorem restricts the duty on the 
more expensive brands, I also pro¬ 
pose to raise this to 250 per cent ad 
valorem. I would hope those fortun¬ 
ate enough to afford the more costly 
brands will feel more virtuous in the 
knowledge that they will now be con¬ 
tributing in larger measure to the ex¬ 
chequer. The additional revenue from 
my proposals relating to cigarettes will 
amount to. Rs. 16.45 crores inclusive 
of the increased accrual by way of 
auxiliary duty. 

31. I also propose to raise the basic 
duties in respect of pig. iron, latex 
foam sponge, asbestos cement products 
and electric lighting bulbs and fluores¬ 
cent lighting lubes. These will to¬ 
gether yield an additional revenue of 
Rs. 8,14 crores. 

32. As a measure for raising addi¬ 
tional revenue exclusively for the 
Centre, I propose to stop up the rates 
of auxiliary duty on steel ingots, and 
iron or steel products, from 75 per 
cent to 100 per cent of the effective 
basic duty, and that on skelp, tin 
plates and tinned sheets from 50 per 
cent to 70 per cent of the effective 
basic duty. Rails and sleeper bars use 
for railway track will not, however, 
attract the increase. These proposals, 
while bringing the indigenous prices 
more in tune with the imported prices 
of comparable products, will also help 
to raise an additional revenue of Rs. 
26.85 crores. These revised auxiliary 
duties will as hitherto apply only to 
indigenous production, and not result 
in higher countervailing duty on 
imports. 
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33. On certain varieties of cotton 
fabrics like suiting, gaberdine, furnish¬ 
ings, blended, embroidered, and im¬ 
pregnated or coated fabrics, I prOpdge 
for the first time an effective lev^Pf 
an auxiliary duty of excise at therate 
of 331|3 per cent of the effective basic 
duly; this will yield an additional* re¬ 
venue of Rs. 6.0 crores. 

34. The specific rates of duties on 
various categories of paper and paper' 
board were reviewed and stepped up 
as a part of my budget proposals pre¬ 
sented in February, 1974. Since then 
the steep increases in the prices of 
most varieties of paper and board 
effected by the industry have brought 
down considerably, in percentage 
terms, the ad valorem incidence of 
the existing specific duties. I am, 
therefore, constrained to step up the 
duty on various categories of paper 
and paper board for the second time 
this year. ■ I accordingly propose to 
levy an auxiliary duty at the rate of 
331(3 per cent of the effective basic 
duty on all varieties of paper and 
paper board. Commoner varieties of 
printing and writing paper, not ex¬ 
ceeding 65 grammes per square metre, 
used for exercise hooks, text books, 
etc. and assessed at present at a con¬ 
cessional rale of 15 paise per kilogram 
are being specifically exempted from 
the proposed auxiliary duty. News¬ 
print and band-made paper and boar 
will also not be affected. This meas¬ 
ure will result in an additional revenue 
of Rs. 13.20 crores. 


35. In an effort to narrow the gap 
between the indigenous and imported 
prices of plastics, I propose to increase 
the auxiliary duty of excise from-20 
per cent to 40 per cerit of the effective’ 
basic duty, and thus raise an additional 
revenue of Rs, 9 crores. However, 
plastics when imported will a^’hithertoi' 
continue to be exempt from fh©/&>ttn« 
tervailing duty, equal to theauxiliary 
duty of excise. 
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38. I also propose to increase the 
•auxiliary duty on points and varnishes 
from 33113 per cent to SO per cent of 
4he effective basic excise duty, which 
will bring an additional revenue of 
•Rs. 1.80 crores. 

37. Till recently DMT and caprolac¬ 
tam were being imported at high inter¬ 
national prices. The indigenous pro¬ 
duction of DMT has since started while 
the caprolactam unit is expected to go 
into production shortly. Having regard 
to the prices at which these products 
-were imported and as a revenue mea¬ 
sure, I propose to levy a duty for the 
first time at the rate of SO per cent ad 
valorem on caprolactam and 25 per 
•cent ad valorem on DMT. This is ex¬ 
pected to yield 0 revenue of Rs. 12.40 
crOres. The proposed levies will not 
result’ in countervailing duties on the 
imported caprolactam and DMT. 

38.. The proposals relating to excise 
duties will lead to a gain in revenue 
of about Rs. 166 crores in a full year, 
•of which about Rs. 20 crores will 
-accrue to the States and Rs. 148 crores 

•to the Centre.

Customs Doties 

39. The inflationary trends in inter¬ 
national prices to which I had referr¬ 
ed in my budget speech in February, 
1974 continue. In these circum- 
.srtances, I have decided to leave un¬ 
changed customs duties proper, 
though additional revenue to the extent 
■of Rs. 1 crore is expected from counter¬ 
vailing duties consequent on the chan¬ 
ges proposed in Central excise duties.

rest of the current financial year. 

42. The various tax proposals, both 
direct and indirect, that I have outlined 
will yield a revenue of approximately 
Rs. 210 crores in a full year ard Rs. 123 
crores in 1974-75 for the Centre. The 
States will also receive Rs. 22 crores 
approximately in a full year and Rs. 13 
crores approximately during the cur¬ 
rent year, as a result of these poposals. 

43. As I stated earlier, the presenta¬ 
tion of fresh taxation proposals is not 
an ordinary event. The economic 
compulsions of the current situation 
do not leave us with any really viable 
alternatives. It is i n this perspective 
I would wish the House to view and 
to judge these proposals.

ORAL ANSWERS TO QUESTIONS 

Standardisation of Products of 
B.H.L.L. 

*161. SHRI S. A. MURUGANAN- 
THAlvl: Will the Minister of HEAVY 
INDUSTRY be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government propose 
to rationalise and standardise the 
pioducts of Bharat Heavy Electricals 
Limited; and 

tb) if so, the broad outlines thereof 
and the necessary changes proposed 
to be made for an efficient organi¬ 
sation? 

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEAVY INDUSTRY 
(SHRI DALBIR SINGH): (a) and 
(b): Bharat Heavy Electricals Ltd., 
are planning to rationalise the manu¬ 
facturing programmes of its different 
units with a view to achieving maxi¬ 
mum efficiency, economies of size and 
specialisation of skills in each unit. 
Manufacture of Turbosets, Hydrosets, 
Electrical Motors and Circuit Brea¬ 
kers, which is now being done at two 
or three locations as the case may be, 
will be rationalised in the interests 
of economic production and develop¬ 
ment of engineering skills. This 
rationalisation programme ' envisages 
the establishment of additional manu¬ 
facturing and service units side by 
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side with development of ancillary 
facilities for achieving maximum in- 
digenisation. Although this rational 
lisation will improve the productivity 
and the over all production, it is not 
the intention that this should lead to 
any reduction in the employment 
potential in each unit. 

SHRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM; 
In view of the target fixed for 10 years 
to increase the generating capacity to 
38,000 MW on the top of the existing 
capacity of 19,000 MW, it means that 
the BHEL would have to ensure the 
delivery of equipments which will 
treble the power capacity within 10 
years 0974-1984). How could this be 
achieved if the Government would 
like to rationalise BHEL products? In 
the name of rationalisation, I would 
like to know how many centres will 
be closed, how many workers will be 
affected by this policy and what will 
be the loss for the Government. 

THE MINISTER OF HEAVY IN¬ 
DUSTRY (SHRI T. A. PAI): The 
Bharat Heavy Electricals is in a per¬ 
fect position to supply the require¬ 
ments of the entire needs of the 
country over a period of five yearn. 
In 1972-73 we produced power genera¬ 
tors equivalent to 1.1 million kw of 
power; in 1973-74 we raised the pro¬ 
duction by a hundred per cent to 2.2 
million kw of power; this year the 
programme is to go up to 3.3 million 
kw and, on an average, in the Fifth 
Five-Year Plan the production will 
be 3.5 million kw of power. By 
1980, by rationalisation and by trying 
to have some balancing equipment, 
the production will be going up to 5 
million kw. of power. We will not 
only be in a position to supply the 
requirements of the country but we 
also expect to build up an export 
figure of Rs. 160 crores by 1980. 
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JTjere is.no problem of reduction of 
employment by any reorganisation 
steps that we are going to take up; in 
fact, I expect the employment to go 
up from 45,’000 to 60,000 by the end 
of the Fifth Five-Year Plan. 

i 

SKRI S. A. MURUGANANTHAM: 
The hon. Minister has said that the 
rationalisation would not lead to any 
reduction in the employment poten¬ 
tial in each unit. But is it not a fact 
that the Government intends to close 
down one section in the Bhopal unit 
of BHEL and transfer thousands of 
workers to Hyderabad and other units 
of BHEL and if so, how does it tally 
with the Minister’s reply? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Certain products 
are going to be transferred to certain 
other areas in the process of 
rationalisation, but certain other 
products are going to be manufactured 
there; for instance, more sophisticated 
products will be manufactured in 
Bhopal; the same space and personnel 
will be used. I can insure the House 
that no unemployment will be created, 
nobedy will be transferred against his 
will and there is no question of 
retrenchment at all. 

SHRI R. S. PANDEY: When BHEL 
was established, the very idea was to 
stop imports of power generation 
equipment and to produce them indi¬ 
genously. May I know from the hon.' 
Minister how long it will take to 
achieve these objectives? 

SHRI T. A. PAI: Only a part of 
the components for Hardwar are still 
"being imported from Soviet Russia. I 
-expect self-reliance to be achieved in 
about five years. We are trying to 
-find how much we can make ourselves 
and to what extent we should get the 
necessary designs and diagrams from 
Soviet Russia and build * up the 
expertise so that we can be entirely 
self-reliant. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN: , In 
view of’the fact that the rationalisa¬ 
tion programme Which- the Govern¬ 
ment is taking up is q very important 


programme of consequence, may 1 
know whether the Government would 
call for a meeting of the representa¬ 
tives of the workers to discuss the 
consequences so that the problems 
will be solved in a friendly atmosp¬ 
here? 

SUTil T. A. PAI: It, will certainly 
be intelligent to discuss with the lab¬ 
our so that people may not have mis¬ 
apprehensions over the possible con¬ 
sequences of this rationalisation. Last 
year the production in terms of money 
of BHEL was Rs. 228 crores, this 
year it is Rs. 281 crores; and by 1980 
I expect it to be Rs. 900 crores. With 
the large production, certain reor¬ 
ganisation becomes inevitable. L 
will certainly take the staff into con¬ 
fidence.

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: It is a fell-known fact that Goa 
produces minerals like iron ore and 
manganese ore on a large scale and 
we are exporting them and we call 
it an industry. We boost of having 
exported so much of iron ore and man¬ 
ganese ore every year. The only pro¬ 
duct manufactured is pellet in the 
pelletisation plant. This raw mate¬ 
rial has been gold for those countries 
which import. We have to import 
manufactured products from, those 
countries and that way, we pay a 
'double freight, ta*es and import and 
export duties in those countries. Then, 
we pay for their labour also. In the 
light of these, may I know from the 
hon. Minister whether there is any 
■plan to absorb all these minerals in 
Goa itself to manufacture goods—if 
mat sophisticated products, at least 
simple products?

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-SHRI K. Di,MALAVIYA: The hfo. 
Member has mentioned a yariey pt 
minerals for processing; If his inten¬ 
tion is only for iron ore and ^ con¬ 
version into steel, the House knows 
that we have already, on 'hand .sever 
ral integrated steel plants which are 
coming up. 

So far as new steel plants in Goa' 
are concerned, just now We have no 
intention of adding Jto the already 
heavy burdens that we have on our 
shoulders. 

SHRI PURUSHOTTAM KAKOD- 
KAR: Will the Government consi¬ 
der setting up at least an arc fur¬ 
nace or a mini steel plant? Other¬ 
wise, these ores are exported and 
other countries are making gold out 
of it? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: So far B 3 
the arc furnace or mini steel plants 
are concerned, the most important in¬ 
puts arp power and scrap. Unfor¬ 
tunately, we were not yet ready three 
years before, for producing sponge 
iron in our own country. Regarding 
scraps, we have not got enough scrap 
in our country and there is a world¬ 
wide shortage in scflap. To import 
scrap and then convert it into steel 
and sell it or consume it will not be 
economic. We have already got a 
large number of mini steel plants in 
the country which are not functioning 
to their‘full capacity because of lack 
of either power, or scrap. As soon as 
we produce enough sponge iron ore 
are able to import scrap in adequate 
quantity,' we will certainly increase 
the number of mini steel plants.

SHRI B. V. NAIK: In the reply 
given, with regard to the raising of 
the steel output, we have not heard 
a word about the Steel Authority of 
India Limited which only about a year 
back was considered to be one of the 
major steps in rationalising and in¬ 
creasing the production of steel in the 
country. May I know whether the 
entire programme of SAIL was on a 
low key at present juncture due to oft- 
repeated rumour that the Commit¬ 
tee of Secretaries (Government of 
India) is against the SAIL? What is 
it that the SAIl* proposes to do in 
regard to State Public Sector under¬ 


takings in the State of Karnataka, 
like the Bhadravati Iron and Steel and! 
may I know whether there were com¬ 
plaints in this behalf? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: So far as 
SAIL is concerned only a year has 
passed and we have still to observe 
how the functions allotted to SAIL 
are carried out. There ^re various as¬ 
pects like availability of raw material, 
improvement of technology etc., which- 
go towards increasing the production. 
It is not fair to comment on the func¬ 
tioning of the SAIL and the structural' 
organisation created and the functions 
allotted to it just now because it‘ 
would be premature. Government 
are already aware that there- 
might be need to streamline or keejf 
on having close watch on the func¬ 
tioning and coordination aspects of it 
and that is being followed. The pro¬ 
gramme that is being followed in 
SAIL is satisfactory. Sometimes we 
face input difficulty like power, in ade¬ 
quate quantities, quality of coal etc., 
and that makes our task difficult. We 
try to improve transportation problem, 
availability of coal and I am glad to 
announce in the House that we have 
recently, as a result of the coordina¬ 
tion in the functioning of the SAIL, 
increased the output of steel so far as' 
Durgapur steel plant is concerned. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: .About Radra- 
valhi production I did not get an ans 1 -- 
wer. 

SHRI PRIYA RAN JAN DAS 
MUNSI: The Minister is going on 
talking about the campaign to increase 
the output of steel in view of the 
present economic situation. There is - 
one important aspect of the Durgapur 
Steel Plant which I should like to place • 
before the hon. Minsiter. Is is not a- 
fact that in respect of the Durgapur 
Plant’s production capacity and other- 
matters there have been long standing' 
grievances and complaints from the" 
side of the management and from the 4 
side of the employees for the last four- 
years? The functfbning of the Durga¬ 
pur Plant could not' be of what is ex¬ 
pected of it. 
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May I request the Minister if he is 
prepared to accept a Parliamentary 
probe by a Committee to go into the 
details of the working of the Durgapur 
Steel Plant and the deliberate attempts 
that are being made to cut down the 
■expansion and the production of steel 
by the Government of India? 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: The 

Durgapur Steel Plant, I am glad to 
announce, has shown a good impiove- 
m6nt in the last three months. For 
■example, in the month of May, the 
production of ingots was 27,000 
tonnes; in June the ingot production 
has doubled itself, that is,, it had 
gone up to 65,000 tonnes but, in 
July, the production of ingot has 
touched the figure of 78,000 tonnes. 

The hon. Member will see from 
■this that the production of steel 
ingots which is the primary thing for 
production of finished goods has been 
increasing from 27,000 tonnes to 
roughly about 80,000 tonnes now, 
For this the credit goes firstly to the 
workers there. The workers have 
now been working more harmonious¬ 
ly in consultation and cooperation 
with the management. There are 
certain technological imbalances and 
also difficulties of inputs due to non¬ 
availability of power. If power had 
been sufficiently available to the 
Durgapur Steel Plant, perhaps, our pro¬ 
duction would have gone up further- 

The question of expansion of 
Durgapur Steel Plant, I repeat, has 
not reached such a level. In this 
there can be a difference of opinion 
but, as I have already announced, as 
soon as the production of steel from 
Durgapur Steel Plant registers a cer¬ 
tain level, that is, about 1.3 million 
tonnes, the question of expansion of 
Durgapur Steel Plant, perhaps, our 
production would have gone up fur¬ 
ther. 

MR. SPEAKER: I am sorry. Let 
that old gentleman who is getting up 
every now and then have his chance. 
1 shall come to’ your side later.

SHBI SAMAR GUHA: I ml to 
know whether tho o| 
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hon. Minister has been drawn to the 
report which has appeared in the 
Press of the Russian experts working 
in Bokaro Steel Plant that it is not 
due to lack of supply of equipment and 
spares from Russia but it is due to 
lack of cooperation on th e part of the 
Government of India that the progress 
has not been made adequately and 
the time schedule for expansion of 
Bokaro Steel Plant could not be main¬ 
tained. If so, the reaction of the Gov¬ 
ernment thereto. 

SHRI K. D. MALAVIYA: A full 
brief of what the Economic Counsellor 
of the U.S.S.R. said in a press con¬ 
ference was mentioned by me in the 
other House and I offered to put it on 
the Table of the House. There was 
nothing which I saw there which 
corroborated with what the hon. 
Member said. He did not object to 
any lack of cooperation from our side. 

It was only mentioned there might be 
some delay on account, of certain 
technical delays which are still under 
consideration of the two sides. 

SHRI KARTIK ORAON: I n the 
normal course any steel plant is sup¬ 
posed to give reasonable dividend of 
10 per cent on the capital outlay after 
three years of its going into produc¬ 
tion. On the plea there is shortage of 
technical know-how in our country we 
have been inviting foreign collabora¬ 
tions, for instance, from U.K., Ger¬ 
many and then Russians. We are 
capable of running at losses. We have 
been inviting these foreign collabora¬ 
tions just to protect us from running 
at losses by better technical know¬ 
how. 

I would like to know from Govern¬ 
ment as to why they are keeping 
silent in spite of fact that these 
big steel plants are running at huge 
losses. I would request the Govern¬ 
ment that without any prejudice to 
the management of these plants, they 
should order for probe into their 
functioning wherever they are running, 
at losses. 
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SHRI K. D. MAIAIYA: Tberfr i* no 
question of any probe for examining 
the functioning of the steel plants, 
because we know what is what a* 
every stage of these steel plants. 
It is a fact that we have not yet distri¬ 
buted dividends. We have not made 
any profits so far as all these steel 
plants are concerned, but the gestation- 
period has always been long every¬ 
where in every country; even in the 
TISCO profits have not always been 
made in the initial stages. We are 
only about five or six or ten years old 
and we are making steady progress. 
Certain steel plants may make 3dme 
little profits also, but in certain 
others we do not make any profits. 
Taking the totality of circumstances 
into account we think that the steel 
plants are going ahead and yet we 
have to acquire some know-how which 
is spreading rapidly outside India.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF STEEL AND MINES 
(SHRI SUKHDEV PRASAD): (a) As 
a result of survey being conducted 
by the Directorate of Geology and 
Mining, Government of Uttar Pradesh 
with the assistance of United Nations 
Development Programme, copper de¬ 
posits of low grade have so far been 
discovered near Pisnari and Sonrai 
Village in Mahroni Tehsil .of Lalitput 
district. The investigation of the area 
is continuing by detailed mapping, 
drilling, Geophysical and Geo-chemi¬ 
cal surveys, 

(b) The investigations so far carried 
out indicate possibility of lead-zinc 
mineralization also in the area. 

(c) The work is expected to be com¬ 
pleted by 1976 with the assistance of 
the U.N.D.P. The above deposits are 
being examined in detail on the basis 
of surveys conducted so far and at 
this stage it cannot be said whether 
these deposits can be taken up for 
extraction of metals. 
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Workers Rendered Jobless due to 
Power Shortage in West Bengal

DR. SARADISH ROY; 

Will the Minister of LABOUR 
be pleased to state: 

(a) whether one lakh workers were 
rendered jobless due to power 
Shortage in the State of West Bengal 
in 1973-74; 

(b) whether lock-out and lay-off 
in the mills and factories in the State 
are continuing; 

(c) if so, the steps being taken by 
the Union Government to improve 
upon the labour unrest in the State; 
and 

(d) the extent to which Union 
Government have agreed to Help the 
State in this regard? 
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THE deputy minister in the 

MINISTRY OF LABOUR (SHRI 
BALGOVIND VERMA): (a) to (d). 
A statement is laid on the Table of 
the House.

Statement 

(a) According to the provisional 
info rmation made available by the 
Government of West Bengal, some 
time ago, the position regarding the 
number of cases and the number of 
persons laid off due to power shortage 
during the years 1973 and 1974 (upto 
May, 1974) was as follows:

(b) Information is being collected 
and will be laid on the table of the 
house. 

(c) and (d). The Industrial Rela¬ 
tions Machinery both at Centre and 
the State continues to make efforts to 
minimise work-stoppages arising from 
labour unrest through informal dis¬ 
cussions, conciliation, adjudication or 
arbitration as necessary under the 
existing statutory provisions and 
voluntary arrangements. Government 
have also been taking all possible 
steps to meet the situation arising 
from the power crisis. Some of the 
measures taken by Government to 
mitigate the shortage of power, which 
were announced by the Union Min¬ 
ister for Irrigation and Power in the 
Lok Sabha on February 28, 1973, in 
connection with the Calling Atten¬ 
tion Motion on the power crisis, 
included: 

(a) The power generation from 
the existing thermal power 
stations have been stepped 
upto the maximum possible 
-’’extent. 


(b) The supply and transport at 
coal to the major Thermal 
Stations are being continually 

' monitored in order to ensure 
adequate supplies. 

(c) Spare parts for the Thermal 
Units which are under repair 
are being arranged on priority 
basis. 

(d) Captive plants of diesel sets 
are being permitted to be 
installed by private indus¬ 
tries. 

(e) The commissioning of the 
various power generation 
schemes which are in an ad¬ 
vanced stage of construction 
is being expedited. 

(f) The States have been re¬ 
quested to set up implemen¬ 
tation cells to monitor the 
progress of projects and over¬ 
come the bottlenecks. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: In reply 
to part (a) of my question, the hon. 
Minister has admitted that due to 
power shortage, a large number of 
persons were laid off both in 1973 and 
in 1974. Still the power shortage in 
the State is continuing and in spite of 
government effort, no improvement 
has been noticed. Is Government 
thinking of giving -the retrenched 
workers alternative jobs till the power 
crisis is over? 

Also since the procedure for solv¬ 
ing labour disputes by reference to 
tribunals is very time-consuming, will 
Government devise a speedy method 
to resolve these disputes and 
strengthen the existing machinery so 
that labour unrest in the State is 
removed? - y 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: The 
hon. meber wants that those persona 
who have been laid off should be 
provided with alternative jabs. He 
knows that this is a temporary affair; 
these people are laid off for a very 
short period of lime. Therefore* it 
is not possible to give them alterna¬ 
tive jobs. What the Government & 
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doing is to see that these difficulties 
do not occur. I have already stated 
in the answer what th e Government is 
doing in this regard to overcome the 
existing shortage of electricity in the 
State. The Government of India are 
also looking into it and they will be 
helping the State Government to the 
extent it is possible. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: In reply 
to parts (c) and (d) of the question, 
the hon. Minister has given an 
account of what Government is doing 
in this direction. But I am sorry to 
say that in spite of all these steps 
taken, we find that in the case of 
power generating units managed by 
the private sector, Tatas, Hindalco and 
others they work 80-90 pur cent 
whereas in the case of government- 
managed units, it is less than 50 per 
cent. So what steps have bean taken 
to bring these units upto the mark in 
production. 

He has also given an account of the 
different steps taken. But my per¬ 
sonal experience is that coal which is 
being supplied to these generating 
stations is some time of very inferior 
and as a result the power generating 
Stations are not in a position to give 
the maximum output. Further, poor 
maintenance of these power stations 
is also being noticed as a result of 
which there are occasional break¬ 
downs. What steps Government is 
taking so that such things might noi 
recur in future? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: As 
the hon. member knows, we are con¬ 
cerned with lay-off, not with power 
generation. 

SHRI S. N. SINGH DEO: It relates 
to labour interest also. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: The 
matter relates entirely to the Govern¬ 
ment of West Bengal. They have told 
us that they are taking steps, to see 
that the generation of power is stepped 
m This is what we can say pa the 
matter.

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJRE: 
Will he stay for a week in Calcutta 
and see how difficult the position is? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: For 
that, he should address a question to 
the Ministry of Power and Irrigation. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: It 
is joint responsibility. 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: Joint 
responsibility is there. As l said 
earlier, we have drawn the attention 
of the Government of West Bengal to 
the shortage of power generation in 
the State and they have told us that 
they would be taking every possibl$ 
step to see that the installed capacity 
of power is achieved. They are doing 
their best in the matter. They are 
also looking into whatever plants are 
under construction. Apart from that 
they have rationalised the distribu¬ 
tion of power so that shortage is not 
felt in a particular sector alone. 

DR. SARADISH ROY: Part (c) of 
the question refers to the steps being 
taken by the Union Government to 
improve upon the labour unrest in the 
State. So the question relates to 
labour unrest and in a casual way the 
Minister replies and wants to avoid 
the question. From the statement it 
is evident that the average lay off was 
about 46,000 per month last year 
while the figure for this year is 54,000 
per month. In April only in jut® 
industry production came down from 
112,000 tonnes to 78,000 tonnes, a 
fall of more than 25 per cent. More 
than thirty per cent of thg workers in 
the jute industry were laid off in on® 
week. Even last month the workers 
qf Hindustan Motors were laid off 
due to shortage of power. What 
steps is the Labour Ministry taking 
so that the workers does not get less 
wage due to shortage of power which 
is not a fault of theirs. The bon. 

M blister says that power distribution 
is going to be railonaljsed; it has not 
yet come. Under DIR it is being 
rationed. Thfre is another proposal 
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that sometime in the future the 
workers will be compulsorily laid off 
once a week due to shortage of power. 
May I know whether the Labour 
Ministry is going to give protection to 
the workers so that they may not lose 
their wages? What is the amount lost 
by the workers during the last five 
months due to lay off and. power 
shortage? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VFRMA: I do 
not contest th e point made by the 
hon. Member. It is a fact that there 
has been lay off in West Bengal due 
to shortage of power and it has 
affected adversely industrial produc¬ 
tion. The Government of West 
Bengal is alive to the situation and in 
order to see that intermittent lay off 
does not take place they have amended 
the Industrial Disputes Act itself. That 
Act is now under the consideration of 
the Government. They have taken 
action. The Government, of India is 
also aware of this fact. This was 
considered in the Labour Ministers’ 
Conference in 1973 and they are re¬ 
commended that the Industrial Dis¬ 
putes Act should be amended and 
that the lay off compensation should 
be raised from 50 per cent to E0 per 
cent. We are taking action. That is 
under our consideration. Power short¬ 
age is not in our hands. We are 
trying our level best to see that power 
shortage is not there. 

DR. SARA DISH ROY: How much 
money have the workers lost? 

SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: It is 
a question which would require notice. 

SHRIMATI MAYA RAY; The power 
part is there, but we are talking of 
the consequential effects being shifted 
on to the workers. Would the Min¬ 
ister kindly inform the House as to 
what are the immediate steps they 
are thinking about in order to protect 
the labour from this terrible condi¬ 
tion in the economic situation prevail¬ 
ing today? 

MR SPEAKER: You. give the same 
reply which you sent to her husband! 


SHRI BALGOVIND VERMA: Gov¬ 
ernment is very anxious to avoid" 
intermittent lay-off. For that purpose,, 
the State Government have amended 
the Industrial Disputes Act. We are 
going to bring about an amendment 
raising the lay-off compensation from 
50 to 60 per cent. As I said, the - 
State Government is taking prompt, 
action to see that power generation 
is stepped up and installed capacity 
is achieved in every power station 
and also to see that norw plants 
under construction are expedited at 
the earliest. To save the labour from 
financial difficulties, advances from 
the PF have been sanctioned. 

SHRI B. K. DASCHOWDHURY: It 
is clear from the figures given by the 
hon. Minister that the number of 
workers laid off has been rising from 
46,000 and odd in 1973 to 51,000 and 
odd per month in 1974. So, the situa¬ 
tion has worsened. The Minister has. 
not replied properly as to what steps 
the Labour Ministry of the Govern¬ 
ment of India is taking to see that the 
workers are not beng lad off ths way. 
It is mentioned that in February, 1973 
certain steps were taken. But I want, 
to know whether the Union Labour 
Ministry has made any study whether . 
the power position has improved. 
Some intermittent relief for laid off 
workers is not the solution. What 
steps has the Union Labour Ministry 
taken so that a large number of 
workers might not be laid off from 
year to year and month to month. Has' 
the Ministry studied the situation in 
detail and if not, what further steps 
are in the mind of the Government? , 

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SHRI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): Thfe 
question has two aspects—power gene¬ 
ration and lay-off as a result of want 
of power generation. The question is* 
what steps the Union Labour Ministry-. 
has taken for protecting the workers 
from the consequences of the lay-off. 
Within the framework of the tew; the 
West Bengal Government in tb#ir 
wisdom had thought it flttpgpln/for 
legislation to provide for intermittent 
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lay-off relief also. That matter is now 
pending with th e Government. 

Now, in matters like this, already 
the Industrial Disputes Act provides 
for lay-off compensation due to un¬ 
foreseen circumstances or conditions 
which the employer will not he able 
to control. It is nothing very unusual 
or new. But it is very unfortunate 
that the power generaion could not 
reach such a level as would pro'."in 
•full employment and avoid all kinds 
of lav-off. The lay-off is a conse¬ 
quence of lack of power generation. 
Both the West Bengal Government 
and the Government of India are try¬ 
ing their best to see that these cala¬ 
mities are averted. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE—rose. 

MB. SPEAKER: Mr. Banerjee, you 
are not a Bengali. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE; I am an 
Indian. 

MR, SPEAKER: It relates to West 
Bengal. I am giving chance to Mem¬ 
bers from Bengal. You must tell me 
once and for all whether y ou are from 
V.P. or Bengal. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: My wife 
ds in Calcutta. 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE; So 
far as the losses that have been suf¬ 
fered because of lack of power gene¬ 
ration for which the Government itself 
is responsible, may I know what is 
the policy of the Government of India 
in case of such losses as to who shall 
bear the losses, whether the labour 
or the industry which is in a more 
able position financially to bear the 
losses?

SHRi RAGHUNATHA JStEDDY: As 
far as the liability of losses is con¬ 
cerned, the existing law provides for 
lay-off compensation upto 50 per cent 
under certain conditions. The rest of 
the question is a matter for considera¬ 
tion by way of a suggestion. As re¬ 
gards the third part of his question, 
the hon. Member knows th e steps that 
are being taken by the Government 
of India for enhancing power produc¬ 
tion. Certainly, the Labour Ministry 
has draw n the attention of the con¬ 
cerned Ministries in this regard. The 
hon. Member need not have any doubts 
so far as coordination is concerned

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: Th e Minis¬ 
ter has said that individual members 
have conveyed their impressions. 
There was only one Member of Par¬ 
liament, Dr. Vyas, a Member of Rajya 
Sabha who was included in the team. 
I do not know why he has not been 
contacted by the Government to get 
his impressions about the visit to 
China. 

However, it is good that we do not 
want to take either overzealous atti¬ 
tude of having friendship with China 
or an attitude of indifference with 
China. May I know whether it is a 
fact that the overzealous commitment 
of China towards Pakistan as also 
anti-Soviet posture of China a nd. for 
that matter a growing fear of China 
in regard to growing understanding 
between India and Soviet Russia, that 
these are the two causes for having 
unfriendly attitude towards India by 
China and whether China has made 
any positive response to our proposi¬ 
tion of having cultural or other friend¬ 
ly ties between the two countries? 

SHRI SURENDRA PAL SINGH: 
First of all, the basic attitude of China 
towards India remains more or less 
the same; it has not undergone any 
basic change. In regard to their de¬ 
sire to establish cultural and other 
relations with India, there has been 
no positive move from their side. 
However, we are happy to hear this 
morning that their Ping Pong team 
would be coming next year to partici¬ 
pate in the world tournament in 
India. 

As regards the other reasons for not 
normalising relations with India, these 
are all factors which do contribute 
towards formulation or their policy 
towards India. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA; May I know 
whether it is a fact that the President 
of Tanzania, the President of Senegal 
and the President of Guinea Bissau, 
after visiting China, came to India and 


they had a talk' with the Prime Min-- 
ister and also with the Minister of

Fund authorities have intimated as 
under:— 

(a) The Organisation is constantly 
reviewing the procedures and opera¬ 
tional efficiency with a view to ren¬ 
dering better service to the members. 

(b) The important measures taken 
or which are being taken by the Orga¬ 
nisation are as fol'ows:— 

(i) Administrative Inspections of 
the Regional Offices are being 
conducted to locate the areas 
for improvement. 

.(ii) Reception Officers have beer, 
appointed in the Regional 
Offices/Central Office to at¬ 
tend to the public grievances 
relating to delay in settlement 
of claims, grant of advances 
etc. 

(iii) The Board has recommended 
simplification of provisions re¬ 
garding grant of non-refund¬ 
able advances under the 
Employees’ Provident Fund 
Scheme, 1952. 

<'(iv) It is proposed to evolve a 
suitable scheme, with the co¬ 
operation of the employers, 
for rendering the annual 
statements of account t 0 the 
members expeditiously. 

'tv) It is proposed to set-up an 
Internal Work Study Unit in 
the Headquarters Office and 
to entrust it with the task of 
streamlining the work proce¬ 
dures, simplification of forms 
etc. 

(c) and (d): The pattern of invest¬ 
ment of provident fund monies is re¬ 
viewed periodically to secure better 
retur n to the subscribers consistent 
with the safety of the funds invested. 

SHRI DHAMANKAR: I want to

MR. SPEAKER: Whatever you

THE MINISTER OF LABOUR 
(SI1RI RAGHUNATHA REDDY): It 
is under consideration of the Govern¬ 
ment. The question of allotting this 
work to the Provident Fund organisa¬ 
tion j? being looked into and if ratio- # 
naluation of work is necessary for 
greater efficiency, certainly, it would 
also be considered. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I would 
only like to know whether in view Of 
the fact that in a Stale like Maha¬ 
rashtra, the region being so vast and 
also the difficulty and expenses in¬ 
volved in commuting long distances 
he will think in terms of having 
sub-regional centres in places like 
Nagpur so that the grievances of the 
workers and the!’* claims could be 
settled on the spot. Now, they are 
required to go long distances and even 
upto 500 miles, in some cases. I have 
been representing this matter for sb 
many years.

Rest Houses for Freedom Fighters 
and Scholarships to their Children

THE MINISTER OF HOME 
AFFAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHT); (a) and (b). There is no 
proposal to provide Rest Houses for 
Freedom Fighters. However Gov¬ 
ernment have decided to set up 2 
Homes for aged and infirm freedom 
fighters who have no one to look after. 
Till such time these Homes are esta¬ 
blished, it is proposed to set up a 
temporary Home for about 25 free¬ 
dom fighters in Delhi, The procedure 
fo r admission to the temporary Home 
will be finalised after suitable ac¬ 
commodation has been secured and 
other administrative arrangements 
have been completed. 

(c) and (d). The Ministry of Educa¬ 
tion & Social Welfare operated from 
1959-60 to 1973-74 a scheme of scholar¬ 
ships and other educational facilities 
to the children of Freedom Fighters 
in lower income groups (Income of 
parents not exceeding Rs, 300/- P.M.) 
for the purpose of educating their 
children. The eligible children were 
given concession in the form of free- 
ships, free seats in hostals and limited 
number of scholarships and book 
grants at sdfiool and college level. 
The scheme was administered by the 
State Governments/Union Territory 
Administrations. The Central Gov¬ 
ernment gave a matching grant to the 
extent of 50 per cent of the expendi¬ 
ture subject to a ceiling fixed for in¬ 
dividual States. The scheme was de¬ 
centralised with effect from 1-4-1974 
and the States have been informed 
about it.

This has prevented the 
station generating to full capacity. The 
defect is being rectified and the work 
is expected, to be completed in about 
2 months.

(3) Economy inter-change. 

(4) Emergency inter-change. 

(5) Inadvertant inter-change. 

(6) Cost of Spinning reserve. 

(7) Fraquency regulation survey* 

(8) Participation agreements. 
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Ban on Indira Brigade

There is no 
information available to Government 
to indicate that there is any voluntary 
body under the name of Indira Bri¬ 
gade with and All India character. 
However, some private volunteer or¬ 
ganisations, functioning under this 
name have come to notice in some 
parts of the country. Government are 
aware of reports of suggestions made 
in some quarters that the activities of 
such organisations should be curbed 
or banned. While the law does not 
ban the functioning of such bodies, 
there are adequate legal provisions 
for dealing with such members of 
these organisations as indulge in acti¬ 
vities prejudicial to public peace and 
order.

Formulation of a Scheme to Reorga¬ 
nise and Improve Power Plants 

•149. SHRI S. R. DAMANI: Will 
the Minister of IRRIGATION AND 
POWER be pleased to state:

(a) whether a scheme has since 
been drawn up to reorganize and 
improve the efficiency of the power 
plants and if so, the main features 
thereof; and 

(b) whether any understanding has 
been reached between the Centre and 
the States for full utilization and 
proper distribution of the power gene¬ 
rated amongst themselves and if so, 
the nature thereof? 

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT): 
(a) Proposals for the re-organisation 
of the electricity industry, so as to 
improve the efficiency of operation 
of power plants, as well as the im¬ 
plementation of new projects, have 
been drawn up. The main features of 
the scheme are as follows:— 

(1) Strengthening of electricity. 
boards and improvement of their 
management capabilities. Profes- 
sionalisation of membership of the 
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electricity boards, and organisation 
of the boards on functional lines 
Siave been suggested. 

( 2 ) Separation of construction and 
.generation from distribution by the 
formation of two separate institu¬ 
tions, has been suggested with a 
view to introduce greater specialisa¬ 
tion and intensification of manage¬ 
ment for the construction of power 
projects and generation of electrici¬ 
ty. 

(3) Functioning of State Electri¬ 
city Boards is sought to be improv¬ 
ed by separating cadres ot technical 
personnel employed on the generat¬ 
ing stations from those employed In 
the distribution of power Expansion 
the distribution Of power Expansion 
ties, and introduction of modern 
techniques in material -management 
have been proposed for the electri¬ 
city boards. 

(4) To improve th e quality of 
(Goal availability to thermal stations, 
a scheme of quality control is to be 
introduced alongwith better linkage 
•with collieries. 

(5) Concerted efforts at repairs 
•and renovation of plant and equip¬ 
ment have been taken up. The 
BHEL has set up a Service anc 
'Spares TJriit for this purpose. 

( 6 ) The States would attempt to 
'flatten their load demand curve s so 
as to reduce peaking requirements, 
so as to enable thermal stations to 
-operate at high load factors. Prio¬ 
rity would be given to construction 
■of inter-State lines and inter-Stat 
rsale of power will be encouraged. 

(7) A three-tier monitoring sys¬ 
tem is being introduced both for 
generation and transmission, so as 
to assist in timely management de¬ 
cisions, and the application of ne¬ 
cessary correctives. 

'(b) The States have accepted a tar¬ 
get of increasing generation from 
thermal stations by 25 per cent and 
to reach a target of generating 6000 
Skwh/kw of installed capacity. One 


& 

of the means of doing this would be 
ttie inter-State transfer of power from 
surplus areas to deficit areas. All the 
States have accepted the need for 
implementing the guidelines issued 
by the Centre regarding the rationing 
of power and its allocation to priority 
uses. The Central Electricity Authority 
would assist in sorting out difficulties 
which may arise between the States. 
I n addition, the Regional Electricity 
Boards, which are responsible for the 
integrated operation of systems in 
each region would be strengthened, 
and regional load despatch facilities 
are being created. 

Scarcity and Black Marketing of 
Cement in Ludhiana 

•150. SHRI B. S. BHAURA: 

Will the Minister of INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY be pleased to state: 

(a) whether Government are aware 
that the cement is sold in Ludhiana 
at Rs. 30 per bag while the control¬ 
led price is Rs. 131- per bag; and 

(b) the steps taken by Government 
to supply and sell cement at control¬ 
led price? 


THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY AND AGRI¬ 
CULTURE (SHRI C. SUBRAMA- 
NIAM): (a) and (b). The present 
availability of cement is not adequate 
to meet the demand due to various 
constrants on production, beyond the 
control of industry like power cuts, 
inadequate availability of coal and 
closed wagons etc. The shortage of * 
cement in Punjab is, therefore, part of 
the overall shortage of cement faced 
by the country. While Govenment has 
no specific information about the 
rates at which cement is sold in a 
particular city above the level of 
prices fixed by Government, it is not 
unlikely that certain unsocial ele¬ 
ments are exploiting the situation! 
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With a view to make cement avail¬ 
able at prices fixed by the Govern¬ 
ments, all the State Governments were 
requested to issue orders under the 
Essential Commodities Act regulat¬ 
ing the sale of cement by grant of 
permits/licences. The Government of 
Punjab have akio issued such an order 
but have recently relaxed the con¬ 
trol over distribution to the extent of 
50 per cent of the supplies received 
by the dealers as an experimental 
measure for a period of two months 
from 31st May, 1974 to 31st July, 1974. 
The control over sale price of cement 
is, however, in force. Under the Es¬ 
sential Commodities Act, adequate 
powers are available to the State 
Government to deal with unsocial ele¬ 
ments indulging in unethical practices. 

To distribute equitably the avail¬ 
able quantities of cement, quotas 
were also fixed for each State for 
the period 1st July, 1973 to 30th 
June, 1974 on the basis of its aver¬ 
age consumption during the preced¬ 
ing five years. These quotas are 
exclusive of the requirements of 
Central Government Works and re¬ 
quirements of Large and Medium 
Industries which are met separately 
by th e Centre. Within the bulk 
quotas fixed, specific quantities are 
also earmarked for irrigation and 
power projects. Allocations are 
made every quarter on the basis of 
the anticipated availability of cement 
from the factories during the ensuing 
quarter. 

Expansion of Kesoram Cement 
Industries

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL. 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE AND 
TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICULTURE. 
(SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM); (a) and; 
(b). Messrs. Kesoram Cement have 
been granted a letter of intent on 8th. 
March, 1974 to set up a cement plant 
at Patan in Sikar district^ of Rajasthan, 
for a capacity of 3 lakh tonnes per 
annum. M.R.T.P. Commission had. 
not objected to the proposal but con¬ 
sidered the same as a commendable- 
one for the reasons that the additional 
capacity was necessary to satisfy the 
growing demand for cement; that 
the location of the plant in the Nor¬ 
thern Zone would be specifically use¬ 
ful i n view of the large deficit from^ 
which this zone suffers; that the pro¬ 
posed location in a backward district! 
would lead to the utilisation of locally- 
available raw materials, provide ad¬ 
ditional employment in an under de¬ 
veloped area and would significantly 
contribute to the reduction in regio¬ 
nal economic disparities. As the Com.- 
mission considered that the estimates 
of internal generation of funds to

implement the project within 3 years 
entirely from its own internally gene¬ 
rated resources and in case of failure 
Ur do so, it shall? before resorting to 
any term borrowings, seek the appro¬ 
val of the Government for a revised 
scheme of finance when the Governor 
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me nt would impose suitable condi¬ 
tions on the lines recommended by 
ihe M.R.T.P, Commission.

Harassment of Harijans by Land¬

Information re¬ 
garding the recent, trend in incidents 
of harassment of Harijans has been 
asked for from the States and is 
awaited. For the period of April- 
June, 1974, information received from 
Haryana, Punjab and Pondicherry 
is as follows: 

Haryana—4 cases of attack. 

Punjab—2 cases of attach. 

Pondicherry —6 cases of minor 

harassment. 

The other States have yet to fur¬ 
nish ihe information. 

2. According to information receiv¬ 
ed from the Government of Andhra 
Pradesh, following a dispute between 
the Harijans and Ryots of Ramana- 
pally village in Cuddapah district 
over the wages of agricultural labour, 
one Ryot is reported to have beaten 
two Harijans on July 4, 1974. When 
the Harijans of the village questioned 
the Ryots about the assault, the 
Ryots collected their men numbering 
about 500 armed with sticks, axes, 
etc. and pelted stones at the Harijan- 
wada, assulted some persons includ¬ 
ing some women and set fire to 98 
huts belonging to the Harijans. There 
was, however, no loss of human life 
or tattle. Twenty-five injured per¬ 
sons were sent for medical treatment 
and all of them have been discharged. 
A case against sixty-nine {arsons was 
registered at Chennur Police Station 


of Cuddapah urban circle and investi¬ 
gation is in progress. Forty accused 
persons have been arrested and vigo-* 
rous efforts are continuing to arrest 
the remaining accused. A police force 
has been stationed in the village to 
restore confidence among the Harijans 
and to maintain law and order. The 
situation in the village is reported to 
be peaceful. 

Floods in Brahmaputra '

THE MINISTER OF IRRIGATION 
AND POWER (SHRI K. C. PANT); 
(a) and b) According to the prelimi¬ 
nary assessment made by the State 
Government of Assam, the floods 
during June in the rivers of Assam 
damaged 14,800 houses and 600 cattle 
heads were lost. A population of 8 .® 
lakhs, and cropped area of 72,000 hec¬ 
tares were affected. Separate figures 
of damage due to floods in the Brah¬ 
maputra and its tributaries have not 
been reported by the State Govern¬ 
ment. 

The floods in the Brahmaputra end 
its tributaries caused 18 breaches in 
the protective embankments. 15 semi 
permanent road bridges were also 
washed away. 
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(c) The State Government of Assam, 
who are responsible lor the planning 
and implementation ol flood control 
measures on the Brahmaputra and its 
tributaries, have implemented during 
the plans up to the end ol the 4th Plan, 
3000 kms of embankments and 44 town 
protection schemes. These have pro¬ 
vided reasonable protection to about 
7 lakhs hectares of area prone to 
floods. Such measures are being 
continued in the vulnerable areas 
according to the availability of funds. 
A detention dam on the Pagladiya has 
been approved. Investigations for 
storage reservoirs on the Manas, 
Subansiri and Dihang rivers in the 
Brahmaputra basin have been taken 
up by the Brahmaputra Flood Control 
Commission of ,ihe State Government. 

A Central Flood Forecasting unit 
has been operating at Gauhati during 
the last five years for issuing forecasts 
of floods on the Brahmaputra and 
some of its tributaries. These forecasts 
are issued to the State authorities who 
are utilising the same for alerting the 
people likely to be affected by the 
floods and also for organising rescue 
and relief operations. This unit will 
be continued during the 5th plan 
period. 

(d) Relief measures in the flood 
affected areas are taken by the State 
Government. An amount of Rs. 8.23 
lakhs as gratuitous relief and Bs. 
73,0001 • as test relief have so far been 
sanctioned by the State Government 
of Assam for the flood affected areas. 
An amount of Rs. 4 lakhs has also 
been released by the State Government 
for distribution amongst affected 
cultivators for raising seedlings for 
flood affected areas.

(a) There is no formal proposal to 
declare the seventies as the decade of 
electricity. 

(b) A conference of State Ministers 
of Irrigation and Power was held on 
the 12th and 13th July, 1974 to consider 
various aspects of the power pro¬ 
gramme. 

(c) The main decisions taken in this 
Conference are given in the statement 
laid on the Table of the House. 

Statement 

1 . Average generation from thermal 
stations should be stepped up to 8000 
kWH/kW. In 1974-75, a 25 per cent 
increase in generation should be 
achieved by each station, except for 
those already performing at a high 
level. 

2 . The availability of thermal, 
stations should be increased to 85% 
and they should work at 90% load 
factor. 

3. Quality control measures should 
be introduced, with the help of the 
CSIR, and CFRI for coal supplied to 
power stations,, The supply contracts 
should have appropriate bonus- 
penalty clauses im future. 
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4. Central pools of slow moving 
spare parts should he built up, within 
6 months, by the BHEL. About 20% 
of BHEL capacity would be utilised 
for manufacture of spare parts. 

5. A scheme for licencing of 
operators of thermal stations should 
be introduced very shortly. Training 
facilities should be adequately ex¬ 
panded by the Centre and the States 
would meet the operating costs of 
these institutions and also participate 
in their management. 

6 . Each State should consider the 
pattern of demand on its system and 
introduce, where necessary, steps like 
staggering of loads and rostering of 
holidays, so that the demand curve 
could be flattened. Inter-State sale of 
power, and integrated operations with 
neighbouring systems would also be 
introduced, where possible to help 
create conditions facilitating a 24-hour 
uniform load, enabling thermal stations 
to run at 90 per cent load factor. 

7. The CEA should help to sort out 
difficulties in the way of integrated 
operation. 

8 . Construction of inter-State lines 
should be given high priority. In 
future the centre may construct such 
lines using the agency of the State 
Government wherever possible. 

9. An expert group should examine 
present day maintenance procedures, 
so as to improve standards of preven¬ 
tive maintenance, and also to suggest 
steps by which the time taken for 
routine boiler overhaul could be 
reduced to 4 weeks. The time taken 
in turbine maintenance should also be 
reduced. 

10. An expert group should be asked 
to work out a scheme for incentives 
for higher generation in thermal 
stations. 

11. Higher levels of specialisation 
should he achieved by separating 
cadres of generating personnel from 
those of transmission and distribution 
In State Electricity Boards. 


5 * 

12. Teams specialising in overhaul 
of boilers and turbines should be built 
up so as to help reduce routine 
maintenance time and improve quality 
of work. 

13. Steps to reduce transmission, 
losses should be vigorously imple¬ 
mented, and annual targets for this 
purpose would be fixed by all the 
States. 

14. All States, including those which, 
were presently surplus in power 
availability, agreed to implement 
measures to reduce wasteful and 
ostentatious use of electricity. The 
Central scheme of rationing of power,, 
would be implemented in all States.

Through an order issued in 1965, 
production of structurals in sizes other 
than those covered by the Indian 
Standards was banned. The steel 
plants in the country have been 
producing medium series of structurals 
only since light series specified by the 
ISI cannot be produced in the existing 
mills. As a result of production of 
standard structural sizes, it is estimated 
that a saving of about 12 £% in 
consumption of structurals steel has 
been achieved. 


Government have also been en¬ 
couraging production and use of cold 
twisted bars, the total production, of 
which since 1968-69 is about a million 
tonnes. Through the use of cold 
twisted bars it has been estimated that 
there has been a saving of about 20% 
or 2,00,000 tonnes of steel needed for 
concrete reinforcement. 


A Committee was also set up to go 
into the various aspects of the question 
of economy in the use of steel. The 
Committee submitted its Report in 
January, 1974. The recommendations 
of this Committee are being considered 
tot implementation.

The 
principal measures proposed for up¬ 
lifting these areas are briefly enu¬ 
merated below; 

(1) The Centre has provided for 
additional assistance for the identi¬ 
fied tribal and hill areas in the Fifth 
Five Year Plan and the States have 
been requested to draw up integ¬ 
rated area development plans for 
their hill areas and sub-plans for 
their tribal areas. 

(2) Introduction of National Pro¬ 
gramme of Minimum Needs under 
which deficiencies below certain limits 
in respect of elementary education. 
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rural health, rural water supply, nu¬ 
trition, rural roads, rural electrifi¬ 
cation, and house sites for homeless 
will be removed during the Fifth 
Five Year Plan. These programmes 
are location specific and norm-oriented 
and will particularly benefit backward 
areas.

(4) Reinforcement of measures for 
the preparation of integrated district 
plans and, in the meanwhile, disag- 
regation of the divisible outlays in 
the States’ plans between districts.

However, additive 
financial assistance is provided to the 
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State Electricity Boards for imple¬ 
menting rural electrification schemes, 
by the Rural Electrification Corpora¬ 
tion Ltd., a Public Sector Undertak¬ 
ing set up by the Govt, of India. 
Loans are provided by the Corpora¬ 
tion on softer terms for rural electri¬ 
fication in areas which are hilly tri¬ 
bal and economically backward. 
Besides, rural electrification is being 
taken up as an essential component 
of the Minimum Needs Programme in 
the Fifth Plan in order to supplement 
the resources of the backward States 
and ensure that during this period at 
least 30 to 40 per cent of the rural 
population would be covered with 
this facility. The broad principles for 
the formulation of the programme 
and the allocation of resources to 
.States are as follows: — 

(a) Only those States which will 
not have reached a coverage 
of 40 per cent by the end of 
the Fourth plan would nor¬ 
mally be eligible for allo¬ 
cation under the Minimum 
Needs Programme. In excep¬ 
tional cases, however, some 
provision is being made under 
this programme, to enable 
the States to provide ade¬ 
quately for the tribal and 
backward pockets which have 
been left behind in this res¬ 
pect, even when their aver¬ 
age coverage has reached the 
level of 30 to 40 per cent. 

(b) Financial provisions will be 
made in this programme only 
to the extent of enabling such 
States to reach the minimum 

> national level of coverage 
fixed at 30-40 per cent. 

(c) No time bound programme for 
rural electrification has yet been 
framed for all the villages in the 
country. This is a huge task and its 
accomplishment would depend upon 
the preparation of economically via- 
able schemes as also on the avail¬ 
ability of funds and the development 
power and load demand of the 
various sectors.

Intent dated the 31st October, 1972 
has been granted to the Kerala State 
Industrial Development Corporation 
Ltd. Trivandrum for establishing a 
new unit in Kerala State for the 
manufacture of various types of Spe¬ 
cialised Refractories with a total 
capacity of 31,000 tonnes per annum 
subject to the import of capital goods 
and foreign collaboration, if necessary, 
being settled to the satisfaction of 
Government. The ‘letter of intent’ 
has recently been revalidated upto 
31st December, 1974. The Corporation 
have been negotiating with various 
foreign parties for securing technical 
collaboraton and Messrs Tiajprom- 
export, Moscow, U.S.S.R. have now 
agreed to provide the necessary tech¬ 
nical know-how and assistance to the 
Corporation for implementing this 
project. Government have approved 
of payment of fees required by 
Messrs. Tiajpromexport from the 
Kerala State Industrial Development 
Corporation for preparation of a detail¬ 
ed feasibility report, and for establish¬ 
ment of the project by their team of 
technical experts. The fact whether 
the Corporation has actually entered 
into a contract with the Soviet orga¬ 
nisation is being ascertained. 

According to the information fur¬ 
nished by the State Industrial Deve¬ 
lopment Corporation, the project is 
likely to be impemented by 1978-79.

ject and irrigation schemes are exe¬ 
cuted by the State Governments with¬ 
in their overall Development Plans. 
Irrigation schemes generally yield 
low returns to the State Exchequer 
and the State Governments have 
been subsidising irrigation facili¬ 
ties. The Central Government has 
often impressed upon the State Gov¬ 
ernments .the need to increase the 
water charges and collect betterment 
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levy where permissible to enhance 
the resources of the State. Irrigation 
schemes contribute substantially to¬ 
wards increased agricultural produc¬ 
tion thus contributing towards sup¬ 
plementing the food and fibre require¬ 
ments of the country. With other in¬ 
puts, irrigation facility could enable 
agricultural produce to increase nearly 
two to three fold as compared to that 
under rain fed conditions. However, 
the increase would depend upon local 
conditions including the availability 
of water, fertility of the soil, other 
inputs, cropping pattern etc. 

(c) The States of Kerala, Maharash¬ 
tra, Orissa, Punjab and West Bengal 
have so far announced additional re¬ 
source mobilisation measures from 
irrigation during 1974-75.

for absorption of engineers and highly 
qualified technicians whose (name? 
stood registered with the employment 
exchanges on 31-12-1972 and wl» are 
yet unemployed. It mag, however, be 
stated that the thrust of Employment' 
Promotion Programme is on self-erh- 
ployment ventures, through of course, 
some of them might be absorbed in 
Government jobs or in private sector 
undertakings. 

(b) The State Governments are 
currently formulating proposals 
under the Employment Promotion^

Three scientific experiments, one 
for investigations in X-ray astro¬ 
nomy, the second for measuring solar 
neutron and gamma rays and the 
third for measuring ionospheric para¬ 
meters are proposed to be conducted 
from the satellite while in orbit. The 
data to be gathered through these 
experiments are of fundamental im¬ 
portance in the field of space science.

1. Liquid Propellants: —Production- 
of certain important liquid propel¬ 
lants has been undertaken for prov¬ 
ing the process. Pilot plants for their 
production are being planned. 

2. Liquid Rocket Engines :—Low 
thrust control rockets with thrust 
upto 256 kg. are under development. 
Most of them have been proven on 
the ground and are undergoing quali¬ 
fication tests for flight. They will 
have direct application in the propos¬ 
ed Satellite Launch Vehicle (SLV-3). 

In the category of relatively high 
thrust rocket engine, two numbers of 
600 kg. thrust have been successfully 
launched from Sriharikota and two 
numbers of 3-tonne liquid rockets 
have been- successfully static-ested 
at Thumba. A flight test of the 3- 
tonne rocket is planned from Srihari¬ 
kota early in 1975. It is expected 
that an optimised version of the 3-

Sciences and Administrators, etc. These 
recommendations were considered and 
endorsed by the Executive Committee 
of the Central Council of Health, at 
its meeting held in July 1970. The 
Government have accepted these 
recommendations in the form of 
resolutions and circulated them to 
State Governments/Universities etc. 
for implementation. 

Th© Medical Council of India lays 
down the medical curriculum to be 
covered by undergraduates. Through 
periodical inspections of the institu¬ 
tions by its inspectors, the Council 
ensures the maintenance of standard 
of medical education and examinations 
according to its requirements. It also 
carries out periodical review of the 
medical curriculum and makes suitable 
change wherever considered necessary 
to maintain the standard of medical 
education at the universal level. It is 
proposed to streamline the working 
and strengthening the Medical Coun¬ 
cil of India to enable it to act more 
affectively in so far as maintenance of 
standards of medical education is 
concerned.

Factory, Shahjahanpur

tionalisation and re-organisation of the 
transport facilities including centrali¬ 
sation of loading, ensuring uninter¬ 
rupted power supply, arrangements 
for adequate supply of iron and steel, 
explosives and other materials.

Non -supply q! Stepney with Scooters

manufacturers of Lambretta scooters 
did not supply spare tyre with new 
scooters from August, 1973 to May, 
1974. However, during this period, 
they supplied spare tyres to their 
dealers to the extent possible to make 
up the short supply to the customers. 
Thereafter they have been supplying 
only the wheel rims along with their 
new scooters. The manufacturers of 
Bajaj Scooter have been supplying 
only wheel rim with their new 
scooters since March. 1974. 


(b) While supplying only the wheel 
rims along with the new scooters, the 
customers are given rebate of - the 
actual cost of tyre as invoiced by the 
manufacturers of tyres & tubes to the 
scooter manufacturers. 

(c) and (d). The reason for non¬ 
supply of spare tyre with the new 
scooters is due to short supply , of 
tyres & tubes for scooters. Govern¬ 
ment have asked th e manufacturers 
of tyres & tubes to increase supplies 
of tyres and tubes to the above men¬ 
tioned manufacturers of scooters. 
Government are also examining the 
question of allowing import of tyres 
and tubes for scooters too make good 
the gap between demand and supply. 

Mini Steel Plants to Export Steel Bars 
and Rods

opening of a Sainik School in each 
State of the Union of India provided 
the Sainik Schools Society is approach¬ 
ed with formal request for opening a 
Sainik School by the State Govern¬ 
ment, who would be, primarily res¬ 
ponsible to provide land and all capi¬ 
tal expenditure for buildings, grants 
for equipment etc. 

2 . Sainik Schools have been estab¬ 
lished in each of the States of the In¬ 
dian Union excepting the States of 
Himachal Pradesh, Nagaland, Tripura 
and Meghalaya and the Union Terri¬ 
tories, The boys from these States 
and Union Territories are entitled to 
admission in Sainik School situated 
near their States. TTie boys from 
Himachal Pradesh are admitted to 
Sainik School, Kapurthala and boys 
from Meghalaya are admitted to 
Sainik School, Goalpara. The candi¬ 
dates from Nagaland, Tripura and the 
Union Territories of Arunachal Pra- 
esh and Mizoram are entitled *0 
admission in Sainik School, Imphal. 

3. So far only the Government of 
Himachal Pradesh has proposed open¬ 
ing of a Sainik School in that State 
at Sujanpur Tira in Hamirpur District. 
A High Powered Technical Commit¬ 
tee had been set up by the State Gov¬ 
ernment in order to finalise prelimi¬ 
naries for the setting up of the pro¬ 
posed school. Final decision would be 
taken on receipt of the report of the 
State Government regarding the set¬ 
ting up of the proposed Sainik School.

Penal action by means of levy 
of damages is taken to recover the 
arrears and hence the outstanding ar¬ 
rears have increased. The increase 
in the family pension arrears is due 
to the fact that till the 31st Decem¬ 
ber, 1972, the family pension returns 
were not stfbmitted and as such, no 
assessment could be done and the ar¬ 
rears shown were nil. With the in¬ 
crease in the submission of Family 
Pension returns, the amount in ar¬ 
rears increased as arrears in respect 
of more establishments were assess¬ 
ed. The number of non-complying 
units increased from 537 on 31.3.1973 
to 553 on 30-6-1974. The Regional 
Commissioner has been directed to 
take immediate legal action by means 
of prosecution and revenue recovery 
proceedings as soon as a default is 
noticed. The question of taking action 
against any person does not arise.

No accurate 
projection is available of the num¬ 
ber of persons of Indian origin who 
may decide to seek repatriation to 
India in the future. Arrangements 
for repatriation are made from year 
to year. So far, however, 2,06,781 
persons of Indian origin have arrived 
from Burma between 1st June, 1963 
and 20th July, 1974. They belong 
to Tamil Nadu, Bihar, Andhra 
Pradesh, Uttar Pradesh, Orissa, Delhi, 
West Bengal, Kerala, Assam, Madhya 
Pradesh, Maharashtra and Punjab.

(iii) Repatriates Co-operative Finance 

and Development Bank. 

The Repatriates Co-operative Fin¬ 
ance and Development Bank set up 
with its headquarters at Madras also 
provides credit facilities to the repat¬ 
riates settled in the Southern States 
for small scale industries, business 
and other schemes. 

(iv) Resettlement in Agriculture. 

Repatriates have been resettled in 
agriculture under Land Colonisation 
Schemes in Tamil Nadu (common for 
Sri Lanka and Burma repatriates), 
Sindh anur Project in Karnataka 
(common for migrants from former 
East Pakistan and repatriates from 
Burma and Sri Lanka), Betul project 
in Madhya Pradesh (common for 


migrants from former East Pakistan 
and repatriates from Burma). Cer¬ 
tain agricultural schemes in Uttar 
Pradesh and Bihar exclusively for 
Burma repatriates have been sanc¬ 
tioned. 

(v) Employment in Industries. 

Employment is secured for repat¬ 
riates in certain industrial schemes 
for which financial assistance has 
been given by Government of India, 
namely, Ramagundam Textile Centre, 
Nellore, and Rajahmundry Shipping 
Mills in Andhra Pradesh, Nazareth 
and Srivilliputhur Spinning Mills in 
Tamil Nadu. 

(vi) Other Schemes Sanctioned. 

A special residential School for 
the children of Burma repatriates at 
Mathur (Tamil*Nadu), Special Home 
for unattached women at Mathur 
(Tamil Nadu) a Permanent Liability 
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Home for repatriates at Kanchera- 
palem (Andhra Pradesh) have been 
set up. Training schemes in differ¬ 
ent States have also been sanctioned. 

(vii) Educational Concessions.

In drawing up of such plans the 
problem of utilisation of fines and 
rational linkage of ore deposits with 
steel plants and the ports with a 
view to their optimum utilisation 
should be duly taken into account 
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(iv) To suggest rationalisation of 
mining leases, wherever necessary, 
with a view to demarcate compact 
viable units of production. 

(v) To suggest a programme of 
regional and detailed exploration, 
both long-term and short-term for 
the optimum utilisation of the 
available iron ores. 

(vi) To consider the need to es¬ 
tablish one or more central crush¬ 
ing and screening plants with or 
without washing facilities and to 
suggest capacities and locations of 
such plants. 

(vii) ' To consider and suggest 
further investments necessary on 
additional railway line (s) and con¬ 
nected facilities, if any, road deve¬ 
lopment and other suitable method 
of transporting ore from this re¬ 
gion. 

3. The Committee is expected to 
submit its report by the 30th Sep¬ 
tember, 1974.

Increase in Spurious and Sub-Standard 
Drugs in the country

standard drugs are increasing consi¬ 
derably in the country; and

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE

KISKU): (a) The prevalence of 

spurious drugs and adulterated drugs 
has assumed significant proportions. 

(b) Some of the factors which ap¬ 
pear to have aggravated the problem 
are:— « 

1. The total production of the 
drugs in the country and the num¬ 
ber of manufacturing units has in* 
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creased manifolds during the last 
few years. The expansion of the 
Drugs Control enforcement machi¬ 
nery has not been to that extent. 

2. Some of the States have not 
yet geared up the.r Drugs Control 
machinery effectively. 

3. Limitation of testing facilities 
in the country has hampered the 
programme of adequate number of 
sample testing.

THE DEPUTY MINISTER IN THE 
MINISTRY OF HEALTH AND 
FAMILY PLANNING (SHRI A. K. 
KIiSKU): (a) and (b). No specific 
scheme as such has been formulated 
for takng action against per¬ 
sons manufacturing spurious and sub¬ 
standard drugs. However, the Central 
Government have taken various steps 
to curb the menace of spurious drugs. 
A statement in this regard is laid on 
the Table of the Sabha. 

Statement 

1 . To eliminate unlicensed manu¬ 
facturers of drugs, who usually in¬ 
dulge in manufacture and sale of 
spurious drugs—an '‘All India List of 
Licensed Drug Manufacturers” has 
been compiled and brought > upto 
date. This list has been circulated 
to the Associations of drug manu¬ 
facturers and balers, and State 
Drugs Control Organisations, 
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■ 3,ht jffrujp 9 Dd dosroeUcs Act 
haii bgfen amended and the extent 
of penalty tor manufacture and 
sale of aauuerated. drugs and manu¬ 
facture and sate without licence has 
been raised irom 3 years 'to 10 
years. Provision has also been 
made for the confiscation of 
equipment and implements em¬ 
ployed for manufacture of 
such' drugs as also the means of 
transport of such drugs. A proposal 
to Amend the Act for further tighte¬ 
ning up the system and to make the 
punishments more deterrent is also 
at present under consideration. 

3. The States have been advised 
to maintain close liaison with the 
Police authorities for the campaign 
aga.nst spurious drugs to be earned 
on intensively. 

4. Whenever reports of spurious 
drugs are received by the Central 
Shrugs Standard Control Organisa¬ 
tion and whenever a racket is sup¬ 
posed to be of Inter-Staie character, 
special precautions are taken to 
alert the States concerned and ad¬ 
vise them to take necessary action 
with the assistance of the State 
PoLee. 

5. The States have been request¬ 
ed to augment their Drugs Inspec¬ 
torates * and the testing facilities 
so that the scale of sampling is 
increased and quick test reports 
are obtained. 

6 . Zonal Offices of the Central 
Drugs Standard Control Organisa¬ 
tion have been set up at Bombay, 
Calcutta, Madras and Ghaziabad to 
brmg about a close liaison between 
the Central and State Organisations. 
One of the functions of the Zonal 
Officers is to investigate the move¬ 
ment of spuriqus drugs, particularly 
in Inter-State commerce and to en¬ 
sure that the standards of drugs 
moving in Inter-State commerce are 
.stringently observed. The Zonal 
.Officer^ are asisted in their task by 
Central Drugs Inspectors who work 
in close liaison with the State, Drugs 
Inspectors. 


7. The help and cooperation «1 As¬ 

sociation* representing tn* impests 
of drugs man urac lure** and dealers 
are oemg enusted to ensure maxi¬ 
mum compliance with the good 
manufacturing and sale practices 
and their cooperation in the cam* 
paign against spurious drugs Is also 
being sought. • 

8 . A training programme for 
Drugs Inspectors and Analysts has 
been arranged under the aegis of 
the Central Drugs Standard Cont¬ 
rol Organisation. These training 
programmes will help in more 
stringent enforcement of Drugs 
Standard Control. 

9. The States have been request-; 
ed to constitute State Drugs Advi¬ 
sory Boards on which representa¬ 
tives of the drug manufacturers, 
dealers, medical profession and 
consumers are associated to advise 
the State Governments on the mea¬ 
surers to be taken for effective 
enforcement of the Drugs and Cos¬ 
metics Act, 

10. The Health M nister has writ- 
. ten to the State Health Ministers 

drawing their attention to the pre¬ 
valence of spurious drugs and to 
the measures that could be taken 
by the States in combating this evil. 
The assistance that can be rendered 
by the Central Drugs Control Orga¬ 
nisation in training Drugs Inspec¬ 
tors and Analysts has also been 
stressed.

(b) A relay hune*r strike was laun¬ 
ched by the TJdbastu Unnavansil 
Samiti In Mana Group of Transit

Pakistan from 23rd January, 1974. The. 
main demand related to the increase 
in the gate of cash dole by Rs. 10 per 
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head per month. While-this demand 
was under, consideration of the De¬ 
partment of Rehabilitation, the agita- 
tators prevented the movement of. 
families who were due to be sent to 
Dandakaranya and other rehabilita¬ 
tion sites as well as Work sites in 
Tawa Project set up for providing 
work to the returnee families from 
Bangladesh. 6 members of the Asso¬ 
ciation resorted to fast unto death 
from 3-5-74 which was terminated 
on 10-5-74. 

(c) The Association was obstruct¬ 
ing the dispersal of migrants to work¬ 
sites and rehabilitation sites and the 
fast unto death launched by the As¬ 
sociation's leaders created a law &» 
order problem and also prevented the 
employees of the camps from attend¬ 
ing offices. There were also clashes 
between the rival groups of students 
Police force had therefore,, to be de¬ 
ployed. Some miscreants were also 
arrested by the police.

of timber, and ecological aspects of 
forest clearance have to be taken into 
account.

In 
view' of the limited number of fami¬ 


lies that can be rese tled in Andaman 
and Nicobar Islands it U not possible 
to formulate, a programme of move¬ 
ment of families to Andaman and 
Nicobar Islands based On such memo¬ 
randa or to give priority to any par¬ 
ticular Category. The programme of 
movement to Andaman and Nicobar 
Islands has tQ be determined with 
reference to the overall requirements 
and in the context of the programme 
of resettlement in various other pro¬ 
jects like Dandakaiar.ya, Chanda, 
Betul, Isagaon etc. 

According to the proposals that have 
now been drawn up, it is envisaged 
that 11,00 families of migrants from 
former East Pakistan would be re¬ 
settled in Andaman and Nicobar Is¬ 
lands during the Fifth Plan period.

CALLING ATTENTION TO MAT¬ 
TER OF URGENT PUBLIC IM¬ 
PORTANCE 

Reported attack by Underground 
Nagas on police personnel 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanja- 
nagar): I call the attention of the 
Minister of Home Affairs to the fol¬ 
lowing matter of urgent public im¬ 
portance and request that he may 
make a statement thereon: 

The reported attack by under¬ 
ground Nagas armed with 


automatic weapons near Chi- 
shilimi the lower Serna area 
on the camp of the Fifth Bat¬ 
talion killing 11 policemen. 

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIK- 
SHIT): Sir, according to prelimi¬ 

nary information received so far, a 
patrol party of Nagaland Armed 
Police was ambushed by armed Naga 
hostiles at about 0900 hours on 27th 
July, 1974 near Chishilimi, about 23 
miles North East of Kohima. The 
Naga hostiles opened fire with light 
machine guns and rifles as a result of 
which eleven constables of the Naga¬ 
land Armed Police were killed. The 
hostiles took away one light machine 
gun, eleven rifles and some ammuni¬ 
tion. At about 1050 hours, another 
patrol party of Assam Rifles which 
had approached the same area from 
a different direction, intercepted the 
hostiles and opened fire on them. In 
the encounter the hostiles managed 
to escape but one rifle and some am¬ 
munition were recovered from the 
area. Fuller details of the ambush 
are awaited. 


It is a matter for deep regret that 
so many precious lives of security 
forces personnel were lost in the dis¬ 
charge of their duties. As a measure 
of immediate and interim relief. Gov¬ 
ernment of Nagaland have sanctioned 
ex-gratia payment of Rs. 1000[-to each 
of the bereaved families. 

The violent activities of the under¬ 
ground have been recently on the in¬ 
crease and security operations have 
accordingly been stepped up. In the 
course o r our discussions with the 
Chief Minister, Nagaland, our serious 
concern over the deteriorating situa¬ 
tion in the State had been conveyed 
to him. The recent developments in 
Nagaland have been reviewd in con¬ 
sultation with Mjinistry of Defence 
and aR possible measures are being 
taken to curb the activities of the 
underground. 
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SHRI D. K. PANDA: The statement 
appears to be the usual one. In sensi¬ 
tive border areas some serious deve¬ 
lopments have been taking place for 
the last several months and the reme¬ 
dy according to the statement is step¬ 
ping up of the security operations. 
The causes that led to such provo¬ 
cation among the underground Nagas 
are not given. Perhaps they have been 
deliberately suppressed and the Gov¬ 
ernment is afraid of bringing them to 
light. The Mizoram Chief Minister 
declared that his son joined the un¬ 
derground activity. About a year 
ago Mr. Scalo Su, who is a Member 
of the Rajya Sabha, was President of 
the underground movement and he 
was also the Prime Minister of the 
Revolutionary Government. He came 
overground with 2800 of his army. 
There was some agreed settlement 
with the Central Government. That 
hero has come out with all the forces 
and surrendered the arms and ammu¬ 
nitions, especially at a time when the 
TJ. F. Government in Nagaland was 
reported to be in better communica¬ 
tion with the underground forces and 
was trying to settle the matter by 
constitutional methods. In such cir¬ 
cumstances, what was the occasion for 
such incidents? In discussions with 
some Naga leaders I found that this 
was the only major incident that had 
taken place in all these years. Why? 
Perhaps the Government did not 
search fn r the reasons or is trying to 
suppress facts deliberately. May I 
know whether there were several 
raids on underground headquarters 
and pockets and serious atrocities were 
perpetrated on innocent Nagas, espe¬ 
cially women? It was also admitted 
once by the Home Minister during the 
last session. Just before the elections 
took place in Nagaland Kohovi Seema 
was murdered bv the security forces; 
he was an underground leader. 

The elections were held in February 
74 and the Government was formed 
by the end of February. Just after 
that there was an attack on the Spea¬ 
ker of the underground Assembly by 
the security forces in the first week 


of July 74. This attack was on an un¬ 
derground camp. On 21st May 74 
another underground leader Balhou 
was murdered by the same security 
force. Early in July 74, the Major 
General of the security forces went 
hovering round and round the un¬ 
derground camp in Chhakasang area 
in a helicopter. That also led to an 
apprehension of further impending 
attacks on the underground Nagas. 
Raping of women and torture of in¬ 
nocent civil Naga population provok¬ 
ed them to join the underground 
Nagas. Now the recruitment to the 
underground Naga forces has increas¬ 
ed. I want to know whether this 
series of incidents are the immediate 
of provocation culminating in this 
major incident. I want to know whe¬ 
ther it is a fact that the security for¬ 
ces have acted without any reference 
to the Nagaland Government and di¬ 
rectly under the orders of the Gover¬ 
nor, Shri L. P. Singh, who is in'sole 
charge of the law and order situation. 
I want to know whether it is a fact 
that he is reported to be working for 
discrediting the present UF Govern¬ 
ment. I want to know whether the 
National Naga Organisation represen¬ 
tatives have recently come to Delhi 
to negotiate with the Prime Minister, 
the Home Minister and the Congress 
President to merge this National Naga 
Organisation in to the Congress and 
whether Shri L. P. Singh is considered 
to be the key person in these nego¬ 
tiations. I want to know whether it is 
a fact that Shri L. P. Singh has been 
long suspected to be on very friendly 
terms with the American lobby in this 
country and so the foreign agents are 
taking advantage of this to incite these 
forces and create further disruption? 
The use of electric shock, torture and 
third degree methods on civilians are 
also taken advantage of by the impe¬ 
rialist agents and their internal colla¬ 
borators in Nagaland. 

Finally, about the under-develop¬ 
ment there, there is no electricity in 
Naga villages; 58_ per cent of Nagas 
people are indebted to usurious 
money-lenders* who charge interest 
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from 60 to 400 per cent. The pace of 
industrialisation there is extremely 
slow; there is no communication and 
there is. educated unemployment. 

MR. SPEAKER: When you bring 
in the name of the Governor of a 
State, there are certain rules about 
that! 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 

In this case, he was earlier the Home 
Secretary also and there were charg¬ 
es levelled against him both in this 
House and in the other House. 

MR. SPEAKER: We have to go by 
the rules which are made by your own 
House. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The hon. Member ha s made a very 
long statement in which he has asked 
a large number of questions. 

He has approached the subject and 
mentioned the incidents 'here as if he 
was representing the insurgent Naga 
hostiles. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: This is 
very unfair.... (Interruptions) I rise 
on a point of order. 

MR. SPEAKER: Please sit down. 
You can say anything you like but you 
do not have the patience to listen to 
the reply. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 

I am not calling him an agent.. (In¬ 
terruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: Order, please. All 
sorts of allegations were made against 
the Governor of the State. Why should 
not the Minister defend him? ( Inter¬ 
ruptions ) 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
Mr. Banerjee should not bold a brief 
for everybody. Let him speak on a 
matter in which he is concerned (In¬ 
terruptions) 

MR. SPEAKER: I am not allowing. 
1321 LS—13 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
He has called the action taken by the 
Security Forces as atrocities, as an at¬ 
tack on the villagers. He has not a, 
woi-d of sympathy for the breaved 
families of 11 loyal constables of the 
Secur.ty Forces. All the time, he was 
only complaining about the action 
taken by the Security Forces. I am 
deeply disappointed over it. 

I would request the hon. Member 
to see it in perspective. The correct 
facts in perspective should be seen as 
something like this. ( Interruptions) 
Let him not interrupt. 

I will briefly tell the House what 
the facts are. ( Interruptions ) 

MR. SPEAKER: When they speak,, 
they s ay anything they like and they 
do not have the patience to listen. I 
am not going to protect you when you 
make all sorts of allegations. There 
is no question of protection. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
In 1973, about 73 violent incidents in¬ 
volving a large number of Security 
Forces personnel took place. The gene¬ 
ral level number of incidents in a 
month varied between 6 and 9. To¬ 
wards the end of the year, the figures 
came down, varying from 6 to 8 and 
4 to 5. This was also the figure in 
December and January. In the month 
of February, in the month of elections 
that took place in Nagaland, the num¬ 
ber of violent incidents rose suddenly 
to 24. In a period of a few days, par¬ 
ticularly between 1 st and 12th Feb¬ 
ruary and between 12th and 16th Feb¬ 
ruary, the number of incidents was as 
high as 22 . 

The underground Naga insurgent 
organisation had some soft comer for 
the UDF, and, according to our in** 
formation and assessment, these inci¬ 
dents were stepped up in order to fri¬ 
ghten and terrorise the electorate so 
that the NNO which was really.act¬ 
ing with a great sense of responsibi¬ 
lity and had complete understanding 
with the central Government—could 
be toppled. Anyhow, the Up haE a 
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majority of two and the Governor of 
Nagaland, with the full consent of the 
Government of India, agreed that the 
UDP should take over the Govern¬ 
ment and Mr. Vizol was sworn in as 
the Chief Minister of Nagaland. As a 
result of the association and support 
of the underground Nagas, the position 
of the Chief Minister and the UDF 
Government became rather embaras- 
sing and awkward. When one or two 
incidents took place, the party orga¬ 
nisation passed resolution of condo¬ 
lence and sympathy with the under¬ 
ground Nagas, whereas they were ra¬ 
ther critical of the attitude of the 
Government of Ind.a. The Chief 
Minister himself is a very sincere 
person and he has been trying to find 
some way to help the Nagaland peo¬ 
ple out of the difficult situation. But 
so much pressure has been brought 
upon the Chief Minister that he has 
found it impossible to stand up to it. 
Recently, after this incident in which 
11 constables were killed, his Cabinet 
has passed a resolution about which I 
shall read out the information that I 
have received: 

“The Council of Ministers of 
Nagaland, in a meeting held on the 
28th July 1974, reviewed the situa¬ 
tion arising out of the recent violent 
incidents in some parts of Nagaland. 
The State Government have viewed 
with grave concern the recent inci¬ 
dents of violence and the Chief Mi¬ 
nister of Nagaland in a Press state¬ 
ment has warned the Naga hostiles 
that the Government of Nagaland 
shall not tolerate any acts of viola- 
nce. The State Government is tak¬ 
ing appropriate action to deal with 
the situation.' 

It is a matter of some satisfaction 
that the Nagaland Chief Minister has 
realised the dangerous implications of 
an uncertain Or rather equivocal at¬ 
titude that the party organisation or, 
to some extent, the Government of 
Nagaland were showing towards the 
insurgent Naga hostiles. Therefore, 
the inatter has been reviewed. 
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One main aspect of the situation in 
Nagaland should be understood. Over 
95 per cent of the population is a 
peace-loving population. They are 
sick and tired of the Insurgent Nagas 
who are maintain.ng such a heavy 
pressure upon them; they are being 
kidnapped, they are being forcibly 
enrolled a s members of the Naga In¬ 
surgent Army; heavy fiq&s are im¬ 
posed and collected, despite therg be¬ 
ing the State Government, arid their 
life and property are m danger. There 
is however a hard core of the under¬ 
ground who believe in a sovereign, 
independent State of Nagaland. Des¬ 
pite all these years of conflict and bit¬ 
terness, they do not seem to have 
learnt any lessons. We have uptill 
now given every opportunity to the 
underground to come overground, 
whenever they have surrendered or 
have been captured, they have 
been absorbed in BSF Battal- 
lions and they have other¬ 
wise been treated as proper citizens 
with that self-respect and care which 
any other citizen of Nagaland gets. In 
spirit, attitude still remains the same. 
But the attitude of belligerence and 
special opposition that is now coming 
up has to be treated firmly and we 
have to lake adequate steps to protect 
the Naga villagers from the menace 
to their life and property. 

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE: Last time 
the question of raping of Naga women 
was raised for which a reply was pro¬ 
mised by the Minister but there is 
no reply to it to-day. 

SHRI P. K. DEO (Kalahandi): He 
never replied *0 your question. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: Not even a 
single question I have posed he has 
answered. 

MR. SPEAKER: He has replied in a 
broad outline. Further, in the begin¬ 
ning itself, he has refuted all that you 
said. 

SHRI P. K. DEO; The question was 
about the immediatf cause of this in¬ 
cident. 
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SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The recent Cause, the immediate cause 
was the coming up of the UDF Gov¬ 
ernment who had been indirectly and 
directly encouraging the underground 
and particularly, the UDF Party 
which has been openly showing sy¬ 
mpathy with the undergrounds. That 
is why there has been an outburst of 
violent incidents. That is the reason. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL (Dhandhuka): 

I appreciate the very full explanatory 
statement of the Minister explaining 
the history underlying the incident. 
But it is clear that something is wrong. 
Even from his statement what has be¬ 
come clear is this, that there is a 
great deal of unrest in the Nagaland 
area. Although you say that 95 per 
cent of the people are hankering for 
peace and that it is only the 5 per 
cent, that is, the undergrounds who 
want trouble and want a sovereign 
Nagaland government, it is a fact that 
for a couple of years at least, accord¬ 
ing to his own statement, and there is 
evidence that there has been this un- 
rest for a much longer period. Bearing 
in mind the fact that without a consi¬ 
derable support from a large percentage 
of the population, a small percentage 
could not have continued these violent 
activities for so long, does the Home 
Minister not think that there must be 
some provocation sufficient to sustain 
them, something more than merely 
what the hon. Minister has said, na¬ 
mely that so long as the NNO was 
there, there were no violent incidents 
and that it was only when the UDF 
Government came there was a step-up 
in violence and violent incidents? Is 
there not some link with the manner 
in which the security forces have been 
used for suppressing the violent inci¬ 
dents? 

In the last session, the Home Minis¬ 
ter himself admitted that there were 
certain cases of rape, etc. in Nagaland 
and Manipur areas. Therefore, it 
would seem that there has been some 
provocation on the part of the Gov¬ 
ernment forces which has led to this 


kind of an extremely deplorable inci¬ 
dent where the entire security force 
has been wiped out which is deplora¬ 
ble. But what could have led to such 
a strong and powerful reaction? Only 
some grave provocation. 

The Minister again said that the 
present Chief Minister was here and 
what he has said in regard to the 
visit is rather peculiar. The statement 
reads as folows: — 

“The violent activities of the un¬ 
derground have been recently on 
the increase and security operations 
have accordingly been stepped up. 
In the course of our discussions with 
the Chief Minister, Nagaland, our 
serious concern over the deteriorat¬ 
ing situation in the State had been 
conveyed to him.*' 

Am I to understand, that the 

Chief Minister was not himself 

seriously concerned over these inci¬ 
dences, was he not aware of the steps 
being taken already in the State for 
suppressing these incidents? The next 
line goes on to say that the recent 
developments in Nagaland have been 
reviewed in consultation with the 
Ministry of Defence. It is not 

very clear from this statement 
whether this review was carried 

out with the Chief Minister. Was 
the Chief Minister kept fully in the 
picture with regard to the ac¬ 
tion taken or proposed to be taken in 
regard to the restoration of law and 
order in Nagaland? It is strange that 
the Chief Minister should not be as 
fully in the picture as he ought to 
have been. Why has the Chief Minis¬ 
ter to be told anything in this regard, 
for, he must be well aware of the fact 
that these incidents have 'been taking ' 
place? What I want the Home Minis¬ 
ter kindly to elucidate is whether the 
Chief Minister himself is in charge 
of the operations for the restoration of 
law and order, or whether it is the 
Governor—with any special powers 
and authority—who has to undertake 
operations for the restoration of law 
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and order. May I know whether the 
security forces are functioning under 
the Governor or the Chief Minister? 
Has the Chief Minister got any voice in 
whatever decisions are taken for the 
security and for the operation of the 
security forces? If not why has the 
Chief Minister, who ought to be fully 
responsible for J incidents there in 
that State, been kept out of the pic¬ 
ture? He represents the majority 
popular support and when he has 
majority support it should be presum¬ 
ed that he would be in a better posi¬ 
tion to win over even the five per cent 
of the dissatisfied elements in the 
State—it is five per cent according to 
the Home Minister himself. 

My next question is this. Why 
is the Chief Minister not kept fully 
in the picture? Why are the security 
forces apparently operating under the 
Governor’s orders and not under the 
C.M’s? Will the Home Minister 
clarify whether it is not a fact that 
perhaps the security forces have been 
acting in a more ruthless manner 
than they should have been and that 
they provided the provocation and 
made the underground forces react 
with the degree of violence they ap¬ 
pear to have reacted in destroying 
these security forces? 

I will only add this final word. I 
have full sympathy for those who 
have lost their lives doing their duty. 
It is an extraordinary situation all 
the same that security forces should 
suffer in such a manner. Everything 
points to there having been sufficient 
provocation from the security forces 
to cause such a strong reaction on 
their part. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
The hon. Member is not correct in 
assuming that the increase in violent 
incidents and general deterioration in 
the attitude of the underground has 
been due to any provocation from 
security forces. The steps taken 
from the side of the security forces 
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have been less serious, when you. 
take the type of incidents from the- 
other side, which arose as a result of 
the action taken by the underground. 
It is unfortunate that such incidents 
took place in which one or two wo¬ 
men were involved. 

But the matter p was immediately 
taken up. The persons were put 
under arrest and a trial is going on. 
It is not as if some injustice was be¬ 
ing allowed to take place which woula 
cause some provocation. That has 
not happened.

The main reason, as I said earlier— 
I shall try to explain it a little more— 
is that under the influence of the 
underground, the Chief Minister and 
the U.D.F. Ministry seemed to carry 
the impression that they could, -by 
representing to the Government of 
India, secure for Nagaland with the 
help of the underground and the 
the strength of the sanction behind 
their attitude a status which they had 
in mind, political and constitutional, 
other than the existing one. In fact 
we received information several times 
repeatedly that the underground had 
circulated a view or a circular had 
been issued that they were expecting 
that a much higher status could be 
secured only if the overground people 
also helped them.; The position of 
the N. N. O. party was exceedingly 
difficult. The N. N. O. legislators 
were finding it difficult to attend the 
Assembly. The reason for this is that 
the U.D.F. were expecting too much. 
It was explained clearly and defini¬ 
tely at the final meeting that any 
such thing has got to be within the 
constitutional framework of the exist¬ 
ing State. Any such grievance c an 
be considered. If there is any ques¬ 
tion relating to economic develop¬ 
ment matter or of improvement in 
the lot of the people it can always be 
considered. But, their idea 'was to 
have a highdf status and to have an 
independent status for Nagaland. We 
said Jet that idea be taken out dom- 
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pletely and that under no circum¬ 
stances we were going to give any 
consideration to it. Is it hot sur¬ 
prising that although earlier incidents 
took place where there was a heli¬ 
copter incident and there were several 
other incidents, on both these occa¬ 
sions, the Chief Minister met me the 
same day when the information was 
received of people being killed in 
Nagaland, and told me that there was 
some other hand coming in the way 
ot the talks he was having. He was 
mystified. , 

I have already stated that Mr. 
Vizol was regarded as a sincere person 
who honestly wants that peace should 
be established in the Nagaland. But, 
he did not know that the people who 
supported him had their own ideas; 
they did not want some measure of 
change in the situation or develop¬ 
mental matters or difficulties of that 
kind. Only after some time he has 
fully realised the line which the party 
had taken—the U. D. F. party has 
been very much vocal; they have been 
■saying things which nobody would 
say—namely that they stand definite¬ 
ly for secession or for independence. 
The reason for this is not for the 
atrocity committed by the forces be¬ 
cause if there is any irregularity or 
any wrong committed by a member 
•of the forces, he is being dealt with; 
he will be dealt with first. 

Shri Rustomji, I suppose, the hon. 
Members know that, will not support 
any such thing. I think he is now 
not only connected with the Ministry 
but he is also in charge of that De¬ 
partment. He will not give any 
quarter or any cause for the feeling 
"that the security forces are let loose 
to commit atrocity*. Now, three 
agencies function in Nagaland. There 
is the Chief Minister, I. G. P. and 
armed forces. It is also a fact that 
underground Nagas come to villages 
in spite of whatever the Chief Minis¬ 
ter’s Government is doing. They take 
away village people and enrol them as 
members of the “Naga Army”. They 
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charge specified fines and immediately 
collect such fines arid these poor vil¬ 
lagers are really frightened out of 
their wits. Therefore;’there is Border 
Security Force which is not only in¬ 
charge of the border area. There is 
also the responsibility of the Governor 
of Nagaland. Whenever there is any 
matter concerning border security or 
the maintenance of law and order the ' 
Governor of Nagaland has special res¬ 
ponsibility. It is a border area and 
it is not like any other State in the 
country. Therefore, all these agencies 
have their respective functions but re¬ 
garding normal administrative matters 
and the contol of villages and preven¬ 
tion of underground Nagas harassing 
the villagers, the responsibility was 
and still remains with the Chief Minis¬ 
ter. 

SHRI H. M. PATEL: Is the Chief 
Minister closely involved and kept 
fully in the picture on whatever policy 
is followed by the Government? 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
So far as actual measures are concern¬ 
ed coordination takes place in Naga¬ 
land and not here. He had visited 
Delhi two or three times only to sug¬ 
gest and consult as to how to deal 
with the situation and told us what 
his thinking was. When the situation 
became clear to him he has since rea¬ 
lised that to take a soft line towards 
the underground and expect them to 
change their mind and come over¬ 
ground is in the present circumstances 
a futile exercise. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
SWAMI (Gauhati): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 

I am thanking for giving this opportu¬ 
nity to discuss through this call atten¬ 
tion in greater depth and detail the 
situation in North East region. It is very 
unfortunate that even after 27 years 
of Independence and after full state¬ 
hood being granted to Nagaland .ftttd 
status of Union territory being g^ted 
to Mizoram peace has not retp*ned to, 
those arras and a- handful of Jargons 
pursuing a wronfpsaus* are holdirig iipe 
peace and progress. 4a* ' • r' 
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I have talked about Mizoram al¬ 
though it does not find place in the 
' Calling Attention because there can be 
no proper appraisal without a compre¬ 
hensive view of the entire North East 
region. If we look to the events in 
Nagaland and Mizoram they follow the 
same pattern. There were similar in¬ 
cidents as we know there were at¬ 
tempts on the life of Chief Minister of 
Nagaland and also attempts on the 
life of Lt. Governor of Mizoram. 
Also one of the important event is 
the statement of Lt. Governor of Mizo¬ 
ram saying that the UDF Government 
of Nagaland pledging to work for a 
political settlement with the under¬ 
ground Nagas might also have exercis¬ 
ed some kind of pyschological influ¬ 
ence on the Mizo underground since. 
It undoubtedly gets serious propor¬ 
tions. The only difference seems to 
be that law and order situation is far 
from happy. As is apparent from the 
statement of Chief Minister, Mr. Chal 
Chuunga dated 15th March the under¬ 
ground elements have created an at¬ 
mosphere in the entire Mizoram. The 
other common feature in the entire ac¬ 
tivities in the north-eastern region has 
been that the foreign elements have 
played a very serious role. We know 
that on August 20, 1973, Muira 

Angami, General Secretary of the 
Naga National Council who returned 
in the early part of that year or I 
think towards the later part of 1972, 
after seven year’s sojourn in China 
gave a call to the youth to join the 
underground movement, and he told 
them plainly that China had assured 
all help to them in their struggle 
against India. 

We also know that the Mizoram 
leaders are similarly in Arakan, and 
Laldenga is reported to have been 
given political asylum in Pakistan. The 
approach of the Mizoram Chief Minis¬ 
ter to this problem has also been the 
same, because the Mizoram Chief 
Minister has said that it is a political 
problem requiring a political solution, 
add Mr. Vizol, Chief Minister, has 


the undergrounds and the Govern¬ 
ment of India in his election mani¬ 
festo. Of course, it is very hearten¬ 
ing to know that the hon. Home Minis¬ 
ter has said that the Mizoram Chief 
Minister has to a great extent realised 
the position; he has also made a very 
categorical statement <fti March 18, 
1974 at Kohima; in a press interview 
he said that the Naga issue should be 
solved within the framework of the' 
Indian Constitution. In this back¬ 
ground, I would like to pose some 
questions to the hon. Minister. 

My first question will be regarding 
the foreign elements in the north-eas¬ 
tern region, because his own Home 
Secretary, Mr. Govind Narain on 17th 
March, 1973 had observed that many 
of the threats in the north-eastern 
region could be traced to the inspira¬ 
tion, connivance and assistance and 
support of some of the foreign coun¬ 
tries. 

We also know that the missionaries 
are also playing a very doubtful game, 
and some organisations whose bona 
fides have been doubted from time to 
time are also playing their role in this 
part in fact, not only in Nagaland and 
Mizorm but also I think to some extent 
in Meghalaya also. We also know that 
the famous or infamous British journa¬ 
list Neville Maxwell has published and 
printed a 32-page booklet condemn¬ 
ing the Government of India in their 
approach to Nagaland. 

In this background, my first question 
to the Home Minister will be this. 
What concrete and positive steps have 
been taken by Government to stop the 
movement of hostiles to and from 
Nagaland and Mizoram to the count¬ 
ries hostile to us? The undergrounds 
with arms and ammunitions will not 
only create problems in these regions 
but in the entire north-eastern region. 

My second question will be this. Has 
the Home Minister or his MSftfctry

which doubts have been expressed 
from many quarters. It has been al¬ 
most an open thing that many of these 
organisations have made a certain pro¬ 
paganda that the people in these re¬ 
gions must never have Indian identity 
and integration will mean the end of 
them. 

My third question is this. There is 
a report that the UDF and the Gov¬ 
ernment are reported to have already 
requested the Nagaland Baptist Church 
Council to convene a conference of the 
underground leaders and the represen¬ 
tatives of the various groups and clans 
to reach some consensus for the basis 
of a talk with the Government of 
India. Today’s report has said that 
the Chief Minister of Mizoram had 
some talk with the Prime Minister. 
In that view of the matter, I would 
like to know whether there is any pos¬ 
sibility of a bipartite or tripartite 
parley between the Government of 
India, the State Governments and the 
undergrounds in these regions. 

My last question will be this. We 
cannot solve the problem of this region 
merely by armed activities. The crux 
of the problem in this region is that 
there is a communication gap in these 
regions in the literal sense as well as 
in the real sens e with the rest of the 
country. You will appreciate that 
there is no railway there except for a 
small railway line in Dimapur. There 
is no railway in Nagaland, Mizoram 
and Meghalaya. There is no aero¬ 
drome in any o>f these area and so, 
there is communication gap. So, how 
can you expect to have emotional in¬ 
tegration in these regions unless you 
develop communications? As I have 
said, in the literal sense as well as the 
real sense, there is a communication 
gap. In that view of the matter, I 
would like to ask whether Government 
are having any comprehensive deve¬ 
lopment plan, both economically and 
particularly in regard to communi¬ 
cation in this region, I was very 
happy to note that, there was some 
special discussion between the Prime 


Minister and the Home Minister., re¬ 
garding the development of the north¬ 
eastern region. 1 hope the hon. Minis¬ 
ter will answer my questions. 

I3HRI UMA SHANKAR BIKSHIT: 
The hon. member has made one impor¬ 
tant point. It is that there is some 
similarity of pattern and similarity of 
conditions in the three regions, Naga¬ 
land, Mizoram and Manipur—he also 
mentioned Meghalaya etc. The ter¬ 
rain is the same, the tribal population 
has a similar approach. There has in 
the past been foreign, missionary— 
influence there, that is before India 
became independent. Thus, there are 
common features. In so far as this has 
led to hostility and insurgency, the 
way of dealing with it is also more or 
less similar. I agree with him—and 
it is our policy also—that it is not a 
simple case of use of force to suppress 
insurgency. They are part of our own 
State, they are people whom we know. 
We understand their psychology. But 
it is also true, as he has himself hin¬ 
ted, that there seem to be some foreign 
influences operating. ‘ 

In the first place, some six Naga 
hostiles had been captured recently. 
They have admitted that a number of 
Nagas have gone to the Yunan pro¬ 
vince of China and were trained there, 
and that some of them have returned. 
It is after their return that the effecti¬ 
veness and '’iolence of incidents has 
increased. Of course, there is the tar- 
rain. There are the Razakars who 
have been thrown out of former East 
Pakistan (Now Bangladesh). The 
hostiles have tried to contact each 
other. That is a continuing situation. 
We have to deal with it. That is why 
it is taking time. But we cannot give 
up our attitude of undertanding' their 
psychology and trying to meet their 
point of view. In fact, it has partly 
succeeded. 

Recently, however, after this idea 
had come up amongst them that if they 
used more force, they could fat. all ■ 
they wanted—and there, is also a&idea 
that because supplies are short and 
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prices are rising, this is opportune time 
for attack—they have tried to step 
up their operations. But we cannot for 
that reason give up our attitude of 
understanding of the Naga tribals. 
Whoever has gone there—our officers 
are there. IAS officers—who meet the 
villagers—mostly they are village po¬ 
pulation—they tell us that the bulk of 
the Naga people do not favour the 
attitude and action of hostility on the 
part of the Naga underground. Only 
as the underground are given a hope 
that if they fought hard, they could 
get independence and a better future 
they get mistaken. 

Also the present President of the 
Nagaland ruling Party, UDF, Mrs. Rano 
Shaiza is a niece of Shri Phizo. There 
is an assumption—we cannot say with 
any authenticity or precision—that 
there is some sort of communication. 
In this manner, there is false hope 
created among those people. But our 
policy has been worked out from 
Fanditji’s time and subsequently on a 
careful overall consideration of the 
factors involved. The policy is that we 
will continue to try to win the hearts 
and minds of the tribal people of these 
Areas. But so far as insurgency is 
concerned, we shall deal with it firmly. 

The hon. Member has ‘mentioned 
Mizoram. Not wishing to have another 
•discussion on Mizoram, I am replying 
to that question also, although it does 
not arise out of this calling attention. 
In Mizoram, what has happened is 
that on the advice of the Chief Minis¬ 
ter the Lt. Governor and others, we 
Allowed some of the underground peo¬ 
ple to meet the villagers. They had 
said if a line of communication was 
kept open and the hostile and law-abi¬ 
ding citizens were allowed to meet 
each other undisturbed, then a better 
situation would develop and all the 
misunderstandings would disappear. 

A rather prominent underground hos¬ 
tile, M. Colney, was in Mizoram for 
10 or ll days and was moving ail over 
the place. The effect unfortunately 


happened to be. quite the opposite of 
what was expected. It has encourag¬ 
ed the underground beyond expecta¬ 
tion. He had said that the line of 
communication should be kept open 
upto the end of May. We are in the 
month of August. He has not tried 
to follow up and has really done noth¬ 
ing thereafter. Therefore this policy 
of using softer options lias not brought 
dividends. We have to resume a fir¬ 
mer line of action. It does not mean 
we should exceed limits, but the policy 
has to be firm enough to convince the 
insurgents that they could not have 
their own way... ( Interruptions). 

There is no question of tripartite 
dialogue. * 

About the development of communi¬ 
cations, it is a matter of planning. I 
have not all the figures with me; but 
in the Fifth Plan they have allotted 
something like Rs. 80 crores, and 
about fourteen crores have been al¬ 
lotted this year. I should like to tell 
the hon. Minister that the per capita 
investment in Nagaland is the highest 
in India, higher than in Assam or 
other smaller States. 

SHRI TARUN GOGOI (Jorhat): It 
is a matter of great concern and what 
is more alarming is the unlawful acti¬ 
vities of underground Nagas. The 
earlier assessment of the Government 
was that the underground movement 
in Nagaland was lying down and the 
Governor of Assam also said that Naga 
insurgency had been contained and it 
had almost ended. Subsequent events 
have proved that the earlier assess¬ 
ment was wrong. There had been re¬ 
peated exchange of fire and unlawful 
activities resulting in the death of a 
large number of people among civi¬ 
lians, army and police personnel. 
There was abnormalcy for a long time 
when underground activity was con¬ 
ducted under the leadership of Phizo. 
The statehood was granted and elu¬ 
tions were held and.# democratic Go¬ 
vernment was set up. But all of a ( 
sudden, these activities have, copse 
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whieh are the forces which are help¬ 
ing the underground Nagas with arms 
and amrimmtion and training? The 
hon. Minister, says that some persons 
were receiving training in arms and 
ammunition in China. Many other 
'forces within the country help the 
underground. May I know is it part 
of a much bigger plan to create con¬ 
fusion in our country? 

It appears from the election mani¬ 
festo of the UDF that they would try 
to arrive at a political settlement of 
the Nagas problem. It has been con¬ 
veyed to the Government of India 
that there should be a final settle¬ 
ment of the Naga problem and that 
the dialogue between the Government 
of India and the Naga underground 
should be resumed. If so what is the 
view of the Government of India? 

It is heartening to know that ninety 
per cent of Nagas are peace-loving 
and only five per cent are misguided 
people and these five pier cent are 
terrorising the others, kidnap people, 
impose heavy taxes and make recruit¬ 
ments for the underground. I want to 
know whether law and order is pre¬ 
vailing in Nagaland and whether there 
is normalcy and whether the Govern¬ 
ment of India is satisfied with steps 
taken by the State Government of 
Nagialand to counteract these activi¬ 
ties. 

SHRI UMA SHANKAR DIKSHIT: 
He said, from the statement of facts 
given by me, he was inclined to infer 
that the policy earlier was wrong. 
There is no question o f right or wrong. 
All the time our policy has been to 
fight insurgency but at the same time 
to have sympathy and understanding 
of the aspirations of the people and 
try to help them in their development. 
Whenever there is an opportunity, we 
want to make friends with them. But 
when we find this is not helping but 
having the opposite result and 
leads to a deterioration of the situa¬ 
tion, we take a firmer line. All the 
time, there are the border security 
- and other forces to lookafter law and 
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order in that area. As I said, the 
situation was very much under control. 
Only after the hew Government hag 
come, there has been a certain amount 
of laxity. But the Chief Minister him¬ 
self is realising it and I am sure with 
his help and with proper action be¬ 
ing taken, the situation would come 
fully under control. As regards fresh 
negotiations, if we can get any clear 
indication of what exactly is intended 
or expected to meet the aspirations of 
the people within the four conrers of 
the constitutional position of the State, 
we can certainly di'cuss the matter. 
The Chief Minister is there and there 
are other authorities representing the 
Government of India. It is not ne¬ 
cessary or proper that the Central 
Government should go there and open 
negotiations as between two high con¬ 
tracting parties. That is not the posi¬ 
tion. If we find at any time that there 
is some grievance or demand which 
can be met to resolve this problem, 
the Government of India will not be 
found wanting.

(i) correcting the answer given on 
the 14th March, 1973 to Starred Ques¬ 
tion No. 332 by Shri Ishwar Chaudhry 
regarding sett ting up of industries in 
Bihar in Public Sector, and (ii) giv¬ 
ing reasons for delay in correcting the 
answer. 

STATEMENT 

The reply to starred question No. 
332, answered in Lok Sabha on 14lh 
March, 1973 regarding setting up of 
induntries in Bihar in Public Sector, 
was framed on the basis of informa¬ 
tion then available. As information 
and connected clarifications subseque¬ 
ntly re< eived from the Ministry of 
Food & Agriculture. (Department of 
Food) on 22-5-74, have brought to 
light new factories in Bihar, the reply 
is corrected to read as follows: 

(a) During 1973-74, there was.*..a- 
proposal to set up two modern 
ric e mills at Champatia and 
in Pumea in Bihar State. 

(b) The Modern Rice Mill ill 
Champatia will be within 
Champaran District of Bihal* 
with a capacity of 4 tonnes 
Paddy per hour. This mill is 
based on modem technology 
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in rice milling. The mill in 
Purnea also will have the 
same capacity and is based 
on modern technology in rice 
milling.

STATEMENT RE. DECISION OF 
GOVERNMENT ON THE RECOM¬ 
MENDATIONS OF THE TARIFF 
COMMISSION ON THE CEMENT 
INDUSTRY 

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE 
AND TECHNOLOGY AND AGRICUL¬ 
TURE (SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM) 
Sir, I lay on the Table a Statement 
regarding decision of the Government 
on recommendations of the Tariff 
Commission on the Cement Industry. 

STATEMENT 

The last enquiry by the Tariff Com¬ 
mission into the price structure of 
the cement industry was in 1961, since 
the last enquiry, there have been sig¬ 
nificant changes in the circumstances 
of the industry. In April 1972, the 
Tariff Commission was requested to 
undertake a comprehensive review of 
the 'industry with a view to ensure 
the development of the cement indus¬ 
try in a measure and in a manner that 
would enable the requirements (in¬ 
cluding exports) to be met adequately 
at a minimum cost to the economy. 
The Commission had also been re¬ 
quested to make recommendations of 
an interim nature pending the sub¬ 
mission of their final report. 

In March 1973, the Commission 
made an interim report which was 
limited to an assessment of the incre¬ 
ase in costs to be provided for as im¬ 
mediate relief to the industry. The 
Commission recommended a uniform 
increase of Rs. 10 per tonne for all 
the units in production. These re¬ 
commendations were accepted by ihe 
Government with effect from the 15th 
September, 1973. 
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In April 1974, the Commission sub¬ 
mitted their final report. The report 
has since been examined by the Gov¬ 
ernment, A copy each of the Tariff 
Commission’s Report 1974 together 
with a copy of the Government’s Re¬ 
solution containing the decision of the 
Government on the recommendations 
of the Commission, are»p!aced on the 
Table of the House as reauired under 
Section 16(2) of the Tariff Commis¬ 
sion Act 1951. (Placed in Library. 
See No. LT—8097/74). 

Under the provisions the Tariff 
Commission Act, tne report of the 
Tariff Commission, slong with the 
decisions of Government thereon, is 
required to be placed on the Table of». 
the House within a period of three 
months from the date of receipt of 
the report or within seven days from 
th e commencement of the Session, 
which in this case means before 28th 
July 1974. The delay of a few days 
has been due to the time taken for 
the necessary detailed examination 
and consultations cm some of the ma'jor 
issue underlying the recommendations 
of the Tariff Commission. 

The Hindi version of the Report is 
not yet ready. It will be laid on the 
Table of the House as soon as possible* 


SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur): 
My objection i s this. I do not know 
what explanation Shri C. Subramani- 
am has given.

MATTER UNDER RULE 377' 

Violation of secrecy of the 
Presidential Election 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): Mr. Speaker, Sir. 

Mk SPEAKER: Is it not too late 
now? 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; 
Though I would make a reference te- 
the past, it is for the future, Sir. 

With your permission, I am raising 
an issue regarding violation of the 
secrecy of Presidential and Vice- 
Presidential elections, I have 
me just now the report on the mid¬ 
term General Election* in India lfKHN ® 5 
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[Prof. Madhu Dandavate] 
publishing by * the Election Com¬ 
mission of India. I will only read one 
relevant portion of this Report pub¬ 
lished by the Election Commission. On 
page 34, this report says: 

“An innovation was introduced 
this time to ensure strict secrecy of 
the poll. The serial numbers on 
the back of the ballot papers were 
'covered with coloured slips of paper 
panted at the f° ur corners. This 
however, could not be done in the 
case of the elected members of the 
U.P. Legislative Assembly as the 
delivery of th e telegram containing 
the directions of the Election Com¬ 
mission was unduly delayed and 
was not received in time.” 

-Just now I hav e heard from the Office 
of the Election Commission an order 
that was telegraphically sent to 
all the Returning Officers including 
those in U.P., Order No. 481/69. I will 
read only one sentence from the said 
order: 

“In order to enrure secrecy of vot¬ 
ing at Presidential Election as re¬ 
quired by clause 3 of Article 55 of 
the Constitution, please conceal se¬ 
rial number of ballot papers as 
given on its back before issue to 
elector by pasting over it a strip of 
black paper gummed only at the 
four corners and not at an y other 
place.” 

This was a categorical order that was 
sent to all th e Returning Officers. It 
was nent on' 14th August 1969. It was 
sent rather very late and the Election 
Commission report itself admits that 
since this telegram had not been re¬ 
ceived in the UP Assembly elections 
in time, as far as the UP electors are 
concerned, this particular provision of 
the Constitution which was in confor¬ 
mity with the order that was sent by 
the Election Commission, was violated. 

To that extent, really speaking even 
the elections could have been declared 
null and void. Of course, it is true 
that to get the election declared null 
and void, one has to go to the Supre¬ 


me Court. Here I may read the re¬ 
levant Section, Section 18 of the Pre¬ 
sidential and Vice-Presidential Elec¬ 
tion Act. Now the title of this sec¬ 
tion 18 is: ‘Grounds for declaring the 
election of a returned candidate to be 
void’. It reads: 

“(i) If the Supreme Court is of 
opinion— 

(b) that the result of the elec¬ 
tion has been materially affect¬ 
ed— y 

(ii) by any non-compliance with 
the provisions of the Constitution 
or of this Act or of any rules or 
ordero made under this Act.” , 

Th e order of the Election Commis¬ 
sion which I have just now read out 
was the order that has been issued 
under the Presidential .and Vice-Pre¬ 
sidential Election Act. Therefore, this 
particular provision has been clearly 
violated. Therefore, on that ground 
also if one were to approach the Sup¬ 
reme Court, since the declaration of 
the mid-term results was only by a 
marginal result, it could have been 
possible to get the entire election in¬ 
validated and got them declared null 
and void. It is a different matter that 
nobody went to the Supreme Court on 
the basis of the violation of the sec¬ 
recy of the Presidential election.

[Shri Nawal Kishore Sinha in the 
Chair.] 

I am only raising this issue not to 
point out what happened in the past, 
but what is likely to happen in future 
also. We are very much concerned 
about the prospective elections which 
are to takei place soon and if this parti¬ 
cular lapse which took place in the last 
mid-term Presidential poll occurs again 
and if the Election Commission and 
the officers concerned show the same 
lack of responsibility, and, as ^ re¬ 
sult of that, if the secrecy of the 
election is violated, in that case, it is 
possible that the election is likely to 
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be declared null and void and, in order 
to avoid this, I am sore all sections of 
this House will agree that we must 
take proper precaution. In fact, I 
„ would like the Chair to give a clear 
direction that in the light of the serious 
lapse regarding the secrecy of the 
election in the mid-term presidential 
poll, in the coming elections these 
orders and instructions must be sent 
by the Election Commission sufficient¬ 
ly in advance so that all the Return¬ 
ing Officers are fully equipped with 
all the information and proper pre¬ 
caution taken and there is no violation 
of the secrecy of the presidential elec¬ 
tion. From that perspective I have 
rained this particular issue with the 
permission of the Speaker. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara); I s it 
not a mistake of the Telegraphs De¬ 
partment? 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE; No, 
no. It was also sent late. Even the 
Election Commission office had sent the 
orders very late. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ah- 
medabad); The Election Commission 
must send it immediately. Ther e is 
only a fortnight left. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: Sir 
I request you to kindly direct the 
Minister who is present here to make 
a categorical statement in this case so 
that the House is assured that the 
secrecy of the Presidential Election 
will not be violated. This is my res¬ 
pectful submission. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF LAW, JUSTICE AND 
COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI NITI- 
RAJ SINGH CHAUDHARY): No 
statement is needed. I will get a copy 
of the (Statement and send it to the 
Election Commission.

It has been said that B. Jay Pharma 
has been manufacturing spurious 
drugs. I would only request through 
you, that the hon. Minister of Health 
may make a statement.

DELHI SALES TAX BILL 

MR. DEPUTY SPEAKER: We now 
take up discussion on the Delhi Sales 
Tax Bill. 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
JEC. R. GANESH): I beg to move* that 
the Bill to consolidate and amend the 
law relating to the levy of tax on 
sale of goods in the Union territory of 
Delhi, be taken into consideration. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT (East 
Delhi): Sir, we would like to make 
a submission for consideration by the 
hon. Minister.. This Bill is a very im¬ 
portant Bill and also a very long 
Bill. It requires careful consideration 
on various grounds. For one thing, 
there is a large-scale evasion of sales- 
tax and the provisions relating to col¬ 
lection of sales-tax need to be much 
more strengthened than they are at 
present provided in this Bill. It means 
consideration on so many section and 
clauses. 

Secondly, sales-tax is sought to be 
imposed through this Bill on various 
items on which sales-tax was not im¬ 
posed previously. It is proposed to 
amend the schedule also. It is also 
said that there should not be any 
divergence between Delhi and the 
neighbouring States. To what extent 
the divergence should be there is a 
question to be considered because 
Delhi has been a trade distribution 
centre, which does not have agricul¬ 
ture or industry. So, there are so 
many things to be considered. In the 
schedule for exemptions also it has 
been said that betel leaves will be 
exempted but not pan. 

. So, for a proper consideration of 
all these things, I propose that this 
Bill should .be referred to a Select 


Committee of this House. My other 
friends and myself, all of us want 
that this Bill should be referred to a 
Select Commmittee.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Let us 
cut this matter short. I take it that 
the Bill has been moved for consi¬ 
deration, because the Minister has 
done that. He has not made any 
speech, he has waived his right of 
speech. There is a proposal from the 
hon. Member, and I understand, from 
other Members too that since this is a 
complicated Bill, some time should be 
taken and this Bill should be gone 
into a little more carefully. I have 
to do this under the rules. What does 
the hon. Member want me to do? If 
he wants this Bill to go to a Select 
Committee, there are already amend¬ 
ments by some Members to this motion 
for consideration by the hon. Minister 
to the effect that the Bill should go 
to a Select Committee. If hon. Mem¬ 
bers want to cut it short, we may go 
to that stage now and the Bill will go 
to the Select Committee as the hon. 
Member wants. Or what else does 
he want? I have no other motions in 
front of me. 

SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: I would 
suggest that if the hon. Minister is 
pleased to accept this. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: I wish to 
make two submissions. Firstly, this 
Bill was before the House in 1966 and 
it lapsed as a result of dissolution of 
Parliament. Then it went to the Delhi 
Metropolitan Council and then it has 
gone through various stages. This is 
the position as far as this Bill is con¬ 
cerned. 

But I understand from hon. Mem¬ 
bers, particularly the Members from 
Delhi that since this Bill vitally af¬ 
fects the people of Delhi and they

DIRECT TAXES (AMENDMENT) 
BILL 

THE MINISTER OF STATE IN THE 
MINISTRY OF FINANCE (SHRI 
K. R. GANESH): I beg to move: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Income-tax Act 1061, the Wealth- 
tax Act, 1957, the Gift Tax Act, 
1956 and the Companies (Profits) 


for certain related matters, as, re¬ 
ported by the Select Committee, be 

taken into consideration”. 

Sir, the Direct Taxes (Amendment) 
Bill, 1973 was introduced in this House 
on 3rd September, 1973 and was re¬ 
ferred to the Select dommittee on 
23rd November, 1973. The Re¬ 
port of the Committee was pre¬ 
sented to this House by its 
Chairman on 29th April, 1974. The 
Committee held 11 sittings, scrutinis¬ 
ed a number of memoranda and repre¬ 
sentations received from various in¬ 
dividuals, professional associations, 
trade organisations, etc. and also heard 
evidence of certain individuals and 
associations. I would like to congra¬ 
tulate the Select Committee on the 
thoroughness with which it has dealt 
with this important Bill. 

The Bill as it has emerged from the 
Select Committee, has undergone im¬ 
provements in several directions. I 
would like to explain some of the im¬ 
portant provisions in the Bill and the 
main changes recommended by the 
Select Committee. 

In view of the need for continued 
encouragement of industries in cer¬ 
tain sectors, the Bill provides for the 
grant of an initial depreciation allo¬ 
wance of 20 per cent of the cost of 
machinery or plant installed in sleet¬ 
ed industries after 31st May, 1974. 
Selection of industries for the pur¬ 
poses of this tax concession has been 
made keeping in view their priority 
from the angle of exports, essential 
needs for intermediate and investment 
goods, essential needs of mass con¬ 
sumption. existence of capacity const- 
traints on production and other rele¬ 
vant factors. The Select Committee 
has recommended that the benefit of 
the proposed tax concession should 
be made available in respect of machi¬ 
nery or plant installed in all small 
scale industrial undertakings, irres¬ 
pective of the articles manufactured 
by them. For this purpose, an indus- 
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trial undertaking will be regarded as 
a small scale industrial undertaking if 
the cost of the machinery and plant 
.installed therein does not exceed seven 
hundred and fifty thousand rupees. 
The change recommended by the Com¬ 
mittee would lighten the tax burden 
of small scale industrial undertakings 
and I am sure it would be widely 
welcomed by all sections of the House. 

Under the Bill as introduced, ini¬ 
tial depreciation was admissible in 
respect of ships or aircraft acquired 
after 31st May, 1974 by shipping and 
aircraft enterprises, as also new mac¬ 
hinery or plant installed after that 
date in selected industries. The Finance 
•Act, 1974 has made a provision for 
the continuance of development re¬ 
bate for a limited period in certain 
cases. The effect of the provision in 
"the Bill would have been that, in some 
cases, taxpayers could have claimed 
both development rebate and initial 
depreciation allowance in respect of 
the same ship, aircraft, machinery or 
plant. As initial depreciation allo¬ 
wance was not intended to be allow¬ 
ed in respect of ships, aircraft, mac¬ 
hinery or plant which are eligible for 
development rebate, the Select Com¬ 
mittee has suggested a suitable change 
in the relevant provision to restrict 
the initial depreciation allowance 
only to ships, aircraft, machinery or 
plant in respect of which development 
rebate is not admissible. 

Under the provisions of the Income- 
tax Act, while depreciation allowance, 
including initial depreciation allo¬ 
wance, can be carried forward inde¬ 
finitely for set off against profits of 
subsequent years, development rebate 
is allowed to be carried forward and 
set off only for a period of eight years. 

In view of this position, undertakings 
having large unabsorbed development 
rebate would not like to avail of ini¬ 
tial depreciation allowance until the 
unabosorbed development rebate is 
fully set qff against the profits of sub¬ 
sequent years. Since the tax conces¬ 
sion "by way 6 f initial depreciation 
allowance is really intended to help 
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industrial undertakings and not to 
work to their disadvantage by result¬ 
ing in the deprivation of their right to 
carry forward unabsorbed develop¬ 
ment rebate, the Select Committee 
has recommended that taxpayers may 
be given the option not to avail of 
this tax concession. This option is to 
be exercised for the assessment year 
in which the taxpayer first becomes 
entitled to the grant of initial depre¬ 
ciation allowance. Once the taxpayer 
exercises this option, no deduction in 
respect of intial depreciation 
allowed to him until he revokes this 
option. 


The Committee has also recom¬ 
mended certain changes in the list of 
articles and things in the proposed 
Ninth Schedule so as to bring these 
entries in line with the language us¬ 
ed in the Fifth Schedule to the Income- 
tax Act. I think this is a welcome 
change as it would lead to greater 
certainty and reduce the scope of dis¬ 
putes between taxpayers and the In¬ 
come-tax Department. 

Another important tax concession 
proposed in the Bill relates to the 
grant of a partial t*x holiday in the 
case of industries and hotels set up 
in specified bacfcward areas. Under 
the provisions in the Bill, new indus¬ 
trial undertakings and approved hotels 
set up in specified backward areas 
after 31st March, 1973 will be allow¬ 
ed a deduction equal to 20 per cent of 
their profits for a period of 10 years. 
The backward areas specified in the 
Bill for the proposed tax concession 
are the same as have been identified 
by the Planning Commission for the 
purposes of concessional finance by 
financial institutions and comprise 
seven Union territories and about 
234 districts spread over 21 States. 
The Committee has suggested certain 
amendments in the list of backward 
areas. Some of the districts listed , in 
the Bill had either been bifurcated or,, 
trifurcated or otherwise re-organised 
before 3rd September, 1973, that U, 
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the date of introduction of the Direct 
Taxes (Amendment) Bill in the Lok 
Sabha. Besides some of the districts 
in Himachal Pradesh, Madhya Pradesh 
and Uttar Pradesh had been added by 
the Planning Commission to the list 
of backward areas. The Committee 
has accordingly suggested certain 
changes in the list of backward areas 
so as to bring it in line with the list 
of areas identified by the Planning 
Commission. The Committee has also 
excluded that portion of the district 
of Kolaba in the State of Maharash¬ 
tra which has been designated as the 
site for the proposed town of New 
Bombay. 

Various district specified in the list 
of backward areas are liable to be re¬ 
organised or to undergo a change in 
nomenclature. Since such reorganisa¬ 
tion or change in nomenclature by 
State Governments could have the 
effect of either enlarging or limiting 
the scope of the proposed tax conces¬ 
sion to industries established in these 
areas, the Committee has recom¬ 
mended that reference to any district 
listed in the Schedule of backward 
areas should be construed as a re¬ 
ference to the areas comprised in that 
district on 3rd September, 1973, that 
is, the date on which the Bill was 
introduced in the Lok Sabha. This is 
a very necessary and desirable provi¬ 
sion and I would commend its accep¬ 
tance by the House. 

The Select Committee has also re¬ 
commended the liberalisation of the 
proposed tax concession in respect of 
industries set up in backward areas 
in certain directions. Under the pro¬ 
visions in the Bill as introduced, this 
concession was not admissible in the 
case of any industrial undertaking 
formed by the splitting up, or re¬ 
construction of, a business already in 
existence. The Select Committee has 
proposed that this tax concession 
should be allowed even in cases 
where an existing industrial under¬ 
taking in a non-backward area I s 


under the Bill, industries set up in. 
backward areas for construction of 
ships were specifically excluded from 
the purview of this concession. The 
Committee has recommended that the- 
benefit of the proposed tax concession 
should not be denied ip such cases. 

Under a provision in the Bill, pay¬ 
ments made in pursuance of awards 
for literary, scientific and artistic 
work or attainment, or for proficiency 
in sports and games, instituted toy the 
Central Government or approved by 
it are to be completely exempt from 
income-tax. The Committee has re¬ 
commended that similar awards ins-* 
tituted by State Governments should' 
be treated on par with those instituted' 
by the Central Government and thus- 
qualify for tax exemption without the 
requirement of prior approval by the 
Central Government. 

Under a provision in the Bill, tax¬ 
payers will be entitled to a weighted 
deduction equal to one and one-third 
times the amount paid by them after 
31st March, 1973 for sponsored re¬ 
search in approved laboratories. This 
concession was proposed to be given 
only in cases where the scientific re¬ 
search carried on in approved labora¬ 
tories was related to the business of 
the taxpayers. In view, however, of 
the position that the scientific research 
for which the donation is made is re¬ 
quired to be undertaken under a, pro¬ 
gramme approved in this behalf by 
the prescribed authority having regard 
to the social and economic needs of 
the country, the Committee has re¬ 
commended that the proposed tax- 
concession should not be restricted to 
cases where the scientific research it¬ 
self is related to the business of the 
taxpayer. I thirik this is a welcome 
liberalisation which I am sure would 
meet general acceptance. 

I would now briefly refer to some 
of the points raised by the hon'ble 
Members in their Minutes of Dissent. 
Shri D. D. Desai has suggeste4 that 
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initial depreciation allowance should 
he allowed at the rate of 25 per cent 
instead of 20 per cent of the cost of 
machinery or plant as proposed in the 
JBill and that, like development rebate, 
it should be allowed over and above 
the actual cost of the machinery or 
plant. Shri Era Sezhiyan has observ¬ 
ed that there is no rhyme or reason 
for inclusion or omission of certain in¬ 
dustries in the list of articles and 
things specified in the Ninth Sche¬ 
dule. He has also suggested some 
drafting amendments. Both Shri Era 
Sezhiyan and Shri Somnath Chatter- 
jee have criticised the list of back¬ 
ward areas in the proposed Eighth 
Schedule. The prints made by the 
hon’ble Members were discussed in 
•detail by the Select Committee, but 
were not accepted by it. 

With these observations. Sir, I move. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Motion 
moved: 

“That the Bill further to amend 
the Income-tax Act, 1961, the 
Wealth-tax Act, 1957 the Gift Tax 
Act, 1958 and the Companies (Pro¬ 
fits) Surtax Act, 1964 and to provide 
for certain related matters, as re¬ 
ported by the Select Committee, be 
taken into consideration.” 

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE 
(Burdwan): Sir, although I agree 

with the Minister that within the 
limited framework of the Bill some 
improvements were made by the 
Select Committee, according to us, it 
is a totally unnecessary Bill and a 
thoughtless piece of legislation. When 
new and new taxes are being imposed 
which have created additional burdens 
for the common people—only yester¬ 
day the supplementary budget was 
placed for (raising resources to the 
extent of over Rs. 200 crores—it is 
amazing that this Government should 
be thinking of introducing a legisla¬ 
tion intended to give tax concessions 
and benefits to monopoly houses and 
big business houses. 


The primary purpose of the Bill, is 
to allow initial depreciation allowance 
to the extent of 20 per cent in res¬ 
pect of certain specified classes of in¬ 
dustries. So long, for a number of 
years, there was a tax relief granted 
for setting up new plants and machi¬ 
nery, which was known as the deve¬ 
lopment rebate. After years of this 
development rebate being allowed it- 
was discontinued by the Finance (No. 
1) Bill, I believe. Soon after that 
this Government has come forward 
to give fresh inducements to indus¬ 
trialists and monopoly houses because 
it seems they are more concerned that 
these monopoly houses and big in¬ 
dustrialists should not lose the benefit 
of a tax concession which so long they 
were getting in the name of develop¬ 
ment rebate. According to us, you 
cannot have industrialisation of the 
country by pampering the industria¬ 
lists alone. This is a piece of lollipop 
legislation will not bring about the 
desired result. All the witnesses re¬ 
presenting various industries who ap¬ 
peared before the committee said al¬ 
most unanimously that this 20 per cent 
will not be a suitable amount of de¬ 
preciation and this will have no bear¬ 
ing on the industrial progress of the 
country. They do not want it, as a 
matter of fact. They said, it is a mere 
pittance. In his minute of dissent, Mr. 
D. D. Desai has referred to this in¬ 
centive as illusory. Therefore, it is 
not going to have any inducing factor, 
so far as the big industrialists are 
concerned, to start new industries. 

This depreciation will be allowed , in 
respect of only certain categories of 
industries which are set out in the 
ninth schedule. The original Bill did 
not make any provision for giving re¬ 
lief to small-scale industries. At the 
time of the Select Committee delibera¬ 
tions, I am happy to note that at 
least that much of concession was ac¬ 
cepted by the Government, namely, 
irrespective of the type of industry or 
the good8 to be manufactured, all 
small-scale industries will get - the 
benefit of this tax concession. If you 
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will kipdly go through the Ninth Sche¬ 
dule the type of industries that have 
been mentioned, iron and steel, non- 
ferrous industries and so on—I am not 
reading all that; there are 23 items— 
it will be seen that, only very big 
industrial^ houses, monopoly houses 
with hug*e resources, can think of 
setting up any of the industries that 
have been indicated there. That shows 
the working of the mind of the 
Government. They came forward 
with a Bill which could help 
only the big houses and not ordinary 
industries, or the small-scale enter¬ 
prises. As I said, within the limited 
framework of the Bill, ^ne thing 
which emerges from th<- ; S ’’act Com¬ 
mittee is that irresp' "• • of the 
nature of the industry ^ ^mall-scale 
industries would get the benefit. But, 
again, it has been restricted to the 
value of the machinery and plant to 
the extent of Rs, 7,50,000. With the 
present inflationary tendency and the 
rising prices, of course, this has be¬ 
come inadequate now because any 
plant or machinery worth the name 
for any worthwhile industry would 
cost more than Rs. 7,50,000. There¬ 
fore, by the time this is going to be 
the law, the utility of this provision 
would have almost vanished. 

So far as the tax concession is con¬ 
cerned, .what we want the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to clarify is this. All the big 
chambers of commerce, individual in¬ 
dustrialists, well-known industrialists, 
who came before the Select Com¬ 
mittee said that they want the 
development rebate to continue 
and that they do not want this depre¬ 
ciation allowance, because it does not 
help them in the long run and it will 
not induce a spurt in industrial ex¬ 
pansion. So, for whose -benefit are 
you bringing this, who wants this 
type-of legislation, unless <the Gov¬ 
ernment in its anxiety to have the in¬ 
dustrialists on its own side is throw¬ 
ing out inducements to somehow 
•keep these industrial houses placated 
so that at least some sort of benefit 
is conferred on them? 
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Can there be industrial expansion 
in this country by inducement alone 
or by invitation? One has to follow 
a vigorous policy for industrialisation. 
If the large industrial houses do not 
play their game, if they do not 
utilize their immense resources 
for the purpose of industrial 
expansion of this , country, is it 
the duty of the Government to go 
running after them, say “even if you 
do not want here, we are here to 
offer you the tax concession or tax 
relief” and humour them at the ex¬ 
pense of he ordinary people of the 
country? When you want larger re¬ 
sources mobilisation, when you are 
raising taxes from the common peop¬ 
le of the country, instead of helpipg 
resource mobilisation you are bring¬ 
ing forward this type of legislation, 
which will only benefit a certain sec¬ 
tion of the people of the country. 

Is it the belief of the Government 
that the industrialisation of the coun¬ 
try can be achieved only if incentives 
are given? Can industrialisation be 
incentive-oriented alone? Will the 
fical policy of this country be govern¬ 
ed by the incentive-oriented tax pro¬ 
posals? 

Even though the development re¬ 
bate had remained for years together 
in this country, what was the 
rate of industrial expansion in 
this country? If I remember 
correctly, initially it was six per¬ 
cent, but then it went down to one 
per cent and in some years there was 
no increase in the industrial expan¬ 
sion of the country. Therefore, 
even with the development rebate 
there was no increase in the growth 
of industry. Now with this pittance, 
as they themselves described it, what 
is going to be achieved? I wish to 
say that the impression which ‘ is 
created in this country is that indus¬ 
trialisation will depend upon incen¬ 
tives end, so far as industrialisation 
in the backwaad areas is concerned, 
it requires larger incentives. This 
cannot be the attitude. This will no* 
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reach the goal that we want to have. 


Therefore, I say, this depreciation 
should not be given. 

The other point is about the indus¬ 
trialisation of backward areas. The 
point I wish to make here is that 
backward areas have been indicated 
on the 'basis of districts. We raised 
this question in the Select Committee 
that there are many large districts 
portions of which are very backward 
and may be some portion of a district 
is advanced. Take, for example, the 
case of 24-Parganas which is one of 
the biggest districts in the country. 
The south of 24-Praganas is notori¬ 
ously backward—no industry, no 
development has taken place. 
Everybody in the country knows it. 
But as the north of 24-Praganas has 
got some industries, they say, “We 
will not include it in the list of back¬ 
ward areas.” We were told that the 
Planning Commission has made a list 
of backward areas on the basis of 
districts and that we must follow 
that. I say, this is absolutely a short 
sighted policy. We know the result of 
planning in this country. The Plan¬ 
ning Commission has proceeded on 
the basis of a certain assumption. 
If the real intention is to develop 
the backward areas, for fiscal 
purposes, why should you go 
district-wise in selecting backward 
areas. This is very important hat 
backward areas should be re-deflned. 
In spite of the fact that some portions 
of the district may be advanced, there 
may be some portions which are not 
advanced. Therefore, those areas 
should ibe included in the list of 
backward areas. 

Lastly, so far as the Ninth-Sche¬ 
dule is concerned, I would again re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister to give a 
thought to it so that it may be en¬ 
larged at least for purpose of 
small-scale industries to be set up in 
the backward areas are concerned, 
they should be given an additional, 
incentive, because those are the peo¬ 
ple who require incentive more. 


SHRI Y. S. MAHA’XAN (Buldana): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, .Sir, 1 rise , to 
support the Direct Taxes Amend* 
ment Bill as altered by the. Select 
Committee. The Committee- has gone 
thoroughly into the main issues .rais¬ 
ed by the Bill and, by making signifi¬ 
cant alterations-made it more accept* 
able than what it was before. 

There are four main objectives of 
the Bill, First it is provides for cer¬ 
tain tax concessions for encouraging 
the establishment of industries in se- 
lected sectors and in the field of 
small-scale industry. Secondly, it 
seeks to promote the industrial deve¬ 
lopment of backward areas by offer* 
ing fiscal incentives to entrepreneurs, 
big and small, in all the sectors of 
the industrial field. Thirdly, it encou¬ 
rages expenditure on scientific re¬ 
search on the part of individuals .and 
industrial establishments by offer¬ 
ing tax concessions. Fourthly, it en¬ 
courages expenditure on the deve¬ 
lopment of export market. . 

Three years ago, when the Finance 
Minister announced the withdrawal of 
development rebate from April, 1974, . 
he promised an allowance in its place. 
The Bill now provides for this allow¬ 
ance in the form of an initial depre¬ 
ciation at 20 per cent in the case of 
new ships or new aircraft, or plant 
and machinery installed after 3lst 
May, 1974, in certain other industries 
specified in the Ninth Schedule -of 
Income-tax Act. The Select Com¬ 
mittee has made an amendment by 
proposing that the benefit of initial 
depreciation should be provided to 
small-scale industrialists all oyer 
the country irrespective of the articles 
or things produced by such industries. 
The Ninth Schedule is new and is 
sought to be introduced by this BUI. 

* * 

The initial depreciation will be in 
addition to normal depreciation^ of 
6 per cent allowed under the Act and 
rules. It will not be admissible in Ibe 
case of other industries.- The total 
depreciation including initial. depre- 
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ciation will however, be limited 
the capital cost of the plant 
machinery. 

The development rebate which has 
been in this country for the last 20 
years was not merely a form of ac¬ 
celerated depreciation but it also in¬ 
cluded a subsidy. Compared with it, 
the proposed initial depreciation not 
only reduces the quantum of benefit 
or incentive but it is also restricted to 
small-scale industries and industries 
specified in the Ninth Schedule. 

The inclusion of small scale in¬ 
dustries in this section was a very wise 
step, for, it is on the intensive develop¬ 
ment of small scale industries that 
we depend for rapid industrialisation 
of the country and for increasing the 
employment potential. The establish¬ 
ment of core industries or some big 
government undertakings only does 
not help so much as a large number of 
small industries in the development of 
mechanical skills and generation of an 
atmosphere conducive to economic 
growth, though we must admit that 
the latter is not possible without the 
former. In a large country like ours 
which suffers from scarcity of capi¬ 
tal, small scale industries with inter¬ 
mediate technology have a special 
importance of their own. 

Sir, specifying industries in the 
Ninth Schedule must have been rather 
a difficult task for those who framed 
the Bill. It is obvious from the list 
that no single criterion such as scar¬ 
city of the product or the profitability 
of the industry or its strategic im¬ 
portance or its export potential has 
been the sole basis for inclusion in the 
list. All industries which appear to be 
important from the national point of 
view or from the growth point of view 
have been included in the Schedule! 
From this point of view, one wonders, 
why the glass manufacturing industry 
has been left' out of the list. I hope, 
the Minister will consider its inclu¬ 
sion sympathetically in view of its 
strategic importance. > 


The second main provision of this 
Bill is in Clause 9 under which all . the 
new industries except mining but in¬ 
cluding the hotel industry that have 
been started in backward areas after 
31st, December, 1970 have been given 
an important incentive or concession. 
In computing the income from any 
such undertaking or hotel for tax 
purposes, a 20 per *cent deduction 
will be allowed from gains and pro¬ 
fits for a period of ten years. This im¬ 
portant concession is in addition to 
the other concessions which are given 
under the Industries (Development 
& Regulation) Act, lower rates of in¬ 
terest given by the financial institu¬ 
tions and other forms of assistance. 


The problem of 'backward areas 
has been engaging the attention of the 
Government ever since the begining 
of the Second Five-Year Plan. In the 
interest of balanced regional develop¬ 
ment and with a view to ensuring 
that the benefits of economic pro¬ 
gress reach all the people in different 
parts of the country, our Govern¬ 
ment has already taken a number 
of steps. But in spite of our Plan 
efforts in this direction, the problem 
of backward areas is no where near 
solution. The incentive so far pro¬ 
vided has yielded hardly any results. 
In fact, from the figures of invest¬ 
ment given by the linantce Minister 
in the other House two days ago, it 
appears that the problem has become 
worse. 


Along with the incentives which 
we should allow, we should empha¬ 
size the creation of infrastructure in 
these areas. Unless they are provid¬ 
ed with roads, railways, mean of 
communication, water power, etc. it 
is not possible to make a dent on this 
problem. New entrepreneurs should 
be provided with these facilities 
along with capital loans and the land 
for locating their factories. For 
purpose, experience shows, setting-up 
of industrial estates is the most ef¬ 
fective remedy evolved so far. 
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As regards the definition of a beck 
ward area, those who drafted the 
Bill had to gat round a very awkward 
comer and, I believe, they have 
done the job satisfactorily. Tfc«*y 
have applied objective criteria such as 
road-rail mileage p&r lakh o? ;opula- 
tion, per capita income and have selec¬ 
ted the districts whose development 
has been below the average. 


Thirdly, the Bill has an important 
provision as regards scientific research 
I believe that these provisions were 
necessary and they would promote 
greater development of scientific re¬ 
search in our country. Though the 
total expenditure on research and de¬ 
velopment in both the pub.'ic and the 
private sectors has gone up from Rs. 
29 crores in 1958-59 to Rs. 214 crores in 
1971-72, the total investment esnrsot 
he considered to be adequate. Indian 
industry is still rather heavly depen¬ 
dent on foreign knowhow. The key¬ 
note of our policy should be self- 
reliance, though import of technology 
on a selective basis cannot oe avoided 

Indian industry must develop and 
•must devote greater efforts to evolve 
a technology suitable to our condit-or.s 
Science and technology is the must 
potent factor for making economic pro¬ 
gress in modern times. In western 
countries, the major part of modem 
technology has originated from manu¬ 
facturing establishments. Indian in¬ 
dustry has no alternative but to invest 
more and more on research. .;oth ba. ic 
and applied. 

The Bill would have a favourable 
effect on this process. 

With these remarks, I support the 
BiU. 


SHRI B. V. NAIK (Kanara): Like 
my predecessor, 1 would like to sup¬ 
port the Bill. 

With regard to the classification 
of and listing of the backward areas 
in the districts, f am aware of the 
iaet thstt the bon. Minister for Finance 
might not'hdve been technically in- 
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volved in the classification of the 
districts and fixing up of the crite¬ 
ria and what would really make for 
the backwardness. But there are 
quite a few howlers in this list. Por 
example, on page 11. item 45 of the 
Select Committee’s Report, the en¬ 
tire ‘Union Territory of Goa’ is there. 
Today, Sir, Goa is perhaps one of 
the most industrially developed part 
of this whole country. I wish some¬ 
time you go and visit Goa. What 
with their Zuari Fertilisers, what 
with their pelletisation plant, wlhat 
with their exports of iron or e and 
manganese ore, what with the tourist 
industry which has been coming up, 
we do no know why it ha s been con¬ 
sidered as an industrially backward 
area. Ther e ca n be no greater tra¬ 
vesty of truth. I wonder whether the 
Ministry of Industrial Development 
itself which has furnished the list of 
backward areas would look deep into 
it. ... 

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA 
(Muzaffarpur): The formula is er¬ 
roneous. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: More than the 
formula, the formulators are. 

I would also like to submit here 
that in the list of backward areas, the 
number of districts that have 'been 
picked up—I am not quite sure whe¬ 
ther Prof. Mahajan ha s looked into 
it—a large State like Maharashtra has 
hardly half a dozen districts which 
are considered as backward while as 
we see the State of Madhya Pradesh, 
there are about two dozen districts 
though Madhya Ftadesh does not 
even have a population equivalent to 
that of Maharashtra. It is again the 
Central Industrial Development Mi¬ 
nistry that is concerned in this case 
which has not been able to take the 
entire view and the inclusion of the 
district* depended much upon the 
amount of pull the respective Chief 
Ministers could exert. They have 
simply not applied their mind to it . k . 

(Interruptions). The host Member 
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should know that this is the list of 
backward districts in a State. These 
are backward, there ore, they are not 
entitled for the capital subvention 
except two or three. It has bee n my 
endeavour again to bring to your 
notice another error committed by the 
Finance Ministry or the Industrial 
Development Ministry. Among these 
districts, some are classified as very 
backward districts. The entire listing 
of these districts has not been done 
on any rational and valid criteria. 
Take for instance, as far as the State 
of Karnataka is concerned, the dis¬ 
tricts of Raichur, Dharwar and 
Mysore are listed as backward dis¬ 
tricts. Can anybody consider that 
these districts ar e industrially back¬ 
ward? Then, there are several dis¬ 
tricts which are really at a take-off 
stage. Still they have been includ¬ 
ed. When thi s august House is going 
to approve this amount of tax con¬ 
cession as well as tax incentive that 
has been given to these areas, will 
we be able to do something on the 
selected as of these districts which has 
been done o n an ad hoc basis? So 
what I suggest is that if we can make 
the eighth or the ninth schedule 
flexible in such a way that we can 
take care of some of the good points 
suggested, that will be a good thing 
and there are various areas of the 
country which are absolutely back¬ 
ward and there is not even a chimney 
there and some of those have been 
left out. Those are economically 
backward although some of them 
seem to be politically forward. Hav¬ 
ing said this, may I say, that the 
Ninth Schedule is the most relevant 
and the operative part. Industrier 
are listed. Why should a backward 
area need a five-star hotel for? What 
ar e the great benefits accruing to the 
local common masses? Hotel indus¬ 
try could prosper in an area where 
there can be tourists, conspicuous 
consumption, where there is money 
to burp and to spend. So what I 
would suggest is that these schedules 
can he' made flexible. I am not an 


expert in legislation. But I hope 
that i n democracy it will always be 
possible to find way 3 and means to 
correct such things. 

There ar e certain big houses which 
wangled to get all sorts of conces¬ 
sions from local State Governments. 
Take the case of a paper mill in my 
own State which gbt the thing at. 
Rs, 15 wherea s it cost in the market 
Rs. 120. And if we do some sort of 
computation of concessions and the 
total in this regard for the last over 
fifteen or sixtee n years I am sure it 
would amount to an astronomical 
figure. Raw material incentives are 
given; other incentives are given, 
there is concession of the electricity 
charges. We must always take *the 
industrial realities of the particular 
area into consideration and then come 
to the conclusion. That is my res¬ 
pectful submission. Kindly make the 
two schedules flexible.' Thank you. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 

I rise to oppose the very principle of 
initial depreciation, contemplated in 
this Bill. 

It seems to me, Government is the 
biggest solicitor of big monopoly 
houses. 

They ar e not at all bothered about 
the small-scale and medium-scale 
industries. 

I want to draw the attention of the 
House to the advice given before the 
Select Committee by the Cabinet 
Secretary. He said; ‘All this led to 
over-capitalisation ; a s industry grew 
mor e and more, the loss of revenue 
became sizeable*. What i s the con¬ 
tribution of these monopoly houses? 

For seventeen years you have been 
giving development rebate and no 
sooner you decided to stop that, you 
come forward with this piece of legis¬ 
lation just to keep them in the name 
of some more concessions, in the 
name of initial 4epreciation, etc. With 
regard to the rate of, growth, the 
Economic Survey itself has stated; It 
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seems, that there was little, if any, 
growth in industrial production in 
1973. 

So, thi s is the development and the 
result of all these seventeen years of 
development rebate that was allow¬ 
ed. Therefore, I would say in this 
connection what Shri Palkhivala in 
his evidence said. I quote: 

“Your fiscal incentive is no more 
than a flea-bite to him.” 

What are you going to give as incen¬ 
tive i n tine shape of initial deprecia¬ 
tion? He says that it is no mor e than 
a flea-bite for the monopoly houses 
i n India. That is his version and evi¬ 
dence before the Select Committee. 

Ihe point is whether all these funds 
have been utilised or not for the in¬ 
dustrial growth to increase the pro¬ 
duction o r they are being misutilised. 
I say that sugar magnates have got 
hundred times the development re¬ 
bate and depreciation charges at 10 
per cent. They never ploughed back 
the depreciation for modernising the 
industry at all. In the matter of pro¬ 
duction—it is a continuous process— 
these monopoly houses have been ex¬ 
ploiting the country and our people. 
Therefore, I have given my amend¬ 
ment to clause 3 that more and more 
help should be given to the small- 
scale industries but not to these mo¬ 
nopoly houses. Now, I want to draw 
the attention of the hon. Minister to 
another point. It has been stated on 
page 57 of the evidence: 

“The industry is bound to say 
that they have to do some national 
service; they must get certain in¬ 
centives. But the question is whe¬ 
ther incentives by way of subsidy 
are necessary i n this country un¬ 
der the present condition when 
there is not anything like a compe- 
. tition, where it is a sellers’ market 
and the people can make money 
and , we know how people are 
flourishing both i n industry and in 
trade,”.. 
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This is the statement by the Finance 
Secretary. All the depreciation that, 
is given by Way of incentive to these 
monopoly houses only means more 
and more profit and a futilise exer¬ 
cise. 

My suggestion will be: why not the 
money which is given to these mono¬ 
poly houses in the dhape of incen¬ 
tives is made use of for development 
of the infrastructure in the back¬ 
ward areas. Eeven the Prime Minis¬ 
ter’s appeal was that the monopoly 
houses should go and therefore, so 
many incentives in the shape of con¬ 
cessions that have been allowed to the 
monopoly houses are, according to the 
following sloka which I am quoting 
nothing at all:—

A crow wearing ornaments made 
out of gold and silver doe s not be¬ 
come a raj hans .■ Similarly, I say 
these monopoly houses can never be 
changed. You cannot change their 
hearts. The more you giv e the more 
profits they will earn. My concrete 
suggestion is that this depreciation, 
which is allowed should be only on 
plant and machinery. So, a part of 
indigenously and not on imported 
plant and machinery. So, a part of 
the income should be used for build- 
ing up the infrastructure in the back¬ 
ward districts. At the same time, an¬ 
other part can go for the indigenous 
manufacture of machinery and plants. 

About the small and medium indus¬ 
tries in the decentralised sector, there 
are industries which are labour-in¬ 
tensive industries. With regard to ■ 
this, my amendment is that in place 
of Rs. 7,50,000 that should be raised 
to Rs. 15,00,000/- So that the email 
scale industrialists get incentives and’ 
these young entrepreneurs who have 
invested lesser * capital can • get . the?

benefit and they can make some con¬ 
tribution in developing the smallscale 
industries in backward areas, hiow, 
'■s far as the backward areas are con¬ 
cerned, again I will say no justice has 
been done in their case. I have given 
one amendment relating to Ganjam 
'district. It comes in my constituency. 
As far as this district is concerned 
1 can say one third of the people jn 
this area are scheduled castes and 
scheduled tribes. Therefore, such 
principle has also to apply to other 
districts which are reviewed and they 
should be included along with this 
district. 

Now, I will say a word about selec¬ 
tion of industries. Here I have given 
a n amendment that those industries 
which are controlled by monopolists 
should not be allowed and where 
they are controlling the consumer 
goods industries they should not be 
allowed incentives to allow further 
exploitation by the monopoly houses. 

As far as the fourth principle is 
concerned it has been overlooked or 
is deliberately not being considered. 
Therefore, even on their own princi¬ 
ple we find that in spite of all these 
things it will not increase produc¬ 
tion or overcome shortage of vege¬ 
table oils, tyres and tubes. All these 
shortages and troubles are bound to 
be there. Monopoly ’houses will uti¬ 
lise these to multiply the difficulties 
of the consumers. 

Finally, a word about the wealth 
tax. The wealth tax of the two Birla 
Houses i 3 on the decline. The income, 
tax is o n the decline but the profit 
index has risen; the overall produc¬ 
tivity of the workers has risen by 98 
per cent; the wage-cost in terms of 
output has declined. The tax arrears 
and penalty arrears of these houses 
come to Ra. 830 whereas of all the 
monopoly houses it would come to 
Ra. 2,000 crores. This money can be 
collected from them whereas you are 
-rushing more money to these mono¬ 


poly houses. Therefore, I oppose this 
Bill and press for my amendments. 
Government should show impartia¬ 
lity in the name of welfare, in the 
name of equality and in the name of 
socialism. They should treat the 
medium, small and big houses or 
monopoly houses in the same manner 
instead of trying t 6 give concessions 
to the monopoly houses. Since in this 
legislation they are seeking tQ give 
concessions to the big houses, I would 
say that this is a ridiculous piece of 
legislation .which makes a mockery 
of socialism.

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY 
(Nizamabad): At the outset, I would 
like to congratulate Shri K. R. Ganesh 
on having brought forward this Bill 
seeking to amend the. Direct Taxes 
laws. He has realy done full justice 
to the subject and to everybody else 
concerned. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: He has 
done or the Select Committee has 
done? 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY: I 
also congratulate Mr. Salve who is an 
expert on taxation laws. 

The Government of India and the 
Planning Commission have selected 
the backward places in the country, 
as Andhra Pradesh is concerned, the 
selection made is quite appropriate 
and all the backward areas have been 
included in the list of backward 
areas. Though the Government of 
India have been making very serious 
efforts to industrialise these areas, 
unfortunately, not a single project has 
come up in these areas. There was 
some proposal recently from Andhra 
Pradesh for setting up some indus¬ 
tries in backward districts, but un¬ 
fortunately it is being held up in the 
Central Government. So, I do not 
know in whet way the finance Minis¬ 
try is going to help ug in this matter.

At every stage, the Central Govern¬ 
ment and the licensing committee are 
putting hurdles. Though the State 
Government has supplied all the parti¬ 
culars, it is still being held up- 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: This Bill 
does not concern itself with licensing. 

SHRI M. RAM GOPAL REDDY? 

I just mentioned it in passing. In the 
backward areas, it is said that the 
monopoly houses should have full 
freedom to establish industries or fac¬ 
tories. I do hot understand the logic 
behind this argument that they should 
be excluded. The poor people or the 
ordinary industrialists cannot go and 
establish factories in backward re¬ 
gions. If the monopoly house s also 
are not allowed to go there, who is 
going to develop industries in those 
areas? 

Our whole economy is dependent 
on agriculture and 75 per cent of our 
people are working in the agricultu¬ 
ral held. It has reached a saturation 
point now. Th e only salvation that 
is in store for this country i s to in¬ 
dustrialise. That is why we should 
give all concessions to whosoever 
wants to establish factories in back¬ 
ward areas. 

So far as the initial depreciation is 
concerned, what is proposed in the 
amending Bill is only 20 per cent. I 
would suggest that it should be en¬ 
hanced to 25 per cent, and 125 per 
cent should be allowed for deprecia¬ 
tion. If this much amount is not 
allowed, th e result will be that the 
factories will not replace the old parts 
or modernise their plants. If they are 
not modernised, all these factories 
will be sick ones in due course. That 
is why I strongly recommend to Gov¬ 
ernment that the suggestion made by 
Shri D, D. Desai in his note of dissent 
should be accepted. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now, 
Shri R. R. Shaijma.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; I have 
called Mr. Krishna^ now. 

•SHRI E. R. KRISHNAN (Salem): 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir, on behalf of. 
my party, the Dravida Munnetra Kaz- 
hagam, I rise to say a few words on 
The Direct Taxes Amendment Bill. 
The direct taxes are potent and sharp 
instruments in th e hands of the Gov¬ 
ernment for establishing economic 
equality and egalitarian society in the 
country. But the Central Govern¬ 
ment are not prepared to use these 
instruments effectively. 

The Law Commission in its 12 th 
Report submitted to the Government 
in the year 1958 had pointed out that 
the history of Incometax law was 
characterised by ill-conceived amend¬ 
ments formulated by the Government 
in a frenzy of hurry. Since then 800 
amendments had been brought for¬ 
ward by the Government to the Taxa¬ 
tion law creating more complexity and 
ambiguity. This amending Bill is no 
exception to this category and it will 
confound the already existing confu¬ 
sion in the taxation law. The Govern¬ 
ment are bound to bring forward in 
the very near future further amend¬ 
ments to the taxation law to plug the 
loopholes created by this amending 
Bill. 

I wonder how the Finance Ministry 
can brush aside the suggestion of the 
Agriculture Ministry in regard to the* 
inclusion of Pesticides industry in the 
9th Schedule. Sir, none in thjs 
can refute th e need for increasing ihe 
food production in the country at this 
critical juncture. I would like to 
know from the hon. Minister why the 
Pesticides industry has not been in¬ 
cluded in the Ninth Schedule and 
why the Finance Ministry has not 
accepted the suggestion of the Agri¬ 
culture Ministry in this regard. . 

"in Tamil. 
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Sir, this Bill proves beyond doubt 
that this Government will not stop 
extending financial facilities and in¬ 
centives to the monopoly industrialists 
in the country. What is taken away 
by the right hand is given back by 
the left hand. In lieu of development 
rebate, a provision has been made in 
this Bill for extending the incentive 
of initial depreciation allowance. The 
Central Government are, I have no 
hesitation in saying this, more interest¬ 
ed in obtaining ill-gotten money from 
these industrialists for financing the 
elections than in the industrial deve¬ 
lopment of the country. In this coun¬ 
try, everything is subservient to the 
interests of the ruling party. 

Sir, in this Bill industrially back¬ 
ward districts have been incorporated 
for the purpose of extending certain 
concessions and incentives to the in¬ 
dustrialists. I regret to say that the 
list of backward districts as finalised 
by the Central Planning Commission 
has been accepted by the Government 
of India for incorporation in the Bill. 

1 hope that the bon. Minister is 
aware of the existence of State Plan¬ 
ning Boards. I do not know whether 
the hon. Minister will accept the sug¬ 
gestions of the State Planning Boards 
also in this respect. I would like to 
appeal to him that he must show the 
same consideration and weightage to 
the suggestions of the State Planning 
Boards as had been shown to the re¬ 
commendations of the Central Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

Sir, I would also like to point out 
that Clause 13 of this Bill will further 
pave the way for manipulation of ac¬ 
counts and evasion of tax. I am sorry 
that the Select Committee also has not 
given adequate consideration to this 
Clause 13 as formulated l>y the Gov¬ 
ernment I request the hon. Minister 
that this Clause 13 should be re-exa¬ 
mined by him in greeter depth. 


four Ordinances were promulgated 
by the President. At the stage of im¬ 
plementing these Ordinances, there 
will be need for bringing forward 
suitable amendments to the taxation 
law. Besides that, in reply to a ques¬ 
tion in the Ra’jya Sabha* the Govern¬ 
ment have given the information that 
the 20 monopoly houses have assets 
approximately valued more than 
Rs. 8000 crores, including the loans 
given the public sector financial insti¬ 
tutions to the extent of about Rs. 2000 
crores. In order to collect the tax 
arrears of about Rs. 833 crores, as 
had been pointed out by the hon. 
Member, Shri Panda, from these in- ' 
dustrialists, the Wealth Tax Act and 
Gift Tax Act are to be amended suit¬ 
ably and implemented with greater 
vigour, if the ruling party is keen to 
erase the impression in the public 
mind that it is only the handmaid of 
these monopoly industrialists. 

With these words, I oppose the Bill 
and conclude my speech.

SHRI. PILOO MODY (Godhra): Mr. 
Deputy-Speaker, Sir, I rise to make a 
few observations on this Bill because 
I find more and more the Bills that 
are coming out of the Government 
somehow seem t 0 be unbalanced, the 
most polite word I can use for them. 
First of all, I do not understand why 
there is the Ninth Schedule at all. 
Assuming that these are areas in which 
the Government would like faster 
development than in other areas, 1 
can understand their giving certain ad¬ 
vantages to certain industries. But 
this ha s been sought to be linked up 
in some way with backward districts, 
and this is something that I do not 
understand. Because, if you have a 
look at the list of backward districts, 
as Shri Nayak has pointed out, you 
find several districts over here that 
one begins to wonder that if these 
districts are backward, how would 
you define a progressive or forward 
district. Take, for instance, U.F., 
where 35 out of 54 districts are des¬ 
cribed as backward, including Azam- 
garh from which the Congress General 
Secretary comes, or Rae Bareli from 
which that. Prime Minister comes or a 
very eminent Member of Parliament, 
Shri Yashpal Kapur comes, Unao from 
where our very distinguished Home 
Minister, Mr. Uma Shankar Dikshit 
comes, if these districts after so many 
years of public work are still consider¬ 
ed backward, one begins to feel . . •

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SHRI PILOO MODY: A very good 
suggestion. After having represented 
those districts for so long and having 
occupied the position of power, if the 
districts continue to be backward, as 
my hon. friend, Mr. Misra suggested, 
they should either resign or give'Up 
their constituencies and perhaps go to 
other constituencies. Therefore, I feel, 
in the framing of this list, there is a 
tremendous amount of political man¬ 
oeuvring that goes on all the time. 

I believe that my hon. friend, Mr. 
Chandrajit Yadav had even convened 
a Development Conference in Azam- 
garh where half a dozen Ministers of 
the Government of India, the Plan¬ 
ing Commission people and what not 
had descended in Azamgarh to dis¬ 
cuss development strategy. I do net 
think any results could have come out 
of that Conference because I find that 
district is still considered backward. 
Of course, I may have other opinion 
about these districts. Having elected 
the persons like them, those districts 
must really be backward. It all de¬ 
pends from which point of view you 
look at it. 

I have several suggestions to make. 
For the first time, I heard Mr. Panda 
talking remarkable things. You leave 
out the first part of his speech and 
the last part of his speech which was, 
of course, made for Mr. Banerjee’s 
benefit. But the middle part of his 
speech suggested that instead of giv¬ 
ing all this money to various indus¬ 
tries for doing something in the back¬ 
ward areas, if that amount of money is 
spent on the development of infra¬ 
structure in those districts, that will 
gravitate in those districs. 

Sir, my district is also included in 
this list. But you may not draw the 
same conclusion because I cannot 
order a Development Conference there 
and, if that district isnot developed, 
it is only one-tpan’s efjort whereas, 
on the QtW hand, there is the whole 
Ministry and the Government to help 
it. 
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MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is 
backward and that is why it'has elect-' 
ed you. 

SHRI PILOO MODY; I thought you 
would say that. I do not know whe¬ 
ther your district is also included in 
this list. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: It is very 
much there. 


SHRI PILOO MODY: So, the point 
that I am making is that so far the 
backward districts-hav e only certain 
advantages but this Bill sems to give 
them, certain mor e advantages. The 
fact of the matter is that as a result 
of the benefits given to them, these 
districts do not improve. For so many 
years, these benefits, have been avail¬ 
able but the benefits are not commen¬ 
surate with the effort that is required 
to put industries in these dhukts. 
This is very vital. There is no infra¬ 
structure available and that is why 
these districts still remain backward. 

You say, let us make it a forward- 
looking district by putting some high- 
powered industries into it. Without 
any infra-structure, it just dees not 
work. To say that once a big industry 
goes into a backward area, the infra¬ 
structure will automatically develop 
is doing everything the other way 
round. Of course, knowing this Gov¬ 
ernment, that is not unusual. 1 would, 
therefore, whole-heartedly support 
Mr. Panda’s contention that you spend 
the money’ on developing infra¬ 
structure in backward areas. The 
money that has been given by way of 
rebate should be spent by way of ex¬ 
penditure on developing infra-struc¬ 
ture in those districts. 

The other point that I would like to 
make is that the Ninth Schedule seems 
to be an arbitrary one, something 
taken out of a hat or tossed around a 
coin of, alternatively, I can gay that 
the Ninth Schedule hag been formed 
by the iron and steel lobby operating 
very strongly, the non-ferrous metals 
lobby. operating very strongly, the 
ferro-alloys and special steel lobby 
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operating very strongly, the steel cast¬ 
ings and forgings lobby operating 
very strongly, because there seems to 
be no rationale for having put these ’ 
industries on this list. I have a very 
deserving case, the case of the glass 
industry. Th e glass industry is not 
only a very vital industry but it is bn 
industry which spans the*entire scope 
of industrial development, from col¬ 
lage industry to very highly sophisti¬ 
cated glass industry. Glass is a sub¬ 
stance which goes all over, into every 
corner of the country. Here is an 
industry which, even today, has a 
prorgamme of something like Rs. 45 
ciores with further expansion i *» t'm 
Fi.Mi Plan. Its total block is Ks. aO 
o ores. It has. I think. 25 to 30 large , 
units, something like 70 to 75 medium 
units, about 150 to 200 small units and 
about 200 cottage units. You go to 
Ferozabad, not far from Delhi, and 
you v.'iil find that the etuno/n , of the 
whole area is based on glass. You 
have here an industry which co-exists 
in the large scale sector and the small 
scale sector. If such an industry is 
not to be encouraged or giv-.-n this 
sort of special treatment . . . 

AN HON. MEMBER; Leather also. 

SHRI PILOO MODY: I am sure 
there are many such industries which 
require this sort of special treatment— 
and leather for the reason which my 
hon. friend, Mr. Naik, gave but also 
for the reason that leather is an in- 
dus'.ry which, if properly deveioned in 
this country, presents a magnificent 
opportunity for export expansion. We 
have been constantly searching for 
foreign exchange, and here is an in¬ 
dustry which ca n provide +hat. Cera¬ 
mics industry is another case. About 
the glass industry, I wonder if the 
Minister had any time to read the 
memorandum that has been submitted 
to him and the letter that I have 
written to him some time ago. He 
has not even seen the amendment 
that I have tabled. This Government 
has become so Insensitive to any sort 
of suggestions, so immune to any sort 
of fresh thinking entering .into its 
head, that the? do not even' read the 
amendments that members 'take the 
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trouble of tabling. Therefore, irres¬ 
pective of the technical difficulties that 


they may have of introducing one more 
name on to the list-opening up the 
Pandora’s Box and having several 
more coming—on the very fact that 
this list is not rational I defy the Min¬ 
ister to rationalise it if he thinks that 
it is rational and if it is not, then I 
strongly recommend that the glass 
industry at least should be included in 
the Ninth Schedule. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE fAkolal: 
Mr. Deputy-Speaker, Sir. even : , s a 
member of the Select Committee, I 
did my best to persuade . . . 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE (Banka): 
Have you given a minute of disstni? 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: No. 

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE: Then you 
cannot speak. That is the rule. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE; Nj. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: There is 
no rule on this. But it might be a 
good convention. 

SHRI VASANT SATHE: I only want 
to persuade the Government, if I can, 
even at this stage, to accept that, in 
the Eighth Schedule where they have 
described the backward areas, the 
rationale is not really in keeping with 
the objective of the Bill because this 
Bill is giving tax concessions for 
industrial growth; this is not a mea¬ 
sure where the Planning Commission 
is thinking of giving some benefit in 
the form of some Plan projects to 
backward areas where even infra¬ 
structure facility is not available and 
therefore infrastructure development 
has to be brought about if any deve¬ 
lopment of that absolutely backward 
area like Bastar, for example, in 
Madhya Pradesh or Melghat in Maha¬ 
rashtra or Bhil in Maharashtra or any 
such area, is to be brought about. 
Here, we are thinking of developing 
areas where infra-structure facilities 
are available; yet, industrial growth is 
not taking place. Industrial growth 
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is not taking place, industrial develop¬ 
ment is not taking place because there 
is a tendency in the industries'to con¬ 
centrate in the already industrially 
developed areas like Bombay, Calcutta, 
Delhi, Madras or other big towns or 
in their surroundings. You know that 
as far as Bombay is concerned, they 
are thinking of developing a'twin city 
in Bombay itself—Bombay and Bom¬ 
bay’s backyard. Nobody really wants 
to go out. 

Therefore, if you want to really 
give an incentive in the form of 20 
per cent, industries, as Shri Piloo 
Mody said ) would naturally go only 
to those areas where there is some 
elementary infra-structure facility- 
available, such as roads, communica¬ 
tions, electricitly, water etc_(In¬ 

terruptions). Ratnagiri has got that 
infra-structure facility. Probably you 
need a railway. After you get it, you 
will have that infra-structure facility, 

I find in this Bill they have adopted 
th e definition of ‘Backward areas’ as 
was given by the committee appoint¬ 
ed by the Planning Commission blind¬ 
ly. That committee had given recom¬ 
mendations on the criteria of total 
backwardness. But, industrial back¬ 
wardness is a different thing. I had 
pleaded with the Government and 
even now I would plead with the Gov¬ 
ernment to reconsider this. To give 
a concrete instance, in Maharashtra 
itself, in the area I come from, one 
cannot understand why Yeoimal dis¬ 
trict is included and not Akola or 
Amaravati, the adjoining districts hav¬ 
ing identical circumstances. J do not 
know. Was political pressure respon¬ 
sible? This is the only inference that 
people can make. Therefore, I would 
even at this stage request that you 
must include those districts where 
basic infra-structure facilities are 
available. 

The second point I want to support 
is about the inclusion of certain in¬ 
dustries which have really a small- 
scale potential and potential of growth 
in backward areas. You will find in 
the Schedule most of the industries 
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given there do not really have the 
potential. No big industry will go in 
the so-called backward areas. There¬ 
fore, industries like glass, ceramics, 
leather and such other industries 
should be included in the list. Even 
at this stage it is not too late to in¬ 
clude these industries.

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Deputy-Speaker, 
Sir, I rise to participate in this debate 


because I do feel this Bill, though 
laudable in some of its objectives, and 
eve n after improvements by the Select 
Committee, remains a Bill with a 
number of loose ends and a number 
of points which cannot he accepted in 
term s of logic or in terms of prag¬ 
matism. The aims look laudable but 
the result seem doubtful. I do wish 
to join with my esteemed friends in 
congratulating the Select Committee 
for making some significant changes 
and improvements. 

.tSui, Sir, me whole question is; What 
is me oDjecuve before us. The ohjec- 
uve Delore us is rapid industrialisa¬ 
tion, particularly, some significant 
strides, in backward areas because, 
ttie coumry as a whole must grew as 
industries develop. Certain industries 
deveiop in some areas while certain 
area s remain undeveloped for a long 
time, I am not looking at*the problems 
ol industrialisation, and the connec¬ 
ted problems of fiscal incentives from 
any ideological angles. My friend. 
Shri Somnath Chatterjee will pardon 
rr.e saying that this is not a problem 
which can be looked at solely from a 
political angle or ideology. After all if 
we want to develop this country or 
develop our industries surely We must 
give them some incentives. But I 
agree with him that tax incentives 
cannot be the only criteria though tax 
incentive should be there. Further. I 
agree with him that apart from profit¬ 
ability there should be some other 
incentives because merely allowing 
these tax incentives will not make the 
t>ade go to backward areas. 

Sir, I want to look at this problem 
from an objective angle. If you give 
tax relief, what is the rationale behind 
it? The rationale should be both 
acceptable and just. I am sorry to 
find that it is not acceptable to the 
industry. Mr. Palkhiwala in his evi¬ 
dence has stated ‘throw it away’. He 
has suggested “adjusted depreciation”, 
instead of initial depreciation. My 
point 1 * 3 . if you want to give tax relief 
an incentive? *o the industrialists—big 
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or small—then do it but do it squarely 
and fully. I feel that initially it was 
wrong to let development rebate go 
altogether. This initial depreciation 
of 20 per cent is immaterial. You are 
not m any material way giving any¬ 
thing. Ail you ar e telling the indus¬ 
tries is you will not be taxed now but 
a latei— say alter five or seven 

yeais. That is no relief. Instead, 
instead of “initial depreciation”, it 
only becomes “initial deception”. 
Secondly, not only in developing 
countries but also in the developed 
counties development rebate in some 
form or the other is given. Foi 
exa-nple, in U.K. it is called invest 
men! allowance. My point is Govern • 
ment should come forward with an 
honeet deal for the industrialists and 
tackle the problem boldly and realis¬ 
tically. Do they o r do they not want 
tax -plief a s a measure to make indus¬ 
trial;.‘-—both small and big—go into 
the backward areas? They should say 
so o 1 early. 

fieiore I come to backward areas, i 
wonder, if ii would not have been 
possible lor the Government to giv-’ 
subsidies for the areas which are 
neither fully developed nor completely 
undeveloped within the Indian context 
I wn>' wondering whether in the small 
towns these industrialists should not 
be encouraged io set-up their indus¬ 
tries. My feeling is, som e of the 
smaller areas ought to have been look¬ 
ed into. 

Now, Sir, in determining the back¬ 
wardness, what is the criterion that is 
adopted? Is there a guarantee that 
this criterion is based only on techni¬ 
cal and economic data and not on 
political considerations? On the last 
occasion when I had raised this objec¬ 
tion on the floor of the House, I had 
suggested in so many words that a 
number of districts had been included 
as backward areas because they were 
represented by big people or Minis¬ 
ters. That is a political consideration. 
The political consideration is that be¬ 
cause the person happens to be in 
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office as a Minister, he wants greater 
progress, in a shorter time a°d at a , 
iaster race in his own constituency, pi 
1 .mount that that is not a correct 
thing to do when we are discussing 
in terms oi backwardness. W;

Finally, many hon. Members 'have 
already made out a case that other l 
industries siiould also be included in \ 
the Ninth Schedule. I would only • v; 
like to invite your attention to. pag" / 

65 of the evidence tendered before the 1 
Select Committee wherein the Finance .7 
Secretary, Mr. M- R. Yardi had listed , 
some of the basic requirements for 
inclusion of industries in the Ninth '■ 
Schedule, where, for example, he has 
said: 

“_ capital intensiveness of the 

industry, high priority of the pro¬ 
duct from the angle of exports, ■ 
essential needs for intermediate and ' 
investment goods, essential needs of 
mass consumption”. 

I should have thought that the glass 
industry and 0 few other such indus¬ 
tries do qualify under all these four 
requirements. So, I do not know whv 
there is this arbitrary way of includ- , 
ing some and excluding others. 

Therefore. I feel that although this , ; 
Bill is laudable, it may not achieve 
its purpose, because Government have ^ 
not gone ahead boldly and realistically 
in regard to this matter. K

SHRI S. M. BANERJEE (Kanpur);

d'< tempts made by Government to 
remove regional imbalances, by certain 
tax incentives for people to itaTt 
industries in the backward areas. 

1 have gone through this Bill. Of 
course, there are some incentives 
given. My fear is that instead of giving 
incentives or encouragement to the 
local people to start industries, per¬ 
haps you might attract big industria¬ 
lists to take advantage of the tax con¬ 
cessions given by the Government and 
start industries ignoring local talent 
or local entrepreneurs. 

About the list of backward areas 
also and the quantum that qualifies 
:or small scal e industry, I feel there 
a re certain revisions to be made. Some 
ox our friends are talking about the 
list of backward areas. If a district 
is taken as a unit, some other districts 
where there are really backward 
pockets suffer. For instance, in 
Andhra Pradesh, districts have been 
taken and they are really backward. 
But there are some other pockets even 
in so-called affluent districts like 
Guntur, East Godavari, West Godavari 
and other places where they qualify 
themselves as backward areas. So I 
would only suggest that the samui or 
block can be taken as a unit. That 
would be the criterion that should 
apply. Under that, there is scope for 
'"ally deserving backward areas com¬ 
ing in for help by Government. 

Another important factor is that 
whrtever concessions you givs, you 
will not be able to attract local entre¬ 
preneurs or encourage them if you 


cannot build up the necessary infra- 
s!ructur e i n that area. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; That 
point has 'been made by many 
speakers. 

£HR1 P. VENKATASUBBAIAH: I 
would only emphasise it. Growth 
ctntres should be identified and infra¬ 
structure facilities have to be provid¬ 
ed 

Thirdly, as regards the industries 
that are to be started, Shri Modi made 
a j ciiicu’ic witn regard to the exptoi- 
u.i'on of avauaoie resources. He said 
limestone is available in an area, so 
why should Government give no 
incentives to start a cement factory in 
that area? That is a fallacious argu¬ 
ment. The incentive could be very 
well utilised in the shape of the tax 
concessions are given in that area to 
exploit the raw material resources for 
cement manufacture. For instance, 
in my area, there is 50 per cent of the 
available limestone deposits in the 
country. Not even one cement factory 
has come because there is no infra¬ 
structure and no incentives had been 
given. If at all a licence is given, it 
wil] be taken away by some indus- 
tiialist of Bombay or Calcutta and he 
will start industry and exploit the tax 
concessions given by the Government. 
Though it is not within the scope of 
this Bill, I say that infrastructure 
should be built up and incentives 
should be given to the local enterpre- 
neurs. Industrial Finance Corpora¬ 
tion, Industrial Development Bank of 
India and other financial institutions 
■mould be liberal in giving loans at 
concessional rates to local enterpre- 
neurs. I feel that the intention with 
which this Bill has been brought for¬ 
ward, namely, to give incentives for 
establishing industries in backward 
r.iear should be followed up by having 
the infrastructure facilities and by 
giving loans on liberal terms. The

SHRI SOMNATH CHATTERJEE: 
Here it is abused. 

SHRI K. R. GANESH: It is for us to 
see that it does not get abused. I do 
not think it is the contention of hon. 
members that in the present stage of 
our development with shortages, pro¬ 
duction constraints etc., when a 
faster industrialisation is necessary, 
so that the country can reach economic 
self-sufficiency.

The criteria on the basis of whicn 
industries have been selected were 
given before the Select Committee and 
discussed. The criteria indicated by 
Government representatives are a? 
follows: Capital intensive ness of the 
industry, high priority from expor; 
angle, essential need.? of intermediate 
and investment goods, essential needs 
of mass consumption, capacity cons¬ 
traint and industries which are mak¬ 
ing abnormally high profits. On the 
basis of these criteria, the Ninth 
Schedule has been drawn up. In 
working it out. there may be 
certain omissions. There may be views 
that some more industries should have 
been there. But the criteria which 
formed the basis of the ninth schedule. 
I have indicated. 

Government had set up under Shri 
Pande a committee to work out the 
criteria for locating backward areas 
This matter went before the Nations J 
Development Council. After that, a. 
serie? of discussions took place bet¬ 
ween the Reserve Bank, IDBI etc. and 
a set of criteria were worked out, on 
the basis of which these districts have 
been selected. Thi s may be different 
from general backwardness. This 
may be different from the way the 
State Goven^nents are looking at this 
problem. But two rationable were 
there. One is that the district should 
not be an advanced district. Secondly 
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ic should not be that backward where 
in spite of whatever concession you 
may give, industries will not come 
because indu*3tries require some infra¬ 
structure and various other things like 
adequate labour population, some 
climate and environment of growth 
etc. It is possible to have another 
point of view. It is possible to say 
that some more districts should have 
been included. On the basis of these 
criteria the Planning Commissi- >.i 
delineated these districts. It is to 
these districts thafconcessional finance 
has been given. Therefore, it was 
thought that it is better to continue 
to have these districts. After all, a 
body ha s gone into it, a number of 
committees have gone into it, the State 
Governments have given their views 
and the NDC has gone into it. There¬ 
fore, it was thought better to have it. 
Of course, an alternative view is 
possible. Hon. Members can say that 
there are certain districts which can 
be included in this. That is a view¬ 
point. 

briitl B. V. NAIK; It is not a view¬ 
point.; it is a chorus of suggestion. 

SiIRI K. R. GANESH: Hon. Mem¬ 
bers have made many suggestions 
at>ou„ glass industry, agro-based indus¬ 
tries, oil products and so on.

to my point the hon. Minister said 
that this will be covered under cot¬ 
tage and small scale industries. You 
in your wisdom, pointed out rightly 
that unless the total amount is raised 
from Rs. 7 lakhs to Rs. 10 lakhs or-

and it was very ably explained’ by 
Shri Madhu Limaye in his speech 
that three or four years ago, this 
Rs. 7.5 lakhs meant something.

open in December, three months later 
and the development rebate was cut 
short. In other ways also this particu¬ 
lar industry has been subject to great 
hardship. I do not know whether the 
Minister is even aware of this. For 
three years they had no opportunity 
to import, and now you are coming 
with this law. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: We are now un¬ 
der larger issues which will cover the 
case of the industry which you men¬ 
tion also. So this short point should 
be considered. I want to know from 
the Minister whether he would like to 
have some time to consider this. 

PROF. MADHU DANDAVATE: I 
want to express one plea. It has been 
said that Mr. Panda moved an amend¬ 
ment to the earlier clause which was 
not accepted. I want to point out 
that it is not very difficult to proceed 
with this matter because I find that 
we have in the past reopened the pre¬ 
vious clauses which were accepted 
by the House. We have got such pre¬ 
cedents in the House. One was with 
regard to the Criminal Procedure 
Code and the other was with regard 
to the Aligarh University. In both 
these cases certain Clauses were al¬ 
ready adopted. In spite of that, due to 
certain compelling circumstances, those 
clauses were reopened and from the 
Treasury Benches themselves certain 
amendments were brought in. Those 
amendments were accepted^. There¬ 
fore, I would like to point out that 
that particular difficulty which you 
mentioned could be got over. Even 
those clauses might be reopened. This 
is my respectful submission. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Government 
has no amendment X am trying to 
find out frqm the Government whe¬ 
ther in view of the consensus they 
are willing to reconsider this. They 
can bring it up again tomorrow mor¬ 
ning. 


SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: I do 
not want to add anything to the con¬ 
sistently and validly made points by 
several hon Members from various 
sides of the House. If on a particular 
matter (which has nothing to do with 
political difference etc.) when Mem¬ 
bers from all the sections of the House 
are agreed....

'the hoh. Minister under which provi¬ 
sion of the Industrial Disputes Act 
lock-out has ween declared for indi¬ 
vidual employees. One can under¬ 
stand lock-out for the whole industrial 
concern- or -for a certain department. 
■But thig loek-out fot- individual em¬ 
ploy ees'ts an innovation, a travesty of 
truth. There has been no record any¬ 
where in the whole industrial disputes

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Certain 
systems were changed. Shift system 
has been introduced. The number of 
hours they were required to work and 
also the overtime system was chang¬ 
ed in pursuance of certain action 
taken by the management. That wad 
also in pursuance-of the jagreement en¬ 
tered into by the Union wffb the 
management. The managemeiR ltM 
got the right of making me gj muin 
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utilisation of the manpower available 
and regulating the service conditions 
of these people so that it may bring 
about maximum production. When 
certain people are not amenable to 
this discipline, disciplinary action is 
taken. It is only keeping in view the 
overall production and maximum 
utilisation of manpower and to bring 
about efficiency of the whole oper¬ 
ation that thesel things have been 
done. I will give the number shortly, 
of the cases where disciplinary action 
has been taken.

SHRI RAMACHANDRAN KADAN- 
NAPPALLI: According to the statement, 
the Indian occupants are more than 
the foreign tourists in these hotels. It 
is very clear therefore that the Indians 
are spending the black money and 
staying there at the companies, ex¬ 
penditure thus evading tax. Will the 
Government, therefore, see that these 
hotels are occupied only by foreigners? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The total 
number of guests is about 2.25 lakhs, 
a*d the number of foreign tourists was 
109382. As the h«n. Member knows, 
»* distinction can be made between 
the Indians and the foreigners as such, 
whei^ payment is made by both of 
them. The only restriction that 
bees introducednew is that to the 
hotels, ^ foreigners or foreign tour¬ 


ists are required to make their pay¬ 
ment compulsorily in foreign exchange 
except the exempted categories who 
are not required to make their pay¬ 
ment in foreign exchange.

tourists coming to India. In the light 
of this,fact that more Indians are 
occupying these five star hotels, will 
Government withdraw the permission 
given to private parties to construct 
five star hotels? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Those 
hotels which are already under cons¬ 
truction will continue to be there. 
"More or less the policy adopted by 
Government during this Plan is not to 
construct or encourage the construction 
of five star hotels. I have made that 
■eery clear. 
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SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: Only re¬ 
cently a report has appeared that 
licences for 106 hotels have been given 
to parties including Indian Tobacco 
and other big firms. It is stated that 
this is because of the pressure erf 
foreign tourists. 

MR’. SPEAKER: He goes on repeat¬ 
ing the same thing. » 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: There are 
no foreign tourists coming. The 
Minister should not think that she is 
too clever. She is evading answer. 

MR. SPEAKER: Not at all. She has 
already replied to that question about 
five star hotels. 

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI: I can prb-‘ 
duce the report. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The hon. 
Member is asking about five star 
hotels. Government are not, as I said; 
encouraging the construction of such 
hotels in the private sector or the pub¬ 
lic sector. 

MR. SPEAKER: Suddenly you get 
up and make an allegation without 
listening to the answer. Some common 
courtesies should be observed. 

SHRI N. K. P. Salve; Have Govern¬ 
ment made any study and projected 
the increase in the tourist traffic in the 
next five years tourist traffic which 
would seek the conveniences and facili¬ 
ties in five star hotels? If they have 
projected such increased tourist traffic 
and Government are not going to' 
construct five star hotels is it Gov¬ 
ernment’s policy to allow five staf 
hotel construction only, in the private 
sector so that the entire foreign ex¬ 
change transaction which goes on sur¬ 
reptitiously goes into the hands of the 
private sector? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI; Those 
hotels which are already approved or 
which: are unijjer construction will 
continue to in that category 
Secondly unless the Classification 
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Committee goes into all these hotels 
and checks, -the categorisation cannot 
be done.. Therefore ’ you - cannot exa¬ 
ctly say whether it will be a five star 
or lour star hotel. Sometimes it comes 
down to the four star level when it is 
being maintained by certain companies 
or parties; when it is managed by Gov¬ 
ernment also it sometimes comes 
down to four star, and sometimes to 
three star also. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: I seek your 
protection from the gracious lady. 

MR. SPEAKER: I will give protec¬ 
tion only to the gracious lady. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE: If you do 
not, I do not have the ghost of a 
chance. Have they projected.... 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: The hon. 
Member should know that Govern¬ 
ment have stated that they are 
not going to construct or encourage 
the construction of five star hotels. 
'Encourage’ means in the private sector 
Government are not going to do that 
except those which are already approv¬ 
ed or which are under construction. 

The hon. member should know that 
tourists who come from the western 
and American countries prefer to stay 
in three star hotels. The number of 
those who want slay in five star hotels 
is coming down. They expect clean 
accommodation and good food. Some¬ 
times they do not even want food in 
the hotels. Therefore one has to go in 
for the lower categories of hotels. 
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SHRI P. R. SEENOY * In view of the 
fact that South Indian hotels are pro¬ 
viding good food at a reasonable price 
has the Government any proposal to 
encourage them? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: There is 
no such thing as South Indian or North 
Indian; there is only vegetarian and 
non-vegetarian food. Both are being 
encouraged.

The terminal build¬ 
ing at Ahmedabad has recently been re¬ 
novated and expaded. Anwapon has 
been constructed and work on streng¬ 
thening a portion of the secondary run¬ 
way and the link taxi track will be 
completed shortly. Essential terminal 
facilities and navigational approach 
and landing aids already exist. 

During the Fifth Plan period to 
meet the expanding traffic require¬ 
ments, it is proposed to construct a 
new terminal building and associated 
apron and taxi track. It is also proposed 
to further strenghen oher facilities and 
equipment at the airport 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR: While 
I am glad that the hon. Minister has 
promised that during the Fifth Plan 
Ahmedabad will get a new terminal 
building, in view of the fact that the 
present terminal building is more than 
20 years old, I want to know how soon 
will this new building come up? Al¬ 
though the Minister said that there 
were some alterations and renovations 
it is a kind of makeshift arrangement. 

It is not equipped to meet up-to-date 
requirements and Dr. Karan Singh 
when he was Minister of Tourism 
referred to the pitiable condition of 
the Ahmedabad eairport In view of 
the long delay in this matter, will the 
hon.

The capacity in 
ibe restaurant had been doubted aftd 
the capacity in the arrival-departure 
lounge had been, made throe dmes

A large number 
of people begin their air travel from 
Ahmedabad and go abroad for studies, 
business and trade. A number of Guja» 
ratis live in Africa and other parts of 
the world. Thefe is heavy international" 
traffic originating from Ahmedabad* 
In view of all this, would the Minister 
assure us that it will be converted’ 
into a regular international airport so* 
that 747 jumbos could also land there? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: Faci¬ 
lities for. the landing of jumbos exist 
only in four international airports and' 
nowhere else. It is an alternative air¬ 
port. It has been called international 
in the sense that some flights un¬ 
scheduled services from western coun¬ 
tries are landing there and facilities for 
such landing had been created and 
provision for customs etc, are also, 
there temporarily. The first thing is to 
strengthen it for domestic service, 
widen and lengthen it and provide 
facilities such as instrument landing., 
visual aids and then only think of 
doing other things for making it an 
international airport 

SHRI K. S. CHAVDA : Out of 35 
lakhs, how much has been earmarked 
for the current year and what is the 
reason for the slow progress?

running 12 hotels and 8 restaurants. 
During 1972-73, these hotels and res¬ 
taurants earned an overall profit of 
Rs. 28.96 lakhs. The accounts for the 
year 1973-74 of these hotels and 
restaurants have not yet been fina¬ 
lised. According to the tentative 
figures, however, the overall profit for 
1973-74 is expected to be about Rs. 29 
lakhs. 

(b) The Fifth Pian allocation for 
the India Tourism Development Cor¬ 
poration is Rs. 34 crores. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: During 1072- 
73 file overall profit was Rs. 28.96 
lakhs. In view of the fact that over 
tour lakhg of tourists have come to 
India and thig represents an increase 
of about 19.5 per cent over the tourist 
arrivals in 1972, why is the profit 
again estimated to be about Rs. 29 
lakhs? What are the reasons for the 
Btagnathm in profit? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHI8HI: The bon.

Our country as the destination coun¬ 
try has increased. It has gone up, to- 
4,60 000. The number of hotels run by 
the ITDC is 12. But tourists go and*, 
stay not only in these but also in 
the private sector hotels approved by 
the department and their number 
comes up to about 200. The total, 
rooms available are 12.678 or so out 
of which the ITDC has 1016 rooms,.* 
This is the profit earned by the restau¬ 
rants and hotels of the ITDC arid the 
tourists lodges. The Asoka Hotel ini 
Delhi has been able to earn a profit 
of Rs. 30 lakhs during this year but 
because it is to be taken as a whole- 
including lodges, motels, hotels anti 
restaurants, it may come to Rs. 254- 
lakhs during this year. 

SHRI D. K, PANDA : My question 
has not been answered. Has tourist 
arrival increased in respect of public 
sector undertaking hotels in which case 
how can the profit r e main at Rs. 29*> 
lakhs? Unnecessarily, the private- 
hotels are being dragged in. 

My question is very simple. Whether - 
tourist arrivals have increased so¬ 
lar as public sector hotels are con¬ 
cerned and, if so, why snould the pro¬ 
fits be at the same point? What are- 
the causes? That is m y simple ques¬ 
tion. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: There- 
is no such thing as tourist arrivals, as 
far as I.T.D.C. is concerned. The 
tourists come to our country; some 
stay in the hotels, some do not stay 
in the hotels. The tourists arrive by 
land, by sea and by air. The total 
figure of tourists includes all these 
things. Morever, the I.T.D.C. has got 
a very limited number of hotels and 
restaurants. It is with reference to this- 
that I am saying. How the two things 
are connected I am unable to under¬ 
stand. 

SHRI B. V. NAIK: In regard to tiler . 
India Tourist Development Corpora¬ 
tion and one of its principle units, 
namely, the Asboka Hotel at Heir. 
Delhi, in regard (o its financial per-:., 
ionnwQce, may I know whether ttien*- : . 
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are serious charges, m spite of its pro¬ 
fit of Rs. 38 lakhs, in the matter of 
giving contracts, without calling for 
tenders, etc., particularly for the cons¬ 
truction of the Ashoka Hotel Annexe 
and, if so what are the charges and 
-what steps the Government has taken 
to see, if the charges are true that they 
-are rectffled? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: I do not 
think any such thing has taken place. 
The construction of the Annexe was 
long back. About the renovations also, 
in the past three years, the number of 
contracts were there. But everything, 
•as far as my knowledge goes, has been 
according to procedure. If the hon. 
Member makes out any specific case, 
certainly. I shall inquire into that. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA GO- 
iSWAMI; The hon. Minister has said 
that the tourist traffic in this country 
has increased and also the hotels of 
the I.T.D.C. are making profit. I would 
like to know what rationale is there 
behind the Government’s decision not 
to construct any hotels in the public 
sector when the-- have given permis¬ 
sion to private sector to build 106 
hotels. 

Secondly, in view of the fact that 
the boarding and lodging charges in 
these hotels are much less as com¬ 
pared to those of the hotels in coun¬ 
tries from where the foreign tourists 
come to this country, has the Govern¬ 
ment any proposal to levy different 
rates for the foreign tourists and 
different rates for the home tourists? 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: I never 
said that the Government has decided 
not to construct any hotels at all. I 
said about the construction of 5-star 
hotels. That does not mean other 
category hotels will not be construct- 
«d. 

Secondly, as far as the tariff rates 
are concerned, the tariff rates depend , 
upon the cost of construction and the 
cost of so many other things, includ¬ 
ing land, etc. It depends jipon sO 
many factors.' As comparedVto .many 
other countries, from where the tour¬ 


ists come our tariff rates may be 
low. But the Government does not 
wish to make any distinction between 
an Indian and a foreigner, as far as 
the accommodation part of it is con¬ 
cerned. As I have already told the 
House, the foreigners are required to 
make payment in foreign exchange. 
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SHRI S. A. KADER: I would like 
to know from the Minister how far 
the performance of the public sector 
hotels compares with that of Ine pri¬ 
vate sector hotels in the matter of 
giving facilities, bookings, reservation 
and other services to foreign as well 
as local tourists. 

DR. SAROJINI MAHISHI: As far 
as this comparison of a five-star hotel 
in the public sector with a five-star 
hotel in the private sector is concern¬ 
ed, of course> unless they fulfil certain 
conditions, rules and regulations and 
give certain facilities to the tourists, 
they will nair beclassifled under this 
particular ftye-sti#r hptel category 
Therefore, continubus vigilante so far 
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as proper maintenance is concerned, is 
very very necessary. I do not know 
whether the member has not any parti¬ 
cular hotel ift view, but, so far as 
these things are concerned, continu¬ 
ous efforts are being made both by the 
private sector and the public sector 
because the business itself depends 
upon the goodwill of the tourists who 
come to our country.

Relaxation In landing permits for 

foreign visitors

India without a visa for a period of 
28 days once in six months. The 
landing permit facility was originally 
introduced in November, 1967, to 
cover a visit to 7 days in November, 
1969 as a result of efforts made by the 
Department of Tourism. The recent 
extension to 28 days was made on the 
ground that the average stay of visi¬ 
tors has naw gone up from 21 days to 
28 days. The Landing Permit facility 
has been a great help in promoting 
tourism to India. 
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Encashment of Travellers Cheques 
issued by Nationalised Banks

Even where there are no reciprocal 
arrangements, banks encash travellers 
cheques of other banks if the holder is 
known to them or is properly intro- 
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duced. Nationalised banks may not 
find it necessary to enter into arrange¬ 
ments with foreign banks for encash¬ 
ment of their travellers cheques as the 
branches of foreign banks in India are 
mostly at places where the issuing 
bank or its agency banks have bran¬ 
ches.

(b) Involvement of some bullion 
dealers has also been reported in some 
cases. 

(c) Information is being collected

House as early as possible. However, 
particulars of All India seizures of 
silver are as follows: —

The following steps have been fatten 
by the Government to prevent smuggl¬ 
ing including silver smuggling out of 
India: — 

Systematic collection and follow up 
of information, keeping a watchful eye 
on the suspected smugglers, rummag¬ 
ing of suspected vessels or aircrafts 
and checking of vulnerable sectors 
along the coast and the land frontiers. 
Additional launches and vehicles are 
being provided from time to time for 
effective interception, prevention etc. 
Some senior officers of the rank of 
' Collector of Customs. Additional 
Collector of Customs and Assistant 
Collector of Customs have been posted 
in vulnerable areas to look after anti¬ 
smuggling work exclusively. Customs 
Act, 1902 has been amended provid¬ 
ing for regulatory measures within 
the specified areas extending Inland 
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upto 50 kilometers from the West 
Coast of India and that part of the East 
Coast which falls within Tamil Nadu 
and Pondicherry. The regulations 
provide for declaration of promises to 
Customs, transport of silver under 
cover of vouchers, maintenance of 
prescribed accounts and reasonable 
steps to avoid sales in the name of 
fictitious persons. The position is kept 
under constant review. 

To build up an anti-smuggling fleet 
an Order for purchase of 20 fast laun¬ 
ches have been placed in the first 
instance. A large complement of anti- 
smuggling staff has been sanctioned to 
check smuggling at major ports and 
airports and for combating smuggling 
on the West Coast and Tamil Nadu 
Coast. A Wireless communication net¬ 
work is also being established.

Statement 

The following suggestions were made 
by the Federation of All India Cloth 
Merchants’ Association with regard to 
the distribution of controlled cloth:— 

(1) Standard varieties of cloth in 
each category, with suitable variations 
width in conduction and piece 
lengths will be produced to suit re¬ 
quirements of various regions. 

(2) Unnecessary processing would be 
discouraged, and a distinguishing 
thread of a suitable colour will be 
inserted on any of the selvedge of the 
cloth to distinguish it from non-con- 
trolled doth 


(3). The Federation will work as an 
apex body of various textile trade 
associations for distribution' of control¬ 
led cloth to semi-wholesale level. 
Thereafter, dotn will be distributed 
through approved retailers who may 
be approved by the local textile trade 
apsociatten : with the help, of Civil Sup¬ 
plies. Department and social service 
organisations. 


(4) Mills should stamp ’3 oer cent 
higher prices and deliver goods F.O R. 
destination. Until this is agreed, to, 
the Federation would, keep 3 per cent 
ofr freight equalisation fund and ex¬ 
pensed of the Apex body. 

(5) The retailer will be allowed a 
maximum margin of 9 per cent. The 
balance margin between ex- mill and 
retail prices will be distributed 
amongst other channels. 

Exports to and Imports from Hungary

Main 
items of our exports' were decoded 
groundnut cakes, tea, coffee, jute 
manufactures, textiles, spices, various 
egnineeriog, goods, etc. Imports from 
Hungary during the same period were 
of the order of about Rs. 112 million. 
The main items of imports were steel 
and steel products, chemicals and 
machinery items. 

(b) and (c). Discussions have been 
held with the Hungarian authorities 
for increasing India’s exports to that 
country. Hungary has shown interest 
in import of various nondraditional 
items from India like finished leather, 
textiles and various .engineering goods 
etc. 


Cases of Defaults on Repayment of 
Term. Loans from Banks

taken by the banks. Further, bank 
credit for sensitive commodities i* 
subject to rigorous credit control mea¬ 
sures administered by the Reserve 
Bank, with a view to guard against 
use of bank funds for hoarding or 
speculation in these commodities.

Over the long 
run, efforts to strengthen the coun¬ 
tary’s balance of payments position 
have to be continued. Export promo¬ 
tion and import substitution play a 
major role in these efforts.

period. Banks were also advised that 
during the year ending April, 1975, 
credit expulsion should be contained 
within 65 per cent of the deposit 
accretion for the year as a whole, 
after allowing for statutory preemp-, 
tions. Banka have been further advised 
that by the end of October, 1974, they

THE MINISTER OF INDUSTRIAL... 
DEVELOPMENT AND SCIENCE. 
AND TECHNOLOGY AND AGRI¬ 
CULTURE (SHRI C. SUBRA¬ 
MANIAM): In July 1978, informal 
tion was received from the Govern¬ 
ment of Punjab that a large number 
of bags supposed to contain imported' 
Di-Ammonium Phosphate had been, 
sold to some farmers in Punjab who, 
complained that these bags did not 
contain fertiliser but granulated mud. 
Preliminary enquiries made by the- 
officials of the State Government and 
the Government of India showed that 
P rima facie it was a case in which 
some auti-social elements had got 
mud granulated in Bombay and sold 
it as imported Di-Ammonium Phos¬ 
phate to some private dealers in 
Punjab after despatching it under 
fraudulent bookings as from the 
“Food Corporation of India”. Action 
was taken by the .State Government 
authorities to confiscate the relevant 
records available with the dealers in 
the State, and by the Union Ministry 
of Agriculture, in consultation with 
the Ministry of Railways, to confis¬ 
cate the relevant records at the 
Bandra Marshalling Yard Railway 
Station, from where the bookings 
had been done. The case was there¬ 
after handed over to the Central 
Bureau of Investigations in August 
1973, for investigation and report. 

The final report from the Central 
Bureau of Investigations has not yet - 
been received, but according to the 
two Progress Reports received ]the 
accused have already been identified 
and four persons have been arrested. 

In the reports received so far from 
the Central Bureau of Investigations,... 
there is no indication to show that . 
the Fertilizer Corporation of India as 
an Organization or any official of the - 
Fertilizer Corporation of Indig, is . 
involved iu this ease. 
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Because of the shoftage of chemi¬ 
cal fertilizers in the country, -some 
■anti-social elements are exploiting 
►the position and indulging in mal¬ 
practices like adulteration: ; black- 
marketing etc. To meet this situa¬ 
tion, Government of India have 
vested adequate powers—including 
powers of summary trial—under the 
Fertilizer (Control) Order in the 
estate Governments to deal with 
-offenders. State Governments have 
-also been asked to step up their 
^Quality Control Checks.

As far as this incident is concern* 
ed, I have already stated that the Pet* 
tiliser Corporation of India hast at*, 
solutely nothing to do with this: 
Unfortunately, there are three FClg 
in this incident. The Fertiliser Cor¬ 
poration of India is one FCI; the 
Food Corporation of India is snothe* 
FCI; and this firm itself which hah 
adopted the name of Fertiliser -Che¬ 
micals India, Ltd. is the third FCI. 
Therefore, there is -i good deal of 
confusion with regard to this FCI. 

I want to make it Quite clear that 
the Fertiliser Corporal ion of India 

has nothing to do with this and thifc 
has been passed on as imported ferti¬ 
liser from Czechoslovakia. All im¬ 
ported fertilisers ar e handled by the 
Food Corporation of India. Therefore, 
the label was also put as ‘Food 
Corporation of India’ and the source 
given as ‘Czechoslovakia’. We have 
varifled it. There has been absolute¬ 
ly no import of any fertiliser from 
Czechoslovakia. Therefore, th4t 
question does not arise at all, of 
some foreign hand playing some trick 
on us. There is absolutely no ’ basis 
for that. This is simply a case of a 
few persons trying ?o take advantage 
of the shoelace in fertilisers and pas¬ 
sing on this mud as fertiliser. They 
have been caught and arrested. Un¬ 
fortunately. there is one official also 
involved in it. He was working nbt 
in the Food Corporation of India, Hbilt 
in the Department of Agriculture. 
was an officer on deputation- from 'the; 
Railways who was functioning Sft a 
liaison cIRcer. His term expired btt 
31-7-73. This incident was brought 
to our notice in early July; Cgi 
31-7-73. he had been reverted fO' t^e 
Railways. Therefore, when we: 
taking action on this, he.*had already 
gone back- to the Railways. * i w&t&Jo ; 
make ft quite clear that .as {at as ftpr 
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investigation goes, no official belong- 
t®g to the Food Corporation of India 
g$,tbe Fertiliser Corporation of India 
was involved in this incident. 


Therefore, it is a ^se^herethis 
'fficial in collusion with these persons 
who styled themselves Fertilisers Ch 
Bjicalg of India have tried to cheat the 
people. They have been caught and I 
as sure sufficient punishment would 
bp. given to them. 

1 am afraid this is not a ^jhere 
* ,Commission is called for. The CB 
id auite compet«.it to deal with the 
investigation. I am told the inves- 
Mggtton is almost complete and verj 
soon we will be charge-sheeting them 
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going to compensate, them? I think 
wherever the innocence and ignorance 
of our masses is exploited by whom- 
soever it may be, it' should be the 
responsibility of the Government con¬ 
cerned, either at the Centre or in the 
State, to compensate them. 

I would urge upon the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to build up confidence in the agri¬ 
culturists who are cheated.

'neoly has disabused our minds of the 
juspicion that a foreign power is in¬ 
volved.

Secondly, we have been given to 
understand that this case is pending 
investigation by the Central Bureau 
of Investigation and involves an offi¬ 
cial of the Ministry of Railways; it is 
pending since July 1973. How much, 
time does it take to chargesheet, pro¬ 
secute and put' them behind bars? I 
am afraid the Ministry or the Central 
Bureau of Investigation has not given 
this case of Bandra, Bombay, the pri¬ 
ority that it deserves. Why is it so? 
Thirdly, the hon. Minister says that 
the officer mentioned was on deputa¬ 
tion. Those who come on deputation 
do not do things without the collusion 
of the officials as well as other agen¬ 
cies.

There are mixture makers who sell' 
fertiliser classified as substandard by 
the Fertiliser Corporation of India and 
I want to bring to his. notice that 
substantial quantity of fertilisers had 
been given to Navalakhi firm. ; of 
Bombay, fertiliser which wag classifi¬ 
ed as sub-standard. Malpractices, in 
fertilisers by the. n^ure-qudrers, sk¬ 
iers and distributers, increase because- 
qf, the rise In theTprice of fertilisers, 
Is. the tejttstion at open market w frfe- 
trade ift fertilisers f0ng. iff. be r^9fr 
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ed in the cpntfcxt of the high price of 
fertilisers so that it will ultimately 
benefit the farmer? 

J3HRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Taking 
the i. t point first, with regard to the 
case .>t the firm which the hon. Mem¬ 
ber m entioned, 1 have absolutely no 
idea about it and if the hon. Mem¬ 
ber writes to me giving details, I 
shali look into it. It is true that this 
is- not the only case of fraud. There 
are cases of supply 0 f sub-standard 
fertilisers by some of these mixtures. 
This has been brought to my notice . 
when I met the farming community 
in various States. It is a serious mat¬ 
ter and we are looking into it and are 
trying to find out how to check the 
malpractices. Apart from fertilisers, 

I am afraid that even sub-standard 
seeds are also passed on as certified 
seeds, as also pesticides. Perhaps these 
are the main reasons for the stagnation 
In our agricultural production. When 
we have sub-standard seed, adulterat¬ 
ed fertiliser and pesticides, naturally 
production is bound to suffer. We are 
looking into this matter.

SHRJ C, SUBRAMANIAM: While 
the call attention is with reference to a 
particular incident, the hon. Member 
has raised the entire fertiliser policy, 
with regard to pricing, distribution 
and various other things. As Hon 
Members are aware. I am just new to 
this job and that too. I have taken 
over • only recently. Therefore, I am 
not in a position to deal with these 
irrclevancies because I have come 
here to answer the questions arising 
out of the incident.

The hon. Member also made a men¬ 
tion that perhaps some Food "Corpor¬ 
ation or Fertiliser Corporation officials: 
were involved in' the distribution of 
these things. So far, nothing, • has 
come out i n the investigation that 
these officials are involved. But, 
dtertainly if the investigation shows' 
that some, officials are involved, we 
will not hesitate to take action. But. 
Certainly, the hon. Member will not 
expect us that on mere suspicion or 
conjecture we could get at anybody 
and everybody who is connected with 
the Food Corporation or Fertiliser - 
Corporation. 

1 used the word ‘anti-social’ in the 
sense that anybody, whether he be¬ 
longs to the Food Corporation or be¬ 
longs to the Government at the 
highest level, when he indulges in 
these things, he is an anti-social ele¬ 
ment. Therefore, there is no such- 
thing as an anti-social element se¬ 
parate from the general category. 
Whoever indulges in these malpracti¬ 
ces belongs to the anti-social cate¬ 
gory. This is my definition. If he 
has any other definition, he may 
stick to that. 

Therefore, as far as this incident Is- 
concerned I have answered it fully 
and I want to assure the hon. Mem? 
bars that full investigation will tob: 
made and whoever is involved in it*, 
would be properly dealt with.

SHRI C. SUBRAMANIAM: Ho has 
raised more general questions than 
what the previous speaker has done. 
Of course, they are quite important. 
About shortage, as hon. Members are 
aware, the main reason is non-utilis¬ 
ation of capacity within the country. 

In this regard, we are taking what¬ 
ever steps are possible. My colleague, 
the Minister of Petroleum and Chemi¬ 
cals is personally looking into it with 
regard to fertiliser factories to see 
that various constraints in the matter 
of reaching full capacity are removed 
as quickly as possible. He has as¬ 
sured that better utilisation would 
be made and at least 1.5 million 
tonnes of fertilizers would be indi¬ 
genously available from our own 
factories. The licensing provisions 
have been tightened up. Regarding 
those persons against whom there are 

1375 LS—7. 
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complaints, the licences are withdrawn. 
We are encouraging cooperative sec¬ 
tor to a large extent but the private 
sector also is there dealing with the 
distribution of fertilizers. 

They are mainly the agents of the 
private sectors. This matter will, 
also be looked into whether we can 
completely take over the fertilisers 
produced by the various companies 
to be distributed either through the 
state agencies or through the coope¬ 
ratives. I shall certainly look into 
the suggestion made. 

Another useful suggestion was 
made by the hon. Member regard¬ 
ing the provision of a car for the 
supply of fertilisers. This is the idea 
which I mooted when I was once be¬ 
fore the Minister for Food and Agri¬ 
culture that this car should be with 
reference to the credit availability 
for the farmers and also the various 
material inputs required for agricul¬ 
tural purposes. Certainly, this is a 
good idea. I am told that in Tamil 
Nadu as also in Karnataka this sys¬ 
tem has already come into existence. 
We shall try to explain it to other 
states also. 

The question of small farmers was 
raised but we did not attach more 
importance to the provision of the 
material Inputs to the small fanners. 
It I recollect it correctly, quota for 
small farmers is given separately and 
through the various organisation, 
priorities are given to the supply of 
these inputs to the small farmers 
also. Therefore I do agree with the 
general approach that ultimately 
unless we have adequate fertilisers 
available for the supply, these mal¬ 
practices are likely to increase. We 
shall keep this in mind and try to 
improve the availability as much, as 
possible. But, even if it is available 
in adequate quantities, I am not sure 
whether we can completely eliminate 
the cheats. Cheats will always be 
there even in scarcity conditions. 
The only thing that we should do is 
that we have to be very careful 
about them. 
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I would like to assure the non. 

House that we are aware of the 
shortcomings in the various distribu¬ 
tion systems and it would be our 
endeavour to rectify the difficulties 
in future.

(Bhagalpur): I must admit that 

I am the latest convert to the u tili ty 
of using this hour on Fridays. I had 
used it only last Friday, and I am 
using it today also. I would request 
you not to do away with this prac¬ 
tice. Once in a week we must be 
given a chance to make our submis¬ 
sions. If you like you may fix a 
time-limit of two minutes. But I 
would request you and I would re¬ 
quest the hon. Minister also not to 
press this point any further. 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to a very im¬ 
portant matter, and I would request 
that what I am saying should be 
taken note of by him and the reply 
must be properly given to us about 
that matter. It should not be merely 
taken on record and sent to the Min¬ 
istry concerned, but proper reply 
should be given to us. 

I would like to draw the attention 
of the hon. Minister to the sad plight 
of the weavers in Bhagalnur due to 
the discouraging attitude and the 
poor supply of controlled staple yarn 
to the State of Bihar. I cannot do 
better than quote the figures. Out of 
8,585 bales allotted, only 1,611 bales 
have been given and 6,900 are still 
due. In the town of Bhagalpur 
where we have 25,000 handlooms, 
nearly 2.50 lakh workers are engag-

ed in the weaving industry and they 
are not getting staple yarn at all 
with the result that they are facing, 
starvation. What better and more 
important issue can be where than 
this to raise in the House and draw 
the attention of Parliament to? 

In just one particular town, name¬ 
ly Bhagalpur 2,50,000 people are in 
this weaving industry and they are 
not getting the staple yarn where as 
the quotas are there and the mills in 
Bombay aud the big moneyed-wal- 
lans are exploiting tte situation and 
they are selling the bales at higher 
prices in the city; whereas the price 
for the supply has been paid by 
Viscoman we are not getting it. I 
would request you to use your good 
offices to kindly ask the hon. Minis¬ 
ter to look into this question and pro¬ 
vide the small weavers of Bhagalpur 
who number about 2 \ lakhs with 
staple yarn which not «being given 
to them by these fellows.

SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (CHIRA- f 
YINKIL): I want to refer to the ) 
newsprint project in Kerala of the 'j 
Hindustan Paper Corporation. Uti- | 
fortunately, there has been a lot of | 
delay in the commissioning of fills $ 
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project because, from time to time 
different objections have come either 
from the Central Government or 
from H, S. Simon, the collaborators 
of the Hindustan Paper Corporation. 
Now there is a furore in the State 
because there is a fear that it may be 
shifted from Kerala on the ground of 
non-availability of raw materials. 

I am not denying the fact that in 
1958, the then Kerala Government, 
when Mr. Namboodripad was the 
Chief Minister Mr. Jyotirmoy 
Bosu’s leader—had giveu a 60 year 
lease of 33,000 acres of forest to 
Birlas. Because of that, taking ad¬ 
vantage of the Namboodripad award 
to Birlas, they ere making litigation 
and trying to delay the project. The 
Birlas are creating a scare in the 
mind of the Central Government that 
the raw material will not be avail- 
$blei The Kerala Government has 
now come out with a categorical 
assurance that 10,000 acres Euca¬ 
lyptus will be available, that the raw 
material will be available and that 
the project should not be delayed. 

I want the Minister of Industrial 
Development to make a statement as 
to what is the position at present, 
whether there is any thinking over 
this matter. I want a categorical 
assurance from the Minister. 

SHRI C. K. CHANDRAPPAN 
(TELLICHERRY): Sir, I want to 
draw the attention of the Govern¬ 
ment to the serious flood and food 
situation in Kerala. There is a 
rapidly worsening food situation in 
the State. Several crores of rupees 
have been lost by way of crop des¬ 
truction and all that. In this situa¬ 
tion, several millions of people are 
being given relief by way of free food 
and all that. I would request the 
Government to rush food supplies to 
Kerala and to that effect I want the 
Minister to make a statement in the 
House. 

Here, I would like to say one 
word more. The hon. Food Minis¬ 
ter, the new Minister, had made a 


statement that he had sent a com¬ 
munication to Kerala Government 
that he will not send additional food 
supplies to that State unless a strike 
in that State is withdrawn or the 
Government there intervenes and 
settles the strike. That is a very 
strange condition. In the F.A.C.T., 
there is a strike and that strike is 
no reason for the Central Govern¬ 
ment to say that they will not send 
food to the people of Kerala. The 
Food Minister made a condition that 
he will send food to Kerala only 
when the strike is withdrawn. I 
would like the Government to come 
to the House and make a statement 
in regard to the serious flood and 
food situation in Kerala and state 
what they will do in that situation. » 

SHRI S. m BANERJEE (KAN¬ 
PUR): With your permission, Sir, I 
would like to raise certain issues. I 
would request that the ‘Ministers 
concerned should be asked to make 
statements in regard to the issues 
raised. 

Sir. you will remember, when the 
Business Advisory Committee met, 
we decided and you promised to con¬ 
sider a Call Attention Notice regard¬ 
ing non-payment of two instalments 
of D.A. which have become due in 
April and June, 1974.

SHRI NAWAL KISHORE SINHA 
• (Muzaffarpur): Sir, I want to bring 
an important matter to the notice of 
the hon. Minister for Parliamentary 
Affairs. Gandak project is one of the 
most important river valley projects in 
this country which has already cost 
the exchequer over Rs. 150 crores. God 
alone knows how much more it would 
cost. The present position is that the 
Gandak authority in Bihar have re¬ 
leased enormous quantity of water 
through the escape channels without 
consulting or informing the kisans 
which has iftund^-d a very large 1 tract 


of land in the regions of Bihar result¬ 
ing in destruction of lakhs of acres of 
standing maize and paddy drops. 
Hundreds of people have been render¬ 
ed homeless. It is not only because 
of the technical defect in preparation 
of the project report but also due to 
carelessness, callousness and complete 
disregard on the part of tjje executing 
authority of this project for national 
loss. This long-drawn programme' of 
this project is still incomplete. That 
has also contributed to this depreda¬ 
tion which has multiplied manifold 
due to heavy rains from year to year. 

I would therefore, suggest to the 
hon. Minister for Parliamentary Affairs 
that he should give us at least two 
hours’ time to discuss this project. 

SHRI CHINTAMANI PANIGRAHI 
(Bhubaneswar): Mr. Speaker, Sir, 
when I raised the question of floods 
in Orissa, you were good enough to 
direct the Minister to make a state¬ 
ment. According to your direction 
yesterday, the Minister made the 
statement. You also directed the 
same thing so far as drought in Orissa 
State is concerned. 

MR. SPEAKER: The Minister’s 
statement was already fixed. I only 
allowed that. I said that when the 
discussion on floods takes place—some 
members brought to my notice about 
the drought situation—drought situa¬ 
tion too can be discussed along with that 
I did not ask the Minister to make a 
statement on drought situation.

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: IWe now 
resume discussion on the Companies 
(Amendment) Bill. Mr. Gokhale. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR (Ahme- 
dabad): Mr. Deputy-Speaker. Sir, I 
have a very serious information to 
give to the House. One Harijan young 
man of 35 years age and by name 
Dahyabhai mithabhai Parmar was 
almost beaten to death in his village 
Mithaghoda in Surendranagar district 
of Gujarat, in the same district where 
the R'anmalpur tragedy had earlier 
taken place. This . young man was 
brought in an unconscious state to the 
VS Hospital, Ahmedabad where he 
succumbed to the injuries and died. 
More than 2000 Harijans joined the 
funeral procession and went into the 
cremation ground. The matter is so 
serious. I would like the Home 
Minister, since Gujarat is under Pre¬ 
sident’s rule, to come before the House 
and give us a statement. This is a 
very important matter, all the more 
so because one of the Harijans has 
issued a statement that all the Hari¬ 
jans must join Islam, since they are 
being given such bad treatment! It 
is a very serious thing. I do not want 
this thing to be repeated in the Su¬ 
rendranagar district or elsewhere in 
Gujarat. I would therefore request 
the Home Minister to make a state¬ 
ment on f;his.

COMPANIES (AMENDMENT) BILL— 
contd. 

THE MINISTER OF LAW, JUSTICE 
AND COMPANY AFFAIRS (SHRI H. 
R. GOKHALE): I began my speech 
yesterday. I shall resume it wifh your 
permission. 

Uuder clause 2, the previsions of 
section 2 of the principal Act relating 
to defictions are being amended in 
certain respects. 

The most important in this regard, 
is sub-clause (i) of clause 2 of the Bill 
by which a new clause (18A) is being 


inserted defining the meaning of the. 
expression *‘|GroufcF. The Committee' 
felt that in.order to achieve the objec¬ 
tive of the proposed provision, the.- 
definition should be more comprehen¬ 
sive so that the cases where two or 
more individuals, associations, firms or 
bodies corporate, or any combination, 
thereof are in a position to exercise 
control could also be covered so that- 
no merely the initial object of control¬ 
ling but the resultant control may be- 
duly kept in view. The definition has, 
therefore, been modified accordingly. 

Further in view of the insertion of 
the definition of ‘Group’ the Committee- 
felt that it is advisable to provide a 
forum for the decisions of any doubt 
or dispute as to whether two or more 
individuals, associations firms or bodies 
corporate or any combination thereof 
do or do not constitute a ‘Group’. The 
Committee has decided that the Com¬ 
pany Law Board should determine 
whether a group exists or not and in¬ 
cidentally whether control necessary to 
constitute a group exists or not when¬ 
ever the question may arise. Accord¬ 
ingly, an Explanation to the definition 
of ‘Group’ has been added by the Com¬ 
mittee. As Hon'ble members are 
aware the Company Law Board is a 
body to which functions and powers 
of the Central Government under the 
Act may be delegated. The decision 
on questions relating to the applicabi¬ 
lity of the definition in individual 
cases, will, however be made by the 
Company Law Board in terms of the 
recommendation of the Joint Com¬ 
mittee and this will not be a jurisdic¬ 
tion derived by it from the Central 
Government by delegation but will be 
a jurisdiction directly conferred upon 
the Company Law Board by this Act. 
This will provide the Company Law 
Board in letter as well a s in spirit, 
with the quality of an independent 
judgment, that is expected of an im¬ 
partial quasi-judicial tribunal. 

(ii) Clause 3; Section 4A and 4B* 
were proposed to be inserted by this- 
clause. Section 4B contained an en¬ 
larged definition of the expression- 
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•“same management” and it was the in¬ 
tention of the Bill as originally intro¬ 
duced to make the definition appli¬ 
cable to inter-corporate ioans and in¬ 
vestments no less than to the deter¬ 
mination of inter-connection of under¬ 
takings under the M.R.T.P. Act. 

The Committee felt that the new 
definition of “same management” is so 
wide that it is likely to restrict the 
operations of small and medium sized 
companies and is also likely to retard 
formation of capital and impede inter¬ 
corporate investments which are need¬ 
ed for the sturdy growth of the corpo¬ 
rate sector. The Committee, there¬ 
fore left that the existing definition of 
‘same management’ in the principal 
Act should continue to apply to the 
companies governed by the Act. But 
in so far as the Companies governed 
by the M.R.T.P. Act 1969 are concern¬ 
ed, the wider definition of ‘same 
management’ as proposed in the Bill 
should be applicable to them. Accord¬ 
ingly, the proposed section 4B has been 
transferred to M.R.T.P. Act, 1969 
under clause 43 of the Bill as reported 
by the Committee. 

v,iii) Hon'ble Members will notice 
that in view of the proposal to transfer 
to the Company Law Board some of 
the powers which were so long 
exercised by the High Courts, the 
Committee felt that the Cenral Govern¬ 
ment should be empowered to increase 
the strength of the Company Law 
Board to nine, if need be so that the 
matters in relation to which the powers 
of the High Court are proposed to be 
transferred to the Company Law 
Board could be disposed of expedi¬ 
tiously by one or more benches formed 
by the Board. Further in order to 
enable the Company Law Board to dis¬ 
charge properly the functions and the 
powers of a Civil court to enforce the 
attendance of witnesses and produc¬ 
tion of documents and so on and also 
powers of punishment for its contempt 
have been provided for so that this 
Board’s quasi iudicial functions may 
be efficiently discharged. 


(ivj Clause 6: Hon’ble Members are 
aware that the existing Section 43A(1) 
of the Companies Act provides that 
where one or more bodies corporate 
hold not less than 25 per cent of the 
paid-up share capital of a private 
Company, such private companies shall 
become a public company. The Bill 
as introdued sought to reduce the said 
percentage from 25 to 10. The Joint 
Committee, however felt that th e re¬ 
duction of percentage of shareholdings 
to ten is likely to hamper the forma¬ 
tion and growth of private limited 
companies in the small scale sector 
especially in the rural areas, and 
therefore, the provision of the existing 
section 43A(1) in this regard need not 
be disturbed. Further the Committee* 
thought that private companies which 
are less capital—intensive but have a 
considerable consumer and employee 
and public interest because of its high 
turn-over should be brought within the 
scope of the deemed public companies 
irrespective of the paid-up share 
capital. Accordingly it has been pro¬ 
vided in the Bill under consideration 
that a private company irrespective of 
its paid-up share capital, shall become 
a public company it has an average 
annual turn-over of 1 crore of rupees 
or more calculated during a period of 
three consecutive financial years. 


The Bill as originally introduced 
sought to provide that a nrivatp com¬ 
pany holding ten per ceut or more of 
the paid-up share capital of a public 
company will be deemed to be a pub¬ 
lic company. The Joint Committee, 
however felt that this limit of ten per 
cent is likely to hamper growth of and 
formation, of capital of public com¬ 
panies. As such the Committee raised 
this percentage to 25. The proposal 
contained in the original clause to 
delete the existing exemption under 
section 43AC6) has been omitted as 
the Committee was of the opinion 
that where the entire share capital is 
held by another ^private company it 
need not be treated as a public com¬ 
pany.

in corporate affairs thus know that a 
company is using its capital to the 
best advantage an<j is being run 
efficiently and with an all round sense 
of social responsibility expected of it, 
that by itself would be sufficient to 
achieve the objectives. 

Before I resume my seat, I would 
like to bring to the notice of the House 
that the Government has given notice 
of some amendments to some of the 
clauses in the Bill to improve upon 
the provisions in drafting so as to 
achive the objectives. In this context, 
I would specifically mention the 
changes proposed in clause 8 relating 
to amendment of section 73 of the 
principal Act. Hon’ble Members are 
aware that questions were raised in 
Parliament about the failure to refund 
large amounts of money obtained by 
companies in respect of shares offered 
to the public through prospectus to 
which listing on the recognised Stock 
Exchanges had not .been granted or in 
cases where the issues were over-sub¬ 
scribed. This failure has resulted in 
some cases in misappropriation of the 
concerned applicants’ money. This 
fraudulent practice is sought to be 
removed by including suitable provi¬ 
sions in clause 8 of the Bill as reported 
by the Joint Committee. 

I am confident that there is a general 
consensus of opinion in favour of the 
provisions in the Bill and I commend 
it for acceptance by the House subject 
to the amendments given notice of by 
the Government. 

PROP. MADHU DANDAVATE 
(Rajapur): He did not read the last 
sentence that he would concede all the 
amendments. 

SHRI H. R. GOKHALE: I shall 
concede some of the amendments those 
which appeal to me as reasonable and 
good... (Interruptions) 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: I am here 
to regulate the proceedings, otherwise 
you should have a robot here. Kindly 
sit down, I was going to say that this 
is a coir plicated and wide ranging Bill; 


even so I would draw the attention of 
the hon. Members that only three 
hours had been allotted...(Interrup¬ 
tions) This is why I said, that you 
should have a robot here and not a 
human being. I am quite aware of 
this and that is why I say that only 
three hours had been allotted by the 
House. I know the * difficulties of 
Members but I should like them to 
keep this in mind.

Shri Panda. 

SHRI N. K. P. SALVE (Betul): I 
will not be here on Monday and since 
we will be taking up other business, 
may I make a request to you? 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Could 
Mr. Panda yield to him? 

SHRI D. K. PANDA (Bhanjanagar): 
I would be going away tomorrow. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In that 
case I am helpless. You have only 
ten minutes. 

SHRI D. K. PANDA: The stated 
objective of the Bill is to deal with 
the problems of concentration of 
economic power and monopolies 
which they achieved through the 
takeover bid and other means. It 
ha : beensaid on an earlitr occasion 
bv the then Company Law Minister 
that this would be a step towards 
achieving socialism but I disagree 
with that statement made by him. 
The objective ts laudable but the 
present amendments are not going 
to take us so fa*. It will not touch 
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even' tim fringe of tho problem of 
comshtrirtion of wealth In the hands 
of monopolists. 

There are certain amendments and 
the whole objective is only to curb 
and restrict their activities which 
are antisocial. A great economist, 
Karl Mane, has said: 

i , 

"Crime must be not punished in 
the individual, but the antisocial 
source of crime must be totally 
destroyed and each man must be 
given the social scope for the 
manifestation of his being." 

From the long experience of the 
advanced < capitalist countries and 
even from our own experience in 
this country, we know that for the 
last several decades we failed to 
control and restrict , the antisocial 
activities of these monopoly' houses. 
In the note circulated by the Com¬ 
pany Law Ministry it has been said: 

"It fans been the experience that 
not a single case of take-over bids 
could be regulated or undesirable 
one prevented by the Govern¬ 
ment" 

That is our experience of the last 
25 years.- We are still clinging to the 
root lies somewhere else i.e. the 
same mixed economic policy. The 
existing legislation has ell along 
conceded the position that the 
growth of private monopoly in in¬ 
dustry and finance is intrinsically 
conducive to the development of in¬ 
dustrial efficiency and economy of 
scale, and as such, to > the develop¬ 
ment of national production. This 
assumption is totally wrong. U 
there is backwardness in any State, 
price rise, wage-cut, value of wages 
going down—at the root of these 
things. If is the , monopoly .hand that 
is playing havoc. Therefore, the 
ameta&netits being .. made ears quite 
insuffetaQtrii&f not oppose the 
amendments which ate already there 
to tile ofinglnal .Act. At the same 


time, I have also given some amend¬ 
ment to restrict these monopoly 
activities and their antisocial, per¬ 
formances. 

Considering particularly the 
abnormal price rise in prices, I 
would like to say that the real cost 
of production can be detected only 
by cost audit. In the case of all 
companies having a paid-up capital 
of Rs. 25 lakhs and more, their 
accounts must be audited by a cost 
accountant. That will help us in so 
many other ways. If there is under¬ 
utilisation of capacity, the cost audit 
can point out how there can be a 
proper and full utilisation of capa¬ 
city. Improved inventory policies 
can be there if there is cost audit. 
It is felt that there is further scope 
for improvement by introducing 
continuous stock-taking on a day to 
day basis instead of having. it 
annually. It is further suggested 
that return of used tools by shops 
to stores should be made for gross 
quantity originally issued through 
Inspector which could examine the 
condition of each and stores could 
take on charge serviceable tools 
only. The rejected ones can Jbe de¬ 
faced to prevent the possibility of 
their preservation for further re¬ 
placement. Therefore, cost audit 
has to be included. 


Before coming to my amendment, 
I would like to point out that under 
the Company Law Ministry, there 
was a case against' Bird and Company 
for under-invoicing and the Customs 
Additional' Collector imposed a fine 
of Rs. 2 crores. On appeal, it was 
reduced to Rs. 50 lakhs, but there, 
was a stricture passed against the 
conduct of Shri S. K. Gho$e, the 
pkes|EMlj Chairman of the company. 
There was also a CBI probe. In spite 
of all those—things, I do not-know 
how his name could be approved by 
the-same Ministry. I wanttp 
whether under the law' sufch'6 man 
against whom such a stricture has 
been passed can be approved, ■■■•the

SHRI D. K. PANDA: The camou¬ 
flage for production of Golden Seal 
Margarine is that it is meant for 
bakeries. It contains 10 to 20 per 
cent moisture and the ratio of profit 
of Margarine as compared to Dalda 
is about Rs. 5,000 per tonne extra.

SHRI MADHU LIMA YE (Banka): 
Kindly read rule 338. 

SHRI DINESH CHANDRA

“A motion, resolution or an 
amendment, which has been moved 
’ and is pending in the House, shall 
not lapse by reason only of the 
prorogation of the House.” 

The whole question is what is the 
procedure to be followed. The proce¬ 
dure is specifically laid down here. 
When a specific provision is made, it 
always overrides the general provis¬ 
ions. When the discussion of the re¬ 
solution is adjourned sine die after 
all, we cannot say that the House was 
adjourned but the discussion was not 
adjourned. When the House is ad¬ 
journed, the discussion is also ad¬ 
journed.

Ungehcy bii adjournment of a motion; 
Tula 3£ do**' not isgf' ahoqt it; it says 
thjst to caiete if a resolution is ad- 
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joumed, then if it is to be. taken up 
on the next available day, it can be 
done only when you give notice for 
the resumption of the adjoufned de¬ 
bate, and on receipt of such notice 
the relative precedence of such Bill 
or resolution shall be determined by 
ballot. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: In the 
first place, I will take up your objec¬ 
tion under Rule 30. It says: 

“When on' a motion being carried 
the debate on a private member’s 
Bill or resolution is adjourned...” 

There was no motion to adjourned 
the debate and, therefore, that ques¬ 
tion does not arise. 


Then, it says: 

“When the debate on a private 

member’s Bill or resolution is ad¬ 
journed sine die ...” 

I do n ot think that this debate was 
ever adjourned sine die. On the last 
occasion, when it was not completed, 
it was clearly understood that the dis¬ 
cussion will be resumed. 

May. I now request him to upto date 
his information about the Rules? We 
have even gone a little further in 
relaxing these Rules. Previously, 
whenever there was a Resolution or a 
Bill coming next in order and, be¬ 
cause of delay in’ the completion of a 
Resolution under discussion or a ,Bill 
under discussion, a Resolution or a> 
Bill coming next In order was not 
taken up, it lapsed and it .had to go 
through the ballot again. We have 
relaxed the Rule to this extent that 
in case, for any reason, a Resolution 
under discussion cannot be wmpteted 
in time and the next Resolution can¬ 
not be taken up, it will not lapse but 
it will be given first priority at the 
next sitting. .

Deputy-Speaker, Sir, this Resolution 
mainly concerns the Prime Minister 
and, I remember, the Prime Minister 
was also present when I started speak¬ 
ing on this Resolution on the last 
occasion. I do.not know why the 
Prime Minister is absent today. This 
is a matter which directly concerns 
her_ 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: For your 
information, the Prime Minsiter feels 
that your Resolution is quite impor¬ 
tant. She has written that she has to 
go somewhere and she will not be 
here. We all have some work to 
attend to. She is the Prime Minister 
and she has many things to attend to. 
She has shown the courtesy of re¬ 
questing the Chair to inform the 
House that the Home Minister, Mr, 
Uma Shankar Dikshit, has been de¬ 
puted to be present here. 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I am con¬ 
scious that this Resolution demanding 
dissolution of Lok Sabha is not an 
ordinary one. It is an extraordinary 
Resolution and an extraordinary de¬ 
mand apparently contrary to the con¬ 
cept of parliamentary democracy. 
Although it is an extraordinary Re¬ 
solution contrary to the concept of 
parliamentary democracy, it is an ans¬ 
wer to the present situation in the 
country. To quote the words of 
Lenhv the situation is ripe for re¬ 
volution, the situation is explosive 
and -there is no answer but, to have a 
shock treatment off the administr^, 
tion, of the whbie ppUtieal syateih in . 
our. Country. And this- shock treatment 

possible only through a mess up¬ 


surge, a mess revolution of a noh* 
violent type as has been taught by- 
Mahatma Gandhi. I want to remind 
the House the t Mahatma Gandhi* 
when he was asked as to what was 
the real security for the freedom of 
our country, promptly he replied that 
it is not the strength oi the army but 
the capacity of the people to oiler 
satyagraha against the existing Gov¬ 
ernment it they do injustice to the 
people, which is the real security for 
our freedom. As I have said, a situa-- 
tion is developing in the country 
which may degenerate into chaos, viol¬ 
ence and all kinds of agitations. The 
situation, as I have said, is ripe for a 
revolution. No other method can*, 
really stop this rot, this national crisis" 
in the midst of which we are today; 
no kind of development measure, no> 
kind of planning, no kind of anti- 
inflationary measures, no kjnd of mea¬ 
sure to control the price rise can stop> 
the rot because the root cause of the 
national crisis is not more economic 
crisis, is not more political crisis, but 
it is a crisis of lack of confidence, of 
the people in the present political set¬ 
up. lack of confidence of the people in 
the present administrative set-up, lack 
of confidence of the Deople even in the 
present political system. lack of 
cofidence of the people in the politi¬ 
cians as a whole; maybe, more against*' 
the ruling Party but not insignificantly 
against all kinds of political parties; 
Frankly speaking, today, for the people 
politics and also politicians have be¬ 
come irrelevant; coming of these poli¬ 
ticians or political parties makes no j 
real meaning for the people; they have- 
seen them, they have the experience 
of their behaviour and conduct. Today, 
really speaking, the political community 
in India has become a despicable com¬ 
munity for the common people. As I 
have said, it is a crisis of lack of. 
confidence of the people. Spin®— 
body was. trying to say whether' 
this .was an attempt to Mh a > 
national . Government. , Ijjo* Stn, $i*' 
lame legs put together, cannot ’ make- 
the- seventh leg, strong^ JSven if, aJfi- 
the traditional opposition patties join 
together, there is.no possibility, what-, 
soever, p* really changing tbs coadi- 
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tions of the; country because, ns 1 have, 
said, the root cauee is the crisis of lade 
of confidence t of the.. people in the 
present political system; they have lost 
faith in the present political appara¬ 
tus, io the political community as a 
-whole/ \ Today you have lost the 
heritage of our freedom struggle 
when politics was equated with patrio¬ 
tism, patriotism was equated with 
national service, national service was 
equated with the spirit of a mission; 
it was a heritage' unknown to any 
country; no other country had a 
national revolution like ours; and that 
heritage has been completely lost. That 
is why I say that this requires a 
shock treatment. Only through the 
mass upsurge of the people, only 
through a people’s revolution, there 
is a possibility of obtaining—I would 
.use the word ‘distillation’; or you may 
use the word ‘purification’—distillation 
of the present political system, distil¬ 
lation of the character of the present 
politicians; otherwise; there is no pos¬ 
sibility, whatsoever, of really meeting 
the national crisis in the country. As 
1 have said, this national crisis re¬ 
quires a national revolution to give 
shock treatment to the present politi¬ 
cal system, as also to the conscience 
of ail kinds of politicians, either of 
the ruling party or of the opposition, 
because to the people today the poli¬ 
ticians are symbols of nothing but 
professionalism nothing but of career¬ 
ism to fulfil their own personal ambi¬ 
tions—trying to have the votes of the 
people by this means or that means. 
To the people the elections have be¬ 
come nothing .but a ritual. To the 
people the Assembly or Parliament has 
become nothing but a means for the 
politiciang to fulfil their self-gratifica¬ 
tion. This Is the image that we have 
succeeded' to put before the people 
of the country! 


Fortunately for the country there Is 
one man who has understood the 
seriousness pf the situation, who has 
understood where the country has been 
g-slhg, and that .is Mr. Jayaprakash 
Tl^rayaju Bfe *>as given the call for 
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a national, revolution, he has ' given 
the call for the people's revolution, ha 
has given the call for a tbtal revo.lu- 
tion, he has given the call for a mags 
upsurge beednse “according to him— 
and he is perfectly correct—unless'the 
present chaotic condition, unless the 
present crisis, is given 'an objective 
direction, is given a really patriotic 
direction, is given a revolutionary ' 
direction, the country will degenerate— 

I do not know, to what. He has 
given this call and the country has 
given a tremendous response to it. 
What is he fighting for in Bihar? He 
is not fighting for Bihar only. He is 
fighting in Bihar for the cause of the 
whole of India, he is fighting in 
Bihar a national revolution, he is 
fighting for the resurrection of the 
people's power which has been sub¬ 
verted by the power of the ruling party 
and also to a certain extent by, I 
should say, the dereliction of the 
opposition parties also. 


Instead of meeting the basic point, 
the basic issue, that has been raised 
by Shri Jayaprakash Narayan, the 
other people who do not match him, 
particularly those belonging to the 
ruling party are trying to spread all 
kinds of slander and calumny and 
are offering chicken-hearted criticism 
against the people’s revolution start¬ 
ed by Shri Jayaprakash Narayan. And 
what are the charges? Let me enu¬ 
merate the charges that are being 
levelled against him by the ruling 
party. Number one is that Shri 
Jayaprakash Narayan is venturing re¬ 
intrusion into politics after two 
decades. The second charge is that, 
by demanding the dissolution of the 
Bihar Assembly, he is insulting the 
people because it is the people who 
elected their representatives. The 
third charge is that Shri Jayaprakash 
Narayan’s movement is a movement 
born out of the conspiracy of- 

MB. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: May l 
know whether Mr. J ayapx^akash 
Narayan has ever asked for the dis¬ 
solution of the Lok Sabha? 
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SHHI SAMAR GUHA: That is a 
different thing, Sir. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER; The Reso¬ 
lution is about dissolution of the Lok 
Sabha.

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: You will get 
the answer, Sir, at the proper time. 

The third charge is that Sbri Jaya- 
prakash Narayan's movement is a 
movement born out of the conspiracy 
of big business; publicity they have said 
that the big business has been financ¬ 
ing his movement; they have even 
gone to the extent of saying that 
foreign money is pouring into Shri 
Jayaprakash Narayan’s movement. 
They have also said that he is spoil¬ 
ing the career of the students, that 
he is preaching the Utopian philo- 
| sophy of partyless democracy. It has 
been said by the Prime Minister her¬ 
self that it is not a revolution, it is 
an anti-revolution. Last of all, many 
high dignitaries of the Congress and 
many members of the AICC have 
levelled the charge against him that 
Shri Jayaprakash Narayan is creating 
conditions for the growth of totalita¬ 
rian fascism in the country. 

I will answer all these questions. 
JP stands not as an individual only. 
He is the symbol of the national 
aspirations. He is the symbol of the 
people today. He is the symbol of 
the hope for the future and survival 
of Indian democracy and the concept 
of socialism that we all want to 
fulfil. 

JP has made a re-entry and re¬ 
intrusion to politics—somebody said— 
like Pip Van Winkle, sleeping for 
the last two decades. It is not so. 
JP was very much in politics, much 
more than any of us. He had not spent 
a single day for himself. He was 
always in politics, but that was a 
different type of politics. It was 
people** politics, not party politics, 
to which he devoted himself, be¬ 
cause he believed that, socialism in 


a democratic set-up can be possible 
only if we develop the , people's, 
power and only on the -basis of 
people’s power* can the coacept of , 
real socialism be established in 
India. Therefore, by Joining the 
Sarvodaye movement he was trying 
to build up a base for peoples, 
power. But till 1957 at least I had 
some faith in the S&iyrodaya move¬ 
ment, when the Bhukrant—land re¬ 
volution. call was given end then 
there was the Gramdan movement 
which then became a reformist 
movement. 

But today as I said, J. P. was in 
Sarvodaya for developing people’s 
power. When be found that the 
situation has been so developed by^ 
the ruling party, particularly the 
people, who are the custodians of 
the sovereignty of the nation, the 
people who really should wield the 
will of the nation, have been com¬ 
pletely subjected by the‘power, the 
power of the ruling party and the 
power politics. The people are no¬ 
where, although you talk of people, 
people are nowhere in the present set 
up of politics and that is the reason 
why JP has come again. It is only to 
vindicate the right of the people, it is 
only to vindicate the will of the people 
to show that if you really want to have 
a democracy, if you really want to 
have socialism based on a decentra¬ 
lised society, based on the concept 
of decentralisation, not an authori¬ 
tarian type of socialism or the one 
that is equated with the party and 
the, State, theta, it is necessary that 
the people’s power must be aroused 
and he, by giving a call for a peo¬ 
ple’s revolution, by giving a call for 
a total revolution, is toying to build 
up that people’s power. He is try¬ 
ing to arouse the consciousness of 
the people. He is trying to vindicate 
the right of the people as against the 
right of the political parties, parti' 
cularly, the ruling party— (inter¬ 
ruptions). ' , ‘ .

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS 
MUNSI (Calcutta-South): At least 
his chapter on national revolution, we 
must all listen. 

MR. DEPUTY-SPEAKER: Now

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: I would 
like to draw your attention to one 
fact.

Nowhere they got 
morc. fhah 50 per cent votes of the 
people. Nowhere it is the verdict of

Then, 
recently, only 30 per cent voted the 
Congress to power in UP. It is the 
system of the ruling party.... 


SHRI VAYALAR RAVI (Chira- 
yinkil): What percentage of votes 
did your Party get? 

SHRI SAMAR GUHA: That is the 
result where the people who have 
been elected completely forget the 
people. They have no right of recall. 
And if such right is demanded, how 
can you say that this is insult to the 
people? Sir, they have ruled the 
country for over twenty-five long 
years. They rule by minority vote 
of the people, ignoring majority vote. 
Is this not insult, may I ask? You 
have seen big business conspiracy 
there. Where 'do their funds come 
from? It is very easy for the Rul¬ 
ing Party to get the party collec¬ 
tion. Those who talk about J.P. 
must remember what happened in 
the years 1930, 1942 and earlier in 
the year 1921. There were mass 
movements. There was the national 
upsurge. There was no need for go¬ 
ing on asking for funds; the people 
themselves offered the funds. Those 
who have seen the massive demons¬ 
tration by Mr. Jayaprakash Narain 
in Patna on 5th May will clearly 
see the truth of my statement.

Compared to what 
was during the British days prior to 
1947 what do you have now? You 
have twenty times the security for¬ 
ces. You have twenty times the 
police force. There ' were not so 
many arrests under British days; so 
many killings, so many firings u 
many detentions without trial, as we 
see today under the congress rule. 
This is what is happening under the 
congress rule. The country is under 
the shadow of fascism, such a spec¬ 
tre is there in front of us.

' SHRI H. K. L. BHAGAT: 1 have 
seen the .amendment. . I do not Vay 
that the political %ystem which we 
have been having for the lagfe 25 years 
or so is without deficiencies or cannot 
be improved, especially In regard to 
elections which are tending to become 
increasingly expensive. But it is a 
political system suited to this country 
and stood the test of trails and tribu¬ 
lations. We have through this system 
succeeded in meeting the challenges 
which have arisen from various quar¬ 
ters. There is criticism of this system 
by some persons who go on saying, 
many things. Politicians today are 
the subject matter of contempt and 
ridicule by a section of the critics. 
Mr. Samar Guha has joined in that 
chorus. I do not say all politicians 
are good or all are bad. Some are 
good, some bad. They also 'reflect the 
general standard of society. One 
question was put to me ubout politi¬ 
cians by a journalist during election:

He has best¬ 
owed him all the virtues, making him > 
a paragon of virgue, political, social 
and econmoic—may be, may not be 
But certainly he is hot willing to come 
and join these parties in the Opposi¬ 
tion.

At the very outset, X would like to 
point but that at this Juncture when 
the country is facing an unprecedented 
and grave economic crisis it does not 
behave of us to think abput the dis¬ 
solution of Lok Sabha and holding of 
fresh elections. Hence I am unfortu¬ 
nately in the unhappy position of op¬ 
posing this Resolution. 


Sir, neither the dissolution of Lok 
Sabha nor the holding of fresh elec¬ 
tions is going to help us in finding 
suitable solutions to this economic 
crisis. It is to be remembered by all 
of us that elections now will be an ex¬ 
travagance which the country cannot 
afford. The elections will cost the 
public exchequer approximately sum 
of rs. 50 crores. It is imperative that 
the Government should observe ut¬ 
most economy for containing the infla¬ 
tionary pressures. The elections at 
this juncture will only fan the fury of 
inflation. Secondly, the Government 
cannot also afford to dissipate its 
energy in conducting elections, when 
the crying need of the hour is the con¬ 
certed efforts on the part of the Gov¬ 
ernment to augment production on all 
fronts. The only answer to galloping 
inflation is to galvanise the entire pro¬ 
ductive capacity of the country. The 
Government are also to devise other 
ways and means to arrest the econo¬ 
mic deterioration. During the last 
inter-session period, the President had 
to promulgate four Ordinances as an 
anti-inflationary package. Besides 
this, the Government have also intro¬ 
duced the Supplementary Budget only 
day before yesterday. Unless the In¬ 
flation is attacked with all the avail¬ 
able verve and vigour on the part of 
the Government, it will be difficult for 
the nation to aurvive. I oppose this 
Resolution on the ground nt its dele¬ 
terious. ramification* on. the entire 
nation^ ' 7 ’

adult franchise in our country. < If is 
common knowledge that 70 per cent of 
ojjr population is illiterate. Most of 
the country’s population is engaged in 
the battle of survival and they hardly 
have any time to understand or ap¬ 
preciate the economic intricacies. Only 
recently in the United Kingdom the 
elections were held. The people of the 
United Kingdom, who are literate, de¬ 
feated the ruling Conservative Party 
and exercised their choice on the 
Labour Party, because they were con¬ 
vinced of the failure of the Conserva¬ 
tive Party’s Government in. tackling 
the economic problems faced by the 
country. Besides the widespread flll- 
teracy prevalent in our country, the 
people of the country have also not 
got before them a viable alternative 
political party for reposing their trust 
In them. AU the Opposition Parties in 
our country have got different ideo¬ 
logies and programmes. They have 
not been able to merge into one single 
Opposition Party for the purpose of 
giving a fight to the Congress Party on 
the ground of its misrule. If the peo¬ 
ple by chance give their majority sup¬ 
port to these Opposition Parties. I 
wonder whether they will be in a posi¬ 
tion to adopt a flexible attitude to¬ 
wards one another In the matter of 
running the administration of the coun¬ 
try.

solved in no time. It is the ruling party 
that has again restored the confidence 
of the people in the Parliamentry 
democracy by sweeping the polls in 
1971.

try. It is the Opposition patties who*

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SHRI SHYAM SUNDER MOHA- 
PATRA (Balasore): Sir, while listen¬ 
ing to Mr. Cruha, I was thinking 
that instead of suggesting the dissolu¬ 
tion of the Lok Sabha, they could 
probably bring i n a Septennial Act 
(as it was once done in England) to 
extend it by two more years, so 
that in seven years, we can do even 
better things than we have done till 
now. It is no use anybody holding 
brief for Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan. 
If Mr. Jayaprakash Narayan could 
have sponsored a parties by himself 
to create an alternative to the Con¬ 
gress to come here, probably his 
argument would have been more 
sound than what he is doing now. 
Since he is an individual taking ad¬ 
vantage of the political frustration or 
economic condition in the country 
trying to boost up an agitation here 
and there, I do not thinly Mr. Jaya- 
prakash Narayan has any political 
alternative to the Indian National 
Congress. 


The question of a coalition govern¬ 
ment was sponsored by many. leaders 
of the opposition, including Mr. Vaj¬ 
payee, when the Bangladesh war 
came. But one political party which 
showed tenacity and courage was the 
Indian National Congress and by 
winning the war, we have proved 
that by a single determined political 
majority party, we can deliver the 
goods. 


We cannot certainly dissolve Par¬ 
liament and lead the country to 
chaos. After 1987 there were many 
coalition governments here and there, 
almost in all the States Of India. 
What was the result? The result was 
that there was dissolution of the 
Legislature, another mid-term poll 
and again another coalition, followed 
by another dissolution of the Legis¬ 
lature. So, as hon. Members of 
Parliament who have been voted to 
this position by the people, we can¬ 
not suggest' dissolution of Parliament 
Jfor (having elections within a few 
monlhs./ 
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We are a democratic institution and 
we have followed the practices of the 
parliamentary democracy in England. 
Nowhere is a precedent in England 
that the Parliament itself suggests its 
dissolution. It is the prerogative of 
the Prime Minister to s ugg est to the 
King or Crown the dissolution of 
Parliament whenever mere is any 
national emergency. From 1839 till 
1931 there were 27 instances in which 
the Prime Minister of England sug¬ 
gested to the Crown the dissolution 
of Parliament and that also only 
when he was satisfied that there was 
a national crisis. But I do not think 
there is any national crisis here. 

As has been mentioned in the Re- * 
solution, it is true that we are passing 
through a difficult economic situa¬ 
tion. But the prices of commodities 
have not gone up 400, 500 or 2,000 
times suggesting a grave national 
crisis. We are passing through an 
economic hurdle, no doubt. But if 
we put our shoulders together, if we 
put our heads together in a spirit of 
cooperation, in a spirit of adjustment, 

I have no doubt that we can get over 
this crisis. 

Mr. Augg in his book Modem 
Foreign Governments in the chapter 
“World War I and Seven years of 
coalition” says: 

"The chief developments of the 
intervening years must be indi¬ 
cated briefly. To begin with, while 
the coalition (headed from 1916 by 
David Lloyd George) outlasted the 
war but the party truce did not. 
Almost at once, internal dissension 
broke the Liberal Patty as under, 
with a vigorous minority wing 
going into opposition; early in 1918 
Labour was in opposition also; and 
by the time of the armistice of 
November 11, 1918 Party strife was 
almost as vigorous as oefore the 
War." 

So, there can apt be any national 
coalition government wptth the 
name which can deliver the goods. 
It is the Congress Party, which is 
today at the helm of affairs as the 
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single majority party under the de¬ 
termined leadership of Shrimati 
Indira Gandhi, which can deliver the 
goods, Which can carry the shin 
through turmoil and storm to safe 
destination. 

SHRI P. G. MAVALANKAR 
(Ahmedabad): Mr. Chairman, Sir, 
I must say quite frankly that 
this debate on Shri Samar Guha’s 
Resolution has been very interesting 
and it has produced several speeches, 
some very serious, some fairly seri¬ 
ous and some not so serious! And 
I must say that Professor Samar 
Guha is himself partly responsible 
for the manner in which the debate 
has taken shape. Apart from the 
fact that his Resolution is not happily 
worded, if I may say so with all 
respect to him, the trouble is that he 
has put so many things in one bas¬ 
ket with the result that you have 
speeches on a variety of subjects, a 
variety of points, and + here has not 
been any regular debate on a parti¬ 
cular subject. For example, if I were 
to argue on the lines on which Shri 
Madhu Limaye argued when he said 
he wa s supporting Shri Guha’s resolu¬ 
tion but was making points which 
were totally different from the points 
made by Shri Guha, would it help? 
Therefore, I do not know whom to 
support and whom not to support. 

I must say that I am unable to 
see eye to eye with the Resolution as 
it stands. My first point, however, 
is that we must take this matter 
seriously, no doubt. But, I am afraid, 
a number of speeches have been 
very partisan and punctuated by 
political considerations. It is be¬ 
cause Mr. Samar Guha himself 
started in that manner and others 
responded in the same manner. I 
do not. of course say in a summary 
fashion that all the speeches were 
partisan speeches. 

I do not think any one of us, as 
Members of Lok Sabha, is Interested 
in remaining, here permanently. As 
a matter of fact, none of us is per¬ 
manent here. This House is per¬ 
manent, this country is permanent, 
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but we are a passing phenomenon 
in this House. We will be here in 
the House again or we will not be 
here in the House again. That is not 
the point. But the point is this. Mr. 
Samar Guha has referred to the 
disease, that there is an unprece¬ 
dented national crisis and all that. 
My question to him, in all sincerity, 
is: Will the remedy that he is sug¬ 
gesting cure the disease? 

Many hon. Members have referred 
to Gujarat. In Gujarat, the position 
was totally different. Let us not 
mix up the issue. In Gujarat, the 
demand for dissolution of the 
Assembly was a universal demand. 
All people belonging to all political 
parties, including the ruling Con¬ 
gress party, were asking for the dis¬ 
solution of the Assembly. When a 
demand for the. dissolution of the 
Assembly comes on behalf of the 
entire people, you cannot stop that, 
But in India, as a whole, I do not 
think we can say rightly and hon¬ 
estly that the people as a whole in 
India are demanding the dissolution 
of the Lok Sabha. Therefore, we 
should not go in for it 

Now. Sir. this Resolution is In¬ 
teresting, but it makes a strange 
reading. Mr. Samar Guha says 
that there is an unprecedented 
national crisis. Yes. We all agree. 
Even the Government will agree. 
But I ask: Will any Government 
and, particularly, the Government 
with such a large majority vountari- 
ly resign in such a situation. My 
point is that the Government will 
not voluntarily go away. In any 
case, the privilege or rather the 
prerogative of the dissolution of Lok 
Sabha is that of the Prime Minister 
in any parliamentary democracy. 

Then, Mr. Samar Guha says that 
there should be an All Parties’ Care¬ 
taker Government. I can under¬ 
stand if he says that there should be 
a Care-taker Government which 
does not take advantage at the time 
of the elections. But to »0y that 
there should be a Care-taker Go- 
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vernment of all parties before hold¬ 
ing fresh elections is to ask for a 
national Government only for two 
months! If he had said that there 
should he a national Government be¬ 
cause of an unprecedented national 
crisis, I would have been with him. 
But when he wants to have a sort 
of a national Government only for 
two months, I am tiot with him. If 
he says that there should be a Care¬ 
taker Government because Govern¬ 
ment abuses the powers at the time 
of elections, I am with him. But he 
should not bring in a national Go¬ 
vernment in the form of a Care-t^ker 
Government only for two months. 

Then, again, he is talking about 
restoration of patriotic and demo¬ 
cratic faith of the people for build¬ 
ing an egalitarian society in India. 
I ask him and every Member of this 
House: Are these things to be esta¬ 
blished only by having elections 
periodically or too frequently or are 
these things to be done by educating 
the masses? Even while we all arc 
in the House, we can go to the peo¬ 
ple during week-ends, during inter¬ 
session periods, to educate them, to 
create public opinion, so that when 
elections come in a normal way, the 
people are able to judge better, and 
with an understanding and enligh¬ 
tenment and vote accordingly. 

I conclude by saying, let not Mr. 
Samar Guha put this House into 
emotional outburst, let us not go on 
a sentimental journey but let us be 
realistic, let Us keep up the norms of 
parliamentary democracy. Instead 
of bothering about the early dissolu¬ 
tion of the Lok Sabha, let us all 
bother about dissolution of corrup¬ 
tion, dissolution of wrong values in 
public life and all that if we do 
this, I am sure, whenever the elec¬ 
tions come, they wQI serve their pur¬ 
pose. Well, anyhow, the elections 
are knocking at the door. They are 
craning in about l|r years time. 
When the elections come, the people 
of the country win have an oppor¬ 
tunity Of doing things which Mr, 
Samar Guha and other friends have 
5 n their mind. 


MR. CHAIRMAN: Now, this Resolu¬ 
tion should have been concluded by 
5.30 P.M. Is it the pleasure of the 
House that the time on this Resolu¬ 
tion be extended by half an hour or 
so?

SHRI PRIYA RANJAN DAS MUNS 1 
(Calcutta-South): 1 oppose the Reso¬ 
lution i moved by Shri Samar Guba 
because 1 consider it an anti-people’s 
Resolution. This Resolution expresses 
only the frustration of a few political 
forces and not the frustrations of 
the people, though I agree that people 
are angry at the moment and are in 
great distress. 

During the debate on the no-confi¬ 
dence motion, I heard the Prime Minis¬ 
ter saying that, in this hour of crisis, 
all political parties should consider 
three important points. One was prac¬ 
tising economy; there should not he 
any ‘more avoidable expenses. The 
second was that we should see that, 
whatever we speak or do is for the 
interest of the nation and does not 
amount to waste. Rut I consider the 
discussion on this Resolution today 
of course, there are two other Resolu¬ 
tions which are very important and 
which are yet to come; they are for the 
interest of the people—is absolutely a 
wasteful discussion and is not related 
to the interest of the people; it will 
further frustrate the people and wea¬ 
ken the democracy. 


So, far as I know, Mr. Samar Guha is 
sincere in one aspect; he preaches the 
ideals of Netaji Subash Chandra Bose. 
I would make a request to Prof. Samar 
Guha to shift the movement from 
Bihar to the State which always led 
the country to revolution—I mean, 
Bengal—under the leadership of Shri 
Jayaprakash Narayan and have the 
real test there. It does not mean that 
I am saying that the Bihar people are 
reactionary. What I want to say is 
this. If Shri Jayaprakash Narayan is 
sincere in his intention to fight corrup¬ 
tion in Bihar, he should first start not 
against the Ghafoor Government but 
against casteism in Bihar, That wotild 
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help not only Shri Jaya prakash Nara- 
yan but the entire State and the coun¬ 
try at large. 

Prof. Samar Guha in his speech 
has said about people's revolution and 
he quoted Lenin and Mahatma Gandhi. 
When Mahatma Gandhi started the re¬ 
volution in this country, he started 
not with those sections who were op¬ 
posed to the interests of the people but 
first in Champaran, taking the interest 
of the peasantry, then yith the textile 
workers of Ahmedabad and then with 
the larger community of the country. 
Similarly, Lenin believed that, with¬ 
out the participation of the peasents, 
without the participation of the work¬ 
ing class, there cannot be any great 
social change or social reconstruction. 

I know, the Mover of the Resolution 
speakes for everythng but never 
speaks for the peasants or the working 
class: he has never led any movement 
in his life against those who are capi¬ 
talists and monopolists. I would appeal 
to him that the man who talk about 
revolution and wants to preach to the 
people about revolution and taking the 
country in a positive direction, makes 
the first sacrifice. Before appealing to 
the people to boycot the English goods, 
Mahatma Gandhi did that first in his 
family. Therefore, Shri Samar Guha, 
before he appeals for dissolution of 
Lok Sabha, should first resign his seat 
and fight the election within two 
months taking Shri JayapraKash Nara- 
yan as his leader, and let us see 
whether he can come out with his pro¬ 
paganda or not. 

Secondly, after the dissolution of 
the Lok Sabha, he is asking for a 
Caretaker Government. 1 would like 
to make an appeal. 1 am not accusing 
any political party. Congress has got 
a caretaker and it is our Prime Minis¬ 
ter, Shrimati Indira Gandhi; she is our 
caretaker leader. The CPT has got a 
caretaker leader In Shri Dange. The 
CPM has also got one caretaker. Jan 
Sangh has, of course, one. But the 
other parties who are supposed to join 
the Caretaker Government have no 
caretakers, they have frequently 
changed their caretakers. 1 know, Prof 
Samar Guha has changed his caretaker 
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three times. The Swatantra had some¬ 
body as caretaker but today their 
caretaker is Shri Charan Singh. So, 
let them first assure us who will be 
their final caretaker till the end and 
then they can give this sermon to us. 

Lastly I want to say that this type 
of discussion in Parliament is indulg¬ 
ed in by a section of polictical parties 
who only talk of democracy and show 
off that they have faith in demoracy, 
but under that garibi they are pro- 
fasciest elements. Every time they 
threaten. Somebody from Allahabad 
threatened: ‘I will set fire to this and 
that*. Let them inspire the People 
in that direction. We will inspire the 
people for their faith in democracy. 
Let there be a final struggle and let 
us see who wins. Those who are with 
us also feel that there are some pro¬ 
blems in the present economic situa¬ 
tion. but they never expect dissolution 
of Parliament. If Prof. Samar Guha is 
keen and interested in taking sides 
with the Government and giving some 
constructive suggestions, he may give. 
But. I know, he cannot give any sug¬ 
gestion which is opposed to the mono¬ 
polists, which is opposed to the land¬ 
lords, which is opposed to black mar¬ 
ket. His only interest is to dethrone 
Shrimati Indira Gandhj and her Gov¬ 
ernment. That will not help him and 
the country. 

I would, therefore, request Prof. 
Samar Guha to withdraw his Resilu- 
tion. If, however, he insists, I would 
like to ask him to make this experi¬ 
ment first in his own constituency 
with his programme, and I assure him 
that I will contest him in his consti¬ 
tuency if he resigned and fights 
election again. 

MR. CHAIRMAN: The Hon. Finance 
Minister will make a statement at 6 
O’clock.

THE MINISTER OF HOME AF¬ 
FAIRS (SHRI UMA SHANKAR 
DIKSHIT): I have carefully heard 
the speeches, starting with the speech 
of my hon. friend, Shri Samar Guha 
and other friends and I am sorry to 
have to agree with what my young 
friend, Shri P. R. Pas Munshi said, 
that this has provided an occasion for 
a waste of valuable public time- 

The resolution that Trof Samar 
Guha has moved a says; 

“.. this House urges upon the Go¬ 
vernment to advise the President of 
India to dissolve the present Lok

I would like to point out that he has 
nowhere said that he wants a national 
government. I think some of our 
friend have misunderstood him. ' He 
goes on to say through an amendment 
that the newly elected Lok Sabha will 
function as a Constituent Assembly 
for the purpose of framing a new 
Constitution to implement the Direc¬ 
tive Principles of the Constitution. 
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Prof. Guha has said during his 
speech that no measures to (restore 
the economic health and strength and 
no steps for increasing the producion 
would save the country. 

Then he says: Therefore We should 
appoint a Constituent Assembly and it 
should teframe the Constitution of 
India. He wants, under the new con¬ 
stitution, a new election should take 
place. That is to say, the Country’s 
representative should engage them¬ 
selves for months and months to¬ 
gether merely in a constitutional ex¬ 
ercise, while our country is passing 
through, according to his strong ex¬ 
pression of his views, a very difficult 
situation. So, this is the position. 
And, 1 was rather amused and some¬ 
what disappointed to read the opening 
introuctory remarks of his speech, i 
think this would bear repetition and 
he said this: 

“Six months ago, I would have 
myself criticised^ such a resolution 
as a resolution born out of cyncism, 
out of a frustrated mind, a reso¬ 
lution, if talking about politically, 
which is directed to create a con¬ 
dition for denigration of our Parlia¬ 
mentary democracy as also for 
cheating the condition for the growth 
of the right reactionary forces in 
our country..”

I have seriously considered these 
issues and I can' understand some of 
the reactions of my friend.

Now, Prof. Guha has made another 
criticism. I am not trying to cri¬ 
ticise Jayaprakash ji but it gives me 
a brief opportunity to refer to an im¬ 
portant subject.

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STATEMENT RE. REPORTED REFU¬ 
SAL BY BANKS TO ACCEPT 100 
RUPEE CURRENCY NOTES 

THE MINISTER OF FINANCE 
(SHRI YASHWANTRAO CHAVAN): 
Mr. Speaker, Sir, I wish to make a 
statement on the reported refusal by 
banks in Lucknow to accept 100/- 
rupee currency notes. Enquiries from 
Kanpur Office of the Reserve Bank 
reveal that on Monday last there was a 
scare in Kanpur that 100/- rupee notes 
might not be accepted by the banks 
and there was an unusual rush at the 
counters of the Kanpur Office of the 
Reserve Bank of India. All notes were 
■ exchanged across the counters and 
the scare subsided. There were a news 
item in a local paper reporting the fact 
of the scare and also reporting that a 
certain series of 100/- rupee notes not 
being exchanged by the banks. A 
contradiction was issued by the 
Manager, Reserve Bank of India, 
Kanpur. It is reported that during the 
last 2-3 days there was a similar scare 
in Allahabad as well as in Lucknow. 
Banks are accepting for deposit and/ 
or exchange all denominations of notes 
including 100/- rupee notes being ten¬ 
dered across the counter.

1 am 
raising a fundamental issue. The ques¬ 
tion is not whether it will bo propor¬ 
tional representation. The question is 
whether the ruling party has the ver¬ 
dict of the people, the majority ver¬ 
dict of the people in the Assemblies 
and in Parliament. That is the basic 
question that has to be gone into, it 
is the specific question which has to 
be gone into. 

My young friend challenged me why 
I did not resign. I do not know if they 
consider me as a political worm or a 
political crook indulging in political 
gimmickry. I have thought over the 
issue seriously before raising this re¬ 
solution. I may say for the knowledge 
of my friend that in the 1971 elections, 
when you had a windfall victory, in 
my constituency I got 1,43,000 votes 
while the ruling Congress candidate 
got only 36,000 votes and the Congress 
candidate forfeited his deposit.

It is the blessing of the 
people, the affection of the people. I 
was overwhelmed by that. If the posi¬ 
tion is reversed in the next elections, 
I do not "care.

I will go on saying what I 
feel as dictates of my conscience as 
right and I will not care for any op¬ 
position. If one has a right to say 
what he feels, I exert that right,,. 
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About my resignation, some other 
Members also raised it. My friends 
are acquainted with the word critica¬ 
lity. In a nuclear power plant nuclear 
fission reaches criticality prior to the 
stage of an explosion. When the poli¬ 
tical situation will reach that stage Of 
criticality, when the suffering of the 
people will reach that criticality of 
people’s revolution, I will be the' first 
man to resign. 

Lastly, Jayaprakash Narayan is be¬ 
ing discussed everywhere. JP is now 
the red rag before those who have en¬ 
joyed power for 27 years. JP has 
thrown a challenge to them. He is the 
symbol of Indian people’s aspiration, 
he is the symbol of the struggle, he is 
the symbol of the rise of the people.

MR. CHAIRMAN: In that case, 1 
will first put the amendment moved by 
Shri Samar Guha to his own resolu¬ 
tion to the vote of the House.

RESOLUTION, RE: AGRICULTURAL 
LABOUR 

SHRI GADADHAR SAHA (Bir- 
bhum): I beg to move: — 

' “This House notes with concern 
that the landless labour and the poor 
peasantry who constitute 70 per cent 
of the rural population are in aciite 
distress due to absence of "effective 
and genuine land reforms, lack of 
job opportunities, abnormal rise in 
prices of essential commodities and 
other social and econtmic injustice 
and recommends that— 

(a) adequate job opportunities for 
them be created with regulated 
working conditions: 

(b) a reasonable minimum wage 
rate to meet their daily neces¬ 
sities be fixed and effectively 
implemented; 

(c) supply of food and essential 
commodities at subsidised 
rates be guaranteed to them; 
and 

(d) effective and genuine land re¬ 
forms throughout the coun¬ 
try be made without any fur¬ 
ther delay. 

MR. CHAIRMAN; As per Direction 
9A Shri Gadadhar Saha’s Resolution 
regarding agricultural labour which 
he has moved now will automati¬ 
cally be carried to the next day. ^
